It is hereby notified that during the Chinese New Year crackers may 
be fired on the following days and between the hours specified :— 
January 30th, 1892, all day and all night. 
February 7th, 1892, ditto. 
On other days between 31st January and 18th February inclusive, 
from 4 a.m to 9 p.m. 
Any person found firing crackers between the hours of 9 p.m. and 
4a.m., except on the 30th January and 7th February, will be liable to a 
fine of $25. 
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The privilege above set forth will be subject in Taiping to the following 
restriction—viz., 


The firing of crackers is absolutely prohibited during the Chinese 
New Year festival within the area contained between First Street 
on the west, a straight line extending from Swettenham Road at 
the Railway goods-shed to Klian Pau corner on the north (excepting 
the Tam Kong temple grounds), Residency Road on the east, and 
from that along Kota Road to First Street on the south. 


Gambling will be allowed in the open air during the whole of the first 
moon, at tables duly licensed by the farmer, from 4 p.m. till 10 p.m. 


These tables may only be placed in Market Road, Kota Road, Smelting 
House Road, or the intersecting streets between Main Road and Kota Road, 
and must be so placed as not to cause any obstruction.

2. That the expenses for conveying the labourer from any port in the 
Straits Settlements to his destination shall be borne by the employer. 

3. That the said employer shall furnish the labourer with a suitable 
house, for which the latter will not be required to pay rent. 

4, That the said employer shall provide the labourer with his daily 
food, consisting of a sufficient quantity of rice with ‘vegetables, salt fish, or 
other condiments, and also furnish him with one jacket, two pairs short 
trousers, one mosquito curtain, two bathing-clothes, one sun-hat, and a pair 
of clogs, free of charge. 

5.. In the event of the labourer falling ill from natural causes, the 
employer shall furnish him with medicine and a place for his medical treat- 
ment until recovery, or send him in due time and by proper conveyance to 
the Government Hospital, where such is established ; that for the time the 
said labourer is ill no deduction shall be made from the wages; that if the 
said labourer does not work at least 24 full days in the month, he shall pay 
to the employer ten cents per day for every day under that time, such pay- 
ment being deducted at the half-yearly settling days. 

That should the said labourer desert and be captured, all expenses 
actually incurred shall be repaid by him. 

6. Where by a written contract of service a labourer is bound repay to 
the employer the specified amount of certain advances already made to him 
or on his behalf, and such amount shall not have been repaid at the

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 36.—Kuata Kanesaz Montaty Report ror NoveMBER. 


To rae ActiNG SEoRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TaIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honor to forward my report for the month of Novem- 
ber. 


2. The Senior Magistrate arrived here on the evening of the 15th, and 
held the Assizes the following day. 


3. Three Chinamen, said to be members of the Broken Coffin Society, 
were tried for gang robbery, and convicted, and each sentenced to ten years’ 
rigorous imprisonment. The robbery was committed at about 6 p.m. on the 
26th September, and the house broken into is situated on the main road, 
close to the outskirts of the town. There were said to be six robbers, all of 
whom were armed with large Chinese knives and revolvers. As soon as 
information of the robbery was received at the station, Chief Inspector 
Buswell sent out four parties to search the town and roads leading from 
Kuala Kangsar, and also telephoned to Padang Rengas ordering another party 
to be sent out from there in the direction of Taiping. His promptitude in 
instituting search parties resulted in the arrest of three of the robbers at 
Padang Rengas that same night; and had it not been that the telephone was 
out of order, and there was consequently some delay in communicating 
with the Police there, the whole of the gang would probably have been 
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captured, but as it was three of them escaped into the jungle, through a house 
in the Padang Rengas village. Sergeant Lall Sing, in charge of the station 
there, put a sentry on the spot, where the other three men had been arrested, 
and the following morning searched the place and found some of the arms 
and stolen property that had been thrown away by the robbers when en- 
deavouring to escape from the Police. The Senior Magistrate, on the conclu- 
sion of the case, commented on the able manner in which Chief Inspector 
Buswell had conducted the prosecution, and commended Sergeant Lall Sing 
for the energy he had displayed in securing the arrest of the prisoners and 
for his forethought, to which the recovery of a portion of the stolen property, 
the strongest point in the evidence, was mainly due. 

4. The Acting Commandant Perak Sikhs inspected the Police at 
Kuala Kangsar and Salak on the 24th, and expressed himself as being well 
satisfied with the state in which he found them. 

5. The Inspector of Mines, who visited Tronok during the month, 
reports very favourably on the progress that is being made with the mining 
in that district. The miners are very anxious to have some Police stationed 
there, and, considering the distance ‘lronok is from Batu Gajah, and the 
number of coolies now working there, it is very necessary that it should 
have a Police Station. A Chinese kongsi house might be rented, which 
would answer the purpose, for the time being. 

6. The Indian Immigration Agent, Straits Settlements, and Assistant 
Agent, Perak, accompanied by the District Surgeon of Krian, visited the 
Kamuning estate on the 25th, and inspected the coolies and lines there, 
proceeding to the Waterloo estate the same afternoon. 

7. A gang robbery was reported at Salak on the 30th, and four of the 
gang have since been arrested. The case has been remanded to allow of 
further evidence being procured.

Sir,—I have the honour to transmit to you my monthly letter for the 
month of November. 
* * * * * * 
4, I was engaged the whole morning of the 5th with the Laxamana, 
and on this day the Assistant Surveyor proceeded to survey the Bendang 
Siam, and I proceeded to inspect the road to Changkat Jong on the 6th, 
taking the steam gig to the Selaba, where I landed and walked over the 
road. This makes now the fourth mile of the 93 miles which will complete 
the whole distance to Changkat Jong. Two miles more are to be con- 
structed at once. I was very much pleased with the progress made. Not- 
withstanding the heavy rains we have had, this road is perfectly dry. 
Leaving Selaha, I proceeded to the Sungei Songkei Mati, and made arrange- 

ments for clearing this stream. 
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5. On the 8th November I received a visit from Raja Indut of Sabah. 
On the 9th Mr. Hanson, the Railway Engineer, arrived from Kinta, and 
I took the Laxamana and Rajas Indut and Musa to see the railway bridge. 
I was engaged on the 10th with Mr. Hanson re railway, and he returned the 
same day to Kinta. ; 

6. On the 11th the Inspector of Schools arrived, inspected the same, 
and reported favourably. . . . . 

7. On the 7th a fire broke out in the town, but was speedily sup- 
pressed, the men working well with the engine. 

8. On the 18th the Acting Resident, accompanied by Mr. Dew, arrived, 
and I was engaged with him the whole day, and he sanctioned the grant of 
1,000 acres of land at Teluk Anson for padi planting to Fu Chu Chun. 

* * * * * . 


10. On the 22nd Fu Chu Chun came to see me re his land here, and I 
made arrangements to have the same demarcated. This towkay will com- 
mence operations so soon as the weather will permit. 

11. I held Court on the 24th, and on the 27th the Mena arrived 
bringing Messrs. Toft and Shaw. I arranged with the former to assist the 
Surveyor in running the trace for the telegraph wires to Lumut and 
S’tiawan from Teluk Anson. The Acting Commissioner of Police and 
Mr. Talbot also arrived. The Mena left in the evening taking these officers 
to Taiping. 

12. On the 28th December Inspector Symes and Mr. de Mornay 
proceeded to S’tiawan in the launch; and on the 29th a very heavy thun:ler- 
storm passed over the place. Mr. Pinkney, the Sub-Inspector Postal and 
Telegraph Department, arrived, and I made arrangements with him to 
make the survey on the side of Kota Stia.

To tHe ActinGc Secretary TO GOVERNMENT, 
TalPINna. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for December. 

2. During the month I have received two bond fide applications for 
blocks of land, 1,000 acres and 2,000 acres respectively, for sugar cultiva- 
tion, and one or two smaller applications. 

8. Rinderpest appeared in the district about the 19th in a herd of 
breeding cattle owned by a Malay; two died at once, and several others also 
showed signs of the disease, and I had the whole lot slaughtered, seven as 
they were, close to the main road, and in the centre of the district. I am 
glad to say no futher outbreak has been reported, so I trust the prompt 
measures have stopped further progress. Its introduction here was traced 
from Matang Bertam, in Province Wellesley, the Malay mentioned having 
purchased a young bull for his herd from a man who had a clean bill of 
health with his cattle. Strict quarantine has been established. 
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4, The padi crop is the best ever remembered in the district; no sign 
of the borer, and other pests, where cultivation is good, have done little or 
nodamage. The rains have practically ceased, and no more water is required 
now that the crop is 5 and 6 feet high. 

5. The metalling of the main trunk road for 10 miles towards Taiping 
from this has been completed, also some 4 to 5 miles of roads and streets in 
and near head-quarters have been metalled and finished during the month. 

6. The State Engineer and Adjutant Perak Sikhs visited the district 
during the month.

No. 39.—Larvr Raitway Extension to Bianpa Masox.—Proceess 
Report ror December, 1891. 

To tHe AcTiING SecreTaRY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TaIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report of the progress made in 
the construction of the Blanda Mabok Railway during the month of Decem- 
ber, with a schedule* of earthworks completed to the end of the month. 

2. It is no longer necessary to send you a section, as the earthworks 
are near completion, and the lineal quantities shown would be hardly 
noticeable. 

8. During the month 13 chains 60 ft. of earthworks were completed, 
making a total length now finished of 4 miles 41 chains 70 ft., in addition 
to which there are 16 chains 10 ft. partially finished. 

4. At the end of December there were 814 men employed on the 
works. 

5. Out of 24 bridges and culverts, 18 are finished, 4 in hand, and 2 
not yet started. 

6. The following is an abstract of the principal works done during 
the month :— 

Bridges and Culverts—2 ft. culvert No. 2, completed; 3 ft. culvert 
No. 12, concrete foundations completed, brickwork built to a height of 
2 ft. 6in. throughout; double 10 ft. culvert No. 13, concrete foundations 
completed, brickwork in north and south abutments built to-a height of 
4 ft. 6 in., pier to a height of 10 ft. 6 in.; 6 ft. arch culvert No. 14, 
excavation cut to a depth of 4 ft.; 6 ft. open culvert No. 15, excavation and 
concrete for south abutment completed, excavation for the north abutment 
started. 

Permanent Way.—85 chains of permanent way laid; further progress 
delayed by failure of the contractor to deliver sleepers. 

Ballasting.—One mile of bottom ballast spread. 

Buildings—Passenger station, piers completed, platform wall, 270 ft. 
long, built to a height of 4 ft.

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Goods-Shed.—Excavation and concrete completed, brick-work com- 
menced. 


Station Master's Quarters.—Frame-work, sides of house, and tiling 
completed, concrete in kitchen and back premises completed.

Sir,—I have the honour to report on the progress made during 

December, 1891, in the construction of the Kinta Valley Railway. 
TAPAH SECTION, Mr, G. D. GORDON’S CONTRACT. 

2. Earthwork.—7,013 cubic yards of earthwork have been excavated 
since the last measurement, making a total of 111,908 cubic yards in 
embankments and cuttings completed to end of December, 1891, represent- 
ing a total length of completed formation of about 8} miles, and over half a 
mile partially completed. 


“8. Culverts—Abutment No. 1 of culvert No. 20, a 10 ft. opening has 
been completed during the month. 


4. Ballast.—960 cubic yards of ballast have been delivered during the 


month, making a total of 6,406 cubic yards delivered to end of December. 
[2 


5. Sleepers.—1,306 have been delivered during the month, bringing 
up the total to 11,568, of which 3,300 have been put in the road. 

6. Platelaying.—Half a mile has been completed during the month, 
and half a mile linked in, making a total of one mile completed and half a 
mile under construction. 

IPOH SECTION, Messrs, CAMPBELL AND COMPANY'S CONTRACT. 

7. Clearing Jungle.—The ground has been cleared between the follow- 
ing points :—19 miles to 22 mile; 243 miles to 34 miles, and the jungle has 
also been cleared on the Kota Bahru branch line. 

8. Earthwork.—8,349 cubic yards have been excavated during the 
month, making a total of 20,137 cubic yards in embankment and cutting 
completed to end of December ; this represents a total length of nearly two 
niles of completed formation. 

9. Ballast About 500 cubic yards of good gravel ballast has been 
collected and prepared for use on the permanent way. 

10. Sleepers—A commencement has been made in cutting sleepers, 
and a few have been delivered near Batu Gajah. 

BIDOR BRIDGE, 

11. No further work has been done at cylinders Nos. 9 and 10 
since my last report, but cylinder No. 7, which was pitched on the 27th 
November, has been sunk to a depth of 31 ft. 1 in. below the bed of the 
river; it is now embedded in a stratum of coarse sand, and is being filled 
with concrete preparatory to testing. 

12. Cylinder No. 8 was pitched on the 18th December, and has been 
sunk 16 ft. 2 in. below the bed of the river.

13. Some sickness has prevailed among the coolies employed on 
the Tapah Section, and the flooded state of the country generally has 
prevented any work being done at the foundations of bridges and culverts.

No. 40.—Sratute Iuuicrants’ Inspection Reports.—The following 
reports of inspection of Statute Indian Immigrants are published for 
general information.

To THE ActTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
Talpina. : 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report of inspection of Statute 
Indian Immigrants for the fourth quarter of the current year. 

2. Mr. MacGregor, Indian Immigration Agent, Straits Settlements, 
arrived on 24th ultimo, and the same afternoon he and I left for Kuala 
Kangsar. 

3. On the 25th we visited Kamuning estate, accompanied by Dr. 
Owen. There were only eight statute immigrants on the estate, all women, 
and they were all well and had no complaints to make. 

4. We visited the hospital, in which were three free coolies ; there are 
150 of these free coolies on the estate. We returned to Kuala Kangsar at 
noon, and in the afternoon Mr. MacGregor and I proceeded to Waterloo 
estate, being joined on the way by Dr. Fox, from Taiping. 

5. On the 26th we inspected the coolies at muster at 5.30 a.m. There 
were 154 statute immigrants, including 50 women. Their general appearance 
was not very good, not to be wondered at, considering the great amount of 
sickness there has been amongst them during the year. ‘There were no 
complaints made. There are 40 free coolies on the estate. 

6. We visited the hospital, and found 16 inmates, 7 women and 9 men, 
mostly suffering from diarrhoea, and what it seems to turn into so often, 
dropsy. A new apothecary has superseded the former incompetent man, 
and seems a great improvement on the latter. We returned to Taiping that 
forenoon. 

7. On 27th Mr. MacGregor, the State Surgeon, and I left by 6.30 a.m. 
train and proceeded in launch to Gula estate. We first inspected the 
hospital, and found 59 men and 10 women as inmates ; the greater number of 
these were suffering from ulcers, pneumonia, debility and fever. We then 
inspected the coolies at muster. There are 893 statute immigrants on the 
estate—653 men, 240 women. Their general appearance was good, and a

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great improvement is noticeable in this respect since a number of useless, 
malingering coolies, who never did any work, have been got rid of. There 
were 3 coolies in gaol. No complaints were made at muster. We then 
inspected some of the cooly lines, which were, as usual, in capital order, and 
then visited the large shop established for the convenience of the coolies. 
Here a complaint was made by a cooly that an unfair price had been charged 
him for a cloth by the Chinese shop-keeper. We investigated the matter, 
and found a mistake had been made; and the manager said care would be 
taken that this should not occur again. 


8. Having on our arrival sent the launch round up the Kurau river to 
Jin Wee’s sugar estate, we now rode across to that estate, about three miles, 
embarked in launch, and proceeded up river to Bagan Serai, where we 
arrived at 6.30 p.m., and put up at the rest-house for the night. 


9. Found Messrs. G. Bird and C. H. Ord here. Hearing that the road 
to Bukit Putus, where we wished to inspect the coolies, was impassable for 
gharries, being in process of being metalled for the first time, and that the 
coolies were working near the river Kurau at Sungei Gedong, I sent a 
message to Mr. Ward asking him to have his coolies ready at the latter 
place next day at 10 am., and next morning, 28th ultimo, at 7 a.m., we 
proceeded up the Kurau river in launch to that place, where we were met by 
Mr. Ward, manager of the Larut-Krian road contract work, Mr. Gardner, 
his assistant, and Mr. Gow, and another gentleman. Inspected the coolies 
at muster. There were 34 statute immigrants, including 6 women; one was 
in hospital at Taiping and two sick at the lines. Their appearance was 
very good, and they had no complaints to make. There are 250 free coolies 
on this work also, and beyond a little fever occasionally, they enjoy very 
good health now, very different to what it was a year ago. 


10. We returned to Bagan Serai in launch, and in the afternoon drove 
to the Sungei Bogah estate, and inspected the coolies at muster and found 
113 statute immigrants, including 24 women. Their general appearance, 
with a few exceptions, was very good, these exceptions being some useless 
and weakly men, who never should have come over as agriculturists, being, 
they stated, in their own country, cigar-makers, clerks, shop-keepers, &c. 
There were 13 sick on the estate, mostly triffling cases, 3 sick in the 
Parit Buntar hospital, and 5 in gaol at Parit Buntar. They have good water 
here, and the coolies seem to be well cared for. Mr. MacGregor and Dr. 
Sheppard proceeded on to Parit Buntar and I returned to Bagan Serai and 
left in launch at 8 p.m. down river, and arrived at Port Weld 6.30 a.m. on 
29th ultimo.

T have the honor to report that I visited the immigrant coolies in the 
Krian District with the Immigration and the Assistant Indian Immigration 
Agents on November 27th and 28th. 

Gula Estate—No. of coolies on estate, including 240 women, 893; in 
hospital, men 59, women 10. 


_ .2. The number of coolies has been diminished by some 300, who were 
discharged as worthless. 
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3. The physique of those now on the estate, although there are rather 
a large number in hospital, is much improved, and the coolies appear much 
more contented under the new manager and the new system of being 
provided with rice on the estate at cost price. 


4, The hospital is getting gradually more dilapidated, having been in 
existence almost as long as the estate has been under cultivation. Formerly, 
when the manager’s house and lines were near the river, the situation was 
convenient, now that everything has been removed some distance inland, 
the hospital should be moved to a more convenient distance from the lines 
and the manager’s house, where it would be more under his supervision. 


5. There were 69 cases in hospital, a larger number than usual, owing 
to a prevalence of catarrhal affections among the coolies, due to a long 
continuation of wet weather and great variation in temperature. 


6. Putue.—Owing to the state of the road, we were unable to get as far 
as the lines, and the coolies were brought to Sungei Gédong for inspection. 


Coolies, including 6 women, 35; in hospital, 1 ; sick in lines, 2. 
These coolies were very much improved in appearance, not hdving 


suffered from fever for some time; they will soon be moved to Padang 
Rengas, the work at Putus being nearly completed. 


Sungei Bogah Estate—No. of coolies, including 24 women, 113; in 
hospital, 3; in gaol, 5; sick on estate, 13. 

7. Several of the new coolies, recently arrived, were suffering from 
ulcers, a common thing among coolies not accustomed to work on swampy 
ground.

The hospital was clean, and the newly-appointed dresser is a distinct 
improvement on the former man.

Sir,—I am directed by the Governor to address you and the other 
Residents on the subject of the rice supply of the Colony and Native States, 
which has, from various causes, come more prominently of late under His 
Excellency’s consideration. 

2. While aware that the Residents of the Native States have not by 
any means overlooked the importance of promoting the cultivation of padi, 
His Excellency is of opinion that the time has come for renewed and per- 
haps more sustained efforts in the same direction: and he will be glad, 
therefore, if the subject should engage the earnest attention of the Perak 
State Council. 
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8. Before, however, this is done His Excellency desires that the 
District Officers be called on to report as to available land and as to the 
steps necessary to get it opened up. : 

4, With the body of information thus obtained, taken together with 
the knowledge and experience of the Sultan and other Members of the State 
Council, His Excellency considers that it ought to be practicable to improve 
the existing state of affairs, and largely extend the cultivation of padi 
throughout the Peninsula, and I am to say that if this Government can assist 
in the way of getting good seed padi from places outside the Colony, the 
necessary steps will readily be taken. 

5. Iam to add that the opportunity might be taken of considering the 
question of introducing the cultivation of some of those grains, such as 
dholl and ragi, which are in general use among the Indian population.

No. 50.—Report on THE ExprRimeNtaAL Rearinc oF SILkwokMs.—The 
following report, by the Curator and State Geologist, on the experimental 
rearing of silkworms, is published for general information.

TalPine. 

Sir,—The present experiment was begun on the 24th November, 1891, 
on which day, the Acting British Resident having approved of an attempt 
being made to eradicate the disease by means of Pasteur’s system, I selected 
110 of the best cocoons I could find at Mr. Lights’s place at Ayer Kuning. 

The next day the moths began to come out, and as soon as the eggs 
had been laid the moths were examined, and of the 46 females not one was 
found to be free from disease. A selection was then made of those eggs 
which had been laid by the least pebrinous moths, six in number. Just 
before these eggs were about to hatch they were examined for bacteria, and 
one lot thrown away as being too diseased to give the smallest hope of 
producing any healthy worms. Of the remaining five lots one hatched 
well, one partially, and three not at all. 

Having nothing but the eggs of diseased moths to start with, the only 
chance of success lay in taking advantage of the fact ascertained by 
Pasteur, that only a proportion of the offspring of a pebrinous moth will 
inherit the disease. It therefore became necessary to so rear the worms 
that the healthy ones should not be contaminated by the unhealthy, and in 
order to carry this out the young worms were placed, as soon as hatched, 
in a number of small China plates, so as to isolate them from each other, 
the plates being changed and disinfected daily, and all diseased worms being 
picked out and thrown away as soon as noticed. By these means the spread 
of the disease was checked, and 80 well-formed cocoons were spun by the 
25th of December. On the 31st the moths began to emerge, and they 
were paired, placed in muslin bags, and, after the laying of the eggs, 
microscopically examined with a power of 630, when it was found that the 
measures taken had been effective in preventing contagion, and that 21 
females were quite free from disease, and their eggs were kept to carry on 
the experiment. 

It is hoped, by continuing the isolation of the worms, the disinfec- 
tion of the house and apparatus used, and in microscopical selection, that in 
the next generation, or in the one after, healthy eggs will be available 
for the Ayer Kuning growers.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 58.—Kuana Kanesar Montuty Report ror Decenper. 
To tas Actinc Secretary To GOVERNMENT, 
TaIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of 
December, 1891. 


2. The State Engincer visited this station on the 7th and inspected the 
new Istana at Bukit Nagara and the pontoon bridge at Enggor. 


3. The acting Resident arrived here on the morning of the 8th, and in 
the afternoon presided at a meeting, held at the Residency, to discuss 
Mr. Alma Baker’s tender for the survey of mining and agriculatural holdings 
in the Kinta and Kuala Kangsar districts. The Acting Secretary to Govern- 
ment arrived from Taiping the same evening. 


4, A meeting of the Council of State was held the following day; 
the Acting Resident and Acting Secretary to Government returning to 
Taiping on the morning of the 10th. 


5. During the month Syed Musa exported about 17 pikuls of pepper 
from his estate at Chigar Galah, and expects to have another 50 pikuls ready 
for export within the next four or five months. This is the first pepper that 
has passed through the Kuala Kangsar Custom House. 


6. Sir Graeme Elphinstone, who is now residing on his Arabian Coffee 
Estate at Waterloo, appears to be well satisfied with the progress the estate 
lhas made, and is particularly pleased with the young coffee on the top 
clearing, which, he says, is as fine, for its age, as any he has ever seen. 


7. The Acting Resident again visited Kuala Kangsar on the 19th and 
attended a meeting of the Council of State held that morning. 


8. Inthe afternoon the Acting Resident accompanied His Highness the 
Sultan on a visit to the new Istana at Bukit Nagara. The completion of this 
building has been somewhat delayed in consequence of the P. W. D. having re- 
fused to accept the Chinese tiles which the contractor imported for the roof, it 
having been stipulated in the contract that English tiles only should be 
used. His Highness has suggested several alterations in the original plan 
of the building, which, so far as is possible, will be carried out. 
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9. The following day the Resident visited Mr. T. H. Hill’s Liberian 
coffee and pepper estate at Kamuning. ‘he estate appeared to be in excellent 
order, and both the coffee and pepper were looking exceedingly well. The 
improved appearance of this estate does great credit to Mr. Estern Darby, 
to whose energetic and careful supervision it is mainly due. 


10. Onreturning from Kamuning the Resident drove over the newly- 
constructed pontoon bridge laid across the Perak river, at Enggor. This 
bridge, which is 1,40 feet in length, including the approaciies, is now open 
for traffic, though not yet quite completed. 


11. The Resident returned to Taiping the same afternoon. 


12. Applications for mining land in Salak and Blanja have been very 
numerous during the past month, and a Surveyor is urgently needed to keep 
pace with them. The delay on the part of Government in surveying the 
land is not, however, permitted to hinder the lessees in opening it up, the 
latter being allowed to commence operations as soon as the demarcation is 
completed, though it would save disputes and add greatly to the convenience 
of all parties concerned were the survey of the land first completed. 


138. The Tye Lee kongsi have taken up 100 acres of very rich 
mining land in the Salak district, which they intend working on the tun- 
nelling system. 


14. Two serious gun accidents occurred in this district during the 
month. In one case a Malay was shot through the head and shoulder by 
his friend when returning from deer-stalking; there was, however, no 
suspicion of its being anything but a pure accident. The man who fired the 
shot said that either himself or his friend were bewitched at the time the 
accident occurred, for when he took aim the wounded man had the appear- 
ance of a large stag, of which he could distinguish quite clearly both the 
hide and antlers, and it was not until the latter fell wounded that he assumed 
his natural form. ‘The other accident occurred ina Malay house. The owner 
of the gun had taken off the stock and was heating the barrels in the 
“dapor” to clear them of a charge of powder and buck shot and a broken 
ramrod which had got jammed into one of them. The powder exploded, 
and a boy of about twelve years of age who was sitting on the door-step, in 
front of the gun, received the whole of the charge and the broken ramrod 
in his thigh. Both the wounded are being treated in the Kuala Kangsar 
Hospital, and are now progressing favourably. 


15. At the enquiries I held in connection with these accidents, it was 
brought to my notice that a very large number of Malays in this district 
own firearms which they use principally for deer-shooting. Most of them 
have no pass to keep a gun, and those that have are, by Order in Council of 
March, 1886, forbidden to use it except on their own premises for the 
protection of life or property. Malays are very careless with firearms at 
any time, but particularly so when they are hunting and excited. I think, 
therefore, that, so far as they are concerned, the use of firearms for sporting 
purposes should be discouraged as much as possible; but in a district such 
as Kuala Kangsar it would be difficult to do anything in this way without 
the cordial assistance of the Penghulus, and the latter, as a rule, rather 
encourage deer-shooting than otherwise. This being the case, the only 
remedy that suggests itself to me is to impose gun and game licenses, under 
penalty of heavy fines; and I have already written in to Government pro- 
posing that this be done. 
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16. The market building was removed from the old site to one close 
to the river, in the lower part of the town; the consequence of this being 
that the tenders for renting it for the current year were more than double 
the amount of those for 1891. The removal of the market has also greatly 
improved the appearance of the upper portion of the town, where it was quite 
out of keeping with the surrounding buidings, and a great nuisance to those 
European residents who had the misfortune to live near it.

S1r,—I have the honour to transmit to you my monthly letter for the 
month of December. 


2. On the 1st December I was engaged with the Laxamana arranging a 
trip to Sungkei, where he is interested in some tin-mining operations. I 
placed the Rapid at the disposal of Mr. Pinkney, of the Telegraph Depart- 
ment, and he proceeded to find or prove a trace from here to Kota S’tia for 
the line of telegraph extension. Took over thecash. Mr. Pinkney returned 
on the 2nd, and approved of the trace, which will be an easy one. I left on 
the 3rd for the Dedap river, accompanied by Mr. Champernowne, ascending 
this as far as the village of Permatang Gendang. I found very few ataps 
worked here now, and the place is almost deserted; the padi planted looks 
well. I arrived at 7 a.m. on the 4th at S’tiawan, having anchored at Pangkor 
for the night; paid wages, and went round the plantations with Haji Mat 
Ali. In the evening the raiats had a khanduri. Captain Cameron and the 
District Officer arrived from Lumut, and some matters connected with the 
administration of the two districts were discussed. I wrote up the names 
to-day of 40 new settlers who have taken up land at S’tiawan. 

* * * * * 

5. On the 8th, accompanied by the Land Officer, proceeded to Lalang 
to complete the trace of road in this direction. . 

7. Left Pangkor at 10 p.m. on the 11th; at 8 a.m. reached Lekir ; 
found that the Penghulu had proceeded with the Surveyor to trace the 
Lekir road, and the Assistant Penghulu of Pasir Panjang was absent, tracing 
for the high land I-had told him to seek. Returned on board the Rapid 
and proceeded to the Sungei Kaian, and then landed at Kota S’tiah, reaching 
Teluk Anson at 7 a.m. on Sunday, the 18th, on which day the Railway 
Engineer from Kinta arrived with the Assistant Engineer and Mrs. Hanson. 
Iwent over the Selaba river portion of the Changkat Jong road on the 
14th December.

10. I anchored for a short time at Kota S’tia, and, hearing that 
Mr. Oldfield was at Sungei S’gugop, proceeded there, and was, on meeting 
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with this gentleman, informed that he had found a good trace for a road

QUARTERLY REPORT. 


No. 55—Survey Department Report. 

To tHe Actinc SrcRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TaIPING. 

Sir,—For the information of the British Resident, I have the honor to 
inform you that, in October I moved my available staff to Kinta to assist 
with the Revenue Surveys, and in November and December they were 
joined by the different members of the local staff. 

2. Up to the 3lst December the Acting First Surveyor (in charge 
of the Land Office Surveyors) has been conducting the surveys of four large 
circuits, not yet complete, in the neighbourhood of Ipoh, and extending a 
minor triangulation in that locality to facilitate future work. 


3. Messrs. Morris and Dalton have been employed in surveying the 
principal Kinta roads and laying down a series of fixed points in connection 
therewith for future reference. 


4. Mr. Jayesuria was employed during October, November, and half 
December on the survey of the Perak river and the erection of two moun- 
tain trig. stations in connection with the survey of the valley of the Lower 
Perak, on which work his health broke down, and I had to recall him. 
Smce then he has taken up the coast survey between Port Weld and the 
Gula river, with the assistance of the launch Constance.

Notes. 


On the 1st January a telegram was received from His Excellency the 
Governor of the Straits Settlements reporting that Her Majesty the Queen 
has ‘been graciously pleased to appoint His Highness the Sultan to be an 
Honorary Knight Commander of the Most Distinguished Order of St. Michael 
and St. George. 


On the requisition of His Excellency the Governor of the Straits 
Settlements, and with the concurrence of His Highness the Sultan, Assistant 
Commissioner Duhan, with 77 rank and file, lst Perak Sikhs, left Taiping 
at 11.45 p.m. on the 31st December, with rockets, mountain gun, and seven 
days’ rations, for Klang, for service in Pahang in connection with distur- 
bances in that State. 


The telegram requisitioning the services of this detachment reached the 
Acting Resident at 9 p.m. on the 31st December, and prompt action was 
immediately taken by the Acting Commandant (Lieut. C. C. Reid). 


On the 38rd January, on receipt of a telegram from the Resident, 
Selangor (Mr. W. E. Maxwell, C.M.G.), a second detachment of Perak Sikhs, 
50 strong, under the command of Inspector Symes, sailed for Klang. This 
party took with them 50 spare rifles for the Government of Selangor. 


On the 5th January the Collector and Magistrate, Kinta (Mr. J. B. 
M. Leech) volunteered to raise and lead to Pahang 100 Rawa, Mandeling, 
and Padang Lawas men (Sumatra settlers), under Raja Bila and Imaum 
Prang. This offer was communicated to His Excellency the Governor, and 
has since been accepted as regards the Sumatrans, Imaum Prang with 88 men 
having proceeded by the Perak G.Y. Mena to Klang on the 24th January, 
while Raja Bila, with about 100 men, started for Kuala Kubu, vid Ulu 
Berman, on the 26th. Arms and ammunition were supplied by the Govern- 
ment of Perak. 


On the 8th January a telegram was received from His Excellency the 
Governor announcing that the Perak Sikhs, under Assistant Commissioner 


° 
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Duhan, had effected a junction with the Captain Superintendent of Selangor 
Police (Captain Syers) at Bentong, on the 6th January, after a slight engage- 
ment en route, in which one of the Perak Sikhs was wounded and five of 
the insurgents were killed. 


On the 10th January orders were given for Dyak gutta collectors to 
be removed from the vicinity of the Pahang frontier. 


On the following day a third detachment of Perak Sikhs, stationed in 
the Batang Padang District, received orders to join Assistant Commissioner 
Duhan’s force in Bentong. This detachment, 50 strong, under Inspector 
McNamara, left, vid Ulu Slim, at 7.30 p.m. and marched to Kuala Kubu, 
at which place they arrived on the morning of the 12th. 


On the 12th January, by direction of His Excellency the Governor, a 
mountain gun, with a detachment of 10 men was forwarded by the Perak 
G.Y. Mena to Singapore, to be despatched thence to Pahang by the 
3.8. Perse. 


With the assistance of the Collectors and Magistrates of Kinta and 
Batang Padang (Messrs. J.B. M. Leech and C. Wray), the Acting Resident has 
forwarded nine elephants to Kuala Kubu for transport duty. The animals 
reached their destination on the 24th January. Eleven elephants were 
despatched in the first instance; one sickened on the way and one was 
wounded by a tusker. 


On the morning of the 18th January Assistant Commissioner Duhan, 
Ist Perak Sikhs, was struck by a bullet in the thigh, his party ha‘-ing been 
fired on from an ambuscade. There were no other casualties at the time. 
The bullet has since been extracted, and a telegram from the Resident, 
Selangor, dated the 26th instant, states that the wounded Officer is at the 
Residency, Kuala Lumpor, progressing very favourably. 


On the 20th January the services, as a volunteer, of Mr. R. W. Duff, a 
Perak Officer, were accepted, and he has joined the Hon. Major 
H. E. M‘Callum, R.E.,C.M.G., who has been appointed by His Excellency 
the Governor to be in charge of active operations in Ulu Pahang, 
Mr. W. E. Maxwell, C.M.G., Resident Selangor, being in civil charge. 


Mr. A. T. Dew (Collector and Magistrate, Matang) and Mr. C. D. 
Bowen (Acting Assistant Magistrate, Gopeng) have volunteered for service 
in Pahang.

No. 63.—Reporr on tHe Experimenta, Rearing or Si_Kworms.—The 
following report, by the Curator and State Geologist, on the experimental 
rearing of silk-worms, is published for general information.

Sir,—Since the last report on the silkworm experiments that I had 
the honour of making on the 5th January, the subject has assumed an 
entirely new aspect. His Excellency the Governor recently sent me, 
through the Acting British Resident, a number of the reports of the Indian 
Silk Committee, and in one of these papers it was incidentally mentioned 
that pebrine, the disease which has been causing such havoc in Perak, 
affects other genera of the lepidoptera besides the genus to which silk- 
worms belong ; and it occured to me that an examination of the wild moths 
might be useful. With this object I began a microscopical enquiry, and on 
the evening of the Ist instant found a common wild moth badly affected by 
pebrine. The bacteria were identical in form, size and refringence with 
those from the silkworms, with which they were carefully compared, and 
there appears no reasonable cause to lead to the supposition that they are 
not the same micro-organism, though the actual proof—viz., inoculation—is 
wanting, and rather hard to apply, with any hope of obtaining positive results. 

This unlooked-for and disagreeable discovery clearly indicates that the 
disease is endemic in Perak, and that, although it may be eradicated from 
all the silk-worms in the State, or a perfectly pure breed be introduced, yet 
they will always be subject to re-infection, from coming in contact with 
wild pebrinous lepidoptera, or the virus emanating from these diseased insects. 

It was previously concluded that, owing to the isolated position occu- 
pied by Perak in regard to silk culture, infection was only to be feared 
from outside, and that, given a healthy breed of worms and proper precau- 
tions against the introduction of disease from China or India, that the 
worms would enjoy complete immunity from pebrine. This hypothesis is 
now shown to be fallacious, and, instead of once eradicating the disease, it 
will be necessary to pursue a continuous course of selection of seed if the 
cultivation is ever to be carried on successfully. 

Mr. Blechynden, of the Agri-Horticultural Society of India, has com- 
municated to me a plan for effecting this, without the use of the microscope. 
This system has been tried at the establishment at Alipore, under his 
direction, for some time past, and appears to be a success. It is so simple 
that a Chinaman could carry it out. I tried it on a few moths last brood, 
with apparent success, and will try it on an extended scale with the moths 
which will be coming out in a few days time. If this or some similar system 
will not work, then I am afraid that silk culture will die out in Perak. 
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Some fresh seed was recently introduced from China, but only a 
fraction of a per cent of it hatched, and of this fully 50 per cent was 
pebrinised. I secured six of these worms, from which the eggs of two 
healthy females were obtained. These have hatched and appear to be doing 
well. This will be a good thing, as it will introduce fresh blood into the 
old stock, which is much enfeebled by constant attacks of disease.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for January, 1892. 


2. During the early part of the month I visited the Kurau side of my 
district, including the Gula and all estates on the Kurau river, the Selama 
and Sungei Gedong roads, in company with the Assistant Indian Immigra- 
tion Agent. The district on that side has a remarkably prosperous appearance; 
lots of good padi, and the sugar-canes on Gula and Jim Heng estates 
are excellent; the former estate is exceedingly well cultivated and free of 
weeds; I cannot say the same of the latter. Some $30,000 worth of new 
machinery has just been erected at Gula. 

3. The State Auditor completed a thorough audit of the district 
accounts up to the 21st. 

. 4 regret to report that rinderpest appeared again on the 22nd, and 
in three days six very valuable Indian bullocks died; all precautions were 
taken, and since the 24th no more deaths have oceurred. 

5. The manual fire engine arrived at the end of the month. On the 29th 
T had it put together and tried; it worked very well, with double lengths of 
hose on each side. ‘ 

6. The padi harvest is about to commence on the Krian and Bagan 
Tiang side of the district. The weather has been most favourable for three 
weeks. At commencement of the month the raintall was only 37. The last 
week one or two sharp showers fell; almost continuous wind, with a hot sun, 
has dried the ground. 

7. The Chinese New Year passed off quietly, without any crime 
or trouble. 

8. I attach the meteorological return for the month.

Sir,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of the Acting 
British Resident, the enclosed quarterly summary of school returns for the 
three months ending 31st December, 1891. 
2. New Malay boys’ schools were opened during the quarter at Lambor, 
ungei Raia, Bidor, Cheadatianse, Kota Stia, and Tok and Malay girls’ 
Schools at Jalan Bharu and Tanjong Piandang. The number of pupils 
attending these new schools in December was 286. 
3. ‘The school-houses at Bidor and at Chenderiang are new buildings 
Provided for in lasi year’s Estimates; the others are rented houses. 


ss 
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4. The new schools for Tamil children at Gula could not be started, 
owing to some unexplained delay on the part of the contractor in commenc- 
ing the school building. 


5. Only one of the four new Larut schools mentioned in a former 


report was completed hefore the close of the year, the thre: others having 
been completed during the present month. The compoun | of each still 
remains to be put into proper order—levelled, drained, and fonced. 

6. There are now 60 Government schools in the State, with an 
aggregate enrolment, at the end of December, of 2,70-4, or an average of 
46°6 at each of the 58 schools of which the returns are to hand. 

7. Of these schools I visited and examined 53 during the quarter, 
and can only say now that I am satisfied with the results of my inspection. 
The distance I had to travel to perform this work was altogether over 1,500 
miles. 

8. The average percentage of attendance during the quarter at the 
schools in each district is as follows:—Larut, 77; Kuala Kangsar, 68; 
Kinta, 74; Batang Padang, 75; Lower Perak, 66; Upper Perak, 78 ; Krian, 
52; Selama, 69. 

9. The registers of the Kéran classes show an aggregate enrolment of 
560, or an average of 2U pupils at each school at which a Kéran teacher 
has been appointed. 

10. A sum of $305.08 was paid into the Treasury during the quarter 
as revenue from school fees and sale of books.

Culverts —The foundations have been excavated and concrete put in 
for five 2 ft. culverts.

Platelaying has been commenced on the Tapah side of the Bidor river, 
but no measurement has been yet taken.

INSPECTION REPORT. 


No. 73.—Report or Visit or Inspection on tHE Coast District. 
To tHe Aotinc SxcreTARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to inform you, for the information of the British 
Resident, that I proceeded on coast inspection duty, with the Protector of 
Chinese, on the night of the 6th instant, arriving at Trong at daybreak. 
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Here we mustered two kongsies which have not been visited for a long time, 
with the result that we brought the towkay in as a prisoner for breach of 
Labour Regulations. 

2. We continued steadily at work inspecting or travelling till 3 a.m. 
next morning. At about 10 p.m. I secured one man busy trying to hide 
away a Secret Society ticket at S. Aor, and at about 2.30 a.m. we secured 
a Secret Society flag in one of the Pasir Hitam kongsies. 

3. We visited some 30 kongsies in all, searching those we visited 
after dark. 

4. We brought back seven prisoners in all, and various labour rosters, 
from kongsies in which the towkay and krani were absent, for verification, 
leaving orders for the towkays to bring their tickets to Matang. We got 
back in time to catch the first train.

On the evening of Wednesday, the 20th January, a daughter was born 
to His Highness the Sultan at Bukit Chandan, by Sri Mah Diwi Che Uti 
Maria, and has been named Budriah. 


At 5 p.m. on the 8th February His Highness the Sultan, accompanied 
by the Acting British Resident and the State Engineer (Mr. F. St. G. 
Caulfeild) formally took over the pontoon bridge on the Perak river, between 
Jemuan and Enggor, in the Kuala Kangsar district, from Mr. Jackson 
Miller, the representative of the firm of Messrs. Riley Hargreaves and Co., 
Singapore, who have carried out the construction of the work from designs 
furnished by the State Engineer. 

Prior to cutting the ribbon stretched across the approach to the bridge, 

His Highness made an appropriate speech, stating that he was the twenty- 
eighth Sultan who had occupied the throne of Perak, there having been 
twenty-five Sultans before the British Protectorate and three since, that 
the present bridge was an additional instance of the great advance in 
material prosperity the country has made under the protection of Her Most 
Gracious Majesty the Queen and Empress, and the advice of the Governors 
of the Straits Settlements and the British Residents who had been appointed 
to the State, and that the bridge is to be known as Gertak Khersani Shah, 
or the iron bridge of the Sultan Shah, after the name of the first Malay 
Sultan of Perak. 

The bridge is 1,400 feet in length, and has been completed within a 
period of a little less than 12 months. It forms a portion of the main 
trunk road which will eventually connect Taiping with the road system of 
Selangor, and which is now completed as faras Kuala Dipang, a distance of 
75 miles from Taiping. 

The Gertak Khersani Shah is open to the public without toll. 

It may be added that the main trunk road will be completed to Bidor 
by the end of the present year, and will then be 101 miles in length. 


On the 6th instant the first detachment of the Perak Sikhs detailed 
for service in Pahang returned from Selangor. They consisted of forty- 
seven men, under the command of Subadar Hira Singh. 

The. Subadar and fifteen men were posted during the disturbances at 
Ginting Bidei, the pass where the road from Kuala Lumpur crosses the 
Selangor-Pahang boundary. The remainder were stationed at Kuala 
Lumpur. ° i 

A second detachment of fifty-one men, under Sergeant Mota Singh, 
returned on the 10th instant. Of these the Sergeant and sixteen men were 
Stationed at Tras, and on January 31st accompanied the Hon. Major 
McCallum, C.M.G., to Bentong and thence to Kuala Lumpur. The remainder 
were employed under Inspector Symes at Bentong, and took part in the 
burning of the rebels’ kampongs and the destruction of stockades. Inspector 
McNamara would have returned with this detachment, but was prevented 
by illness from doing so.

The Acting British Resident is glad to welcome back to Perak the 
detachments, forming a total of one Officer (Assistant Commissioner 
H. Duhan), two Inspectors (Inspectors Symes and Mr. McNamara), one 
Subadar (Hira Singh), one Jemadar (Ayub Khan), 24 Non-commissioned 
Officers and 199 rank and file of the 1st’ Perak Sikhs, who have taken part 
in the suppression of the recent rising in Pahang. 

It is to be regretted that no opportunity presented itself of coming to 
4 regular engagement with the insurgents, but the harassing duties on which 
they were engaged were even more calculated than would have been a 
general engagement to prove the high discipline of the contingent and the 
zeal and devotion to duty of each member composing it, and they have the 
Satisfaction of knowing that is was mainly due to the part taken by them 
that the rising collapsed on the arrival on the scene of action of the Sultan 
of Pahang and his forces. 

_ Mr. W. E. Maxwell, C.M.G., British Resident, Selangor, who was in 
civil charge of the district in which the Perak Sikhs were employed, has 
written unofficially to the Acting Resident praising the lst Perak Sikh 
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detachments in the highest terms, alluding to the admirable manner in which 
they surmounted the difficulties of marching through a jungle-covered 
country, and the Hon. Major McCallum, R.E., C.M.G., in military charge 
of Ulu Pahang, has borne testimony to the efficiency of the Perak contingent 
and to the willingness and energy they displayed in any work they were 
called upon to perform. 

The Acting Resident heard with deep regret of the casunlty to Assistant 
Commissioner H. Duhan and to two of the men (Armourer Sergeant 
Mahomed Khan and Mangle Singh), and is rejoiced to learn that the wounds 
of all are progressing favourably. When the official reports are received a 
further General Order will be promulgated referring to those of the con- 
tingent who have more especially distinguished themselves. 

The Force was placed on its present war footing in 1877, and it is a 
matter for great congratulation that on this the first occasion on which the 
Perak Sikhs have becn employed on active foreign service they have fully 
upheld the reputation they had already gained while serving within the 
State. 

‘The Acting Resident much regrets that, being called away to a distant 
part of the State, he will be unable to be present : at the general parade of 
the Ist Perak Sikhs which will be held in a few days’ time before His 
Highness the Sultan.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 83.—TELUK ANSON MONTHLY REPORT FOR JANUARY. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 


TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to transmit my monthly letter for January. 
2. On the 3rd I received instructions to convey the Inspector Perak Sikhs 


to the mouth of the river with a detachment of men to proceed in the Meza to Pahang. 
I took Mr. Symes and the men down to Kota S’tia, returning the next morning. 
+. * * * * * * 

5. On the 13th January I proceeded to Sungei S’tiawan to meet the State 
Engineer, having in the morning had a long interview with the Datoh Laxamana. 
Leaving Teluk Anson at 6.30 p.m. I reached S’tiawan at daylight on the 14th January, 
and the State Engineer arrived in the course of the day. 
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6. On the 15th January I was out with the State Engineer consulting with him 
as to the trace for the cart-road which is to join S’tiawan with Kota Stia, v/d Pasir 
Panjang and Likir. We left in the evening in the Aapid for Sungei Raja Itam, leaving 
Mr. Parr, who had just arrived, in charge. ' 

7. On the 16th January Icft Sungei Raja Itam and walked steadily from 8 a.m, 
until nearly noon, when we reached the site of the abandoned tin workings. The 
parits of these workings extend for a great distance, and the workings must have been 
at one time considerable. We left 10 Malays at work clearing the jungle for some 
Chinese who were coming to prospect after the new year, but unless the rains cease I 
am afraid no practical commencement can be made. Returned to Sungei Raja Itam 
in the afternoon and procceded to S'tiawan, which the State Engineer and myself left 
the same evening for Pankor, where we anchored for the night. 

8. Weighed anchor at daylight and proceeded to Pasir Panjang, where we landed 
at about 7 a.m. and walked to Sungei Limau to explore the country in this direction. 
Found the land here good, and as we pursued our march for some three or four hours 
in the jungle in a north-easterly direction we came on a fine “changkat” or low hill; 
the soil in this direction was remarkably good. We reached the Xaféd again later in 
the afternoon, and, embarking, proceeded to Kota S’tia, where we anchored for the 
night. 

g. Early in the morning of the 18th we weighed anchor and proceeded to Pasir 
Blanda, where there is a fishing village and a fair commencement of padi planting. 
Landed and inspected the country with the view of a trace from this place to Ulu 
Sungei Kyan, to join the trace of road as it passes from Likir to Sungei Kyan. 

10. Embarked again in the Rapid and proceeded to the Sungei Kyan, where the 
State Engineer and myself took a small boat and ascended this Kyan to the Ulu, 
where we landed ; the land is high, and continues so in both directions—that is to say, 
towards Kota S’tia and Pasir Blanda; and our inspection of the country satisfied us 
that a road here was perfectly practicable ; the real difficulty will lie between the Ulu 
Kyan and Likir, and this line of country will be re-traced. Returning to the steamer 
we proceeded to the Dedap river, which we ascended in the Rapid to Permatang 
Genting, a considerable village some four or five miles from Teluk Anson, which it will 
be necessary to connect with Teluk Anson sooner or later for the telegraph line. 

11. On the rgth January the State Engineer and the Assistant Engineer went 
to inspect the road to Changkat Jong on the Selaba section. Being engaged, I did 
not accompany them. Received a visit from Haji Ismail, who is proceeding to Kelan- 
tan on the 2oth January; the State Engineer and Assistant Engineer proceeded to 
inspect the Jenderata canal. To-day it was reported that an alligator had carried off 
2 boatman from his boat at Kota Lumut below Bandar. 

* * * * * * * 


13. On the 24th I left Teluk Anson in the morning with the Datoh Laxamana, 
Tunku Raja Musa, and the Assistant Engineer and visited the Selaba section of the 
Changkat Jong road and found good progress, and we then proceeded to inspect the 
Sungei Songkei Mati section, finally reaching Changkat Jong late in the afternoon. 
On the 25th, accompanied by the Assistant Engineer, ascended the hill here and fixed 
on a site for a rest-house and quarters for the Engineer who is to be stationed at 
Changkat Jong in charge of the water-works. In the afternoon collected as many 
Natives as we could, and, with the Laxamana and Raja Musa, discussed the Resident’s 
circular in regard to padi planting. 

14. On the 26th fixed the upper portion of the trace of road with the Assistant 
Engineer, and then explained that if the raiats were willing to work they could 
be found work on the last 2} section of the road. It was decided that news of this 
should be sent round at orice to the various campongs and, if approved, Haji Mat Said 
should follow us to Teluk Anson with the intelligence. 

15. Left Changkat Jong on the 27th January and walked to Sungei Songkei 
Mati over the trace of road with the Assistant Engineer and explained what would be 
expected from the raiats as to the work they were to carry out. Reached Teluk 
Anson in the evéning. 

16. On the 29th Mr. Stephens came to séé nie to consult about what would be 
best for the entouragement of padi planting throughout the district—in fact, planting 
generally. On the 30th Haji Mat Said arrived to say that the raiats would take up 
the work and that about 110 of so would be collected at Changkat Jong to-morrow 
-I left Teluk Anson late in thé afternoon and was followed by the Datoh Laxamana 
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who arrived on the zoth. On the 31st January we had a long day with the raiats, 
explaining the work to be done, and the method of payment, securing the services 
of some 111 men, to whom the work will afford ample employment and substantial 
remuneration. The money thus expended amongst the raiats will confer a great 
benefit, for, with the rise in the price of rice and the isolated position of this mukim, 
the people here are very poor. The Laxamana and myself also arranged to meet 
fhe raiats again on the 15th February to select a Penghulu. Mcde arrangements 
for leaving early to return to Teluk Anson.

No. 84.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR JANUARY. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT. 
TAIPING. 

S1r,—I have the honour to enclose my monthly report for January. 

1. On the 4th January 7o men of the Perak Sikhs proceeded to Pahang, and 
their duties in the district were taken over by Sikh special constables raised locally. 

2. The number of houses in the villages of Lahat and Ménglumbu-Tekah, has 
increased greatly during the month. New streets are being laid out in both these 
villages, and a large number of town lots have been taken up. 

3. Tekah especially has grown since the fire in November, and now contains 60 
shops, while roo more are being built. 

4. On the 13th there was an attempt at a riot by some mining coolies at Gopeng, 
but it was promptly suppressed. 

. A considerable number of Tamil immigrants have lately come into Kinta 
direct from Madras. They have taken advantage of the cheap steamer fares ruling at 
present, and have come over without assistance. 

6. Onthe 14th Mr. Pike, Inspector of Mines, returned from long leave. 

7. On the 16th I sent 10 elephants to Pahang to assist in transport of Police 
stores, and 30 more elephants were ready to start at a day’s notice, but they were not 
called for. 

8. On the 23rd Imam Prang Jeberumun, Assistant Penghulu of Gopeng, left for 
Pahang with 88 Sumatra Malays, raised in Gopeng and Sungei Raya mukims, for 
service against the Orang Kaya Pahlawan. These men were ready to start on the 
6th, but final orders for their departure did not arrive till the 22nd. The Imam deserves 
great credit for the prompt way in which he got his men together, and it is a pity they 
were too late to be of much service. I have no doubt that with such a good man in 
command they would have given a good account of themselves. 

g. On the 26th Raja Bila of Papan started for Pahang overland with a further 
levy of 30 Sumatra Malays. He had orders to recruit 70 more men in Batang Padang 
and Ulu Bernam, where there are large colonies of Sumatra people.

11. The tin duty for the month amounted to $59,158.78, the largest amount of 
duty ever collected from one district in Perak ina month. This duty included $248.67 
collected in the account sales of the lode ore shipped to England by the Ménglembu 
Mining Company last year.

Novice to Pranters, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
92nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been 
taken up. 


The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 


Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 2} 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium ot $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 


Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

Notes. 


Tur Perak Sikhs were inspected by His Highness the Sultan on 
Saturday, the 20th February, on the occasion of the return of the detachment 
from Pahang. 


His Highness arrived on the ground at 7 a.m. accompanied by the 
Acting Secretary to Government, His Highness Raja Mansur, &c. and was 
received with a general salute. After having inspected the line, the battalion 
marched past in column, quarter column and at the double. The three arms 
being represented. 


After advancing in review order, three sides of a square were formed 
and His Highness addressed the men, expressing his satisfaction at the 
manner in which they had behaved in Pahang, and said that, although they 
had been called upon to do but little fighting, they had undergone many 
hardships and had had much hard marching to do, and that he was pleased 
to learn that they had come through it all safely and with credit. 


The total strength of the battalion on parade was 336, and had it not 
been for the number of admissions into hospital of men suffering from the 


effect. of exposure whilst on service in Pahang, the total would have 
reached 400. 
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It is perhaps worthy of note that this is the largest number of men of 
the battalion that have ever paraded together in the State. 

At 7 p.m. the barracks were illuminated. Shortly after 9 p.m. His 
Highness arrived at the Barracks, and witnessed some Sikh wrestling, single- 
stick play, and club exercise by torch-light. At the conclusion His Highness 
was escorted to his carriage by the Sikhs bearing torches, who most 
enthusiastically cheered the Sultan as His Highness’ carriage moved off. 


On the 19th instant Mr. Huang Tsun-hsieu, His Imperial Chinese 
Majesty’s Consul-General, Straits Settlements, paid a visit to Taiping, and 
was received at the railway station by the leading members of the Chinese 
community. He inspected the Central Prison, Yeng Wah Hospital, the 
Home for Indigent and Dcrepit Chinese, and Mr. Tye Li’s mine at Kota, 
accompanied by the Protector of Chinese and Capitan Cheang Ah Kwi. 

On the 2Uth he was entertained at a dinner given by the Cantonese and 
Hokienese at the Cantonese Club, and left for Penang on the morning of 21st.

No. 96.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR FEBRUARY. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT. 
TAIPING. 


Si1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for February. 

1. The month has been very seasonable, hot days with a strong sea breeze and 
a few showers have brought on the padi, and the harvest is now well in hand. 

2. I visited Bagan Tiang early in the month and rode round some 13 or 14 
miles before office. ‘This part of the district is one sea of splendid padi, and the fresh- 
water canal, which has just been cleaned out, is working very satisfactorily. Now that 
we have stopped up the numerous side drains cut into it, fairly pure water is to be 
had right through that part of the country. 

3. Tuan Haji Omar Penghulu, of Kurau, applied for 140 lots of the abandoned 
land recently published in the Government Gazette to give to new settlers, and many 
more are settling in the Bagan Serai mukim—all Banjer people, from Sumatra. They 
are excellent settlers, but require careful handling, as they are ignorant of all customs 
here. They tell me they can get away from their country now by paying $4 per head. 
Formerly they had to steal away at night, often leaving their property behind. 

* * * * * * * 

5. The State Surgeon, Assistant Indian Immigration Agent, Acting Commandant 
Perak Sikhs, and Protector of Chinese all visited the district during the month. 

6. I accompanied the Protector of Chinese on the 26th, visiting all the principal 
estates and kongsis on the Krian river, and was much pleased to find how thoroughly 
the Labour Regulations were carried out. Every man on each estate was clearly 
accounted for even when employed by hundreds. We interviewed many Sin-kehs, 
did not see one sick, and heard no complaints whatever. They are exceptionally 
well housed, and, from their robust appearance, must be well fed. The consumption 
of opium amongst this class is very much less than that amongst miners. 

7. 1am glad to report that the prices for sugar and padi still keep up, and that 
trade generally is very brisk, land being in much greater demand than this time last 
year. ; 

8. During the month the British Resident has approved my recommendation to . 
alienate some 3,000 acres to sugar planters at $1 premium and ten cents per annum 
quit-rent.

_ No. 98.—STATUTE IMMIGRANTS’ INSPECTION REPORT.—The following report 
of inspection of Statute Indian Immigrants is published for general information.

TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to report that I inspected the estates in the Krian district, 
where Indian Immigrants are employed, with the Assistant Indian Immigration Agent, 
on the 21st and 22nd instant. 

Sungei Boga had a total of 112 coolies on the estate. There were 103 on muster 
(79 men and 24 women), a few less than at last inspection. Seven were in hospital 
and none in gaol. 


With the exception of a few suffering from small ulcers of feet and legs, the 
Temainder were healthy, and a very fair average lot of coolies. 


Those left of the old gang (nine men and five women), had completed their three 
years’ engagement, and were ordered to be discharged by the Assistant Indian Immi- 
gration Agent. 

Gula.—There was a total of 845 coolies on this estate—619 men and 226 women. 
Five were in gaol and 52 in the estate hospital. This seems a large number, but 
29 of them were suffering from ulcers of feet and legs, the same as those at Sungei 
Boga, but on this estate they are taken into hospital to be treated, by far the quickest 
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cure. The health and appearance of those on muster were all that could be desired, 
and showed a great improvement even on the last inspection, when they were much 
better than in previous years. The most marked imprevement is in the women, of 
whom there are a large proportion, and all looking the picture of health. The 
appearance of these coolies speaks for itself of the present system adopted at Gula, 
and which should be followed by other estates employing immigrant coolies.

No. 113.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR FEBRUARY. 


TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to transmit my monthly letter for February. 


2. On the 1st February [ was engaged with Raja Musa at Changkat Jong, and 
visited Sungei Songkei Mati with reference to the line of cart road to be constructed, 
and on the following day drafted the terms of a contract for the employing of local 
labour on this work. 

* * * * * * * 


4. On the 6th I visited Changkat Jong with Mr. Rathborne, having gone also 
over the line of road both at Sungkei Mati and Selaba. 

5. The Harbour Master returned from leave on the 8th, and on the same day 
the Selangor Government steamer Esmeralda arrived, bringing a detachment of the 
Perak Sikhs from Kuala Lumpur, who were returning from Pahang. 


6. Left for Pangkor on the roth in the s.s. Mary Austin, accompanied by 
Mr. Rathborne ; reached Pangkor at 9 a.m. and S’tiawan at 2 a.m. 


7. On the 11th and r2th I was out both days with Mr. Rathborne examining the 
country and explaining the line I wished run for the cart road now under construction 
between S’tiawan and Kota S'tia. 

8. On the 13th I left for Pasir Panjang, riding with Mr. Rathborne. In the 
afternoon proceeded to Likir; the District Officer from Lumut accompanied me, having 
kindly placed his launch at my disposal to Kotaj S’tia, where I found the steam gig 
Speedy, and proceeded to Teluk Anson, arriving on the 14th February. 
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g. Visited Sungkei Mati and the Selaba stream to watch the progress of the 
road, and on the 16th sent the steam gig to the Dedap to bring back the Assistant 
Surveyor, who was returning from running the trace of a line of road from Teluk 
Anson to Permatang Genting. 


to. On the 18th the Afena came in and left, taking a large party, including 
Mr. Murray, ill, with Dr. Wheeler in attendance, Inspector Foley and the District 
Engineer, Mr. de Mornay and the Land Officer taking passage in her to Pangkor for 
S’tiawan. 

* * * * * * 

12, On the 2oth a very brutal murder was committed at S’tiawan. Mr. 
Rathborne’s servant was killed in the jungle, having being cut down with a parang. 
A Selangor Malay, a resident of S’tiawan, was arrested on suspicion. Sent the 
Inspector of Police at once to S’tiawan in the whale boat, the Rapid, under repair, 
not being available. 


13. Mr. Jayesuria, the surveyor engaged on the trigonometrical survey, having 
arrived, 1 took him to Changkat Jong, and I returned in the evening, having walked 
from Changkat Jong to Sungei Sungkei Mati.

1. The Council meets at 11 a.m. pursuant to notice. 

2. The sentence of death passed upon a Malay named Puteh Jaffer, 
by the Senior Magistrate’s Court at Batu Gajah, on the 18th November, 
1891, for the murder of Ngah Anjang and Kulub Salim, at Chumor, in Kinta, 
on the 2nd September, 1891, is confirmed by the Council, and ordered to 
be carried out at Batu Gajah on Wednesday, the 16th December, 1891. 

3. His HicHNness THE Sutran brings to the notice of the Council the 
desirability of passing a law for the punishment of persons convicted of 
adultery and incest, on the ground that the Penal Code contains no pro- 
vision for such cases, while the punishments and procedure indicated by 
the Hukum Sharak are not such as can be given effect to in the present 
day. His Highness pointed ont that cases of incestuous intercourse had 
been brought up, but owing to the number of witnesses required by the 
Mahomedan law, no convictions could be obtained. Cases of adultery are 
not infrequent, and as, in the present state of the law, the injured parties 
experience difficulty in obtaining redress, they frequently take the law into 
their own hands, and the majority of the murder cases in which Malays are 
concerned can be traced to acts of adultery as their cause. 

The Council is unanimous in supporting His Highness’s views. 

4. The following Order in Council amending the Order in Council 
No. 16 of 1889, regarding the commitment of lunatics, is passed unanimously 
by the Council :-— 

Order in Council No. 10 of 1891.*

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5. The Acting Resident informs the Council that, with the permission 
of His Excellency the Governor of the Straits Settlements, the Government 
of Perak is building a Leper Asylum on Pulau Jeréjak, and that an Order 
in Council is necessary to legalise the transfer of lepers from the State to 
the asylum, Pulau Jeréjak being outside the jurisdiction of Perak, and part 
of the Colony’s territory, and he submits the following draft Order, which 
is passed unanimously :— 

Order in Council No. 11 of 1891. 

6. A draft Order for the more efficient supervision and control of 
Bills of Sale and other documents of a similar nature is submitted to the 
Council and passed unanimously.* 

7. The following draft Order regulating Auction Sales and the fees 
chargeable by Licensed Auctioneers is submitted to the Council and passed 
unanimously :— 

Order in Council No, 12 of 1891. 

8. The Acting Resident lays on the table correspondence containing 
a letter from the State Commissioner of Lands recommending that an 
Order be passed in Council to the effect that a certified extract or copy of 
a register of title or the connected deeds be accepted as evidence in all 
Courts of the State. 

The Acting Resident having explained to the Council that the object 
of the proposed enactment is to obviate the necessity of removing records 
from the Land Office, submits the following draft Order, which is passed 
unanimously :—- 

Order in Council No. 13 of 1891. 

9. A Draft Order amending the Government notification of February 
27th, 1884, and repealing so much of it as provides for the reference to 
arbitration of Chinese disputes and making better provision for such 
references is submitted to the Council, and, after discussion, passed unani- 
mously :— 

Order in Council No. 14 of 1891. 

10. Correspondence with reference to the proposed institution of a 
special license for hawkers trading in shop-boats upon the rivers of the 
State is laid on the table. 

The Acting Resident explains to the Council that boats of this descrip- 
tion do harm to the trade of the shops on land, whose owners have heavy 
rates and taxes to pay, and that on the representations of the Magistrate 
and Collector of the Kinta district, it has been considered advisable to raise 
the license fee which these hawkers now pay. It is at first proposed to 
pass an Order applicable to the whole State, but ultimately decided that, 
for the present, the Order shall be confined to the Kinta district, it being 
considered that hawkers’ boats are more necessary on the Perak and other 
rivers, where the shops are small and but few in number, than in Kinta. 
It is also thought probable that, as the trade on the former rivers is smaller, 
an annual license fee of $25 would prove prohibitive. After discussion, the 
following Order is passed :— 

Order in Council No. 15 of 1891. ; 

11, The following Draft Order for the more efficient control of the 
Ports and Harbours of the State is submitted to the Council and passed 
unanimously :— 

Order in Council No. 17 of 1891.

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12. The Acting Resident lays on the table a scheme, prepared at the 
request of the Council, by His Highness the Sultan, the British Reside nt 
(Mr. F. A. Swettenham, C.M.G.) and the Datoh Laksamana, to take eff ct 
on vacancies or changes occurring in the appointments of Native Chiefs. 
The object of the scheme had been explained to the Council at a former 
meeting—viz., to abolish the chabut or royalty now drawn by some of the 
Native Chiefs in addition to their salaries, and to re-adjust the rates of 
salary attached to each appointment. 


A list,* showing the proposed new rates of salary, is then submitted 
to the Council and passed unanimously. 


13. The Council considers an application from Toh Domba, formerly 
Penghulu of Sungei Raia, for a pension. 


After some discussion, it is decided that there is no case for pension, 
and that the granting of one would be contrary to Pension Order No. 236 
of 1889, the applicant whilst holding the appointment of Penghulu having 
drawn a royalty on tin exported from his district in addition to his salary. 


14. The Acting Resident lays on the table correspondence relating to 
a report by the District Magistrate of Batang Padang on the misconduct of 
Penghulu Mahomed Tahir, of Lower Sungkei, in having ordered his raiats 
to shoot elephants, contrary to Government orders, and in deceiving the 
Magistrate by stating that the tusks so obtained had been brought in by 
Sakeis from Pahang. 


The Council orders that he be dismissed from the service, and, on the 
recommendation of the District Magistrate, that Mat Jalil bin Toh Muda 
Tonglok be appointed his successor, on 12 months’ probation. 


15. Letters from Wan Wahid, Penghulu of Kota Lama Kiri, to His 
Highness the Sultan and the District Magistrate, Kuala Kangsar, tendering 
his resignation, on the grounds of old age and infirmity, are read to the 
Council. His Highness the Sultan is of opinion that this is a case in which 
a higher rate of pension might be given than that to which the Penghulu 
would be entitled under the Pension Order, and mentions, as a precedent, the 
case of Krani Abdullah, of Blanja, and others. His Highness further 
informs the Council that Wan Wahid was Penghulu of Kota Lama Kiri for 
some 20 years prior to the commencement of the Residential system, when 
he had service in the field. 


The Council orders that he be allowed to retire at the end of this year 
on a pension of $30 a month. 
_. 16. His Highness the Sultan submits a petition, signed by 110 of the 
inhabitants of Lambor Kiri, praying that the post of Penghulu there, now 
rendered vacant by the death of Penghulu Abdulrapar, may be given to 
Anjang Talib. 

_. Ordered that Anjang Talib be appointed Penghulu of Lambor Kiri, 

with effect from the Ist January, 1892. 

17. The Council adjourns sine die. :

2. Licenses shall be issued by the Secretary to Government 
for Larut, and by the District Magistrates for places within their 
jurisdiction, who shall have power to refuse licenses if they shall 


think fit. 


3. Licenses shall be renewed annually, and each license must 
be applied for at least one month before the expiration of the 
current license. 


4. Every licensed auctioneer shall obtain, by public competition, 
the highest possible price for the property entrusted to him, and 
shall take all reasonable measures, by issue of notices or otherwise, 
to ensure publicity to the sale. 


5. No auctioneer shall buy on his own account property which 
he is employed to sell, and may only purchase such property as the 
agent of some person who has employed him to do so. 


6. No auctioneer shall dispose of property entrusted to him by 
private contract without the consent, in writing, of the owner of 
such property first had and obtained. 

7. The owner of property may employ an agent to bid, or may 
bid himself at ordinary sales, but not if the sale is “ without reserve.”

Preamble. HEREAS it is expedient to amend the Government Notifica- 
tion of 27th February, 1884 : 


It is hereby declared that so much thereof as provided for the 
reference to arbitration of Chinese disputes is repealed by this 
Order in Council, and it is hereby enacted as follows :— 


Who may 1. The Protector of Chinese andthe Assistant Protector of 

arbitrate. Chinese for the time being, or the duly authorised representative of 
either of them, are authorised and empowered to arbitrate in all cases 
of civil dispute between Chinese, which shall be referred to either of 
them by the Residency or Senior Magistrates Court or by the Court 
of a Magistrate of the First Class, or by the mutual consent of the 
parties thereto, provided that in the case of coolies suing for wages 
due the Protector or Assistant Protector of Chinese may, on the 
application of the complainant, issue a free summons calling on the 
defendant to appear before him and answer to the complaint. A 
weekly return of all cases so heard and decided shall be forwarded 
to the District Court, and the judgments shall be enforced in the 
same manner as a judgment of the Court. 


Courta may refer 2. It shall be lawful for such Court to refer to arbitration any 

to arbitration. —_ issue or issues arising out of any civil action, whether part heard or 
otherwise, upon such terms as to costs as may be decided by the 
Court, and to adjourn the action for such period or periods as may 
be necessary to enable the said issue or issues to be arbitrated upon 
and decided. 

Formofreference 3- The order of reference to arbitration shall be substantially in 

toarbitration. the form A in the Schedule hereto, and shall set out the issue or 
issues upon which the decision of the arbitrator is required. 


Agreement to 4. Parties referring disputes to arbitration by mutual consent 
refer to arbitra- shall in the first instance be required to enter into and execute 
Hon: before the arbitrator an agreement to submit to arbitration. 


This agreement shall be substantially in the form B in the Sche- 
dule hereto. 
Issue of process. 5. The arbitrator shall have the same power of issuing processes 
for the purposes of such arbitration as is possessed by the Court. 


Penalties for 6. Persons not attending in accordance with such process, or 
default or con- making any other default, or refusing to give their evidence or being 
‘vempe before the guilty of any contempt to the arbitrator during the investigation of 
same as if before the matter referred to, shall be liable to the same punishment and 
a Court, penalties by order of the Court as they would incur for like offences 
committed in or concerning suits tried before the Court. 
Fees to be paid 7. All fees charged by the arbitrators shall be paid by them into 
intotheTreasury. the State Treasury or the District Treasury, as the case may be, to 
the credit of the revenue of the Court. 
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The arbitrator shall forward to the Court a monthly statement of 
all revenue so collected and credited. 

8. The fees to be charged shall be the same as those in force for 
the time being in the Residency and District Courts, with the excep- 
tion that no fees shall be charged in cases where the value of the 
matters in dispute is under ten dollars, and that the fees in cases of 
disputes about wages shall be those provided by paragraph 4 of the 
Government Notification of 27th February, 1888—namely, a fee of 
one dollar per cent for sums not exceeding five hundred dollars, and 
of half a doller per cent for every additional one hundred dollars. 

. The arbitrator shall personally examine all witnesses and 
shall take with his own hand proper and sufficient notes of their 
evidence. 

He shall personally examine, inspect, and check all books, letters, 
accounts, and other documents which may be submitted to him by 
the Court or by any of the parties to a reference. 

to. In cases involving the examination of voluminous or intri- 
cate documents or accounts, the arbitrator may apply to the Court 
for the appointment of one or more Chinese assessors to assist him 
in such examination. Upon hearing the arbitrator and the parties 
to the reference the Court shall make such order as may seem just. 

Provided that the appointment of an assessor shall in no way 
exempt the arbitrator from his own responsibility in respect of the 
award made. 

11. Every assessor shall be required to affix his signature to the 
award. 

12. The award of the arbitrator shall be in writing, substantially 
in the form C in the Schedule hereto, and shall be made out and 
signed by him in duplicate, whereof one copy shall be retained in 
his office and the other copy shall be forwarded to the Court. 

13. The award shall then be filed inthe Court and shall, if neces- 
sary, be enforced in the same manner as a judgment of the Court. 

14. Any party to a reference, whether made by an order of a 
Court or by mutual consent, may, within one month from the date 
of the award, apply for leave to appeal to the Residency or Senior 
Magistrate’s Court against the whole or any part of such award. 
Such application shall be made in writing, and shall set out the 
Portion or portions of the award in respect of which an appeal is 
asked, together with the grounds for the application. 

15. The Court may thereupon grant leave to appeal upon such 
terms as to payment of costs and deposit of money in the Court as 
May appear just and reasonable. 

Provided always that the fee payable in respect of such an appeal 
shall not be less than the fee payable in respect of an appeal from 
a judgment or order of a Court. 

16. This Order in Council shall come into operation on the date 
of the publication thereof in the Government Gazette.

Hawkers and Pedlars Licenses, regulating the licensing of 

Hawkers and Pedlars, it is hereby enacted that from and after the 

st day of June, 1892, the above recited Order in Council shall be 

deemed not to include hawkers trading in shop boats upon the rivers 
within the district of Kinta, and such hawkers shall, on and after 
the date of coming into operation hereof, be subject to the following 

Regulations in lieu thereof :— 

1. All river hawkers and others carrying on the business of 
itinerant traders by means of boats of any description are required 
to take out a special form of license. 

2. These licenses may be procured at the Chief Police Station 
of the district. 

3. A fee of $25 is payable in respect of every such license, which 
will be available for twelve months only from the date of issue. 

4. Every license shall bear the name of the licensee, and shall be 
transferable only by registration at the Chief Police office of the 
district. * 

5. Every applicant fora license is required to state port of 
registry, registration number, and measurement of his boat for entry 
in the register of licenses and upon the license, and no license will 
be granted in respect of any boat exceeding 14 koians loading 
capacity. 

6. Any person neglecting or omiting to comply with any of the 
requirements of this Order in Council, or wilfully giving incorrect 
information in respect of sections 4 and 5 hereof, will be liable, on 
conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100, or to imprisonment of 
either description for a term not exceeding six months or to both.

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Short title. 1. This Order in Council may be cited as ‘ The Harbour Order 
in Council, 1891.” 
Interpretation. 2. The expression “Master” or “Master of Vessel’ shall in-

Definition of 4. Every declaration, by which any port, navigable river or

Declarations 6. Every declaration of the Resident made in pursuance of

Gazette. direct, and a copy thereof shall be fixed up in some conspicuous 
place in the office of the Conservator of the port to which such 
declaratiqn or order shall relate. 

Appointment of 7. (1) Such Officers as the Resident may appoint shall be the 

Congervators. Conservators of such ports, navigable rivers and channels, subject 
to this Order in Council, respectively. 

(2) For the purposes of this Order in Council the word “port” 
shall, unless such construction be inconsistent with the context, 
include all such navigable rivers and channels leading thereto as 
shall for the time being be subject to the provisions of this Order in 
Council. 

Health Officer. 8. (1) The Resident may appoint at any port, subject to this 
Order in Council, an Officer to be called the Health Officer, and may 
suspend or remove from office any Officer so appointed. 

(2) A Health Officer shall, subject to the control of the Resident, 
have the following powers within the limits of the port for which he 
is appointed—namely : 

(2) Power to enter on board any vessel and inspect the provi- 
sions and water provided for the use of the crew or 
passengers, and the accommodation for seamen or 
passengers, for the purpose of ascertaining the fitness 
of the same; 

(4) Power to enter on board any vessel and medically examine 
all or any of the seamen or apprentices on board the 
vessel ; 

(c) Power to require and enforce the production of the log-book 
and any other books, papers or documents which he 
thinks necessary for the purpose of enquiring into the 
health and medical condition of the persons on board 
the vessel ; 
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(@) Power to call before him and question for any purpose all 
or any of those persons, and to require true answers to 
any questions which he thinks fit to ask; 

(e) Power to require any person so questioned to make and 
subscribe a declaration of the truth of the statements 
made by him. 


g. The Government shall not be responsible for any act or default 
of any Conservator of any port subject to this Order in Council or 
of his deputy. 

10. The Resident may from time to time make such Port Rules 
as he may think necessary for any of the following purposes in any 
of the above-mentioned ports :— 


(a) For regulating the berths and stations to be occupied by 
vessels ; 

(4) For regulating vessels whilst taking in or discharging 
ballast or cargo; 

(c) For keeping free passages of such width as may be deemed 
necessary within any such port, river, or channel, and 
along or near tothe piers, jetties, landing-places, wharves, 
quays, docks, moorings, and other similar works in or 
adjoining the same; and for marking out the spaces so 
to be kept free ; 

(d) For regulating the anchoring, fastening, mooring and un- 
mooring and warping of all vessels, and the use of 
warps, mooring buoys, chain, and other moorings ; 

(e) For enforcing and regulating the use of signals and of 
signal lights by vessels ; 

(f) For regulating the flags and signals to be used by vessels 
arriving at, lying in, and departing from, any port; 

(g) For regulating the manner in which vessels arriving are to 
be boarded by an Officer of the Conservator’s Depart- 
ment, and the entries to be made in such Officer’s book 
of arrivals. 

(A) For regulating the use by vessels of steam-whistles, 
steam-syrens, or other like instruments ; 

(¢) For regulating the speed of steamers navigating rivers and 
harbours ; 

(7) For regulating the licensing, registration, and supervising 
of passenger and cargo boats, and the fares and freights 
to be charged by such boats, and the licensing and 
registration of fishing boats. 


Such Port Rules shall be published in the Government Gazette, 
‘and shall have the same force and effect as if enacted in this Order 
in Council, and every person convicted of a breach of any of the 
Port Rules so made and published shall be liable, on conviction, to 
a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. 


11. If any person shall wilfully, and without lawful excuse, refuse 
or neglect to obey any direction of the Conservator, given under 
the provisions of this Order in Council, after notice thereof shall 
have been given to him, such person shall, for every such offence, 
be liable on conviction to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars, and 
a further sum not exceeding ten dollars for every day on which he

shall wilfully continue to disobey such direction; and in case of 
such refusal or neglect, it shall be lawful for the sad Conservator 
to do, or to cause to be done, all such acts as shali be reasonable 
or necessary for the purpose of carrying such directi »n into execu- 
tion, and to hire and employ proper persons for that purpose ; and 
all reasonable expenses which shall be incurred in dving such acts 
shall be paid and borne by the person or persons so offending. 


12. The Master of every vessel anchoring in any of the ports of 
the State, or going alongside any wharf in any port shall forthwith 
report, or cause to be reported, the arrival of his vessel at the office 
of the Conservator of the port, and shall deposit, or cause to be 
deposited there a copy of the manifest of cargo to be discharged 
or transhipped in the port, and a statement of passengers on board. 


13. The Master of every vessel anchoring in any of the above- 
mentioned ports for the first time after the issuing of this Order in 
Council shall forthwith deposit at the office of the Conservator a 
certificate from the port of registry of such vessel setting forth the 
number of passengers of all classes which such vessel is permitted 
to carry and the nature and extent of the accommodation to be 
provided for them, and any change made in the same at the port of 
registry must be notified in the same manner upon the next arrival 
of the vessel. 

14. Every Master who shall fail to lodge a manifest statement 
and certificate as required by the two preceding sections shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


15. Every Master of a vessel who is found to have carried 
passengers of any description in excess of the number, or in a man- 
ner not authorised by his ship’s certificate, shall be liable, on con- 
viction, to a penalty of one hundred dollars, and to a further penalty 
not exceeding ten dollars for every passenger beyond the number 
for whom accommodation existed in the ship as required by law. 


16. No vessel having on board any quantity, being part of the 
cargo, or more than fifty pounds weight not being part of the cargo, 
of any gunpowder or other explosive substance other than safety 
cartridges, shall be allowed to come within the limits of any port. 


17. No vessel carrying more than fifty passengers other than 
cabin passengers shall carry as cargo or ballast any gunpowder or 
other explosive substance other than safety cartridges. 


18. The Master of every vessel arriving at any of the ports, on 
board of which any person has suffered from small-pox or cholera 
since the departure of the said vessel from the last port at which she 
touched, or having on board persons suffering from small-pox or 
cholera, shall hoist and keep displayed at the main-mast head the 
usual yellow quarantine flag, and shall not enter the port till visited 
by the Health Officer, nor till permitted by the Conservator. 


19. No boat shall go alongside any vessel arriving at any of the 
ports unless and until permitted by the Master, and no boat shall 
be made fast astern of any vessel in any of the ports at a greater 
distance from the stern of such vessel than three fathoms. The 
boats of the Conservators of the ports and Police and Health Officers 
are exempted from the operation of this section. 
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20. Every vessel within the limits of any of the ports shall have 
at all times on board a sufficient number of men to veer cable, let 
go anchors, brace the yards up, or lower a boat in case of accident. 
Provided always that, in the event of any vessels being laid up and 
not intended for navigation, it shall be lawful for the Conservator 
of the port to assign a place within the limits of the port where such 
vessels may be anchored and be exempted from the operation of 
this section. 

21. The owner or Master of any vessel or any other person 
offending against any of the provisions of sections 16,17, 18, 19, 20 
shall be liable, on conviction, toa penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. 

22. No vessel shall leave any port without a Port Clearance, to 
be issued by the Conservator or other officer duly authorised thereto, 
and the owner or Master of any vessel offending against this 
section shall be liable, on conviction, to a penalty not exceeding tive 
hundred dollars. . Provided that nothing herein contained shall be 
held to apply to any vessel arriving at any port at any time when 
the office of the Conservator is closed for business, and leaving the 
port before such office is again opened for business. 

23. No Master of a vessel shall discharge therefrom, or force 
therefrom, or wilfully or negligently leave behind him in the State, 
any seaman brought to the State therein, or shipped in the State, 
unless on a certificate by the Conservator of the port, under a 
penalty not exceeding fifty dollars for each seaman so discharged, 
forced, or left behind; and any seaman wilfully or negligently 
remaining behind in the State after the departure of the vessel in 
which he shall have arrived or shipped, without such certificate, 
shall, on conviction, be liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars. 

The Conservator shall not be required to issue a certificate under 
this section, unless in case of serious illness incapacitating the 
seaman from duty on board his ship, or unless the seaman shall at 
the time of the ship’s departure be undergoing sentence of im- 
prisonment, and in every other case a certificate shall not be issued 
until, and unless, the Master or owner of the vessel shall have 
made such provision for the seaman by procuring other employment, 
or otherwise, as will prevent the seaman from becoming a charge 

on the State. 

24. It shall be lawful for the Resident to cause or permit to be 
fixed and laid down such moorings, buoys, beacons, and sea or land 
marks, as may seem to him to be necessary to assist in the naviga- 
tion of any of the ports, rivers, or channels subject to this Order in 
Council. 

25. If any person shall wilfully, and without lawful excuse, lift, 
injure, loosen, or set adrift any such moorings, buoys, beacons, and 
Sea or land marks in any port, river or channel subject to this Order 
in Council, he shall, for’ every such offence, be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding five hundred dollars, or to imprisonment, rigorous or 
simple, for a period not exceeding ‘three months. 

26. Any moorings, buoys, beacons, or land or sea marks 
affected shall be forthwith replaced or repaired by the Conservator ; 
and all expenses incurred thereby shall be chargeable to the person 
Convicted. 
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27. If any person shall wilfully, and without lawful excuse, 
loosen or remove from its moorings, or from its fastenings alongside 
any wharf ox landing-place, any vessel within any such port, river, 
or channel, without leave or authority from the owner or Master 
of such vessel, or of the manager or person in charge of such wharf 
or landing-place, such person shall, for every such offence, be liable 
to a penalty not exceeding five hundred dollars, or to imprisonment, 
rigorous or simple, for a period not exceeding three months. 


28. Nothing in sections 25 and 27 shall be held to relieve any 
person undergoing punishment thereunder from responsibility in a 
civil action for damages, at the suit of any person injured by or in 
consequence of his acts. 

29. If any person shall, without lawful excuse, cause any obstruc- 
tion or impediment to the navigation of any port, river, or channel, 
subject to this Order in Council, or shall do or omit to do any act 
likely to cause any obstruction or impediment to such navigation, 
the Conservator may cause such obstruction or impediment to be 
removed, and every person causing any such obstruction or impedi- 
ment shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
and also to pay all reasonable expenses which shall be incurred in 
abating or removing such obstruction or impediment. 


30. The Conservator may remove, or cause to be removed, any 
timber or raft, floating or being in any part of any such port, river, 
or channel, which shall impede the free navigation of such port, 
river, or channel, or any thing which shall obstruct or impede the 
lawful use of any picr, jetty, landing-place, wharf, quay, dock, 
mooring, or other work, on any part of the shore or bank which 
has been declared to be within the limits of such port, river, or 
channel, and is not private property; and the owner of any such 
timber or raft or other thing shall be liable to pay the reasonable 
expenses of such removal. . 

31 (i) A Master of a vessel shall not cause or suffer any warp 
or hawser attached to his vessel to be left out in any port subject 
to this Order in Council after sunset in such a manner as to endanger 
the safety of any other vessel navigating in the port. 

(ii) A Master offending against this section shall be liable, on 
conviction, to a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars. : 

32. If any vessel shall be wrecked, stranded, or sunk in any 
such port, river, or channel, or in any place within State waters 
adjacent thereto, so as to impede, or be likely to impede, the 
navigation thereof, the Conservator may cause the same to be raised, 
removed, or destroyed, and all expense incurred in the raising, 
removing, and destroying of such vessel shall be borne by the 
owners thereof. 

33- If any obstruction or impediment to the navigation of any 
port, river, or channel, subject to this Order in Council, shall have 
been lawfully made, or shall have become lawful by reason of the 
long continuance of such obstruction or impediment, or otherwise, 
the Conservator shall report the same for the information of the 
Resident, who may cause the same to be removed or altered, making 
to the person or persons who suffer damage by such removal 
or alteration reasonable compensation for the same. If any dispute 
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arise concerning such compensation, the matter in dispute shall be 
determined according to the law now, or hereafter, to be in force in 
the State relating to the determination of disputes as to the price 
of land required tor public purposes. 

34. If any ballast or rubbish, or if any other thing likely to form 
a bank or shoal, or to be detrimental to navigation, shall, without 
the permission of the Conservator or other lawful excuse, be cast or 
thrown into any such port, river, or channel, or into or upon any 
place or shore from which the same shall be liable to be washed into 
any such port. river, or channel, either by ordinary or high tides, 
or by storms or land-floods, the person who shall so cast or throw 
the same, or cause the same to be so cast or thrown as aforesaid, 
and the Master of any vessel from which the same shall be cast or 
thrown, shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding one hundred 
dollars over and above any expenses which may be incurred in 
removing the same. 

35. No dead body, or the carcass of any animal, shall be thrown 
overboard or into the seas, rivers, or channels within the limits of 
the ports, under a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars, and any 
expenses incurred in burying or otherwise disposing of any dead 
body or carcass so thrown over shall be chargeable on the owner or 
master of the vessel from which the same may have been thrown. 

36. The Master or person in charge of every vessel lying at 
anchor within any of the ports, rivers, or channels subject to this 
Order in Council, shall, between sunset and sunrise, exhibit, or 
cause to be exhibited, where it can best be seen, but at a height 
not exceeding twenty feet above the hull, a white light in a globular 
lantern of at least eight inches in diameter, and so constructed as to 
show a clear, uniform, and unbroken light all round the horizon, 
visible at a distance of at least one mile: and the Master or person 
in charge of every such vessel in which a light shall not be exhibited, 
as required by this section, shall be liable, on conviction, to a penalty 
Not exceeding fifty dollars. 

37. If any person shall grave, bream, or smoke any vessel in 
any port, river, or channel subject to this Order in Council, or shall 
boil or heat any pitch, tar, resin, dammer, turpentine, oil, or other 
such combustible m2tter on board any vessel within any such port, 
tiver, or channel, at any time or within any limits at or within which 
such act shall be prohibited by any order ot the Resident, or 
contrary to the orders or directions of the Conservator, every such 
Person, and also the Master of such vessel, shall be liable, on 
COnviction, to a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

38. If any person shall use a naked light to draw off spirits, tur- 
Pentine, inflammable oil, or inflammable liquids of any kind, on board 
any vessel in any port, river, or channel subject to this Order in 

ouncil, every such person, and also the Master of every such vessel, 
shall be liable, on conviction, to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 

39. In the event of fire breaking out on board any vessel in any 
of the ports, rivers, or channels subject to this Order in Council, it 
Shall be lawful for the Conservator of the port to proceed on board 
such vessel, with such assistants and persons as to him may seem 
fit, and to give such orders as may seem to him necessary for scuttling 
such vessel or for removing such vessel to such place as may to 
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him seem proper to prevent, in either case, danger to other vessels ; 
and if such orders are not forthwith carried out by the Master of 
such vessel, the said Conservator may himself proceed to carry 
them into effect. 


40. It shall be lawful for the Resident to make rules and orders 
for the erection, maintenance, managing and working of fishing 
stakes in the State, prescribing the places where the same may be 
erected, the distances to be observed from the shore and from other 
stakes, and the nature of the nets and stakes to be used, depth of 
water for stakes, the length of time to be kept in the same place, 
the removal when out of repair or not used, lighting stakes at night 
in navigable waters, removing, repairing and clearing stakes, and 
otherwise generally for all purposes connected with the erection, 
maintenance and working of such stakes: and any fishing stakes 
established, removed, altered or repaired contrary to the provisions 
of this Order in Council may be removed on the order of a Con- 
servator, and the owner or occupier of such fishing stake shall be 
required to pay the expenses of such removal, and shall be liable, on 
conviction, to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. Any person 
disobeying any rule or order of the Resident made under this 
section shall, on conviction, be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
fifty dollars. 


41. It shall be lawful for the Resident to establish tables of fees 
to be charged for licenses for fishing stakes, according to their 
extent and situation. 


42. No person, without the permission of the Conservator, shall 
remove or carry away any rock, stones, shingle, gravel, sand, 
or soil, or any artificial protection from any part of the bank or 
shore of such port, river, or channel, and no person shall sink 
or bury in any part of such bank or shore, any mvoring-post, anchor, 
or any other thing which is likely to injure, or to be used so as to 
injure, such bank or shore, except with the permission of the said 
Conservator, and with the aid or under the inspection of such person 
or persons (if any) as he may appoint to take part in or over-look 
the performance of such work. 


Every person offending against any of the provisions of this 
section, shall be liable, on conviction, to a penalty not exceeding 
one hundred dollars for every such offence, and to pay the expenses 
of repairing the injury (if any) done to such bank or shore. 


43. The Conservator may, whenever he shall suspect that any 
offence has been or is about to be committed in any vessel, contrary 
to this Order in Council, or whenever he considers it is necessary 
for him so to do in the discharge of any duty imposed upon him by 
this Order in Council or otherwise by law, go either alone or with 
any other person or persons, on board any vessel within the limits 
of any port, river, or channel subject to this Order in Council. 
If the Master of such vessel shall, without lawful excuse, refuse to 
allow any such Conservator, or any of his assistants, or other 
officers or persons authorised by him, so to enter such.vessel, he 
shall, for every such offence, be liable, on conviction, to a penalty 
not exceeding one hundred dollars. 
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44. Any person who shall wilfully.obstruct or hinder any person 
in the execution of any duty imposed, or power conferred, by this 
Order in Council, or shall assault or ill-treat him in the discharge 
of such duty, or in the exercise of such power, shall, for every 
such offence, be liable, on conviction, to a penalty not exceeding 
one hundred dollars, 


45. All acts, orders or directions by this Order in Council, 
authorised to be done or given by any Conservator, may be done 
or given by any person in the service of Government subject to his 
control and duly authorised by him. And any person authorised to 
do any act may call to his aid such assistance as may be necessary, 


46. All offences against this Order in Council shall be punish- 
able in a summary manner by a Magistrate, on information by or 
by order of the Conservator, or by any other person authorised by 
him thereto. And in addition to the means prescribed by law for 
the recovery of penalties imposed by Magistrates in their summary 
jurisdiction, it shall be lawful for a Magistrate, by warrant under 
his hand, to cause the amount of any penalty imposed under this 
Order in Council, upon the owner or Master of any vessel, for 
any offence committed on board of such vessel, or in the manage- 
ment thereof, or otherwise in relation thereto, whereof such owner 
or Master shall be convicted, to be levied by distress and sale of 
such vessel, and the tackle, apparel and furniture thereof, or so much 
thereof as shall be necessary. 


47. In-case of any conviction under this Order in Council, the 
Magistrate may order the offender to pay the costs of such convic- 
tion, in addition to any penalty or expenses to which he may be 
liable. Such costs may be assessed by the Magistrate, and may be 
levied and recovered in the same manner as any penalty under this 
Order in Council. 

48. In every case in which any person shall be liable, under the 
provisions of this Order in Council, to pay any sum of money, 
damages, or expenses, the same may be recovered and levied in the 
Same manner as any penalty under this Order in Council, and, if 
necessary, the amount thereof may be fixed and assessed by the 
Magistrate before whom the case shall be tried. 


4g. All expenses incurred for works authorised or required to be 
done by a Conservator under sections 11, 26, 29, 30, 31, 33, 34, 
38, and 41 shall, if any dispute arise as to the amount, be ascertained 
before a Magistrate, and, when so ascertained, shall be recoverable 
in the same manner as any penalty under this Order in Council, and 
the Conservator may cause any timber, raft, or other thing, or the 
materials of any vessel, boat, or wreck, or of any nuisance or 
obstruction, removed, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to be 
sold by public auction, and may retain all the expenses of such 
removal and sale out of the proceeds of such sale; and shall pay the 
surplus of such proceeds, or deliver so much of the said timber or 
Other materials as shall remain unsold to the owner or other person 
entitled to receive the same; and, if no such person appear, shall 
cause the same to be kept and deposited in such manner as the 
Resident shall direct; and may, if necessary, from time to time, 
realise the expenses of keeping the same, together with the expenses 
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of such sale, by a further sale of so much of the said timber or 
other materials as may remain unsold, and the balanc > shall be paid 
to the person entitled to the property, and, if no perso i shall appear 
and claim the same, it shall be paid into the Treasu-y. Provided, 
however, that the amount so paid into the Treasury sh.ll be refunded 
without interest to any person who may thereafter establish his 
right to the same.

2. <A draft order imposing fees under the Order in Council passed 
on the 24th day of August, 1889, entitled “Registration of Marriages 
between British Subjects,” is submitted to the Council and passed 
unanimously, and numbered 16 of 1891.* 

3. The Council considers a letter from Syed Samsudin, Penghulu of 
Pulau Kamiri, tendering his resignation on the grounds of old age and 
infirmity. 


* This Order will be found in Government Gazette Extraordinary of 22nd December, 1891. 
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After some discussion it is ordered that he be granted a gratuity of 
one month’s salary and chabut for every year’s service. The Penghulu 
having served the Government for 6} years, the gratuity will thus amount 
to $325. 

4. His Hicaness tar Surran informs the Council that it has been 
brought to his notice that Ngah Mat Ngoh, Assistant Penghulu, Enggor, 
and First Krani in the Land Office, Kuala Kangsar, who was recently 
appointed to succeed Krani Abdullah as Penghulu of Blanja on the latter’s 
retirement at the end of this year, holds a written promise from Government 
that on his coming of age he shall be appointed Penghulu of Kota Lama 
Kanan, the post formerly held by his father the late Toh Sri Leila. His 
Highness therefore suggests that Wan Hussein, the present Penghulu of 
that mukim, be appointed Penghulu of Kota Lama Kiri vice Penghulu 
Wahid, who retires at the end of the year. This proposal having been fully 
discussed, it is finally decided not to remove Wan Hussein from Kota Lama 
Kanan, but to appoint Ngah Mat Ngoh, Penghulu of Kota Lama Kiri, on a 
salary of $600 perannum. As this arrangement renders vacant the posts of 
Penghulu, Blanja, Assistant Penghulu, Enggor, and First Krani, Land Office, 
Kuala Kangsar, it is further ordered that Luakang, Malay Writer in the 
Kuala Kangsar Court, be appointed Penghulu of Blanja on twelve months’ 
probation on a salary of $600 per annum; that the post of Assistant Penghulu, 
Enggor, be abolished ; that Raja Alang bin Raja Abdulrahman be appointed 
Malay Writer in the Kuala Kangsar Court on a salary of $240 per annum; 
that Anjang Aris, Second Malay Krani, in the Land Office, Kuala Kangsar, 
be appointed First Malay Krani on a salary of $360 per annum; and that 
Raja Ngah Abubakar be appointed Second Malay Writer in the Land Office, 
Kuala Kangsar, on a salary of $180 per annum. 

It is further ordered that the post of Malay Writer at Teluk Anson, 
which is now vacant, be given on six months’ probation to Abdul Shukor 
bin Ibrahim, on a salary of $360, and that this and the above-mentioned 
appointments shall have effect from the 1st January, 1892. 

5. The Council considers an application from Megat Samsudin, 
Assistant Penghulu of Kota Lama Kiri, for a pension, his age and infirmities 
rendering him unfit to continue holding the post of Assistant Penghulu. 

The applicant, whose salary is $7 a month, having no claim to pension, 
and there not being sufficient grounds for granting him a gratuity, the 
Council directs that he be advised to reconsider his resignation, which, how- 
ever, it is willing to accept should he insist on it. 

6. The Council adjourns sine die.

Sir,—I have the honour to inform you, in answer to your memorandum 
of this date, that gutta rambong is the rubber from the Ficus Elastica. 

2. It is a large, many-stemmed tree, like the banian tree. 

3. It is extensively cultivated in Assam. It may be grown from seeds 
or cuttings. The plants are planted on mounds 3 or 4 feet high, in 40 feet 
wide cleared lines, through the jungle : the lines being 100 feet apart (the 
jungle being left standing between them), and the trees placed 25 feet apart 
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along the lines. Beyond once or twice a year clearing the undergrowth 
round the young trees, nothing more requires to be done till the trees are 
old enough to tap. 

4, Ido not know how long it is before they begin to yield rubber. 

5. There are a few trees near Ipoh, which I think ought to be pre- 
served, as from them seed could be obtained. There are alsoa few trees in 
Upper Perak and the Plus. 

6. The rubber fetches about $100 per pikul.

CIRCULAR ‘3H. 

It is hereby notified that the General Order dated 25th May, 1887, 
regulating the collection of rent from Officers occupying Government build- 
ings and not entitled to free quarters, is hereby rescinded, and that the 
following Regulations are issued in lieu thereof :— 

1. From and after the 1st January, 1892, all Officers appointed to the 
Perak Government Service, or who, being already in the Service, may 
from that date be promoted, or receive an increased salary, and who are not 
entitled, as provided in paragraph 2, to official quarters, shall, if occupying 
a Government building, pay house rent at the rate of not more than 73 per 
cent on the value of the house they occupy, the amount of such rent to 
be fixed by the Resident, and stated to the Officer when the house is 
offered to him. 

2. The following appointments entitle the occupants, as a general 
Tule, to official quarters :—British Resident ; Secretary to Government ; 
District Magistrates, and Assistant Magistrates in charge ; Junior Officers ; 
Superintendent of Prisons; Superintendent, Intelligence Department ; one 
Assistant Commissioner, Perak Sikhs, Larut, and one Assistant Commissioner, 
Perak Sikhs, Kinta; Chief Inspector, Inspectors, Sub-Inspectors, Quarter- 
master and Armourer, Perak Sikhs; District Surgeons, when in charge of hos- 
pitals; Apothecaries in charge of hospitals; Gaolersliving within gaol premises; 
European Gaol Warders, Dressers, Assistant Dressers, Dispensers, Medical 
Pupils, Hospital and Gaol Matrons living on hospital or gaol premises; 
Postmasters, Sub-Post and Telegraph Masters, and Post and Telegraph 
clerks, if occupying quarters in their post-offices. 

8. Cases may arise where an increase of salary, gained by promotion, 
will be partly or wholly neutralised by the rent-charge; such cases may be 
considered and decided upon by the Resident, and may be met by granting 
@ special allowance equal to the rent charge (which allowance would cease 
when the holder of it vacates the office or receives further promotion), or in 
any other equitable manner. 
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4. Houses, with the exception of official quarters, will only be 
provided and rented to Officers by the State when the demand for them 
cannot be met by private enterprise. 

5. No Government furniture will be allowed in such houses, except in 
special cases, to be decided on by the Resident, such as of isolated position, 
distance from the local head-quarters, difficulty of access, and so forth. 

6. (i.) The official residences provided for the Resident shall, as 
heretofore, be completely furnished, including china, glass, cutlery, linen 
and ordinary plated ware, at the cost of the State, as per schedule, class I. ; 
but future Residents shall pay five per cent per annum on the value of the 
furniture of their principal residence. 

(ii.) The official residence of the Secretary to Government shall also 
be completely furnished, in accordance with schedule, class I.; but future 
holders of the office of Secretary to Government shall pay five per cent per 
annum on the value of such furniture. 

7. The official quarters of District Magistrates, and Assistant District 
Magistrates in charge of districts and sub-districts, shall be furnished as 
per schedule, class IT. 

8. The official quarters of the Superintendent of Prisons, the Superin- 
tendent Intelligence Department, of District Surgeons in charge of hospitals, 
and of one Assistant Commissioner, Perak Sikhs, in Larut, and of one in 
Kinta, shall be furnished as per schedule, class IIT. 

9. ‘he official quarters of officers, lists IV. and V., of the Police, 
Prison, Medical, and Post and Telegraph Departments, shall be supplied 
with the ordinary plain furniture as per schedule, classes IV. and V. 

10. Junior Officers shall be allowed free quarters, furnished as per 
schedule, class IV. 

11. (i.) The cost of repairing damages to Government houses, 
whether official quarters or rented, except those caused by fair wear and 
tear, must be borne by the occupier. 

(ii.) No alterations or additions can be effected in such houses without 
the sanction of the Resident, who may order the cost of such alterations or 
additions to be borne by the Government, or by the occupier, if made at his 
request. : 

y 12. A charge of five per cent per annum on the estimated value 
of the Government furniture of all kinds, and the cost of repairs and 
renewals of such furniture, shall be paid by the Officer occupying furnished 
Government quarters ; and he shall send a list of all Government furniture 
in his possession to the local head of the Public Works Department, 
between the 1st and 15th of January in each year, who will order such 
repairs and renewals as may be required to be effected, at the Officer’s 
expense, and certify that the furniture is in order when these shall have 

- been completed. A list of Government furniture shall be hung up in the 

quarters to which it belongs, and it will be necessary for an out-going 

Officer to put the furniture in thorough repair, and obtain a certificate from 

the local head of the Public Works Department that he leaves the furniture 

correct and in good order, and for the in-coming tenant, to report any 
deficiencies he may discover to the Public Works Department before he 
takes it over. 

18. Officers who are not entitled to official quarters must provide for 
house rent out of their salary.

No. 132.—Warertoo Estate.—The following notes by Sir Graeme 
Elphinstone on the Waterloo Arabian Coffee Estate are published for 
general information.

Elevation.—The elevation of the average of the present opened area of 
Waterloo, and also of the surrounding forest, which I consider most suitable 
for the successful cultivation of Arabian coffee, is some 2,300 feet. 

This elevation is similar to the elevation of what in Ceylon was termed 
the lower districts, but, although similar in that respect, there is a very 
marked difference in the temperature, and certainly the comparison is favour- 
able to Waterloo. I presume that the comparative coolness of the Waterloo 
climate is mainly attributable to the fact of there being so large an adjacent 
area of high mountain ranges covered with virgin forest, and also to the 
close proximity of the sea. 

Anyhow, there is no gainsaying the fact that at the elevation of the 
present bungalow, some 1,850 feet, the climate is both pleasant and 
salubrious. 

Quality of Soil—The present opened area of Waterloo is in extent 
some 270 acres. 

In the opened land there are four distinctly different qualities of soil, 
and all of them seem to be very suitable for the successful growth of coffee. 
Dr. Ridley, who visited Waterloo last month, was highly pleased with the 
nature of the soils he passed through, and agreed with my opinion as to their 
fertility ; there is a very good average depth all over the estate of some 
20 feet (this is a much greater average depth than in any district in Ceylon). 
I cannot speak with any certainty of what the soils may be deficient in, as 
I have not as yet been able to get samples analysed; but if, as both Dr. Ridley 
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and I believe, there may be a deficiency in lime, this deficiency can easily 
be supplied from the adjacent lime-kilns. However, that is as yet merely a 
conjecture, and at no very distant date I hope to have more certain informa- 
tion to work upon. 


Aspect.—In Ceylon we always preferred an eastern aspect, and here I 
find, from careful observation, that it is of equal importance. Waterloo has 
an almost uniform eastern aspect, and this, I consider, reflects considerable 
credit on those who first selected the land. Whenever I select land for 
coffee, I shall most certainly be most careful to select forest land with as 
much of an eastern aspect as can be obtained, and I would certainly advise 
intending planters to be careful on this point. 


Rainfall and Climate——The information I can gather from the estate 
books leads me to believe that the total annual rainfall is some 95 inches, 
and this, apparently, divided over the twelve months; but, for want of exact 
records, I cannot speak with certainty as to the amount. Now a careful 
record is kept, and will furnish correct data to go upon. From personal 
observation since the date of my arrival on the 11th December, 1891, 
I have noted the fact that on no single day has there been continuous rain, 
and on no single day have we been without some sunshine. This is very 
different to the average of the Ceylon coffee districts : there it is a frequent 
experience in both monsoons to have incessant squalls and heavy rainfall, 
with a complete absence of sunshine, sometimes for ten days to a fortnight. 
The effect in Ceylon of the heavy rains and absence of sun-heat is very 
marked, and has a most prejudicial effect both upon the yield and the vigour 
of coffee and tea. I have also noted that the sun-heat is of greater strength 
here than in Ceylon, and it is most beneficial, as it acts favourably on the 
strong soils, pulverising and drying the soil down to a depth of fully 15 feet. 
This, again, is of benefit in the prevention of wash. In Ceylon, a heavy 
shower in the rainy season simply runs over the surface ; here, on the contrary, 
it passes down the sun-cracks and thus fertilises the soil. 


Cultivation—Weeding.—The great importance of keeping clearings clean 
and in hand, weeding from the commencement, has been the Waterloo expe- 
rience. The sunshine and showers, which are almost daily, favour a growth 
of weeds almost incredible, and I am of opinion that it is a sine qua non for 
successful planting—clean weeding from the date of the burn. 


Pruning and Handling.—From what I have observed, I believe that, 
with careful and judicious treatment of the bushes from the commencement, 
knife pruning would not be required. Handling is most important. Great care 
must be taken in keeping the centre of the tree for 6 inches entirely free of 
wood, and the outside branches must be carefully and systematically singled 
out, so that the lower primaries may not be excluded from the light. The 
same effect experienced in the growth of weeds, caused by the sunshine 
and showers, is also to be found in the growth of young wood, and it is, 
essential for the health of the bush, as well as for regular bearing, that the 
wood should be limited to what is actually required. 


Manuring.—The opportunities for cultivation on a liberal scale are all 
that can be desired. There is an abundant supply of lime, a similarly 
abundant supply of bat guano, and, from the fact that both Guinea grass 
and the native grass grow with such luxuriance, cattle can easily and 
profitably be kept. This is a most important fact, for in Ceylon many a 
good estate dates its decline from the date that it could not obtain the 
necessary help from cattle manure. 


Labour.—On the point of the labour supply there will, I expect, for 
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several years yet be a difficulty. The Tamil labour will gradually increase» 
and once more estates are opened there will, I believe, be a supply quite 
equal to the demand; but it would be folly to consider planting at present 
impracticable because Tamil labour is not yet completely organised. I have, 
through necessity, been obliged to employ Malays, Chinese and Javanese. 
I have found them all most efficient workmen. I am exceedingly glad that 
I have had cause to employ others than Tamils, otherwise, I might have 
continued in ignorance of the valuable labour supply locally available. 
I cannot at present fully particularise on this subject, but I will do so at a 
later date, and will supply figures showing actual cost of work done by 
Chinese, Javanese and Malays, which will compare favourably with what is 
done by the Tamil in Ceylon.

No. 150.—Rotes ror Transport or Treasure.—The following rules 
to be observed in transporting treasure are published for the information 
and guidance of all Officers concerned.

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1. When treasure is to be moved from one Treasury to another, it 
should first be counted by two trustworthy persons; the sum it has been 
taken from should then be counted and proved correct before being locked 
up, both sums remaining throughout the transaction in view of both persons 
counting. 


2. Directly the sum to be sent has been counted, it should be put into 
bags of $500 each, and each bag and its contents be weighed; the bags 
should be sealed with some special seal and placed in an ammunition box, 
with a memorandum stating number of bags, weight and composition of 
each, and the box sealed. Previous to being handed over to the Officer in 
charge of the treasure guard, the box, as handed over, should be weighed 
in his presence, and a letter given to him stating the weight and contents 
of each separate box. Each box is to be again weighed in the presence 
of the Officer immediately on reaching its destination, and before being 
opened. 


A telegram as follows should then be sent to the Officer in charge of 
the Treasury to which the money is sent :—‘ Expect boxes imprest 
[time and date]; and if the imprest does not arrive within reasonable time 
after its dispatch, the Officer in charge of the expecting Treasury should 
report to the police in writing. 


3. The Officer in command of the escort should so arrange as to start 
immediately he has taken charge of the boxes, and should avoid loitering ev. 
route. He should never travel by night, unless unavoidable; and, should it 
be necessary to halt en route, should do so at Police Stations, and leave the 
boxes under the eye of the sentry, each sentry being warned to see that 
none of the boxes have been tampered with before taking over from his 
predecessor. 


4. On arrival at his destination, the Officer in charge of the escort 
should, if during office hours, proceed direct to the Treasury, and send one 
man from there to inform the Officer in charge of the Treasury; if he 
arrives out of office hours, he should proceed to the Police Station with the 
money, sending a man to look for the Officer in charge of the Treasury, who 
should at once send back orders where the money has to be taken to, and 
proceed to meet it on arrival. On arrival at the Treasury, or place where 
the money is to be stored, the Officer in charge of the Treasury, assisted 
by another trustworthy Officer, should first satisfy himself that the seals 
are intact, and that none of the boxes bear any signs of having been 
tampered with; each box should then be weighed separately and opened, 
and each bag examined to ascertain that it is intact and the seals unbroken. 
Each bag should then be weighed, and the contents of each be counted 
separately. If correct, the money should be dealt with as is now the 
practice, and the Officer in charge of the sending Treasury should be in- 
formed by wire. If incorrect, a telegram to that effect should be sent 
to the Officer in charge of the issuing Treasury, stating the discrepancy, and 
a full report should at once be made to the District Magistrate at receiving 

. Station in writing. In no case should a guard, after arrival at its destination, 
ever be dismissed by the Police Officer in charge till the money has been 
counted by the Officer in charge of the Treasury.

No. 152.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR MARCH. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to transmit my monthly letter for March. 
* * * * * * * 


4. On the 5th I visited the Selaba portion of the Changkat Jong road. Three 
miles of this cart-road are now completed, and the bridge is in a very forward state, and 
more than a mile of the road is now under construction. 

* * * * * * * 


On the 11th March I proceeded to Changkat Jong, returning in the evening. 
Inspected the 24 miles of cart-road to be constructed from this place to Sungei Sunkei 
‘Mati, and walked over the line, finding the clearing of the line rapidly proceeding. 
This is being carried out by local labour from Bidor and its vicinity, and the people 
are working most satisfactorily under Haji Mat Said. 

* * - * * * * * 


10. On the rgth April, with the Datoh Laksamana, went into a case in connection 
with compensation for damage done to trees by the construction of the Jenderata 
Canal. On the following day, at daylight, started for Jenderata to inspect land suitable 
for padi cultivation, and was very much pleased with what I saw. The land here has 
all been cleared at one time for padi; is covered with only secondary jungle; could be 
easily irrigated, and only requires population to equal the Krian district. Pushed on 
and met the Datoh at Sungei Bulu, and inspected the canal there, which wants clearing 
out; and, after a long morning’s work, reached Teluk Anson at 3 p. m.

14. On the 26th Mr. Hanson arrived, and on the following day I went with him 
to Changkat Jong and showed him the cart-road. The road from Sunkei Mati has 
now been cleared, and there remain only the drains to be cut and the road formed up, 
all roots and stumps removed, and a clear track left.

To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward to you my Inspection Report for the first 
quarter of 1892. 

On the 21st and 22nd February, together with the State Surgeon, I visited the 
Krian district. 

Sunget Bogah.—The whole of the coolies on this estate turned out to muster, 
except seven who were in the Government Hospital. 

They looked a healthy lot generally, although a few had small sores on their legs. 
As there is no apothecary, or even temporary hospital, on this estate, it is a wonder 
there were not more cases of ulcers, &c. I would suggest that the manager be 
requested to build a small house for these kind of patients: it will be both in his and 
the coolies’ interests that these light cases be better looked after. It will prevent 
serious cases arising from small causes, and help to improve the health of the estate. 
There were 79 men and 24 women at muster. 

Gula Estate—There were 619 men and 226 women belonging to this estate. 
113 were at work in the mill, where | went round and visited them; five were in gaol, 
and 52 in hospital. The rest of the coolies were all at muster, and they were a very 
fine-looking lot of coolies, of whom the manager may well be proud. There was not a 
single complaint from any one of them. I did not see a single one of them with even 
the smallest sore on his legs, which shows how good it is to get these cases at once 
attended to. Those in hospital were suffering chiefly from small ulcers—zg out of 52 ; 
the rest appeared to be merely simple complaints. 
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On the 30th March, accompanied by the State Surgeon, I visited Kamuning 
Estate. On our arrival we found the coolies—viz., 19 women, mustered at the 
hospital. They appeared to be rather a poor, weedy lot, and several of them ought not 
to have come to this country as immigrants at all. At the request of the manager, I 
questioned seven of them regarding the manner in which they had been recruited. &c., 
for this country ; the result will be found in the accompanying papers, in which will be 
found their statements. We found one woman had been confined in the Madras 
Hospital two months before she left India. Another woman had been confined one 
month after arrival, and was still suffering from the effects of it. Another woman was 
seven months pregnant, and had only arrived on the estate a month previously. 
Another woman had a small child of only a few months of age. 

This class of coolie is totally unfit for the work they are expected to perform. 

* * * * * * * 


The following day we went to the Kota Tampan road, where Mr. Tait’s coolies 
were working. They appeared to be good coolies, but as they are now freed from 
their agreements by the manager, I simply explained this to them, and that they were 
free to go and work anywhere they chose, and at their own terms; they seemed 
very well pleased with the terms the manager had offered them, and they said they 
were all going to stop and work with their present employer. 

On the roth February I visited Waterloo for the same purpose, as the coolies 
there have also been freed by their employer. As there is now an enquiry going on 
with regard to this estate, I will say no more about it. 

There are now only three estates employing indentured coolies, which shews that 
labour is now much more plentiful than it used to be; but, although this is the case, I 
trust the Government will do all in their power to bring more labour into the country, 
as wages are far higher than there is any necessity for. At present most of the Tamil 
coolies do only four days’ work each week, the high wages they get being sufficient to 
keep them in idleness for the other three days. 

I enclose a letter which I have received from the manager of Kamuning Estate, 
in which he points out that one of his coolies was ill on arrival from India at the 
Penang depot, and that she was sent by the Acting Indian Immigration Agent to hos- 
pital, from which she has absconded. The Straits Government have written to him to 
say that they are not responsible in the matter. This coolie has cost the estate $20, 
and they have never even seen her, which appears hard on the owners of the estate. 
This appears to me to be a case which this Government might take up, and sec if it 
is not possible to recover the advances made on account of this woman. Although the 
sum is only a small one, a thing like this gets noised abroad and talked about, and does 
a deal of harm to Indian Immigration to Perak.

COOLIES’ STATEMENTS. 

Kullamal states :— I have been here since November. I was engaged to do tea 
and coffee work, such as pruning the trees, &c. When I arrived in Penang I was 
first informed I had to do changkol work. 

Shavapakiam.—l| have been here since November. I was engaged to do tea 
work, but not to do hard work. [ was first told in Penang that I had to do changkol work. 
If I had known that when I was in India, I would not have come here. 

Katherine.—l have been two months here. I was engaged for coffee and tea work ; 
promised light, casy work. My child was two months old when I was engaged. I was 
told in Penang I should get tea and coffee work, with grass cleaning to do, and changkol 
work. I was engaged after my child was born. It was born in the Government Hospital. 
Thad come there to attend a religious ceremony. 

Vengatamal.—l arrived in January. I was engaged to do coffee work. I was not 
told that I had to do any changkol work. If I had known this I would not have come 
here. I was told in Penang that I had to do changkol work. 

Bellamal.—| arrived a month ago. I was engaged to do light coffee work. I 
was not told I had to do changkol work. If I had known I would not have come here. 
I was the wife of a farmer in India; my husband is dead. I am seven and a half months 
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pregnant. I have never done any hard work. I was told nothing about changkol work 
in Penarg. My caste is “ Redee.” 

P.S.—This is a very high caste. This woman appears to be far above the ordinary 
coolie woman in soeial life. 

Pakiam.—I\ came one and half months ago. I was told I had to pick tea and coffee 
fruit. Never told I had to do changkol work. [ would not have core if I had known 
this. In Penang I was told I had to do changkol work. . 

¥ellamah.—l arrived last November. I have one child of six ye:.-s and one of three 
years of age. I was told I had coffee, tea and pepper work to do. _[ was only told in 
Penang that I had to do changkol work. If I had known I had such hard work to do 
I would not have come here. 

P.S.—This was an old, thin woman, not fit for ordinary coolie work, and 
ought not to have been sent here ; she says she was married to a clerk in India. 

These women all stated that they were not medically examined, but only looked 
at to see if they had any distinguishing marks on their bodies.

‘THE ASSISTANT INDIAN IMMIGRATION AGENT, 
PERAK. 

Sir,—I wrote to the Indian Immigration Agent, Penang, on the 21st instant, 
asking if anything had been heard of the Indian Immigration coolie who absconded 
from the Penang Hospital, having been sent there from the depdt, as she was unable to 
come to the estate. 1 suppose now there is no chance of the woman even coming to 
the estate, and all the recruiting expenses, which are very heavy, will be a dead loss to 
the estate. Would you please inform me if | have any means of recovering the loss. 
The recruiters will not, as the coolie had left their depot and was received at the depét, 
Penang; and I amtold from Penang that the Government are not responsible if coolies 
or patients abscond from the hospitals. 

I would ask you to inform the Government here about this, as I think it would 
have more effect if you wrote than if I did. The coolies which have arrived here are 
a very poor class of coolie, and not the sort you would expect for the amount of money 
they have cost.

THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to report that I visited the immigrant coolies, with the 
Assistant Indian Immigration Agent, in the Kuala Kangsar district, on the 30th and 
gist of March. 

2. We first proceeded to Kamuning Estate, where there are now only 20 coolies, 
all women. There was one sick in lines, but none in hospital. 

3. Out of the latest arrivals four were incapable of work. 

4. They were a very poor average lot, many of them being weak and diminutive 
in stature. They all complained that, when recruited, they were not told that they 
would be required to do changkol work—only picking and pounding the coffee; 
otherwise they would not have come over. The manager complained of their being 
extremely lazy, and very difficult to get to do any work. 

5. The lines were in very good order, with a good supply of water. 

6. On the 31st we visited the coolies employed by Messrs. Gardner and Tait on 
the Kota Tampan road. These were the remnant of those left at the Putus, and 
transferred to this place. There were 30, all in good health, and were discharged, 
and became free coolies from this date.

Noitce to Pianrers, &c.—Notice is hereby given that tke Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been 
taken up. 


The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 


Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 24 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage ; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees.

S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for March. 
* * * * * * * 


3. Haji Ali, the old ex-Kedah chief, had a long talk with me about land he 
wishes to take up, bringing in new settlers, &c. He has built houses and settled down 
here now. I went with him to see some of the land he wishes to get. 


4. On the 4th instant the Assistant Magistrate went to stay at Kampong Dew, 
to look after and settle the new people brought in lately by Mun Nudin.

A commencement has been made 
carting out the metal on the new Trong cart-road from the new quarry at this end. 


g. On the 15th Haji Ali, of Kedah, called, and in the course of conversation 
about his land stated that he hoped to bring in a lot of his friends as new settlers for 
next padi crop.

11. On the 31st the Penghulu of Trong came to see me about his chabut, which 
by a new order it seems is only to be paid once in six months. At his request I 
addressed the Government on this subject, and asked that the old rule might be 
adhered to.

No. 173.—KUALA KANGSAR REPORT, JANUARY TO MARCH, 1892. 


TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the months of January, February 
and March. 

2. On the 8th January five Chinamen, charged with gang robbery at Salak 
on the 30th November, 1891, were committed for trial. 

3. The tenders for the Market Farm are treble the amount they have been during 
the last few years, owing to the removal of the building from the old site to that near 
the river bank. 

4. Mr. D. A. M. Brown reported his arrival on the 14th January, and commenced 
his duties as Junior Officer attached to the Treasury. 

5. His Highness the Sultan’s younger wife, Chi Utch Sri Mah Diwi Mariah, gave 
birth to a daughter on the 2oth January ; nine guns were fired in honour of the occasion. 
The child has been named Budriah. | 

6. The Acting Resident arrived from Taiping on the 5th February, and on the 
following day called on His Highness the Sultan at Bukit Chandan. 

7. On the 7th February I accompanied the Acting Resident to Padang Rengas, 
where he inspected Kong Lin’s and the Government pepper plantations. {In the 
afternoon he went on up to the Cicely Tea Estate. One of the partners in this estate 
informed the Resident that they had expended about $12,000 on it since taking it 
over from Government, and that tea to the value of $5,000 had been sold. He also 
informed us that the tea commanded a ready sale with Europeans and others, but that 
the Chinese do not like it. 

8. At 5 p.m. on the &th February His Highness the Sultan, accompanied by the 
Acting Resident, opened the new pontoon bridge at Enggor. The State Engineer, 
who designed the bridge, and Mr. Jackson Miller, who carried out the construction of 
the work, were also present. The bridge was named Gertak Khersani Shah, after the 
first Malay Sultan of Perak. An account of the opening appeared in the Government 
Gazette of the 12th February. 
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On the oth February the Acting British Resident visited the Waterloo Estate, 
and the following day went to Taiping, returning to Kuala Kangsar on the morning 
of the rith. 

to. On the rrth and r2th the Acting Resident was engaged in Court hearing 
the gang robbery case, committed for trial on the 8th January. Three of the prisoners 
were convicted, two being sentenced to ten years’ and one to eight years’ rigorous 
imprisonment. 

11, The Acting Resident returned to Taiping on the afternoon of the 13th. 

12, On the 16th February I left Kuala Kangsar for Upper Perak and Reman, on 
special duty, leaving Mr. Osborne in charge of the district. 

13. His Highness the Sultan and suite proceeded to Taiping on the rgth, and the 
following day inspected the rst Battalion Perak Sikhs, on the occasion of the return 
of the detachment from Pahang. 

14. Mr. Draycott, Assistant Surveyor, Kuala Kangsar, reported his arrival here 
on the 24th February. 

15. Messrs. Woodgate and Woodhouse arrived here on the 28th February, and 
are now cutting out a block of 500 acres at Kamuning, granted to Mr. Buchanan, of 
Ceylon, for the cultivation of Liberian coffee. 

16. On the 8th March the State Commissioner of Lands arrived here, and 
inspected the Land Office. 


17. Mr. Ridley, Director of Gardens and Forests, Singapore, visited this district 
on the 8th March. 


18. I returned to Kuala Kangsar with the Acting Resident from Upper Perak 
on the 18th. 

19. The District Engineer arrived here on the 27th, and the following day 
inspected the Kota Tampan road. The earthwork for 12 miles of this road has now 
been completed, and about half a mile more partly completed. Metal has been spread 
for the first mile. Twelve pipe culverts are finished, and all the bridging on the first 
ten miles. 

20. The contract for the erection of the new Istana for His Highness the Sultan 
expired in March, but the contractor has applied for an extension of four months. 

21. The State Surgeon and the Assistant Indian Immigration Agent inspected 


the coolies on the Waterloo Estate, and the following day those on the Kamuning 
Estate.

“No. 174.—QUARTERLY EDUCATION REPORT. 
TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of the Acting British 
Resident, the enclosed quarterly summary of school returns* for the three months 
ending March gist, 1892. 

2. At the beginning of the year two Assistant Visiting Teachers were appointed, 
one for the schools in the Kinta and Batang Padang districts, and the other for those 
of Lower Perak. 

I hope it will be possible soon to have some one to look after the Kuala Kangsar 
and Upper Perak districts, so that each school in the State may be visited at least 
once a month. Scattered as our schools are, it is not possible for me to pay more 
than three or four visits to each one during the year, although I am much away on 
inspection duty; and as they should every one be visited at the very least once a 
month, this assistance is obviously a necessity. 

3. Early in January the new Tamil school at Gula, for the children of the estate 
Coolies, was opened under the management of the estate schoolmaster, and it is 
Satisfactory to note that the school has now nearly fifty pupils. Mr. Stewart, the 
manager of the estate, is taking great interest in the school, and I think it is likely to 
become a successful institution.

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. The annual distribution of prizes at the English schools in Taiping took place 
on the 21st and 22nd January, the Acting British Resident presiding. Mrs. Treacher 
very kindly gave away the prizes at the girls’ school. The customary Chinese New 
Year holidays were given to all the English schools. The 25th was prize day at the 
Taiping Malay School. 

5. The annual inspection, begun in October, was completed in February. Upper 
Perak was visited in January, and the new schools in Larut in February, making a 
total of 60 schools inspected and examined. The report on the work of the past year 
was sent in on the 17th February. 

6. In March I visited all the Krian schools, and subsequently reported on the 
condition of the school buildings in that district. 

At the end of that month all the Malay schools were closed for the Bulan Puasa, 
to re-open on the 4th proximo (May). 

7. For the quarter the attendance averages 70 per cent of the enrolment, the 
percentage in each district being as follows:—Larut, 77; Kuala Kangsar, 66; 
Kinta, 65; Batang Padang, 73; Lower Perak, 73; Upper Perak, 60; Krian, 63; 
Selama, 67. It should be mentioned that at about one-third of the schools the average 
is very nearly 80 per cent. 

8. As compared with the previous quarter, the attendance in Krian and Lower 
Perak is very much better, remaining the same in Larut, whilst in Kuala Kangsar, 
Batang Padang, and Selama it is 2 per cent less, and g and 18 per cent less in Kinta 
and Upper Perak respectively. 

g. Briefly, I can only say that with the transfer of certain teachers this unsatis- 
factoriness will disappear; and as the visiting teachers will in future spend at least 
two days each month in the neighbourhood of every school under their charge, | 
expect to see an improvement soon in the attendance at all our Malay schools. 

to. Koran teachers, approved of by the District Magistrates, were appointed 
during the quarter at most of the Malay boys’ schools established in 1891. These 
classes are well attended, being appreciated even in Krian. 

11. Romanised Malay is now being taught in every school at which there is a 
fourth standard, and at the next annual inspection there will be a great many 
presentations in this subject. 

12. Applications for schools continue to be made in great number, and it is a 
pity so little can be done this year in spreading education.

Nouce to Pranrers, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 

The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 


Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 2} 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 
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Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for April. 
* * * * * * * 


The Fatr Malacca arrived this day at Teluk Kertang from Penang, the first 
trip of a new tri-weekly service to this port. We have been without a steamer here 
for nearly three years. This supplies a much-needed want, and I hope the venture 
will prove successful. 

* * * * * * * 


7. On the 16th, with the Assistant Magistrate, I walked over the trace of the 
proposed bridle-path to Permatang Glugor. We went to where it ends at Sungei 
Jehar, and, crossing the river, explored the jungle beyond, and at about the distance 
of one mile came out on the Trong bridle-path near Kampong Jehar. The road has 
since been sanctioned, and I hope this extra mile will be allowed next year, which 
will shorten the distance to Trong by about three miles. 


8. On the 21st one of the leading men at Permatang Glugor, who will probably 
make the road, came to see me about it and to go into details. 1 afterwards went to 
Teluk Kertang to select the site for the new Customs House. i

To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT,

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for April. 
* * * * * * * 


5. I called a meeting to-day of the principal Chinese towkays, and induced them 
to subscribe to pay a subsidy for a steamer to run round the coast. 

6. On the 8th April called a meeting of the Malay and Kling traders for a simi- 
lar purpose. Both meetings were satisfactory, and I now see my way to place a small 
steamer on the run between Teluk Anson and the principal villages on the Perak River 
to S’tiawan. This will assist very greatly in opening up this portion of the State. 

The Assistant Engineer and the contractor left to-day to start the road from 
Kota Stia to S’tiawan. 

8. I left on the gth, with the Laksamana, for Changkat Jong, and stopped at 
Sungei Songkei Mati on the way to inspect the progress of the cart-road, reaching 
Changkat Jong in the evening, rain in torrents during the night. On the following 
day granted the Laksamana seven acres of land for pepper cultivation. Inspected the 
site of the water-works which are to be erected, going over the ground with Mr. 
Dixon, the Engineer in charge. 

g. Onthe 11th April called nearly the whole of the raiats together with a view 
to ascertaining whether these villagers would accept Haji Mat Said as their Penghulu. 
1 regret to say that the result showed that the majority were in favour of retaining the 
present arrangement and working through a krani. 

1o. I left Changkat Jong on the 12th and reached Teluk Ansonat 5 p.m., finding 
that the Superintendent of Government Plantations had returned from S’tiawan’ and 
that the Inspector of Police had been ordered to Taiping. The following morning I 
walked round the planting here, with the Superintendent of Government Plantations, 
and gave out 500 acres of land to a Chinaman for padi planting. Later in the day 
the Superintendent of Government Plantations left for Penang.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for March and April. 


On the 3rd April I went to inspect the damage done on the road to Kuala Ijok, 
portions of which had been under water during the greater part of the rainy season. 
‘One large bridge had been carried away, and two others damaged. 
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On the sth I visited Tebing Tinggi, where the Malays said they intended irri- 
gating a large piece of land with a view to planting padi. 

On the 14th a Chinaman was found dead, lying in about four feet of water, under 
the bridge over the Sungei Dendang. A verdict of death from opiu n poisoning was 
returned at the inquest. 

* * * * * * * 

I regret to report that the padi crops, both in Ulu Selama and Ijok, which two 
months ago shewed every prospect of producing a good crop, have been a comparative 
failure, owing to the plants all having run to straw.

No. 188.—REPORT ON A VISIT OF INSPECTION TO THE KRIAN DISTRICT. 


TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—We have the honour to report that we started for Krian on the night of 
24th February, 1892. 

2. During the morning and forenoon of the 25th we visited the brothels and 
shops in Parit Buntar, devoting the remainder of the day to departmental work. 


26th. The Acting Commandant Perak Sikhs inspected the Parit Buntar detach- 
ment, and was well satisfied with everything except the fire-engine shed, the floor of 
which ought to be cemented. The Magistrate and Protector of Chinese inspected 
the river kongsis, which proved to be in excellent order. 


27th. Took usual barrack and kit inspection before breakfast, and started after- 
wards to inspect coast kongsis. Heavy swell rounding Tanjong Piandang. At Kuala 
Kurau we found that, for some reason unknown, no discharge tickets were kept there 
and no kangpai: result—any one can come and go just as they like, and no means 
remain of watching the movements of any doubtful individual, and any one could be 
sworn to as living at Kuala Kurau when he might be living and robbing miles away. 
Issued orders that the ticket system must be adhered to here as elsewhere. Inspected 
Kurau village, and then had to wait for the tide to proceed to Tanjong Piandang at 
midnight. Issued order to summon one kongsi for being in a filthy condition at 
Kuala Kurau. Spent some hours of the night scrambling about Tanjong Piandang, . 
rousing up the inhabitants and examining their passes. They seem to live mostly in 
ones and twos, instead of in kongsis as elsewhere. We discovered nothing wrong, 
except the bridges, which consisted in more than one case of one round slippery 3-inch 
log, resulting in a fair amount of falling into liquid mud. 


28th. Tide prevented us getting into Kurau till 11 a.m., whence we proceeded to 
Jin Wi’s sugar estate. There are 555 coolies on this estate—204 Sin-khehs, 125 Lau- 
khehs, and 213 Rumah Kechil coolies. The books and working-boards were found 
correct, and the coolies expressed themselves quite satisfied with the treatment they 
were receiving. One of the main parits, fortunately not connected with the coolie 
lines, smelt most abominably, and the proprietor, Tan Kang Hok, was instructed to 
have it flushed and cleaned as soon as possible. 


The next place visited was the Kien Heng kongsi, proprietor Hui” Gean K’iang, 
in which 34 Sin-khehs, 26 Lau-khehs and 4 Rumah Kechil coolies are employed. 
Everything was found in order, as also in the next kongsi, Ch’oa Seng Mow, pro- 
prietor Ch’oa Hok Yi, in which were 35 Sin-khehs and 69 Lau-khehs. 

The Sin Sun Heng kongsi caused some trouble, the books being very carelessly 


kept, for which the clerk was severely reprimanded, One Sin-kheh complained that 
he had been kept over his time, and that he had been fined one month’s pay for a 
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day’s absence; the account books were examined and the man was released, the 
employer giving him his discharge in our presence. The coolie was taken in the 
launch to Bagan Serai, where he was put on shore at his own request. 


Hong Ju kongsi, proprietor Lan Cheng Hoang, 29 Sin-khehs, 45 Lau-khehs and 
32 Rumah Kechil coolies, was found clean and in good order. This completed the 
afternoon’s work. 


In the evening a visit was paid to the Kong Hoat and Kong kongsis. These 
two kongsis together make up the estate of the late Lo Chu Seng, the succession to 
which was finally settled by the District Magistrate, Krian, and the Protector of Chinese 
in November last. The parties are evidently quite satisfied, and are living peaceably 
side by side on their respective properties. 

The grants for the various divisions of this estate are now ready in the Krian 
Land Office. The Kong Hoat kongsi is managed by Koeh Eng Ninh, the widow of 
Lo Chu Seng: it contains the divisions allotted to her and her three children, 
together with 50 acres originally granted to her by her husband; 28 Sin-khehs, 89. 
Lau-khehs and 37 Rumah Kechil coolies are employed on the estate. The Kong Seng 
kongsi contains the portions allotted to the three adopted sons, and is managed by 
Lo Chai Seng for himself and brothers ; there are 5 Sin-khehs, 22 Lau-khehs and 61 
Rumah Kechil coolies on the estate. 


On the 2ogth, at 6 a.m., we visited the Sin Seng Hoat kongsi, proprietor Ju Siang 
Hai. The working-board showed that eight coolies entered had no discharge tickets ; 
the manager was arrested, but explained, to the satisfaction of the Magistrate, that the 
eight coolies had joined his kongsi before the adoption of the discharge ticket system. 

* * * * * * * 


March 2nd. Left Parit Buntar at 10 a.m. for Sungei Bogah, where we inspected 
the Kho Huat kongsi, belonging to Capitan Kho Bu Ann: everything was found in order, 
the lines being fairly clean; the Sin-khehs were mustered and examined; no complaints 
were made. Slept at Bagan Serai Rest House. At 7 a.m. on 3rd left Bagan Serai for 
Gula. There is at present only one small kongsi of about 35 men on this estate ; the 
coolies had only arrived the previous week from Deli: they are a fine looking lot of 
men. The manager informed us that he was building lines for 200 more men whom 
he hoped to obtain from the same source. 

Inspected two wood-cutting kongsis at Sungei Chabei. At midnight we inspected 
a fishing village at Teluk Rubia; we found here that the same orders had been issued 
as at Kurau, and none of the men could produce discharge or free tickets. 

At 7a.m.on 4th we inspected the fishing village of Sanga Pasir, over three 
dozen small kongsis, and found the fishing and wood-cutting passes in order. The 
men appear to have obtained their tickets from the Farmer at Matang every year, 
instead of applying, as customary, to the discharge ticket clerk. Reached Teluk 
Kertang at 1.30 p.m. 

5. Altogether we found the kongsis on the coast much more orderly and civi- 
lised than we expected. The inspection at each place was a trying and thorough one.

No. 189.—STATE COMMISSIONER OF LANDS’ REPORT ON LARUT. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—Since the beginning of the year there has been considerable activity amongst 
the small miners in Larut, working what is known as the lanchut kechil (short sluice box). 
Numerous small parties are engaged in the old worked-out mining fields, washing 
down the spoil-banks for the ore found in them, and thereby filling up the old mining 
holes. Before long little or no trace of the old workings will be left. 

There appears to be some prospect of the Taiping Smelting Works being 
resuscitated, which will encourage these small miners. 
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The output of tin in Larut for the last four months shows a falling off of some 
6,000 pikuls as compared with a similar period last year. This is due to the excessively 
wet weather, which has considerably retarded mining operations, and also to the fact 
that two of the largest mines have been stopped for some time, one in consequence of 
financial difficulties the other of labour disputes. 


The Selama Tin Mining Company still continues its prospecting operations. 
The Blanda Mabok lode continues very rich, but has not yet widened, as it was hoped 
it would do. The Tekah shaft still goes down through large quantities of rich mineral, 
but the experts appear to consider that it is not a lode proper, and until the igneous 
rock underlying the limestone (marble), through which the company is now sinking, 
is reached, a definite lode cannot be expected, and that the present rich deposits may 
go on or may suddenly disappear. Provided it continues and improves as it goes 
deeper, it will be a very valuable property indeed, and the fact that outcrops of similar 
lode-stuff have been found along a line some ten miles long, of which Tekah is nearly 
the centre, would tend to show that the mineral is continuous. Some experts expect 
that when the junction of the aqueous and igneous rocks is reached enormously rich 
mineral deposits will be found.

TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to report that I periodically visited the different localities 
of the town during the second half of the year 1891, in my capacity of Health Officer. 

2. Very little had been done in the way of improvements since my report for 
the first half-year. The town was fairly clean, and the scavengers appear to attend 
to their work regularly, but I should strongly advise the use of the water-cart in dry 
weather while they are sweeping the roads, not only for the sake of comfort in prevent- 
ing the dust flying about, but also to prevent the transmission of disease through it—a 
very common source of spreading disease. : 

3. I would also urge the subject of having incinerators erected in different parts 
of the town for the burning of garbage, which is now being deposited on waste ground 
which will probably be built over at some future time. This is a very dangerous sys- 
tem, and may eventually cause an outbreak of typhoid fever or other epidemic disease. 

4. The town was fairly healthy, with the exception of fever, principally of a 
malarial type, owing in a great measure to the amount of stagnant water lying about, 
due to the opening of mines in close proximity to roads and dwelling-houses. 

5. I would particularly draw attention to the dreadful odour arising from the 
night-soil carts as they pass through the town. Some deodorizer should be used to 
correct this, it being most offensive to the inhabitants whose dwellings they pass by. 

6. I have also to report that the cattle sheds, especially those at Kota, are kept 
in a very unsanitary condition, and require cleansing. This would be part of the 
duties of the Veterinary Assistant, if one had been appointed. It is impossible to 
undertake this work with the staff we now have. 

7. It would be of the greatest convenience, and would facilitate the sanitary work 
of the town, if either the Inspector were placed under this department, or sent in a 
daily report of his mérning inspection of the town, and anything requiring to be 
Seen or corrected could then be done at once, without the routine of passing through 
the P. W. D. Office. 

8. I forward Dr. Fox's report of Kamunting for the same period.

SirR,—I have the honour to report that I have on several occasions visited 
Kamunting, and found generally the sanitary condition very fair indeed for a town 
which has such a poor water supply. 

The dirty state of the roads from imperfect scavenging, as remarked upon in my 
former reports, has been corrected. The, market-place is now clean, and not over- 
‘crowded. 

I am of opinion that a little more pressure should be brought to bear on the 
inhabitants so as to impress on them the extreme necessity of having the night-soil 
removed regularly. 

I failed to find any lepers in any of the eating-houses, although there were many of 
them begging about the streets. For a town that has for its water supply shallow 
surface wells, and which is inhabited by Chinese miners, I think that Kamunting may 
be considered to be in a fairly sanitary condition.

Nouice to Pranters, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up.

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ANNUAL REPORT. 


No. 205.—AnnuaL Report or tHé Lanp Departmrnt.—The following 
Report on the Land and Mines Department for 1891, by the State Commis- 
sioner of Lands, is published for general information.

TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward the following annual report of the Department 
of Land and Mines. 


2. Return A, which is a comparative statement of the land revenue, exclusive of 
licences, for the years 1890 and 1891, shows a decided improvement—viz., a net 
increase of $18,601.72. With the exception of Ulu Perak, which shows a decrease of 
$110.56, all the districts have an increase. Krian heads the list with $13,377.60, of 
which, of course, a large proportion is arrears from former years. The other districts 
show an increase, due to the steady progress the country is making. 


3. Return-B is a comparative statement of the collections made by the Land 
Department under the heading of Licences, which also shows a net increase amounting 
to $2,040.76, due in a great measure to an increase in passes for ladang cultivation 
in most of the districts. 


4. Charcoal passes show a notable falling off, more especially in Larut and Kinta, 
where European smelters have been at work. 


5. Hitherto the Land Department has not got credit for its collections under the 
head of Licences, losing thereby in 1890 $10,677.74, and in 1891 $12,718.50. This, 
however, has been altered in the estimates for the current year, which will consequently 
show a proportionate increase. 


6. Cis acomparative return of new land alienated during the years 1890 and 
1891. Roughly speaking, about half as much land was alienated for mining as for 
agriculture, due to the fact that in Kinta the mining industry has quite overshadowed 
the agricultural. During the year 1891 no titles for large estates have been registered, 
with the exception of one of 1,000 acres in Batang Padang. All the new agricultural 
land granted, therefore, as shown by this return, represents land alienated in small 
blocks to peasant proprietors, which shows a steady increase in the settled population 
of the State. 


7. During the year under review, 22 applications, for 36,000 acres of land, have 
been received on the part of Europeans, but it will take years before the results of 
these applications can be seen. 


8. Return D shows the number of new titles (leases and agreements for leases) 
substituted for old titles during the years 1890 and 18g1. This return gives a good 
idea of the progress of settlement work in the State during each year. There was 
about double the area and number of allotments (agricultural) dealt with in 1891 as in 
1890. With the exception of Kinta, every district in the State shows an increase in 
1891 over 18go in agricultural land. 


9. Return E shows the total area of land alienated in each district of the State. 
The following are the totals: 1,687 mining lots, 28,525 acres 1 rood 33 poles; 39.993 
agricultural lots, 140,555 acres 1 rood 11 poles; and 3,880 town lots. The total of 
town lots is less than in 1890, in consequence of permits for temporary occupation of 
Government reserves in the vicinity of towns having been shown as town lots in 1890, 
whereas in 1891 these permits have been classed under passes, and no longer appear 
on the rent-roll. The same remark applies to the country lots, but ina lesser degree. 
A considerable number of small agricultural holdings were reverted to the State, 
especially in Krian, not having been cultivated for over three years. 
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; 10. The return F shows the number of transactions connected with land registered 
in the years 1890 and 1891. ‘The first part of the return shows the dealings by districts, 
and the second shows them classified under their different headings. 


tr. In the first part it will be observed that there is an increase in 1891 over 1890 
in every district except Ulu Perak; the net increase being $654.47. From the second 
part it appears that there is an increase in 1891 over 1&go under all the headings 
except mortgages, which show a considerable falling off, due no doubt to the continued 
depression of trade and scarcity of money. 


12. The return G shows the total export of tin during the years 1890 and 1891, 
and return H the monthly output from each district in the State. Kinta alone shows 
an increase, and it is so great that the total for 18g is 4,787 pikuls in excess of 18go. 
Although Larut shews a decrease of 9.604 pikuls, it is noteworthy that it all occurred in 
the last tive months; to the end of July there was an actual increase of g12 pikuls. lt 
was during the same period that the Taiping Smelting Works Company stopped 
buying ore, and | have no doubt that the decrease in the output of tin was due to the 
stoppage of this company. The wonderful development of the Kinta district during 
the last few years, notwithstanding the depression of trade, is due mainly to the fact 
of the Straits Trading Company buying the ore from the miners locally for cash, thus 
enabling men with small capital to mine successfully. While the Taiping Smelting 
Works Company was buying ore in Larut for cash the output of tin increased, but as 
soon as it stopped, a large proportion of the Larut mine.s, more especially the smaller 
ones, emigrated to Kinta.

15. Return L shows the average price of tin during the year, which has gradually 
improved as the exchange has fallen.

LARUT AND MATANG. 


20. From the rst July the District Magistrate, Matang, took charge of the land, 
exclusive of registration, in the coast mukims. It is perhaps rather soon to criticise 
the work being done, and probably after atime the delays and difficulties which have 
been experienced will be removed. 


21. Taken all round, the year has been a prosperous one for padi and fruit 
growers. 

22. The mulberry industry is still in an experimental stage, and so far it cannot 
be said to be a commercial success. 


23. The pepper industry is now firmly established throughout the State; all 
round Taiping, and in most of the other districts, flourishing pepper gardens can be 
seen. [he Chinese on the Roman Catholic Mission land at Changkat Serdang are 
doing exceptionally well: they are not only industrious, but also economical cultivators ; 
they first cleared the land and made charcoal of the timber, they then took a crop of 
ubi (potatoes) off it, after which they planted it up with pepper and Liberian coffee. 


24. The Selama Tin Mining Company has done very good work at Blanda 
Mabok, and has demonstrated the existence of lodes in Perak, about which doubt has 
often been expressed by scientists. Mineralogically the Blanda Mabok lode is very 
interesting, as it has changed from tin ore to galena and back again to tin, these two 
ores being very seldom found together. Although still only in the prospecting stage, 
the indications are very good. ‘The galena is exceptionally rich in silver, one picked 
sample giving 790 ounces of silver to the ton of lead, and the average is between 300 
and 400 ounces. This same company is now prospecting for the Assam Kumbang 
galena lode which was abandoned last year. 


25. In my paragraph 12 | have already alluded to the Taiping Smelting Works 
Company having ceased buying ore. The company was, I understand, unable to go 
on, having been started with too small a capital, and efforts are now being made to 
increase it, which will, I trust, be successful. It has now been demonstrated that 
there is no difficulty in buying the ore, and the business, if properly managed with 
sufficient capital, should be a very lucrative one. Unquestionably, it is a matter of 
vital importance to the district that there should be Europeans to compete with the” 


Chinese in buying tin ore. 
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26. A method has at last been found to remove the spoil-banks and mining holes, 
which are such an eyesore in the old mining fields; small gangs of Chinese miners 
are very glad to be allowed to wash the spoil-banks down into the old mining ho! +s 
for the tin that is found in the soil; and it is a remarkable fact that the best plantains 
and guavas are grown on the old mining lands, which appear to be only barren sand. 
The same thing has been observed in Australia, where the best pear and apple 
orchards are growing on the old alluvial workings. 

KUALA KANGSAR. 

27. It is a matter of great regret that Mr. Thomas Fraser, the manager of the 
Waterloo Estate, should have died during the year. He was universally respected and 
esteemed by every one who knew him, and it was mainly due to his indomitable 
energy and perseverance that this estate has reached its present flourishing condition. 


28. The Kamuning Estate also promises a heavy crop of coffee this year. 


29. Pepper is doing exceptionally well in this district; before long it will be a 
profitable crop for the natives. 


3o. Tin mining is again attracting atttention in Kuala Kangsar, and some 
wealthy Chinese miners have commenced working there. When properly exploited, 
I feel confident that Kuala Kangsar will prove as rich in tin as Kinta has done. 


ee ULU PERAK. 
gt. Ulu Perak is at present so inaccessible that but little material development 
can be hoped for. The road, however, that is now being made to Kota Tampan should 
do a good deal to open it up. An attempt was made during the year to have it 
prospected, by granting a very favourable prospecting licence to the Hon. Mr. Chater 
and Mr. Norman, but so far nothing has come of it. 


KINTA. 


32. Lode prospecting is still being energetically prosecuted by the Selama Tin 
Mining Company. The other lode miners are not spending much money. The last 
shipments of ore by Messrs. Sword and Muhlinghaus have, however, realized a price 
which proves that it pays well to ship it home. 


33. Alluvial mining, however, is advancing by leaps and bounds. In the last 
year or so mining in the district has to a great extent been revolutionized. A very 
large proportion of the tin is produced by small parties of miners washing the ore out 
of the surface soil with what they call “ Ayer pusing ’—v.e., the same water is used over 
and over again, being artificially raised from a well or tank to wash the soil, the result 
being that ground is now worked that, a few years since, no one would have thought | 
of touching, and that practically all that is being done is to turn the soil over—deep 
sub-soiling, in fact. 


34. The prosperity of Kinta, and the financially sound footing on which the tin 
industry is now being worked, is mainly due to the Straits Trading Company. For- 
merly the miners were working with advances from Chinese merchants in Penang, 
who charged excessive profits on their stores, which the miners often discounted by 
not paying for. The Straits Trading Company has now its agencies all over the 
district, where the miners, big or small, can get a fair price in cash for their ore. 


LOWER PERAK. 


35. Considerable advance has been made in Lower Perak in agriculture. At 
the rate it is going on, in a few years it will rival Krian as an agricultural district. 
Hitherto all the land alienated in Lower Perak has been in small holdings, subject to 
a quit-rent, so that eventually the land revenue in that district will be very considerable. 


BATANG PADANG. 


36. During the year I visited this district, when there had been but little rain 
for some time, and I was particularly struck by the coffee and pepper growing in the 
native gardens, which showed no signs of suffering from the drought, as they did in 
other districts which I visited about the same time. 


. 37. Immediately opposite the town of Tapah there are over 700 acres of 
Liberian coffee and pepper, grown by foreign Malays; ‘these gardens are second to 
none in the State. The only assistance the District Magistrate gave these people 
Was to grow nurseries and sell plants to them at cost price. They paid the rent for 
their land from the time they took it up. 
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KRIAN. 

38. The land revenue last year nearly reached the record of 1884. A couple of 
good seasons have attracted the padi planters back again. It is not perhaps generally 
known that a very large proportion of the padi land in Krian is owned and cultivated 
by non-residents. 

39. The land revenue of Krian is derived almost solely from the padi land, 
as about half the land in the district, under sugar, pays no direct revenue to the State. 
It was granted rent free, for a small premium, for sugar cultivation, and as no export 
duty is charged on sugar the incidence of taxation in regard to this product is not 
equitable, as compared with the other industries, tin, rice, coffee, and pepper. 

SELAMA. 

40. The failure of the Selama Tin Mining Company to find the lode of tin for 
which it was prospecting has been a serious blow to this district. 

41. Tin mining has practically ceased in Selama for the present, although it is 
well known that there are rich deposits of tin there, which will eventually be worked 
when the means of transport are improved. In the meantime agriculture is steadily 
developing. 

GENERAL. 

42. The year under review has been generally a prosperous one. Many new 
settlers have come into the State. More land has been brought under cultivation, and 
the revenue has exceeded that of the previous year. 

43. The total land revenue collected in the last three years, including licences, 
is as follows :—

MONTHLY REPORT.

No. 214.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR May. 
TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 


TAIPING. 
SiR,—I have the honour to forward my report for May. 
ie: * * * * * * 


4. On the 7th the Penghulu of Jibong came to sce me about making a new road 
between Jibong river and the railway station, to open up a lot of padi land. The 
length of the road would be only about two miles, and he said he would guarantee to 
get it made for $400. I said I would give the proposal my consideration. 

5. On the 8th very heavy rains were experienced, and I never saw the country 
so flooded between Simpang and Taiping before. 

6. On the 11th the Assistant Magistrate visited Selinsing to enquire into the 
reported coming exodus of a lot of the inhabitants, returning on the 12th. 

7. On the rqth, accompanied by the Acting State Engineer and the District 
Engineer, Larut, I visited Tanjong Krang lighthouse to enquire into its condition, as 
it is said to be in a bad state of repair. 

8. On the 16th M. Challancin had an interview with me ve his proposed scheme 
for opening padi land at Kampong Dew, about which I have addressed Government. 

g. Onthe 17th a Siamese Raja's son came to ask permission to prospect for 
tin in Trong district. He had twelve men all ready, and I told him to go and com- 
mence work at once, and he should have every assistance from me. At 7.55 p-m. a 
strong shock of earthquake was felt here. The clock stopped, the table at which I 
was writing appeared as if bcing lifted up, and the whole house rocked and the 
timbers creaked like a vessel in a seaway, the punkahs and hanging articles swung 
about, &c. It lasted several seconds.

12. On the 26th I handed over charge of the district to Mr. Rowley, Assistant 

Magistrate, as I leave early to-morrow morning to assume charge of Krian.

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INSPECTION REPORT. 


No. 215.—REPORT ON A VISIT OF INSPECTION TO THE SIAMESE SETTLEMENT AT 
PONDOH TANJONG. 

TO THE STATE COMMISSIONER OF LANDS, TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to report that on the 12th May I visited the Siamese 
settlement at Pondoh Tanjong, in company with Raja Chulan and Mr. Choom Sai, 
Settlement Officer, Lower Perak. 

2. The settlers have cleared altogether about 12 acres of land, and about two 
acres have been planted with cocoanuts and pisangs; a small hill has also been 
cleared, on which the priest's house has been built, and a site has been levelled for the 
temple, which, however, has not yet been erected. 

3. The settlers numbered 19, including women and children. I gather that the 
principal settler is one Nai Loh, a Bangkok man, who brought some money with him, 
owns four buffaloes, and is able to employ labour to clear his land ; he seems an energetic 
man. A few more men like Nai Loh are what is wanted to open up the country. 

4. A bangsal, capable of holding about six families, has been built at Govern- 
ment expense; one family is, I believe, at present living in it. 

5. The priest begs that two acres of land may be granted him to enable him to 
get a living, half the hill on which his house stands (about half an acre) to be included 
in the two acres ; also two acres of land for padi. I think this should be given him. 

6. The settlers seem to have set to work in earnest and as if they mean to be 
permanent in the country. 

7. About eight or nine acres of the land cleared is very good bendang land, and 
a large tract of land all round is suitable for the same purpose There was a lot ot 
water lying on the land, especially near the cart-road (to Selama). This road acts 
as a kind of dam and interferes with the natural drainage of the country, as the land 
slopes towards the road. There is a small culvert, which, however, is totally inadequate 
to carry off the water during the rainy season. I would therefore recommend that the 
existing culvert be enlarged as soon as possible, or that a large drain be dug running 
parallel to the road and emptying itself into the river, some 250 yards distant; the 
former suggestion would perhaps serve the purpose better. Mr. Choom Sai informed 
me that the flood-water lying on the land was some three feet higher than the water 
in the river at flood, so that there should be no difficulty in draining the land. 

8. Two small streams run through the bendang. 

9. The settlers ask that village building lots may be granted them along the 
roadside at Pondoh Tanjong, in order that they may erect shops, to add to their 
means of livelihood. I think this would be a good thing, as a village would then spring 
up; it would also help the settlers along. Some holdings near the river Kurau bridge 
have been given out to Malays, but many of them seem to have been abandoned. 

to. There are some fine slopes available for pepper planting, with an eastern 
aspect, in the vicinity of Pondoh Tanjong. 

11. Nai Loh, the principal settler, asked that he might be supplied with coffee 
seedlings or fruit trees, such as nutmegs, &c. I hope this can be granted. 

12, | remained the night at Pandoh Tanjong and returned to Taiping the next 
morning. 

13. I attach a rough pencil map [ot printed], drawn up by Mr. Choom Sai, 
showing the Malay holdings, position of hill and land cleared, &c. Mr. Choom Sai 
suggests that a road (which the settlers would help to construct) should be made from 
the cart-road to the hill. A path might be made through Haji Sataman’s (Sliman ?) 
land, and I have marked this in blue pencil.

dealt with during the previous year, and $3,501,298.01 in excess of the figures of 18389. 
REVENUE. 

3. The revenue of the State amounted to $2,324,981.58, or $86,096.42 below the 


estimate, and $179,135.41 less than the revenue of 18g0.

5. The sums estimated and realised under the heads of revenue are shown in 
enclosure B,t which also sets out the excess or deficiency for every such heading in 
each district. Licenses again present a deficiency this year of $114,585.59, while 
Customs, which includes duty on tin, for the first time since 1886 falls below the esti- 
mate by $11,197.78. On the other hand, substantial increases are produced by Land 
Revenue, Taxes, Fees of Court, and Interest. 

6. Land Revenue for the first time since 1887 presents an increase over the 
annual estimates, though it is to be regretted that this is due to the receipts from 
mining lands, and not to any special activity in regard to agricultural lands, for the 
attached statement of the estimated and actual revenue derived from agricultural 
dands shows that the total amount was not reached, and further that in every district, 
except Krian and Selama, there is a deficiency. Krian owes its increase to the large 
amount derived from land rents through an improved harvest, and it is to the same 
sub-head that the Selama increase is attributable. The land rents of Larut fell 
$1,189.04 below the estimate, and if, through the sale of Government lands, premia on 
leases had not yielded $1,121.48 beyond the estimate, the Larut comparison would 
have been less satisfactory. The Lower Perak district shows an excess of $704.76 
on a somewhat liberal estimate of $7,500, thus indicating that the endeavours of the 
Superintendent (Mr. Denison) to encourage land settlement are proving successful 
from a financial view.

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7. The revenue derived from Mining Lands was, as the foregoing statement 
shows, in excess of the estimate in all the districts. Kinta and Batang Padang 
collected far more than was expected from fees on issue of leases and licenses. 
Increased activity in Kinta is apparent by the excess survey fees collected, and the 
result is that Kinta rents realised $2,916 beyond the estimate. Larut and Kuala 
Kangsar also produced an excess in rents, but Batang Padang only got in a very little 
more than half the estimate. 


8. Rents exclusive of Land fell $1,655.61 short of the estimate ; this is chiefly 
due to the markets and kerosine oil stores in Larut and Kinta failing to realise the 
rents which had been anticipated. 


g. Licences—The general depression which was accountable in 1890 for the dis- 
appointment in the estimated income from this source must be accepted as the cause 
of the 1891 estimate not being reached by $114,585.59. 


10. The Opium Farm ofthe State was estimated to bring in $442,680, but 
subsequently the Government granted a concession to the Farmer by reducing the 
rental to $360,000, from 1st January, 1891, and it is somewhat satisfactory to know 
that the Farmers have during 1891 paid in full the lower rent ; the accumulated arrears 
up to 31st December, 1890, amounted to $127,816.49, which the Government has agreed 
to recover by monthly instalments of $5,000, and so §60,000 have been inserted in 
the re-cast Estimates of 1892. 


11, The North and South Larut Coast Farm and Lower Perak Chandu Farm 
was estimated to yield a rental of $236,400, which was subsequently reduced to 
$175,200, which was realised, less $360, rebate allowed by Government as compensa- 
tion for the loss of export duty on the prohibition against export of nibongs from the 
Krian district. 


12. The new General Farm of Larut ($172,800) realised the full sum for which it 
was let, as recorded in paragraph g of last year’s report, while towards the arrears 
($198,goo) due by the ex-farmers $11,198.93 were received, and the balance was com- 
pounded by a mutual agreement, in which Government accepted $50,000, of which 
$8,000 is to form the first instalment, and the balance is to be paid in eight quarterly 
instalments extending over a period of two years, $25,000 being inserted in the 1892 
re-cast estimates. 


13. The new General Farm of Kinta ($176,216), Lower Perak ($15,323) and 
Batang Padang ($7,661), referred to in paragraph 11 of last year's report, also realised 
the full sum for which it was let, and $13,678.89 were received on account of thé 
$148,701.59 due by the ex-farmers; the Government has agreed to accept $50,000 in 
full settlement of its claim—z.e., $20,000 in monthly instalments of $2,500, and $30,000 
in monthly instalments of $1,000; $27,000 from this source have been inserted in the 
1892 re-cast estimates. 


14. The General Farm of Kuala Kangsar and Upper Perak ($19,800), the General 
Farm of Sclama ($6,000) and the Atap Farm of Lower Perak ($14,400) realised the 
full estimated rentals, while, on the other hand, the Timber Farm of Kuala Kangsar 
brought in only $500 of the $1,000 which were estimated. 


15. Passes issued to charcoal burners, sawyers and wood-cutters realised more 
than the estimate. 


16. The income from gutta passes was under-estimated by all districts except 
Upper Perak, where only $17.50 were realised, against $150 estimated, but in Batang 
Padang $1,445 were received, against a $50 estimate, clearly indicating a far greater 
demand for licences in that district than in all other parts of the State combined. 


17. Customs show a deficiency of $11,197.78 on an estimate of $855,150, which 
in its turn was lower than the estimate which was exceeded in 1890; the subjoined 
table will best explain where the several excesses or deficiencies occur under each 
sub-head in every district.

showing that in 1891 4,864 pikuls 51 catties were exported in excess of the quantity 
which paid duty in 1890. The output from Larut is thus lower than it has been since 
1881, and Kuala Kangsar is lower than it has been since 1883. Batang Padang is 
below the export of 1890. Selama is steadily following a downward course, while, on 
the contrary, the export from Kinta is 15,142 pikuls 73 catties in excess of the 1890 
export from that district, which, as was pointed out last year, then exceeded the record 
of any other district. 

20. The export duty on tin throughout the State has been as follows during the 
year :—Slim and Bernam tin, $7.50 per bhara (of three pikuls), and all other districts 
$1o per bhara, but from rst December the export duty was raised to $11 per bhara for 
all districts, and the charcoal duty of 50 cents per bhara was abolished. 


21. Reference to paragraph 20 of the Audit Report for 1890 will give the rates 
in force during that year, and the difference will again explain why, while the export 
is greater, the duty collected is less in 18g than in 1890. 


22. The export of unsmelted tin ore has continued to increase during the 
twelve months under review. The dutiable weight of ore thus sent out of the country 
during 1891 was 54,871 pikuls 46 catties, as against 29,691 pikuls 64 catties in 1890, 
and 6,306 pikuls 48 catties in 188g. 


23. Taxes contribute an excess of $8,204.90, due to the cart and ghari tax and 
municipal rates bringing in far more than was expected from these sources. For cart 
and ghari tax, Larut collected $2,874.61, Kinta $4,010.66 and Krian $944 beyond 
the estimate, and this notwithstanding the fact that from 1st January, 1891, the tax on 
bullock and buffalo carts was reduced from $12 to $8 per annum. 
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24. The light and water rates of Larut and Kinta produced excesses of $2,312.71 
and 445.07 respectively. On the other hand, owing to the abolition of the krah tax, 
only $118 were collected, against $2,270 estimated. 


25. Port and Harbour Dues were over-estimated by $1,448.03. The light dues 
and shipping fees of Port Weld and Matang fell $1,606.29 under, and of Lower Perak 
realised $580.34 over, the estimate. Passes for boats show an excess in all districts. 


26. Fines and Fees of Court, as usual, are beyond the estimates this year by 
89,933.01. The Criminal and Civil Courts of Taiping and Kamunting collected far 
more than was anticipated, but the Matang Criminal Court estimate of $4,000 was not 
reached by $1,744.28. The Kinta Civil Court exceeded the estimates by $3,503.84, 
but in all the other districts the estimates proved fairly accurate. 


27. Reimbursements produced $3,050.77 less than the estimate, but virtually all 
the sub-heads show excesses. A deficiency of $10,832.87 occurs under the provision 
for sale of P. W. D. stores. Miscellaneous and unforeseen items, having an estimate 

- of $95 only, produced $3,972.28—including $135.40 refunded by Mr. E. W. Tranchell 
for overdrawn salary ; $200 for damage done to beacons ; $750, fines on subsidised 
steamers for late arrival ; $748.32 refund by Government of Selangor of salaries paid 
by Perak to Messrs. Welman and Trotter while serving the former State; $191.79 
refunded by the Crown Agents; $500 recovery of Court fees paid on account of 
Revenue Farm cases, and $624.42 which would have been more correctly credited to 
other sub-heads. 


28. Interest realised $95,431.75 on an estimate of $80,000. 


Bank deposits and Indian investments brought in $6,147.05 more than was 
expected. Excess interest and anticipation interest on the transfer of the 41% Indian 
Stock of 1879, of the nominal value of Rs.534,000, to the 4% loan of 1854-55 contri- 
buted Rs.6,098.84 (of the Rs.15,204.28 realised) to the excess. 


29. Interest on daily balances at the banks and Singapore Treasury yiclded 
$1,277.99 beyond the estimate, and, on the other hand, there was a slight disappoint- 
ment in the profit expected on copper coins. 


30. Loans were only put down to add $8,150 by way of interest, but this sum 
was exceeded by $8,494.81, through a considerable portion of the loans being called in 
and all arrears of interest thereon collected. 


31. Posts, Telegraphs and Stamps have contributed an excess of $1,560.30 
over the estimated revenue from this source, and the attached statement shows that 
the receipts from the postal and telegraph services produced an excess of $1,695.21 on 
the estimated amount, while the income derived from the sale of revenue duty stamps 
was $134.91 below the estimate.

32. Railway Receipts produced $1,037.64 more than the $90,300 estimated, 
a fact which speaks volumes for the care with which such a considerable revenue, 
derived from so many different sources, must have been estimated by the Acting 
Resident Engineer and Traffic Manager (Mr. Barnard).

33. Miscellaneous Receipts gave an excess of $2,230.16 on the estimated 
revenue. Jungle pass fees contributed $685.03 to this excess. The sale of produce 
of Government Plantations realised $1,134.45 more than the estimate. This is due to 
the better supervision exercised at Kuala Kangsar in this direction by the present 
Superintendent of Plantations, who took up the appointment during the year. This 
result indicates what further advantage may be achieved.

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SPECIAL PAYMENTS. 

45. In Enclosure E* will be found information of the Special Payments made in 
1891. The principal item is a sum of $10,991 02 paid in settlement of Toh Puan 
Halimah’s (wife of the last Muntri of [arut) debts, in pursuance of an agreement by 
which she transferred certain property to Government and received a monthly pension 
of $250 (increased from S100) for her lifetime, and on her death 375 per mensem to 
be paid to her two sons during thcir lifetime, in addition to the $50 hitherto allowed 
them. 

46. The other chief items are $2,801.51 for rebate on tin duty; $8,631,73 loans, 
advances, &c., written off as irrecoverable ; $1,239.75 paid to Dr. Wheeler as compen- 
sation for private effects lost while on transfer from Kinta to Teluk Anson, through 
capsizing of the steam gig Speedy; and $500 contributed towards the building fund 
of St. Andrew’s Cathedral at Singapore.

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49. The Taiping-Kamunting Railway Extension has thus cost Government 
altogether $89,693.27 (paragraph 48 of last year’s report). 


50. The $32,801.52 detailed in paragraph 49 of last year’s Audit Report as 
expenditure on account of the Kinta Valley Railway Line has during 1891 been further 
supplemented by $340,438.97, thus bringing the total cost to $373,240.49 up tu gist 
December, 1891. 

ASSETS AND LIABILITIES. 


51. On the rst January, 1891, the excess assets stood at $2,104,987.77, whereas 
on ist January, 1892, the assets were $1,500,573.32, against $124,367.92 liabilities, or 
excess assets $1,376,205.40. 


52. The $50,000 inserted as an asset on 1st January, 1892, on account of 
commuted arrears of rent due by the ex-lessees of the Larut General Farm entirely 
cancels any balance due on the $29,643.44 regarded as an asset from this source on 
1st January, 1891, and also the $198,900 shewn in the foot-note on page 487 of 1891 
Gazette. 

53. In like manner the $50,000 inserted as an asset on rst January, 1892, on 
account of arrears of rent due by ex-lessees of the Kinta, Lower Perak and Batang 
Padang General Farm wipes away any balance due on the $148,701.59 shewn in the 
same foot-note. 


54. The $127,816.50 inserted as an asset on tst January, 1892, for commuted 
arrears of rent due by the Opium Farmer up to 31st December, 1890, is to be paid 
by monthly instalments of $5,000. 


55- $258,900.54 of the Indian Investments were realised in India about the close 
of the year, and will be wiped off the State books during 1892. 


56. Loans.—On 1st January, 1892, the outstanding loans granted by Government 
for the encouragement of agriculture and trade, and for other purposes, amounted to 
$172,724.43, or $83,345.35 less than the sum outstanding on 1st January 1891. A 
detailed statement will be forwarded shortly ; but it may be as well to state here that 
a considerable portion of this asset should not be regarded as easily convertible into 
ready cash. 


57. Personal Accounts.—These have received very careful attention, and many 
long outstanding items have been wiped off during the year, and necessary action has 
been taken from time to time for the settlement of other outstanding items. 


58. Under this head notice may properly be called to the very great deal of extra 
work which is thrown on the Treasuries and Audit Department by the objectionable 
system of passing through the Treasuries vouchers for small amounts under “ Remit- 
tances between Stations”; some idea of the work done under this head in 1891 may be 
gathered from the fact that 3,271 vouchers were dealt with, aggregating $1,612,611.99, 
including very many items of $10 and less. 


59. Security Bonds.—The bonds of Heads of Departments and District Magis- 
trates, for which this department is responsible, have been carefully watched, and a 
list thereof has recently been sent in to the Secretariat. 


60. Leave.—The leave record of every officer in the State has been regularly 
written up from the monthly returns and Secretariat papers. 


61. Revision of General Orders.—As one of the committee, the State Auditor 
has devoted some time to this work, which was commenced two years ago; but, 
owing to the arrangements under which the revision is carried on, progress has not 
been so rapid as the importance of the matter deserves. 


62. General—The expenditure accounts of the eight Treasuries of the State 
were fully audited up to the 30th November; the revenue accounts of every district 
and department were fully audited up to dates varying from 3rd October to 31st 
December, results which may be accepted as extremely satisfactory when it is remem- 
bered that the services of the Assistant Auditor have not been available to the depart- 
ment during the greater part of the year. Reference was made to this subject in 
paragraph 58 of last year’s report, and urgent representations are again being made to 
Government on the necessity of filling up the vacancy with the least possible delay. 

63. The expenditure authorised by the printed Estimates was further increased 
by the issue of 294 warrants for supplementary and unforeseen items. More than once 
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during the year has the attention of Heads of Departments and District Officers been 
called to the necessity of avoiding applications for sums of money in excess of the 
authorised Estimates or for unforeseen services. 

64. The year has passed without any serious irregularities or defalcations being 
brought to light. 

65. ‘The need for more perfect checking by this department of payments made 
on contracts has been brought to the notice of Government, as also has the desira- 
bility of making the regulations for the control of the counterfoil-book system more 
effective by better supervision. Provision has been made in the re-cast Estimates 
of 1892 for the appointment of two clerks for this purpose, and when their services 
are available these works will be taken in hand. 


66. The duties of the various Treasuries, so far as they have come under the 
observation of this office, have been efficiently discharged, though it is believed that 
much more can still be done by the Treasurers towards lessening the number of 
queries on each month’s accounts. Mr. Brian Gaynor, at Kinta, and Mr. W. P. Thorpe, 
at Lower Perak, have both done creditable work. 


_ 67. To the Secretariat this department is particularly indebted for the facilities 
afforded in lightening the very heavy duties of the past year.

No. 226.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR MAY. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT,

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for May. 

2, It is satisfactory for me to say that over $6,000 were collected in quit-rents 
from Malays during the month; it will be remembered that the whole of the revenue 
for 1890 was only about $8,500. 

3- The 1,000 acres lately given to Mr. Tan Kang Hock for a sugar estate on the 
Kurau river is being opened, and he has purchased a very good steam mill, which 
is all ready for erection on the property. 
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4. Iam also glad to be able to state that the whole of the main trunk road from 
Krian to Taiping is open for traffic, so that now there is a stretch of metalled road 
from the river Muda, at the north of Province Wellesley, to Kuala Dipang or Batu 
Gajah—approximately, I suppose, about 140 miles. 

5. On the 27th Mr. Dew arrived, to take over charge of the district. I left in 
the Mena for Port Weld, v/é Penang, on the 28th, to take up my appointment as 
State Commissioner of Lands ‘and Registrar of Mines.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the year 1891. 
IMMIGRATION. 


2. Two thousand eight hundred and sixty-four Sin-kheh contracts have been 
registered this year, as against 1,867 in 1890, shewing an increase of 997, as will be 
seen from the following comparative table.

3. Of these, 538 contracts were made locally, the remainder being entered into 
in Penang and registered on arrival in the State. 

4. Owing to the tightness of the money market and the high price still de- 
manded by the coolie brokers, the tide of immigration is still at a very low ebb. 

An excellent opportunity of procuring good and cheap labour presented itself 
at the end of the year, when the tobacco coolies of Deli were being shipped to China 
at their employers’ expense. 

6. The chance was lost by the refusal of the Chinese employers to take any 
steps until after the New Year, and I am doubtful now whether any more coolies will 
be available. 

7. The Labour Regulations have been strictly enforced in all the districts, and 
numerous prosecutions instituted with marked effect. The Assistant Protector at 


Batu Gajah writes :— The police have, as usual, rendered this department great 
assistance in carrying out the Regulations.” 
* * * * * * * 


9. Two thousand and thirty-three discharge-ticket books have been sold 
during the year, realising a sum of $1,524.75, which was paid in under the head of 


Reimbursements. ' 
* * * * * * * 
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11. Visits of inspection to the Coast District and Krian were undertaken by 
Mr. Cowan, then Acting Protector of Chinese, in February, July and October re- 
spectively. On these inspections everything was found in a satisfactory condition ; 
but, in order that this may be maintained, frequent and systematic visits will be 
necessary. For reasons to which I shall refer later, it was found impossible to carry out 
this system during the past year. One case of gross ill‘treatment cf Sin-khehs was 
discovered, on an estate in Krian, and the guilty parties were sentenced. 


FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 
12. The total number registered during the year was—in Larut, 18, with a 
membership of 36,672, and in Kinta 6, with a roll of 4,944 members. 


SECRET SOCIETIES. 

13. Two men were arrested, one in February and one in October, for being in 
possession of tickets of the Shui Lok Phin On society, commonly known as the 
Broken Coffin society, and now called the Hoa Ki. The first man was let off, owing 
to an error in representing the tickets to be those of a burial society, the other man 
was found guilty and sentenced to one year’s rigorous imprisonment. 

14. Three other men were arrested in November in possession of tickets 
belonging to the Nam Hing Kuk, and were sentenced to six months each. 

Gopeng is still infested by these societies, the formation of the country affording 
peculiar facilities for the holding of secret meetings, and it is these societies which 
are at the bottom of most of the disturbances in the district.

19. The administration of this money was placed in the hands of a committee, 
-called the Registration Fees Committee. The Committee was appointed in May last, 
and consists of the following members :—The Secretary to Government (Chairman), 
the State Surgeon, the District Surgeon, Larut, the Protector of Chinese (Hon. 
-Secretary and Treasurer), Capitan Ah Kwi, Capitan Ah Yam, and Mr. Li Pi. 
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20. Three meetings were held—on the 14th July, 5th November and 22nd 
December; .they will now be held every month. His Excellency the Governor 
sanctioned the building of a home for decrepit and indigent Chinese with hospital 
attached, cost to be defrayed from the fund. Both these buildings were put in hand 
at once; one has just been finished, and the hospital will be ready for use in about a 
month. The home and the hospital, which are situated in the grounds of the Yeng 
Wah Hospital, will be under the care of the District Surgeon. 


21. The amount standing at credit of the fund on 31st December, 1890, was 
$34,568.82, the balance on 31st December, 1891, being $28,326.32. This is exclusive 
of a sum of $3,000 invested in the Penang Municipal Loan at six per cent. Seventy- 
one women were released from brothels in the course of the year, under security; in 
three cases the bonds were estreated on account of the women being allowed to leave 
the State without reporting to the office. 

* * * * * * * 


STAFF. 

25. On 25th October I took up my duties as Protector of Chinese, relieving 
Mr. Cowan, who had been acting since 1888. 

Mr Cowan took up the duties of his substantive appointment as Assistant 
Protector, at Batu Gajah, on roth November, relieving Mr. Parr, who, although pos- 
sessing no knowledge of Chinese, had carried on the work for some eighteen months 
with much credit. Mr. Bruce, the Inspector at Taiping, left the Service on 12th July, 
and Mr. G. F. Towers, who had studied the Hok-kien dialect at Raffles School, was 
transferred to this department from the Posts and Telegraphs, with the title of 
Junior Assistant. ‘ 

26. The office of Inspector has been removed from this year’s Estimates, but 
I hope to see it replaced on the list for next year, if not earlier. At present there is 
no one who can assist the Head of the Department in inspecting out-stations, or by 
taking charge during his absence from office for any lengthened period. The staff at 
Batu Gajah consists of the Assistant Protector, two clerks, and a Chinese writer. 


27. Mr. Cowan writes:—‘ To perform my multifarious duties efficiently, I shall 
have to travel a great deal, and think it is high time that a Junior Assistant should 
be appointed to carry on the routine work of the department during my absence 
from head-quarters.” 

28. I think that the Kinta district has extended so rapidly of late that Govern- 
ment would be justified in taking into consideration the advisability of establishing 
another branch of the Chinese Department in the district. I do not think that it is 
possible for one man to carry on the work of the Kinta branch in a satisfactory 
manner. In order to inspect kongsis thoroughly and keep them under proper con- 
trol, it will be necessary for the Assistant Protector to be out in the country from 
two to three weeks in every month. During these absences there is no one to 
whom the routine work of the office can be left. I think Mr. Cowan's application for 
a Junior Assistant is one which merits the attention of Government. 


GENERAL. 

In December I proceeded to Medan, Deli, to enquire into the best means of 
recruiting some of the discharged tobacco coolies, for labour in the mines and on the 
railways of the State. As already stated in my report, I found that as many coolies as 
were required could be landed in Perak at a cost of $18 per head, $10 of which was 
recoverable from the coolies, leaving a net outlay“of only $8 per man, a very favour- 
able contrast to the $35 paid for the feeble specimens of humanity supplied by the 
Penang brokers. Mr. Murray Campbell, who had contracted to take 1000 men, 
declined, on the ground of excessive cost, while the Chinese towkays, as I mentioned 
in paragraph 6, refused to take any steps until after the New Year. 

Mr. Campbell has now, I believe, obtained a small batch at $8 a man, but 
Lam afraid that the opportunity has now been lost, as, from late advices from Deli, I 
gather that there are large orders in the market for coolies for New Guinea and North 


Borneo.

y HEREAS it is expedient to provide regulations for the more Preamble. 
efficient supervision and control of Bills of Sale and other 
documents of a similar nature, it is hereby ordered as follows :— 

1. From and after the publication of this Order in Council in What documents 
the Government Gazette, all Bills of Sale and other documents must be 
purporting to aire to parties other than the owner any lien or reirietoretl, 
security for value received over any description of personal or 
moveable property, whether the assignment of the same be abso- 
lute or conditional, and whether the same remain in the hands of 
the owner or otherwise during the continuation of such lien, must 
be registered in the Court of the Senior Magistrate in Larut, and 
in the Court of a Magistrate of the First Class in other districts in 
the manner following. 

2. Every Bill of Sale or other document requiring to be regis- Documents to be 
tered under this Order in Council, shall be drawn up in duplicate, i™ “uplicate and 
in the form A in the schedule hereto, and shall be stamped according **™Pe 
to the scale in force for the time being, and both copies shall be 
brought by the parties concerned, or by their duly authorised 
attorneys or agents, before the officer appointed by the Court, 
who shall compare the documents and witness the signature of the 
borrower, or of his agent or attorney, to be made in his presence 
to both copies thereof. 

3. If the officer should be of opinion that the property scheduled Procedure if 
in any Bill of Sale is not sufficiently described therein, he shall Property insufli. 
bring the matter before the Court, and the Court may add such canary eecribed 
further particulars to be inserted as may lead to the clear identiti- 
cation of the property scheduled. 

4. The duplicate copy of such document shall then be filed by Duplicate to be 
the officer in the Court, and the sécurity thereunder shall be deemed _ filed in Court. 
to hold good until discharged in one of the manners following. 

5. Documents as above-mentioned shall be discharged— Manner of 

(i.) By the signature of the lender, or his duly authorised discharge. 

attorney or agent, made in the presence of the officer 
of the Court to the effect that the obligation has been 
duly met.

No. 231.—KuALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR MAY. 
TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, TAIPING. 

S1rR,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for May. 

On the evening of the 5th Mr. W. G. Maxwell arrived from Kinta, and took over 
charge of the Land Office the following morning. 

On the 6th the State Auditor arrived from Taiping and commenced the general 
audit. On the 14th the general audit was finished, and the State Auditor left for 
Taiping in the afternoon. 

On the 18th the manager of Kamuning Estate reported that he had felt the shock 
of an earthquake at 8 p.m. last evening, which lasted about seven seconds. The 
shock was also felt about one and a half miles outside Kuala Kangsar, on the Enggor 
road, and also at Kampong Merbau, on the new road to Kota Tampan; but, though 
I made enquiries, I could not find anyone who had felt the shock in Kuala Kangsar. 

On the rgth I took over charge of the Treasury from Mr. Hose, who has now 
taken up his appointment as English Secretary to His Highness the Sultan. The 
Inspector of Prisons arrived in the evening. On the 2oth went over and inspected 
prison with Inspector of Prisons, who then left for Kinta. 

21st. Held an inquest on the body of a Chinaman who had been found dead in a 
boat that came from Enggor last night; returned a verdict of death from natural 


causes. 
Twenty-one guns were fired at noon on the 24th in honour of the Queen’s 


birthday.

On the 3rd I visited Ijuk, and on my way inspected the workings of three separate 
kongsis, who are prospecting for tin along the bridle-path. The samples obtained so 
far are good, and I trust the enterprise will,be a success.

On the 13th, having heard that a rogue elephant was doing considerable damage 
at Tebing Tinggi, I went there, and found that the animal had been there about four 
days, and had evidently alarmed the natives considerably by walking about the kam- 
pongs and eating pisangs, sago, sugar-canes, &c. The Malays also told me that 
several of them had been chased by it when working in the jungle. 

On the 16th I proceeded to Ijuk, and after sleeping there one night, went on to 
Ulu Selama by a fairly good elephant track, the distance being about twelve miles. 
I returned to Selama on the 17th. 

The State Geologist arrived on the 19th on his way to Gunong Inas, and I 
understand he had a very successful trip.

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PROGRESS REPORT. 


NO. 233.—STATE RAILWAYS.—PROGRESS REPORT FOR May. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
KINTA VALLEY LINE, TAPAH SECTION. 
Earthworks.—2,778.26 cubic yards have been completed since last measurement. 


Bridges and Culverts——Preparations are being made for putting in the foun- 
dations of the 80-feet bridge over the Batang Padang river at the ninth mile. 


Permanent Way.—3,500 ordinary sleepers and 250 crossing sleepers have been 
cut, 280 cubic yards of sand ballast have been delivered, and 400 lineal yards of per- 
manent way have been laid. 


General.—The progress since last measurement has not been good, but work on 
the bank from 2} to 44 miles has been delayed by wet weather. A considerable 
increase to the number of coolies at work on this portion of the line has been 
made since the measurements were taken for the May certificate, and | trust within two 
months to have the rails laid up to the ninth mile from Teluk Anson. ‘There are now 
two gangs of platelayers at work, one in the station yard at Teluk Anson and the 
other between the sixth and ninth miles, atotal length of about 3} miles of road having 
been laid in. The bridge tops for the Batang Padang and Batang Padang Mati 
rivers have arrived from England, and, as the abutments for the latter bridge are com- 
pleted, the ironwork will be erected at once. 


IPOH SECTION. 


Earthworks.—18,328 cubic yards have been completed during the month, repre- 
senting about 40.33 chains completed and 41 chains in hand. 


Bridges and Culverts.—The 6-feet arch at peg 1,367.84 and a 2-feet culvert at 
peg 1,374 have been commenced. 
Platelaying.—1,056 lineal yards of rails have been laid at Kota Bharu; 1,100 


ordinary sleepers have been delivered during the month, and a small quantity of 
ballast. 


General.—The rails for the Kota Bharu-Ipoh section have arrived from England, 
and arrangements have been made to convey them up the river in sampans. 


BIDOR BRIDGE. 


During the month work has been done at cylinders Nos. 5 and 6, which have been 
concreted and are being tested; a second span has been erected in position, and the 
concrete has been put in for the foundation of the north abutment. 

On the 16th May I started on my monthly tour of inspection, visiting the works 
at the undermentioned places on the following dates :— 

Ipoh, 17th May; Batu Gajah, 18th and rgth May; Kota Bharu, 20th May; Teluk 
Anson, 22nd and 23rd May. I left Teluk Anson at 2 p.m. on the 24th, and reached 
Taiping on the morning of the 25th. On the goth I inspected the works on the Ulu 
Sa’petang (Blanda Mabok) line. 

I enclose an abstract of expenditure to 31st May.*

To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—At the latter end of the year the west wing of the Museum was begun, and 
by the 31st December the foundations were finished and the walls raised two or three 
feet above the level of the ground. This extension is 110 feet long by 30 feet wide, 
and there will be wall space available nearly all round the room for cases. The 
woodwork for ten of the wall cases has been got ready during the year. 


z. An anthropological collection of great interest was purchased from Mr. 
G. B. Cerruti, who had formed it in the island of Nias, off the coast of Sumatra. 


3. Acsmall number of Dyak weapons, clothes, &c., was procured by the Collec- 
tor and Magistrate, Batang Padang, for the Museum, and many weapons and a con- 
siderable amount of Malay gold and silver work has been bought; though, for want 
of space, all these articles have not been exhibited. 


4. Acollection illustrative of the Sakeis was made at the request of the Keeper 
of the Oxford University Museum, and sent to that institution. 


An attempt was made to send to the Royal Gardens, Kew, live specimens of 
the bamboos which are used by the Sakeis and Semangs for making their blowpipes, 
but did not meet with success. A case of hen-and-chickens pineapples, however, 
arrived in good condition. This variety is not, apparently, cultivated in England, 
and the Director of the Gardens applied, through Sir Hugh Low, for plants of this 
handsome pine. 

6. The subject of the arrow poisons of the Sakeis and Semangs was investigated, 
and a complete series of specimens of the poisons and of the plants which yield them 
were collected and forwarded to Kew, together with an account of their preparation 
and use, which has has been published in the Kew Bud/etin of October and November. 


7. A number of butterflies were collected and forwarded to Mr. De Niceville, of 
the Indian Museum, for use in the preparation of The Butterflies of India, anda . 
considerable number of new species are being described from them. 


8. The pomelo moth, which was reported on several years since, has been 
forwarded by Mr. E. C. Cotes, of the Indian Museum, to Mr. F. Moore, who has 
described it under the name of Nephopteryx Sagittiferella. 

g. Disease having broken out amongst the silkworms at Ayer Kuning, a con- 
siderable amount of attention was devoted to the subject, and in November an 
experimental attempt to eradicate the disease by Pasteur’s system was begun at the 
Museum. 

10. Acollection of the products of the State was formed, and sent to Singapore 
for transmission to the Imperial Institute. The collection numbered over seven 
hundred exhibits, and was almost entirely put up in sealed glass-topped tin boxes. 
Unfortunately, the gold specimens, which had cost $94, were stolen while the collection 
was in Singapore. 

11. As heretofore, a number of mineral and other substances were examined and 
reported on, and fifty separate determinations were made during the year. As it was 
in a way connected with this part of my duties, it may be mentioned here that a 
Priestman’s oil engine, which had been ordered out to work the machinery in the 
Government Printing Office at Taiping, and which could not be made to work by the 
Railway Engineering Department, was, on application to the Museum, put in proper 
order, and has worked satisfactorily ever since. 
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GEOLOGICAL. 


12. The Selama Tin Mining Company’s mine at Kuala Selama was definitely 
abandoned during the year. A shaft of 157 feet had been sunk and levels driven at 
35 feet, 60 feet, and 147 feet, to intersect a lode which was supposed to exist. This, 
however, was a misapprehension, and what was taken for a lode was in reality a fault 
filled in with rubble, and the whole cemented together with oxide of iron. The tin 
ore which was obtained in the first instance came from a small piece of rock, bounded 
on one side by the rubble-filled fault and on the other by a clay-tilled fault. Without 
doubt, this piece of rock has moved a considerable distance from its original position, 
and the part of the bed of rock from which it has come has long since been destroyed 
by the denuding action of the rain, &c. fe hae 

13. In the Blanda Mabok valley, lumps of tin and lead ore were, in the first 
instance, found in the alluvial workings by the Inspector of Mines, and Mr. Macdonald 
was put on to prospect, without, however, finding anything but a few more lumps of 
ore. Mr. Plumbe then began prospecting, and his men came on to a lode lower 
down the valley. The Mines Department put in a tunnel, at a spot selected by the 
Inspector of Mines and myself, to try to intersect the higher lode, and after some work 
had been done the Mines Department decided to stop work, but as it seemed more 
than likely that a lode was not far off the work was continued by the Museum, and in 
July, 1890, a vein of quartz, containing tin and silver-lead, was struck in the east cross- 
cut. This vein was followed into the hill for a distance of 80 feet, from the place where 
it was first cut, until it reached the hard black rock which it was found to go into. 
By boring, this vein was proved to a length of 175 feet. The work was then stopped, 
and the Selama Tin Mining Company took it up and have continued the drive along 
the lode at adit level, making a total length of 318 feet, and have sunk a shaft nearly 
at the point where the Government left off prospecting, to a depth, from the surface, 
of 123 feet—vertical down to the adit, and then on the dip of the lode. Both in the 
adit and down the shaft the vein, with the exception of a few nearly horizontal slides, 
has continued with great regularity. In the bottom of the shaft it has widened out to 
three feet, but in the adit continues a little under two feet thick. The mineral is very 
patchy, but with depth and a change of “country” it may increase. There is reason 
to believe that there is a soft sandstone underlying the rock in which the work has 
hitherto been carried on, but it is not possible to determine at what depth the black 
rock will be cut through. : 


14. Plumbe’s lode has been sunk on by the same company, to a depth of 86 feet 
but work has been suspended for a time while the shaft on the other lode is being 
sunk. 


15. The galena from both these lodes is rich in silver. Besides the tin and 
galena there is also blende (zinc sulphide) and arsenical iron pyrites contained in the 
lode-stuff. 


16. At Tekka Menglembu, in Kinta, the Selama Company have sunk on to the 
deposit of ore to a depth of 96 feet. This deposit cannot, in the ordinary acceptation 
of the term, be called a lode. It resembles more nearly what is called a pipe vein. 
The tunnels which have been driven at the 64 feet level prove that it has no lateral 
extension. I have not seen it lower than the 64 feet level, and at that depth it was 
looking very well. 

17. At the Menglembu mine very little has been done during the year, beyond 
taising some of the ore which was exposed by the Chinaman who originally opened 
the mine. There is still in the floor of the mine a large deposit of ore, and it would 
only be necessary to lower the pump to be able to raise it. One hundred tons of the 
ore shipped to England has realised £7 10s. per ton, and other shipments rather lower 
prices. The deposit, as far as it has yet been exposed, is not a lode, but is what is 
called a “ broil,” that is, it has been deposited by the water coming up through a lode. 
Rounded quartz stones are to be met with amongst the most solid masses of ore. 
The greatest depth at which ore has been cut by boring is 60 fect from the surface. 
All work has been stopped since July, and it is much to be regretted that this, the 
most promising deposit of ore hitherto discovered in the State, should have fallen into 
the hands of people who have apparently no intention of doing anything beyond raising 
and selling the exposed metal. 

18. The other indications of lodes, which have been discovered from time to 
time in Kinta, have been in many cases applied for by people who neither have any 
capital to work them nor are able to raise any, and I venture to think it should be con- 
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sidered whether the present system of granting prospecting licenses should not be so 
modified as to prevent people holding land indefinitely in the hope of being able to 
sell to some bond fide prospector, without doing any prospecting themselves, or 
spending any money beyond the $25 for the licence. 


19. In the early part of the year boring was done at Ayer Daun Sang for 
Mr. H. Miblinghaus. It was considered by Mr. P. Taylor, who was directing the 
work, that the ore was not of sufficient size to be worth further prospecting. In view 
of the character of the Tekka Menglembu vein, I was not satisfied that this conclusion 
was correct, and did some more boring on Government account, but found that the 
deposit is very limited in extent and does not go down more than 32 feet, and has a 
diameter of only about eight feet. It is just on the edge of the limestone formation, 
and the rock is much disturbed, and it appears that it is a slide that cuts off the ore 
beneath. A few hundred yards away the underlying schistose beds of rocks come to 
the surface. ; 


20. Boring was done at Menglembu, as mentioned above, and at the end of the 
year some holes were put down on the east side of the Kinta river. 


21. At Salak, on the Ipoh road, near the thirty-second mile post, is a large mass 
of ore in decomposed granite, on which I did some prospecting. On clearing away 
the surrounding earth it was found that it was caused by the abrupt enlargement of 
several nearly horizontal leaders. On either side these leaders dwindle away to a few 
inches in thickness, and, going back into the hill, the mass of ore thins off and nearly 
dies out at a distance of 50 feet from the road, at which place it is 10 or 12 feet in 
thickness. The ore contains arsenical iron pyrites, with small quantities of tin and 
copper. 

22. A fine quartz reef was exposed at Junka, in Batang Padang, by the cutting 
of the new road to Bidor. Large samples of this were taken for assay, as all round it 
gold has long been worked, but it was found not to contain any of the precious metal 


23. Near Tapah a quantity of plumbago was found, but it is too much mixed 
with the rock in which it occurs to be of other than scientific interest. At Sorakai, 
Klian Tallang and Ayer Daun Sang I found manganese ore, which is, I believe, the 
first that has been reported in Perak. A very interesting fact was brought to notice 
by the Magistrate of Batang Padang, who forwarded a sample of what turned out to 
be fine-grained native copper. It occurs in the alluvium with the auriferous tin sand 
at Klian Bharu, near Tapah. It is mostly in small crystalline grains, and its original 
source is at present unknown, though it cannot have travelled far, as the grains are 
sharp and unworn. 

24. I have marked the positions of two of the lode indications in Larut and seven 
in Kinta (all that, in the absence of Mr. Pike, I could find) by connecting them on to 
the Land Office stones. This has involved over six miles of traversing, but, as these 
stones will now be fixed by the Survey Department, it will be easy in futyre to find 
these outcrops even though they may have been buried under heaps of overburden, &c.

BRITISH RESIDENT OF PERAK 


FOR THE YEAR 1891. 


1. Mr. F. A. Swettenham, C.M.G., British Resident, proceeded 
to Europe on leave of absence in October, on the return from three 
months’ leave of the Secretary to Government, who was appointed 
to act as British Resident. 

Financial. 

2. The Revenue collected during 1891 amounted to $2,325,000, 
being $147,600 less than the actual expenditure of the year charge- 
able to ordinary revenue, $180,000 less than the Revenue received 
in 18go, and $86,000 below the Revenue which it had been estimated 
would be received. 

3. The decrease as compared with the Revenue of the previous 
year was almost entirely due to the reductions in the amounts of 
the rents payable by some of the principal Revenue farmers, 
reductions arranged in 1890 for 18gt and rendered nv y) as 
explained by Mr. Swettenham in his annual repori, owing to 
two causes—viz., to the farms having, in the heat of competition, 
been let, for the triennial period ending December, rSyr1, above 
their proper value, and to the general financial depression in the 
East, which, unfortunately, has not yet cleared off. 

The rent of the Opium Duty Farm had to be reduced during the 
year, and in the case of the Larut Coast and Lower Perak Chandu 
Farms,* for which it had not been anticipated relief would be 
required, a reduction of $61,200 was found necessary. 

Customs produced $53,000 less, owing to the continuance of 
the reduction in the rate of the tin export duty, necessitated by the 
low price prevailing during a portion of the year for the metal and 
not to any falling off in the shipments, which in 1891 exceeded 
those of 18g0 by some 9,500 pikuls. On the rst December the 
rate of duty was increased. 

The decreases, therefore, are fully explained by causes other 

than retrogression on the part of the State, while the fact that such 
important items as Land Revenue, Fines and Fees of Courts, Posts, 
Telegraphs, Stamps, and Railways shew substantial increases is a 
proof of progress having been maintained. 
4. The deficiency as compared with the Estimate of Revenue 
is mainly due to the unanticipated reduction in the rents of the two 
farms referred to in the preceding paragraph, aggregating 5144,000. 
The duty on tin was $11,000 under the estimate for reasons already 
explained. 

The real soundness of the State’s financial position is shewn 
by excess receipts under Land Revenue, Taxes, Fines and Fees of 
Courts, Post, Telegraph and Railway receipts. 


*The Opium Duty Farm confers the right of collecting a duty of $7 on each 
ball of opium imported, except on such as may be imported for use in the districts of 
the Chandu Farmer of Lower Perak and the Larut Coast Farmer, The Coast Farm 
includes the exclusive right of importing, preparing and selling opium for consump.

BALANCES. 


5. The total Expenditure (Ordinary and charged to Surplus 
Balances) amounted to $3,146,006, * being $821,000 in excess of 
the receipts of the year, $590,200 more than the total expenditure 
of 1890, and $62,500 under the total estimated expenditure, the 
“ordinary”’ estimated expenditure being exceeded by $68,100, 
while the calls on Surplus Balances were $130,000 less than had 
been estimated. 

6. The increase of $24,700 in ordinary expenditure as com- 
pared with that of 18yo was caused by an increase of $57,400 or 
Establishmentst and a decrease of $32,713 on Services exclusive of 
Establishments. 

The expenditure charged to Surplus Balances was, in 1891, 
$673,500, as against $107,864 in 1890, and was distributed between 
Public Works, Buildings and Roads ($208,000) and Railways 
($465, 500.) 

The total expenditure on Works, Roads and Railways in 1891 
amounted to $1,714,000, or, including the Establishment of the 
Public Works Department, to $1,774,700, a liberal assignment with 
a Revenue of $2,325,000 and a total Expenditure of $3,146,000. 

The expenditure on Works and Ruads, 1890, was in excess of 
any previous record, and amounted to $1,124,000; the correspond- 
ing figures for 1891 were $1,174,200.¢ 

The estimated “ ordinary” expenditure was exceeded by 
868,100, chiefly because the State Engineer was able to put through 
more in the way of Works and Roads than it had been anticipated 
that his staff would be able to accomplish. 

There were savings under several heads, notably—Salaries, over 
$48,000; Allowances to Native Chiefs, $17,000 ; Transport, $14,000. 

The saving under the votes charged to Surplus Balances is 
mainly accounted for by the fact that nothing beyond preliminary 
surveys and plans was possible in connection with the Teluk 
Anson and Krian Water-works, for which 840,000 and §20,000 re- 
spectively had been appropriated, and to only $104,000 having been 
spent during the year on the Blanda Mabok Railway Extension, 
out of a provision of $200,000.

a total increase in the volume of trade of not much under a 
million-and-a-half of dollars These figures are in excess of those 
of any previous year, with the exception of 1887 and 1888, when 
the total trade exceeded nineteen millions, owing to the boom in 
tin, the average price of tin in those years having been $41 and 
$43 respectively, as compared with $32.59 per pikul in 1891. 


11. Imports shew the larger increase, due to specie having 
been brought in to the value of $2,882,277, or $578,385 more than 
in 18go. t 

12, Under Exports, the principal increase is in the value of 
tin, which exceeded that exported in the previous year by the 
amount of $423,000, due-to increased output (9,500 pikuls), not to 
any large increase in price, the average price of the metal having 
been $32.07 in 1890 and $32.59 in 1891. 

13. The returns of smelted tin and tin in the form of ore have 
again not been kept distinct as regards Lower Perak,f but the 
total for the State was 53,700 pikuls of unsmelted tin (ore), the 
largest figure yet reached, being 24,000 pikuls in excess of the 
export of 1890. Kinta contributed 53,400 pikuls of the total 
unsmelted tin. 


14. The chief ports of export are Teluk Anson, in Lower 
Perak, and Port Weld and Teluk Kertang, in Matang. The value 
of the volume of trade at the former was $7,939,436 (an increase of 
$740,000), and at the latter, which shows an increase of $273,443 as 
compared with 18g0, $9,196,756. It should be added that Port

Weld has been for some years connected by rail with the tin dis- 
trict of Larut, while the railway connecting the Kinta tin district 
with Teluk Anson was only commenced towards the close of the 
year under review. 


15. The value of rice and padi imported was $1,498,000, 
against $191,000 exported. 

16. The trade is carried in small steamers, under the British 
flag, plying between Perak ports and those of the Straits Settle- 
ments, the State possessing no port capable of admitting ocean 
steamers. 

17. During the year an order was issued exempting prahus 
and boats under 20 tons burthen from light and harbour dues, and 
remitting all fees for port clearances—a course in which Perak has 
followed the practice in the Straits Settlements.

1g. Among other resolutions of the Council was one to the 
effect that it is desirable to legislate specially for the punishment of 
persons found guilty of adultery and incest, the penalties prescribed 
by the Hukum Sharak, or Mahomedan Law, not being such as can 
be carried out in the present day. 


20. It may be noted that the abolition of krah tax—ve., 
redemption of corvée, took effect on the rst January, 1891. 


21. Mining Regulations, drafted by the State Commissioner 
of Lands (Mr. C. Leech, LL.D.), and as to which the principal 
miners-of the State have been communicated with, have been for 
some time under the consideration of Government, and will probably 
be brought before Council during the present year. 


22. There are in force some one hundred and twenty Enact- 
ments and Orders of the Council of State, passed since the first 
meeting, which was held on the roth September, 1877.

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Administration. 


EUROPEAN 23. The new office of Senior Magistrate was taken up during 

OFFICERS. the year by Mr. Belfield; but, unfortunately, my absence on leave, 
followed by that of the Resident, made it necessary that the Senior 
Magistrate should also act as Secretary to Government, and he has 
consequently not yet been able to give his whole attention to the 
supervision of the judicial and magisterial work in the State. 


The post of Protector of Chinese was filled towards the close 
of the year by the transfer of Mr. R. G. Watson from the Protec- 
torate of the Straits Settlements, and the Assistant Protector was 
enabled to take up his work in the Kinta District. 


The Commandant Perak Sikhs, Colonel Walker, continued 
absent on leave during the year; one Assistant Commissioner, 
Lieutenant Stewart, resigned, and one, Lieutenant Talbot, was 
appointed aide-de-camp to the Governor of the Straits Settlements. 
Mr. Duhan, formerly of the Bengal Staff Corps, joined the Force as 
Assistant Commissioner during the year. 


Many officers in other Departments were on leave, and it con- 
tinues to be a difficult matter to arrange for the performance of the 
duties of absent officers with our present staff, which, though amply 
sufficient on paper, is often found shorthanded for the increasing 
work of a growing State when weakened by the absence of officers 
on sick or ordinary leave. 


24. Following the practice in other districts, the administra- 
tion of the land in the Matang Collectorate was transferred from the 
State Commissioner of Lands’ Office to the District Magistrate. It 
is important that the District Magistrates should have control of 
their land, otherwise half their interest in their districts is lost. 


25. The administration of Public Works in Krian was trans- 
ferred from the District Magistrate to the Public Works Depart- 
ment with advantage. The two small districts of Upper Perak and 
Selama are now the only ones without a representative of the State 
Engineer, that of Matang being included with Larut as regards 
Works and Roads. 


NATIVE 26. As to the Native Officers, the Magistrate (Mr. Butler) of 
OFFICERS. Kuala Kangsar, the most important Malay district, reports the 
work of the Native Officers and clerks to be rapidly improving, 
the older and illiterate Penghulus retiring and being replaced by 

younger and better educated men. 


The Superintendent of Lower Perak (Mr. Denison) states that 
progress in his district was due to the zeal of European and Native 
officials alike, while Mr. Dew, the Magistrate of Matang, notes that 
the Penghulus have worked well and have shewn much willingness 
in carrying out whatever was entrusted to them; he specially men- 
tions the Penghulu of Sepatang as having displayed great interest 
in getting in new settlers and encouraging them to open up the 
waste lands in the district. On the other hand, the Magistrate of 
Krian (Mr. Ed. Brewster) remarks that his native headmen, with 
one or two exceptions, were of very little use. I consider the 
training of native officials an important element of the Residential 
system, and one which the District Magistrates can do much to 
promote. His Highness the Sultan displays much interest in this 
matter, as indeed he does in all the affairs of the State. 


Land and Agriculture. 
LAND 27. The total Land Revenue collected was $98,000,* an 


REVENUE. increase of nearly $19,000 over the receipts of 1890. The im- 
provement is shewn through all the districts, except the small

one of Upper Perak, but the largest increase, $13,400, is in the purely 
agricultural district of Krian, and is mainly due to payment of 
arrears of rent of former years of bad rice seasons, the crop of 
18y1 having been a bumper one. 


28. The Land Offices also collected 812,700 under the head of 
Passes (Charcoal, Sawyers’, Woodcutters’, Gutta Percha, Ladang 
or dry rice Cultivation, Tin-smelting and Mineral Prospecting 
Licenses), being $2,000 in excess of the receipts in 18g0. 

29. The area of land alienated in 1891 is returned at 4,000 
acres, against 5,000 in the previous year; it was mostly leased in 
small lots to natives, and is a satisfactory indication of the gradual 
settlement in the country of small resident proprietors. 


30. The progress in “settlement” work is further shewn by 
leases or agreements for leases having been substituted for tempo- 
rary titles in respect of 5,000 acres of agricultural land,* ds com- 
pared with 2,000 acres in 1890. These figures do not shew the 
whole work done, as a considerable area of land was demarcated 
and settled for which leases could not be prepared before the close 
of the year. 


31. The State Commissioner of Lands returns the total acre- 
age of agricultural land for which leases or agreements have been 
issued up to 31st December, 1891, at 140,600 acres; of town and 
village lots 4,000 have been leased, equivalent to perhaps 360 acres, 
while mining lots comprise 28,600 acres. The area of the State, 
exclusive of the portion in dispute with Siam, is put at 7,046 square 
miles, or 4,509,440 acres. The acreages shown are short of the 
total actually alienated, as the surveyors have not been able to keep 
up with the demands made upon them, 


32. Registration work produced fees to the amount of $2,800,t 
about $650 more than in 18go. 


33. The State Commissioner of Lands reports that all the 
surveyors obtained from the English Trigonometrical Survey have 
done well. As the surveys are at present worked the Survey staff 
evidently requires strengthening, to ensure greater correctness and 
considerably greater real economy. There are at present two 
distinct surveying departments in the State—namely, those of the 
Land Department and of the Trigonometrical Survey. As I am 
only acting temporarily for the Resident, [ have not gone into the 
question, but it will possibly be found that greater efficiency, com- 
bined with economy, would be secured by placing all surveys under 
one chief. In Kinta especially, owing to the increase in mining 
applications, the Survey staff has been unable to cope with the 
work, and the employment of a Government survey contractor has 
now becn sanctioned tentatively. A scheme for putting the Govern- 
ment allotment surveyors on piece work, as is done in the English 
Trigonometrical Allotment work, has been suggested, and seems to 
have much to recommend it. Dr. Leech appears to have succeeded 
in putting the registration of titles and documents on a good basis; 
the survey question is now the one requiring most attention. 


34. What are called jungle products, with the exception of 
the nipa palm, employed in making attaps for roofing, and timber, 
are now of secondary importance in the State, and the prosperity 
of the country is mainly dependent on its mineral and agricultural 
tesources. The flourishing mining industry is reported on under a 
separate heading. To raise Perak to the position of a planting 
State, such for instance as Ceylon, the introduction of European 
planters and planting companies is a s’xe gud non.

During 1891 twenty-two applications, involving 36,000 acres 
of land, were received from European planters who had been 
attracted by these terms, but there are no definite results to report 
at present. 

36. The prospects of the two coffee estates above-mentioned 
are most encouraging, and both are exporting produce. 

Sir Graeme Elphinstone, whose name has weight with 
planters as one of the successful pioneers of planting in Ceylon, 
writing to a Straits Settlements paper, the Prvang Gazette, in 
February, 1892, says :—‘ Since [ have known Perak (g years) I 
have always believed firmly in its capabilities for the successful 
growth of almost every tropical product. In Perak there is a deep 
and fertile soil, an evenly distributed rainfall, almost daily sunshine, 
an abundant supply of efficient Malay labour for clearing and 
planting, and a yearly increasing supply of Tamil (Indian) labour. 
With these advantages I feel certain that in the course of the next 
few years there will be a great influx of investors with capital, and 
that land will be taken up and opened on a large scale.” Writing 
later, under date 7th April, 1892, Sir Graeme says that there is no 
gainsaying the fact that at the elevation of his present bungalow 
at Waterloo, only some 1,850 feet above sea level, the climate is 
both pleasant and salubrious, and compares favourably with similar 
conditions in Ceylon. 

The quality of the soil he states to be “very suitable for the 
successful growth of coffee” (Aradica). As to climate, he writes: 
“T have noted the fact that on no single day has there been con- 
tinuous rain, and on no single day have we been without some sun- 
shine. This is very different to the average of the Ceylon coffee 
districts. There it is a frequent experience in both monsoons to 
have incessant squalls and heavy rainfall, with a complete absence 
of sunshine, sometimes for ten days or a fortnight. he effect in 
Ceylon of the heavy rains and absence of sun-heat is very marked, 
and has a most prejudicial effect both upon the yield and the vigour

of coffee and tea. I have also noted that the sun-heat is of greater 
strength here than in Ceylon, and it is most beneficial, as it acts 
favourably on the strong soils down to a depth of fully 15 feet. 
In Ceylon a heavy shower in the rainy season simply runs over the 
surface® here on the contrary, it passes down the sun-cracks, and 
thus fertilises the soil.” 


Under the head of manuring:—“ The opportunities for culti- 
vation on a liberal scale are all that can be desired. There is an 
abundant supply of lime, a similarly abundant supply of bat guano, 
and, from the fact that both Guinea grass and the native grass grow 
with such luxuriance, cattle can easily and profitably be kept. 
This is a most important fact, for in Ceylon many a good estate 
dates its decline from the date that it could not obtain the neces- 
sary help from cattle manure.” 


As to labour, Sir Graeme says :—‘ On the point of the labour 
supply there will, I expect, for several years be a difficulty. The 
Tamil labour will gradually increase, and once more estates are 
opened there will, I believe, be a supply quite equal to the demand; 
but it would be folly to consider planting at present impracticable 
because Tamil labour is not completely organised. I have, through 
necessity, been obliged to employ Malays, Chinese, and Javanese. 
T have found them all efficient workmen. I am exceedingly glad 
that I have had cause to employ others than Tamils, otherwise 
I might have continued in ignorance of the valuable labour supply 
locally available. I cannot at present fully particularise on this 
subject, but I will do so at a later date, and will supply figures 
showing actual cost of work done by Chinese, Javanese, and Malays, 
which will compare favourably with what is done by the Tamil 
in Ceylon.” 

37. I have written at some length on this subject as, in my 
opinion, it is and should be the policy of this Government to con- 
tinue to offer the most attractive terms possible to European dond 
fide planters, who can shew that they possess or can raise the 
necessary capital. Mining is now on a scale which renders it inde- 
pendent of special support from Government, with the exception of 
lode mining, still in its infancy, while there is no special object in 
exhausting our alluvial tin deposits at the most rapid rate possible. 
Planting stands in need of at least all the support and fostering 
encouragement that has in the past been bestowed upon mining. 


38. The season was an exceptionally good one for padi plan- 
ters. Large tracts of rice land in Krian, which had been unremune- 
rative for some years owing to bad seasons, produced splendid 
crops, and the area of rice cultivation has been extended in most 
parts of the State. Our best rice growers are foreign Malays, espe- 
cially those from Petani and Banjermasim. Nearly 3,000 agricul- 
tural settlers, most of Malay origin, entered the State during the 
year. In several cases they were encouraged by remission of rent 
for three years, and in others money advances were made after due 
enquiry. 

In Kinta some Sumatra Malays,* who formerly lived by trade 
and mining, have settled down to rice cultivation. 

In Kuala Kangsar a Chinaman tried the experiment of plant- 
ing rice with Chinese labour, and the result is so encouraging that 
he is formulating a scheme for introducing Chinese agriculturists 
and planting on a larger scale. 


The depression in the tobacco industry in Sumatra has practi- 
cally caused the collapse, for the present, of the attap (roofing mate- 
rial) trade in our coast districts, with the result that the people are 
turning their attention to rice growing, which is greatly to be 
desired. 


* These men furnished “ native levies” during the Pahang disturbances. 


c 
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The area under rice is roughly estimated at 69,075 acres,* 
while probably another three or four hundred thousand acres are, 
or could be, made available for this culture. 

During the year under review rice and padi were imported to 
the value of $1,498,000. Were our available rice land planted up, 
this money would remain in the country, and there would be a 
dalance of rice for export. 

The value of rice and padi (rice in husk) exported during 1891 
reached $191,000. : 

The Government should, and does to a certain extent, put itself 
in the position of a private landholder, who would naturally use his 
best endeavours to obtain tenants by opening up his estate by cheap 
roads or bridle tracks, irrigation, drainage, water-gates and so forth. 
Were this done on a comprehensive system here, settlers would 
probably come in without other inducement; but till the heavy 
expenditure on railways ceases the Government of Perak is not in 
a position to do much in this direction. = 

The Governor has fully recognised the great importance to the 
Colony and the States of the Peninsula of their becoming less 
dependent than at present on foreign rice, the staple food of the 
inhabitants, and, in compliance with a circular letter, I have 
furnished a special report on the extension of rice culture. 

39. I think I may safely say that the pepper industry is now 
firmly established in the hands of both Malays and Chinese, and 
that the export returns of 1892 will begin to shew some results of 
the encouragement given by Government to this industry, especially 
in the Kuala Kangsar district. 

I have pleasure in reporting that His Highness the Sultan is 
shewing much interest in the agricultural settlement at S’tiawan, 
which is the creation of Mr. Denison, the Superintendent of Lower 
Perak, and where pepper, coffee, patchouli, fruit trees and rice are 
being grown by foreign Malay settlers. 

His Highness has presented the settlement with a coffee 
pulper, and has promised cattle for ploughing the rice lands. 

40. The natives, notably in Batang Padang, are taking,to 
Liberian coffee planting: the shrub flourishes luxuriantly in this 
soil and climate. 

41. The fruit growers did well. The majority of the native 
fruits require, or at least receive, little cultivation, which renders 
this industry peculiarly suitable to Malays. 

42. I regret to report that the disease known as pebrine is 
creating havoc amongst the silkworms, which are being tried by 
Chinese and by a Eurasian planter, as an experiment, in Larut. 
The matter is being energetically investigated by Mr. L. Wray, the 
Curator. 

43. Sugar is grown for export in the Krian District by 
Chinese and by one European company, the Perak Sugar Cultiva- 
tion Company. The total value of this product exported in 1891 
was $560,000, or $160,000 more than the value of the 18go0 crop. 

Mining. 

44. Smelted tin and tin in the shape of ore from alluvial 
workings was exported to the value of $8,028,741, the amount 
being 246,554 pikuls, or 15,410 tons. This is the largest quantity 
ever exported from the State. 

During the last twelve years 2,141,000 pikuls, or 133,800 tons, 
of tin have been exported from the State, valued at $75,540,768. 

45. Kinta maintained the lead in tin production, while the 
export from Larut, formerly the premier district, was less than 
that of 18&go. 

46. The export of tin in the form of ore from Kinta to the 
Singapore Smelting Works of the Straits Trading Company 


* Wet rice, or rice cultivated under irrigation. 
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amounted to more than one half of the total export of the district ; 
in 1890 it was one fourth of the amount. This was at the expense 
of the smelted tin, which shewed a decrease of 12,000 pikuls 
in 1891. The benefit to Kinta of the operations of the Straits 
Trading Company was expatiated on in the Resident’s last Report, 
and they will gradually tend to divert the Kinta and Lower Perak 
trade from Penang to Singapore. Now that it is being developed 
by roads and railways, Kinta should have a wonderful mining 
future before it. I insert in a foot-note an interesting descrip- 
tion by Mr. Leech, the Collector and Magistrate, of a new system 
of mining in his district.* 

47. Kuala Kangsar is a district which promises to take a 
good position in alluvial tin mining. 

48. The European Smelting Works at Taiping are at present 
closed. It would seem that the company started with insufficient 
capital and insufficient experience. The Government has done 
what. it could to encourage the enterprise, and there is some prospect 
of additional capital being raised and the works being re-opened. 

49. The Selama Company are continuing to explore the lode 
or vein of tin and galena at Blanda Mabok, Larut. The galena is 
rich in silver, but it is too early to report as to the prospects. 

In Kinta the same company are continuing their explorations 
of a deposit of tin ore which cannot, in the ordinary acceptation of 
the term, be considered a lode. 

50. The Menglembu Mining Company, in the same district, 
appear to have stopped work, after shipping home several hundred 
tons of stuff, for which £6 10s. to £7 Ios. a ton were obtained. 
The stuff contained 12} per cent of oxide of tin and 25 per cent of 
arsenic, besides traces of copper and silver. The Curator and 
State Geologist describes this as a “ broil,” not a true lode. 

51. The State Geologist made several borings during the past 
year, but the results are more of scientific than of practical value at 
present, and will be found detailed in his annual report. He also 
marked the positions of certain lode indications in Larut and in 
Kinta, so that it will be easy to find them hereafter, even should 
they become covered by over-burden, &c. The existence of man- 
ganese was reported for the first time, it having been discovered 
by Mr. Wray in the Kinta district. 

52. Alluvial mining is still practically in the hands of the 
Chinese, though the four or five European and Australian com- 


*© This great ana ever increasing demand for mining land is due principally to 
the fact that the system of mining in Kinta during the last year has completely 
changed, owing to the introduction into general use of short wash-boxes, called by 
the natives ‘lanchut kechil.” Up to the end of 1890 they were hardly known; now 
they are used everywhere. The wash-hox employed formerly was 30 fect long, and 
could only be used with a considerable head of water--in fact, a six-inch steam pump 
could only keep two boxes going, and, as a natural consequence, only land in the 
neighbourhood of large streams of water, or in which the owners could afford steam 
or water-power pumps, could be worked, considerable capital was necessary to open 
a mine, and the only part of the land worth washing was the karang, or rich tin 
deposit, found at a depth of from 10 to 5U fect below the surface. 

“The introduction of the ‘lanchut kechil’ has changed all this. The box itself 
is but 8 feet long. and costs $4. It can be put up wherever there is a pool of 
water, instead of requiring a steam pump; it can be supplied with water by one man 
ladling with « kerosine tin, and instead of thousands of dollars being spent on strip- 
ping the surface soil before the karang could be reached, the surface soil itself is 
now washed in the ‘lanchut kechil,’ the same water being used over and over again, 
and the mining coolies earning from 30 cents to $8 a day each. If they cannot 
make 30 cents a day they stop work, but there are few places in Kinta where they 
cannot do that. Five or six men work to one box. To show what wonderful resulta 
may be obtained under this system where the ground is good, 1 will quote one caso 
at Teluk Kapayang, near Ipoh, in which ten men, washing surface soil in two 
“lanchuts,’ got 25 pikuls of tin-sanda day for 15 days. Calculating the sand at $18 
a pikul, they received $6,750, or over $6UU a man for half a month’s work. 

“Owing to the small quantity of water used under this system, thousands of 
acres of land which were formerly looked upon as unproductive are now being 
worked, and the amount of payable mining land in Kinta has become practically 
inexhaustible.” 
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panies in the State appear to have done fairly well, but they work 
principally on the “tribute” system—z.e., their land is worked by 
Chinese, who pay them a percentage of the output. Many of the 
Chinese mines are worked on a somewhat similar plan, in com- 
bination with the truck system. 

Police. 

53. The authorised combatant strength of the rst Perak 
Sikhs in 1891 of all ranks was 1,009, but the full strength was not 
reached during the year. This number includes 266 Malays, the 
rest of the native officers and men being Punjaubis. The total 
expenditure of the Force was $256,290.* 

54. No men were enlisted in India during the year, but 
328 Punjaubis offered themselves for enlistment in Taiping, of 
which number 214 were rejected as medically or otherwise unfit. 

Of Malays, 107 offered for enlistment, and 72 were accepted. 

The Acting Commandant complains that the better class of 
Perak Malays cannot be induced to enter the Force, which is chiefly 
recruited among foreign Malays, who, “from a soldier’s point of 
view, are utterly worthless—lazy, dirty, wanting in physique and | 
courage, and untrustworthy,” though, as a rule, more intelligent 
than Punjaubis. 

This is much to be regretted, as a police force raised from the 
natives of the country must be preferable to what a distinguished 
officer once termed an ‘exotic police.” Moreover, the Sikhs, like 
our Chinese miners, annually send large sums of money out of the 
country 

55. The well known high discipline of the Force was satis- 
actorily maintained, although, owing to the large number of short- 
service men, the total list of punishments is heavier than in 
preceding years, yet showing a decrease under “ serious”’ offences, 
while the number of dismissals was much smaller. 

56. The re-arming of the Force with the new Martini-Henry 
tifles was not effected during the year. 

57. The annual artillery practice of 1891 excelled that of 
1890, which was the best recorded up to that date. The Acting 
Commandant suggests the purchase of extra 7-pounders and the 
formation of a European volunteer artillery battery. 

58. Owing to the increased number of Malays, who as a rule 
shoot badly, the number of recruits and depreciation in the accuracy 
of the weapons, the shooting for the last year or two has not been 
so satisfactory as formerly, but that for 1891 was slightly better 
than the record of the previous year. 

59. Owing to the absence on leave of Colonel Walker, C.M.G., 
Commandant, throughout the year, and of other officers, a great 
deal of work fell upon Lieutenant Reid, the Adjutant, who acted as 
Commandant, and, in the words of the British Resident, he ‘did it 
very well.” 

On the last day of the year a telegram was received calling 
for a detachment to proceed to Selangor for service in Pahang, and 
in the space of 2% hours gt non-commissioned officers and men, 
under Assistant Commissioner Duhan, with mountain gun and 
rocket apparatus, were on their way by train. It was noted that 
when there appeared to be a chance of active service, the average 
sick list dropped by two-thirds. 

Crime. 

60. There was a slight decrease in the number of cases of 
crime reported (17,071),t and the percentage of discoveries was 
also slightly less, being (omitting breaches of contract by runaway 
coolies) 71.87 per cent, against 72.43 and 73.85 in 1890 and 1889 
respectively. There were 16 cases of murder, 5 remaining undis- 
covered. 


* The Police collected taxes to the amount of $33,600. 
+ Lunacy is returned as an “offence,” and contributed 50 cases. 
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Breach of contract gave 5,265 cases, of which number 4,492 
were undiscovered ; the corresponding figures in the previous year 


were 6,008 and 5,104. Nearly all these “ breaches ” 


are committed 


by Chinese mining coolies. The police report that in Larut alone 
the loss sustained by employers of Chinese labour through desertion 
is put at $20,500; and they add that the discharge ticket system 
has effected little, if any, good. In Kinta the District Magistrate 
comes to the same conclusion, ane he also alludes again to the 


inefficiency of the detective branch of the police. 


Provision has 


been made for a Detective Inspector in 1892, but the post has not 


yet been filled up.

63. There were no escapes from the Central Prison, and the 


conduct of the prisoners was, on the whole, good. 


WARDERS. 64. The conduct of the European warders was not satis- 
factory ; there were several dismissals, and it is hoped that a better 
class of men has now been obtained. There were also several 


changes amongst the native warders. 


HEALTH. 65. There was a great improvement in the health of the 
prisoners, the State Surgeon reporting it to have been “ exceed- 
ingly good,” there having been a smaller number of hospital ad- 


missions and a lower death rate than for six years past.

The improvement is ascribed partly to the completion of the 
B block of solitary cells and the removal of a considerable number 


of the prisoners from the association wards. 


There has been serious delay in completing the new hospital, 
which was not fit for occupation during the year, though reported 


“completed” in May, 1891. 


INDUSTRIES. 66. The industries practised in the gaol are stone-breaking 
and dressing, rattan work and carpentering. Each shewed a fair 
profit. 

Administration of Justice. 
GENERAL. 67. The usual returns are appended. Mr. Belfield, who is a 


barrister, took up the new appointment of Senior Magistrate in 
July, but, as mentioned in paragraph 23, it was necessary that he 
should also act as Secretary to Government, and he was conse- 


D 
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quently unable to devote his whole time to effecting the improve- 
ments in the organization of the judicial work of the State which 
the Resident had anticipated in paragraph 31 of his last Report, 
and therefore I must still say that ‘‘the judicial work is not as satis- 
factorily performed as could be wished.” However, as great 
freedom of appeal is allowed, and taken advantage of, by the people, 
who do not hesitate to appeal to the Resident, the Sultan, and, if 
then, dissatisfied, to the Governor, and as every such appeal receives 
careful attention, substantial justice is secured. 


As has been stated by Mr. J. Leech, the experienced Collector 
and Magistrate of Kinta, a great improvement was effected by 
the Order in Council defining the constitution and powers of Civil 
and Criminal Courts, which I was permitted to draft in 1890, and 
which had the benefit of revision by the Attorney General of the 
Straits Settlements This order considerably reduced the powers 
of the subordinate magistrates, and more clearly defined the powers 
of all the courts. 


Simple civil and criminal procedure codes are required. The 
magistrates are now guided by the Indian codes and the practice 
in the Straits Settlements, but neither the Indian codes nor the 
Straits Settlements’ Ordinances have been formally adopted as law. 


As European and Native trade increases an independent Court 
of Appeal may be found necessary hereafter, and it is possible 
that the protected Native States, or some of them, might jointly 
provide a salary sufficient to procure the services of a judicial 
functionary qualified to preside over such a court. 


Public Works. 


68. The Resident was able last year to congratulate the State 
Engineer (Mr. Caulfield) and the officers of his department on the 
amount of work done during the year 1890; the record for 18g1 is 
even better.*

69. The principal works and buildings completed or under- 
taken during the year were the third or C block of solitary cells, to 
contain 124 prisoners; ornate quarters for the State Engineer; a 
commodious Government Printing Office, with engine room, Taiping ; 
the Taiping School and Headmaster’s quarters (completion) ; exten- 
sion of water supply to Matang village, described by the Magistrate 
as ‘the greatest blessing the people have obtained since the country 
was protected”; the Istana for His Highness the Sultan, not yet 
completed ; new Court House and Government Offices in Kinta; the 
erection of numerous water-gates, and the improvement and exten- 
sion of the general drainage system throughout the Krian District, t 
and the drainage of Parit Buntar, the chief station in Krian. ‘ The 
water supply for Parit Buntar was postponed pending the comple- 
tion of the report on the State Engineer's scheme for irrigation and 
water supply for the whole district, and that for Teluk Anson was

the State Engineer. Work, however, has been commenced in 1892 
on the latter scheme.” * 


qo. “There was a marked increase in the mileage of the 
better class of roads, 43 miles of metalled cart road, 48 miles of 
unmetalled cart road, and 20 miles of bridle road having been 
added to the length in existence at the commencement of the year, 
while the paths have been reduced by 15 miles, having been con- 
verted into cart or bridle roads in many places.”

As remarked by the Resident in his last Report, it is satisfac- 
tory to be able to say that the many miles of metalled cart road in 
Perak are equal throughout their length to the best roads in 
Singapore. 

The construction of most of the roads in the State, and the 
upkeep of a few of the older roads in Larut, are dune on the 
contract system. The State Engineer is in favour of all upkeeps 
being performed departmentally. 


71. The pontoon bridge over the Perak River at Kuala 
Kangsar was nearly completed in 1891, and it was formally opened 
by His Highness the Sultan on the 8th February, 1892. The bridge 
is 1,400 feet in length, and has been completed by the contractors, 
Messrs. Riley, Hargreaves and Co., Singapore, from designs fur- 
nished by the State Engineer, in a little less than twelve months. 
It forms a portion of the main trunk road which will eventually 
connect the British possession of Province Wellesley with the road 
system of Selangor, passing through the State of Perak. 

72. An important step towards opening up the Perak River 
valley was made by the commencement of a cart road from Kuala 
Kangsar towards Janing, in Upper Perak, which, however, it will 
take some years to complete. 

73. ‘“A-road between Teluk Anson and Changkat Jong was 
also commenced, and will, when carried on so as to tap the Sunkei, 
Slim and Bernam districts, prove a most important factor in the 
development of the State.” 


74. During the year a station was opened at Jah, in the 
mukim of Ringat, by the Acting District Magistrate of Upper Perak 
(Mr. Berkeley). It has been connected with Janing by a bridle 
track, some 20 miles, which is being continued further on to a 
place known as Temungoh, in the vicinity of which are gold and 
tin mines. 


75. While on the subject of roads I may say that in 1891 the 
police collected §20,;90 as taxes on vehicles, or $4,200 more than 
in 18go. 

Railways. 

76. The capital account of the open linc (Port Weld to 
Kamunting, 12 miles of metre gauge) stood at $546,243; the net 
profit on working was $30,113 or 5.51 per cent on the capital, 


* Quotations are from the State Engincer’s report. 
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against 5.72 in 1890,* which itself was a decrease on the percentage. 
of 1889. 

This is to be explained by the Kamunting extension (3 
miles) having been worked for 12 months against 6 in 1890, some 
passenger trains on this extension (now taken off) having been run 
at a loss, and to a large decrease in goods traffic. This latter 
decrease is attributable to the falling off in the tin output of Larut, 
to the general depression of trade, and to a rise in steamer rates 
between Penang and Fort Weld, which induced some considerable 
shippers to employ tongkongs (sailing craft), and, landing their 
goods at Teluk Kertang, cart them direct to Taiping. 

The train mileage was 50,500, against 43,000 in 18go. 

The working expenses were reduced from $1.37 per train mile 
in 1890 to $1.21, but the gross earnings shew a decrease from $2.07 
in 18go to $1.81 in 1891. 

Passenger traffic gives an increase of nearly $7,000, due to the 
Kamunting extension, and goods traffic a decrease of 3,400 tons. 

There were no accidents, nor any interruption of the working 
of the line.

|. RAILWAY 
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is being done departmentally. It was commenced on the rst June, 
and to the end of the year 4 miies 41 chains of earthwork had been 
completed and good progress made with culverts and permanent 
way, under the superintendence of Mr. Barnard, the Acting Railway 
Engineer and Traffic Manager. The line will be now opened for 
traffic in a month or two, there having been delay in the delivery of 
sleepers by a contractor. 

The expenditure during the year was $97,600, of which $23,000 
was for stores obtained through the Crown Agents. 

78. Tapah section, from the port of Teluk Anson to within 
six miles of Tapah, the Government station in Batang Padang, 16 
miles. The contract for construction was let in 1891, and work 
commenced in April. The earthwork was contracted for at 33 cents 
the cubic yard. $202,500 were expended during the year, including 
$111,700 for Crown Agents’ accounts, and fair progress was made. 
It is expected that the line will be open for passenger traffic in 
December, 1892, and for goods traffic in March, 1893. 

The Bidor bridge, an iron structure 579 feet long, on this section, 
is being erected departmentally, and the preliminary work was 
commenced in February. $97,500 were expended, inclusive of 
$52,700 for Crown Agents’ accounts, and fair progress was-made. 

79. From near Tapah to Ipoh, a mining centre in Kinta, about 
34 miles. The contract was let and work commenced in October. 
The earthwork was contracted for at 27 cents per cubic yard. 

The expenditure was $23,180, of which $430 were for Crown 
Agents’ accounts, and good progress was made. 

The contractors are Messrs. Campbell and Co., who have 
railway contracts in Selangor, and recently obtained the contract 
for the Korat Railway in Siam. 

It is anticipated that a portion of this section may be open for 
traffic by April or May, 1893, and the whole section by August, 1894. 

80. The survey of the extension from Taiping to Blanda 
Mabok, and the survey of a trial line from Blanda Mabok to Selama 
were completed. 

The proposed extension of the Larut line to Kuala Kangsar 
was surveyed and staked out, and it was proposed to commence the 
portion of this line from Taiping to Bukit Gantang during 1892. 
Unfortunately, it has been found necessary to defer this work while 
the demands of the Kinta Valley Line are pressing somewhat 
heavily on our resources. 


*There was a miscalculation last year by which 606 was given as the per- 
centage for 1890. 
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GENERAL. 81. Mr. C. R. Hanson, Resident Engineer for Railways, was 
absent on leave for the first eignt months of the year, during which 
time Mr. H. H. Law was in charge of the Kinta Valley and 


Mr. H. C. Barnard of the open line. 
Trigonometrical Surveys. 


TRIANGULA- 82. The Chief Surveyor reports that the major triangulation 
TION. by the end of the year roughly covered an area of about one-third 


of the State. 


Through weakness of staff he was unable to effect a junction 
with the Colonial triangulation of Province Wellesley, while the 
office work of the triangulation proper is very much in arrears. 


Additional assistance is now being given to the department. 


MAP. 83. A map of the State was compiled by the Chief Surveyor, 
drawn to a scale of four miles to an inch, and has recently been 
forwarded to Messrs. Stanford to be printed. Though a vast im- 
provement on previous productions, it must still be regarded as 


more or less a sketch map. 


AREA. Subject to alterations which may on more detailed survey be 
found necessary, this map gives Perak, including the portion of 
Upper Perak to which Siam lays claim, an area of about 10,000 


square miles, or 2,000 in excess of that previously accepted. 


REVENUE 84. Mr. Lefroy condemns the present system of Land Office 
SURVEYS. | or Revenue Surveys, and I have referred in paragraph 33 to this 
matter, which will perhaps engage the British Resident's attention 


on his return from leave. 


Public Health. 


FEVER. 85. The State Surgeon reports that the general health was 
“fairly good,” but that there was an increase in the number of fever 
cases (which heads the list of diseases) of an intermittent type, 
especially in Taiping, the capital, though the percentage of deaths 
throughout the State from this cause was only 7.7, against 9.5 
in 1890. He attributes the greater prevalence of fever to the fact 
of mines being opened in too close proximity to roads and dwelling- 


houses, a matter which will receive the attention of Government. 


CHOLERA. 86. Cholera was sporadic in Lower Perak and Batang Padang ; 
there were 79 cases and 61 deaths. Water-works for Lower Perak 
are now in hand. The Superintendent of Lower Perak reports that 
the cholera was not so severe on this occasion, owing to the im- 
proved drainage of Teluk Anson. The same disease was also 
sporadic in the districts of Krian, Kinta, and Kuala Kangsar; 
cases 55, deaths 50, of which number the seven that occurred in 
Kuala Kangsar were “reported” only, as also were nine of those 


in Krian, where there were 25 cases and 22 deaths. The Krian 
water scheme is still under consideration. 
SMALL-POX. 87. There were six cases of small-pox, with two deaths, in the 


Krian district, the disease being introduced from the Siamese State 


of Kedah, and 12 cases, with four deaths, in Larut. 


VACCINATION. The number of vaccinations was 2,049, being 928 less than 
in 1890, which was 1,801 above 1889. This decrease is an unsatis- 
factory feature, and is ascribed to inability to carry out vaccination 
regularly during the first part of the year, owing to the inferior 
quality of the lymph received from England. The “ perfect ” results 
numbered 1,222, or 59.63 per cent. ‘The Collector and Magistrate, 
Kinta, reports that in his district there is not the slightest opposition 

The Collector 

and Magistrate, Matang, says that the opposition formerly exhibited 

by his Malays has disappeared under the influence of the Penghulus 

(native headmen). From no district is opposition now reported. 


to vaccination shown by either Chinese or Malays. 


E 
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88. The decrease in the number of beri-beri cases continues, 
there having been 1,548 cases in 1891, or 609 less than in the 
previous year. The death percentage was 6.9 against 6.7 in 18go. 
The Collector of Kinta attributes the decrease in his district to the 
increased prosperity of the Chinese miners, who are now better 
housed and better fed. 


89. It is satisfactory to note a decrease by 109 cases in admis- 
sions from dysentery, and that the death rate fell from 35.1 to 29.3. 
The diarrhoea cases were 161 less in number, but the death rate 
rose from 32.1 to 35.0. Dr. Fox, District Surgeon, Larut, in charge 
of the large Chinese Hospital, Taiping, comments upon the great 
advantage of the employment of fresh instead of tinned milk in 
cases of bowel complaint; he also notices a reduction in the death 
rate in diarrhcea and dysentery cases by the exhibition of the 
arseniate of copper solution, though admitting that the results were 
rather disappointing in acute and chronic forms of dysentery. 


go. Pulmonary complaints gave the highest death percentage, 
38.3. or 5.2 higher than in the previous year, owing, it is said, to the 
greater range of temperature during 1891. 


gt. Venereal disease is teported to be greatly on the increase, 
rising from 653 cases in 18go to 883 in 1891, not including, of course, 
numerous cases which do not come to the notice of the medical 
officers.* Legislation on this subject was brought forward in the 
Council of State, but the proposed measure has not met with the 
approval of the Secretary of State, and a correspondence is now 
passing on the matter. A voluntary lock hospital system is to be 
tried this year in Larut. 


g2. There are reported to be 150 lepers in the State, of 
which number too will be this year accommodated in the leper hos- 
pital which Perak has been permitted by the Government of the 
Straits Settlements to erect on the island of Jeréjak, near Penang. 
The remaining number will be treated in the Taiping Leper Ward. 


93. The Health Officer of the Larut ports examined 38,524 
incoming passengers, with the result that eight lepers and 32 paupers 
were refused admission and returned to Penang. I have no returns 
from other ports. 


94. Deaths from hydrophobia were returned for Kinta at nine, 
and for Kuala Kangsar at one. Prompt measures were taken by 
Government for the destruction or confinement of dogs, and their 
importation was prohibited. ‘ 


95. No new hospitals were erected, but wards were added to 
such of the present eleven hospitals as required further accommo- 
dation. 


96. The admissions throughout the State amounted to 
12,499, Or 577 more than in 18go, but considerably less than in 
1889. There was an increase of admissions in all hospitals except 
those of Larut.

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DEATH RATE. 97. The percentage of death rates continued to decline, being 
16.4 in 1889, 13.62 in 1890, and 12.97 in 1891.* 


OUT-PATIENTS. 98. The number of out-patients treated was 25,260 ; 3,000 less 
than in 1890. 


LUNATICS. 99. The lunatics, who numbered go, continued to be success- 
fully treated in Larut. There were 53.33 per cent of cures and 
11.11 deaths. 


GENERAL. 100. The State Surgeon (Dr. Sheppard) is to be congratulated 
on the success of his administration of the Medical department, 
which he inaugurated in 1881, and he will be the first to admit his 
good fortune in having been ably supported by excellent District 
Surgeons. 


His Excellency the Governor, who inspected the Chinese 
Hospital at Taiping in April, 1891, was able to minute as follows :— 
“‘T have to-day inspected this hospital, now in charge of Dr. Fox. 
It is in very excellent order throughout, and reflects great credit on 
the staff. The most recently built wards are the best I have seen 
in the Native States or Colony. Number of patients, 263.”’t. 


SANITATION. to1.- In Larut the sanitation of towns and villages is entrusted 
to the Medical and Public Works departments, and in out-districts 
the Collectors and Magistrates, supported by the Public Works and 
Medical departments, are responsible.

+ The following extract from the report of Dr. Fox, District Surgeon, Larut, on 
the subject of the consumption of opium, may be of interest ut the present time. I 
give it without comment :— 


“The question of allowing patients opium when they are in hospital is a difficult 
one to decide. Before the hospital was enclosed by a fence, patients who were unable 
to obtain any opium either discharged themselves or else absconded, and usually ran 
away in hospital clothing. After a time it was found that the quantity of patients’ 
clothing lost in this manner was very considerable. By allowing some opium in some 
cases, the number of runaway patients was reduced by 50 per cent. 


“The misunderstandings and contradictions on the subject of opium smoking 
are most striking, and the shocking pictures of the opiam-smoker and his den are 
really drawn from observations influenced more from sentiment than from actual 
facts. An equally repulsive representation on a much larger scale could be given of 
alcohol and alcoholic dens, with the accompaniments of crime, disease, brutality 
and misery, but these are scarcely ever depicted in such varied colours as of opium. 
No one denies the injurious effects of the immoderate use of opium, but if taken 
in small quantities it has the following advantages i.) Its power to relieve pain. 
{ii.) Its prophylactic properties against malaria. ( Opium-smokers can do with 

oa very little food, and by this means in time of famine (a condition not altogether 
unknown in India) many lives have been saved. 


“The great objection to opium-smoking is its insidious action: the moderate 
smoker is very apt to develop into an immoderate one; » poor man with only suffi- 
cient money to buy food will, in most cases, get opium instead of something to eat. 
It has been suggested that opium was destroying the Chinese nation, but can this 
remark be truly said of a nation which we see penetrating and working every- 
where? The pleasures of opium-taking are of a superior order to the pleasures 
arising from drink—no opium-smoker ever jumped on his wife, or got imprisoned for 
fighting. The fact that the moderate use of opium does not dull the intellect is 
evidenced by the Chinese taking their opium before they go to business. 


“The present agitation against the sale of opium is the only excuse I can offer 
for introducing this subject into an annual report.” 
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Meteorological. 


102. The highest recorded temperature in the shade was 97° 
at Kuala Kangsar and Parit Buntar, in the months of March and 
April respectively ; the lowest 62°, in February, at Taiping and 
Selama. The only sun thermometer, that in Taiping, went up to 
121° in March and in May. 

103. As possibly useful to intending planters, and as the 
meteorological returns given in the appendix are not published in 
the Blue-book, | give the following table of rainfall in the different 
districts during 1890 and 1891.

Education. 


104. Mr. Collinge, the Inspector of Schools, has continued 
his zealous exertions, to which the Resident referred in his Report 
last year. The total number of schools at the end of 1891 was 60, 
enrolment 2,780, as compared with 39 schools, enrolment 1,524 in 
1890, and 19 schools with 626 scholars in 1889. 

105. The danger of teaching English indiscriminately has 
been referred to, but it is not likely to overtake Perak at present. 
Of the 60 schools, nine only were English-teaching—viz., seven 
Government schools and two belonging to a Roman Catholic mission 
receiving assistance from Government. 

At five of the schools the scholars are also instructed in their 
own language—Tamil. ‘lhe number of pupils at these nine schools 
was 448, and their nationalities—

It is doubtless desirable that Chinese, who form so important 
an element of the settled and of the moving population in the 
Straits and the Native States, should acquire a knowledge of 
English. 

106. The balance of the schools, 51, are Malay vernacular 
schools, four of which are for girls. Two thousand three hundred 
and two pupils attend them, being about ro per cent of the Malay 
children of school-going age, and an increase of about 1,200 as 
compared with the previous year. 

The average age was nine years. The Inspector reports that 
there is still a demand for more Malay schools, and several will be 
inaugurated during the present year. 

107. The increased attendance at the Malay schools is attri- 
butable in no small degree to the introduction of the teaching of 
the Koran during 1891, and the Inspector considers that this con- 
cession has rendered “ compulsion” quite unnecessary in Perak. 

The Korn teaching consists in the pupils merely learning to 
read the Arabic words by rote, without comprehending their signi- 


* For five months only. 
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fication. The scholars have, in after life, opportunities of hearing 
the doctrines of the prophet expounded and explained by their 
own professors. 

108. The teaching that the Malays now get is that mentioned 
by the Resident in his last Report—viz., reading and writing their 
own language, reading (without understanding) the Koran, a little 
arithmetic and geography, and habits of discipline, obedience and 
cleanliness. 

10g. That perhaps suffices for the ordinary Malay. Those 
that require an English education can obtain it at the Central 
School, in Taiping, or in the institutions of the Colony. Rajas 
Mansur and Chulan, for instance, sons of ex-Sultan Abdullah, and 
at present officers on the Fixed Establishment of the State, received 
their education at Malacca, and speak and write English with 
fluency. 

110. At some of the principal Malay schools instruction is 
given in reading and writing Malay in Roman characters, in addition 
to the Arabic, and the Inspector tells me the pupils seem to take to 
it readily. 


Though my opinion will probably be scornfully combated by 
the comparatively few Europeans who have made themselves con- 
versant with the minutize of Malay and of the Arabic character in 
which it is written, still I consider that there are many advantages 
in the teaching of Romanised Malay, and the following are some 
of them :— 


Arabic is not the native Malay character, there perhaps never 
having been one,* and it is understood by a limited number of the 
nations of the world, whereas the Roman character is known to all 
civilised peoples. ; : 

Even a learned European Malay scholar will read and write a 
Malay letter more quickly in Roman than in Arabic character. 


A large number of European merchants, lawyers and other 
professional men in the Straits can readily read and understand a 
Malay letter written in Roman characters, to whom Arabic is a 
dead letter, necessitating reliance on an interpreter. 


The Dutch, a practical nation and pioneer colonisers, have 
introduced the system with success in their Malay Settlements. 


I ventured recently to bring this matter unofficially to His 
Excellency's notice. 


111. Owing to the employment of children in the fields during 
the rice season, the attendance at the Malay schools is irregular, 
only 71 per cent of the enrolment. 

112. Arithmetic in the Malay, English and Tamil schools 
appears to be a weak subject. 

113. The question of obtaining competent teachers is still a 
difficult one. The idea of establishing a Malay Normal School in 
Taiping, in which teachers could be trained, was mooted, but was 
not found practicable. An alternative proposal by the Governor 
for the admission of Perak men to the Singapore Training College 
also fell through, owing to the difficulty in inducing Perak young 
men to go to Singapore. 

The Inspector remarks that we cannot hope to rival the Malay 
schools of the Colony until we can obtain a great many more efh- 
cient certificated teachers. Thé salaries we offer are necessarily 
higher than those ruling in the Colony, but as they are not much 
more than domestic servants earn here, we are not open to the 
charge of extravagance. 


*“ At the time of the conversion of the Malays to the Mahomedan faith it is 
probable that an original native character was in use. If so, it was, unlike the 
alphabets of the rest of the Archipelago, speedily abandoned for the written cha- 
racter of the Arabic missionaries.” 


FL 
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114. The question of affording education to the children of 
European police inspectors and other officers whose salary does not 
permit of their sending their children to Europe, or even to Singapore,. 
has arisen. Mr. Collinge informs me that a fair middle-class English 
education is to be obtained at the Taiping School, but admits in his 
annual report that we have at present to content ourselves ‘with 
very modest efforts in the direction of English education.” 

An English school for girls was, after repeated failures, re- 
opened during 1891. It seems to promise to be fairly successful. 

115. The Education Department is in good hands, the teachers 
are supervised, and the organization watched and improved as 
required. 


The usual etuenal are appended. 


Posts and Telegraphs. 


116. The revenue collected by this department again shows 
steady progress, $24,000 having been collected,- or $6,000 more 
than in 1890.* 

There was an increase of work in the Postal, Money Order and 
Telegraph departments. 

117. The Tapah-Tanjong Malim section of telegraph line 
was completed early in the year, a length of 56 miles, and has 
worked very satisfactorily. There is now direct telegraph commu- 
nication from Penang, through Perak and Selangor, to Malacca, a 
distance of 311 miles. 

The department also continued the telegraph line cn from the 
Kamunting railway station to the proposed new station at Blanda 
Mabok, 5} miles in length. . 

118. The villages of Lahat and Ipoh in Kinta, five miles apart, 
were put in telephonic communication at night, and the whole of 
this important mining district is now prov ided with a night and bday 
service of either telegraphs or telephones. 

119. At the end of the year the mileage of telegraphs and 
telephones, inclusive of those belonging to the State Railway, but 
under the supervision of the Superintendent Posts and Telegraphs, 
Mr. Toft, was 427 miles. There are also three miles of cable to- 
Penang. ? 

120. It has, unfortunately, been found necessary to defer the 
erection of the Post Office building recommended by the Resident 
in his last Report. 

Population. 

121. The first effective Census of the population was made in 
April last year, and the Resident was able to give the figures in his 
Report for 1890. The results showed an increase, in less than 
twelve years, from 81,000 to 213,000. 

122. The return of births and deaths reported shows births 
3,570—1,021 more than in 1890, and deaths 6007—826 in excess 
of the previous year.

123. In the case of ae indian statute immigrants, the births 
were 33 and the deaths were 107. 

The number of statute immigrants employed during 1891 was 
2,034. The percentage of deaths rose from 4°80 and 4°12 in 1890 
and 188g respectively to 7:08. This was due to mortality on one 
estate, Waterloo, employing, 303 coolies, where the death rate 


* There was an error in the figures furnished to the Resident for his last 
Annual Report. 
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reached 30.36 per cent, as against 5.05 on the same estate in the 
previous year. The excessive mortality was due to an outbreak of 
dysentery, and the matter is the subject of an enquiry by a special 
commission. 

The death rates on the remaining four estates which employed 
statute immigrants were 2.85, 4.34, 4.08, and 2.50. All the statute 
immigrants on the Waterloo Estate have since been “ freed” from 
their contracts by the proprietor, Sir Graeme Elphinstone, and the 
majority of them are working on the estate as free coolies. 

‘The immigrants on the Kamuning Estate, with the excep- 
tion of eight, have also heen “ freed.”” The total number of statute 
immigrants at the end of the year was 1,053, including 61 on 
Waterloo Estate who have since been “ freed.” 

The largest number of immigrants remaining on any one 
estate was 836, on a sugar estate. 

The question of statute immigrant labour was exhaustively 
reported on by a committee, on which Perak was represented by 
Mr. F. A. Swettenham, the British Resident, who took an active 
part in the investigations. It is unnecessary for me to allude 
further to the subject. In my paragraph 36 I have touched on the 
estates’ labour question. 

124. The appended returns, which relate only to the ports 
of Lower Perak and Larut, shew arrivals 64,293 and departures 
52,417, against 67,637 and 62,188, respectively, in 1890. Chinese 
furnished the largest numbers, then come Indians and Malays. In 
paragraph 38 I have shewn that some 3,000 agricultural settlers, 
nearly all Malays, are said to have entered the State. 


Chinese Protectorate, 


125. There were registered 2,864 Sin-kheh contracts, 997 
more than in 18g0.* The Protector of Chinese, Mr. R. G. Watson, 
writing on 15th February last, reports that owing to the tightness 
of the money market and the high price still demanded by the 
coolie brokers, the tide of immigration remains at a very low ebb. 
Owing to the failure of many tobacco estates in Sumatra, large 
numbers of coolies were thrown out of employment, and, with a 
view to assisting the employers of labour in Perak, Mr. Watson was 
sent over by the Government to enquire into the best means of 
recruiting some of the coolies, but both European and Chinese 
employers showed much apathy in the matter, and a good oppor- 
tunity was wasted. 

126. The Labour Regulations were strictly enforced through- 
out the State, the police, as usual, rendering much assistance. One 
case of gross ill-treatment of Sin-khehs was discovered and punish- 
ment inflicted, and an Order in Council passed for the better 
protection of indentured Chinese labourers. 

127. The leading Chinese towkays petitioned for the aboli- 
tion of the discharge ticket system, and the petition is under 
consideration. 

128. Gopeng, in the Kinta district, is reported to be still 
infested with Chinese Secret Societies, to which disturbances there 
are attributed. It is found very difficult to obtain convictions under 
the present Chinese Secret Societies Order, which had been framed 
prior to the total abolition of such societies in the Colony, and an 


‘amendment is about to be passed. 


BROTHELS, 


. 129. Mr. Watson reports the sanitary condition of some sof 
the brothel buildings in the Kinta district to be very unsatisfactory, 
and urges the adoption of sanitary regulations similar to those in 
force in the Straits Settlements. I have instructed him to submit 
a draft. ' 


* Sin-kheh—a Chinese coolie newly imported to work under contract. 
e 
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The number of Chinese brothels and prostitutes registered 
during the year was g2 and g14 respectively. 

The registration fees are kept as a distinct fund, under the 
management of a committee, and are used in alleviating the con- 
dition of poor Chinese. From this fund a home for decrepit and 
indigent Chinese and a lock hospital on the voluntary system 
have recently been erected. 


Museum. 


130. Amongst much other work performed by the Curator, 
Mr. L. Wray, a collection illustrative of the Sakeis was forwarded 
to the Oxford University Museum, a collection, exceeding 700 
exhibits, of the products of the State was formed for the Imperial 
Institute, and the subject of arrow-poisons of the Sakeis and 
Semangs was investigated. Complete series of specimens of the 
poisons, and the plants yielding them, were obtained and forwarded 
to Kew, with an account of their preparation and use, which has 
been published in the Kew Bulletin, October and November, 1891. 

I have already alluded, under the head of Agriculture, to the 
Curator’s researches into the disease which threatens to kill the 
newly introduced silk cultivation industry. The final results are 
not yet known. 

Under the head of Mines, paragraph 51, I have referred to 
Mr. Wray’s work as State Geologist. 
131. The Museum building is being enlarged. 
Printing. H 

132. The value of the work done for Government is put at 
$14,500. 

A Priestman’s oil engine has been added to the department, 
and after having been reduced to obedience by the Curator, has 
worked very satisfactorily. 

For the first time a Perak Handbook and Civil List was taken 
in hand, and it has been printed and issued by Mr. Dishman, the 
Government Printer, in his usual excellent style. 

General. 

133. In accordance with His Excellency’s instructions, I will 
conclude my Report by referring briefly to the remarks made by 
the Secretary of State concerning Perak, in his Lordship’s despatch 
of 15th October, 1891, on the reports for 18go. 

The reférences are to the paragraphs of the despatch. 

4. The export duty on tin was reduced to preserve the ratio 
with regard to the price of the metal, and can hardly be said to 
have contributed to the increase in the exportation, which was due 
to the opening out of the Kinta mining district. 

5. The full report on the Krian water scheme has not yet 
been received, and works cannot be undertaken this year. Great 
improvements have, however, been effected in drainage and water- 
gates, and the last rice season was a very fair one. 

Pepper and coffee culture I have referred to in the body of my 
Report under “ Agriculture.” The question of regulations for the 
alienation of Government lands has been thoroughly reported on by 
the Resident and some of the senior officers of this State. 

The introduction of Chinese agriculturists and their families by 
means of Government encouragement has not yet actually taken 
place, but has not been lost sight of. As to this matter and that 
of silk culture I would refer to my remarks under the head of Agri- 
culture. 

g. Vaccination is referred to under “ Public Health.” We 
have an Order under which vaccination can be made compulsory, 
but it has not been necessary to enforce its provisions, the safe- 
guard provided by vaccination being at last freely recognised.

PORT RULES 

Made by the British Resident for the Harbour and Channels of 
Teluk Anson, under Order in Council No. 17 of 1891, sections 3, 
4, 10, and 41. 

1. The Port of Teluk Anson is hereby declared to be a port 
subject to the provisions of Order in Council No. 17 of 1891. 

2. The limits of the port of Teluk Anson are as follows :— 

From a point a quarter of a mile above the Custom House to a 
point a quarter of a mile below the Custom House. 

3. Every vessel coming within the limits of the port must anchor 
while discharging passengers or cargo. 

4. It shall be lawful for the Harbour Master to direct and 
enforce the anchorage of all vessels in the harbour, and no vessel 
shall leave without his permission. 

5. Every steamer entering and leaving the harbour shall regulate 
its speed according to the provisions of Order in Council No. 27 of 
1889, which will be found in the appendix hereto. 

6. On his vessel being boarded by an officer of the port, and on 
being requested by him so to do, every master of a vessel shall fill 
up the register of arrivals of vessels which will be handed to him, 
and shall at the same time give the officer a correct list of passen- 
gers on board his vessel for that port, and a manifest of the cargo 
to be discharged. 

7. Every master of a vessel entering the port shall observe the 
regulations issued under Order in Council No. 15 of 1890, for the 
maintenance of quarantine and the prevention of disease. 

These regulations, so far as they relate to harbours and vessels, 
will be found in the appendix hereto. 

8. All launches and small craft going through the harbour must 
keep out of the way of steamers, and, should they have to anchor, 
must do so well in shore, and at night must keep a bright light 
burning at least ten feet above the rail or any cargo, and to be 
visible at least one mile. 

9g. No person shall make fast any boat or raft to any buoy, 
beacon, or other sea-mark belonging to Government. 

10. Masters of steamers navigating the harbour and adjacent 
channels must keep out of the way of all sailing craft and boats of 
every description, and must, if necessary, stop and reverse their 
engines. 
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11, Every steamer shall sound the whistle before rounding any 
bend in the river, and shall proceed round such bend at moderate 
speed. 

12. Masters of vessels requiring the assistance of the police 
while in the harbour are to make the following signals :— 

By day—Ensign at main mast head. 
By night—Gun or rocket to be fired. 

13. All masters of vessels are required to report any casualty or 
death which may have occurred during the passage immediately on 
their arrival in port. 

14. Nothing in these rules contained shall be held to apply to 
vessels of war, vesseis belonging to the Colonial Government, or 
vessels belonging to the Government of any of the Native States. 


BOAT LICENCES. 

15. Every boat plying for hire or used as a fishing boat within 
the district of Lower Perak. shall be registered and licensed as a 
passenger, cargo, or fishing boat, as the case may be, in the manner 
hereinafter provided. 

RULES FOR PASSENGER BOATS. 

16. When any person desires his boat to be licensed to carry 
passengers, such boat shall be brought to the Custom House, or to 
such other place as the Harbour Master shall direct, and every 
passenger boat for which a licence is to be extended shall also be 
brought there, before the end of March in each year, to have a 
number issued for it and marked on it in such manner as the 
Harbour Master shall direct. The fee for registration of any pas- 
senger boat shall be one dollar. 

17. When any person desires to transfer his licensed passenger 
boat, such boat shall be brought to the Custom House to have such 
transfer registered by the Harbour Master. The fee for registering 
every transfer shall be fifty cents. 

18. The Harbour Master may, when he considers any boat un- 
seaworthy or dangerous, cancel the licence of such boat, or order 
such repairs to be done to the boat as he thinks necessary, and such 
boat shall not ply for hire unless and until repaired to the satisfaction 
of the Harbour Master. 

1g. It shall be the duty of the owner or head man of every 
licensed passenger boat to keep the registered number of his boat 
at all times clean, clear, legible and fixed on a conspicuous part of 
the boat ; also to have a copy of the passenger boat rules and fares 
in the boat, and to produce it when called upon to do so by any 
passenger, or by a police officer in the execution of his duty. 

20. Every owner or head man of a licensed passenger boat shall 
at all times when the boat is conveying passengers have on board 
the full complement of crew as stated in his licence. 

21. No licensed passenger boat shall carry more passengers 
than the number stated in the licence for such boat. 

22. No licensed passenger boat shall be left at any landing 
place without a responsible man in charge. 

23. No licensed passenger boat shall, after discharging the 
passengers and luggage, remain at the steps or alongside any jetty. 
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or landing place, or alongside any vessel, in such a manner as to 
obstruct such landing place or the ladder of such vessel. 

24. The head man of every licensed passenger boat is prohibited 
from carrying any other cargo than the passengers’ luggage, except 
fishing boats licensed to carry passengers, which may carry such 
cargo in addition to, or in substitution for, the passengers as may 
be sanctioned by the Harbour Master, and stated on the licence. 

25. The owner cr head man of a licensed passenger boat shall 
report tothe Harbour Master any accident to the passengers or 
crew of his boat. 

26. Any grievance or dispute that may arise between any pas- 
senger and boatman is to be referred to the Harbour Master or to 
a Magistrate, who will decide every such matter. 

27. Any article accidentally left in a passenger boat shall be 
taken by the owner or head man of the boat to the nearest police 
station. 

28. Rates not exceeding the following may be charged for the 
hire of passenger boats to and from the shore, and any vessel 
within the harbour limits :— 


Not exceeding one passenger oe ae 5 cents. 
Exceeding one passenger, per passenger ... 3 
Detention for each half hour... og sree) es 


RULES FOR CARGO BOATS. 

29. When any person desires his cargo boat to be licensed, such 
boat shall be brought to the Custom House, or to such other place 
as the Harbour Master shall direct, for the purpose of being inspected 
and numbered as the Harbour Master shall direct, and every cargo 
boat for which a licence is to be extended or renewed shall also be 
brought there every year before the end of March to have a number 
issued for it and marked on it in such manner as the Harbour 
Master shall direct. 

The fee for registering any cargo boat shall be one dollar per 
koian. 

3o. When any person desires to transfer his licensed cargo boat, 
such boat shall be brought to the Custom House to have such 
transfer registered by the Harbour Master. 

The fee for registering every transfer shall be fifty cents. 

31. It shall be the duty of the owner or head man of every 
licensed cargo boat to keep the registered number of his boat at all 
times clean, clear, legible, and fixed on a conspicuous part of the 
boat. 

32. When a cargo boat is sold or destroyed, the circumstance 
must be at once reported to the Harbour Master. 

33. No cargo boat shall carry more cargo than its registered 
burthen, nor more than five passengers for every registered ton of 
its capacity not taken up by cargo. 

- 34. Any cargo or other article accidentally left in a cargo boat 
. shall be taken by the owner or head man of the boat to the nearest 
police station. 
35. Cargo boats, when anchored by night within the harbour 
limits, or at any place between the harbour limits and the kuala 
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of the Perak river, must shew a white light, at least six feet above 
the rail or any cargo, which shall be visible at a distance of at least 
one mile. 


36. Every cargo boat proceeding up the river from Teluk Anson 
is required to take out a pass at the Custom House for each trip. 
The fee payable for such pass shall be one dollar per koian. 


RULES FOR FISHING BOATS. 

37. When any person desires his boat to be registered and 
licensed as a fishing boat, such boat shall be brought to the 
Custom House, or to the Penghulu of the mukim, or to such other 
place as the Superintendent Lower Perak or the Harbour Master 
shall direct, for the purpose of being numbered as the Superin- 
tendent Lower Perak or the Harbour Master shall direct, and every 
fishing boat for which a licence is to be extended or renewed shall 
also be brought there every year before the end of March to have 
a number issued for it, and marked on it in such manner as the 
Superintendent Lower Perak or the Harbour Master shall direct. 

The fee for registering any fishing boat shall be fifty cents. 

38. When any person desires to transfer his licensed fishing 
boat, such boat shall be brought to the Custom House, or to the 
Penghulu of the mukim wherein the same is registered, to have 
such transfer registered by the Harbour Master or by the Penghulu 
of the mukim, as the case may be. 

The fee for registering every transfer shall be fifty cents. 

39. No fishing boat shall carry any passengers or cargo unless 
licensed thereto in the manner prescribed by these rules. 


RULES FOR FISHING STAKES. 

40. Application for licence to work fishing stakes shall be 
made at the office of the Harbour Master or the Penghulu of the 
mukim. x 

These licences will remain in force for six months only, and 

' applications for renewal should be made before the expiration of 
the current licence. 


41. The fees payable for licences to work fishing stakes are as 
follows, for each period of six months :—

42. Any person convicted of a breach of these rules, or refusing,

As it has on several occasions been brought to the notice of the 
Government that steamers enter and leave the harbour limits of 
Teluk Anson, Lower Perak, at ‘‘ full” and “half speed,” thereby 
endangering life and property and damaging the river banks, 

It is hereby notified that all vessels entering Teluk Anson har- 
bour, the entrance to which is well marked, must do so at the 
slowest possible speed the tide will permit of, and, in case of a 
flowing tide, vessels should proceed at “ half speed” after turning 
the bend below the smelting works. 

Within the harbour “ slow speed” only is to be used. 

Any infringement of this rule will render the master of the 
steamer liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $150, or, in 
default, one month’s imprisonment of either description, and he will 
continue liable for any damage that may be caused by his action.

ORDER IN COUNCIL, 1890.” 


QUARANTINE AND PREVENTION OF THE INTRODUCTION OF 
DiseasE.* 


Whereas by “ The Quarantine and Prevention of Discase Order 
in Council, 1890,” it is enacted, amongst other things, that the 
Government may from time to time make, and when made revoke 
or vary, such rules and regulations as may seem to the Government 
necessary or expedient for the purpose of preventing the intro- 


* Note.—Section 271 of the Penal Code enacts that “ whoever knowingly disobeys 
any rule lawfully made and promulgated for putting any vessel into a state ‘of 
quarantine, or for regulating the intercourse of vessels in a state of quarantine with 
the shore or with other vessels, or for regulating the intercourse between places 
where an infectious disease prevails and other places, shall be punished with im- 
prisonment of either description for a term which may extend to six months, or with 
tine, or with both.” 

‘And moreover it is provided by Order in Council No. 15 of 1890, that the contra- 
vention of any of those regulations is punishable with a fine of $50, where no tine 


is specified.

his ship, or from whose ship is landed in any port of the State, any 
person affected with leprosy or any other infectious or contagious 
disease, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars in each case, and shall be responsible that the diseased 
person is returned to the port at which he originally embarked on 
board his vessel. 

I1].—Whenever information is received that cholera, small-pox, 
fever, or other contagious or infectious disease of a dangerous 
nature has broken out or exists at any port or place without the 
State, it shall be lawful for the Government to declare, by noti- 
fication in the Government Gazette, that such port or place is 
infected, whereupon all vessels arriving from such port or place 
shall be put in quarantine, and there detained until released by the 
Chief Medical Officer of the district or his deputy, which officers are 
hereinafter included in the term “ The Health Officer.” 

I1V.—The master or person in charge of any vessel arriving at, 
or being at any port in the State having on board, or having had on 
board within fourteen days previous to arrival, cases of cholera, 
small-pox, fever, or other contagious or infectious disease of a 
dangerous nature, shall fly the quarantine flag, and remain outside 
the limits of such port, or if already within the port, forthwith fly 
the quarantine flag and remove his vessel to the quarantine anchor- 
age of the port. 

V. The Health Officer shall forthwith thereupon proceed to such 
vessel and make enquiry, and, if he deems it necessary for the 
public health that the vessel and people on board should be placed 
in quarantine, shall give orders to the master or person in charge 
of the vessel to place the vessel, with the people on board, in 
quarantine. 

VI.—As soon as such orders are given, it shall be the duty of the 
master or person in charge of such vessel to cause his vessel to be 
taken to such place as may be pointed out to him as the quarantine 
anchorage, there to remain in quarantine until released under the 
provisions of these Regulations. 

VII.—AIl vessels ordered to the quarantine anchorage shall have 
displayed by day the usual quarantine or yellow flag at the foremast- 
head, with the commercial code pendant under it, and by night at 
the foremast a red light over a green light at a distance one above 
the other of not more than six nor less than four feet. ‘ 
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ViilL—Al guard boats shal! display a similar yellow flag at the 
stein by day, and from sunsct to sunrise a light at bow and stern. 


IX.—Vessels in quarantine shall not be removed therefrom with- 
out the written permission of the Health Officer. 


X.—No boat, except that of the Health Officer, shall be allowed 
alongside of any vessel in quarantine ; no person shall be allowed 
to communicate with any vessel in quarantine, and the persons on 
board shall not be allowed to communicate with the shore, except 
in either case through the Health Officer. 


XI.—In all cases of vessels arriving at any port of the State 
having on board or having had on board within fourteen days 
previous to arrival any contagious or infectious disease of a 
dangerous nature, the Post Office packets and mails shall be 
delivered to the Health Officer, who, after subjecting the same to 
such fumigation or other preventive process as he may judge 
necessary, shall forward the same to the Post Office of the district. 

XII.—It shall be lawful for the Health Officer, under such pre- 
cautions to prevent contagion as may be from time to time approved 
of by the Government, to allow any steam-vessel touching at a port 
en route to a foreign port to take supplies of coals, water, and 
provisions, and to land cargo. 

XIIL—It shall be lawful for the Health Officer to require all, or 
so many of the persons on board any vessel in quarantine as he 
may think fit, to be taken to the lazaretto or quarantine station of 
the district, there to be kept and attended to during such length of 
time as the Health Officer may deem proper, before allowing them 
to return on board the ship, or to be transferred to any other ship, 
or to communicate with the shore. 

XIV.—Whenever any persons are detained in quarantine at the 
quarantine station, a yellow flag shall be kept hoisted by day at a 
conspicuous place on the station and by night the lights required 
by clause 7 in the case of ships shall be displayed., 

XV.—No person, except the Health Officer or persons authorised 
by him, shall land at the quarantine station when the quarantine 
flag is flying or quarantine lights are shown. 

XVI.—The Chief Police Officer shall, on the requisition of the 
Health Officer, supply the necessary guards required to enforce the 
Quarantine Regulations in respect of the quarantine station. 

XVII—No person who has been detained in quarantine at the 
quarantine station shall, on any pretence whatsoever, leave such 
station till he has been admitted to pratique by the Health Officer. 

XVIIL—Any person going on board any vessel undergoing 
quarantine, or entering or landing at any quarantine station, shall 
be detained in quarantine for such period as the Health Officer may 
deem proper. 

XIX.—The master of a vessel in quarantine shall, if required by 
the Heaith Officer, furnish the necessary boats and appliances for 
the landing of the passengers and crew at the quarantine station. 

XX.—Vessels placed in quarantine shall be thoroughly washed 
‘down and disinfected to the satisfaction of the Health Officer after 
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disembarkation of the passengers at the quarantine station, and 
may then be released. 

XXI.—The agents of the vessel shall be held liable to repay the 
Government the cost of the maintenance of such person or persons 
as may be landed therefrom at the quarantine station, and such 
cost may be recovered before any Magistrate on the certificate of 
the Health Officer. 

XXII.—The Health Officer shall report, without delay, to the 
Secretary to Government or the District Magistrate, as the case 
may be, all cases in which it is found necessary to place the 
passengers of a vessel arriving at any port in the State in quaran- 
tine, and he shall also inform the Harbour Master to the same 
effect. He shall also report when a vessel has been detained for 
inspection, and again when it is released. z 

XXIII.—On any vessel arriving from an infected port or place, 
the pilot shall approach the vessel to windward within speaking 

° distance, and shall not go alongside or on board, uniess he has 
reason to believe that the vessel is free from infectious or conta- 
gious disease. 

XXIV.—The master and surgeon of any vessel which arrives 
from a place where cholera, small-pox, or other contagious or infec- 
tious disease is epidemic, or having on board, or having had on 
board within fourteen days previous to arrival, any case of disease, 
shall be bound to make a true declaration thereof to the pilot and 

. the Health Officer who shall come alongside or on board such 
vessel. 

XXV.—The Health Officer may board any vessel arriving in the 
waters of the State and inspect every person in the vessel. He 
may, if he thinks proper, call for inspection of the ship’s books and 
papers, and he shall use every lawful means which to him may seem 
expedient for ascertaining the sanitary condition of the vessel and 
persons therein. 

XXVI.—Persons landed at the quarantine station shall perform 
quarantine for the periods stated below :— 

For Cholera oe period not exceeding to days from 

eath or perfect recovery of last case. 

For a period not exceeding 14 days from 
death or perfect recovery of last case. 

XXVII.—No article, except letters and coins, shall, without per- 
mission of the Health Officer, be conveyed out of any place or vessel 
in quarantine, and every article which is conveyed thereout shall, 
before being forwarded to its destination, be disinfected in such 
manner as the Health Officer shall direct. 

XXVIII.—All letters or parcels for persons in quarantine shall be 
sent to the Post Office, and shall be forwarded by the earliest 
opportunity. 

XXIX.—The Health Officer shall thoroughly disinfect himself 
before he returns ashore after having visited either a vessel in 
quarantine or the quarantine station when persons are detained in 
quarantine there 

* * * * * * * * 


For Small-pox 
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DOGS. 


XAXVIL (1)—Every dog coming from a place outside the State 
and landed at any port in the State shall be detained in quarantine 
for a period of 30 days, and a charge of five cents a day shall be 
paid by the importer to the Port Officer for the care of such dog. 


(2)—A dog in respect of which the fee is not paid or which is 
not claimed within ten days after the expiration of the period of 


quarantine may be sold or destroyed. 


XXXVIII.—The captain of every ship which shall bring a dog to 
a port of the State to be landed at such port from any place without 
the State shall forthwith, on arrival of the ship, report the fact to the 


Boarding Officer. 


.» XXXIX.—The Health Officer in any case when it is proved to his 
satisfaction that a dog brought in a ship from a place without the 
State is free from any contagious or infectious disease, and that he 
has been in company with and under the personal care of his owner 
for a period of at least one calendar month prior to the date of his 
arrival, may, by writing under his hand, abridge the period of 


quarantine or altogether dispense with the same. 
XL.—Port Officers for the purposes of Rule XXXVII. are— 
At Port Weld, the Harbour Master. 
At Parit Buntar, the Inspector of Police. 
At Teluk Anson, the Senior Inspector of Police. 


* * * * * * * * 


LVIII. (1)—Every animal brought by sea shall undergo an exami- 
nation by the Health Officer, and no animal shall be landed without 


his permission. 


(2)—If it be found impracticable in any case to obtain the 
permission of the Health Officer before landing an animal, such 
animal shall be taken forthwith either to the Harbour Master’s office 
or the quarantine station for animals for examination by the Health 


Officer. 


(3)—Every animal landed in contravention of the provisions 
of this clause shall be forfeited, and, if found suffering from rabies, 


shall be at once destroyed. 


LIX.—The captain of every ship which shall bring any animal to 
a port of the State to be landed at such port shall forthwith, on 
arrival of the ship in port, report the fact to the Boarding Officer, 
who shall, without delay, report the same to the Health Officer. 

LX.—If any animal brought by sea is found to be suffering from 
disease the Health Officer may cause, if necessary, the same to be 
destroyed at once, and its carcase disposed of in such a manner as 


may be best calculated to prevent the spread of infection. 


LXI.—Any animal which has been conveyed in the same ship, or 
has otherwise been in contact with the diseased animal, or which, 
in the opinion of the Health Officer, may be likely to spread the 
infection, may be detained by the Health Officer in quarantine for 
such period as he may, under the circumstances of the case, think 


proper. 
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LXII.—All the expenses connected with the seizure, detention, 
and disposal of animals quarantined shall be borne and pail by the 
owner or consignor or consignee or importer of the animal, and may 
be recovered from him before any Magistrate on the certificate of 
the Health Officer. 


LXIL. (1)—Where it appears to the Health Officer that any 
animal or any bedding, litter, fodder, fittings, or other articles 
brought by sea may convey infection or spread disease, he shall at 
once seize and detain the same, making a report to the Government, 
who may order the destruction or further detention of the same, or 
the restoration thereof to its owner.: 

(2)—Where any animal not actually diseased is ordered to be 
destroyed, such compensation shall be paid to the owner thereof by 
the Government as may be assessed by the Health Officer and 
approved by the Secretary to Government or the District Magis- 
trate, as the case may be.

4. The Farmer will also be required to import monthly not less than 
280 gantangs of rice into Janing. 


5. Security will be required in the shape of a eh deposit equal to 
three months’ rent of the Farm, or a mortgage of approved land or house 
property to the value of not less than four months’ rent of the Farm. 


6. Tenders should be addressed to the Secretary to Government, 
Taiping, and marked on the outside ‘ Tender, Upper Perak Farm.” 


7. The Government does not bind itself to accept the lowest or any 
tender, and reserves to itself the right of making any arrangements it may 
deem advisable in regard to the letting of the Farm. 


8. Each tender must specify the full names, residences and occupations 
of the person tendering. In the case of firms, the name and address of 
each partner and the name or chop of the Firm must be specified. 


9. Further conditions on which the Farm will be let, and any other 
information, can be obtained at the office of the Secretary to Government, 
and of the District Magistrate, Upper Perak.

MONTHLY REPORT. 


No. 249.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT. 

To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to transmit to you my monthly letter for May. 

2. There is very little of especial interest to note during the past month, what 
has transpired being of ordinary occurrence. 

3. On the ist of the month I visited the cart-road from Changkat Jong to Selaba, 
the first section of three miles. The whole of the land on both sides of the road has 
been taken up for padi planting, 1,080 acres having been taken up by Chinese, and 
felling has commenced, but is greatly delayed by the rain. 

4. On the 3rd I visited Kota Stia, with the Assistant Engineer, and inspected 
the cart-road under construction here, which is progressing well, and here again land 
“is being taken up. 

* * * * * * * 

6. I am glad to report very favourably on the progress made at S'tiawan; the 
soil is better than I expected, and the land is being fully taken up as quickly as the 
road is constructed. During the month about 130 settlers came in and took up land; 
these are principally Kelantan people. Felling is going on in every direction. 

7. Bagan Datoh was visited on the 16th and the new “batas” inspected. 
I made arrangements for new land to be taken up, and I hope to be able to extend 
the “batas,” or bund, in one direction to Rungkup and in the other to Sungei Nibong 
this year. 

8. I went over the cart-road to Changkat Jong on the 8th and the 22nd. The 
work here has been delayed by rain, but another month should see this important 
highway completed in its entire length of 84 miles, which will, later on, be carried to 
Bikam, in Songkei. 

g. Onthe 15th I left for Penang, leaving again for Teluk Anson on the 18th, 
arriving on the 19th, having settled the terms and drawn up the contract for a steam 
launch to run round the coast from Teluk Anson to S'tiawan, calling at the different 
villages on the way. I have great hopes that this will do much for opening up the 
coast, where the want of communication has been much felt. 

10. The State Auditor was at Teluk Anson on the 23rd and 24th instant. 
The Queen's birthday was kept on the 25th as a public holiday. 

11. A shock of earthquake was distinctly felt at Teluk Anson on the 17th, and 
it was very perceptible throughout the whole district.

INSPECTION REPORT. 


No. 250.—INSPECTION REPORT, KINTA DISTRICT, BY PROTECTOR OF CHINESE. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

S1r,—I have the honour to report that, in company with the Acting Commandant 
Perak Sikhs, I left Taiping on the 22nd March for the quarterly inspection of the 
Kinta branch. We arrived at Batu Gajah at 3 p.m. on 23rd. 

2. On the 24th I was engaged in office, the Assistant Protector being absent on 
duty at Gopeng, and in preparing the new forms of mining contract. [ also went 
through the Labour Regulations, and discussed with the District Magistrate the recent 
petition for the abolition of the discharge ticket system. 
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3. At 6a.m on 25th I started with the Acting Commandant Perak Sikhs for 
Kuala Dipang, v/d Ipoh, arriving about mid-day. 

4. Wewalked to Membang-di-Awan, five and a half miles, returning thesame after- 
noon. Membang-di-Awan, a new and flourishing mining village, has sprung up with 
wonderful rapidity. It will require frequent inspection, and will add one more to the 
already heavy duties devolving on the Kinta staff. 


5. Ireturned to Gopeng on the following day, in company with the District 
Magistrate, Acting Commandant Perak Sikhs, and Assistant Magistrate, Gopeng. 


6. During the morning a meeting of the principal employers was held in the 
Court House, when the new forms of mining contract were explained. I regretted to 
find that all those present held a firm belief that they had no option but to sign the 
contracts proposed, and it was only after some time and with considerable difficulty 
that I could get them to understand that it was not the intention of Government to 
force any new scheme upon them, but, for their own protection, to provide a form of 
contract which they might use or not as they liked. Meetings were also held at Ipoh, . 
Lahat, and Papan on this question, and I found that the same misunderstanding existed 
in these places as at Gopeng. 

7. The abolition of the discharge ticket system ‘also came under discussion. .. .. 
I returned to Batu Gajah on the evening of the 27th. 

* * * * * * * 


g. In the afternoon of the 29th I accompanied the Collector and Magistrate to 
Papan, where I explained the new contracts to a meeting of the local towkays. 


10. On 30th I was engaged in examining the two student interpreters attached 
to the Kinta office, who presented themselves for examination under the new scheme 
for Student Interpreters. I am glad to be able to report that Chin Ah Tok passed a 
very creditable examination, and will, with study, do very well ; Chong Mye Siew, who 
has been studying nearly twice as long as Ah Tok did not do so well, and will require 
to pay considerably more attention to his studies if he wishes to pass the requisite test 
within the required time. 

11. In the afternoon of the 31st I proceeded, with the Assistant Protector of 
Chinese, to Papan. I inspected the brothels, and found them clean and in good order. 
I also mustered and examined the coolies of three kongsis at Ulu Johol. There was 
only one complaint of a trivial nature. I returned to Batu Gajah at 6 p.m. 


12. Left at 6 a.m. for Lahat, where I inspected the brothels, and found them 
clean and well kept. I,inspected also the site selected by Fu Chu Chhun for his new 
houses. Proceeded to Ipoh, where | went through the same inspection. The new 
houses intended for brothels, and in course of construction by Leung, are rapidly 
approaching completion, and will be a considerable improvement on the present 
buildings. The road leading past these houses to the river should be put in order: 
I have already communicated with the District Magistrate on the subject. The drain 
at the back of the present brothels is again in a very filthy condition. The state of 
this drain was brought to the notice of the District Magistrate some time ago, after 
my inspection last December, and orders were issued that the convicts were to be 
employed in keeping it clean. Since the recent order prohibiting all convict labour 
in the streets at Ipoh, the drain has relapsed into its old condition, and is choked with all 
manner of filth and refuse. The matter has been reported to the Health Officer and 
the District Magistrate. Left for Jelapang at one p.m., where | inspected three small 
mining kongsis ; there were no complaints. Returned to Ipoh at 4 p.m. 


13. On Saturday, 2nd April, left Ipoh at 6 a.m. for Tambun, where I inspected 
several small mining and wood-cutting kongsis. Went on to Ampang, where I examined 
twenty-four Sin-kehs, employed by Chiong Sik, of the Fo Chun kongsi. Two of the 
Sin-khehs were suffering from beri-beri and one from bad feet ; I directed the employer 
to send them into the hospital, and cautioned him against detaining sick coolics in 
the kongsi. While examining the contracts, I discovered that several Sin-khehs, 
while under advances to their employers, had managed to pass through Singapore 
and Penang without making contracts, as required by the Ordinance, at the Chinese 
Protectorate. I have reported this matter to the Protector of Chinese at Singapore. 

14. Returned to Ipoh at 1.30 p.m. Left for Gopeng at 7.30 a.m. Inspected the 
brothels, and was well satisfied with the condition in which I found them ; the houses 
are of a better class than any others in the district. Also saw the new houses being 
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built by Mrs. Yu Kwong, and informed her that I could not license them for the 
purpose for which she wanted them so long as they were built in only one story. 
Left Gopeng for Taiping at 6 a.m. on 4th, and arrived at 6.30 p.m. on the same day.

S1r,—I have the honour to submit my annual report for 1891. 

1. The number of arrivals for the year was 614, an increase of 68 on the previous 
year. 
2. The number of coolies employed under the Order in Council during the 
year was 2,034. 

3. The number of deaths, I regret to say, was 144, or a percentage of 7°07, against 
4°80°/, and 4°12°/, for the two preceding years. 

4. By looking at the statement of deaths attached, you will see that this 
excessive mortality occurred on Waterloo Estate. As only 28 out of the g2 deaths 
were reported in the monthly returns sent into this office by the manager, “the full 
amount of g2 only being reported in his annual return,” Ihave written to him for a 
report stating why he did not send in these returns correctly filled in, and also for him 
to state what was the cause of death of such a large number of his coolies. The 
report, when received, will be forwarded to your office. 

5. The balance of the coolies on Waterloo, 61 in number, have since all been 
freed by their employer, and this I have verified by asking the coolies if they under- 
stood this. 

6. The other estates and works employing immigrants have a fairly low death 
rate, 4°34°/, being the next highest, whilst two of them only show 2°85°/, and 2°50°/,, 
an exceedingly low rate. 

7. The number of desertions was 348, against 500 the previous year, but only 
122 were arrested. 

8. There were 610 persons discharged on expiration of their contracts, by 
redemption and by mutual consent. 

g. There were only three Statute Immigrants in jail on 31st December, 18gr. 

to. There were 707 free men and 45 free women employed on the several 
estates and works. ; 

11. The cost of printing for this department for the year 1891 was $50.05.

The work was carried out departmentally, under the supervision of 
Mr. H. C. Barnard, District Railway Engineer, Larat, in the absence on 
leave of Mr. C. R. Hanson, Resident Engineer for Railways. 


Tue Perak v. Selangor cricket match was played at Kuala Lumpor on 
June 27th and 28th, and resulted in a victory for Perak by 5 wickets. 
Selangor scored—first innings, 88, second innings, 72; Perak made—first 
innings, 101, second innings, 60 for the loss of 5 wickets. 

After the cricket match a tennis match was played, Messrs. Scott and 
Kelly (Perak) beating Messrs. Birch and Holmes by 3 setts to love.

Tenders will be received up to noon of the 15th August, 1892, for renting 
the Upper Perak General Farm for a period of one year, commencing from 
the 25th September, 1892. 


2. The Upper Perak General Farm includes the exclusive right of 
importing chandu, opium dross, and spirituous liquors, free of duty, for use 
in the district of Upper Perak, and of manufacturing and selling, and 
licensing others to manufacture and sell, chandu and opium dross and 
spirituous liquors therein. It also includes the Pawnbroking Farm for 
the said district. 


3. The retail price within the district of the Upper Perak General 
Farm may not exceed 8 cents per chi for opium dross and 12 cents per chi 
for chandu, and the maximum retail price of spirits is fixed by Govern- 
ment. 


4, The Farmer will also be required to import monthly not less than 
280 gantangs of rice into Janing. 


5. Security will be required in the shape of a cash deposit equal to 
three months’ rent of the Farm, or a mortgage of approved land or house 
property to the value of not less than four months’ rent of the Farm.

S1r,—I have the honour to forward herewith my annual report on the 1st Perak 
Sikhs for the year 1891. 


STRENGTH OF THE FORCE. ‘ 


2. On the 31st December, 1891, the strength of the Force was—one sergeant, 
20 first class and 18 second class privates and one sowar under the establishment of 
Punjabis, and 42 third class privates, 5 drummers over the establishment. 

3. Malays.—There were 2 corporals, 47 first class privates and 2 charge-takers 
wanting to complete, and one lance-corporal, 49 second class privates and one 


detective in excess. 
RECRUITS. 


4. Punjabis.—In 1891, 328 offered themselves for enlistment, as against 376 in 
1890, 306 in 1889, 364 in 1888, 316 in 1887, 148 in 1886, 215 in 1885, 320 in 1884, 
and 262 in 1883. All these were enlisted at Taiping. Their average measurement is 
the largest we have recorded. Of these, 214 were rejected, being medically or other- 
wise unfit. Bead 

5. Malays,—One handeed and seven offered to enlist, as against 163 in 1890, 
111 in 1889, 56 in 1888, 152 in 1887, 69 in 1886, 70 in 1885, 62 in 1884, 79 in 1883. 

| Very few of the better class Malays can be induced to enlist in 
Perak, and | our best men are foreign Malays. 


DISCIPLINE. 


6. ‘I have endeavoured to maintain the very high state of discipline of the Force 
by a very severe though evenly regulated scale of punishments, and the result has 
been satisfactory, although, owing to the number of men who have as yet very short 
service and have not yet steadied down, the list of punishments is a heavy one. 


7. Six hundred and eighteen cases were reported, as against 553 in 18g0, 373 in 
1889, 465 in 1888, 484 in 1887, 394 in 1886, 374 in 1885. 

8. In 1890 there were 319 serious offences from a military point of view: this 
year there are only 251—a very satisfactory decrease, although there is more than a 
proportional increase to the minor defaulting. 

* * * * * * * 


11. There were three desertions, as against 7 in 1890 and 7 in 1887. 


12. Drunkenness : 93 cases, as against 62 in 1890, 59 in 1889, 75 in 1888, 88 in 
1887. A deplorable increase, especially as it generally includes cases of insubordi- 
nation. 

13. Insubordination 30, as against 6 in 1890, 10 in 1889, 14 in 1888, 20 in 1887. 

14. Six Sikhs, one Pathan and one Malay were dismissed during the year, as 
against 11 Punjabis in 18go, 8 in 188g, 10 in 1888, 17 in 1887, and 17 in 1886. ee 
Malays in 1890, 4 in 1889, 2 in 1888, and 4 in 1887. 

15. Three of the Sikhs were dismissed for drunkenness, one for theft, one as 
unlikely to prove an efficient soldier, and one for general bad character. The Pathan 
was dismissed for theft, and the Malay as an “ incorrigible bad character.” 


16. I am glad to say that no case of malingering or attempting to shirk work 
occurred during the year, the men willingly and cheerfully performing all the duties 
they were called upon to do throughout the year. 
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ARMS. 


17. L enclose the annual report on the armament of the force.¥* I have not been 
able to issue the new Martini-Henry rifles, owing to the great delay in sending sight 
protectors and jags. This is most unsatisfactory, as I have at times not had sufficient 
rifles for all the recruits to learn their drill with, and many of the rifles which were in 
use are so worn out as not to shoot at all accurately. 

18. The completion of the exchange of weapons will be made as early in 1892 
as possible, when the whole Force will again be armed with reliable and efficient 
weapons. 

19. The Armourer’s (Mr. Field’s) report contains a good deal of interesting 
matter, and shows that a great deal of good work has been done. 


STORES. 


20. Thestores received from the Crown Agents were, as usual, highly satisfactory, 
with the exception of blacking. 

21. The store at headquarters is a pattern of method and neatness, and the out- 
stations store-rooms much resemble it, though, of course, on a much smaller scale. 

22. I myself counted and compared all the stores (except ordnance stores, 
which cannot be satisfactorily checked till the return of the expedition to Pahang) 
with the equipment ledger before closing it for the year, and found nothing short. 
Among the part-worn clothing there was an excess of one pair of blue serge knicker- 
bockers and six corporal’s chevrons. The part-worn clothing is so frequently issued 
and taken into store again during the year that slight discrepancies are almost 
unavoidable. The manner in which the books and vouchers are kept, and the general 
routine carried on, is highly creditable to the Quartermaster, Mr. Howman. 


ARTILLERY. 


23. In last year’s report I stated that it was highly improbable the result of the 
annual practice would ever again be equalled, and was much pleased and surprised to 
find it excelled. The report submitted to the British Resident on completion of the 
course gives full details. 

24. Thirty- -six men went through the course, as against 33 in 1890, 29 in 1889, 
33 in 1888, 31 in 1887; and 94°44 per cent qualified, as against 84°84 in 18g0, 41°39 
in 188g, 48 in 1888, 29 in 1887. 

25. The Nordenfeldt gun has now been put to rights and is again serviceable. 
Three more 7-pounders to complete one battery would be very advisable, the 
7-pounders being by far the most useful weapons for jungle warfare, as they can be 
carried by either men, elephants or ponies. 

26. Should the extra guns be allowed, I think a volunteer artillery battery might 
with advantage be started. I do not think there would be much difficulty in obtaining 
the full complement of Europeans, and the training and drill would be beneficial to 
health as well as pleasant and interesting work, besides the possibility of such know- 
ledge some day being of real use. 

27. The accompanying Return F shews the distribution of the armament 
throughout the State.t 

MUSKETRY. 

28. Six hundred and seventy men were exercised in 1891—the largest number 
yet recorded—as against 603 in 1890, 530 in 1889, 584 in 1888, 576 in 1887, 649 in 
1886 and 557 in 1885. - 

29. One hundred and twenty-four of the 670 exercised (32°98 per cent) were re- 
turned as first class shots, as against 197, or 32°76, in 1890, 211, or 39°81, in 1889, 226, 
or 38°69, in 1888 and 245, or 42°53, in 1887; and 14°47 per cent qualified as marksmen, 
as against 14°42 in 18go, 19°81 in 1889, 16°78 in 1888 and 21°52 in 1887. 

30. Of the 221 first class shots 44°34 per cent became marksmen, as against 44° 16 
in 1890, 49°76 in 1889, 43°36 in 1888 and 50°61 in 1887. 

31. Three hundred and eight remained in the third class, or 45°97 per cent, as 
against 52°73 per cent in 1890, 36°03 per cent in 1889, 41°43 per cent in 1888 and 
37°70 per cent in 1887. 

32. The best shot in the Force was No. 733, Sant Singh, with rg1 points; the 
second, No. 193, Ganda Singh, with 1go points, as against 174 in 1890, 182 in 1889, 
163 in 1888 and 183 in 1887.

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33. From the above it would appear as if there had been a steady and regular 
falling off in the shooting of the Force, with a slight rally this year. This, however. is 
far from being really the case, the low scores being due to the larger number of Malays. 
who, as a rule, shoot very badly, and recruits put through each year and the gradual 
depreciation in the accuracy of the weapons. 

34. The Taiping range is in excellent order, and I have made a riding school at 
one end of it. A new range is required at Batu Gajah, as at present the mines beyond 
are in danger of stray bullets. 

35. Ihave this year commenced an additional training for third class shots, which 
both urges the lazy to try more and gives those who try, but are naturally bad shots, 
an opportunity of further practice. 

FIRE BRIGADE. . 

36. Two manual engines were ordered during the year, one for Teluk Anson 
and one for Parit Buntar. 

37. Return I gives a summary of fires, loss sustained and probable cause. The 
loss sustained is invariably exaggerated: in 1891 it is given as $83,323.03, and in 
18g0 as $19,478.35, the loss at Lahat for 1891 being estimated at $50,000. 


TROOPERS. 

38. The additional twelve troopers I asked for Tapah and Teluk Anson districts 
have not been sanctioned, but I trust will eventually. [I am sorry to say I had to cast 
five of the old horses, three of them suffering from that curse of horses in wet 
countries—komrie. I was, however, so fortunate as to secure five young, strong and 
good looking animals for the very moderate price of $200 each. 


HOSPITAL. 

39. Influenza has proved troublesome throughout the year; otherwise it has been 
an unusually healthy one, as can be seen from the Medical Officer's report enclosed. 
The average height of Punjabis enlisted as police constables was 5.11 against 5.104 
last year, and the chest measurement 344 inches, against 344. The average of these 
men will, I think, come up to 6 feet and 37 inches when they are full grown and filled 
out. 

40. I should much like to see a small dead-house built near the hospital, as at 
present there is nowhere to put the dead previous to cremation or burial. 

41. The Medical Officer’s report and returns enclosed give all necessary 
details. 

42. Frequent surprise visits are paid, but, so far, the hospital has always been 
found all that could be desired in the way of cleanliness and comfort. 


CLOTHING. 
43. The clothing was, as usual, supplied by Messrs. Little and Co., and 
proved of most excellent quality. 
44. Tenders for a new contract should have been sent out before now had I 
not had a large supply of clothing on hand, the result of careful supervision of the 
same and the care the men have taken of it. 


STATE OF CRIME. 

45. There were 17,071 cases reported to the Police in 1891, as against 17,706 in 
1890, 16,867 in 1889, 15,410 in 1888, 11,955 in 1887, 10,344 in 1886, 8,027 in 1885, 
8,090 in 1884, 6,226 in 1883, 4,797 in 1882, 3,132 in 1881. A slight decrease, but the 
reason for the same I cannot think of, unless it be the fact that too few Inspectors 
were with the Force throughout the year, and cases were never heard of which would 
have possibly been ferreted out had there been a second Inspector always on the 
move in the larger districts. 

46. The return gives the percentages of discovered cases since 1879. As usual, 
our percentage is an extremely satisfactory one—7J°87 per cent (omitting criminal 
breach of contract.) 

LARUT. 

47. The Superintendent Intelligence Department’s report, Enclosure M, gives 

all necessary information as to crime in Larut.

49. Seven hundred and fifty cases were reported, as against g20 in 1890, 844 
in 1889, 915 in 1888, 1,118 in 1887, 834 in 1886, 469 in 1885, 262 in 1884, 157 
in 1883. Of these, 83:11 were discovered, as against 82°03 in 18go, 83°82 in 1889, 
89°54 in 1888, 81°68 in 1887, 62°16 in 1886, 73°65 in 1885.

50. Gang Robberies——Six Macaos entered and took property valued $245.10 
from the house of Chong Tak Foon on the night of the 26th December. Three of 
them were secured at Padang Rengas the same night, with part of the property. They 
were sentenced to ro years’ rigorous imprisonment each. 


5t. At Salak, on the night of 30th November, 1891, six Chinese were arrested 
for breaking into the house of Lye Heng and removing property to the value of $290; 
also cutting Lye Heng’s wife with an axe. This case is awaiting trial. 


52. House-breaking.—In three cases over $100 was taken. They were ordinary 
cases. 


53. Murder—Two Malays were arrested, Lanei at Semat and Sator at Langkat, 
for murdering a Chinese river hawker named Tin Ah Yu, it is said because they owed 
him money, besides wishing to rob him. On the 15th December, 1890, Sator was 
hanged and Lanei sentenced to 20 years’ rigorous imprisonment. 

54. The theft cases were ordinary. 

55. Two cases occurred which show the advisability of placing some restriction 
on arms passes. A Malay named Ngah Mat Yesen shot Uda Mat Ali in the head 
while deer-stalking, and Nga Mat Sahi put the barrel of a loaded gun in the fire. It 
exploded, and the contents buried themselves in the thigh of Kulop Mat Junus. I think 
the time has come for a licence of $5 or $10 to be charged on each gun in the State, 
instead of the present 25 cents. The number of respectable men who ask for arms 
passes for guns to protect their crops increases yearly, whereas the necessity for such 
protection decreases yearly as the number of wild pigs decreases. 


56. Alang Abdul Hamid, clerk to Penghulu Wan Wahid, of Kota Lama Kiri, was 
sentenced to 18 months rigorous imprisonment for converting various sums of money 
to his own use at various times. 


57. Penghulu Pandak Ibrahim, of Padang Rengas, was sentenced to $100 fine 
and ro months’ simple imprisonment for converting certain sums of Government money 
to his own use at various times since 1888, and his brother, Ngah Mat Akil, was 
sentenced to $100 fine for aiding and abetting him. 

* * * * * * * 


59. The district has been throughout the year under Chief Inspector Buswell as 
regards Police work, and he has been more than once complimented by the Magistrate 
and Secretary to Government on cases conducted by him. 

60. The following is the strength of the establishment. It appears large in 
proportion to the population, but when the size of the district and the number of guards 
to be supplied are taken into consideration, is not really so.

61. Nine hundred and twenty-two cases were reported, as against 728 last 
year, and 83'60 per cent were discovered, as against 73°59 per cent in 1890.

The percentage of discovered crime is highly satisfactory, and the increase in the 
number of crimes not so great as I expected, when taking into consideration the influx 
of navvies to work on the new railway.

64. At the beginning of the year two Inspectors, Messrs. Evans and Cardew, 
were stationed at Teluk Anson, and during the year the following changes took place. 


65. Inspector Evans was relieved by Inspector Symes, who returned from leave 
on 2gth July, 1891 ; the former took over charge of the Ipoh division, Kinta, on roth 
October, 1891. 

66. Inspector Cardew was transferred to Papan, Kinta, on qth April, 1891. 


67. Murders——On 4th July, 1891, at Teluk Anson, a Chinese shopkeeper, Khu 
Bong, was found about 6 a.m. by his son, a lad of fourteen, lying with his throat cut 
deeply across. He had been sleeping on the till, the rest of the pcople in the house 
sleeping upstairs. From the depth of the wound it appeared as if the man had been 
held while his throat was cut. Robbery was, I think, the intention, but the sentry at 
the Custom House being only a hundred yards off, the robbers were afraid of being 
overheard and could not get at the money without waking the man. No traces of the 
murderers could be discovered, and one would naturally suppose that, the house being on 
the river bank, they came by boat, went the same way, and having dropped the weapon 
overboard and washed their hands, were practically safe from all possibility of dis- 
covery. This horrible murder created a great sensation in Teluk Anson at the time, 
and no effort was spared to discover the perpetrators, but entirely without success. 
I received various petitions from all classes for more police to be stationed at Teluk 
Anson. I made a slight increase to the detachment. 


68. On the morning of the 12th February a report was received that one Iman 
Mamat had run amok at Pasir Garam. He succeeded in killing six Malays in all, and 
was eventually secured by being stabbed in the thigh by one Uda Lasam. He had 
been refused admission to the house Uda Lasam lived in. He then climbed up to the 
window and began stabbing at the inhabitants with a spear, which was seized and 
taken from him. He then succeeded in stabbing Ngah Lasam slightly in the face with 
a kris and put his leg in at the window, whereupon Uda Lasam stabbed him with the 
aforementioned spear and he fell, the shaft of the spear breaking off and the blade 
remaining in his thigh. The Penghulu’s brother, Anjang Talib, then coming on the 
scene and seeing he was unarmed, tied him up and came and informed the Police, on 
whose arrival he was found to be very weak from loss of blood. He died soon after 
reaching Teluk Anson hospital. He could assign no reason for his crime. 
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69. There were two cases of “ grievous hurt” in which I believe there was every 
intention to commit murder. 

70. The first was at Sebrang Sabah, when Raja Husain stabbed Raja Ismail and 
a woman, Raja Apam. He was arrested by Inspector Symes, and sentenced to nine 
months’ rigorous imprisonment. 

71. Thesecond was at Teluk Anson, when Mat Taib, a chinting, stabbed his wife 
in the stomach at Teluk Nah Mali. He was a well- known bad charseter, but it seems 
that he was suffering from temporary insanity at the time. He contriv ed to make his 
escape from the two men who were escorting him, got a sword-Fayonet, and after 
inflicting slight wounds on both of the escort was finally shot by ‘Inspector Evans 
while attempting to stab Mrs. Symes. 

72. Gang Robbery—At Sungei Lanchang at 2 a.m. on roth March, 1891, ten 
men armed with poles and hatchets broke into the house of Imam Haji Abdul Rahman, 
knocked him senseless, and cleared off with cash and jewellery worth $750. His son 
cut a hole in the wall with a two-foot parang and bolted, instead of coming to help his 
father. Corporal Kazan Singh arrested three Chinese, and the wounded man 
identified them as three of the gang, but there being no proof beyond his statement 
there was no use prosecuting. Search was made in all directions to discover, if pos- 
sible, some trace of the stolen property, but without result. 

73. House-breaking.—On the night of the 28th July $234.50 worth of property 
was taken from the house of Penghulu Daimen of Utan Melintan. 

74. At Utan Melintan Koh Jan reported that $66.15 and $16.50 worth of clothes 
had been stolen from his house during the night. On the 14th, when Alang, the serang 
of the Bernam lighthouse arrived at Utan Melintan on duty, a lascar, Alang, was in a 
great hurry to leave the boat to see his sick mother. The serang suspected him, had 
a bundle he was taking with him examined, and it was found to contain part of the 
missing property. He was sentenced to 13 months’ rigorous imprisonment for 
“unlawful possession.” The remainder of the loot was never traced. 

75. At Teluk Anson on rith June, 1891, Lim Kim reported that $100 in cash 
had been taken from his house. No sign of its having been broken into could be 
found. Everyone in the house slept upstairs and the money was kept below, so it 
seems more than probable that one of the house coolies took the money. They have 
all been carefully watched, but without result. 

76. The theft cases call for no special remark. 


BATANG PADANG. 

77. Eight hundred and ninety-two cases were reported during the year, as against 
g22 last year. An Inspector was stationed in the district throughout the year, and 
only 86:29 per cent were discovered, as against 86°09 last year. This, even consider- 
ing the large increase to the Force stationed in the district, is highly satisfactory.

. Highway Robbery—At 10.30 ee on vyothe February, 1891, two Chinese 
were robbed of four dollars, from Chenderiang to Sri Muka, by three others. Teng 
Nghee was traced and sentenced to 12 months’ rigorous imprisonment ; the other two 
escaped. ™ 

80. At rr a.m. on 16th March, 1891, Wong Ah Fook, shopkeeper, Chenderiang, 
returning home from Tapah, had pepper thrown in his eyes and was robbed by three 
men of §93.30 cash and one ball of opium, $19.50. The country was scoured, and that 
evening Chan Lam was arrested with the ball of opium and $11. He was sentenced 
to two years’ rigorous imprisonment. 

81. On 23rd March, 1891, at 10 a.m., Li Qui was robbed, on his way from 
Songkei to Bidor, of $3.60 by two unknown Chinamen. No trace. 

82. House-breaking.—Attap house, near Tapah, of an old Malay woman named 
Leung was robbed of property valued at $46.50 on roth February, 1891, at 8 a.m. 
No trace. 
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83. Attap house of Koomoorasamy at Tapah robbed of jewellery valued at $45, at 
8 a.m., 7th March, 1891. Merimah was found wearing a necklace bought from Imper- 
mal, part of the property. Impermal was sentenced to nine months’ rigorous imprison- 
ment. 

84. At Tapah on tst April, 1891, at g a.m., Vong Ah Choon found Vong Ah Kim, 
who had evidently climbed the partition wall, hiding under his bed with some of his 
things. Vong Ah Kim was sentenced to two months’ rigorous imprisonment. 

8&5. At Tapah on 8th April, 1891, at 12.30 p.m., a Tamil, Amiun, broke into the 
house of Rangai, whose husband was in gaol, and attempted to assault her. He was 
sentenced to two months’ rigorous imprisonment. The object was probably not theft. 

86. At Tapah on 2oth April, 1891, Syce Karim stole $70 and a haji’s outfit, at 
about 8 p.m., from Haji Usman. No one was suspected. At 11 p.m. Police Constable 
Man Singh, on patrol, found Karim asleep on a fruitseller’s stall on the roadside. He 
woke him, and, as he ran, arrested him, when the money and some of the clothes were 
found on him. He was sentenced to 18 months’ rigorous imprisonment. Haji 
Usman’s box with the rest of the property was found in the jungle on 4th June, 1891, 


87. At Tapah on 12th July, 1891, about 7 p.m., Vong Ah Lew reported that he 
had been robbed of property to about $70 worth. No trace. 

88. At Tapah on night of 13th July, 1891, Kan Ah Loi’s house was robbed of 
property and money, about $90. On the 15th information was received that the 
robbers (it was still unknown who they were) would pass through Chenderiang that day. 
Lew Yun Kee and Lai Ah Chong were arrested at Chenderiang with $75 and go 
cents worth of the property. They also had $59 worth of the property stolen pre- 
viously from Vong Ah Lew. Each was sentenced to two years’ rigorous imprisonment 
on each charge, to run concurrently. They turned out to be two of a gang who had 
come over from Selangor. 

89. At Tapah on 31st October, 1891, $20 and $30 worth of poultry, etc., was 
taken from the houses of Haji Ismail and Si Jaba during their absence. At Chen- 
deriang, at 8 a.m. on 3rd November, 1891, a Malay reported that a stranger was offering 
poultry at a suspiciously low price. The non-commissioned officer arrested him, and 
not being satisfied with his account sent him to Tapah, where the poultry was identified 
by Haji Ismail and Si Jaba, and the stranger, a foreign coolie called Man, was sentenced 
to four months’ rigorous imprisonment on each charge. 

go. At 7 a.m. on 2oth October, 1891, Chumil, Club Steward, Tapah, reported that 
the Club had been broken into the night before, and his box, containing $72 club money, 
and some of his clothes taken. The box was found a hundred yards from the club- 
house, only the dollars having been taken. He has since been dismissed; it seems more 
than probable that he took the money. 

gt. On night of 21st December, 1891, Tan Siang Tin, shopkeeper, half way 
between Teluk Anson and Tapah, was robbed to the value of $11. He suspected Leam 
Ah Hoi, whose house being searched the property was found, and Leam Ah Hoi 
sentenced to four months’ rigorous imprisonment. 

92. Theft in a Dwelling.—At Bujong Malacca, Tindal Mututamby Pillai stole 
$234 from Tindal Gandawasamy. He was suspected, his lodging in Tapah searched 
the money found buried under his bed, and sentenced to 12 months’ tigorous imprison- 
ment. 

93. The detachment strength, as shown in establishment table below, was under 
Inspector McNamara. :

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94. The strength of the Force in this district has been about trebled since last 
year, new stations having been opened at Bidor and Chenderiang, and the opening of 
cart-roads between these places and Tapah has increased the amount of patrolling 


necessary. KRIAN. 

95. Previously Selama was under Krian; not so now. One thousand two 
hundred and sixteen cases were reported, as against 1,398 in 1890, 1,402 in 1889, 
1,064 in 1888, 796 in 1887, 700 in 1886, 618 in 1885, 650 in 1884, 517 in 1883; and the 
percentage of discovered cases was 72°61. 

96. There were no murders during the year, as against two last year, but there 
was one case of culpable homicide. There were no gang robberies, as against one 
last year. There were no highway robberies either this year or last. House-breaking: 
45 in 1890, 34 in 1891. Theft: 172 in 1890, 173 in 1891, and of these only eight were 
serious. 

97. Culpable Homicide—At Kurau on 25th August, 1891, Lee Kwang Joo, 
while in a state of intoxication, threw a bliong at Tan Ah Lok, cutting him on the knee 
so badly that he bled to death. He was tried for murder, convicted of manslaughter, 
and sentenced to two years rigorous’ imprisonment. 

98. House-breaking.—In only two cases, one of which is a doubtful case, was 
over $100 worth stolen, and in eight over $50. 

99. On oth July, at Sungei Megat Aris, Ng Ah Teng reported that his house had 
been broken open and $130 in notes and $12.614 worth of gold rings stolen while he 
was in Taiping Gaol for non-payment of a $250 fine. This is probably a false report. 

100. Long, of Sungei Putat, reported theft of $102 worth of jewellery from his 
house on night of 2gth August, 1891. No suspicion. 

1o1. Zheft.—There were eight serious cases. 

102. A Malay woman, Toh Meh, of Bagan Serai, reported that $76.10 cash and 
property was stolen from her house on 15th January, 1891. This, I think, was 
exaggerated. : 

103. At Bagan Seraion 8th April, 1891, Moi Ah Tak reported that jewellery 
to the value of $179.70 had been stolen from his house during the night. As he was 
known by his neighbours to be in straitened circumstances, the amount is probably 
exaggerated. 

104. At Sungei Megat Aris on 15th May, 1891, Mat Hassim reported that 
property valued at $103 had been stolen from his house during the night. No 
suspicion. 

105. At Kurau, Yew Toi reported on 30th May, 1891, that property valued at 
at $88.62 had been stolen from his house during the night. No suspicion. 

106. At Sungei Megat Aris on 13th June, 1891, an ex-policeman, Mat, of Teboh 
Haji Musa, reported that $79 had been stolen from his house. Rumour has it that his 
report was false. 

107. At Parit Buntar on 8th May, 1891, Ong Poh Seang reported that two 
rumah kechil coolies had decamped with 13 pigs, worth $55, probably going to Penang. 

108. None of the other cases call for special mention. 

10g. There were two cases of causing “ grievous hurt,” neither very serious. 

110. Inspector Rattray took over charge of the district from Inspector McKeon, 
who went home on sick leave on 2gth July, 1891. 

111. Six hundred and thirty-nine coolies absconded, as against 850 last year, 
and 181 were arrested. 

112. The following table shows the establishment allowed for the district :—

114 Four thousand nine hundred and eighteen cases were dealt with in 1891, 
as against 5,770 in 1890 and 5,937 in 1889. 

I stated in last year's report that the number of cases had now probably reached 
its limit, and this seems to be verified by the result this year. 

115. 71°72 per cent of the cases reported were discovered in 1891, as against 
7540 per cent in 1890, and 73°91 per cent in 1889—a very high and satisfactory 
percentage, when taking into consideration the proportion of population to police. 
There is, however, an increase of serious crime. 


116. The more serious crimes are as follow :—

117. Murder.—In the first quarter of 1891 my returns show one murder, but a 
case shown as highway robbery was practically so. At Lahat on 8th January, 1891, 
Wong Sin was waylaid by two unknown Chinese, robbed of $5 and shot through the 
hand with a revolver. He died of tetanus on 17th January, 1891, probably brought 
‘on by the bullet wound. No trace. 


118. At Tambun on 31st March, 1891, Uda Johan murdered his cousin, Kulop 
Brahim, by stabbing him through the heart with a spear for committing adultery with 
his wife. Uda Johan was then said to commit suicide with a kris, but, from subsequent 
enquiries, I have ascertained that he was killed by their joint relations. The kris was 
thrust through his stomach up to the hilt. He was not wearing this kris at the time of 
the murder, and never returned home for it. I cannot obtain any proof as to this. 

11g. At 1 am. on 2nd February, 1891, at Sungei Ayer Mati, a party of gang- 
robbers broke into Kulop Mahomed’s house, wounding Haji Abdul Rahman severely, 
slightly fracturing the skull of a woman, named Nya Dena, who eventually died, and 
slightly wounding several others. Haji Abdul Rahman died. One of the gang- 
robbers, a Chinaman, was found senseless in the jungle with the back of his skull split, 
and died soon after. No further traces. 

120. One Che Kadang was found murdered on 4th October, 1891, three miles 
from Kuala Dipang. He was said to have been murdered by one Usop Tinggi, 
a Pahang Malay. The Collector and Magistrate, Batang Padang, wired to me a tew 
days ago that Usop Tinggi was in his district.: Warrant for his arrest has been 
asked, and persons sent down to identify him. 

121. On 8th August, 1891, Ngah Tepoh, of Pulau Penang (Kampar), murdered 
Uda Narasin at Kuala Juang (Kampar), and was sentenced to be hanged. 

122. At 6 p.m. on 6th December, 1891, a report was received that some coolies 
of Pan Chang kongsi, Papan, were beating the watchman, Chait Singh. At 8 p.m. 
the men sent to enquire brought in the body of Chait Singh, which was wet, but bore 
no marks of violence. Case, so far, seems to be culpable homicide not amounting to 
murder, but is still pending. 

123. On 2nd September, 1891, one Putch Jaffar killed his wife and a relation. 
He was sentenced to death and hanged. 


124. Gang Robberies.—Thirteen Chinese broke into the house of Lai Se, a 
gardener, at Seputeh at night on 8th February, and stole property worth $407. No 
trace. 

125. At 2a.m., 14th February, 1891, the Niu Sa kongsi at Suak was broken 
into by 20 Chinese, and $300, which had been paid to the coolies, robbed. Ten of them 
were in the kongsi at the time, but, as usual, would or could not assist to trace the 


robbers. 
126. At Tambun on 18th January, 1891, seven armed Chinamen with black faces 


broke into the house of Chin Yew and took in cash $50 and $24.60 worth of property. 

127. At Tambun, at 7 p.m. on 2nd February, 1891, ten armed Chinamen entered 
the shop of Yong Yi Teng and stole $96 in cash and property worth $277, some of it 
unredeemed pawned property. 
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128. At Lahat on 18th February, 1891, seven armed Chinamen broke into the 
house of Lai Choon, a vegetable gardener, and took cash, jewellery and property valued 
$84.66. Koh Wee, a/ias Loh Yong, one of the gang, was recognised and pointed out 
to the police. He voluntarily pointed out two of his colleagues, in whose possession 
some of the missing property was found. Only three were arrested and tried. One 
was sentenced to two years’ rigorous imprisonment and two were discharged. 

129. In case No. $* Chiu Kwai was sentenced to three years’ rigorous imprison- 
ment, Chan Ke, a//as Kok Chong, to three months’ rigorous imprisonment. 

: 130. On 14th January, 1891, ten Chinese broke into Sun Seng kongsi at Tekah 
and stole cash and property worth $139. 

131. At 2a.mon gth March, 1891, on the Gopeng-Batu Gajah bridle-path a gang 
entered Pan Fook’s shop, beat him and his coolies, and took property and cash valued 
at $171.90. They then took from a Kling overseer, named Valiproom, $90 Govern- 
ment wages—or he says they did. One man was identified by Pan Fook, but discharged 
from want of evidence. 

132. $130was taken from Fuk Sinkongsi, Sungei Raya, by sevenunknown Macaos. 

133. On 22nd September, 1891, Won Tai, on his way to Ipoh, was robbed by 
six Chinese of $91.20. No clue. i 

134. At 10a.m. on 12th December, 1891, information was received that the house 
of Haji Ismail, of Batu Karong, on Kampar river, was broken into by twenty-five 
Chinese and five Malays, and property to the value of $692 taken. Haji Ismail was 
severely wounded, but succeeded in wounding some of the robbers with a pointedstick. 

One man was arrested, with wounds and some old coins, which had been de- 
scribed among the missing property, on him. He pointed out 21 men at Membang-di- 
Awan as his accomplices. 

135. Highway Robbery.—In case No. %',in fourth quarter of 1890, Chin Sin was 
sentenced to seven years’ rigorous imprisonment on 13th February, 1891, and in case 


No. &”, in fourth quarter, 1890, Kulop Masan and Mali to one and seven years’ rigorous 


imprisonment respectively. 

136. At Kledang, Wong See’s shop was broken into about midnight, and 
$124.30 worth of property taken. 

137. On roth April, 1891, Lim Pin, a Keh, attacked Mutusamy (postman), who 
was carrying $1,000 (Government property) in notes between Lahat and Papan, but was 
arrested by watchman Fazl Deen and sentenced to three months’ rigorous imprisonment. 

138. Sam Kui, a boatman from Teluk Anson, reported that he was robbed in 
Gopeng village, by daylight, of $68. He gave the names of the persons who robbed 
him, but could not describe them or say where they lived. He did not seem excited, 
and showed no marks of violence. It seems probable that his report was untrue. 

139. Out of the large number of cases, most are trivial and all ordinary, as are 
the house-breaking cases, of which, as well as the theft cases, the following tables give 
a fair idea.

143. Police work in Kinta, as elsewhere, has increased with the population, and 
the number of men for work does not increase proportionately. New places, such as 
Membang-di-Awan and Tronoh, keep on opening out, but although the old places do 
not die as these spring up, the same number of men are still supposed to be sufficient 
to efficiently check crime. 


Four Inspectors have been stationed in the district throughout the year; the 
changes having been as follow. 


144. Inspector Cardew transferred from Teluk Anson to Papan division on 14th 
April, 1891, relieving Inspector Foley, who took charge of Kamunting on rgth April, 
1891. Inspector Evans was transferred from Teluk Anson to Ipoh on roth October, 
1891, in room of Inspector Ephraums, who proceeded on leave; Inspector Hawkesby 
was transferred to Gopeng on 11th October, 1891, in room of Inspector Hayler, who 
relieved Inspector Rattray at Matang. 


EXTRADITION. 


145. Sixty-five fugitive criminals were extradited, 32 from Larut to Penang, one 
to Sumatra; 29 from Krian to Penang; 2 from Kuala Kangsar to Penang, and one 
from Ulu Perak to Kedah, as against 73 in 1890, 77 in 1889, 116 in 1888, 61 in 1887 
and 58 in 1886. Twelve were rendited—6 from Penang to Larut ; one from Sumatra 
to Kuala Kangsar, 2 from Penang to Kuala.Kangsar, and 3 from Penang to Krian, 
as against 19 in 1890, 23 in 1889, g in 1888, 7 in 1887 and 6 in 1886. 
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146. Kedah, as previously, has not taken sufficient steps to ensure the arrest of 
any fugitive who has committed serious crime until the fugitive had departed to 
Kelantan or elsewhere.

150. There will probably be a sudden and very large increase to the number of 
gharis as soon as the road from Taiping to Parit Buntar, over the Putus, is open for 
traffic. The road from Batu Gajah to Ipoh should also cause a considerable addition 
to the number of hack gharis in Kinta, when open. 

151. The estimated revenue for the whole State exceeded the amount collected 
by $6,068.98 in spite of the delay beforementioned in getting books to register 
according to the amended regulations.

152. Births——Three thousand five hundred and seventy births were reported, 
as against 2,549 in 1890, 2,511 in 1889, 2,535 in 1888 and 1,837 in 1887. The return 
gives all necessary details.

153. Six thousand and seven, as against 5,181 in 1890, 6,323 in 1889, 6,447 in. 

1888, 5,968 in 1887, 4,004 in 1886.

EDUCATION. 

156. Inspector Rattray passed the Police European Standard, and drew the 
bonus for Malay. 

Fourteen men went up for examination, and all passed the native standard for 
Malay, as against 10 passed out of 29 in 18g0, 2 out of 25 in 1889, 23 out of yo in 
1888, 25 out of 55 in 1887. 

157. I hope and believe that my vocabulary will largely increase the number of 
those who thus qualify themselves in future. 

158. One man passed the first standard in English. 


OFFICERS. 
159. Officers were chiefly conspicuous by their absence, a large share of their 
work falling on the Superintendent Intelligence Department (Mr. Wagner) and myself. 


160. Mr. Duhan, formerly of the Bengal Staff Corps, joined the Force as an 
Assistant Commissioner on roth July, 1891, but was on the sick list, or leave on ac- 
count of sickness, till nearly the end of the year. I had ample opportunity, however, 
of judging of his qualifications, and consider the Government is lucky to have secured 
his services, provided his health can stand our work. He is a hard working, clever 
and most thoroughly reliable officer, and has a good knowledge of native character 
and Hindustani. 

161. Lieutenant Stewart, who proceeded on sick leave in September, 1890, had 
to resign, as his medical officer warned him he could not live out here after the severe 
attack of suppressed malarial fever he had gone through. 

162. Lieutenant Talbot was offered and accepted, taking up the duties on 17th 
April, 1891, the post of aide-de-camp to His Excellency the Governor, but retaining 
his position in this Force, thus being practically seconded. 

163. Of the manner in which Mr. Wagner has assisted me in performing the 
exceedingly arduous duties of Police work I cannot speak too highly. 

164. /nspectors——I can only repeat what I said last year. Nothing could be 
more satisfactory than the manner in which these men, as a body, perform their very 
varied and, oftener than not, very trying duties. Where all work so well it would be 
invidious to make comparisons. As last year, there is, unfortunately, one exception, 
Inspector Skilling. He, however, is still on probation, and I have recommended that 
his services be dispensed with. 

165. Native Offcers—These, as last year, have performed all their duties, mili- 
tary and police, in a most exemplary manner. 


FINANCE. 
- 166. Return Q gives a detailed statement of Expenditure. 

167. Establishment Oficer-—There was a saving of $4,604.87, owing to only 
half of the Adjutant’s pay being drawn for the year, and only $566.86 being drawn 
against the pay of the Deputy Commissioner, and the remainder of the saving being 
on the pay of the Assistant Commissioner and the Commandant’s allowance, only half 
of which was drawn by the Commandant at the Crown Agents. 

168. Establishment Inspectors.—There was a saving of $1,671.70, due to 
absence on leave and one vacancy for a short time. 

169. Establishment rank and file—There was a saving of $17,132.41 from pay 
of men on leave and the higher grades of pay not being filled, the men being too young 
soldiers to have earned the advance. 

170. Services exclusive of Establishment——The amount provided for in the 
Estimates was $85,857, as against $67,053.75 (original estimate) and $209 (excess) 
last year. The original estimate for this year was exceeded by $4,283.13, so that 
$21,476.90 was spent in excess of the estimated amount in the previous year. 
Hydrophobia and Census indirectly added considerable sums. 
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PENSIONS. 


171. Twenty-eight Sikhs and no Malays retired on pension in 1891; of these, 
two Sikhs commuted their pensions. 


172. The total cost of pensions was, in 1891, $8,013.69, as against $6,574.04 in 
1890, $2,833.16 in 1889, and $1,338.45 in 1888. 
173. No pensioner died during the year, and none were refused pension. 


174. The largest item of saving on the Force was “ Horse Allowance,” $1,708.35, 
“ Fuel and Stores for Pinnaces’’ coming next with a saving of 769.25, exclusive of an 
-amount of $395.74 which was deducted from this vote and placed to credit of “ Repairs 
to Pinnaces” in order to meet a heavy bill of $751.50 for repairs to No. 2 Pinnace, 
making the actual saving on ‘‘ Fuel and Stores” $1,164.99, the reason of the saving 
being the length of time each of the pinnaces was laid up for repairs and no‘fuel used. 


175. Ofthe excesses, the largest item was again, as in the previous year, Pensions, 
$3,113, caused by a claim from the Government of India for $3,326.14 on account of 
pensions paid for this Government by them. “Clothing and Boots ”’ $2,886.12, “ Stores, 
Arms, &c., $2,495.93, coming next. 


176. The total expenditure of the Force was $256,290.59, as against $237,313.51 
in 1890, $224,943.21 in 1889; the total saving was $15,781.55, as against $12,237.23 
in 1890, $16,473.54 in 1889. 

177. Supplementary votes were found necessary to the extent of $15,190.92, 
the chief being ‘‘ Pensions,” $3, 350, ‘Stores, Arms, etc.,” $2,990, “Clothing and Boots,” 
$2,495.52, “ Miscellaneous,” $2,200. 


REVENUE. 


+78. The amount collected was $33,635.77, an increase of $1,060 over the 
previous year, of $1,836.22 over 1889 and $8,408.77 in excess of the amount estimated. 


179. The main item of increase was again in this year on ‘Cart and Ghari 
Taxes,” $4,209.86.

GENERAL. 


182. On the last night of 1891 I was called away from a dance to send a fully 
equipped party to Pahang. My orders were handed to meat g.15 p.m. at the Residency, 
and at 11.30 p.m. I started by special train for Port Weld with a party consisting of 
Subadar Hira Singh, 10 non-commissioned officers, 81 men and an armourer sergeant 
and dresser, to proceed to Kuala Lumpor under Mr. Duhan and be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Resident of Selangor. My first action on receipt of orders was to order 
up steam in the Government s.y. J/ena. I sent with the party 120 rounds of ammu- 
nition per man, one field gun with roo rounds each of shrapnel, common and double 
shell, case shot and 15 star shell and the necessary number of cartridges, fuzes, 
&c., one rocket trough with 12 Hale’s war rockets, a supply of simple medicines and 
rations for one week. I got all safely on board and they started, with three ARETE 
cheers, by 1.30 a.m. from Port Weld on s.y. Wena. 


183. At the beginning of the year a large amount of extra Reel was ‘htowin on 


the department by the Census. 


* * * * * * * : 


185. During the year I completed and placed in the printer’s hands a small 
manual of Urdu into Malay in the Urdu character, and before leaving I hope to do the 
same with Punjabi and Pushtu. 

186. I have also sent to be printed in the different characters a simple set of 
tules, for the guidance of police constables on the various occasions on which ex- 
perience has shown that they are apt to make mistakes.

188. The Government Printer informs me that the cost of printing for the 

department during the year was $664.85.

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MONTHLY REPORT. 


No. 257.—Matance Montary Report ror Jung. 
To tHE AcTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
Tarpine. 
Si1r,—I have the honour to forward my letter for June. 


1. On the 26th May I was instructed to take over charge of the 
district from Mr. Dew, and next day at 5 p.m., accompanied by the Acting 
State Engineer (Mr. Trump) and the District Engineer (Mr. Gray), steamed 
out to the Tanjong Krang lighthouse, and at low tide, about 10 p.m., made 
a close inspection of the building, which we found somewhat the worse for 
wear and tear. Having slept the night at the lighthouse, we returned to 
Port Weld at 7 a.m. 28th instant. 

* * * * * * * 

8. On the 30th a Chinaman was run over on the railway at Port 

Weld, and died next day in the hospital from the injuries he received. 


4. After clearing the jungle from the compound formerly in the occu- 
pation of the Toh Puan Halimah, two gun towers were revealed built on the 
north and south corners of the massive stone wall which surrounds the 
compound and house. Each tower has broad steps leading up to the gun 
pits, in which four embrasures have been made, and which command the 
four sides of the wall as well as the front and rear. It would be a pity to 
demolish these picturesque old towers, which will stand for many a year to 
come as historical reminiscences of the past. 


5. On the 14th two Malays, prospecting for tin at Sungei Luboh, Ulu 
Trong, arrived, bringing with them specimens of ore and asked to be allowed 
to take up some land for mining. 


6. On the 17th a determined murder took place at a lonely kampong 
near the Sungei Gedong, the victim being the young wife of an old Malay 
settler named Mat Salleh. Jealousy is supposed to have led to the tragedy; 
the murderer is still at large. 


7. On the 23rd I held an inquest on the body of a Chinaman, who 
was taken by an alligator out of his boat whilst rowing. From the evidence 
of the deceased’s companion at the inquest, it appears that he and the 
deceased were returning from Sungei Trong to their kongsi at Sungei 
Tiram with a load of fresh water, the gunwale of the boat being only just 
above water. About half way home, without any warning, an alligator sprang 
out of the water and seized the deceased by the leg, dragging him into the 
river. His companion went to his assistance, seizing him by the hand, and 
a tug of war commenced between the Chinaman and the alligator for the 
possession of the unfortunate coolie, ending, after a struggle of a few 
minutes, in the Chinaman having to let go his hold in order to prevent the 
boat from swamping. As soon as he let go his companion and the alligator 
disappeared under water and he saw them no more; the boat swamped at 
the same time, and the more fortunate coolie made the best of his way home 
through the bakau swamp. He returned, however, as soon as possible to 
the spot, with the towkay and coolies of his kongsi, and after searching for 
two hours found the body floating about’ quarter of a mile away from the 
fatal spot. No time was lost in pulling the body into a boat, but before this 
Was accomplished they had to beat off a huge alligator which came to the 
surface with the body, and who had a grip on one of the legs. Having at 
length succeeded in beating off the monster the body was safely stowed 
away in the boat, and, strange to say, that although the coolie was taken at 
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. 
8 a.m. and his body found at 4 p.m., none of the flesh had been eaten. The 
alligators in this river have been long noted for their ferocity, and evidently . 
do not intend any longer to stick at trifles in order to satisfy their rapacity. 


8. The Matang books were audited during the month.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 263.—BATANG PADANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR May. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to transmit to you the monthly letter for Batang Padang 
for May. 

During the absence of the District Magistrate the administration of the Batang 
Padang district has fallen on the Superintendent of Lower Perak. . . . Nothing 
has been done beyond maintaining the ordinary routine of work and carrying out 
what Mr. Wray, the late District Officer, suggested. 

* x * * * * * 

It is gratifying to be able to note the amount of mining land given out during 
the past month, 467 acres of mining land having been alienated, while another 200 to 
300 acres are in course of demarcation, together with 300 acres more applied for. 
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The Malacca Company’s mine at Chenderiang has been re-opened, and, according 
to their agreement, 300 coolies are to be put to work. Of these, about 100 are already 
on the spot. 

About 27 acres of land have been given out for agricultural purposes, and there 
will be many more applications when the road from Tapah to the 17th mile, where the 
railway station is to be, is completed. 

Good progress is being made with this road . . . . . 

The health of the district has been good, and there has been no sickness to report 
beyond what is ordinarily the case. 

A shock ot earthquake was felt on the 17th May, at 8 p.m., and lasted for one 
minute and a half, and created some consternation amongst the natives. The shock 
appears to have been more severe here than at Teluk Anson or Kinta.

Sir,—I have the honour to report as follows. 

2. A fire broke out at Ipoh at about 3.10 p.m. on the 1st. 

3. | at once proceeded there, as also did the Inspector of Police and the Assistant 
Protector of Chinese. 

4. About 123 houses were burned, and the loss may be put at from eighty to 
one hundred thousand dollars. 

‘5. The fire spread with great rapidity, and very little property was saved. 

6. The police krani, Mun, while walking along one of the streets, looking at the 
ruins, was struck on the head by a piece of falling timber, and died very shortly alter, 
his skull having been badly fractured. 

7. The same day a Chinaman was murdered by his partner at Lahat. 

8. On the 2nd I had a meeting of Chinese and Malays, who had owned houses 
in the burnt portion of the town, and discussed the question of laying out the land, 
a fresh metalling of the private roads, &c. 

g. I returned to Batu Gajah in the evening, stopping at Tekah Menglembu on 
the way to inspect the new streets which are being laid out. 

1o. On the 14th the Senior Magistrate arrived to try several cases, leaving again 
on the 17th, on which day I went to Ipoh and inspected the streets as marked out. 
I returned to Batu Gajah the following day. 

11. On the 22nd I went to Kuala Kangsar to see the Acting British Resident on 
duty, and returned to Ipoh the following day, reaching Batu Gajah on the 24th. 

12. The officer in charge, Perak Sikhs, arrived on a visit of inspection on the 29th.

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No. 265.—SELAMA MONTHLY REPORT FOR JUNE. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to transmit to you my mopthly letter for June. 


On the 2nd the District Engineer of Larut arrived, and on the 3rd I accompanied 
-him to Ulu Selama, returning here on the qth. 


I proceeded to Ijuk on the 13th, and the next morning ascended the Titi Wangs 
range to prospect for an improved elephant track to the old mines, which are wel 
known to exist in the neighbourhood of the Harus Sending pass. 


This pass is probably the lowest point in the range north of that through which 
the Taiping and Kuala Kangsar road passes, and divides the valleys of the Ijuk and 
Temelong rivers. I spent some five days in this neighbourhood, and having decided 
on the best route I started a number of men opening a six-foot track for elephants. 


I encountered considerable difficulty in getting an easy grade over the upper two 
miles, but the remaining five were over gentle slopes and level land. At one point I 
made a slight deviation, in order to give access to a mine on a small branch of the 
Ijuk, formerly worked successfully, but which has been closed now for some years, 
owing to the difficulties of transport. 


It is reasonable to suppose that when this route is sufficiently open to traffic, the 
elephants, cattle, etc., crossing from the Perak valley to this district will use it in 
preference to the old Bukit Tiga Puloh Tiga pass, it being easier of access and 
having a less elevation. 

On the 2gth I visited Tebing Tinggi. 

During the past half-year a little over two miles of the Krian river has been 
cleared of all snags, &c.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


Health—The health of the State has been fairly good, notwithstanding the great 
increase in the number of cases of malarial fever, which, however, did not prove very 
fatal. The increase of this disease has been particularly noticeable in the town and 
vicinity of Taiping, which formerly was almost free from it. There was a greater 
number of cases last year than during the whole of the previous ten years I have been 
resident in the district. This I believe to be in some measure due to the opening up 
of mines close to the main roads and residences of the inhabitants. Many of these 
mines, I notice, are not worked by steam pumps, consequently only a small quantity of 
the superfluous water is got out and the remainder remains, evaporates, and becomes 
stagnant. 
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I strongly urge upon the Gdyernment to issue some stringent rules for the proper 
opening up of mines in close proximity to a station. Mining should not be allowed 
less than 200 yards from a main or side road, and should be pumped by steam, not by 
the ancient turbine, which did excellent work formerly, when mines were not close to 
dwellings, and it was of very little consequence so long as the water was kept under 
sufficiently to work the mines. It would be of much greater advantage to lose a few 
dollars revenue than sacrifice the health of a whole district, as is being done in Larut, 
as well as making the place most unsightly. . . . . . . . 

Number treated.—Twelve thousand four hundred and ninety-nine cases were 
treated in the various Hospitals of the State, against 11,922 in 1890, with a death rate 
of 12°97 per cent, against 13°62 in 1890, being an increase of 577 patients, with a 
decrease of 0°65 per cent in the death rate of the State. 

The following table shews the number treated, with death rate, in each district for 
the last two years :

From the above table it will be seen that there has been an increase of patients 
in every district except Larut, where there was a decrease of 294 during the year 
under review. This was due to the diminution in the number of admissions into the 
Yeng Wah Hospital, owing to the yearly decrease of beri-beri.

From this it will be seen that fever was the most prevalent disease in the State 
during the year, and that principally malarial, or the intermittent type. Next in order 
come ulcers, of which there are always a large number among natives, especially 
Chinese and other estate coolies. Next in frequency come diarrhoea and dysentery, 
of which there are also always a large number, being the diseases to which natives are 
Most subject to periodically. Venereal disease is greatly on the increase, and rose 
from 653 in 1890 to 883—an increase of 230 cases during the year. Pulmonary 
complaints also increased by 48. There were 493 injuries, against 464 in 1890. 
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Lepers increased by 9. There are now 150 in the State, of which only roo can be 
accommodated in the ward at Pulau Jeréjak. Beri-beri numbered 1,548, a decrease 
of 609 over 1890. The highest death rate was from pulmonary complaints, very fatal 
among natives, and rose to 38.3 per cent during the year, or 5.2 higher than last year. 
The cause was the greater range of temperature than in 1890, the greatest being as 
much as 30 degrees. The next highest were dysentery and diarrhcea, 29.3 and 35 
per cent respectively. These diseases always give a high mortality in tropical 
climates, and especially so among opium-smoking races. 

Santtation—The town of Taiping has been periodically inspected by me, and 
Kamunting by Dr. Fox. Very few of the improvements I recommended a year ago 
have been carried out—viz., closing the market with Venetian shutters at night, to pre- 
vent vagrants sleeping amongst the food left from the day previous; fixing the 
hydrants in the centre of the markets instead of outside, so that they may be thoroughly 
flushed several times a day and kept cool; appropriating one market to vegetables 
and poultry and the other for meat and fish, so that they may not be tainted by the 
smell from the poultry ; turfing the side of Main Road and other streets where trees 
are growing, to prevent gravel being washed into the drains, causing immense labour 
every day in clearing them out. 

Vaccination.—Vaccination was carried out to the extent of 2,049 cases for the 
whole State, being 928 less than last year. This was caused by not being able to 
carry it out regularly in the first part of the year. The greater number were operated 
on in Larut—viz., 1,238, with the result of 667 perfect and the remainder failed, modi- 
fied, or not seen. The Vaccination Return will give full particulars of the ftumbers 
done in each district, with results.* 

The number of cases of poisoning increased considerably, with a corresponding 
high death rate, 222 per cent. The death rate from beri-beri rose very slightly, from 
6°7 per cent in 1890 to 6’ during the present year. his is very satisfactory, compared 
with former years, and is, I think, as low as can ever be expected, considering the 
gravity of the disease. 

Deaths.—There were no deaths among the European officers. Two Eurasians, 
both in Government service, and Mrs. Fraser died of cholera in Krian. Also two 
Europeans in Lower Perak, as mentioned in the report for that district. 

Medical Staff—Dr. Vinter was invalided home in February and resigned the 
Service, and was succeeded by Dr. Owen, from Pahang, late in the year. 

Establishments.—There have been no new hospitals built during the yedr. The 
subordinate staff remains the same as in 1890. New pupils were taken on probation 
at the General and Yeng Wah Hospitals and subsequently confirmed. 

Out-door Patients —Twenty-five thousand two hundred and sixty-one out-door 
patients were seen at the different Dispensaries of the State, being a decrease of 3,089, 
shewing a good state of health during the year.

Inspection of Passengers and Cattle.—Thirty-eight thousand five hundred and 
twenty-four passengers were inspected at Port Weld, with the result of eight lepers 
and 32 paupers being returned to Penang. 

One thousand five hundred and sixty-eight head of cattle landed and were 
inspected at Teluk Kertang and Port Weld, with the result of three bullocks affected 
with foot and mouth disease being placed in quarantine. 

GENERAL HOSPITAL AND DISPENSARY. 

Staff—Apothecary, Mr. F. W. Nicholas; Dressers, Mr. R. Naidu, one assistant, 
two pupils and dispenser. ~ 

Mr. Nicholas, Apothecary, has done very good work during the whole year, and

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proceeds on well earned leave of absence early in February next. Dresser Naidu and 
all the staff have also performed their duties very satisfactorily. 

The two pupils have been recommended for promotion to Assistant Dressers and 
two new ones engaged, which, with those now eligible for promotion, will fill up most 
of the vacancies in the subordinate staff. 

Buildings.—A new operating and diarrhoea ward and additional servants’ quarters 
ase built this year, but the drains are not yet finished, so that they cannot be regularly 
use 

Work done.—Seven hundred and seventy-three patients were treated in this 
Hospital during the year, with a death rate of 10°86 per cent, against 650 in 18g0, 
with a death rate of 15°07 per cent. Twenty-two of the cases admitted died within 
48 hours of admission. 

This Hospital receiving all cases sent by the police, including accidents, the 
death rate is very variable.

The principal diseases treated, in their order of frequency, were as follows :— 

Intermittent fever, 109; dysentery, 98; ulcers, 68; wounds of all kinds, 71 ;

* It will be seen by the above table that the large number of 109 cases of intermit- 
tent fever was treated in this Hospital during the year, against 54 in 1890, showing the 
great increase of malaria in the district. 

Dysentery and diarrhoea were both somew hat prevalent, as they always are among 
the class of patients admitted into this Hospital. Ulcers formed the next largest 
number of cases, there having been 68. 

There were 71 wounds and 23 fractures treated, and 54 cases of syphilis.

METEOROLOGY. 

Temperature.—The highest temperature recorded during the year was 96°, on 
May 28th. This is two degrees higher than in 1890 and only one degree less than in 
1888, when the maximum marked 97°, the greatest heat registered in the shade during 
the last 11 years, the time during which a register has been kept. 

The lowest for the year was 62°, and the mean was 81.8°. 

Rainfall—The total rainfall for the year was 156.87 inches, or 10.82 inches 
greater than in 18go. 

In 1890 the greatest rainfall in one month was 18.84 inches, in April; in one day, 
3.85, on January 6th; mean monthly rainfall, 12.17; mean daily rainfall, 0.40. 

In 1891 the greatest rainfall in one month was 25.86 inches, in October; in one 
day, 4.58, on November 14th; mean monthly rainfall, 13.07; mean daily rainfall, 0.429.

CENTRAL PRISON. 


Staff—Dresser Sinnatamby continues as Dresser, and fulfils his duties very satis- 
factorily. 

Assistant Dresser Tan Yew Cheng, although appointed last year, has not acted 
regularly at the Central Prison on account of the new hospital not being finished, and 
has been employed at the General Hospital and out-station duty when required. 

Health of Prisoners.—The health of the prisoners has been exceedingly good, 
owing to the second block of cells having been completed and occupied at the com- 
mencement of the year, and a large number of prisoners removed from the association 
wards. There was a less number admitted into hospital and the lowest death rate 
for the past six years. 

Epidemic.—Only one case of epidemic disease occurred in the Gaol last year, 
being one case of chicken-pox. 

Work done.—The number admitted into hospital during the year was 326, as 
follows :—

The prevailing diseases were, as in the previous year, dysentery, 67, and diarrhea, 
79 cases. These occurred, also as before, principally among the vagrant class, opium 
smokers with broken down constitutions. There was rather a large number of cases 
of fever, which was also the case throughout the district. 
The following table shows daily strength, number of admissions into hospital, 
average daily sick, and death rate for the last six years.

It will be seen by the foregoing table that the death rate is the lowest for six years, 
only ten prisoners having died, against 52 in the previous year, two being cases 
received in a very emaciated condition from Kuala Kangsar who died a short time 
after admission. This number included two executions and one prisoner found dead 
in his cell. 

Since the removal of prisoners from the association wards to the solitary cells 
a marked improvement has taken place both in their physical and moral condition. 

Twelve cells in the lower corridor of A Block were partitioned off for the 
accommodation of female prisoners and lunatics at the beginning of the year, during 
the building of the female block of cells not yet completed. It is very urgent that 
this building should be pushed forward with the greatest possible despatch, as the 
cells apportioned for the accomodation of females have been several times overcrowded 
and are very inconvenient for the treatment of lunatics, who, it is to be hoped, will be 
removed to the new Asylum, to be built this year. 

The number of cases which received treatment out of hospital during the year 
was 1915, suffering from the following diseases :—Ulcers, 775; diarrhoea, 247; fever, 
150; dysentery, 58; rheumatism, 83; debility, 75; eczema, 178; itch, 29. 

YENG WAH HOSPITAL, TAIPING. 

Staff—Dr. S. C. G. Fox, M.R.C.S., District Surgeon, Larut, remains in charge. 

The subordinate staff lost the valuable services of Apothecary Perera in March, 
who was transferred for duty to Teluk Anson on Dr. Vinter having to proceed to 
Europe on sick leave. Since then the hospital has been without an apothecary, the 
duties of which have devolved on Dresser De Cruz, who has done the work very 
satisfactorily. This naturally entailed considerably more work and responsibility on 
the District Surgeon, but I am pleased to be able to report that every one of the staff 
worked cheerfully and gave every satisfaction. 

Unfortunately, as has been the lot of the Medical Department on two previous 
Occasions, the clerk of this Hospital misappropriated an amount of revenue belonging 
to Government, and was tried and sentenced to four months’ simple imprisonment, 


which he is now undergoing. 
n) 
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Dresser Hong Chan remains in charge of the Lunatic Ward and Mr. Moreira,’ 


Hospital Steward. Both these officers have worked extremely well during the year, 
as well as the two pupils, who have both pees recommended for promotion to © Assistant 
Dressers. 

I forward the District Surgeon’s report in its entirety. is 

It will be seen by the table in the District Surgeon’s report there were 2732 
patients admitted into the Hospital during the year, a slight decrease on last year, 
which was also a decrease on 1889. There were 445 deaths, or 14.70 per cent, also 
a decrease on last year. I consider this very satisfactory, considering the class of 
patients treated. 

There were more patients suffering from ulcers than any other disease, the large 
number of 475 having been treated during the year. 

Intermittent fever was also extremely prevalent, no less than 299 cases having 
been admitted. This is unusual in such large numbers, and indicates the malarious 
type of atmosphere prevailing during the last year. It was not, as a rule, fatal, except 
in neglected cases. 

Bowel complaints again showed a large admissionyeviz., 445, with 137 deaths. 

Beri-beri is again on the decrease, which has been steadily going on since the 
year 1888. The number of cases treated was 179, with 7 deaths, or 3:91 per cent. 

In 1888 there were 834 cases, with 56 deaths, or 6:71 percent. As stated by the 
District Surgeon, it will soon be a disease of the past, instead of the most prevalent, 
which it has now been since the year 1880. 

Venereal disease of all kinds is distinctly and rapidly on thé Smear as the 
figures show in the table in the District Surgeon’s report. : 

Lepers—These are again a source of great trouble, and will montis to be so 
until the ward being built at Pulau Jeréjak is ready for occupation, which I was hoping 
would be the case early in the year. Even then, only roo will be able to be accommo- 
dated, whereas they average more than that number, with a good number in the out- 
stations. 

LUNATIC WARD. 

A proper Asylum was recommended and sanctioned in the Estimates. . . I 
hope, therefore, to see a building soon commenced which will not only be an ornament 
to the State, but one of the most useful. Since the treatment of lunatics 
has been pursued as far ag practicable under a recognised system, although the accom- 
modation is very limited and much overcrowded, the results have been even much 
better than could have been anticipated, and the large percentage of 53°33 of cures 
effected with a death rate of 11:11, I consider very satisfactory, and speaks exceedingly 
well for the staff, especially the attendants, on whom the success of the treatment very 
much depends. 

I attriBute one of the chief causes of success in the treatment to the keeping of 
patients constantly active and their minds occupied as much as you can. This has 
been dong, by introducing work of different kinds, and gardening especially, which they 
take gra interest in and become very proficient. The tapioca and arrowroot now 
grown by the lunatics are of excellent quality, and very much appreciated both by 
patients and out-door inhabitants, and from which a very good revenue is derived, 
having produced this year a sum of $720. 

With the exception of a few additions, I consider the Hospital as complete and 
as large as required, and with the compound so picturesquely laid out with a large 
collection of tropical plants from nearly all the neighbouring countries within a con- 
venient distance, I certainly concur with the opinion generally expressed .by visitors 
and most recently by His Excellency the Govesne that it is one of the best hospitals 
in the Eastern Archipelago. 


KAMUNTING DISPENSARY. 

This Dispensary is attended by the staff of the Yeng Wah Hospital, and was 
established to relieve it of the great number of patients applying from that district. 
It has succeeded almost beyond expectation, and the large number of 2,653 cases were 
attended to during the year. 

At the Yeng Wah out-door department also, 5,020 were attended to dudae the 
year, the greatest number being ulcers, and, next in frequency, secondary syphilis, 
which is very prevalent among the lower class of Chinese, in consequence of the 
primary attack, as a rule, being treated with Chinese medicine and improperly cured.

Stafi—The Hospital and district continue under the charge of Apothecary 
Rogers, who has performed the duties very satisfactorily. 


Buildings —A diarrhoea ward is just completed, to accommodate ten patients. 
The want ot this has been much felt, there being no place for isolating these patients 
before. 


A new well has been built for the female ward, so as to avoid the necessity of 
the female patients having to pass in close proximity to the male wards. 


The floor of the dispensary verandah was cemented and a brick drain round it 
completed : 


Work done.—There were 885 patients treated during the year, of the following 
nationalities: Chinese, 20g, Tamils, 579; Malays, 36; Singhalese, 4; Bengalis, 58; and 
one European, with a deatlr rate of 14°91, against 740, with a death rate of g'45, in 1890. 
The prevailing diseases were: dysentery, 125; ulcers, 103; intermittent fever, 77; 
remittent fever, 72; secondary syphilis, 77; diarrhoea 53. 


It will be noticed from these figures that the number of cases of intermittent and 
remittent fever are much the same, not as has been the case in most districts during 
the year, where a prevalence of intermittent shows that the malarial influence was 

. Very great. 


It is also noticeable that more Malays received treatment from this Hospital than 
any other, which is to be accounted for by the influence of His Highness the Sultan. 
There is also a greater number of Tamils treated at this Hospital than any other 
nationality, owing to the two coffee estates in the district, the coolies from which 
come to this Hospital for treatment. 


Health of District —The health of the district on the whole has been very good, 
no epidemic disease having occurred to speak of | Several reports of cholera having 
broken out in kampongs down river were received, but, otf investifation, were mostly“? 
found to be false or much exaggerated, as will be seen by the return, which only gives 
seven cases for the whole district. 


There was -a large amount of disease among cattle, principally the working 
buffaloes, which is always the case in this district, a greater number being used or the 
road than anywhere else. 


Vaccination was carried out to the extent of 109 cases, which is rather less than 
previous years. . . . 


One case of hydrophobia occurred and proved fatal. The man was a Chinese and 
was bitten by a dog two months before, at Padang Rengas. 


Prison.—The health of the prisoners was satisfactory, the average number daily 
in gaol was 21°26, and non-convicted 5°65, with an average of 2°15 sick. 

Meteorological Report——The highest temperature recorded was 97°, On 31st 
March, and the lowest 65°, on 16th February. Rainfall for the year was 95°71 inches, 
-and the greatest in 24 hours was 5°20 inches. 


KINTA: DISTRICT, 
INCLUDING BATU GAJAH, GOPENG AND IPOH. : 
The Senior District Surgeon, after returning from leave of absence and acting for 
me while I proceeded on a month’s sick leave to Ceylon, finally assumed charge of the 


district in August, 1891, relieving Dr. Wheeler, who proceeded to take up duty at 
Lower Perak. 


Buildings—Two new wards were constructed during the year, one at Gopeng, 
and one at Ipoh. Additional quarters were provided for Assistant Dressers at all the 
Hospitals. 

Staff—The staff &f all the Hospitals has not been up to their full strength during 
the year, owing to several being on leave of absence, and not having yet obtained a 
qualified man to fill the vacancy caused by Apothecary Nadir’s death last year. 

The Clerk and Storekeeper, Gopeng, was dismissed for drunkenness. 


7 Work done.—F our thousand six hundred and forty-eight patients have been treated 
in the different Hospitals of the district during the year, with a death rate of 13°29 per 
Cent, against 4,487 in 1890, with a death rate of 12°63 per cent.

It will be seen from the above table that the largest number of patients treated was 
at Gopeng, with the lowest death rate. This is to be accounted for by Gopeng being 
the largest mining centre, and the mines nearer the Hospital than at the other stations.

Leprosy.—Thirty-four cases were treated, with three deaths. 

Cholera.—Cholera broke out in a sporadic form in all the three stations. There 
were 23 cases, with 21 deaths. 

Small-pox.—No cases occurred in this district. 

. Vaccination.—Three hundred and seventy-six subjects were operated upon during 
the year under review, against 1,368 the previous year. 

Cattle Disease—An. outbreak of foot and mouth disease took place in the Ipoh 
section: the disease was stamped out by isolation. 

Out-door Patients.—There were 7,990 patients treated during the year, against 
10,489 the previous year, as follows :—Batu Gajah, 3,297; Gopeng, 3,007 ; Ipoh, 1,686; 
thus shewing a decrease of 2.499 patients against 1890.

Meteorology.—The rainfall of the three sub-districts has been as follows: Batu 
Gajah, 115°20; Gopeng, 113°61; and Ipoh (for 5 months only), 67°92 inches. 


LOWER PERAK AND BATANG PADANG. 


Stafi—Dr. Wheeler assumed charge of this district in August, on the return of 
Dr. Wright from leave of absence. As stated in my report of last year, Dr. Vinter, 
after six months’ service, was obliged to proceed on sick leave in February, and 
resigned his appointment while in England, not being able to return. 


LOWER PERAK. 

The staff at this Hospital consists of Senior Dresser Naganather and Assistant 
Dresser Ah Choi. A Port Medical Officer has been recommended for next year, 
whose duties will be to examine all passengers and cattle that arrive. This has hitherto 
been done by the Dresser, but it has interfered too much with his hospital duties, 
steamers generally arriving about the time he is a to the patients; and very 
often delay is caused to passengers landing. é 

Health of District—The health of this district has been fairly good, except the 
usual outbreak of cholera from impure water, which usually happens when the weather 
is dry. The epidemic this year, although continuing for some time, was not a very 
severe one, there having been 63 cases with 48 deaths. 

Work done.—Eight hundred and seventy-seven cases were treated in the Teluk 
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Anson Hospital during the year, with a death rate of 16:30 (this includes cholera 
patients), against 450 in 1890, with a death rate of 10°44 per cent. 

The high death rate of this year is due to cholera, dysentery and diarrhoea, diseases 
caused by bad water and faulty sanitation, which will continue to be the case at Teluk 
Anson until the whole of the draining is completed and carried off in brick or cement 
drains. Mee fo Weis 

The most prevalent diseases during the year in this Hospital, in their order of 
frequency, were—intermittent fever, 233 ; dysentery, 104; diarrhcea, 103; ulcers, 59; 
-cholera, 51; and syphilis, 47. 

' , This being one of the most malarial districts in the State, intermittent fever 
prevailed to a great extent. 

Among the victims from cholera were two Europeans, strangers in the State, who 
wandered into the jungle without food, were lost, and attacked with the disease from 
want and exposure. by ikoes: eee se 

Beri-beri again showed a very small proportion of the cases admitted, only twenty- 
nine during the whole year. . . . . . | . 

There were two amputations performed in this Hospital during the year. 

Out-door Work.—Seven hundred and twenty-two cases were treated outside the 
Hospital during the year, not includgng Government officers or prisoners. 

Meteorological Report.—The highest temperature recorded during the year was 
96°, on April 5th, and the lowest was 68°, on August 1oth. The total rainfall was 
85°62 inches. 

BATANG PADANG. 

Stafi—Dr. Wheeler assumed charge of the district and Hospital at the same time 
as Lower Perak. Apothecary Perera was transferred from the Yeng Wah Hospital, 
Taiping, to this Hospital, on Dresser Nunnameah proceeding on leave of absence. 
The remainder of the subordinate staff consists of two Dressers, Fuk Meng and Alvisse, 
and Assistant Dresser Polonio. 

Apothecary Perera unfortunately fractured his arm, and was relieved by Dresser 
Naganather from Teluk Anson, Mr. Perera doing duty at Teluk Anson until he 
recovered the use of it. He is reported by the District Surgeon, as well as the remainder 
of the staff, to have performed their respective duties very satisfactorily. 

Dr. Wheeler is of opinion that the District Surgeon should reside at Tapah, the 
community being much larger and the number of patients treated in hospital about a 
third more than at Teluk Anson. 

For the appointment of Port Medical Officer at Teluk Anson I have recommended 
Dresser Nunnameah. 

Buildings—A new ward was finished during the year, making four in all, capable 
of holding about 120 patients. 

Health of District.—This district has also been fairly healthy, with the exception 
of a few sporadic cases of cholera. 

Work done.—One thousand and sixty-one cases were treated in this hospital 
during the year, with a death rate of 9°33, against 1,248 in 1890 with a death rate of 
10°65 per cent. Although less than last year, it far exceeds the number admitted into 
the Teluk Anson Hospital. 

The prevailing diseases, in their order of frequency, were as follows :—Intermittent 
fever was again the highest, no less than 350 cases having been treated ; dysentery, 
118; beri-beri, 109 ; diarrhoea, 103; ulcers, 80. 

Intermittent fever was again the most prevalent disease, the district being also 
malarial. Dysentery and diarrhcea, being next, are almost equal in number. _Beri-beri, 
although still prevalent in this district, only numbered less than half the number 
treated in 1890, and the death rate being very low, only 3°66 per cent. 

Out-door work.—One thousand six hundred and fifteen cases were treated as 
out-door patients, against 2,125 in 18go. 

Vaccination.—Forty-eight cases of vaccination were performed during the year, 
of which 44 were perfect. 

Meteorological Report.—The highest temperature recorded during the year was 
93°, and the lowest 70°. 

The total rainfall for the year was 182°97 inches, being the greatest for the last 
three years. :

Stafi—This district has been under the charge of Mr. Colomb, Apothecary, the 
greater part of the year, who performed the duties of District Surgeon very satisfac- 
torily. 

Dr. Owen, the new District Surgeon, arrived late in the year and took up the 
appointment in Krian on December 12th, and has since been gazetted to the district, 
which will again be left without a District Surgeon when Dr. Owen assumes charge of 
Lower Perak for Dr. Weeeler, who proceeds on leave of absence in March next. I 
have recommended that Apothecary Perera be placed in charge. cake . Dresser 
Poniah and Assistant Dresser Fung Meng Sang comprise the subordinate staff at 
Krian. 

Pare: —There have been no new buildings erected at this Hospital during the 
year. 

Health. The eal of the district has not been satisfactory, cholera and small- 
pox having broken out—the former on two different occasions. During the last out- 
break two Eurasian Government officers and the wife of an European officer died of it, 
the latter in a few hours. 

Small-pox was traced to Kedah. Cases were isolated and the disease soon 
stamped out. 

The sanitary condition of the town has been much improved by brick drains 
having been constructed throughout nearly the whole of it. 

Water Supply.—There is no improvement in this respect, and water for drinking 
purposes has still to be brought from Nebong Tebal in boats and then by cart, and 
is very thick and muddy when it reaches its destination. 

It is most urgent that some scheme for a proper water-supply should be carried 
out, and it was hoped that this year a sum of money would be provided in the 
Estimates for that purpose. Year alter year the district is visited by an outbreak of 
cholera, some years more and some years less severe than others, which would, 
to a great extent, be prevented by a proper supply of drinking water, which I under- 
stand, can be obtained at no very great cost, and certainly no cost can be considered 
too great where the lives of a community are at stake. 

Work done.—The total number of cases admitted during the year was 657, with a 
death rate of g'9 per cent.

By this it will be seen that tere was a dagen number of patients than in either 
of the previous years with a lower death rate. Of.the deaths, 17 occurred within 48 
hours after admission. 

The principal deseases treated were as follows :—Cholera, 5; dysentery, 23; 
remittent fever, 17; beri-beri, 46; diarrhoea, 43; ulcers, 210. 

The large number of ulcers is owing to the inhabitants being all coolies working 
on sugar estates, and very liable to abrasions of skin, which they neglect and conse- 
quently form into large ulcers. 

Beri-beri, once the scourge of the State, is still on the decrease, only 46 cases 
being reported, against 70 last year. Intermittent fever has increased; diarrhoea and 
dysentery slightly so. 

Vaccination.—Ninety subjects were operated on during the year, against 21 in 
18g0, with 66, or 73°33 per cent, of successful cases. 

Out-door Dispensary.—Eight hundred and eleven patients were treated during 
the year. I visited the district three times during the year. 
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SELAMA. 

Staffi—tThis district was visited periodically during the year by the Apothecary 
in charge of Krian, and was under the charge, part of the year, of Dresser Poniah, and 
the latter part, of Dresser Smith, who remains there. Now that the Selama Tin 
Mining Company has quite collapsed and the works abandoned, with the few inhabi- 
tants left the Hospital will gradually resume itself into a poor-house for the few 
decrepit Chinese left in the district, the same as for some time previous to the opening 
of the mines. It is a question if the Hospital would not be of more use somewhere 
nearer Blanda Mabok, on the road to Taiping. It would then be more accessible for 
people on this side of the district than at one extremity of it, as in Selama village. 

Work done-—One hundred and sixty-six patients were admitted into this Hospital 
during the year, against 100 in 18go, or an average of 11.95 daily, with a death rate of 
14.20, against 14.56 in 18go. 

The following table will show the number admitted and death rate for the last 
three years.

It will be seen from the above table that the greatest number of patients admitted 
was in the year under review. 


The Hospital can only hold 12 patients, and for the last three years has been 
principally the dwelling of broken-down Chinese formerly employed in the tin mines, 
but which have not been worked for several years. 

I have always considered Selama a purely agricultural district and most appro- 
priate for the rearing of cattle, of which formerly there was a large herd of the best in 
the State. 

Out-door Work.—There were 668 out-door cases attended to during the year, 
Principally fever and ulcers. 

METEOROLOGY. 

Temperature.—The highest temperature recorded in the State was at Parit 
Buntar and Kuala Kangsar, both 97°, on 2gth April and 31st March respectively. 

The highest in the sun was at Taiping, which is the only place a sun thermo- 
meter is kept—viz., 121°, on March 24th and May 3rd. The lowest in the shade was 
at Taiping and Selama, both 62°, on February 12th and 7th respectively. 

Rainfall.—The greatest rainfall during the year was at Tapah—viz., 182°97 
inches. The greatest for one month was at Selama—viz., 30°81 inches in November. 
The greatest for one day was at Tapah—viz., 7°25 inches on 7th February. The lowest 
rainfall for the year was at Teluk Anson—viz., 85°62 inches. 

Comparative-—Compared with 18go, the highest temperature was again at Kuala 
Kangsar, Parit Buntar also registering the same temperature, being one degree higher 
at both places than the previous vear. The lowest was again at Taiping, the same 
temperature being registered at Selama, both 62°, or one degree higher than in 18go. 

The greatest rainfall was this year at Tapah, the next being Taiping with 156'87 
inches.

Si1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for 1891. 

2. The admissions for the year shew a slight decrease when compared with 
the last annual returns, but practically the numbers are much about the same. 

3. The death rate has again been reduced, and is now as low as it has ever been. 
I attribute this satisfactory result to the liberal use of fresh milk, which, although more 
costly when compared with tinned milk, yields better results, especially in patients 
suffering with bowel complaints. 

4. There were more ulcer cases admitted into hospital than any other disease, 
but this is always so in pauper hospitals. 

5. During the year 310 cases of intermittent fever were admitted, an exceptionally 
large number. 

6. The commonest type of fever was the quartan, and it was usually amenable 
to quinine. The temperature very rarely rose above 104° F.; antipyrin reduced the 
temperature three hours after it was given. Antifebrin was found to be too Heneessing 
and required too much watching. 

7. Attracted by the good results obtained by Dr. Atkinson, of Hong Kong, in 
treating diarrhoea and dysentery with the arseniate of copper solution, I tried the 
same treatment on a number of patients in the Yeng Wah Hospital. The following 
are the numbers :—Treated, 88; cured, 67; died, 16. Percentage of deaths to total 
treated, 19°27, instead of 42°91 under the ordinary treatment. 

I believe that we have in arseniate of copper a valuable astringent, very efficacious 
in patients whose constitutions are saturated with malaria. 

8. In cases of chronic diarrhoea, with the common sequela of cedema of the legs, 
the arseniate of copper was found to be very useful. 

g. In the acute and chronic forms of dysentery the results were rather dis- 
appointing, although in a case of a European officer suffering from acute dysentery, 
arseniate of copper with bael fruit stopped the purging immediately. 

I obtained it from the Hong Kong medical 
annual report of 1890.

SURGICAL OPERATIONS. 

11. During the year several cases of very severe alligator bites were admitted 
into hospital ; they all came from Port Weld. In one case half the man’s chest was 
bitten away, the pericardium was exposed, and the heart could be seen beating 
within. This man lived 24 hours after admission.

Noutce to Pranrers, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of ' 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 

The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 
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Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export. duty on produce which may not exceed 24 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road tréntage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fie commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 


Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

No. 272.—KUALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR JUNE. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
a TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for June. 


On the 2nd the Acting Secretary to Government arrived in the evening from 
Taiping, and the following day, sitting with the Datoh Temenggong, tried a case of 
highway robbery that took place in Kota Lama Kiri. The accused were found guilty 
and sentenced to three years’ rigorous imprisonment each. The Acting Secretary to 
Government returned to Taiping the same evening. 

I then proceeded down the river to Blanja to meet Mr. Alma Baker and select a 
spot on which to start a township at Tronoh. Having done this, I inspected the 
kongsis and mines that were at work in the mukim, and everything seemed to be in 
a very satisfactory and prosperous condition. 

On the 13th I met Sir Graeme Elphinstone at Padang Rengas, and went over 
the Government pepper gardens with him, and also inspected the 200 acres of land 
that he has applied for between the base of Gunong Pondok and the boundary of the 
Waterloo Estate, where he proposes planting Liberian coffee. 

On the 14th the Acting Secretary to Government passed through, on his way to 
Kinta. 

On the 16th the State Surgeon, the Acting Assistant Indian Immigration Agent 
and the Indian Immigration Agent, Penang, arrived here from Taiping, and on 
the following day they inspected the Kamuning Fstate coolies, &c. 

On the 17th the Acting British Resident arrived from Taiping. 

On the roth His Highness the Sultan celebrated his birthday by receiving the 
Europeans in the Kuala Kangsar district. The Acting British Resident and 
Mrs. Treacher were present. 

On the 21st a meeting of the State Council was held. 


On the 22nd I accompanied the Acting British Resident over the new road to 
Kota Tampan. 

On the 24th the Acting British Resident returned to Taiping. 

On the 3oth one case of small-pox was reported at Enggor, mukim of Kota Lama 
Kiri. The subject was a man who had only just come from Malacca, vid Penang. 
T took the usual precautions, and am glad tv say that there have not been any more 
cases.

No. 273.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR JUNE. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for June. 

2. The Superintendent of Prisons arrived on the 7th, and next day I inspected 
the gaol with him. All was found in good order, and of the 44 prisoners none had 
any real complaint to make. 

3. On the roth J visited Bagan Serai. . . . . I drove two or three miles 
along the road towards Sungei Gedong. The whole of the road I traversed is metalled 
and in excellent order. 
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4. On the 14th Mr. Duhan. Assistant Commissioner, Perak Sikhs, arrived on 
inspection duty, returning to Taiping in the evening. 

5. On*the 16th 119 bags of seed padi. arrived from Rangoon, which had been 
asked for by the late District Magistrate, Mr. Brewster, to be planted as an experiment. 
It will be issued to the Penghulus directly the necessary particulars about the seed 
reach me. The Assistant Engineer, Mr. Bird, returned from sick leave, having been 
absent since the 1gth ultimo. 


6. At 7 p.m. on the 17th information was received that a Malay woman had been 
murdered by her husband near Sungei Gedong, on the Matang side of the boundary, 
and that the body had been brought to Bagan Serai, the nearest police station, and had 
been sent on here for post-mortem. 


7. On the rgth the body of a tigress was brought in from Bagan Serai. Two 
Tamil men were out after wild pigs, seeing something moving in the grass, and 
thinking it was a pig, one of them fired, when, to their astonishment, a tigress jumped 
up on alog. The other man then fired and the tigress ran away, and so did the men, 
but they afterwards found her dead. 


8. On the 2oth the State Surgeon arrived from Bagan Serai, where he had been 
on Indian Immigration duty. He inspected the hospital, and afterwards left for 
Penang. 


g. The Acting State Engineer arrived on 23rd instant, and left on 25th. 


10. On the 24th I visited Simpang Lima, Simpang Ampat, and the old ferry at 
Teluk Ipeh. 2. . . 


11. Mr. Koh Bu Ann called on me on the 25th, and complained of some of his 
coolies, sent to hospital for treatment, absconding from thence. Measures have been 
taken which [trust will prevent this in future. 


12. On the 28th I ascended the river in the police launch as far as the commence- 
ment of the road to Selama, about three miles above Kuala Ijuk. It took only 4} hours 
to get there. The road is, I believe, seven or eight miles long, and when completed 
will very much shorten the journey to Selama. I understand all work on it has been 
stopped, which is a great pity. It is much grown up with grass, and I hear several 
bridges are gone, so one could not ride over it. There is a large pile of laterite all 
ready for laying down. TI landed and saw the tracks of a wild elephant crossing the 
the road. 


13. Near Kuala.Ijuk Mr. Johns’ river-clearing tongkong was moored. In addi- 
tion to clearing out snags, trees, &c., Mr. Johns is now in places re-clearing the jungle 
at the sides. I originally had it all felled to, I think, 100 feet from the side of the 
river in 1883, but it has, of course, much grown up again now, and I think it should be 
re-felled to this breadth again the whole way. My idea was to leave no trees standing 
near enough to the river to be able to fall into it. I will, however, consult the Assis- 
tant Magistrate, Selama, who is in charge of this work, about it. 


14. On 2ogth I issued notices calling a general meeting of Penghulus, raiats, and 
all concerned, to be held at Simpang Lima on the gth proximo to meet me there and 
arrange a date for commencing clearing and planting padi, &c. I anticipate great 
good from this. 


15. During the past half-year over $15,000 land revenue has been collected, 
Out of an estimate for the whole year of $17,115, and it is anticipated that a total of 
$28,000 will be collected, which will beat the record by several thousands. In 1890 
only $8,261 was collected, which rose to $21,600 in 1891, the largest amount hitherto. 
The largest amount ever collected in one month was over $6,000, last May, and over 
$4,000 was collected in June. 


16. Dyring the month the general health of the district has been satisfactory. 
There has not been a single case of beri-beri. Small-pox, which has prevailed in the 
district since January, has taken an epidemic form in Jalan Bharu. A dresser is 
stationed there who visits the sick daily, and vaccination is vigorously carried on.

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No. 274.—REPORT ON THE LARUT DISTRICT BY THE INSPECTOR OF MINES. 


To THE STATE COMMISSIONER OF LANDS, 
TAIPING. . 


Sir,—Before proceeding on my leave I would beg to submit a brief report upon 
the mines in Larut. 

2. A new valley in the district of Ulu S’apetang, north of the old workings, has 
been found; it has recently been prospected and found to contain payable tin, and 
already 13 applications have been made for land there in blocks of from 15 to 25 
acres. I do not think that the land in this valley is sufficient in area to meet the 
present applications, but, north of it, there are valleys equally large and good, and 
some of the applicants have arranged to prospect and select their land there. If this 
is done, and payable tin is found, it may lead to other valleys being opened up. If I 
were not going away I would have given my particular attention to this place, and do 
all [ could to bring people into it, and [| hope that the officer acting for me in my 
absence will be instructed to watch this place carefully. 


3. I wish to bring the district of Kota to your notice. There is great activity 
now there on the west side of the Main Road. Capitan Ah Kwi has one of the best 
mines in the district working there, employing 1,600 men. Another block of about 
80 acres, adjoining his present workings, has been recently given to him. He has 
been boring at some distance from his present workings, farther to the westward, and 
has found very fair samples of ore in his borings, and has applied for 300 acres of land 
here. There may be some trouble to get water in to the ground for washing pur- 
poses, but I recommended him to prospect for bringing water from Assam Kumbang, 
which I think can be done by using the old drain formerly made by Kong Lin and 
others. In the neighbourhood of this place Tye Lee & Co. and some others have also 
obtained land. 

4. The deviation of the Main Road at Kota has been commenced, and is now 
progressing. This will be the means of permitting a large extent of land being 
worked. Great care must be taken to see that the temporary road is properly 
constructed. 

5. The prospects at Kota are very fair, and there is more life and activity there 
now than there has been for a long time past. . 

6. I am glad also to say that at Assam Kumbang things are progressing very 
well, and new land there is being opened up. ‘Tupai is looking better since the 
Sandhurst Tin Mining Company has started work again, after having stopped work for 
some months, to the loss of the Company as well as of the revenue to the Government. 


7. Kamunting has fallen off of late. Several small mines at Janah are still being 
worked and doing well, but of the large mines you are aware that Kho Oon Keong’s 
mine has stopped work since the last Chinese New Year; it used to employ 1,500 to 
1,600 men. I hope to see this mine at work again, as this is one of the principal 
mines to open up the lead going towards Bukit Putus. 


8. Iam glad to say that I have noticed that there is a great improvement of late 
in the sanitary state of the mines. The kongsis are clean and well ventilated, the men 
are better clothed and fed; there is not so much sickness as before, and the men are 
working together better than I have seen them in the past. I hear very few com- 
plaints now on my visits to the mines, and I believe that a very good feeling exists 
between the mine owner and his coolie.

Sir,—l have the honour to submit my annual report on the expenditure and 
working of my department for the year 1891, for your information.

EXPENDITURE. 

3. The expenditure during the year under the supervision of the department 
was—on Works and Buildings, $316,778.97; on Roads and Bridges, $811,642.79, and on 
other Services exclusive of Establishments, Allowances, Transport and Office Contin- 
gencies, $53,703.94, or a total of $1,182,125.70. 

This is exclusive of the expenditure in the Upper Perak district and a portion of 
that in Selama, where the work has been carried out by the District Magistrates. ° 


WORKS AND BUILDINGS. 

4. The principal works carried out or undertaken during the year were—in Larut, 
the C or third block of Cells, the quarters for the State Engineer, the Government 
Printing Office and Printer’s quarters, the Taiping School and Schoolmaster’s quar- 
ters, the extension of the water supply to Matang, and the Female Ward and Kitchen 
at the Gaol ; in Kuala Kangsar, the Istana for His Highness the Sultan ; in Kinta, the 
new Court House and Offices, and new Post Office at Batu Gajah, and the Market at 
Ipoh; in Lower Perak, the quarters for First Assistant and Harbour Master; in Batang 
Padang, the Police Station and Lock-up, and new ward for Hospital at Tapah; and 
in Krian, the drainage of Parit Buntar, the completion of the Hospital compound, the 
erection of numerous water-gates, and the improvement and extension of the general 
drainage system of the district. The water supply for Parit Buntar was postponed, 
pending the completion of the report on the State Engineer's scheme for irrigation 
and water supply for the whole district, and that for Teluk Anson was delayed. 
but the pipes for the main and its branches have been ordered from England, so that 
it may be put in hand at the earliest possible date. 


ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

5. There was a marked increase in the mileage of the better class of roads during 
the year, 43 miles of metalled cart-road, 48 miles of unmetalled cart-road and 20 miles 
of bridle-road having been added to the lengths in existence at the commencement of 
the year; while the paths have been reduced by 15 miles, having been converted into 
cart or bridle roads in many places. 


The lengths of the various classes of roads at the close of the year were as

the total mileage of cart-roads being 369 miles 61°65 chains, as against 278 miles 
60°83 chains at the end of 1890; shewing an increase of gt miles in this most im- 
portant item. 

The pontoon bridge across the Perak river at Enggor was constructed during the 
year, and traffic was allowed to pass over it during the Christmas holidays, by the 
courtesy of the contractors, Messrs. Riley, Hargreaves and Co. The river has there a 
width of eight hundred feet in the dry season, and rises about fifteen feet in ordinary 
floods ; provision had, however, to be made for the extraordinary floods which are said 
to occur at periods of from three to fifteen years, and to have risen on one occasion 
to twice the height of ordinary floods, but, as the roads would then be impassable, 
Provision has not been made for crossing the bridge during these exceptional floods, 
yet it will, even then, be accessible to the caretakers. The timber bridge over the 
Batang Padang river at Tapah, on the main trunk road, was completed early in the 
year: it rests on permanent abutments, has a single span of 124 feet, and has been 
roofed in to protect it from the weather. 

The upkeeps, with the exception of the older Larut roads, have been carried out 
by the department, and there was not much room for improvement in the condition 
of the Kuala Kangsar roads, which have now been open for several years. Contracts 
for the supply of metal, and for re-surfacing definite sections of the road, may be let 
with advantage, but it is better that the general upkeep of the roads should remain in 
the hands of officers of the department than that it should be placed entirely in the 
hands of a contractor. 
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In the construction and metalling of new roads, excellent work has been done by 
Messrs. Gardner and Tait and Mr. W.H. Tate. The opening up of the Perak Valley 
by a cart-road was commenced during the year, and is being carried on, but unless a 
much larger provision can be made for this road in the immediate future it will take 
many years to construct the 75 miles of road required to connect Sadang with Janing. 
A road between Teluk Anson and Chankat Jong was also commenced, and will, when 
carried on so as to tap the Sungkei, Slim and Bernam districts, prove a most important 
factor in the development of the State. 

The following improvements were effected in the nature of certain of the culverts 
and bridges on the principal roads:—56 wooden culverts were replaced by stoneware 
pipe culverts with masonry face walls ; 22 of the larger timber culverts were improved 
by the substitution of masonry abutments for timber work; 40 timber culverts were 
replaced by brick barrel or arched culverts; one brick bridge, of three arches, has 
replaced a large timber structure ; and the timber superstructure of another bridge has 
been replaced by rolled iron joists with plank flooring. 

REVENUE. 

The revenue collected by officers of the department during the year amounted to 
$18,478.43. The greater part of this was collected in the District Engineer's office, 
Larut, as municipal charges, and in the State Engineer’s office in payment for stores 
and other Government property. 

RETURNS. 

The returns of expenditure on “ Works and Buildings,” “Roads and Bridges” 
and “ Services Exclusive of Establishments,” shewing amounts expended on each item, 
with abstracts of the same ; an abstract shewing the mileage of each class of road in 
each district ; an abstract shewing the amounts of actual savings on the Estimates, that 
of the supplementary votes issued against the estimated savings, and that of the savings 
which were neither estimated nor intended; an abstract shewing the amount of 
revenue collected in each office ; an abstract shewing the improvements effected by the 
department in the nature of road bridges and culverts ; and the revenue returns sent in 
by the District Engineer, Larut, are forwarded herewith, making thirteen returns, the 
abstracts and detail reports being taken as separate returns.* 


STAFF. 

With one exception, the staff of the department has worked in the usual satis- 
factory manner, and it is much to be regretted that the retrenchments necessitated by 
the carrying out of an expensive railway scheme will prevent its being kept at its full 
strength. Much valuable preparation for future work has been made, and Messrs. 
Trump and Dixon are in particular to be congratulated on the thorough and complete 
manner in which they have investigated the Krian district, and completed the designs 
and estimates of the scheme for supplying it with water for all purposes. 


GENERAL. 


The vastly improved means of communication, and the growing importance of the 
out-districts, render it advisable that the work of general supervision should have a 
local office in the southern districts ; and it is hoped that arrangements for the required 
transfer of a portion of the staff may be made in 1893.

2. The expenditure of the department during the year has been—

3. The gross receipts for the year amount to $91,462.54, and the total ex- 
penditure to $61,349.31, leaving a net profit on working of $30,113.23, or 5°51 per cent, 
on a capital of $546,243.09. 

4. Of the total receipts, $42,640.99 is for coaching traffic, $47,200.61 for goods 
traffic, and $1,620.94 for miscellaneous receipts. 

5. Of the total expenditure, $49,309.78 is for salaries and wages, and $12,039.53 
for material, stores and fuel. 

6. The increase in receipts was §2,403.51, and the increase in expenditure 
$2,501.43. 

7. The increased expenditure is attributed to increased train mileage, the 
Kamunting line having been worked the whole year, against six months in 18go. 

8. The increase in receipts is due to passenger traffic on the Kamunting line, 
there having been a falling off in goods traffic on the main line during the year. 

9. Working expenses per train mile have decreased to $1.21, but must be con- 
sidered in conjunction with gross receipts per train mile, in which there is also a 
decrease. I attribute the decrease in both to the expense of running some of the 
passenger trains on the Kamunting line, having been in excess of the receipts; some 
of these non-paying trains have now been taken off, and I trust that with a further 
reduction of train mileage during the current year the gross receipts per train mile 
will be increased. 

10. The train mileage was 50,493, against 43,047 in 1890. 

11. Passenger traffic shows an increase of $6,913,40, the additional number of 
persons carried heing 119,236. 

12. Goods traffic shows a decrease of 3,403 tons, as compared with 18g0, the 
falling off being principally in rice, sundries, tin and firewood. 

13. This large decrease in goods traffic is attributed by the District Engineer to 
depression in trade and the rise in steamer rates from Penang to Port Weld, some 
large shippers of goods finding it more economical and convenient to ship in tong- 
kongs to Teluk Kertang and to cart from there direct to Taiping. 

14. The decline in trade is shown by the decrease in tin traffic, amounting to 
19,094 slabs. 

15. As regards the details of expenditure, there has been a general increase in 
all branches of the department, accounted for by increased mileage, except under the 
head of repairs to carriages and waggons; a large number of vehicles have been 
through the shops, but the repairs have been lighter, as shown by the consumption of 
material being about one-third of the previous year. 

16, Traffic was carried on without interruption during the year, and the per- 
manent way, works and buildings were maintained in efficient repair. 


CONSTRUCTION BY CONTRACT. 

17. The contract for the Tapah Section of the Kinta Valley Railway, 16 miles in 
length, was signed by Mr. G. D. Gordon on the 14th April, and work was commenced 
on the 2oth April. 

18, Nine and a half miles of jungle have been cleared, a length of 8} miles of for- 
mation has been completed during the year, and there is half a mile partially completed, 
the total number of cubic yards of earthwork excavated being 111,908. 

19. One 10-feet culvert has been completed, with the exception of erection of 


girders, and one abutment of a second 10-feet culvert has been carried up to girder 
evel. 
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20. Six thousand four hundred and six cubic yards of ballast have been collected, 
and 11,568 sleepers cut and delivered. One mile of permanent way has been laid. 

21. The whole of the permanent way material has been delivered, and the greater 
part of the iron work for bridges. 

22. One locomotive, 10 low-sided waggons and one brake-van have been received. 
These will be required for ballasting the line when the platelaying is further advanced.

24. The contract for the Ipoh section of the Kinta Valley Railway, about 34 
miles in length, was let to Messrs. Campbell and Co., the contract having been signed 
on the 31st October, 1891. 

25. Work was commenced on the 19th October, and by the end of the year 124 
miles of jungle had been felled and cleared, and about two miles of formation completed, 
the number of cubic yards of earthwork completed being 20,137. A lot of preliminary 
work has been done by the contractors, such as building lines for coolies and providing 
material and plant, six miles of rails and fastenings having been conveyed up the river 
to Kota Bharu.

DEPARTMENTAL CONSTRUCTION. 

27. Bidor Bridge, Kinta Valley Line.—Preparations for the erection of this 
bridge were commenced in February, and consisted of clearing the banks of the river, 
building sheds, jetties, smith’s shop, cement store, &c., and the collection of plant for 
erection. 

28. The first cylinder was pitched on the rst July, and at the end of the year the 
situation of the work was as under. 

Cylinders Nos. 11 and 12 sunk to depths of 56 ft. 2} in. and 52 ft. 8} in. respec- 
tively, filled with concrete, tested and completed. Cylinder No. 9 sunk to a depth 
of 27 ft. 14 in. below bed of river. Cylinder No. so sunk to a depth of 37 ft. 6 in. 
below bed of river. Cylinder No. 8 sunk to a depth of 16 ft. 2 in. below bed of 
river. Cylinder No. 7 sunk to a depth of 33 ft. 1 in. below bed of river.

EXTENSION TO BLANDA MABOK, 5} MILES. 

31. Work was commenced on this line on the rst June, and up to the end of the 
year 175,542 cubic yards of earthwork were completed, representing a total length of 
formation of 4 miles 41°70 chains. 

32. Eighteen out of the 24 culverts were completed, and four were in hand, 35 
chains of permanent way were laid, and a commencement made on the erection of 
buildings.

34. Little work now remains to be done to complete this extension, but some 
delay will occur in opening for traffic, caused by the failure of the sleeper contractor 
to deliver sleepers in the stipulated time. 

SURVEYS. 

35. The survey of the line from Taiping to Blanda Mabok was completed during’ 
the year, at a cost of $1,832.00. 

36. The survey of a trial line from Blanda Mabok to Selama was also completed, 
costing $3,500.00. 

37. An extension of the Larut line to Kuala Kangsar was surveyed and perma- 
nently staked out, and the plans and sections of the first portion of the line from 
Taiping to Bukit Gantang were completed. 

38. The plans and sections of the second portion, from Bukit Gantang to Kuala 
Kangsar, are in course of preparation. 

39. A sum of $4,000 has been paid to Messrs. Swan and Maclaren on account 
of the Taiping-Kuala Kangsar survey, and a balance of $21.515.22 on account of the 
Kinta Valley Railway survey. 

GENERAL. 


40. I returned from leave on the 23rd August and assumed duties as Resident 
Engineer for Railways. Previous to my return, Mr. H. H. Law, A.M.1.C.E., was in 
charge of the work on the Kinta Valley line, assisted by Mr. J. C. Ford. Mr. H.C. 
Barnard, A.M.I.C.E., during the year has had charge of the open line and the Blanda 
Mabok extension, with Mr. W. B. Clark as Assistant Engineer.

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MONTHLY REPORT. 


No. 287.—Lowre Perak Montary Report ror JUNE. 


To THe AcTING SEcRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TalPine. 


Sir,—I have the honour to transmit my monthly letter for June. 


2. During the month S'tiawan has been visited by me twice. Mr. 
Velge, who, as clerk in charge, has been stationed permanently at this place, 
took up his appointment on the 14th, and I was with him on the 16th, 
remaining until the 18th to induct him into his duties. 


8. Good progress has been made here with planting, and the Kelantan 
settlers are now opening the wet padi land at Lumut, for which cattle for 
ploughing purposes are being sent to them. 


4. During the month the launch which has been placed to keep up a 
communication between Teluk Anson and S8’tiawan, calling at Lumut, 
Pangkor and the various villages on the Perak river, has run very regularly 
on a bi-weekly service. I am glad to be able to say that this steamer is of 
great benefit to the people and is paying her way, and when the time of her 
running is better known, so far as can be foreseen, will prove a success. 


5. The State Auditor was at Teluk Anson from the 2nd to the 6th 
June, and was also here from the 22nd to the 24th June, when the audit 
was closed. 


6. During the month the cart-road to Changkat Jong has been pushed 
on and the first three miles completed, while the large bridge over the 
Sungkei Mati river is nearly erected. Another six weeks should see this 
road opened for traffic. 


7. The pipes for the water supply have now arrived, and operations 
for laying the same have commenced both at Teluk Anson and Changkat 
Jong. 


8. Iwas engaged during the close of the month in making up the 
half-yearly statement to 30th June. The revenue shows very favourably, 
and continues steadily rising. 


9. The whole of the land on the new road to Changkat Jong to the 
extent of its first section—say, three miles—has been taken up, principally 
by Chinese, for padi planting, and the same may be said of the four miles of 
the new cart-road at S’tiawan. The Kelantan settlers have commenced 
felling, the land on both sides of the line of road having been taken up.

No. 288.—State Rartways.—Procress Report For JuNg.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my progress report for June. 


KINTA VALLEY LINE, TAPAH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—11,342 cubic yards have been completed, representing 
about 76 chains of formation. This includes the station yard at Teluk 
Anson, where the work is very light. 

Bridges and Culverts—The abutments of bridge No. 19 have been com- 
pleted, and work has been commenced on culvert No. 17. 

Permanent Way.—851 sleepers have been delivered, 103 lineal yards of 
permanent way have been laid and 41 chains of rails linkedin. Points and 
crossings are being fitted for Teluk Anson station yard. 

Station Buildinys.—The contract for station buildings at Teluk Anson 
has been let, and the bulk of the material prepared for erection. 


IPOH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—21,446 cubic yards have been completed during the month, 
representing about 74 chains of completed formation. 

Bridges and Culverts.—The 6-feet arch culvert at peg 1,367°84 and the 
2-feet open culvert at peg 1,374 have been completed. Preparations are in 
hand for the bridges over the Kinta and Pari rivers. 

Permanent Way.—One and a half miles of line have been laid up to date, 
and 1,660 sleepers have been delivered during the month. 

General.—The passenger platform at Ipoh is nearly completed, and 
preparations are in hand for commencing the station buildings at both Ipoh 
and Batu Gajah. Two staff quarters are nearly completed; these are tem- 
porary buildings for the permanent staff of the Railway, but will be used by 
the construction staff until the line is completed. The permanent way 
materials for the Kota Bharu-Ipoh section are now being conveyed up the 
river. One and a half miles of line have already been delivered at Kota 
Bharu. 


BIDOR BRIDGE. 

Cylinders Nos. 5 and 6 have been tested and completed, and cylinder 
No. 3 has been pitched and sunk 22 feet. The approach span on the Tapah 
side of the bridge has been erected. The third river span has been erected 
in position. The north abutment has been completed. 

On the 13th June I started for Selangor to confer with the Resident 
Engineer, Selangor Railway. On my way back I called in at Teluk Anson, 
on the 18th June, and visited the works in progress there, returning to 
Taiping on the 20th June. On the 22nd I inspected the works in progress 
on the Ulu Sapetang line, making a final inspection on the 27th. This line 
was opened by the Acting British Resident on the 28th June, and for 
regular traffic on the 1st July. 

I enclose abstract of expenditure up to the 30th June on the Kinta 
Valley line.*

TarPine. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report, for the information of 
the British Resident, on the tour of inspection to the estates in Perak where 
indentured labour is employed, for the second quarter of the current year. 

2. On the 16th instant I proceeded as far as Kuala Kangsar, together 
with the State Surgeon and Mr. Evans, Assistant Indian Immigration Agent, 
Straits Settlements. 

3. On the 17th we drove to Kamuning estate, and were met by the 
manager, Mr. Darby. . . . . We went to the hospital, where we found 
six patients, all of them being trivial cases of fever, &c. At 1 p.m. the 
coolies were mustered for our inspection, and generally appeared well looked 
after and had no complaints to make—46 men and 34 woinen. We returned 
to Kuala Kangsar the same night, and to Taiping the follewing day. 

4. We left Taiping at 9.35 a.m. on the 19th instant (Sunday) for 
Port Weld, and thence by steam launch to Gula estate. First we visited 
the hospital, where there were 43 patients. Two bad cases of sulle were 
found amongst the new coolies who had only just arrived. 

We inspected lines and, beyond some dirty drains which the manager 
promised to see to, found them in fair order. Inspected coolies at 3 p.m., 
but as this was Sunday some of them had wandered about the place : 666 
mustered, and looked healthy and well and had no complaints to make. 

5. Seven hundred and sixty-two Indian Immigrants on estate—viz., 
547 men and 215 women. 

6. Dr. Sheppard enquired into the cause of deaths of several children 
which had occurred during the year. Proceeded to Jin Wee’s estate on 
ponies, and thence to Bagan Serai, where we slept for the night at the Rest 
House. 

7. We left Bagan Serai at 7 a.m., and arrived at 8 a.m. on the 20th 
instant at Sungei Bogah estate. Inspected the coolies, who looked well. 
‘Mustered, 62 men and 21 women. Seven men reported to be in gaol hos- 
pital, Parit Buntar. One child, which had been badly burned on arms and 
leg, was ordered to be sent to hospital; also a coolie who had a bad disease. 
No complaints by coolies. Brick drains round houses ordered to be built. 
Lines much cut up and divided into little rooms, but there is lots of room 
for many more men. The coolies are never so pleased as when in these 
small places, so nothing was said against them being so, as they appeared 
happy. The hospital that the Government requested the manager to build 
has been begun, and should be ready in a month or so. Dr. Sheppard 
promised to give the manager a plan, so as to get it satisfactorily completed. 


8. We returned the same night to Taiping.

Sir,—I have the honour to-report that I have visited and inspected 
the several estates employing Indian immigration labour, with the Acting 
Indian Immigration Agent, Perak, and the Assistant Indian Immigration 
Agent, Straits Settlements, for the second quarter ending 30th June. 

2. On the 16th instant we proceeded to Kamuning, vii Kuala Kang- 
sar, where we arrived on the 17th, and inspected lines, which were in good 
order and clean, with a good supply of water. ; 

8. The Acting Indian Immigration Agent objected to the superficial 
area of the lines, being only 10 ft. by 10 ft. for four persons. Although 
small, the cubic space is made up to a fair amount by the height of the lines, 
and consequently there is good ventilation, which has been proved by the 
coolies being perfectly healthy since their removal to these lines, which are 
bordering the main road, from the original ones in the interior of the estate. 
The manager said he would comply with the Indian Immigration Agent’s 
order that only two coolies should occupy this space. 

4. There were seven coolics in hospital—six in estate (five women 
and one man) and one female at Kuala Kangsar—suffering from the follow- 
ing diseases: diarrhoea, fever, dysentery and indigestion. The number of 
coolies employed on the estate is 80—46 men and 34 women. Number at 
muster, 66—38 men and 28 women. The men are all new arrivals since my 
last visit, and are a very fair average lot of Tamil coolies; several are of 
very good physique. There were no complaints, all being satisfied with the 

‘food and treatment they received. The women, many of them also new 
arrivals, were rather a mixed Jot, the manager complaining that several of 
them did very little work. 

5. Gula—This was the next estate visited, on the 19th instant. We 
first inspected the hospital, where there were 43 patients (38 immigrants), 
and were suffering from the following diseases: primary and secondary 
syphilis, debility, ulcers, burn, fever, pneumonia, phymosis, fracture and 
wound. as 

6. The lines were in fair order, being large and airy. There were 
762 immigrant coolies on the estate—547 men and 215 women; at muster 
666—476 men and 190 women. The coolies, both men and women, were 
all looking well and had no complaints. 

7. Sungei Boovah.—This estate was next visited, on the 20th instant. 
There were 96 immigrant coolies on the estate, 75 men and 21 women. 
At muster, 62 men and 21 women. Seven men in Parit Buntar hospital ; 
none sick in lines. A hospital is being built on this estate where the slight 
cases of illness can be treated, which will save the estate considerable 
expense, and the coolies much inconvenience, from going to Parit Buntar 
hospital when only suffering from slight ailments. 

8. The coolies were a very fair average lot and appeared very healthy. 
There were no complaints. 

9. The lines are made entirely of attaps, and, although a little rough 
and untidy in appearance, seem to answer the purpose very well, the coolies 
having enjoyed very good health in them. They are placed back to back in 
two rows under one roof, and when first put up were very airy and well 
ventilated, but the coolies have been allowed to block up the doorways and 
make small entrances in the attap walls, which very much obstruct ventila- 
tion, and should not be allowed. The drainage of these lines is very faulty, 
and brick drains require to be made all round them.

Sir,—I have the honour to submit my report on Education for the year 1891. 
The report is necessarily somewhat long, on account of the detailed information given 
concerning the Malay vernacular schools. 

2. During the year the Government English school for girls in Taiping was 
re-opened; two Malay girls’ schools were opened, at Jalan Bharu and Tanjong 
Piandang, in the Krian district; and 18 Malay boys’ schools were established at the 
following places. 

In Larut—Port Weld, Changkat Larut, Bukit Gantang, Ulu Kurau, Selinsing, 
Temerloh. /n Kuala Kangsar—Padang Rengas, Kota Lama, Lambor, Chigar Galah. 
In Upper Perak—Lenggong. /n Kinta—Sungei Raia. /n Batang Padang—Chen- 
deriang, Bidor. /n Lower Perak—Lekir, Kota Stia, Pasir Salak. /n Sedama—ljuk. 
At the end of December the registers of these 21 schools shewed an aggregate 
enrolment of 778. 

3. At the close of the year the total number of schools on the list for inspection 
was 60, with an aggregate enrolment of 2,780, as against 39 schools in 1890, with an 
enrolment of 1,524. 

4. The following comparative statement shews the increase in the number of 
schools and in the general enrolment during the past two years.

6. There are nine English-teaching schools in the State, seven of which are 
Government institutions, the two others belonging to the Krian Tamil Mission and 
receiving aid from Government. At five of the English schools the pupils also receive 
instruction in their own language—Tamil. Of Malay vernacular schools the number 
is 51, four of which are for girls. :

The average age is ten. 
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8. Attending our Malay schools are some 2,332 pupils. Approximately, this is 
about ten per cent of the Malay children of a school-going age. The ages of the 
scholars row in enrolment range from five to twenty years, the average age being 
about nine. . 

ANNUAL INSPECTION. 

9: The annual inspection was begun in October, and 53 schools were visited 
and examined before the end of December, the inspection having been completed in 
the present month (February). As the schools are scattered over an area five or six 
times the area of the Colony, the distance to be travelled is very considerable, and it 
may easily be conceived that in many places travelling is not of a very pleasant nature, 
especially during the rainy season. 

10. On the day of inspection the total number of pupils present at all the schools 
was 2,452, or 88 per cent of those in enrolment, as against 1,297 pupils, or 85 per 
cent, present on the day of inspection in 1890. 

11. The number of pupils examined has risen from 587 presented for examination 
in 1890 to 942 presented at the recent inspection. 

12. The examination of each school was conducted in accordance with the 
standards followed at the inspection of the Straits Settlements schools, whether English, 
Malay or Tamil. 

13. The following statement shews the average percentage of passes obtained in 
reading, writing and arithmetic by the several classes of schools :—

14. These general results are not so satisfactory as those obtained at the 1890 
inspection, when the results were as follows :—

15. Particularly noticeable is the low percentage of passes in arithmetic at the 
Tamil schools. This is attributable to the complete failure of the Matang school in 
this subject, and the almost utter failure of the Krian Tamil Mission schools, which 
obtained only 26 per cent of the passes possible in arithmetic, though in reading and 
writing they did remarkably well. 

With respect to the English schools, it is necessary to mention that the passes in 
arithmetic are affected by the failures above referred to, as the Matang and Krian 
Tamil schools also appear on the list for examination in English; and as regards the 
reading and writing, I can only say that the examination in these subjects was made 
as difficult as the standard requirements would allow, and no credit whatever was given 
for any proficiency that fell short of those requirements. 

The results obtained in arithmetic at the Malay schools are the same as in 189g0— 
still unsatisfactory, I regret to say. As regards the reading and writing, the remarks 
just made in reference to the English schools apply equally to the Malay schools. At 
the same time it should be remembered that a number of pupils in their first year’s 
attendance at school were examined in the first standard, though by rule IX. of the 
Straits Settlements Code they need not necessarily have been presented. Some 
reference was made to this point in my last report. 

16. Details as to the results of the examination of the various schools will be 
found in Appendices B, C and D.* 

EXAMINATION OF ENGLISH SCHOOLS. 

17. There were present on the day of inspection—altogether—4o4 pupils, or 
90 per cent of the number in enrolment, as against 313, or gt percent, present at the 
1890 inspection. ‘ 

18. The number presented for examination was 183, against 166 presented in 
1890. As at the previous inspection, a number of the junior pupils were examined 
and promoted to the first standard. 

19. Ofthe 553 passes—in all subjects—possible, 400 were obtained, or 72 per cent, 
not quite so satisfactory a result as was obtained at the previous inspection, when 336 
Passes were gained out of a possible 448, or 75 per cent.

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CENTRAL SCHOOL. 

20. The annual inspection of the Central School took place on the 23rd and 
24th October—a month earlier than in the previous year. Sixty-three boys were 
examined in standards I. to V., and 196 passes were obtajned out of a possible 229, or 
85 per cent, a result which compares favourably with that obtained at the 18go in- 
spection, when the 59 boys presented for examination obtained 79 per cent of the 
passes possible. Whilst a fourth of the boys failed in reading, there were but nine 
failures in writing, two only in arithmetic, and none, I am glad to say, in either geo- 
graphy or composition. The percentage of passes obtained by each standard is as 
follows :—

During the year the school met 205 days, and the daily attendance averaged 86 
per cent of the number in enrolment, a slight improvement on the 1890 attendance, 
which averaged 85 per cent of the number enrolled. 

The above figures shew the school to be in a satisfactory condition, and with the 
appointment of a trained English teacher—already sanctioned—to assist the Head- 
master, still better results will no doubt be obtained at the next inspection, when, it 
is hoped, there will be presentations in standard VI. 

The new school-building, which was completed and taken over in April, affords 
ample and suitable accommodation. 

TAIPING GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 

21. This school was re-opened in January of last year, under the charge of Mrs. 
Greene Hounslow. It was inspected on the 26th October, presentations being made in 
standards I. toIV. Of the 34 passes possible, 23, or 68 per cent, were obtained. The 
failures were chiefly in arithmetic, in which subject general weakness was shewn. 
The reading, however, was good, particularly in the fourth standard. The specimens 
of needlework, which Mrs. Hood Treacher kindly consented to inspect, were most 
favourably reported upon—an indication that this important branch of the curriculum 
is receiving the very best attention. ' 

The average enrolment for the year is 18. The attendance has been fairly regular, 
averaging 80 per cent of those in enrolment. The average age of the children is 7°7. 

The school has laboured under considerable disadvantages ever since its first 
establishment, but I have no doubt that it will be more widely appreciated in the 
future, and fully justify its existence. 

TAIPING ANGLO-TAMIL SCHOOL. 

22. The enrolment at this school has risen from 52 in 18go to 81 in 18g1, and 
the attendance has been more regular during the past year, averaging 76 per cent of 
the enrolment, against 73 per cent in 1890. 

Twenty-nine boys were examined (October 26th) in standards I. to IIL, obtaining 
66 passes, or 74 per cent of the 89 passes possible, as against 70 per cent of passes 
obtained at the previous inspection. 

The new school-building, at Kota, was completed and taken over last month 
(January). 

KAMUNTING SCHOOL. 

23. The Kamunting school, which is attended only by Chinese boys, was 
inspected on the 27th October. Forty-six boys were present, out of an enrolment of 
50, and 19 boys were present for examination in standards I. to IV., obtaining 75 per 
cent of the passes possible. 

The school met 207 days during the year, but I regret to say the daily attendance 
was irregular, averaging only 74 per cent of the enrolment, against 86 per cent in 18go. 
Since the inspection, however, the attendance has been much more regular, and I 
have hopes that it will so continue during the current year. 


MATANG SCHOOL. 

24. The inspection of the Matang school took place on the 28th October. 
Thirteen boys were examined in standards I. to III., and 15 passes were obtained out 
of a possible 40, or 37 per cent, a lower percentage even than last year’s, which was 
only 45. There were only two passes in reading. 

This school was originally intended for Tamil children only, and was for a con- 
siderable time attended solely by such, but as the number of Tamil children in the 
neighbourhood diminished, it was deemed advisable to admit other nationalities, and 
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hence the somewhat anomalous position of the school, as it exists at present : a Tamil 
master—with only a very slight knowledge of Malay, and no knowledge whatever of 
Chinese—in charge of Tamil, Malay and Chinese children, all receiving instruction in 
English. Such has been the position of the school for the last three years, and it is 
not surprising, therefore, that better results are not obtained. It would occupy too 
much space to explain here the matter further, but I hope to be able shortly to address 
the Government on the subject. 

The average enrolment for the year is 34, and the average daily attendance 25, 
or 73 per cent of those in enrolment. At present there are some 18 Tamil, 9 Malay, 
and 8 Chinese children attending the school. The average daily attendance of Tamil 
children is about 12. Instruction in Tamil—a sine gud non with Matang parents—is 
given in the afternoon. 

I regret to say that in April last the teacher formerly in charge of the school, 
Mr. Paramanandan, died while on leave in India. 


KUALA KANGSAR SCHOOL. 

25. There are 16 pupils, chiefly Malay boys, learning English at the Kuala 
Kangsar school, under an Eurasian master. Of these, ten were presented for exami- 
nation in standards I. to III., obtaining 16 out of a possible 33 passes, or 48 per cent. 
The failures were chiefly in reading, eight boys failing in this subject. There was a 
change of teachers during the year, and this may have interfered with the progress of 
the scholars to some extent. English is now more intelligently taught, and I expect 
there will be better results at the next inspection. 

The inspection was held on the 3rd November. 


TELUK ANSON SCHOOL. 

26. The inspection of the English school at Teluk Anson took place on the 13th 
November, when nine boys were presented for examination in standards I. to IIL, 
obtaining only eight passes out of a possible 30, or 26 per cent—a most unsatisfac- 
tory result. Only one boy passed in reading. 

At the previous inspection this school did very well, having obtained 87 per cent 
of the passes possible. The attendance during 18g0 was also better, averaging 73 per 
cent of the numbers on the books, against 71 per cent in 18g1. 

Now that there is an Assistant Visiting Teacher stationed at Teluk Anson, I have 
little doubt that during the current year this school will regain lost ground. 


BAGAN SERAI TAMIL MISSION SCHOOLS. 
(1) BOYS’ SCHOOL. 

27. The examination of this school was held on the 2nd December. Fifty-nine 
boys were present, and, of these, 12 were presented for examination in standards 
I. and II., obtaining 66 per cent of the passes possible—not so good a result as that 
obtained at the previous inspection, when a percentage of 73 was obtained. 

The attendance during the year has been fairly regular, averaging 80 per cent of 
the enrolment—the same as in 1890. The school met 221 days. 

Order and discipline are conspicuously wanting at this school, and whilst such 
a state of things continues it is hardly possible that any really good work can be done. 
Without exception, the school is the worst in the State in this respect. (It is perhaps 
necessary to mention that as this is a Mission school it is not visited so regularly as 
are the ather schools in the State, and never by the Visiting Teacher). 


(2) GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 


28. There were no presentations in English at this school, the children being 
examined only in Tamil. The minute on the inspection is given under Tamil Schools. 


EXAMINATION OF TAMIL SCHOOLS. 

2g. The number of Tamil Schools is five, attended by 216 children. ‘The attend- 
ance at these schools during the year has been regular, averaging 84 per cent of the 
number in enrolment. On the day of inspection 200 children were present, or g2 per 
cent of the total number on the registers. Ninety-one were presented for examination in 
standards I. to V., and obtained 72 per cent of the passes possible, a result which does 
not compare favourably with that obtained at the 1890 inspection, when a percentage 
of 88 was obtained. Paragraph 15 of this report accounts for this low percentage. 
The arithmetic at these schools was very bad indeed, but it is satisfactory to note the 
good results obtained in reading and writing—g5 per cent of the passes possible in these 
two subjects. The following is a brief report on the examination of the Tamil schools. 
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* TAIPING. 

30. Twenty-nine boys were examined in standards I. to IV., against 14 presented 
tor examination in standards I. to III. in 1890. There were four failures in reading, 
six in writing, nine in arithmetic, and three in grammar, the percentage of passes for 
all the standards being 76. 

MATANG. 

31. Only four children were examined—one in standard I. and three in standard 
II. Five passes were obtained, or 41 per cent of those possible. . Vamil children are 
generally smart at figures, and it is surprising, therefore, that at this school there 
were no passes in arithmetic. At the 1890 inspection a percentage of go—in all 
subjects—was obtained. Some half dozen girls, whose average age is six, are 
amongst the pupils of the Matang school. 

TELUK ANSON. 

32. Two boys were examined—one in standard II. and one in standard III., 

and, as at the 1890 inspection, 100 per cent of passes was obtained. 


BAGAN SERAI. 
(1) BOYS’ SCHOOL. 

33. Thirty-five pupils were presented for examination in standards I.to V. The 
passes obtained amount to 96, or 73 per cent of those possible. Only one-fifth of the 
boys passed in arithmetic, although the sums given were of the easiest. One boy in 
the second standard failed in all subjects. The higher standard boys wrote very 
intelligently the substance of a short story read over to them twice. 

The majority of the pupils are the children of field labourers or road coolies, and 
I think it would be well if education here were limited to the teaching of Tamil only. 

(2) GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 

34. Twenty children were examined in standards I.to IIf., obtaining 76 per cent 
of the passes possible. There were only six passes in arithmetic, this subject having 
been as much neglected as at the boys’ school. At the 1890 inspection no failures at 
all were recorded. 

Needlework of a plain kind is taught, but I am“afraid the teaching is not of much 
value. 

There are 52 children now attending the school, the average enrolment for the 
year being 47, and the average daily attendance 35, or 74 per cent of the enrolment. 


MALAY VERNACULAR SCHOOLS. 

35. During the past year 20 new Malay schools were established, bringing 
the number up to 51, or 42 more than were in existence at the end of 1889. Their 
distribution over the various districts of the State is not quite an equal one, having 
regard to the recent Census returns, but they are more or less in the densest centres 
of population, where it was deemed they were the more required. It may be mentioned 
that in each instance, before a school was established, a guarantee was obtained from 
the respective Penghulus and others that the school would be sufficiently well-attended 
to justify its establishment. That more new schools were not opened during the year 
was chiefly owing to want of means. Petitions for the establishment of schools were 
received from the Malays of a great many places, and, if time and funds will only 
allow of it, some score more of our large kampongs ought each to have its school 
before the end of the current year. 

36. In December the aggregate enrolment at the Malay schools was 2,332, 
against an aggregate enrolment of 1,140 in 1890, or an increase of 1,192. Thus the 
average enrolment at each school is 45°7. As a whole, the attendance has not been 
regular during the year, averaging only 71 per cent of the average enrolment, but this 
is accounted for by the great and unavoidable irregularity at the schools in agricultural 
districts during the padi season, though these schools are closed for about two months 
in the year at such time. On an average, a Malay school meets about 230 days in the 
year. 

37. On the day of inspection 2,048 pupils, or 87 per cent of the aggregate 
enrolment in December, were present, and of these, 695 were presented for examination 
in Standards I. to IV., obtaining 73 per cent of the passes possible, against 80 per cent 
obtained at the 1890 inspection. Of 17 boys presented for examination in Romanised 
Malay, at different schools, only one passed, but the others did very creditably, and I 
am satisfied with the progress shewn in this important subject. At the next inspection 
there will be many more presentations, and no doubt a satisfactory number of passes 
will be obtained. # 
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38. Fourteen of our teachers are certificated, having passed through the Singa- 
pore Training College. We are dependent on the Straits Settlements for teachers, 
and I have again to thank the Superintendent of Education, Penang, for his great 
courtesy in assisting me to obtain suitable men in Penang for our schools. Besides 
certificated teachers, a number of others, with more or less of a training, have come to 
us from Penang and the Province. The teacher is an important consideration: he 
makes the school, and we shall never have such good schools as those of the Straits 
are until we possess a great many more efficient teachers, men with a college training. 

39. The teaching of the Korn in our schools was commenced at the beginning 
of the year, and in December the registers shewed an aggregate enrolment of 560, or 
an average of 20 pupils at each school at which a Koran teacher was appointed. The 
teacher is chosen by the Kathi or Penghulu, and on the approval of the District 
Magistrate is put in charge of the class. The salary is about $8 per mensem. Instruc- 
tion in the Kor4n is given in the afternoon between 2 and 4 o'clock. 

40. The present satisfactory condition of our Malay schools is due, in a very 
great measure, to the efforts of the Visiting Teacher, Mahomed Ibrahim, who has 
worked in a very zealous manner during the year. He has been ably assisted by 
Ahmed Malaka, who was promoted to the post of Assistant Visiting Teacher in July, 
and placed in charge of the Krian and Selama schools. 

LARUT SCHOOLS. 
TAIPING. 

41. Inspected 24th October. Thirty-one boys were presented in standards 
1. to IV., obtaining 93 per cent of passes, against 15 presented in standards I. to III. in 
1890, when a percentage of go was obtained. The average enrolment for the year 
was 52, and the average daily attendance 37, or 72 percent. Fifty boys were present 
on the day of inspection. 

The new school-building was completed and taken over in December. 

SIMPANG. 

42. Inspected 25thOctober. Fourteen boys were examined in standards I. and II., 
obtaining 74 per cent of passes, against 62 per cent obtained at the 1890 inspection, 
when there was only a first standard. The attendance during the year has been 
regular, averaging 83 per cent of the enrolment. 

The new school-building was completed and taken over last month (January). 

TRONG. 

43. Inspected 2gth October. Fifteen boys were examined in standards I. and IL, 
obtaining 82 per cent of the passes possible, against g1 per cent obtained in 18g0 by 
the first standard. The average enrolment for the year was 27, and the average daily 
attendance 19, or 72 per_cent. 

KAMPONG DEW. 

44. Inspected 30th October. Twenty-six boys were presented in standards 
I. and II., obtaining 69 per cent of passes. This school obtained 100 per cent of passes 
at the 18go0 inspection, but there was then only a first standard. The attendance 
during the year has béen regular, averaging 81 per cent of the number in enrolment. 
Fifty-two boys were present on the day of inspection. 

The new school-building was completed and taken over in July. The site was 
generously given by Samsudin, the Imam Masjid of Kampong Dew. 

CHANGKAT JERING. 

45. Inspected 31st October. Fifty boys were present on the day of inspection, 
of whom 15 were examined in standards I. and II., obtaining 73 per cent of passes. 
The attendance during the year has not been regular, averaging only 75 per cent of 
the enrolment. 

The new school-building was completed and taken over last month (January). 

BUKIT GANTANG. : 

46. Inspected 1st November. This is a new school, opened in July. On the 
day of inspection 44 boys were present. Nineteen boys were examined and promoted 
to standard I. The attendance has been regular, averaging 87 per cent of the 
enrolment. 

CHANGKAT LARUT. 

47. This is a new school, opened in September. On the day of inspection 
(January 3rd) 37 boys were present, two of whom (boys from the Simpang school) 
were examined in standards II. and III., obtaining 37 per cent only of the passes 
possible. The attendance has been regular. One of our best teachers is in charge of 
the school.

PORT WELD. 

48. Also a new school, opened in September. Forty-five boys were present on 
the day of inspection (January 28th), 24 of whom were examined and promoted to 
standard I. The attendance has been very regular since the establishment of the 
school, averaging over go per cent of the enrolment. 

TEMERLOH. 

49. A new school, opened in June. Average enrolment, 39; average atten- 
dance, 29, or 74 per cent. On the day of inspection (February 4th) 35 boys were 
present. Nine boys were examined in standard I., obtaining 59 per cent of the passes 
possible. Promotion to the second standard will take place three months after the 
date of the examination. 

ULU KURAU. 

50. A new school, opened in September. On the day of inspection (February 
5th) 34 boys were present. No examination was held. Average enrolment, 28 ; 
average attendance, 25, or 8g per cent. 

SELINSING. 

51. A new school, opened in September. On the day of inspection (February 
8th) 53 boys were present, out of an enrolment of 54. Since the opening of the school 
the attendance has been very regular, averaging 89 per cent of the enrolment. No 
examination was held. 

KUALA KANGSAR SCHOOLS. 
PADANG RENGAS, 

52. This is a new school, opened in January. The average enrolment for the 
year is 35, and the average daily attendance 25, or 71 per cent. On the day of 
inspection (November rst) 35 boys were present, of whom 21 were examined in 
standards I. to IIL, obtaining 81 per cent of the passes possible. 

KUALA KANGSAR. 

53. Inspected November 2nd. The average enrolment has risen from 45 in 1890 
to 100 in 1891. The attendance has not been regular, averaging only 75 per cent of 
the enrolment, but this is a considerable improvement, the attendance in 18go avera- 
ging only 62 per cent of the enrolment. Eighty-seven boys were present on the day 
of inspection, of whom 37 were examined in standards I. to IV., obtaining 103 passes, 
or 84 per cent of those possible. Nine boys were examined in Romanised Malay, but 
only one passed. 

This is the largest Malay school in the State, and one of the best. Its success 
is no doubt due to the great interest taken in it by His Highness the Sultan, whose 
sons were educated here. 

SAIONG, 

54. Inspected on the 3rd November, when 43 boys were present, of whom 12 
were examined in standards I. and II. , obtaining 97 per cent of the passes possible—a 
very satisfactory result. The attendance during the year has been fairly regular, 
averaging 78 per cent of the average enrolment, 45. 

A new school was built during the course of the year, and taken over in October. 

BOTA. 

55. Inspected December 24th. Eight boys were examined in standards I. and 
IL, obtaining 75 per cent of passes. The attendance during the year has been very 
irregular, averaging only 57 per cent of the enrolment, which averages 35 for the 
twelve months. 

LAMBOR. 

56. Inspected December 25th. Thirty-five boys were present on the day of 
inspection. No examination was held, as this school was only opened on the 6th 
December. The enrolment here is 47. 

2 CHIGAR GALAH. 

57. Inspected January 13th. A new school, opened in October. No examina- 
tion. Enrolment, 33. 

KOTA LAMA. 

58. Inspected on the 18th January. A new school, opened in September. No 
examination. Average enrolment, 35. Attendance regular. 

UPPER PERAK SCHOOLS. 
LENGGONG. 

59. This is a new school, opened in August. A number of boys were examined 
and promoted to standard I. Average enrolment, 25. Attendance, nearly 80 per cent 
of enrolment. : 
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KINTA SCHOOLS. 
IPOH. 

60. Inspected November 4. Thirty-nine boys present. Enrolment, 48. The 
attendance during the year has been very irregular, averaging only 60 per cent of the 
average enrolment, 45. Twenty-two boys were examined in standards I. to IV., 
obtaining 88 per cent of the passes possible, a very satisfactory result. 

BATU GAJAH. 

61. Inspected November 5. Present on day of inspection, 52 boys, the enrol- 
ment in November being 57. Twenty-eight boys were examined in standards I. to 1V., 
obtaining go per cent of the passes possible—a very satisfactory result indeed. The 
attendance has been regular, averaging 80 per cent of the average enrolment. The 
present teacher has had charge of the school for the last eight years. 

The accommodation is neither suitable nor sufficient, and I hope it will be possible 
to provide a new school-building shortly. The school is one of the best in the State. 
GOPENG. 

62. Inspected November 6. Present on day of inspection, 42; number on 
register, 48. The attendance has not been regular, averaging only 71 per cent of the 
enrolment. Thirteen boys examined in standards I. and II., obtaining 87 per cent of 
the passes possible—a satisfactory result. 

SUNGEI RAIA. 

63. Inspected November 6. This is a new school, opened in October. No 
examination. Attendance regular, averaging 93 per cent of the average enrolment, 30. 
KUALA DIPANG. 

64. Inspected November 7. Thirty-five boys present, of whom 14 were examined 
in standard [., obtaining only 73 per cent of passes—a very unsatisfactory result. 
The teacher is certificated, and greater progress should have been made. The attend- 
ance has been irregular, averaging only 71 per cent of the average enrolment, which 
for the year was 35. 

. BATANG PADANG SCHOOLS. 

BIDOR. 

65. Inspected November 8. This is a new school, opened in November. Enrol- 

ment, 30. Certificated teacher in charge. 
CHENDERIANG. 

66. Also a new school, opened in November. Enrolment, 30. Inspected 
November 8. 

TAPAH. 

67. Inspected November g. Forty-one boys were present on the day of inspec- 
tion, of whom 17 were examined in standards I. and II., obtaining g2 per cent of the 
passes possible—a very satisfactory result. The average enrolment for the year is 
33, and the average daily attendance 26, or nearly 79 per cent of the enrolment. 
There is every reason to be satisfied with the school. A trained teacher is in charge, 
and the school has made remarkable progress during the past twelve months. 


LOWER PERAK SCHOOLS. 
TELUK ANSON. 

68. Inspected November 11. There were 53 boys present, and of these 31 were 
examined in standards I. to III., obtaining 76 per cent of the passes possible, the 
same percentage as was obtained at the 1890 inspection, when, however, there were 
only standards [. and II. The attendance during the year has been regular, averaging 
82 per cent of the number in enrolment. This school has now nearly 60 boys, and it 
bids fair to become one of the very best schools in the State. There were four 
presentations in Romanised Malay. The teacher, Sheik Ji, deserves credit for the 
present satisfactory condition of the school. 

UTAN MELINTANG. 

69. Inspected, November 12th. Forty-eight boys present, out of an enrolment 
of 50. In 1890 the enrolment was only 23. At the recent inspection 24 boys were 
examined in standard I., obtaining 73 per cent of the passes possible. Early in the 
year a new teacher was appointed. The attendance has been fairly regular, averaging 
80 per cent of the enrolment. 

BANDAR. . 

jo. Inspected November 14th. There were 34 boys present, the enrolment 
being 45. A number of boys were prevented by the floods from attending on the day 
of inspection. I may mention, incidentally, that 1 had to go in a boat as far as the 
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school steps, the whole kampong being under water. Twenty-five boys were examined 
in standards I. and II., obtaining 84 per cent of the passes possible—a satisfactory 
result. The attendance has been fairly regular, averaging very nearly 80 per cent of 
the enrolment. 

SUNGEI S’TIAWAN. 

71. Inspected November 16th. Forty-eight boys present, enrolment 61. The 
attendance averages 75 per cent of the average number in enrolment. A percentage 
of 88 was obtained by the 25 boys examined in standards I. and I].—a satisfactory 
result. \ 

PASIR PANJANG. 

72. Inspected November 17th. Thirty boys present; enrolment 40. Thirteen 
examined in standards I. and II., obtaining go per cent of the passes possible—a very 
satisfactory result. The attendance during the year has been very irregular, averaging 
only 62 per cent of the enrolment. 

LEKIR. 

On account of certain quarrels between the teacher and some of the people 
of Lekir it was decided to withdraw the teacher and temporarily close the school. 
This was done in October, a month before the inspection, the Lekir teacher being 
placed in charge of the new school at Ijuk. The attendance here has been very 
irregular, averaging only 50 per cent of the enrolment, which averages 47. Provision 
has been made in the 1892 Estimates for a new school. 

KOTA STIA. 

74. A new school, opened in October. Inspected November 18th. Forty-five 

boys present; enrolment 45. No examination. Teacher certificated. 
PULAU TIGA. 

75. Inspected December 25th. Present, 21 boys; enrolment, 39. Sixteen ex- 
amined in standards I. and II., obtaining 83 per cent of passes. The attendance 
averaged nearly 80 per cent of the enrolment. A trained teacher in charge. 

PASIR SALAK. . 

76. Inspected December 25th. A new school, opened in May. Enrolment, 33. 
Nineteen boys examined and promoted to standard I. The teacher in charge is a 
trained man from Province Wellesley. 


KRIAN SCHOOLS. 
BAGAN SERAI. 

77. Inspected December 2nd. _Vifty-one boys present; enrolment, 53. Eighteen 
boys examined in standards L. to II1., obtaining 91 per cent of the passes possible— 
a very satisfactory result. The attendance has been irregular, averaging only 62 per 
cent of the enrolment. 

SIMPANG LIMA. s 

78. Inspected December 3rd. Thirty-one boys present; enrolment, 42. Attend- 
ance averages only 50 per cent of enrolment. Twelve boys examined in standards 
I. to IV., obtaining 59 per cent of the passes possible—a very unsatisfactory result. 

JALAN BHARU.—BOYS’ SCHOOL. 

79. Inspected December 3rd. Present, 47 boys; enrolment, 60; average attend- 
ance, only 45 per cent of the average enrolment. Twenty-eight boys examined in 
standards I. to III., obtaining 59 per cent of the passes possible. This school is in 
a very unsatisfactory condition, and I think a new teacher should be tried. 

JALAN BHARU.—GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 

80. A new school, opened in October. Inspected on the 3rd December. No 
examination. Enrolment, 22. 

KAMPONG KEDAH. 

81. Inspected December 4th. In enrolment, 53; present on day of inspection, 
52. Eighteen boys were examined in standards I. to III., obtaining 83 per cent of the 
passes possible, a very satisfactory result indeed, considering the irregularity of the 
attendance, which during the year averaged only 45 per cent of the enrolment. A 
certificated teacher in charge. 

SUNGEI SIAKAP.—BOYS’ SCHOOL. 

82. Inspected December 5th. Present, 48; enrolment, 56. The average daily 
attendance for the year was only 50 per cent of the average enrolment. Thirty-two 
boys were examined in standards I. to IV., obtaining only 24 per cent of the passes 
possible. This is extremely unsatisfactory. The teacher has no doubt had too many 
classes to attend to, and I hope, with the appointment of an assistant teacher here in 
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the present year, much better results will be obtained at the next inspection. Under 
the Code, the number in enrolment should not exceed 50 pupils to one teacher. 


SUNGEI SIAKAP.—GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 

83. Inspected December 5th. Twelve girls present; enrolment, 18. Instruction 
in the Koran only is given here, but during the course of the present year the subjects 
of the Code will be introduced. The average age of the scholars is eight. The 
daily attendance is irregular, averaging about 70 per cent of the enrolment. 


TANJONG PIANDANG.—BOYS’ SCHOOL. 

84. Inspected December 6th. Present, 49; enrolment, 56; average daily attend- 
ance, 60 per cent of enrolment. Fifteen boys were examined in standards |. to HI, 
obtaining 58 per cent of the passes possible. 

I regret to say that in June last the teacher formerly in charge here—an excellent 
man—died of fever, and no doubt the school has suffered in consequence. 


TANJONG PIANDANG.—GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 

85. A new school, opened in October. The enrolment is 25, of whom 15 were 
present on the day of inspection (December 6). The children are taught the subjects 
of the Code. 

SUNGEI MEGAT ARIS. 

86. On the day of inspection (December 6) 35 boys were present, the enrolment 
being 55. The attendance at this school has always been unsatisfactory, and during 
the past year averaged only 4o per cent of the enrolment. Fourteen boys were 
examined in standards I. to III., obtaining only 45 per cent of the passes possible. 
The teacher in charge is certificated, and I looked for much better results. I have no 
doubt the next inspection will witness an improvement. 


SELAMA SCHOOLS. 
KUALA SELAMA.—BOYS’ SCHOOL. 

87. Inspected December 12th. Enrolment in December, 77; present on day of 
inspection, 70. Thirty-seven boys were examined in standards I. to IV., obtaining 
66 per cent of the passes possible. The daily attendance averages 71 per cent of the 
average enrolment for the year. Discipline is well maintained at this school. 

Two monitors were appointed here during the course of the year. 


KUALA SELAMA.—GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 

88. Inspected December 12th. Enrolment, 27; present on day of inspection, 1g. 
Four girls were examined in standard I., and it is very satisfactory to note that there 
was not a single failure. The attendance, I regret to say, has not been regular during 
the year, averaging only 64 per cent of the average number in enrolment. ‘This school 
was established in September, 18g0, and so far has proved a very successful institution. 
Needlework is taught. 

SUNGEI BAIOR. 

89. Inspected December 14th. December enrolment, 43; present on day of in- 
spection, 39. Nineteen boys were examined in standards I. and I1., obtaining 79 per 
cent of the passes possible. The daily attendance averaged during the year only 65 
per cent of the enrolment. [| am very well satisfied with this school. 

SUNGEI SEPUTEH. 

go. Inspected December 14th. Thirty-nine boys were present, out of an enrol- 
ment of 44. Five boys were examined in standard I., and obtained roo per cent of 
passes—a result very creditable indeed to both teacher and boys. Thirteen boys 
were examined and promoted to standard I. The attendance has been fairly regular, 
averaging 75 per cent of the enrolment. 

IJUK. 

gt. A new school opened in December, on the 16th of which month I inspected 

it. There are 26 boys in attendance. A good teacher has been placed in charge. 


GENERAL. 

g2. A proposal to establish a Tamil school at Gula for the children of the estate 
coolies was sanctioned in June, but the school was not opened till last month (January), 
owing to delay on the part of the contractor. 

93. The total number of schools at present is thus 61, with an aggregate enrol- 
ment of 2,810. (Fourteen of these schools are in rented houses, the average monthly 
rental being $6). The nominal records shew an additional 500 pupils as having 
attended our schools in 18g1, but who left, for various reasons, during the course of 
the year. 
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94. From this report it will be seen that education in the State is progressing, 
and, if the present rate of progress can be maintained, there is reason to hope that in 
a few years we shall have as many and as well organized elementary schools as the 
Colony of the Straits Settlements possesses. I refer more particularly to Malay 
vernacular schools. Until there is a more settled Chinese and Tamil population in 
the State the Government can hardly be expected to do more for these nationalities 
than it is now doing. Of higher education we may only dream; and, contenting 
ourselves with very modest efforts in the direction of English education, give our best 
attention to the improvement of the natives of the country, with its numerous Malay 
villages, whose populations seem anxious to learn to read and write. . . . | 
It means expenditure, and very little revenue; but a glance at the work that is being 
done will shew that the money voted for educational purposes in the State is wisely 
expended, with the fullest regard to economy. Circumstances compel us to pay our 
Malay teachers a higher rate of salary than the teachers in the Colony receive, but as 
the average amount is not much more than domestic servants here can earn, I do not 
think the remuneration is excessive. 

95. During the year under review the daily attendance at the English, Tamil and 
Malay schools averaged 78, 76 and 71 per cent of the average monthly enrolment 
respectively, or 75 per cent at all, the same average as in 1890. Whilst there has been 
a falling off at the English schools, the attendance at the Tamil schools remains the 
same, and at the Malay schools, | am glad to say, an improvement has taken place. 

At the recent inspection the English schools obtained 62 per cent of the passes 
possible in all subjects, the Tamil schools 72 per cent, and the Malay schools 73 per 
cent. In 1890 the percentages were 75, 88 and 79 respectively, but it should be borne 
in mind that in that year there were fewer presentations in the higher standards. On 
the whole, the results obtained are fairly satisfactory. 

96. That English is still unsatisfactorily taught is evidenced by the low per- 
centage of passes obtained by all the schools in reading at the recent inspection, the 
percentage averaging only 60. The best schools are, of course, those of Taiping, but 
even here much remains to be done to secure satisfactory results in the subject which 
is the crucial test at the examination. We are still without a suitable reading book, 
which, as I said last year, I believe neither England nor India can supply, except for 
the Tamil schools. Boys of the Peninsula—Eurasians, Chinese and Malays—require 
a book dealing with special objects and subjects which they know and understand— 
a book written in very simple language, and illustrated somewhat after the style of the 
excellent publications in use in the vernacular schools in India. There is material in 
abundance at hand for such a book, and no doubt the idea will eventually be carried 
out. When it is, I have no doubt the progress of English education will be both more 
rapid and more effective. 

97. The increased attendance at the Malay schools is due in no small measure 
to the teaching of the Kordn at a great number of these schools. Reference to the 
subject is made in paragraph 39 of this report. It is a small concession to the people 
of the country, with whom compulsory measures would be an utter failure, as such 
measures would provoke fierce hostility on the part of parents, be extremely trouble- 
some to a great many people, be attended with considerable expense, and, after all, 
only empty our schools, whilst alienating the good will of the people. [am convinced 
this would be so in Perak, though in other places such measures might work well. It 
is, perhaps, not altogether unnecessary to mention that the teaching of the Koran 
consists in the boys merely repeating its contents mechanically in Arabic, the expound- 
ing of it being done in the Bandersah to the adults who choose to attend there. 

98. . . . Discipline is very strictly insisted upon, and the teachers are 
required to keep the school compounds in neat order. At the principal schools 
instruction in Romanised Malay is given. 


99. The bonus system has been productive of good, and the institution of prizes 
has proved a great stimulus to industry on the part of the scholars. 


100. The work of organization has not beén neglected, and during the year a 
number of circulars, containing instructions to teachers, were issued by the department. 


1o1. In view of the establishment of so many new schools, scattered over such 
a wide area, it becomes necessary to appoint an Assistant Visiting Teacher in each 
district, that the schools may receive that constant supervision which is absolutely 
necessary to maintain them in a state of efficiency. Three assistants have already 
been appointed, and I hope it will be possible to appoint others during the course of 
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the present year. I am able myself to visit each school only about three times in the 
year, and it also becomes a question whether it is not advisable to appoint an Assistant 
Inspector. 

102. Concerning the proposal to establish a Malay normal school in Taiping, 
after the model of the Singapore Training College, correspondence took place during 
the course of the year, the result of a communication from His Excellency the Governor. 
The proposal, I regret to say, had to be abandoned. As an alternative measure, it was 
proposed to expand the Training College in Singapore, making it the central training 
establishment for the Colony and the Native States, to which centre young men from 
Perak might be sent to be trained as teachers. It is to be regretted that, failing the 
establishment of an institution of the kind here, some such arrangements cannot be 
entered into. This is owing chiefly to the difficulty there would be to induce Perak 
young men to go to Singapore. 

103. For the past year the revenue of the department—derived from school fees 
and the sale of books—amounted to $1,356.33, which is $46.33 in excess of the 
revenue estimated, and $206.95 more than was received in 18go. 

Fees are charged at only five of the English schools, and none at all at the Malay 
schools, the latter, moreover, being supplied with books, &c., at the expense of the 
Government. 

104. The sum voted for Education for the year 1891 was $36,066, or rather more 
the one per cent of the estimated revenue of the State. A saving, however, of $4,000 
was effected on the different votes. Supplementary supplies asked for during the year 
amount to only $180. ‘The cost of printing for the department was $71.83. 

105. During the year the department has received valuable assistance from the 
District Magistrates, and I have also been helped greatly in my work by the willing 
co-operation of Penghulus and Malay headmen in various places.

If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond file commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
‘survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be

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ANNUAL REPORT. 


No. 304.,—AnnuaL Report on tHE Kinta District.—The following 
report on the Kinta district for the year 1891, by the Collector and Magis- 
trate, is published for general information.

REVENUE. 

The total revenue of Kinta for 1891 amounted to $920,879.49, or $35,046.49 
more than the Estimates for the year, a very satisfactory result. With the exception 
of Rents, Licences, Boat Passes and Interest on Loans, every item is over the estimate. 

Customs exceed the estimated amount by $45,840.80, Land Revenue by $4,242.09, 
Fines, Fees and Forfeitures by $3,967.67, Taxes by $3,466.23, while the Post Office 
collections are $780.54 more. 

Altogether nine items of revenue show $61,676.60 more than the estimate, while 
four items added together show $26,630 less than the estimate. Of this amount, 
$23,534.84 is due to the collapse of the Kinta General Farm, which, of course, was 
quite unforeseen when the Estimates were prepared; but this amount is not loss, as it 
is being paid off in monthly instalments and will be brought on charge in 1892. 

Rents are $1,599 less than the estimate, owing to the Papan Market Farmer 
having tendered for the market at a higher rate than it was worth, and failed to pay 
his rent. Of this also, however, part will be recovered in 1892. 

The estimate on Interest on Loans was made in anticipation of large loans being 
made to miners for the purpose of introducing Sin-kheh labour into the country, but 
only one such loan was made during the year, and the Interest estimate is therefore 
much lower than was anticipated. 

EXPENDITURE. 

The actual expenditure in the district, exclusive of police pay, during the year 
amounted to $639,591.77, against an estimate of $667,734.33, or $28,142.56 saving. 
The saving is distributed pretty equally through all the various items of expenditure, . 
almost every item being just a little under the estimate. $151,803.22 was spent on 
the Kinta Valley Railway, $65,618.70 on Works and Buildings, $213,557.22 on Roads, 
Streets and Bridges. Thus, two-thirds of the total expenditure comes under the head 
of opening up and developing the district, while the balance was spent on Establish- 
ments, Public Hospitals, Pensions, Salaries and Allowances to Native Chiefs and 
Revenue Miscellaneous Services. One of the largest items in the above expenditure 
is $38,745.17, royalties and tenths paid to native chiefs in the district in addition to 
their salaries. 

TRADE. . 

The export of smelted tin during the year amounted to 89,953'02 pikuls, and of tin 
shipped in the form of ore to 53,392°62 pikuls, with a total value of $4,799,628, against 
101,952°06 pikuls of smelted tin and 28,233°37 pikuls of ore exported in 1890. This 
shows that the export of smelted tin is 12,000 pikuls less than last year, while the 
export of tin shipped in the form of ore is 25,159 pikuls more, showing an increase of 
13,160°21 pikuls of tin exported in 18g1 over the export in 1890, an increase of ten 
per cent. 

The most noteworthy point about the tin export trade is the great increase in the 
amount of tin shipped in the form of ore. In 18go this amounted to less than a fourth 
of the total export, while in 1891 it is more than a half of the total amount shipped. 
All the ore exported, with the exception of some samples of lode ore of which I will 
speak in another place, was exported by the Straits Trading Company, who have 
extended their operations largely during the year. The great increase in the trade 
and success of this company (leaving out the question of efficient local management) 
is due in a great measure to their using proper scientific appliances for testing and 
assaying the tin-sand they buy, and their being able, in consequence, to give a better 
price than the Chinese buyers, who have to buy to a great extent by guess work. I 
trust that the success of this company, the solitary one in Kinta in which Straits 
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merchants are concerned, will induce some more of these gentlemen, who have 
hitherto been so shy, to invest some of their capital in some genuine commercial 
enterprise in the Native States. There is no question that there are many openings, 
provided the investors will put the management in proper hands and conduct their 
business on sound principles. The Straits Trading Company deals direct with the 
miners, and they and the miners divide between them the profits which have hitherto 
been absorbed by the chetties, the Penang Chinese advancers, the local advancers and 
the other middlemen who come between the European traders in Penang and the 
producers in Perak. 

The Chinese in Kinta have had a most successful year, and when the annual 
accounts were made up, just before the Chinese New Year, there was only a single 
instance of a mining towkay being unable to settle with his coolies. 

It is worth noting that the trade with Singapore is increasing, as all the tin ore 
shipped is sent there. Formerly all the Kinta tin went to Penang, but now a third of 
the export trade is with Singapore. It seems likely that when the railway is finished 
much of the import trade will get into Singapore hands also. 


LAND AND AGRICULTURE. 

The progress in agriculture during the year has been satisfactory. The land taken 
up by Sumatra Malays in 18go0 and previous years has been cleared and plantéd with 
coffee, pepper and fruit trees, and is being well looked after. The soil is good, and 
the young trees look strong and healthy. In addition to this the Sumatra people have 
opened up about roo acres of bendang padi near Gopeng, and are taking up more 
land for this purpose. Altogether these people, who till lately were engaged in trading 
and washing tin, appear now to have made up their minds to settle in the country for 
good, are taking up land along all the new roads and are cultivating what they do 
take up carefully and well. Their numbers are increasing steadily and they are 
proving altogether most satisfactory colonists. 

Two blocks of land, one of 300 acres and one of 50, have been taken up during 
the year by Chinese near Lahat as cocoanut plantations, and the ground is now being 
cleared preparatory to planting, while at Batu Gajah several lots of garden land from 
two up to 20 acres have been taken up and are being cultivated by Father Allard’s 
Christians. 

Two of the 1,000-acre blocks granted on special terms to European coffee planters 
have been applied for in Kinta, but, so far, no attempt has been made to develop 
them. 

I should mention that, owing to an alteration in the heads of revenue in the 
Estimates, the agricultural revenue appears to be less than last year, but this is not so. 
The reduction is owing to the ladang passes, which were formerly shown as land rent, 
being now classed under the heading ‘‘ Licences ” and not as land revenue at all. 


MINES. 

The number of mines registered in the Kinta Land Office at the end of the year, 
held under leases and agreements for leases, was 947, with an area of 13,717 acres 
3 roods 21 poles, but the area being worked is considerably more than this as, owing 
to the backward state of the surveys in the district titles have not yet been issued for 
a large area (some 3,000 acres) which has been given away in large concessions or is 
held by natives under prescriptive right, and which is being worked though the owners 
have not yet got their grants. Bee Ray 

Every piece of land applied for, however small (the ordinary area is from 10 to 25 
acres), must be visited twice by a European demarcation officer before it is given out, 
and as these blocks are often many miles apart it does great credit to the demarca- 
tion staff, which consists only of three officers, two of whom were appointed in the 
middle of the year, that 154 leases for an area of 2,440 acres were issued during the 
year, while titles for 2,350 acres more were almost ready for issue in December and 
will be given out early in this year. 

This great and ever increasing demand for mining land is due principally to the 
fact that the system of mining in Kinta during the last year has completely changed, 
owing to the introduction into general use of short wash-boxes, called by the natives 
“lanchut kechil.” Up tothe end of 1890 they were hardly known; now they are 
used everywhere. The wash-box employed formerly was 30 feet long, and could only 
be used with a considerable head of water—in fact a six-inch steam pump could only 
keep two boxes going, and, as a natural consequence, only land in the neighbourhood 
of large streams of water, or in which the owners could afford steam or water-power 
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pumps, could be worked, considerable capital was necessary to open a mine, and the 
only part of the land worth washing was the karang, or rich tin deposit, found at a 
depth of from 10 to 50 feet below the surface. 


The introduction of the “lanchut kechil” has changed all this. The box itself is 
but 8 feet long, and costs $4. It can be put up wherever there is a pool of water, 
instead of requiring a steam pump; it can be supplied with water by one man ladling 
with a kerosine tin, and instead of thousands of dollars being spent on stripping the 
surface soil before the karang could be reached, the surface soil itself is now washed 
in the “lanchut kechil,” the same water being used over and over again, and the 
mining coolies earning from 30 cents to $3 a day each. If they cannot make 30 cents 
a day they stop work, but there are few places in Kinta where they cannot do that. 
Five or six men work to one box. To show what wonderful results may be obtained 
under this system where the ground is good I will quote one case at Teluk Kapayang, 
near Ipoh, in which ten men, washing surface soil in two “ lanchuts,” got 25 pikuls of 
tin-sand a day for 15 days. Calculating the sand at $18 a pikul, they received $6,750, 
or over $600 a man for half a month’s work. 


Owing to the small quantity of water used under this system, thousands of acres 
of land which were formerly looked upon as unproductive are now being worked, and 
the amount of payable mining lafid in Kinta has become practically inexhaustible. 


I need only mention one instance of the extraordinary development which has 
taken place in the district since the “lanchut kechil”” has come into general use. It 
is the land immediately behind the station at Batu Gajah. Six months ago it was looked 
upon as useless for tin land, owing to the want of water. Then a Malay named Siti 
Raja asked my permission to dam a small stream which runs through it. I gave the 
permission and the dam was made, with the result that there are now 80 wash-boxes 
at work, employing over 1,000 Chinese coolies, goo acres of land have been applied for 
in the immediate neighbourhood, and there will in all probability be 5,000 coolies at 
work before the end of the year. 

Tanjong Toh Allang, which was almost abandoned at the end of 1890, is again in 
full work, but the part of the district which has developed most is Kampar mukim, 
which, from being the most backward mukim, has already surpassed both Papan and 
Teja in output and has more than trebled its mining population during the year. 

At Sungei Siput, in this division, a very interesting form of mining has sprung up. 
The wash-dirt in this place is found in caves and crevasses in the face of the limestone 
cliffs, which are about 300 feet high and perfectly perpendicular. When excavated, 
the tin-bearing sand is put in baskets or bags which run down a long rattan rope ona 
wheel, a smaller rattan being used to guide the basket, and the full basket going down 
pulls up the empty basket. Some of these rattan ropes are four hundred feet long, and 
altogether the system is most interesting and ingenious. There are some thirty of 
these ropes altogether. 


Of the European mines, the alluvial mines of “ Mines d’Etain de Perak” and the 
Leh Chin mine have both done very well during the year. The former have come on 
some very rich land in their Kampar concession, and have paid a substantial dividend. 
The latter mine, working on the Chinese system, has done well also. The hydraulic 
monitors, with which they propose to work in future, have not been used yet, as some 
of the steel water-pipes with which they are to be fed do not fit, and the necessary 
alterations will take some time to make. : 


Lode mining has made very little progress during the year, and is still in the, 
experimental stage. 

The Menglembu Lode Mining Company shipped several hundred tons of their ore 
as trial lots, to England during the year, and got very good prices for it in Cornwall, 
the trial lots bringing from £6 ros. to £7 10s. a ton, the high price obtained being due 
in a great measure to the large quantity of arsenic found in the ore. The ore con- 
tained 12} per cent oxide of tin and 25 per cent arsenic, besides traces of copper, 
silver and other metals. Beyond the shipment of these trial lots little work was done 
on this lode during the year. 


The Selama Mining Company at Lahat have done a considerable amount of work 
during the year, and the mine promises well. They have sunk altogether 116 feet— 
66 feet in a perpendicular shaft and 50 feet more following the underlie of the lode. 
The lode improves as it goes down and the richest part is at the bottom of the shaft. 
There are about roo tons of lode-stuff stacked on the mine, worth, probably, some 
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42,000. Altogether the results are, so far, very good, and there is every reason to 
suppose the mine will pay well. 

A new departure in mining has been undertaken by Mr. A. G. Mackie, who has 
obtained a concession to work the bed of the Kinta river above Batu Gajah by dredg- 
ing and washing the tin ore out of the sand dredged up. This system has proved 
very successful, | believe, in New Zealand for obtaining gold, and I trust Mr. Mackie’s 
industry will prove successful. His dredger is at present in course of construction at 
Ipoh. 

The number of steam pumping engines at present in Kinta is 66, of which 40 
are at work. The surface mining, now so common, has rendered a number of the 
engines unnecessary and they are laid up for the present. 

* * * * * * * 


PUBLIC WORKS. 

The expenditure during the year under this heading amounted to $65,618.70, and 
the works carried through were considerable The new offices at Batu Gajah were 
commenced and about two-thirds completed, $20,000 being spent on them. They are 
substantial brick buildings, the first of the kind put up in Kinta. They will be finished 
early in 1892. 

A new brick post office also was built at Batu Gajah. Market buildings were 
erected at Ipoh and Lahat, a new hospital ward at Ipoh, and the balance of the money 
was spent on dressers’ quarters, quarters for warders and other smaller buildings. 

Roads and Bridges —The expenditure on roads amounted to $214,567.22, and a 
very large amount of work was done. 

About 13 miles of metalled cart-road were completed during the year, 11 miles of 
this being the cart-road from Batu Gajah to Ipoh, which is now open to traffic, and 
makes it possible to drive on a good road from Taiping to Batu Gajah. 

Twenty-three and a half miles of cart-road are under construction in the district, 
and were about half done during the year. They are the Kinta portion of the road 
round the west side of Bujang Malacca, which will connect Kinta with Batang Padang, 
and the road from Batu Gajah to Sadang, on the Perak river. Both these roads run 
through fine tin districts and will do much for the development of the country. 

Altogether there are now 65 miles of cart-road, metalled and unmetalled, open 
to traffic in the Kinta district, and 66 miles of bridle-track. 


EDUCATION. 

The Education returns for the year are satisfactory, showing an increase in attend- 
ance of nearly one hundred in the five vernacular schools. The percentage of passes 
was also good at the annual inspection, being—in Ipoh school, 88 per cent; Batu Gajah 
school, go per cent; Gopeng school, 87 per cent, and Kuala Dipang school, 73 per cent. 

A new school was opened during the year at Sungei Raia and has been very 
successful, the register showi ng 31 scholars already, and there is a prospect of consider- 
able increase. nas 


HEALTH. 

The Hospital returns were more than usually interesting in 1891. 

The number of cases treated during the year in the three hospitals of Batu Gajah, 
Ipoh and Gopeng was 4,648, while the number of out-door patients treated was 4,143, 
or less than the year before, although the population i is much larger. 

What is most remarkable in the returns is the very small number ot bert beri 
cases. Formerly over 80 per cent of the cases tieated were beri-beri; in 1891 only 
23°86 of the cases treated were this disease, and only six per cent of the cases treated 
died. 

The direct cause of this great improvement in the health of Kinta is that the 
coolies are better fed and better treated than they were formerly. Owing to the 
change in the system of mining, they are no longer squeezed by the advancers to 
the extent that they have been previously, and they consequently buy better food 
and more of it than they did before, and the natural consequence is that there are 
not a quarter as many cases of beri-beri as there used to be, and that such cases as 
there are, are much milder in form. 

There were no cases of small-pox during the year, owing to the large proportion 
of people who are now vaccinated. This disease has, during the last two or three 
years, given little trouble. 
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Little was done in the way of vaccination till November, when the District 
Surgeon took it in hand and 376 cases were vaccinated, and the work is being 
carried on steadily since. There is now no longer the slightest opposition to vaccina- 
tion in Kinta: both Malays and Chinese are satisfied of its advantages and readily 
bring their children when called on, though, of course, there is the usual apathy dis- 
played that natives show in every duty of life. 


There were 23 cases of cholera reported during the year, 21 of whom died. The 
disease, though bad in Lower Perak, did not spread much in Kinta, probably owing 
to the large rainfall in 1891. 


In February there was a rather serious outbreak of hydrophobia. There were 
nine deaths in Gopeng and Sungei Raia, seven of these being bitten by the same 
dog. Immediate measures were taken to prevent the spread of the disease. All the 
dogs in the Gopeng division were destroyed, the dogs in the rest of the district were 
tied up for three months, and after July there were no more cases. 


Temperature and Rainfall.—The highest temperature recorded anane hes year 
was 94°, on the 1st April, at Batu Gajah, and the lowest 68°, at Batu Gajah, on the 
14th February. The rainfall during the year was 114°40°, against 91°33° in 1890. 
The year was an unusually wet one. 


RAILWAYS. 

The tender of Messrs. Murray Campbell for the Ipoh-Tapah section of the 
Kinta Valley line was accepted by the Government on the 7th October, and work was 
commenced on the 19th October. Up to end of the year 12 miles of jungle has been 
felled, and about 20,000 feet of earthwork, representing about two miles in length of 
line, was completed.

GENERAL. 

The villages of the district have made great progress during the year. Ipoh has 
now become a considerable town, with 340 houses and a population of about 4,000. 
The attap houses in it are being replaced by brick ones, of which 20 are now under 
construction, and altogether the place has a most prosperous air. A handsome Chinese 
theatre has been erected there during the year, capable of seating 1,000 people. 

Gopeng, Lahat and Sungei Raia have also increased considerably, and in Gopeng 
a number of brick shops have been built. 

At Membang-di-Awan, Tekah Menglembu and Lalang Jahot attap villages have 
sprung up. The first, especially, is a very flourishing place, with 200 shops in it. 

The cart and ghari traffic has increased enormously since the new roads have 
been opened, and there are now 261 gharis and 625 bullock carts registered in the 
district, besides 13 private carriages. 

On the 5th April a Census of the district was taken, and the population returned 
was as follows :—

In 1879 the total population was only 8,900—the increase, therefore, in eleven years 
was about sevenfold. Since closing the Census the Chinese have continued to flock 
into the district, principally from Larut, and a rough estimate lately taken shows that 
the Chinese population has increased some 8,000 since then. 


A new industry has been started in Kinta during the year—marble dressing. There 
are very fine marble quarries in several parts of the district, and Messrs. Martin and 
Young, of Penang, have obtained a concession to work one of them at Gunong Churan, 
near Ipoh. They have already commenced preliminary operations, and have ordered 
the dressing machinery from home. In addition to dressing and polishing the marble 
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they propose to prepare gypsum for plastering purposes, besides making lime and 
breaking road-metal. The industry promises to be a successful one. 


I will now close the record of a most prosperous year by calling attention to the 
excellent way in which the officers of the district have discharged their duties. With 
increased population comes increased work, and the work has been very severe indeed 
during the year in every department, and it does the officers the greatest credit that 
they have been able to perform their duties so satisfactorily.

Notes. 


NOTES of the Acting Resident's Tour through the Kuala Kangsar, 
Kinta, Batang Padang and Lower Perak Districts. 


On the morning of the 4th July the Acting Resident, accompanied by 
Dr. Sheppard, State Surgeon, and Mr. D. A. M. Brown, Junior Officer, left 
Taiping and drove to Kuala Kangsar, where he was received by Mr. H. T. 
K. Osborne, the Acting Collector and Magistrate, and had an interview 
with His Highness the Sultan. It had been His Highness’ desire to join 
Mr. Treacher on the tour, but circumstances prevented him carrying out 
this intention. 


On the following morning the hospital was thoroughly inspected, the 
Apothecary’s attention being drawn to certain defects, and the party then 
drove to Mr. T. H. Hill’s coffee estate at Kamuning, some 12 miles from 
Kuala Kangsar, where they were hospitably entertained by Mr. Darby, the 
manager. On this estate about 270 acres are planted up with Liberian 
coffee and pepper, which appeared to be in splendid condition. Having 
been shewn over the estate, the Acting Resident and party drove on to Ipoh, 
20 miles, and were received at the Rest House by Mr. C. Wray, Acting 
Collector and Magistrate, Kinta, and a considerable number of European 
gentlemen, amongst whom were Mr. Hanson, the Resident Engineer for 
Railways, Mr. Fryer, his Assistant, and Mr. A. G. Mackie, whose scheme 
for dredging the Kinta river for tin has, unfortunately, to every one’s regret, 
proved a failure. 


In the afternoon the hospital (where additional accommodation is 
needed), the barracks, lock-up and market were inspected, and the site for 
the railway station was examined. Plans for improving the town and 
widening the streets, rendered possible by the recent disastrous fire, were 
explained by Mr. Wray, Mr. McGlashan, the District Engineer, and Mr. 
Hume, the Assistant Collector of Land Revenue. 


Ipoh is at present the most important township in the Kinta district 
and the highest point to which trading boats can ascend the river, and is, 
moreover, the present terminus of the Kinta Valley Railway. Its popula- 
tion is estimated at 4,000, and is dependent on the mining industry. This 
town is distant 55 miles from Taiping, the capital of the State, with which 
it is hoped that it may, ere long, be connected by railway, in addition to the 
present excellent cart-road. A proposition by Mr. D. Osborne to lay down 
a tramway connecting Ipoh with Tambun was discussed, and it was considered 
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that this important mining district could be best opened by a Government 
metalled road. Applications were received for monetary assistance from 
Government towards the cost of re-erection of houses destroyed by the late 
fire, and were referred to the Collector and Magistrate for report. 


On the 6th the Acting Resident drove, in Mr. Wray’s carriage, to the 
mines of the Leh Chin kongsi, at Teluk Bharu, some two miles from Ipoh, 
and saw the monitor at work. This is the first monitor that has been 
employed in the State, and its introduction is due to the enterprise and 
energy of Mr. D. Osborne, the company’s manager. The land at Teluk 
Bharu seems ‘scarcely suited for hydraulicing by this method, not being 
sufficiently steep, and it is proposed to move the monitor to Gopeng, where 
an English company has acquired the concession of a hill near the village. 
The party then drove on to ‘T'ekah Mengleiabu, and inspected the works, 
under the charge of Mr. Laws, of the Selama Tin Mining Company, who 
are sinking on ‘to a lode of tin, with copper and arsenical pyrites, in lime- 
stone, which was discovered some time ago by Mr. E. R. Pike, the Inspector 
of Mines. The prospects of this lode have been favourably reported upon 
by Mr. Warren, a mining expert. On returning to Ipoh, visits were paid 
to the Penglima Kinta and the Toh Muda Wahab, two of the wealthiest 
Malay chiefs and landowners in the State. 


On the morning of the 7th the Acting Resident was driven by 
Mr. Wray to the important mining village of Lahat, five miles from Ipoh. 
Here the Chinese theatre and market were inspected, and a proposal for 
the erection of a station and the construction of a branch railway to 
Pengkalen Pegu, the landing place for Lahat, on the Kinta river, was 
discussed with “the Resident Engineer for Railways and the District Engi- 
neer. This branch would join the Kinta Valley Railway, now under 
construction, and it is anticipated that a profitable passenger traffic would 
soon spring up between Lahat and Ipoh. ‘The alternative would be a 
metalled road from the village to the railway. As a proof of Chinese go- 
aheadness, it may be stated that the villagers of Lahat are procuring fire 
engines at their own cost from China and sinking wells for the water 
supply, the Government providing only the shelter sheds. 


The party then drove on to Batu Gajah, the official headquarters of the 
district, which was reached at 10.80 a.m., when the Acting Resident at once 
proceeded to inspect the nearly completed Government offices, an ambitious 
brick structure with accommodation for the offices of the Collector, the Land 
Department, Chinese Protectorate and Court; also the Treasury, a new 
brick building of somewhat novel design, and which already appears to be 
scarcely capacious enough for the growing needs of this flourishing district ; 
the new post and telegraph buildings, commodious and suitable; the gaol 
(134 prisoners), and the excellently kept hospital, under charge of Dr. Wright, 
Senior District Surgeon. A new road leading from the hill, on which the 
Government buildings and officers’ quarters are situated, to the proposed 
station on the Kinta Valley Railway was also visited. In the afternoon 
Mr. Treacher met, at the Collector’s quarters, several of the residents and 
Government officers, including Mr. Mackay, the manager for Messrs. 
Murray Campbell and Co., contractors for the Ipoh-Tapah section of the 
Kinta Valley Railway. Mr. Mackay informed the Acting Resident that he 
had made satisfactory arrangements for obtaining labour on the line. For 
reasons which need not be here referred to, much difficulty has been ex- 
perienced with the labour force on this section, with the result that progress 
hitherto has been far from satisfactory, and it is to be regretted that the 
contractors refused to acquiesce in arrangements which had been entered 
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into by Mr. R. G. Watson, Protector of Chinese, for recruiting a number 
of Chinese from Deli at the end of last year. In the evening, accompanied 
by Messrs. Wray, Hanson and McGlashan, the Acting Resident visited the 
site selected for the Batu Gajah railway station and “the new Government 
quarters being erected in the vicinity of the race course. 


On the morning of the 8th the Collector drove the Acting Resident, vid 
Pusing Bharu, along the new cart-road to Tronoh, which, together with a 
branch cart-road to Sadang, on the Perak river, is under construction by 
Mr. Donald, of the firm of W. H. Tate, Taiping. On passing Saiak a halt 
was made to inspect the Malay workings on Toh Muda Wahab’s ancestral 
land, where, at a depth of a foot from the surface, on the hills separating 
Saiak and Mendrus, coarse white tin is obtained in large lumps, which re- 
quire to be pounded up before smelting. Near here very promising indica- 
tions of a lode or lodes of tin and copper have been recently discovered by 
Mr. L. Wray, Curator and State Geologist, and are now being prospected. 
From Pusing Bharu to Tronoh the road will be seven miles in length, of 
which four and a half miles have been completed, and the rest of the journey 
was performed on foot, in company with Mr. Donald. Tronoh is a flourish- 
ing Chinese mining village, naturally belonging to Kinta, but administered 
by the Collector and Magistrate of Kuala Kangsar. A town site is about 
to be laid out, and the prospects are favourable, it being thought that the 
tin deposits extend right along the valley to Tanjong Toh Alang. 


On the 9th Raja Bila, chief of the Mandeling and Rawa settlers, and 
Assistant Kathi Abdul Kadir were received by the Acting Resident, who 
subsequently proceeded to the Land Office with the Collector and discussed 
several points in connection with the important revenue survey of the 
district, undertaken by Mr. Alma Baker. 


On the following day, Sunday, 10th July, the Resident’s party, accom- 
panied by the Collector, drove back to Ipoh and remained there the night. 


The journey to Gopeng, 12 miles, was made by carriage on the 11th. 
At Kampong Kapayang Bharu (Sungei Raia), 7} miles from Ipoh, the 
Assistant Magistrate of Gopeng, Mr. C. D. Bowen, Imaum Prang and the 
joint Penghulus, Wahab and Ngah Durani, met the Acting Resident. 
After inspecting the school house the party proceeded on, walking part of 
the way, to Tekah Sungei Raia, a small but flourishing Chinese mining 
village, to which a metalled road is to be made, connecting the village with 
the main trunk road. Gopeng was reached at 10.30 a.m., the Acting Resi- 
dent and the Collector being entertained at the quarters of the Assistant 
Magistrate, the rest of the party finding room at the comfortable Govern- 
ment Rest-house. The officers’ quarters and Government buildings are 
situated on a hill overlooking the township, and it is on this hill that the 
mining company already referred to has obtained a concession, and will 
shortly be at work with a monitor. In the afternoon the Acting Resident, 
accompanied by the Collector, the State Surgeon, and the Senior District 
Surgeon, inspected the hospital, which was found to be in a satisfactory 
condition, the fire-engine station, market, police station and lock-up, and 
walked through the town, which has a thriving appearance and possesses - 
many brick houses and shops and a substantial Chinese theatre. It ranks 
next to Ipoh in present importance. A visit was then paid to Mrs. Eu 
Kong, an enterprising and influential Chinese widow, at whose house some 
15 or 20 of the leading towkays were present, who expressed to the Acting 
Resident their sense of gratitude for the good administration that prevailed 
in the district. 
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On the morning of the 12th Messieurs Rey and Pourier, of the French 
Mining Company, called on the Acting Resident and courteously offered 
him the use of a victoria and pair of ponies for the rest of the journey. 
Shortly afterwards the party drove to Kuala Dipang, and were accommo- 
dated in a very commodious Rest-house, prettily situated on the left bank of 
the Kampar river. Mr. Treacher, Mr. Wray and Mr. Bowen then walked 
out, 3} miles, along a good bridle track, to Stout and witnessed the interest- 
ing operation of lowering the tin, along lines of stout rattan, from the 
workings in the clefts, far up the limestone hills. 

re Kuala Dipang there is a break in the completed fontion of the main 
trunk road from Parit Buntar, in Krian, to Bidor, in Batang Padang (with 
a contemplated extension to Tanjong Malim, on the Selangor boundary— 
that is to say, from the northern to the southern extremity of the State, a 
distance of 184 miles), owing to the failure of the contractor to complete the 
metalling on the earthwork between Kuala Dipang and the boundary 
between the Kinta and the Batang Padang districts. It is proposed to 
transfer the contract to another contractor. 

Next morning the Acting Resident, the Collector and party descended 
the Kampar river to Batu Tunggong, 54 miles, at which place they were 
met by Mr. Bamforth, who was so good as to place trollies at the disposal 
of the travellers, by which they were conveyed, over 2} miles of light tram- 
way, to the recently sprung-up and very flourishing mining village to which 
the name of Membang-di-Awan has been given. Mr. Bamforth’s energy in 
laying down this tramway, to which the prosperity of Membang-di-Awan is 
in no small degree due, has been rewarded by success, and it has now been 
let out, for a monthly payment, to Chinese, Mr. Bamforth retaining the 
upkeep in his own hands. At the village the Acting Resident was welcomed 
with triumphal arches, flags and crackers, in testimony of the loyalty of the 
Chinese miners to the rule of his Highness the Sultan. A visit was forth- 
with made to the French company’s mine in the vicinity, over which the 
party was conducted by Mr. Rey, the acting manager. Great hopes are enter- 
tained of the success of this mine, but, unfortunately, much sickness among 
the Chinese coolies has had to be contended with. The coolie lines and 
water supply were examined, and appeared to be in a satisfactory condition. 

After partaking of Mr. Bamforth’s hospitality, the Acting Resident 
started for Tapah, the headquarters of the Batang Padang district. 

At Blangga, the boundary between the two districts, Mr. Wray left, 
returning to Membang-di-Awan, the Acting Resident expressing to him his 
thanks for a most enjoyable and instructive tour through his district. 

Shortly afterwards the Acting Resident met Mr. Noel Denison, Superin- 
tendent Lower Perak, in temporary charge of Batang Padang, Mr. Trump, 
Acting State Engineer, Mr. Wallich, District Engineer, and Messrs. Gordon, 
Woodgate and Webber. After a short halt, the whole party drove on to 
Tapah, which was gaily decorated for the occasion. The distance from 
Membang-di-Awan is about 14 miles. The portion of the main trunk road 
in the Batang Padang district is completed from the Kinta boundary to 
Tapah and nearly completed to Bidor, or Kuala Lipis, 7} miles further on. 
. The metalling on the portion in the Kinta district, from Kuala Dipang to 
the Batang Padang boundary, 9} miles, will shortly be finished, when there 
will be an excellent metalled cart-road, 18 feet in width, from the Perak 
boundary with Province Wellesley to Bidor, a distance of 1333 miles. 

Mr. D. H. Wise, Collector and Magistrate, reached Tapah the same 
day, from long leave, and took over charge from Mr. Denison the following 
morning. 
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The Acting Resident found comfortable quarters in the hospitable 
honse of Mr. and Mrs. Wallich, and the 14th and 15th were devoted to the 
transaction of business, the hearing of an appeal case, and inspection of the 
hospital (with the State Surgeon and Dr. Owen, District Surgeon), the 
barracks, police station, lock-up, post office and new recreation ground. 
There was a much smaller number of patients in the hospital than usual, 
which, it is feared, points to a slack time in the mining industry. 


On Sunday, the 16th, the Acting Resident drove out to Bidor with the 
Collector and the District Engineer, and walked to the Paku mines, where 
fewer coolies were found at work than on the last visit, paid about two 
years ago. Tin from this district descends the Bidor river to Teluk Anson. 


In the afternoon a visit was made to the Chanderiang village, which is 
connected with Tapah by six miles of fair metalled road. This village 
has suffered much from fire, and presented a desolate appearance. The 
French Malacca Mining Company’s land, under the management of Mr. 
Baldwin, has now been let out to the Chinese on tribute, and this may 
infuse some life into the place. 


The following day Mr. Treacher and Mr. Wise drove in gharis six 
miles out on the Pahang road. This road is about 38 miles in length, to a 
pass leading into Pahang, and, wheu completed, would give access to 
Cameron’s Plateau, in Pahang, an extensive area at high elevation, well 
suited for sites for sanitaria and for Huropean estates. Seven and three- 
quarter miles of the road, from the Tapah end, are metalled, the remainder 
being a footpath. 


The rest of the day was spent in descending the Batang Padang river 
to a flourishing Malay pepper and fruit garden, the return journey being 
made along the new railway station road, which passes through extensive 
gardens of Liberian coffee and fruit trees, planted chiefly by foreign Malays, 
and having a very healthy appearance. 


A telegram from Raub was received in the evening, reporting the death 
of Krani Klana, shot while reconnoitring in advance of Colonel Walker, 
c.m.g. and the Perak Sikhs at Bukit Berapit, in Pahang, on the 13th July. 
Colonel Walker reports of him as follows :—“ Klana died at 8 p.m. In him 
we have lost a brave and useful man, the only man who could lay claim to 
being a fearless, useful scout, as far as I have met. He was a Mandeling 
Malay, and krani to the Collector and Magistrate, Tapah. He volunteered 
for this, and rendered valuable service at Budu. He was ever ready for the 
most dangerous service. He has left a widow and child, and I hope the 
Government will provide for her during her widowhood.” 


On the morning of the 18th the Acting Resident, Dr. Sheppard and 
Mr. Brown left by boat for Teluk Anson, a distance of 30 miles, by the 
Batang Patang river. At the ninth mile, to which the railway from Teluk 
Anson is nearly completed, Mr. Treacher had a short interview with 
Mr. Gordon, the contractor. 


The Bidor iron railway bridge was reached at 6.30 p.m., and here the 
Acting Resident was met by Mr. Noel Denison, Superintendent of Lower 
Perak, Mr. Hanson, the Resident Engineer for Railways, several of the 
Government officers, Raja Musa, and a large number of Chinese, Malay 
and Tamil residents, with flags, ceremonial umbrellas, crackers, arches and 
native musical instruments of various descriptions. The party was accom- 
modated on trollies, and proceeded along the railway for a mile, to the 
house of the Superintendent. 
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On the 19th the Acting Resident received a deputation of influential 
Chinese traders, who presented a petition praying that their port may be 
put into communication with the surrounding country by cart-roads. They 
were informed that their petition would be brought to the notice of His 
Excellency the Governor of the Straits Settlements, and they were reminded 
of the large Government expenditure at present on the railway and water- 
works for Teluk Anson. ‘The question of the boundaries of the Chandu 
Farm was discussed, and an application for buffaloes, to assist the padi 
planters at Bander, was considered, and other business transacted. In the 
evening the Acting Resident was shewn through the town by the Superin- 
tendent. The state of the roads, drains and public buildings gave evidence 
of careful supervision on the part of Mr. Ward, the Assistant Engineer. 


The following day was spent in inspecting the hospital and gaol, with 
the State Surgeon and District Surgeon, and in trying a murder case, the 
accused being acquitted. 


; The Acting Resident left Teluk Anson on the morning of the 21st to 
inspect the new unmetalled cart-road from Teluk Anson to Changkat Jong, 
now under construction, and which will eventually be carried on to Bikum, 
in Sungkai. 

Accompanied by Mr. Denison and the Assistant Engineer, Mr. Ward, the 
Acting Resident reached the Selaba stream, three miles from Teluk Anson, 
at 8.30 a.m., and crossing the bridge there he continued his drive a further 
distance of 13 miles; returning to the Selaba bridge he embarked in a 
steam gig, proceeded 12 miles up the Bidor river, to the Sungkai Mati 
bridge, then up a stream of the same name for about a mile, to inspect the 
second section of the Changkat Jong road. Thence Mr. Treacher walked 
2} miles over the road to Changkat Jong, which place is 8} miles by road 
and 21 miles by river from Teluk Anson, and inspected the works now 
being carried out for supplying Teluk Anson with water. 


Returning, the Acting Resident took boat and descended the Boengan 
river, 1} miles, to its junction with the Bidor, and continued his journey, 
rejoined the steam gig at Sungkai Mati and returned to Teluk Anson, ar- 
riving at 5 p.m. 

On the 22nd July the Acting Resident inspected the Land Office, with 
the Superintendent and Mr. Brewster, State Commissioner of Lands, and 
transacted business with the railway and other officials. 


The Resident, accompanied by Messrs. Denison, Sheppard, Ward, and 
Brown, left Teluk Anson at 9 a.m. on the 23rd July, in the Mena, and 
anchored at the mouth of the Dedap, a tributary of the Perak river, at 
11 am., when the Resident proceeded up the Dedap, in the Rapid steam 
launch, 8 miles, to the village of Permatang Gentong. The object of this 
trip was to inspect the trace proposed for the telegraph line to connect 
Teluk Anson with S’tiawan and Lumut, and the spot where the cable would 
cross the Dedap river. 


Returning to the Perak river at 1.30 p.m., the journey was resumed 
in the Mena to Kota S’tiah. This is the centre of the atap industry, the 
export duty on which amounted last year to $14,400, which gives some idea 
of the magnitude of this trade. The Resident inspected the first mile of the 
proposed cart-road to connect Kota S’tiah with S’tiawan, some twenty miles 
off. This cart-road would open up a large extent of fine agricultural land. 
It was here that 8,000 acres were applied for for sugar cultivation some years 
ago, before the price of sugar fell, by a Province Wellesley planter. The 
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Mena anchored in the evening at Bagan Datoh, at the mouth of the Perak 
river. 


The following morning the Acting Resident, Mr. Denison and Mr. 
Ward landed and inspected the lighthouse, and walked through the mukim 
for a distance of two miles. The batas, or bund, which rendered this walk 
practicable, extends for another mile and a half, and it is contemplated to 
prolong it three miles, to connect Bagan Datoh with the fishing and agricul- 
tural village of Rungkup. There are about 450 acres of land under padi and 
cocoanut cultivation in the Bagan Datoh mukim, the palms being exceed- 
ingly fine, and, lying between the Bernam and Perak rivers, there are 60,0U0 
or 70,000 acres of excellent padi and sugar land still available. 


Leaving Bagan Datoh, the Acting Resident proceeded to the Denison 
screw pile light, ascending and inspecting it. Landing at Pasir Panjang he 
inspected the school and rest-house, was interviewed by a large number of 
Malays, and then rode with Mr. Denison six miles to Lumut, in Perak, where 
a number of Kelantan settlers are opening up an extensive padi bendang 
with the plough, being assisted by the Government and His Highness the 
Sultan with the loan of cattle for this purpose. A further ride of three miles 
brought the Resident to the Rest-louse, where he was received by Mr. Velve, 
the Clerk-in-charge. Nearly the whole of the ride was through Malay coffee 
and fruit gardens. 


The Mena was lying at S’tiawan and Mr. Treacher proceeded on board, 
but in the afternoon he again landed, inspected the new jetty, the new cart- 
road to the village and the cart-road which joins that from Lumut, and which 
will eventually be carried on to the Perak river over what is now a bridle- 
track. S’tiawan was gaily decorated in honour of the visit, and in the 
evening Haji Mat Alli, whose zeal and energy in pushing the interests of 
the new settlement is appreciated by Government, gave an entertainment, 
with dancing and wrestling by Kelantan Malays. 


On the 25th July the Acting Resident and Mr. Denison landed and 
walked a mile through the plantations at S’tiawan, and then rode over the 
bridle path which connects Lumut and S’tiawan with the Perak river, from 
the third iile to the first mile; they then rode about two and a half miles 
through fellings and gardens, returning to the Rest-house about noon. The 
Court-house and offices were then inspected, and the Acting Resident left 
S’tiawan at about + p.m. The land he inspected during his visit to S’tiawan 
may be said to cover over 3,000 acres, of which 1,605 are under cultivation 
and 1,121 taken up, with 51+ acres applied for for bendang, or wet padi, 
planting. 

After leaving S’tiawan the Acting Resident, in the Mena, proceeded up 
the Dindings river to Kota Siam, and returning, anchored at Lumut, where 
he landed with Mr. Bryant, the District Officer of the Straits Settlements 
Government. 

Before midnight Mr. Denison left for S’tiawan, Mr. Treacher express- 
ing to him the great pleasure and profit he had derived from his visit, and 
his admiration of the successful energy and devotion which the Superinten- 
dent has displayed in opening up a native district, without the aid of a 
revenue from mining. 

The s.s. Mena then weighed anchor, and Port Weld was reached the 
following morning, the party returning to Taiping by the early train on the 
morning of the 26th July. 

Exclusive of the portion of the journey performed on the Government 
steamer Mena, the distance covered during the trip was as follows :—

To those who knew Perak a few years ago, the distance which can now 
be accomplished on wheels on a journey from Taiping to Lower Perak will 
be matter for surprise and congratulation.

1. The Council meets at 10.30 a.m. pursuant to notice. 


2. THe Actinc British Resipent lays on the table a letter from the 
Hon. Colonial Secretary, Straits Settlements, No. 1, dated the 18th Feb- 
ruary, 1892, conveying the Governor’s disallowance, in accordance with the 
instructions of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State, of the Order passed at 
the Meeting of Council held on the 7th July, 1891, for checking venereal 
diseases and regulating brothels within the State. 


3. The same letter communicates the opinion of the Secretary of 
State to the effect that the registration of brothels can only be justified as 
a means of securing the protection of the inmates, and that the imposition 
of fees for such registration is objectionable, because it gives to the regis- 
tration an appearance of a licensing system and because it tends to throw 
difficulties in the way of registration by making it burdensome instead 
of easy. At the same time, His Lordship is not prepared to press these 
objections should the opinion of the Council be clearly in favour of the 
retention of the system. His Excellency therefore desires that the matter 
of these fees be brought again under the consideration of the Council. 

Tue Actine British Resiwent reminds the Council of the several reasons 
for the introduction of the system which was established in 1885, and 
further points out that the money received in the way of fees is not 
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accounted for as revenue of the State, nor used for any public purposes for 
which the general revenue is employed, but is kept distinct under the name 
of “The Registration Fund,” and is now under the control of Government, 
managed by a committee appointed in 1890, and devoted to the following 
objects :— cs 

The maintenance of a home for decrepit, indigent and pauper Chinese; 
of a hospital for the non-compulsory treatment of venereal patients, and 
for assisting deserving poor Chinese people who are desirous of returning 
to their own country or to the Straits Settlements. 


That the balance to the credit of the fund, after defraying the cost of 
the erection of the home and hospital, is about $27,000, which the com- 
mittee are empowered to invest at interest. 


Tue Acting Resipext also reminds the Council that at a meeting held . 
in September, 1891, when the Acting Resident was on leave in Europe, the 
question of the existing regulations regarding prostitutes was discussed at 
length, though special prominence was not given to the question of fees, 
and that each of the Malay and Chinese members gave his opinion to the 
effect that the existing regulations are necessary and should be adhered to 
with such modification as is provided for by the Contagious Diseases Order 
passed at the previous meeting—that is to say, the Order which has now 
been disallowed. 


The Chinese members are unanimously of opinion that the fees should 
continue to be levied, seeing the good use to which they are put. 

His Hicuyess tHe Svitan and the Malay members of the Council are of 
opinion that, while it is by no means in accordance with the ancient practice 
of Mahomedan governments to collect such fees, still, in view of the fact of 
the purposes for which the fund is employed, and that the system has 
worked well for the past seven years, they consider that there is now 
no objection to its retention. 


4. Tus Actinc Resmpent lays on the table a draft Order in Council 
amending the Chinese Secret Societies Order No. 24 of 1889, and explains 
the objects and reasons of the Order, which is passed unanimously and 
becomes No. 1 of 1892. 

5. A draft Order in Council to provide rules to facilitate the trans- 
mission of Chinese letters to the interior of China is considered and passed 
unanimously, becoming No. 2 of 1892. 


6. A draft Order in Council to amend the inspection of engines and 
boilers in use on shore (Order in Council No. 1 of 1890), and to empower 
the Resident to frame certain rules for regulating the pressure of steam to 
be employed, the examination of engineers and other matters, is considered 
and passed unanimously, becoming No. 3 of 1892. 


7. The appointment of Mat Raus as Penghulu of Lenggong vice Toh 
Tun Durasor, deceased, is confirmed by the Council. On the motion of 
His Hicayess tne Suiran it is unanimously agreed that his salary be at the 
rate of $25, without chabut, instead of $20 a month, the rate attached to 
the post, he having rendered good service to Government in times past and 
having been in the enjoyment of a salary of $25 a month as Malay Clerk, 
Upper Perak, together with a partly furnished house and a garden since 
January, 1888. On the appointment of a successor to Mat Raus, the salary 
of the Penghuluship to revert to the old rate of $20 a month. 

8. The case of Abdullah, known as Pah Bah, of Gelok, Lenggong, is 
considered. This man rendered services to Government in past times of 
trouble and is katuah, without salary, of Gelok. 
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It is unanimously agreed that he be appointed Assistant Penghulu, 
Lenggong, on a salary of $5 a month, without chabut, the appointment of 
Assistant Penghulu to lapse on his vacating it. 

9. Mun Nurdin is confirmed in his appointment as Assistant Penghulu 
of Jalan Bharu, Sapetang, on a salary of $15 a month, without chabut. 

10. The Council approves of the appointment, on probation for six 
months, of Abdul Latib to succeed Penghulu Majoh of Jarum Mas, retired, 
with the title of Assistant Penghulu, he being subordinate to the Penghulu 
of Trong, on a salary of $15 a month, without chabut. 

11. The request of Megat Samsudin, Assistant Penghulu, of Kota 
Lama Kiri, to be allowed to withdraw /his resignation, which had been 
brought before Council at the meeting held on the 19th December, 1891, 
is granted. 

12. Mahomed Saman is confirmed in the appointment of Penghulu, 
Parit Buntar, and Matang Toh Mahat on a salary of $15 a month. 

18. His Hicuyess tor Suitan, who was entrusted in 1887 with the 
administration of the estate of the late Sultan Usuf, details the various pay- 
ments he has made and shows how the account of the estate stands. 


His Hicaness explains to the Council the claim against the estate of 
his wife, Raja Notis Ensa, daughter of His late Highness, for $7,000. 

The Council approves of the payment of this claim. 

His Hicuness asks the opinion of Council as to the propriety of setting 
aside the sum of $2,000 from the balance to the credit of tle estate for the 
purpose of erecting a suitable tomb over His late Highness’s remains. 

The Council unanimously approves. 


After considerable discussion it is agreed that the balance now available 
for distribution be divided amongst the heirs (the four widows having already 
received their legal shares) in the following proportions :—

His Hicaness states that there remains unrealised property as follows:— 
diamond kopiah, sirih box, house property at Kuala Kangsar and jewellery, 
and suggests that the diamond kopiah be sold, and offers to take over him- 
self the sirih box at $1,500 and the house property at Kuala Kangsar at 
$2,000. 

The Council approves. 


The amount realised by the sale of the property, after deducting one- 
eighth as the shares of the four widows, is to be divided amongst the heirs 
in the proportions already agreed upon. 

14. The consideration of a petition from twelve Penghulus of Lower 
Perak praying that their chabut be discontinued and they be allowed to 
draw the higher rates of pay ordered by the Council, to take effect on new 
appointments being made, is deferred. 

15. The report of a committee, of date 17th February, on the circum- 
stances relative to the will of the late Che Ngah Purah, who died in 1878, 
and the claims made against the estate, is read and explained to the Council. 
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The Council concurs in the finding of the committee and in their recom- 
mendation that the proceeds of the sale of the personal estate descend to 
Mahomed Usman, a minor, and that the landed property be sold and the 
proceeds equally divided amongst the heirs, Mahomed Usman, Wan Mat 
Esah, Wan Mat Nasir and Abdul Shukor, but directs that the parties con- 
cerned be first consulted as to their wishes in the matter, :nd be called on 
to pay the balance due to Government as quit-rent on the land.

transmission of letters to the interior of China, it is hereby 
enacted by His Highness the Sultan, in Council, as follows :— 

1. From and after the date of the publication of this Order in 
Council in the Government Gazette it shall be lawful for any person, 
duly licensed thereto as hereinafter provided, to collect letters for 
transmission to China through the Post Office, and to charge 
commission thereon, subject to the conditions of this Order in 
Council. 

2. Every shopkeeper or other person desiring to collect letters 
for transmission to China shall apply for a licence to the Superin- 
tendent of Posts and Telegraphs, and no person shall collect letters 
without having previously obtained such licence. 

Such licence shall be in the Form A in the schedule hereto, 
and shall be hung in a conspicuous place outside the shop or 
dwelling place where letters are collected. 

3. Every such licence shall be in force for twelve months only 
from the date of issue, and a fee of twelve dollars per annum shall 
be paid in advance for the same. 

4. No person shall be permitted to collect letters at any other 
place than that recorded in his licence. 

5. Every letter shall be duly stamped in accordance with the 
Post Office Regulations in force for the time being, and the stamps 
shall be defaced by an officer of the Post Office before such letter is 
removed from the State. 

6. No person licensed under this Order in Council shall be 
entitled to charge commission at a higher rate than five per cent on 
the amount of any remittance entrusted to him.

No. 320.—REPORT OF THE STATE COMMISSIONER OF LANDS FOR JUNE. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT,

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for June. 

2. During the month some fifteen applications for mining land were registered, 
giving a total area of 341 acres, some 224 of this being in the vicinity of Ulu 
Sa’petang and within easy distance of the railway station there. 

3. The month was a fairly dry one for Larut, and deep mines turned out a lot of 
tin: the returns show that the value exceeded the previous month by $22,564.53. 

4. Iam glad to report that I received several hopeful applications for Liberian 
coffee land from Ceylon planters. 

5. I personally visited all the principal mining centres, with the Inspector of 
Mines, during the month. 

6. In company with the Acting State Engineer, at the request of the British 
Resident we selected a village site at Krian Road station.

2. f{ arrived at Tapah on the 13th, taking over charge on the 14th from Mr. 
Denison, who left for Teluk Anson on the same day. 

The Acting British Resident arrived on the 13th from Kinta, accompanied by 
the State Surgeon, and proceeded to Teluk Anson on the 18th. 

4. During his stay in Tapah the Resident inspected the hospital, barracks and 
public buildings at Tapah, drove to Kuala Lipis, visited the Paku mines and also paid 
a visit to Chenderiang, where he was met by the native chiefs of the district. The 
Resident also drove to the sixth mile on the Pahang road, and visited Haji Ali’s pepper 
garden at Pulau Tiga. 

5. A smelting house just outside the town was burned down on the evening of 
the rgth. I have asked that provision may be made for the purchase of a fire-engine 
next year, as at present there is no means of putting out a fire should one occur 
in the town. 

6. On the 24th I visited Mr. Baldwin’s coffee estate, about 50 acres of which 
have been felled and 20 acres planted. The young plants look well, and the land is well 
situated for planting. 

Mr. Osborne, Assistant Magistrate, arrived in Tapah on the 31st to take up 


the duties of his appointment.

Sir,—I have the honour to transmit to you my annual report for the district of 

Lower Perak for the year ending 1891. es 
REVENUE. 

2. The revenue for Lower Perak for the year 1891 amounted to $104,307.78, 
being $12,621.22 below the Estimates and $18,905.39 less than the revenue received 
in the previous year. To this must be added revenue collected for other stations, 
$958,954.68. 

3. The decrease arises from the item Licences—z.e., Farms. The Farms realised 
in 1890 $88,281.85, as against $68,036.20 in 1891, thus showing a falling off of 
$20,245.65. If the revenue from Farms be deducted from the total revenue of the 
respective years there will be found an increase of $1,340.26 on the general revenue. 

4. The principal increases have been on Land Rents and Customs, tke only 
decrease being on Taxes and Interest, the former arising from the abolition of the 
krah tax and the latter owing to many Government loans being repaid. 

5. Trade has been, on the whole, steadily maintained at Teluk Anson, notwith- 
standing the general depression which has prevailed. we 

6. The attaps exported during 1891 amounted to 22,412,641, and were valued at 
$106,065.25, bringing in a revenue of $14,400. 

EXPENDITURE. 

The expenditure for the year amounted to $156,400.20 (not including per- 
sonal accounts, $84,526.23, and $235,720.10 on account of railway expenditure), being 
$14,885 over the Estimates. The excess is caused by supplementary votes, aggrega- 
ting $10,600, for roads at Sungei S’tiawan and Teluk Anson, the balance being for the 
completion of the market, $500, and supplying the town with water, $1,000, and some 
other smaller items. 

8. The year 1891, contrasted with 1890, shows a decrease on expenditure of 
$17,862.42. aes

g. On the 31st December, 1891, there was a cash balance in the Treasury of 

$16,879.71, and to the credit of the district at the bank of $6,441.60.

LAND AND AGRICULTURE. 

20. The total land revenue collected was $12,586.65, while the estimate was 
$14,540, showing, therefore, a deficiency of $1,953.35. This is caused by the item 
“Premia on Leases,” $1,752.88, not reaching the figure at which it was estimated. The 
great fall in the price of attaps, and consequently the contemplated sale of nipah land 
not being carried out, accounts for this. The balance, $262, is caused by the abolition 
of the krah, or forced labour tax, &c. ; 

21. But although there is a deficiency on the Estimates there is a steady increase 
on the amount collected on the previous year, of $861.41. Quit-rents alone contributed 
$1,200.66 in excess of 18g0. 

22. During the past year 202 settlers arrived at Teluk Anson, and this represents 
some 530 acres, while at S’tiawan 466 settlers came in, taking up about 1,100 acres 
of land. The total acreage of new land given out in Lower Perak during 1891 was 
1,600 acres. To this must be added 1,700 acres taken up and demarcated by a China- 
man for padi planting, but on which planting operations will only commence this 
year. 

23. The padi crop has been very good, though late, and, owing to the depression 
in the price of attaps, the cultivation of rice is considerably extending. The pepper 
continues to thrive at Sungei S’tiawan and fully maintains the reputation it bears, 
and quite confirms what the British Resident wrote in his last annual report— 
“whether any finer vines than those now in bearing at S’tiawan can be found in the 
Peninsula.” 

24. A better system, and a more permanent one, of cultivating the soil has sprung 
up, and it is very easy to perceive that the various lines of communication which have 
been made, and the new markets thereby opened, have greatly advanced the price of 
land, and it is rising steadily in value and is not readily parted with. 

* * ‘* * * * * 

26. The following return will show how the land rent (not the general land 
revenue) has been steadily rising since 1884 when the Land Department may be said 
to have been first introduced here, and I think the return may be considered satisfac- 
tory, for if the progress made has not been great, it has been steady and progressive.

HEALTH. 
27. The health of Lower Perak has been good, on the whole. There was an 
outbreak of cholera at Teluk Anson, which was not so severe as usual, and this may 
be attributed to the improved drainage. The number of cases treated in hospital for 
cholera was 51, and 12 were out-patients. Of these cases, 38 were fatal, dying in 
hospital. There were also 25 deaths reported to the police as dying in the district. 

28. Nothing can prevent an annual recurrence of this epidemic except improved 
drainage in the town and proper supply of drinking water. I am glad to say that the 
works for this latter will be commenced at once, the water being brought from the 
Sungkei river, 8 miles from Teluk Anson. 

29. The total number of cases during the year amounted to 1,599, of which 877 
were treated in the hospital during the year, exclusive of the cholera cases, 105 proving 
fatal, and of these 53 were suffering from dysentery and diarrhoea. There were 248 
cases of malarial fever, brought in principally from the railway workings. The out- 
patients numbered 722, being principally fever cases. [ am glad to be able to say that 
there were no small-pox cases during the year. The District Surgeon has called my 
attention to the unsatisfactory state of the hospital. The building is old, and not up 
to the present requirements. 

EDUCATION. 

30. Education has not been neglected in Lower Perak. There are now ten schools, 
the monthly average enrolment is 262 (the return of one school—Lekir—has not been 
sent in), and the average attendance has been 201. 

* eX * * * * * 

32. Of the ten schools, there is one Anglo-Tamil; the remainder are vernacular, 
and the Koran is taught in three schools. 

33. If circumstances will permit, two more schools will be opened—say at Chang- 
kat Jong and Teluk Bharu. 

POPULATION. 

34. During the year 1891 a Census of this district was taken and very creditably 
carried out by Mr. Brewster and the staff here. 

35. It may be interesting to note that since the last Census was taken, in 1879, 
the district of Lower Perak may be said to have increased 200 per cent in population. 

36. In 1879 the total population was estimated at 12,471. In 1891 the Census 
showed 25,251 as the number of inhabitants. In 1879 the population of the mukim of 
Durian Sabatang, which includes Teluk Anson, was 852, but this had increased in 1891 
to 4,422.. In like manner, Kota Stia has advanced from 1,211 inhabitants to 1,825, 
while Teluk Bharu shows 1,825 in 1891, as against 539 in 1879. On the other hand, 
S’tiawan, which in 1879 had no existence, now boasts a population of 1,137. 

37. The other increases are pretty evenly divided between the different mukims. 
In its position to the whole State, the Census shows that Lower Perak stands second 
with regard to its Malay population, Kuala Kangsar coming first with 24,614, as 
against Lower Perak with 21,610. In regard to its total population, Lower Perak 
stands fourth on the list, with 25,251 inhabitants. 


IMMIGRATION. 

38. The harbour returns for Teluk Anson for the year 1891 show 24,703 
arrivals and 17,314 departures, leaving an excess of 7,389 arrivals over departures. 
In 18g0 the figures were 22,590 arrivals and 19,135 departures, leaving an excess of 
3,455. There is therefore an increase of more than 100 per cent on the excess of 
arrivals in 1891 as compared with 1890. These figures speak for themselves and 
require no comment from me. 
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GENERAL. 

39. Although there has been a falling off in the revenue of Lower Perak for the 
past year, which, as has been pointed out, is attributable principally to the decline in 
the price of the Farms, from which Lower Perak has suffered as well as other portions 
of the State, still, when it is considered that the Lower Perak district is entirely an 
agricultural one, and is in no way dependent upon mining, the progress made in the 
last year may be considered satisfactory. 

40. If we take the land rent collected during the year there will be found an 
increase of nearly 17 per cent in 1891 over 1890. In 18g0 only 120 acres of land were 
taken up, as against 1,600 acres in 1891. 

41. The present system, introduced by me, of granting new settlers land in small 
holdings free of land rent for three years has, so far, worked well, and it may therefore 
be interesting to note the following statements showing the number of acres of land 
given out since the year 1886, when this system was first introduced.

42. During my absence on leave in 1889 and 1890 no land was given out on 
these terms, and only 120 acres of land were taken up, and these were granted free of 
rent for one year. A comparison of these two statements will show which are the 
most popular terms. 

43. The argument that the granting of land free of rent teaches a native to set 
little or no value on what would really become valuable is fallacious, nor is the land 
thus taken up destined to be again abandoned. Experience has taught me in Lower 
Perak that such is not the case. It must be remembered that the bulk of the immi- 
grants are of the poorest class, often pressed for the very means of subsistence, who 
may be said to be willing for a time to take up land on any terms which might allow 
them sufficient for their bare existence. 
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44. The difficulty to deal with is to find such employment for new settlers as 
will maintain them during the period from the time of taking up land, felling, clearing 
and planting the same until the crop is gathered. In mining districts the mines afford 
opportunities, but in an agricultural district like Lower Perak this has to be en- 
countered and overcome. 

45. The immigrants are settled on certain conditions, which are clearly under- 
stood and which may briefly be stated to be that the land must be cleared, and if this 
is not carried out within a reasonable time the uncleared land reverts to Government, 
and no titles are issued until the land is cleared and planted. 

46. In some cases Government has assisted in paying the passages of the immi- 
grants, and has even supported them with rice until they were settled. But the 
Penghulu is security for the advance, insomuch that he has to see that labour equivalent 
to the advance given is expended on the land, and that the land which is held on 
security for the advance is enhanced in value to this amount. 

47. The value of the assistance thus rendered to them by the Government is 
appreciated by the bulk of the immigrants, who have belief in the Government and do 
their best to promote the objects it has in view. 

48. But all this requires close and frequent supervision, and hardly falls within 
the duties of a Land Officer, and if agriculture on a large scale is to be attempted in 
Perak, there should certainly be an officer in charge of the new immigrants as they 
come into the State, to settle them on the land, supervise their work, afford them 
such assistance as, in his judgment, he may deem necessary, such as assisted passages, 
rice for their subsistence until settled, free grants of plants and seeds, watch the 
cultivation, and report to Government what is necessary as regards roads, drains, 
irrigation, and last—not least—assist the immigrants by finding work, or assisting them 
until their land is brought into crop. 

49. Isee nothing to gain by pressing the immigrants at an early stage for rent. 
In a new country it is difficult to create a capital in the soil. There may not be a 
want of capital in the country, but it is not easy to withdraw it from the more lucrative 
paths of mining and commerce. 

50. Hence everything should be done to encourage a people who are entirely 
ignorant on their arrival in the State as to what are our laws, customs and intentions, 
who are easily frightened and quickly scared from the place, and, after all, these poor 
immigrants, in taking up land in a new country, as they do, enter more or less into a 
serious speculation, in which they are heavily handicapped, when it is remembered the 
difficulties, the uncertainties and the risks which these immigrants, as pioneers, have to 
encounter, and which has ruined many a well-considered scheme of immigration. 

51. The rate of land rent as now fixed is as fair as the present state of the 
country will permit, and is beneficial to both the Government and the raiat. 

52. Land was formerly granted in Lower Perak at fifty cents per acre land rent, 
with a premium of $3, but this can be commuted for a land rent of sixty cents per acre 
free of premium, the extra ten cents being calculated as interest on the $3, thus 
yielding interest a little more than three per cent. We are therefore virtually selling 
jungle at $3 per acre, with a quit-rent of fifty cents per annum. 

53. It may be urged against this that the three years granted rent free deprives 
the Government of three years’ land rent. But the land for the first three years may 
be considered of no value: it is the capital of the immigrants—that is, it is his labour 
expended on, and so invested in, the land which has created a value in the same. 

54. With regard to the extension of agriculture and the keeping up of the 
present standard of rice cultivation particularly, Lower Perak has‘had greatly to 
contend with the manufacture of attaps. What the extent of this trade has been 
(it is now in a very depressed state) I have shewn in paragraph 1 of this report under 
* Revenue.” 

55. Many of the raiats find the cultivation of the nipa palm and manufacture of 
attaps more profitable than padi cultivation, and prefer to lead a more slothful life in 
a precarious state of existence by taking advances from the Attap Farmer and other 
Chinese, to be repaid in attaps. The right to collect the tenths on the value of the 
attaps exported was farmed, and, as I have pointed out, yielded a revenue to Govern- 
ment of $14,400. 

56. The attap workers are, however, demoralised in many ways by this farming 
out of the revenue. The farmer made a large profit by the sale, but as the raiats were 
paid largely in goods, the disadvantage of this is very palpable. The raiats became 
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demoralised, neglected the padi lands and, weighted with a burden of debt, grew reck- 
less and indifferent, and gradually sank to the level of slave-debtors. To this may be 
added that the Attap Farmer was also the agent for the Opium Farm. 

57. The Attap Farm has now reverted to Government, and if the revenue falls in 
this direction I can foretell in the near future that land cultivation, and with it land 
rent, will extend and rise. 

58. . 4 . . Tt would bia a great boon to the raiats and to the new settlers 
if two small gardens were established in Lower Perak—one in the vicinity of Teluk 
Anson, and another at S’tiawan. These gardens might distribute seed and plants to 
the raiats free of cost ; the expense of these would not be great. 

59. The two new cart-roads now being carried out, from Teluk Anson to 
Changkat Jong in one direction and from S'tiawan to Kota Stia in another, will open 
up two very large extents of country. The former will open a country of which the 
Superintendent of Plantations in his report of 25th July, 1891, says :—‘ The soil here 
and up towards Kursi was the richest I saw in Lower Perak, being rich and dark and 
much freer than elsewhere in the district, and more suitable for Liberian coffee. The 
country here is much more open, and as far as the Ayer Itam consists of large grass 
plains, broken up with belts and clumps of jungle.” The second road will ce upa 
large extent of country suitable for sugar and padi cultivation. 

60. The settlement at S’tiawan continues to thrive: some 1,100 acres OE new land 
have been taken up during the year. The new settlers here are dependent upon the 
nilam crop for their sustenance until their fruit trees come into bearing. The export 
ot nilam for the year 1$g1 was over 1,700 pikuls. 

61. Ihave, however, made arrangements for opening padi land on a large scale 
here during the coming year. His Highness the Sultan, who takes great interest in 
S'tiawan and who has already presented the settlement with a coffee pulper, has 
expressed his intention of bestowing 25 head of cattle on the Kelantan people there, 
as an experiment, for ploughing purposes. I hope, therefore, soon to be in a position 
to report that padi land is being worked in the Kelantan fashion with the plough and 
cattle, cattle being preferred to buffaloes by these immigrants. 

62. | have invariably borne in mind the great necessity that exists for creating a 
fixed population in the State: this is what is required and this should never be lost 
sight of. 

63. During the year I have endeavoured to bring in Siamese settlers, and owing 
to the efforts of the Land Officer, Mr. Machado, a colony has now been established at 
Teluk Anson, numbering 27 men, 14 women and 5 children—total 46, and I am in 
negotiation for bringing in twenty more families. They are all padi planters, and 
I hope will form the nucleus of a more extensive seitlement. 

64. During the year I have had every support from the officers in the district, 
and it is owing to their zeal and assistance that I can claim any progress that has 
been made. 

65. These remarks apply equally to the natives as to the Europeans. The Datoh 
Laksamana has cordially supported me in all I have done with regard to immigration. 
With the view to encourage padi cultivation, in terms of letter Governor 2“ of 18th 
December, 1891, the Takgamons: as an experiment, has made known his willingness to 
assist with advances those raiats in the Bidor portion of the Lower Perak district, 
which at present is the most ba.kward as regards padi planting, who will take up 
from two to three acres of land for Lendang (wet padi) cultivation, on the under- 
standing that the land must be first cleared and planted with padi before the advance 
will be made.

DRAFT OF PROPOSED ORDER IN COUNCIL TO DEFINE 
THE LAW RELATING TO RAILWAYS IN PERAK. 


yee it is expedient to define the Law relating to the 

Perak Railways and to the conveyance thereby of passengers 
and goods: it is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in 
Council as follows :— 


1. This Order in Council may be cited as “ The Perak Railways 
Order in Council, 1892”; and it shall come into operation on the 
date of the publication thereof in the Government Gazette. 

2. For the purposes of this Order in Council the expression 
“ railway ” shall include all railways already constructed or in course 
of construction or to be hereafter constructed by or on behalf of 
the Perak Government; and the expression “ railway official” shall 
include the Resident Engineer for Railways, the District Railway 
Engineers, Superintendents, and all such officers, servants, agents, 
and other persons as shall be from time to time employed to do any 
act upon the railway. 


3. The British Resident may appoint a fit and proper person to 
execute the duties and powers hereinafter mentioned, who shall be 
called ‘‘The Resident Engineer for Railways,” and one or more 
persons, as he may deem necessary, to assist the Resident Engineer 
for Railways in the execution of the said duties and powers, who 
shall be called “ District Railway Engineers,” and such clerks and 
other officers as to him may appear necessary. And all duties and 
powers hereinafter required to be performed and exercised by the 
Resident Engineer for Railways shall and may be performed and 
exercised by a District Railway Engineer. 

4. The British Resident may from time to time make, and when 
made revoke, add to, and alter rules regulating the classification 
of goods, the goods that are to be charged for at special rates, the 
charges to be made for the conveyance of passengers and goods by 
the railway, and regarding all other matters not specially enacted 
by this Order in Council and necessary to provide, in every respect, 
for the management and due and profitable working of the railway. 
Provided that the charges for the conveyance of passengers and 
goods at rates other than special shall in no case exceed the rates 
specified in Shedule A hereto annexed. Provided further, that if in 
any detailed classifications of goods sanctioned by the British 
Resident, special provision be made for any articles which are 
deemed exceptional, such provision shall prevail and be of force, 
anything in the Schedule A to the contrary notwithstanding. 


5. A copy of any rule or rules made under the authority of the 
third section may be hung up and affixed and continued on the front 
or other conspicuous part of every railway station, and knowledge 
of the contents of such rule or rules shall be presumed as against

any person using the railway, upon proof that such copy was hung 
up, affixed and continued as herein required. 

6. All rules which are in force at the coming into operation of 
this Order in Council, and which are not inconsistent with any of 
its provisions, shall continue to be in force until revoked, added to, 
or altered in manner hereinbefore provided. 

7. No person shall enter any carriage used on the railway, for 
the purpose of travelling therein, without having first paid his fare 
and obtained a ticket. Every person desirous of travelling on the 
railway shall, upon payment of his fare, be furnished with a ticket 
specifying the class of carriage for, and the station from, and the 
station to, which the fare has been paid, and shall, when required, 
show his ticket to any railway officials duly authorised to examine 
the same, and shall deliver up such ticket upon demand to any of 
the railway officials duly authorised to collect tickets. Any person 
not producing or delivering up his ticket as aforesaid shall be liable 
to pay the fare from the place whence the train originally started, 
unless he can prove that he has travelled a less distance only, in 
which case he shall be liable to pay the fare only from the place 
whence he has travelled. 

8. The fare or freight paid for the conveyance of passengers or 
goods respectively shall be deemed to be accepted only upon 
condition that there be room in the train. In case there shall not 
be room for all the passengers or goods, those passengers who shall 
have obtained tickets for the longest distance shall have the pre- 
ference, and those who shall have obtained tickets for the same 
distance shall have the preference according to the order in which 
they shall have received their tickets; and the like order shall be 
observed as to goods. Provided that all officers and troops on duty, 
and all other persons travelling on the business of Government, 
shall be entitled to be conveyed on the railway in preference to, or 
in priority over, the public without reference to the distance for 
which, or the order in which, they shall have received their tickets. 

g. Any person who shall defraud or attempt to defraud the 
Government by travelling or attempting to travel upon the railway, 
without having previously paid his fare; or by riding in or upon a 
carriage of a higher class than that for which he shall have paid his 
fare; or by continuing his journey in or upon any of the carriages 
beyond the station for which he shall have paid his fare, without 
having previously either paid the fare for the additional distance, 
or obtained the sanction of the station master or guard of the train; 
or who shall knowingly and wilfully refuse or neglect, on arriving 
at the station to which he shall have paid his fare, to quit such 
carriage and railway premises; or who shall transfer or profit by 
the transfer of the return half of any ticket obtained by him, or who 
shall in any other manner whatever attempt to evade the payment 
of his fare, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $20 for each 
offence. 

1o. Any passenger who shall get into or upon, or attempt to 
get into or upon, or shall quit or attempt to quit any carriage upon 
the railway while such carriage is in motion; or who shall ride or 
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attempt to ride upon the railway on the steps or any other part of 
a carriage, except on those parts which are intended for the 
accommodation of passengers, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
Sto for each offence. 

11, Any person other than the engineman and fireman, and 
assistant fireman, if any, who, without the special licence of the 
Resident Engineer for Railways or Locomotive Superintendent, 
shall ride or attempt to ride upon any locomotive engine or tender 
upon the railway, and any person other than the guard er brakesman, 
who, without special permission of the Resident Engineer for Rail- 
ways or Traffic Superintendent, shall ride or attempt to ride upon the 
railway in or upon any luggage-van or goods-waggon, or other 
vehicle not appropriated to the carriage of passengers, shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding $20 for each offence. 

12. If any person shall smoke, or shall chew betel, bhang, 
tobacco, opium, or other like substance, either on the premises or 
in or upon any of the carriages belonging to the railway, except in 
places or carriages which may be specially provided for the purpose, 
he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $10 for each offence ; and 
if any person persist in infringing this regulation, after being warned 
to desist by any of the railway officials or passengers, such person, 
in addition to incurring the liability above mentioned, may be 
removed by any such official from any such carriage, and from the 
premises appertaining to the railway, and shall forfeit his fare. 

13. Any person who shall be in a state of intoxication, or be 
insufficiently or indecently clad, or who shall commit any nuisance 
or act of indecency in any railway carriage, or upon any part of the 
premises appertaining to the railway, or who shall wilfully and 
without lawful excuse interfere with the comfort of any passenger 
on the railway, shall be liable to a fine not excceding $20, or to 
imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for any term not exceed- 
ing three months, or to both; and in addition to such liability, the 
offender may be removed by any of the railway officials from any 


such carriage, and also from the premises appertaining to the 


railway, and shall forfeit his fare. 

14. If any special carriage or portion of a carriage, or an 
private room or apartment, shall be provided for the exclusive use 
of females, any male person who, without lawful excuse, shall enter 
such carriage, or portion of a carriage, or any such room or apart- 
ment, knowing the same to be exclusively appropriated as aforesaid, 
or shall remain therein after having been informed of its exclusive 
appropriation, or if any passenger of one class shall knowingly and 
wilfully refuse or neglect to leave rooms or places set apart for 
passengers of higher classes, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
$50, and may be removed therefrom, and also from the premises 
appertaining to the railway, by any of the railway officials, and 
shall forfeit his fare. 

15. The Government shall in no case be liable for loss or injury 
to any articles or goods to be carried by the railway, unless such 
loss or injury shall have been caused by negligence or misconduct 
on the part of their agents, or servants, and unless the articles or 
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goods in respect of which compensation is claimed shall have been 
booked and paid for in conformity with this Order in Council 
or the rules and regulations in that behalf ‘provided. 

16. If any person shall fail to pay on demand any sum due for 
the conveyance of any goods, it shall be lawful for the Resident 
Engineer for Railways to detain all or any part of such goods, or if 
the same shall have been removed from the premises appertaining 
to the railway, any other goods of such person which shall then be 
on their premises, or shall thereafter come into their possession, 
and also, after reasonable notice to such person, to sell by public 
auction sufficient of such goods to realise the sum payable as 
aforesaid, and all charges and expenses of such detention and sale, 
and out of the proceeds of the sale to retain the sum so payable, 
together with the charges and expenses aforesaid, rendering the 
overplus, if any, of the money arising by such sale, and such of 
the goods as shall remain unsold, to the person entitled thereto; 
or the Resident Engineer for Railways may recover any such sum 
by action at law. The goods of passengers may also be detained, 
sold, and the proceeds disposed of as above provided for non- 
payment of the fare due by them. 

17.. The owner or person having the care of any goods which 
shall have been carried upon the railway, or shall be brought to the 
premises appertaining to the railway for the purpose of being car- 
ried on the railway, shall, on demand by any railway official, deliver 
to such official an exact account in writing, signed by him, of the 
number or quantity and description of such goods. This provision 
shall not apply to passengers’ luggage. 

18. If any such owner or person as aforesaid shall, on demand 
by any such railway official as aforesaid, fail to give such account 
to such railway official, or if he shall wilfully give a false account 
thereof, he shall, for every such offence, be liable to a fine not ex- 
ceeding $20 for every ton of goods, and toa fine not exceeding 
$10 for any quantity of goods less than a ton. 

1g. No person shall carry upon the railway any dangerous 
article, or be entitled to require any railway official to carry upon 
the railway any article which, in the judgment of any of the railway 
officials, shall be of a dangerous nature, or so bulky that it would 
be unsafe for the railway to convey the same; and if any person 
shall carry upon the railway any dangerous article, or shall deliver 
to such railway official any such article for the purpose of being 
carried upon the railway, without distinctly marking their nature on 
the outside of the package containing the same, and likewise giving 
notice in writing of the nature thereof to the station master or 
other railway official to whom the same shall be delivered for the 
purpose of being so carried, he shall be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing $100 for every such offence; and it shall be lawful for the 
railway officials to refuse to carry any luggage or parcel that they 
may suspect to contain articles of a dangerous nature, and to 
require the same to be opened to ascertain the fact previously to 
carrying the same; and in case any such luggage or parcel shall be 
received by the railway officials for the purpose of being carried on 
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the railway, it shall be lawful for any railway official to stop the 
transit thereof until he shall be satisfied as to the nature of the con- 
tents of the luggage or parcel. 


20. If any person afflicted with small-pox or other contagious 
disease shall travel by the railway, he shall be guilty of an offence 
and liable to a fine not exceeding $20; and if any person, whilst 
travelling, be discovered to be so afflicted, it shall be lawful for any 
railway official to remove him from the carriage and from the 
railway permises at the first opportunity. 

21. Any person who shall remove any stakes or pegs, or other 
marks placed by any railway official or by any surveyor or his 
servants or agents along the line of any railway, already constructed, 
or any other line which may be hereafter undertaken with the 
sanction of the Government, or contiguous thereto, for the purpose 
of setting out, tracing, or showing such line, shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding §20. 

22. Any person who shall trespass upon the railway, or upon 
any of the lands, stations, or other premises appertaining to the 
railway, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $10; and if any such 
person shall refuse to leave the railway or premises on being re- 
quested to do so by any railway official, or by any other person on 
his behalf, he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $20, and may be 
immediately removed from the railway or premises by such officer 
or other person as aforesaid. 

23. Any person who shall wilfully ride, lead, or drive upon or 
across the railway any animal, except in directly crossing the 
aailway at any road or place appointed for that purpose, at a time 
at which he shall be lawfully authorised so to do, shall be liable to 
a fine not exceeding $20 for each offence. 

24. If the railway cross any public carriage road (not defined to 
be an occupation crossing as hereinafter provided) on a level, the 
Resident Engineer for Railways shall, when the line is open for 
traffic, cause to be erected and maintained good and efficient gates, 
either across the railway or across the road on each side of the 
railway where the same shall communicate with the road, and shall 
employ proper persons to open and shut such gates. If such gates 
be across the road, they shall be kept constantly closed, except 
during the time when horse$, cattle, carts, or carriages passing"along 
the same shall have to cross the railway; and the gates shall be of 
such dimensions and so constructed as when closed to fence in the 
railway, and prevent persons, cattle, or horses passing along the 
road from entering upon the railway. If the gates be across the 
railway, they shall be kept clesed, except when engines or carriages 
passing along the railway shall have occasion to cross the road, and 
shall be of such dimensions, and so constructed as when open to 
fence in the railway, and prevent persons, cattle or carriages, from 
entering upon the railway: Provided that it shall be lawful for the 
British Resident in any case to order that the gates shall be across 
the road or across the railway, as the British Resident may think 
fit, and in such case the gates shall be erected, maintained, and 
closed accordingly. 
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25. It shall be lawful for the British Resident from time to time 
to declare, by Proclamation, any road or path which the railway 
may cross to be an “occupation crossing,” and such Proclamation 
to alter, vary, or repeal. The gates of occupation crossings are 
not to close across the railway, and are to be kept locked by means 
of padlocks, the keys of which shall be kept by railway officials or 
others authorised thereto by the Resident Engineer for Railways. 
Any person desiring to use the same must give such notice of his 
intention to do so, as the British Resident shall from time to time 
require, to the station master of the nearest station, or such other 
person as the Resident Engineer for Railways may from time to 
time appoint, to allow of arrangements being made for the opening 
of the gates with safety to the public. The Resident Engineer for 
Railways will define from time to time the hours suitable for such 
openings, and the gates can only be opened at the hours so defined 
by him. Cattle passing over the occupation crossing must not be 
driven, but led by a suitable and properly-secured halter. Any 
person using or attempting to use an occupation crossing without 
such notice as aforesaid, or at hours other than those detined as 
aforesaid, and any person causing cattle to cross without such 
halter as aforesaid, and the owner of any cattle so crossing, shall 
be guilty of an offence, and be liable to a fine not exceeding $20, 
or to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, not exceeding 
three months. 


26. The owner of any animal which shall trespass or stray upon 
the railway or upon any lands appertaining to the railway, shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding $5 for each animal; and it shall be 
lawful for any railway official, or his servants or agents, to take or 
drive every animal which shall be found so trespassing, to the 
nearest police station, there to be detained until the highest amount 
of fine incurred by such trespass, and the expense of feeding and 
keeping the animal, be paid, or until a Police Magistrate shall 
otherwise order. A Police Magistrate may. upon proof of the 
trespass, cause such animal to be sold by public auction, and the 
proceeds of the sale, after deducting therefrom such fine or such a 
sum not exceeding $5 for each animal, as the Magistrate shall 
award, to be paid in lieu of the fine to which the owner is hereby 
made liable, and such further sum as the Magistrate shall order to 
be paid for the expenses of detaining, feeding, and selling such 
animal, shall be returned to the owner of the animal on demand. 


Any person who shall unlawfully and wilfully remove or 
deface the number-plates, or remove or extinguish any lamp on an 
carriage or signal-post belonging to the railway ; or shall wilfully 
imitate any railway signal; or shall wilfully or negligently damage 
or injure any carriage, engine, waggon, truck, station, warehouse, 
bridge, building, machine, rail-points, fence or any other matter or 
thing belonging to the railway, shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding $100. 


. 28. If any person for whose use or accommodation any gate 


shall have been set up by any railway official, on either side of the 
railway, or any other person shall open such gate, or pass, or attempt 
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to pass, or drive, or attempt to drive any cattle, carriage, or other 
animal or thing across the railway, at a time when any engine or 
train approaching along the same shall be in sight; or shall at any 
time omit to shut and fasten such gate as soon as he and any cattle, 
carriage, or other animal or thing under his charge, shall have passed 
through the same, he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $50. 

2g. If any person shall wilfully and maliciously put, place, cast 
or throw upon or across the railway any wood, stone, or matter, 
or thing, or shall wilfully and maliciously take up, remove, or dis- 
place any rail, sleeper, or matter or thing belonging to the railway, 
or shall wilfully and maliciously turn, move, or divert any points or 
other machinery belonging to the railway, or shall wilfully and 
maliciously make or show, hide or remove, any signal or light upon 
or near the railway, or shall wilfully or maliciously do or cause to be 
done any other matter or thing with intent, in any of the cases 
aforesaid, to upset, obstruct, overthrow, injure, or destroy any engine, 
tender, carriage, or truck used upon the railway, or to endanger 
the safety of any persons travelling or being upon the railway, or 
cast, throw, or cause to fall or strike against, into, or upon any 
engine, tender, carriage, or truck used upon the railway, any wood, 
stone, or other matter or thing, with intent to endanger the safety 
of any person being in or upon such engine, tender, carriage, or 
truck, every such offender shall be guilty of an offence, and, being 
convicted thereof, shall be liable, at the discretion of the Court, to 
corporal punishment not exceeding 50 lashes, or fine not exceed- 
ing $500, or imprisonment with or without hard labour for any 
period not exceeding twenty vears, or to any two or more of these 
punishments. 

30. Whoever shall wilfully do any act, or shall wilfully omit to 
do what he is legally bound to do, intending by such act or omission 
to cause, or knowing that he is thereby likely to cause, the safety 
of any person travelling or being upon the railw ay to be endangered, 
shall be liable to corporal punishment not exceeding 20 lashes, or 
fine not excecding $roo, or to imprisonment with or without hard 
labour for any term not exceeding seven years, or to any two or 
more of those punishments. 

31. Any railway official who shall be in a state of intoxication 
whilst actually employed upon the railway, or any of the works 
connected therewith, in the discharge of any duty, and any railway 
official who negligently shall omit to perform his duty, or shall 
perform the same in an improper manner, shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding $20; and if the duty in any of the cases in the 
section above-mentioned be such that the omission or negligent 
performance thereof would be likely to endanger tie safety of any 
person travelling or being upon the railway, such official shall, on 
conviction, be liable to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, 
for a term not exceeding one year, or to fine not exceeding $100, 
or to both. 

32. If any person shall rashly or negligently, and without lawful 
excuse, do any act which shall be likely to endanger his own safety 
or that of any person travelling or being upon the railway, he shall, 
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upon conviction, be liable to imprisonment, with or without hard 
labour, for a term not exceeding six months, or to fine not exceed- 
ing $50, or to both. 


33. If any person shall wilfully do any act. or wilfully omit 
to do any act, contrary to the provisions of the rules sanctioned by 
the British Resident, as already provided, he shall be guilty of an 
offence, and be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $10. 


34. Every person who shall give a false or untrue certificate as 
to coolies forming gangs, with intent to defraud or to entitle them 
to the low rate of fare allowed to gangs of coolies by the Schedule A, 
shall be guilty of an offence and be liable, on conviction, to a fine 
not exceeding $50. 

35. Every person who shall be guilty of any offence mentioned 
in this Order in Council may be lawfully apprehended, without any 
warrant or written authority, by any railway official, or by any other 
person whom such railway official shall call to his aid, or by any 
police officer, and every person so apprehended shall, with all con- 
venient despatch, be carried and conveyed before a Police Magis- 
trate to be dealt with according to law. 


36. In the construction of this Order in Council, every railway 
official shall be deemed to be legally bound to do everything 
necessary for, or conducive to, the safety of the public, which he 
shall be required to do by this Order in Council or by any rule which 
shall be made by the British Resident, and of which rule such official 
shall have notice; and every such official shall be deemed to be 
legally prohibited from doing every act which shall be likely to cause 
danger, and which by any such rule he shall be prolubited from 
doing. 

37. For the purpose of this Order in Council, the Police 
Magistrates of Taiping, Matang, Teluk Anson, Tapah, Batu Gajah 
and Ipoh, and also any other Police Magistrate who may hereafter 
be specially authorised thereto by Proclamation issued by the 
British Resident, shall respectively have jurisdiction over all offences, 
acts, matters, and things hereby made cognizable by Police Courts, 
although such Magistrates may otherwise have no jurisdiction in 
the place where the offence was committed, or where the act, 
matter, or thing took place. 


38. And whereas the punishments assigned to certain offences 
under this Order in Council are beyond the jurisdiction of Police 
Courts, but it would be frequently more advantageous that such 
offences should be brought for trial before such courts in order that 
the punishment of offenders may be more prompt, even though it 
should be less severe: It is therefore enacted, that in case of any 
person committing an offence under this Order in Council, and 
which offence would not otherwise be cognizable by a Police Court 
by reason of the punishment to which the same is subject, and a 
certificate shall be presented to any Police Court, signed by the 
Chief Magistrate or District Officer, to the effect that such officer is 
content that such offence or act shall be prosecuted before such 
Court, it shall be competent to such Court to take cognizance of 
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such offence or act, and to award in respect thereof so much of the 
punishment assigned thereto as Police Courts are empowered by 
law to award. 

39. And whereas many of the offences declared punishable by 
this Order in Council may be committed by children whom it would 
not be expedient to punish in manner herein provided: It is there- 
fore enacted, that it shall be competent to any Police Magistrate 
before whom any person under the age of sixteen years shall be 
convicted of any offence, to order the moderate chastisement of 
such person instead of subjecting him to the punishment prescribed 
by this Order in Council, and such chastisement shall be inflicted 
immediately if the Magistrate shall so direct. 

40. The payment of any fare to which any passenger not 
producing or delivering up his ticket shall be liable under section 
8 of this Order in Council, may be enforced in the same manner as 
any fine imposed by this Order in Council. 

41. A copy of this Order in Council and of the rules, time tables, 
and tariff of charges, which shall from time to time be duly made 
and published, shall be exhibited in some conspicuous place at each 
station of the railway, so that they may be easily seen and read; 
and all such documents shall be so exhibited in English and in 
such other language, as shall be required by order of the British 
Resident. 

42. Any person who shall remove, deface, or in any way injure 
any document exhibited by the railway authorities as required by 
section 41, or any notice or document posted by them at the station 
or anywhere upon the railway, shall be guilty of an offence, and be 
liable to a fine not exceeding $20, or to imprisonment with or 
without hard labour for three months. 

43. It shall be lawful for the British Resident to grant to any 
company or person conveying by railway goods, the freight on 
which shall exceed an average amount to be fixed from time to 
time by the British Resident, such rebate as to him shall appear 
reasonable.

Whereas it is desirable to make provision for the establishment 
of a Provident Fund for persons employed in the service of the 
Government of this State: 

It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

1. This Order in Council may be cited as “ The Provident Fund Adapted from 
Order in Council, 1892,” and shall come into operation on the rst SAN ie 
day of , which date is hereinafter referred Fund being sub- 
to as the commencement of this Order in Council. stituted fur 

2. In this Order in Council, if not inconsistent with the context, Neveu er 
the following expressions have the meanings hereinafter respectively sections I to IV. 
assigned to them—viz., 

“ The Government” means the Government of the State of Perak. 

“The Resident” means the Officer who for the time being is 
discharging the duties of British Resident in this State. 

“Public servant” means a person employed on the Fixed or 
Provisional and Temporary Establishment in the seivice of the 
Government, but does not include any person whose salary is less 
than $20 a month. 

“The Directors” means the Directors of the Fund from time to 
time appointed under the provisions of this Ordinance. 

“Contributor” means and includes every person who, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Order in Council, contributes, or 
agrees to contribute, to the Funds hereby established. 

3. A Fund shall be formed, as hereinafter provided, for the benefit 
of the public servants or their heirs, executors or administrators, to 
be called “The Public Servants’ Provident Fund.” 

4. All moneys belonging to the Fund, whether arising from 
contributions, fines, interest, or otherwise, shall be invested with 
the Government. Contributors who voluntarily join within three 
months from the date of this Order tn Council will be credited with New. 
compound interest at the rate of six per cent® per annum, free from « getion 4 Ord. 1 of 
any deduction, to be calculated upon all contributions from the date 1885. 
thereof up to 31st December in each year, when the interest shall 
be credited by Government to each contributor’s account, so that 
from 1st January in each year the total amount of all previous con- 
tributions, and interest which may have accrued thereon, shall bear 
intercest as aforesaid. The rate of interest to be similarly credited ana

5. From and after the commencement of this Order in Council 
a monthly abatement of five per cent shall be made as well from 
the salary of every public servant who enters the Fixed or Pro- 
visional and Temporary Establishment in the service of the Govern- 
ment subsequent to the passing of this Order in Council, as from 
the salaries of such public servants who, having entered such service 
prior to the passing of this Order in Council, give written notice to 
the Directors at any time before the expiration of six months after 
the commencement of this Order in Council of their desire to become 
contributors to the Fund. 

6. Such abatement shall continue to be made so long as the 
contributor continues in the service of the Government, and such 
abatement shall be calculated on the salary actually payable to each 
contributor, whether from his permanent appointment or any acting 
appointment he may hold, but irrespective of personal and other 
allowances. /n addition to the obligatory abatement of five per 
cent provided for in paragraph 5 of these Regulations, contributors 
may arrange for a further voluntary abatement equal to the 
amount of the obligatory abatement, and such voluntary abatement 
will bear interest in the same manner as the obligatory abatement. 

7. Acontributor who is permanently transferred from the service 
of the Government to the service of the Government of the Straits 
Settlements, or any of the Protected Native States of the Malay 
Peninsula, shall (unless he join the Widows and Orphan Fund of 
the Straits Settlements or some similar approved Fund in the 
Protected Native State to which he is transferred) continue to 
contribute to the Fund, subject to the same terms and conditions 
as if he had continued in the service of the Government. Should the 
contributions of any such contributor be in arrears for six months it 
shall be considered that he has ceased to contribute to the Fund, 
and neither he nor his heirs, executors or administrators shall have 
any interest in or claim on the Fund, unless it be clearly proved to 
the satisfaction of the Directors that the omission to contribute was 
not due to any fault on his part. 

8. A contributor who is transferred from the service of the 
Government to employment under the British Crown elsewhere than 
in the Straits Settlements shall cease to contribute to the Fund. 

g. Any public servant who on joining the service of this State 
is at the time a contributor to the Widows and Orphan Fund of the 
Straits Settlements, or some similar approved Fund in the Protected 
Native States, need not, unless he so desires, become a contributor 
to this Fund so long as he continues to be a member of the Widows 
and Orphan Fund of the Straits Settlements, or some similar 
approved Fund in the Protected Native States. 

10. The abatement of five per cent from the salaries of contri- 
butors shall be made by the State Treasurer or District Treasurers, 
or, in the case of payments made by the Crown Agents, by such 
Crown Agents upon each occasion of payment of the salary, and 
placed to the credit of the Fund. 
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11. For the due and proper management of the Fund, the 
Resident shall annually appoint three public servants to be Directors 
thereof, who shall be eligible for re-appointment, and whose duty it 
shall be to superintend and direct the management and administra- 
tion of the Fund, and to see that the laws and regulations relating 
thereto are duly fulfilled and complied with; and it shall further be 
the duty of the Directors, on or before the 31st day of January in 
each year, to prepare, or cause to be prepared, for the information 
of the Resident, a detailed statement and account of the Fund for 
the year preceding, with such report as they may deem necessary. 
The cost of any clerical assistance which may be required by the 
Directors, and all expenses which shall be incurred by the Directors 
in or about the management of the Fund, shall be borne by the 
Government. 

12. Every public servant who has entered the Government 
service prior to the passing of this Order in Council, and is desirous 
of becoming a contributor, shall, within six months from the com- 
mencement of this Order in Council, so inform the Directors. 

13. The sum of money which shall accumulate under this Order 
in Council to the credit of each Officer shall be his absolute property, 
to be handed over to him unconditionally on his retirement from 
the public service of this State, the Colony of the Straits Settlements, 
or any Protected Native State, or in case of his death to be paid 
over unconditionally to his heirs, executors, or administrators. 

14. No amount pay able from, nor the interest of any contributor 
in, the Fund shall be a nable or transferable, or liable to be 
attached, sequestered, or levied upon for or in respect of any debt or 
claim whatsoever. 

15. All questions and disputes as to who is entitled to contribute 
to the Fund, or as to the right of claimants against the Fund, or as 
to the amount of such claim, or as to the rights or liabilities of any 
person under this Order in Council, shall be referred by the Directors 
to the Resident, whose decision shall be binding and conclusive on 
all parties, and shall be final to all intents and purposes, and shall 
not be subject to appeal or be questioned or revised by any Court 
of Justice. 

16. At the close of the tenth year from the commencement of 
this Order in Council, and quinquennially thereafter, an officer shall 
be appointed by the Resident to make an investigation of the Fund, 
and report as to its working, its financial position, and what re- 
adjustment of the benefits or contributions is necessary, and all 
claims under this Order in Council shall be from time to time subject 
to such re-adjustment as, after such investigation as aforesaid, may 
be fouhd to be necessary, and be determined upon by the Resident. 

17. It shall be lawful for the Directors, with the sanction of the 
Resident, to frame rules and regulations not inconsistent herewith 
for the proper carrying out of the provisions of this Order in Council, 
and from time to time to repeal, alter, or vary the same.

Tux following extract is from the London Globe newspaper, 24th June, 
1892, and may have interest for padi planters, whose crops are periodically 
destroyed by water-rats. 


“Rabbits in New South Wales are poisoned by strychnine in the 
following manner. An ounce of strychnine is covered with concentrated 
hydrochloric acid or strong spirits of salt, and left to soak all night. The 
mixture is dissolved in half a gallon of water and bottled for use. A pint 
of the solution will poison 60 gallons of water in the tanks where the 
rabbits drink. In the Mossgiel district 27,000 rabbits were killed in two 
weeks by this method.”

1. The State Treasurer shall indent for all fresh supplies of revenue 
stamps; compliance with such indents shall be notified to the State Auditor. 

2. (i). The State Treasurer shall keep a general stock-book showing 
on one side of each folio the number of stamps of the various values received 
-by him, the total value of each supply, and the date of receipt. 
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(ii). On the opposite side of each folio he shall keep a similar record 
of distributions made to his Stamp Vendor and to District Magistrates; in 
support of entries for supplies sent to the District Magistrates, the State 
Treasurer is required to hold indents and acknowledgments as detailed in 
paragraph 4. 

"3. The Larut Treasury Stamp Vendor shall keep a stock-book similar 
to that kept by the State Treasurer, showing on one side of each folio the 
details of stamps received from the State Treasurer, and on the opposite side 
of each folio the sales made by him daily: he shall pay to the State Treasurer 
at least once weekly the money so collected by him for sales. 

4. When District Magistrates require a fresh supply of revenue 
stamps they shall send to the State Treasurer indents as per Form A, and 
on receiving the stamps they shall fill in the necessary details in the 
counterfoil-book supplied for that purpose, and shall send to the State 
Treasurer an acknowledgment as per Form B, and also to the State Auditor 
a memorandum as per Form C. 

5. District Magistrates shall keep a stock-book similar to that referred 
to in paragraph 3, and shall pay in their collections on this account weekly 
to the Treasury of their district. 

6. All indents for revenue stamps are to be made in multiples of 42, 
except in the case of those for which there is not much demand, when the 
indents shall be in multiples of 7.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 332.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR JULY. 


TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for July. 

On the rst the officer in charge Perak Sikhs left for Kota Bharu and the lower 
part of the district. 

Early on the morning of the 5th I went to Ipoh to meet the Acting British Resi- 
dent and party. About 11 a.m. Mr. Hanson, the Resident Engineer for Railways, 
arrived from Kuala Kangsar, and the Acting Resident, accompanied by the State 
Surgeon and Mr. D. A. M. Brown, Junior Officer, arrived about 2.30 p.m. and was 
received by the Assistant Magistrate, Ipoh, (Mr. Tranchell), the District Engineer 
(Mr. McGlashan), the District Surgeon (Dr. Wright), the Assistant Railway Engineer 
(Mr. Fryer) and others. 

Later on, the Resident visited the hospital, site of railway station, &c. In the 
evening most of the Europeans in the station called on the Resident. 

I received information that 11 houses had been burned at Membang-di-Awan last 
night. 

On the 6th I accompanied the Resident and party to the Leh Chin Kongsi’s mine 
at Teluk Bharu and saw the monitor at work, going on from there to Tekah Menglembu, 
where the mine of the Selama Tin Mining Company was visited. In the afternoon 
the Resident called on the Datoh Penglima Kinta and Toh Muda Wahab. 

The next day the Acting Resident went to Batu Gajah, stopping at Lahat on the 
way to discuss the subject of a branch line from the main line of railway into the 
town, and other matters. We reached Batu Gajah about 10.30 a.m. The Acting 
Resident then went out and inspected the new Government offices, which were 
approaching completion, the new post office, the gaol and hospital. The District 
Engineer and the Senior District Surgeon accompanied the Acting Resident and party 
on the tour of inspection. 
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In the afternoon a number of the officers and other European residents of the 
place called on the Acting Resident, and later I drove the Resident to the site of the 
railway station, where he was met by the Resident Engineer for Railways, the Assis- 
tant Railway Engineer and the District Engineer. 

On the 8th I drove the Acting Resident along the new road to Tronoh; at Si 
Puteh we met Mr. G. Donald, who is constructing the road, and he went with us to 
the new village of Tronoh. The next day Raja Bilah of Papan and others called on 
the Resident, and later on the Acting Resident went to the Land Office and discussed 
the subject of the revenue survey of the district. 

I received a telegram from the Assistant Magistrate, Gopeng, saying that an 
attempt had been made to set fire to the Sen Hon kongsi, Membang-di-Awan, but that, 
fortunately, the fire had been extinguished before any harm was done. 

On the roth I accompanied the Resident and party to Ipoh, and the following 
morning we went on to Gopeng. We stopped at Kampong Kapayang, where the 
Assistant Magistrate of Gopeng and the two Penghulus of Sungei Raia were waiting 
to receive the Acting Resident. Having inspected the school we went on to Tekah 
(Sungei Raia) and reached Gopeng between ten and eleven. In the afternoon the 
hospital and other police buildings were inspected, and a visit was paid to Mrs. 
Eu Kong, where a number of the chief Chinese were assembled and paid their respects 
to the Resident. 

On the 12th the Acting Resident and party, accompanied by Mr. C. D. Bowen, 
the Assistant Magistrate, drove to Kuala Dipang, and a visit was paid to Sungei 
Siput to see the curious workings in the limestone hills. In the evening the Resident 
walked along the cart-road leading to Tapah for some distance. 

The next morning we went by boat down the Kampar river to Kampong 
Changkat, where we found Mr. Bamforth waiting to receive us. We went up the 
new tramway to the village of Batang Tonggong (called by the Europeans Membang- 
di-Awan). The Resident and party then walked out to Membang-di-Awan, and the 
French company’s mine and works were inspected. The Resident was received at 
the mine by M. Rey, the members of his staff and several other Europeans, who had 
assembled there. 

The party then returned to Mr. Bamforth’s house, and in the afternoon the 
Resident, State Surgeon, and Mr. Brown left for Tapah. I accompanied them to 
Blangga, the boundary between Kinta and Batang Padang. In the evening I went to 
see some mines near the village. 

On the 14th I held an enquiry into certain charges which had been made against 
the police, and then went to Kampong Changkat and back, and in the evening, 
accompanied by Messrs. Bowen, Pike and C. C. Scott, walked to Kuala Dipang. 

During the night a fire broke out in Gopeng, and ten small Malay shops were 
destroyed. 

On the 15th I went to Gopeng, with Mr. Bowen, and held an enquiry into some 
complaints against certain members of the Police Force, which had formed the subject 
of a petition. The Acting State Engineer arrived from Tapah. 

The next day I was in Court all the morning and in the afternoon went to Sungei 
Raia with Mr. Pike, Inspector of Mines. We went to see the mines at Machan Api, 
after which Mr. Pike returned to Gopeng, and I went on to Tapah. 

On the 17th I went to Tekah Menglembu, to see Mr. Laws, the manager of the 
Selema Tin Mining Company’s mine there, and then returned to Ipoh. About 2 p.m. 
the Curator and State Geologist arrived from Kuala Kangsar, and in the evening I 
drove him to Batu Gajah. 

On the 25th I went with the Senior District Surgeon to Lahat and Tekah Men- 
glembu, and fixed municipal limits for sanitary purposes, and then went to Ipoh in the 
afternoon and inspected the town. 

The next morning, having fixed boundaries for this town also, we went on to 
Gopeng and inspected the town there. In the evening I left with the Curator and State 
Geologist for Kuala Dipang, and the next morning went to Sungei Siput, where he 
took some photographs of the hill workings, shewing the rattan tramways. On our 
return we visited the limestone quarries at Nasi Sabat. We returned to Gopeng in 
the afternoon. The Curator went on to Ipoh. 

On the 28th J heard several cases in Court and left for Ipoh in the evening, reach- 
ing Batu Gajah at 10.30 the next morning.

NO. 333.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR JULY. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to transmit my monthly letter for July, with the accom- 
panying abstract of meteorological returns for the same month. 

2. The month of July is marked by the visit of the Acting British Resident to 
Batang Padang and Lower Perak. 

3. On the 3rd July I visited Changkat Jong with the District Engineer, inspect- 
ing the cart-road and learning the progress of the work for the water supply at Teluk 
Anson. Wells, it appears, have been found at the foot of the hill, but whether the water 
from these wells will be available for the water supply it would be premature to say at 
present. 

4. Onthe 5th I left for Tapah, in Batang Padang. The heavy rain of the previous 
day and also of to-day having flooded the river, my progress was greatly delayed, and I 
did not reach the ninth milestone until the following morning, whence I walked into 
Tapah, arriving in the afternoon of the 6th July. 

5. Iwas engaged at Tapah during the 7th, 8th and gth of July transacting busi- 
ness preparatory to transferring the charge of the district to its proper officer, who was 
due to arrive from England from leave during this month. There were also preparations 
to be made for the Acting British Resident’s arrival. 

6. Left Tapah on the gth and reached Teluk Anson on the roth July (Sunday). 

7. On the rith July I was engaged with the Acting State Engineer, who had 
arrived on inspection duty. I had also an interview with a Sumatra raja who wanted 
to take up land here. Made arrangements also for starting a brick manufactory here, 
granting land to a Chinaman for this purpose, to be followed soon, as I am informed, 
by a Kling applicant. 

8. On the rrth July I left Teluk Anson with the Acting State Engineer, and on 
the afternoon of the 13th received the Acting British Resident, who had arrived from 
Chanderiang. On the same day Mr. Wise, the District Magistrate, arrived to take 
over charge of the Batang Padang District. 

g. Transacted business and put through papers with the Resident, the Acting 
State Engineer and District Engineer; placed the district again in charge of the 
District Magistrate, and left at 3 p.m. for Teluk Anson. 

10. On the 15th July despatched an imprest to Tapah and found Mr. De Mornay 
down with an attack of fever. On the 16th was engaged all day in Court. 

tr. On the 18th the A7ena came in from Taiping, and at 7 p.m. the Acting 
British Resident, accompanied by the State Surgeon and Mr. Brown, arrived from 
Tapah and landed at the Bidor Bridge, and were conveyed by trollies to my quarters, 
over the railway line. The State Commissioner of Lands also arrived. 

12. I was engaged with the Resident on the roth, and Court was taken ina 
murder case on the 2oth, the gaol and hospital being also inspected. 

13. On the 21st July the new cart-road to Changkat Jong was inspected, together 
with the works now being carried on at this place for the water supply, and on the 
22nd the Land Office and other office work was gone through by the Resident and 
myself. 

14. The Resident left Teluk Anson on the 23rd July, proceeding to the Dedap 
river and thence to Kota Stia—in the one instance to see where the telegraph cable 
to connect Lumut and S’tiawan with Teluk Anson would cross the river, and in the 
other to see the new cart-road which has been commenced here, which will eventually 
be carried on to S’tiawan—anchoring for the night at Bagan Datoh. The Resident 
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landed the next morning, and I accompanied him in inspecting the village and the 
exceptionally fine land for padi planting which is to be found here. I landed later on 
at the Denison lighthouse, to admit of the Resident ascending and inspecting the 
same. 

15. Landing at Pasir Panjang, I accompanied the Resident to S’tiawan calling 
at Lumut to see the wet padi land now opened by Kelantan people with bullocks and 
ploughs in the manner of their country. S’tiawan was visited in the afternoon. 

16. On the 25th July I took the Resident through the new clearings at S’tiawan 
and to the office, and I accompanied him to Lumut, having first ascended the river to 
Kota Siam. The same evening I wished the Resident good-bye, and he proceeded to 
Port Weld in the Government steamer A/ena. 

17. I was occupied with some Court cases and routine work in the afternoon of 
the 26th, and left on the 27th July for Kota Stia, where I spent the night, arriving 
at Teluk Anson at 6 a.m. on the 28th. 

18. Found that a Kling coolie had hanged himself in a fit of temporary insanity 
and an inquest had been held on him. Having been away so much during this month, 
my time was fully taken up with office work until the end of the month. On the 3oth 
July the death of Penghulu Daiman, of Utan Melintan, was reported to me.

No. 334.—-MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR JULY. 
TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 


TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for July. 
1. . . . On the 13th I left Teluk Kertang by launch for the Selinsing 


coast, on a visit to the fishing villages to collect rent. On the 21st, accompanied by 
Mr. W. H. Tate, inspected all the lighthouses and beacons on the Larut coast and 
arranged for their repair. On the 24th left Teluk Kertang, with Inspector Hughes, for 
Sungei Tinggi to enquire into a gang-robbery which occurred at the latter place, 
returning to Matang on the night of the 25th instant. On the 27th drove to 
Simpang railway station and proceeded on duty by train to Port Weld. 

2. During the month I held four inquests on the bodies of Chinamen. Two 
were accidentally killed by trees falling on them whilst felling timber in the jungle, one 
accidentally drowned by the capsizing of a boat in a squall, and the other, after com- 
mitting a gang-robbery and whilst running away with his share of the booty, was shot 
by Krani Mahomed, a Government official. 

3. The Acting Commandant Perak Sikhs visited the district on the 28th instant. 

4. On the 15th a sale of nipah land, formerly the property of Toh Puan Halimah, 
took place, but there were no bidders, and the land is still in the market, but I have 
had private offers for the whole from two or three different people at a reduced price, 
averaging about the third class price of nipahs. 

5. On Friday, the 22nd instant, at 7 .p.m., just after dark, the quiet village 
of Sungei Tinggi was startled, not to say terrified, by the appearance in their midst of 
twelve Chinese gang-robbers, six of whom entered the principal store whilst the 
remainder entered the pajak; several carried revolvers, whilst the remainder were 
armed with knives, parangs, and tools for forcing locks. 

In a moment, before the inmates of the store, consisting of the towkay, his wife, 
three coolies and a boy, had time for action, they found themselves tied to a low beam 
in the store by their pigtails, and their hands and feet bound with strong cord, of 
which a good supply was hanging up for sale, and to which the robbers helped them- 
selves; then, after brandishing their knives in a bloodthirsty way in front of their 
prisoners and administering a few slight stabs on the person of the towkay, and 
threatening them with instant death if they gave the alarm, a man with a revolver was 
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left in charge of them, while the others pillaged the shop to the extent of $80in cash 
and about $100 worth of goods. 


Whilst this was taking place the robbers who entered the pajak were not idle. 
The towkay and a boy were found to be the only inmates, his krani and two coolies 
having gone to the neighbouring village of Pasir Itam. The boy made good his 
escape, and the towkay was left ors de combat by the robbers: he is a powerful man 
and evidently made a good fight, but was outnumbered, and eventually overpowered 
and tied to a leg of his dining table. He was covered with wounds, and was sent off 
to the Taiping hospital the same night, supposed to be in a dying state, but I now hear 
is recovering fast. Having disposed of the towkay, the robbers found their work 
easy, and ransacked and broke open drawers and boxes, leaving untouched those that 
had nothing of value in them, which shewed that the robbers were no strangers at the 
pajak. Having satisfied themselves that nothing of any value was left behind, they 
decamped with about $300 worth of jewellery and clothing, as well as two revolvers and 
a rifle, with 20 rounds of ammunition kept for the defence of the Farm. 

They left the village in a body, firing off pistols and making night hideous with 
unearthly vells, then set off at full speed in the direction of Trong, not, however, with- 
out a parting salute in the shape of a charge of buckshot from an antiquated gun 
fired by the brother of the store-keeper. The shot evidently took effect, as spots of 
blood were visible next morning along the track and on the bridge over the Sungei 
Trong. As the robbers rushed pell mell past the house and through the garden of a 
Government krani, Mahomed by name, the crack of his rifle rang out from an upper 
window and a robber bit the dust, though unknown at the time to the krani. Mahomed 
then, with another Malay, pluckily pursued them, but failed to come up with them, 
owing, as it turned out afterwards, to their having left the path to enter the jungle, in 
order to divide their spoil, after doing which the robbers continued their flight in a 
northerly direction, evidently bent on reaching Taiping, if possible, before daybreak. 
The robber shot by Mahomed was found next morning lying in the fern with both legs 
broken, the bullet having passed through the man’s right leg at the knee and lodged 
in his left ankle. About $10 worth of copper was found on his person and scattered 
about, whilst he still held unconsciously a knife stained with blood in each hand. He 
was eventually conveyed to the Farm, and on the arrival of Mr. Hughes, the Inspector 
of Police, had his wounds dresssed and bound up and food and water given him, after 
which some information was extracted from him, but whether reliable or otherwise has 
yet to be proved. At about 3 p.m. the man dicd from exhaustion. 

This man is supposed to be the ringleader of the gang and is well known in 
Sungei Tinggi and neighbourhood, having nine months previously worked as a coolie 
in a charcoal-burning kongsi within a mile of the spot. At present this is the only 
man brought to justice, but the police have two men in custody on suspicion and have 
other clues and are also on the tracks of other supposcd members of the gang. 

Owing to the distance to the nearest police station (Pasir Itam), Sungei Tinggi 
is at the mercy of these desperadoes, and I would suggest that three police be* 
stationed at Sungei Tinggi, who would be able to patrol this part of the district.

S1R—I have the hondur to transmit my monthly letter for July. 

2. On the 2nd I went to Ijuk to make arrangements for opening new bendangs 
up the Ijuk valley. This can be done by erecting a dam some two miles up the river, 
and, if successful, will bring from roo to 150 acres into cultivation. 

3. From Ijuk I went on seven miles, as far as the boundary of this district. I 
was pleased to note that the natives are already following the new track, in preference 
to the old path. I returned to Selama on the 5th. 

4. Mr. A. B. Stephens arrived on the 11th, and inspected the Government cattle 
on the 12th, sending one bull and ten cows to Taiping, ex route for Lower Perak. 

5. Professor Vaughan Svenson arrived on the 15th. 
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6. On the 17th I left, with him, for Ulu Selama and Gunong Inas. I found the 
ascent of Inas a great deal easier than I expected from previous accounts. 

7. I may mention that the trig station is in a very bad state of repair, four poles 
only standing. I returned on the 21st. 

8. The Inspector of Schools arrived on the 24th. 

g. On the 25th I left for Ijuk, to take over two miles of new agricultural road, 
and returned on the 28th. 

10. The Inspector of Schools left on the 3oth, having inspected all the schools. 

11. I notice that the Malays are busy clearing their bendangs, and that a larger: 
acreage is being cultivated this year than last.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my annual report on the working of this 

department during 1891, supported by comparative returns for the last five years. 
REVENUE. 

The revenue collected during the past year was fairly satisfactory. Under two 
or three heads there are small decreases, which my remarks on comparative returns 
will explain. While the total estimated revenue was $23,250, the revenue actually 
collected was $24,019.33, an increase of $769.33; this would have been greater had 
inter-State accounts been settled in a proper manner: they are not settled up to date. 

POSTAL BRANCH. 
The year again shews an increase in covers, parcels, &c. of 60,000 odd. 
MONEY ORDERS. 

Increases appear under each head, thus shewing that the department not only has 
the confidence of the public, but can compete successfully with the Chartered Bank.

TELEGRAPHS ANI) TELEPHONES. 

During the year 129,245 messages passed over the lines of the State, being an 

increase of 35,193 over the previous year. 
TELEGRAPH LINES. 

The Tapah-Tanjong Malim section was completed and opened for through traffic 
on 28th March, Malacca and Penang thus having an overland route. A clearing of 
50 feet throughout has been made, jungle burnt, &c., the result being that this section 
is one of the best in the State. A few stoppages have occurred; they were, however, 
due in every case to the contractors for the Bidor-Tanjong Malim road felling jungle 
across the line. To avoid total breakage, the line has at times been lowered for a 
distance of nearly four miles and communication kept up; no interruption was of long 
duration, linemen being kept continually patrolling the line and watching the con- 
tractors. 
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Tapah-Batu Gajah Section.—My Assistant Inspector, Mr. Pinkney, reports that 
this section, from Chenderiang to Kuala Dipang, is the worst of our telegraph system, 
owing to the miles of bamboos and sw. amps the line goes through. This will be reme- 
died during the current year, as the line is to be deviated from Kuala Dipang, following 
the cart-road now nearly completed. 


Kamunting-Ulu Sa’petang Line—The department constructed this extension 
for the Perak State Railways. Office connections, &c., have not, however, been run, 
as the railway line has not yet been completed. 

The cable between Penang and Butterworth was again broken by some vessel,” 
and dragged a considerable distance; the same thing occurred in 1890. Repairs were 
completed early in September, and on the following day the Colony’s cable came to 
grief from the same cause. The weather in Penang harbour is at times very rough, 
while the currents are very strong. 


TELEPHONES. 

In Kinta, Lahat and Ipoh have been put in telephonic communication at night. 
The whole of that district has now a night and day service of either telegraphs or 
telephones, which no doubt saves the police a deal of travelling and, at the same time, 
gives quicker notice of anything wrong. 

Interruptions during the year have been 20 in number, the longest being 24 days, 
due to a number of large trees having been felled near Gopeng, the average of the 20 
interruptions being 22% hours.

Mr. Pinkney reverted to his 
appointment as Assistant Inspector, Posts and Telegraphs, Batang Patang and Lower 
Perak districts. Sickness has again been very prevalent amongst the clerical portion 
of the staff; this has not only caused me great inconvenience, but has been a heavy 
expense to Government, by continually having to send reliefs from one end of the State 
to the other. I trust the current year will shew a marked improvement in point of 
health. Mr. Buckell, since his return has, as heretofore, worked his district as satisfac- 
torily as could be expected. Pat . 


Mr. Pinkney was, until the eth May, Acting Inspector of Posts and Telegraphs, 
and at the same time in charge of his own districts, having the Tanjong Malim section 
on hand. I have to thank him for the great assistance he has been to me on the 
Tanjong Malim section, as well as for the manner in which he performed the duties of 
both appointments, which entailed a great deal of travelling and exposure. 


My remarks of former years regarding my Chief Post Master, Mr. D’Aranjo, still 
apply; I am sorry to say, however, that, owing to long residence in a tropical climate, 
he was obliged to take six months’ sick leave on the State Surgeon's medical certifi- 
cate, leaving for the Indian hills on December 7th, a most inconvenient time of the 
year forme. Mr. Pinkney is Acting Chief Post Master, Mr. Buckell soing chetes of 
Batang Padang and Lower Perak districts in addition to his own.

For the first five words or under wa. 20° cents. 

For every additional word ... ... ... ... 4 cents. 


To any other part of the world :— 

The Eastern Extension Telegraph rates plus 2 cents per word. 

In interstate telegrams addresses are transmitted free, as are also 
apostrophes and hyphens, thé name of the office of origin and the date and 
hour of receipt of the message from the sender. The address should con- 
tain all particulars necessary to ensure delivery of the telegram at its desti- 
nation. In all cases the sender supports the consequence of insufficiency of 
address. 

Everything else that the sender writes, to be transmitted, including 
any contingent instructions, and the name of the sender (if required to be 
sent) is charged for according to tariff.

Tue following extracts from the regulations for the system of tele- 
graphs, worked by the Governments of the Straits Settlements and the 
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Protected Native States of the Malay Peninsula are published for general 
information. 

Orriciat telegrams must be signed by an officer authorised to frank 
telegrams, and: will not be transmitted free of charge without such signa- 
ture. 

A reply to an official telegram may be sent free of charge by the 
receiver of the telegram, and the right to return the reply as an official 
telegram is recognised on production of the original official telegram. 

The sender of an official telegram may obtain priority of transmission 
by inserting the word “ Urgent’ immediately after the address. 

Officers should, when absent from their stations, arrange for the 
acceptance of telegrams by a responsible subordinate, as messages are not 
taken out for delivery more than once. 

All telegrams must be signed at the foot of the message form by the 
sender or his representative, but such signature is not transmitted. The 
address of the sender should also be given to facilitate reference, if necessary. 

Every interlineation, reference, erasure or alteration must be authenti- 
cated by the sender or his representative. 

Addresses will be registered free of charge, if required, such registra- 
tion being always effected at the receiving station. 

Telegrams for Singapore and places beyond the local system must 
conform in every respect to the rules of the Hastern Extension Telegraph 
Company. 

On such telegrams the charges are calculated in every respect according 
to the Cable Company’s rules, addresses being charged for, a minimum of 
three words allowed, and so on. 

In every case where charges have to be collected on arrival, the 
telegram is only given over to the addressee upon payment of the amount 
due. Should the receiver take delivery without paying any due charges, or 
signing the receipt, any telegrams subsequently received to his address will 
be posted as unpaid letters. 

A receipt will always be given for any sums paid on account of, or in 
connection with, a message. 

A telegram taken to the place of residence may be delivered either to 
the receiver, the adult members of his family, to his employés, lodgers or 
landlord or to the porter or clerk of the hotel or house, unless the receiver 
has designated in writing a special person. 

If the door is not opened at the address given, or if the messenger 
finds no one who will consent to take in the telegram for the receiver, the 
receipt is left at the address given, and the telegram i is brought back to the 
office, to be delivered to the receiver upon his application. 


The form of receipt sent out with every message must be signed by 
the receiver of a telegram or his representative, and all char ges paid before 
the telegram will be delivered by the messenger. 

The sender cannot complete, rectify, or confirm the address of an 
undelivered telegram except by another paid telegram. 

The sender of a telegram may obtain priority of transmission by pay- 
ing three times the tariff rate, inserting the word “ Urgent” immediately 
after the address. 

Press telegrams must be in plain English, and addressed to and printed 
in a registered newspaper. They will ‘be charged one-third of the tariff 
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rate, and transmitted only when the line is clear of all other work. If paid 
for as urgent press telegrams, they will be sent after other urgent telegrams, 
but before ordinary private telegrams. 

Commercial quotations and matter of similar character cannot be 
admitted as press telegrams. 

The sender may prepay a reply to his message, but the prepayment 
must not exceed the tariff for fifty words. 

The words “reply prepaid,” or “(R.P.),” are to be added to the message 
and paid for, and the sender must state the number of words he has prepaid ; 
for instance, “reply prepaid twenty,” or “(R.P.) twenty’; the first instruc- 
tions counting as three and the latter as two words. If the sender does 
not specify the number of words for which he prepays a reply, charge is 
made for an ordinary telegram of ten words. 

When a message, the reply to which has been paid, is sent out for 
delivery, it will be accompanied by a forwarding telegraph form in the 
remarks of which will be inserted :—‘ Reply of words to 
number from prepaid,” over the clerk’s signature. 

On presentation of this form at the office of receipt of the original 
telegram within six weeks, the reply will be forwarded free of charge, 
provided the number of words is not in excess of those paid for. 

Should the reply contain more words then have been prepaid for, the 
sender of the reply must pay the excess charge for the exact number of 
words in excess. 

No reimbursement will be made of the charge for a reply when one 
is not sent, or when the reply contains a less number of words then were 
prepaid for. 

The date and hour at which a message has been delivered will be 
notified to the sender by telegraph if he inserts the words “ Acknowledgment 
paid,” or the abbreviation “(C.R.)” immediately before the receiver’s address. 

The charge for the acknowledgment of receipt is equal to that ona 
telegram of ten words. 

At the request of the addressee, made in writing at a telegraph office, 
telegrams addressed to him at that office will be re-directed to any station 
within the local telegraph system. The charge for such re-direction will be 
that for a fresh telegram, and may be prepaid by the addressee or 
recoverable from him on delivery of the message. 

A telegram may be addressed to several receivers in the same place, 
or to the same receiver at several addresses in the same place. 

The charge for extra address will be half the minimum charge of a 
telegram. : 

Telegrams addressed to several receivers or to the same receiver at 
different stations, will be charged as so many separate telegrams. 

Messages may be sent partly by telegraph and partly by post, in 
which case the word “ post” should be written before the address, which 
should be the postal address of the receiver, after which should be 
indicated the name of the telegraph station whence the message is to be 
posted. 

The postage must be prepaid in addition to the telegraph charge, or 
the message will be posted as an unpaid letter. 

If it be desired to register a “ telegraph and post’? message the words 
“post registered” or “(P. R.)” must be inserted instead of “ post” and the 
registration fee prepaid in addition. 
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No responsibility will attach to the Government if a message fail to 
arrive in time to catch a particular post intended. 

The sender and receiver of a telegram may be furnished with certi- 
fied true copies of that telegram or of the copy delivered at destination, if 
applied for within twelve months, on the necessary information being given 
to enable the telegram to be found. A charge will be made of ten cents for 
every copy, or ten cents for every 100 words or part of 100 words. 

All necessary measures must be taken to diminish as much as possible 
the number and length of service telegrams, information not of an urgent 
nature being asked for and given by post. 

Telegrams may be written in plain language, in code language, or in 
secret language, consisting of figures or groups of figures. Letter ciphers— 
i.e., letters or groups of letters having a secret meaning, are only admitted 
in official telegrams. 

In addition to the letters of the alphabet and figures, the following 
signs are admissible in telegrams :— 

i Full stop (.) 
Hyphen (-) 
Apostrophe (’) 
Bar of division (/) 
Parenthesis () 
Underline (—) 
Inverted Commas (“ ”’) 

The different parts forming a telegram must be written in the following 
order :— 

Any contingent instructions. 
Address. 

Body of text of message. 
Signature. 

Any contingent instructions the sender may have to give as to the 
delivery at destination, prepayment of reply, acknowledgment of receipt, 
repetition or collation, and so on, should be written immediately before the 
address of the message. 
nes In this case they must be placed between parentheses, and 
thus written each instruction is counted as one word only.

The registration referred toabove . . . . applies only to messages 

received at the station where the registration is effected, and not to messages 
* forwarded from such station. 

The maximum length of a single word in plain language is fixed at ten 
letters, additional letters being counted as extra words at the rate of ten 
letters to the word. : 

In code language the maximum length of a word is also fixed at ten 
letters. 

Code words containing more than ten letters, and words not belonging 
to any of the languages admitted for correspondence, are charged for at the 
rate of three letters to the word. 

Every separate character, whether letter or figure, underline, parenthesis 
(the two signs which serve to form it), or inverted commas (the four signs), 
is counted as one word. 

Initials are charged as so many separate words. 

Words joined by a hyphen, or separated by an apostrophe, are counted 
as SO many separate words. 
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Combinations or alterations of words contrary to the usage of the 
language are not admitted. Nevertheless, proper names of towns and 
countries, family names, names of places, squares, boulevards, streets, &c., 
names of ships, and also numbers written at length, are counted for the 
number of words employed by the sender to express them. 

Groups of figures or letters when expressing amounts, quantities, or 
commercial marks are counted three to a word. 

Bars of division and decimal points each count as a figure. 

The words “fob ” (meaning “free on board”), “ cif” (“cost insurance 
freight”), and “cfi” (“cost freight msurance”’) are accepted as one word if 
written together. If written separately as “f.o.b.,” “cif.” and “¢.f.i.”’ 
they are counted as three words each. The abbreviations “b/l” (‘bill of 
lading”), “c/o” (“care of”) and “°/,”’ (“per cent”) are each accepted 
as one word. : 

All charges must be prepaid, except for re-direction or for porterage, 
which may be left to be recovered from the addressee. 

The sender of a message may, if he pleases, also prepay these charges. 

Should the receiver refuse to accept the message, or to pay charges 
due upon it, the charges should be recovered from the sender. Insufficient 
charges collected in error will also be recovered from the sender. In the 
event of the sender refusing to pay such charges, it shall be at the option 
of the State concerned to decline to receive messages from him for trans- 
mission. 

The transmission of telegrams will take place in the following order :— 

First—Urgent official telegrams. 

Second—Service telegrams. 

Third—Urgent private telegrams. 

Fourth—Ordinary official and private telegrams. 

“Paid Service’? messages rank for priority as ordinary tele- 
grams. 

The sender or receiver of a telegram may, within 72 hours following 
the deposit or arrival of such telegram, as the case may be, have the whole 
or part of the telegram repeated on prepayment of— 

(a) The cost of the telegram demanding the repetition. 
(lb) The cost of the reply. 


The demand for the repetition should be written in the following 
form :— 

Penang from Malacca [these words are not charged for] R.P. 4 [i.e. reply 
paid, four words] twenty sixth [date of original telegram] or 54 Cnumber of 
original telegram] Brown [addressee of original telegram] repeat first fourth 
ninth [tet words in original telegram] or repeat words after............ 

The reply will be as follows :— 

Malacca from Penang [these words are not charged for] Brown............ 
[words repeated ]. 

The number of words charged for in reply will thus exceed by one the 
number of words to be repeated. 

If the reply shows that errors have been made in any of the words 
repeated, both charges for the rectifying telegrams will be refunded on 
returning the receipt given; but if the telegram as originally delivered was 
correct, no refund will be made. 
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No refund will be made when the mutilation has been caused by illegible 
handwriting on the part of the sender, or when the repetition is obtained 
direct instead of by a paid service telegram; nor is any refund due 
on account of the original telegram which caused the request for rectifi- 
cation. f 

Any sender may, by proving his identity, stop, if in time, the trans- 
mission of a telegram deposited by him. 

When the sender withdraws his telegram before its transmission has 
been commenced, the charges are refunded, provided he returns the receipt 
given to him. ; 

If the telegram is already transmitted, the sender’s only means of 
requesting it to be cancelled is by a paid service telegram. No charge will 
in this case be returned, but a free intimation will be given to the sender 
that his original telegram has been cancelled. 

The Governments reserve to themselves the power to stop any private 
telegram which may appear dangerous to the security of the State, or 
contrary to the laws of the country, or to public order or decency. 

If a message be addressed “ poste restante,”it must be at once posted 
or delivered at the post office without the receipt form. 

If addressed “telegraph restant” the message must be kept in the 
office with the receipt ready to be signed by the addressee on his application 
for the message. i 

Messages addressed “ post”’ will be posted by the first mail, or by the 
vessel specified, if any. 

If the telegram is “ post registered,” and registration has been closed, 
but not the ordinary post, the message must be posted at once by ordinary 
post and a duplicate, registered, by the next post. 

To ensure greater accuracy in transmission the sender may have his 
message repeated or collated from station to station, on payment of an extra 
charge of one half the tariff rate. 

Refunds are granted :— 

(a) Of the cost of every message which has, through the fault of the 
telegraph service, failed to reach its destination, or suffered 
a notable delay, that is to say, which does not arrive sooner 
than by post, or which occupies more than 48 hours in 
transit. 

(v) Of the full cost of every repeated or collated message which has 
manifestly failed to fulfil its object through errors made in 
its transmission by telegraph.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 346.—KuALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR JULY. 
TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
S1rR,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for July. 
2. The Acting Resident, accompanied by the State Surgeon and the Resident 
Engineer for Railways, arrived here on the 4th, and proceeded to Kinta the following 
day. 


A Malay was beaten to death by several other Malays at Saiong on the rith; 
two of the supposed murderers have been arrested, and on the 1gth were committed 
for trial at the next assizes. 

4. Ireported my return from leave of absence and resumed duties on the 18th, 
relieving Mr. Osborne, who proceeded to Batang Padang on the 22nd to take up his 
appointment there. 

5. A large number of applications have been received for mining land in the 
valleys opened up by the new road in course of construction to Kota Tampan, the 
total area applied for being 1,525 acres. Mr. Lim Ah Kai is erecting large kongsi 
houses on his land at Tiong (about six miles up the new road), and will commence 
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mining operations almost immediately. The borings made in these valleys show that 
the tin, which is of good quality, is spread over a large area. House lots, already ap- 
plied for, are being marked off on both sides of the road at Trap (between the seventh 
and eighth miles), and there is every promise of its developing into an important mining 
village. Mining operations will, however, I am afraid, be somewhat delayed, in con- 
sequence of the new road being still in the hands of the contractors, and only metalled 
for the first few miles, the earthwork being completed up to the tenth mile. The 
contractors have offered to allow carts to pass over the road during certain hours of 
the day in dry weather, on certain conditions, which include the payment of a fixed 
sum monthly, as compensation for damage done to the unmetalled portion of the 
road and the inconvenience they will be put to in opening the road for traffic before 
its completion The applicants for land along this road are anxious to commence 
work as soon as possible, and I am now trying to arrange with them for each cart 
using the road to pay a toll sufficiently large to enable me to accept the contractor's 
terms. If this cannot be done, mining operations must be postponed until the end of 
the year, except on the land of Mr. Lim Ah Kai, who has made his own arrangements 
with the contractors, as the metalling of the road as far as Trap will not be completed 
before then. 

6. The new bridle-path from Kuala Dal, on the Taiping-Kuala Kangsar road, to 
Sadang, in Blanja, has been completed as far as Kinas. This path joins the Batu 
Gajah-Sadang and Sadang-Lumut roads at Sadang, and will be the means of estab- 
lishing direct communication between Kuala Kangsar and the mining villages in Blanja. 

7. The Acting Assistant Magistrate, who visited Syed Musa’s pepper plantation 
at Chigar Galah on the 26th, reports that the pepper is looking very well. This he 
attributes to the richness of the soil, as the manner in which the vines have been 
tended is not altogether satisfactory. ‘The plantation contains 16,000 plants, of which 
10,000 are over three years old, 2,000 over one year, and 1,000 under one year old. 
Syed Musa has picked 100 pikuls of pepper, which are now ready for export, and he 
expects a crop of from 200 to 300 pikuls in February or March of next year. 

8. His Highness the Sultan has, owing to indisposition, been compelled to post- 
pone indefinitely his proposed tour through the State.

No. 347-—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR JULY. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Si1rR,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for July. 

2. On the 5th a Chinese prisoner escaped from the warder whilst out working, 
and swam the river. . . . Our police followed and recaptured him.: On his 
way to Taiping to undergo the sentence imposed on him for this offence he broke out 
of the lock-up at Kampong Dew during the night, effected his escape, and has not been 
heard of since. 

* * * * * * * 

4. On the gth a public meeting of Penghulus, raiats, &c., was held at Simpang 
Lima in accordance with notices I issued on the 2gth ultimo, and dates and rules 
were settled and agreed for padi planting operations for the coming season. 

5. On the 13th Mr. Vaughan Svenson, a scientific explorer and anthropologist, 
who has been living a long time with wild tribes of Sakeis and Semangs in Kedah and 
elsewhere, studying their customs, origin, &c., called early in the morning. He was on 
the point of starting for Selama by boat, and intended to go to Ulu Selama and study 
the Semangs there, as they are said to be of a different tribe to those he has met. I - 
told him what I knew of them, from camping out with them some weeks in 1884, and 
gave him all information necessary to help him along. He told me that a copy of his 
work will be sent to the Straits branch of the Royal Asiatic Society for publication. 

6. On the 16th, about 7.30 p.m., a number of coolies from an estate came 
into the town and made a great uproar, threw stones about, and attempted to create 
a riot. The police-gong rang the alarm, and | and most of the officers went to 
the scene. Twenty-five were arrested, and order restored. But for the promptitude 
of the police, a serious riot would probably have taken place, and the attap-built town 
might have been looted and burnt down. 
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7. Onthe 17th the officer in charge Perak Sikhs, Mr. Thorpe, and Inspector 
Symes arrived in the launch Rapid and left the same evening for Port Weld. The 
police launch also arrived. ‘ 

8. On the 19th the State Auditor arrived and commenced the audit. As a 
report was made that a number of people, chiefly Banjers, were leaving the district 
owing to the alleged number of deaths after vaccination, and I was not quite satisfied 
with the Apothecary’s report on the matter, I temporarily suspend: d the vaccination 
order and communicated with Government, suggesting that a doctor should come 
and enquire into the matter. 

9g. On the 25th the officer in charge Perak Sikhs and the Protector of Chinese 
arrived, and next day enquired into the attempted riot of the 16th instant. The 
former officer left for Taiping on the 26th. 

10. On the 27th the Protector of Chinese and | proceeded up river in the Iaunch 
Louie and visited and inspected all the principal sugar estate kongsis, &c. The 
State Auditor completed the audit this day and left for Taiping.’ 

11. On the 28th the Protector of Chinese again went up river in the launch and 
visited a few small sugar estate kongsis omitted before, and left for Penang next day. 

12. I am glad to be able to report that small-pox, which in June took an epi- 
demic from in Jalan Bharu, is decreasing. There were 26 fresh cases during the 
month, 25 of which occurred between the 1st and 18th, and only one during the last 
thirteen days of the month. There were only two fresh cases at Tanjong Piandang, 
against 12 in June, and there were two cases at Sungei Burong and eight at Nibong 
Hangus.

To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my progress report for July. 

KINTA VALLEY LINE, TAPAH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—8,262'74 cubic yards of earthworks have been completed, repre- 
senting about 39 chains completed and 34 chains in hand. 

Bridges and Culverts.—No. 2 abutment of culvert at peg No. 320'40 has been 
completed, and the foundations for culvert at peg No. 471 partly taken out. 

Permanent Way.—2,767 sleepers have been delivered and put in the road since 
my last report, and 688 lineal yards of permanent way, with three sets of points 
and crossings, laid. 

Station Buildings——The temporary erecting-shop was about half completed at 
the end of the month, and a quantity of timber and materials for the passenger 
buildings and shed delivered at Teluk Anson. 

IPOH SECTION. 

Earthworks. —25,943 cubic yards of earthworks have been completed during the 
month. : 

Bridges and Culverts—Work has been commenced at the Kinta river bridge, 
the Pari river flood openings, and the 18-inch pipe drain at peg 1,387°50 has been 
completed. ‘ 

Permanent Way.—2,241 sleepers have been delivered during the month, and 
about three-quarters of a mile of rails laid down. 

Buildings.—Material has been delivered at Ipoh and Batu Gajah for the station 
buildings, and two houses for the staff have been completed. 

BIDOR BRIDGE. 

Cylinders Nos. 4, 2 and 1 have been pitched during the month. Cylinder No. 4 

has been sunk 28 feet below the bed of river; cylinder No. 3 has been sunk 37 feet, 
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cylinder No. 2, 13 feet, and cylinder No. 1, 25 feet. Sixty feet of concrete have been 
put into No. 3 cylinder during the month. One girder has been completed, and «ne 
girder erected. 

During the month I was absent altogether twelve days on inspection duty. On 
the 4th July | left Taiping to visit the Kinta district, returning on the gth, and on 
the 17th I left for Teluk Anson, returning to Taiping on the 24th.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my annual report on the district of Kuala 
Kangsar for the year 1891. 


REVENUE. 
1. The revenue for the year amounted to $72,545, being $6,211 below the 
estimate and $1,861 less than the revenue received in the previous year. 


2. The decrease, as compared with the actual revenue of 1890, is mainly due to 
the reduction made in the rent of the Opium Duty Farm, and this also, in a great 
measure, accounts for the failure to realise the estimate. . . . . 


3. The failure to realise the amount estimated for Customs was due to the fact 
that the miners at Tronoh were unable to export the whole of their tin before the end 
of the year, owing to difficulties of transport and delay in completing the road which 
will connect these mines with Batu Gajah. The deficiency in tin duty has, however, 
already been made up for by the extra weight of tin exported in January last, more 
than double the usual amount of duty having been collected during that month. 


EXPENDITURE. 
4. Expenditure for the year amounted to $305,431, a saving of $5,576 on the 
estimate. 


5. Compared with the actual expenditure of the previous year, 1891 shows an 
increase of $93,967, of which $10,778 was on Salaries and Allowances to Native Chiefs, 
$60,662 on Roads and Bridges and $34,970 on Works and Buildings. 


ADMINISTRATION. 

6. Mr. E. S. Hose, Junior Officer, was in February last appointed to assist me 
with the Treasury work, which had for some time past devolved on me, owing to the 
post of Financial Assistant being vacant. Subsequently he was appointed Acting 
Financial Assistant, and I was thus relieved of a duty which had kept me very much 
tied down, and necessitated my neglecting, to a great extent, other important work in 
connection with the administration of the district. 


7. The post of Mining Prospector, which, much to the detriment of the mining 
industry in this district, was allowed to remain vacant for over two years, has now

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been filled, Mr. Fincham having assumed the duties of the appointment in August 
last. His work has already been attended with good results, as is shown by the 
marked increase in the number of applications for mining land, and a correspondingly 
large increase in the revenue derived from tin may be expected during the current 
year. 


8. During the year the following changes in the staff took place :— 


Mr. O. Marks appointed Superintendent of Government Plantations, with effect 
from the 29th March, the appointment having become vacant through the death of 
the late Superintendent, Mr. J. F. M. Cook. 


Mr. H. T. K. Osborne appointed to act as Assistant Collector, Land Revenue, 
with effect from the 29th March, vice Mr. Bede Cox, appointed Acting Collector and 
Magistrate, Selama. 


Mr. W. W. Acton appointed to act as District Engineer, with effect oes the 
1gth July, wce Mr. C. De Trafford, on leave. 


g. Wan Mat Salleh, who was recently raised to the rank of Sri Adika Raja and 
placed in charge of the mukims north of Kota Lama, has already been of the greatest 
assistance tome. He is clever and energetic, and has his heart in his work, and these 
qualifications, combined with the influence he has with the people, will enable him to 
do a great deal towards developing the upper portion of this district. 


10. Raja Ngah Abubakar and Raja Alang, both of whom belong to the “ Waris 
Negri,” were given employment as clerks in the Land Office and Court respectively. 


11. Raja Ngah Jaffar was appointed Malay Secretary to His Highness the 
Sultan, this post having become vacant through the death of the late Secretary, Raja 
Ahmat, the younger brother of His Highness. 


12. Penghulu Abdullah, of Blanja, retired at the end of the year, his age and 
infirmities rendering him incapable of performing the duties of his post. The Govern- 
ment lose in him an old and trusted servant, and, in recognition of his long and faith- 
ful services, have granted him a considerably higher pension than that to which he 
was entitled under the Pension Regulations. 


13. The work of the native officers and kranis is rapidly improving, and during 
the year several of the old and illiterate penghulus were allowed to retire, and were 
replaced by younger and, comparatively speaking, well educated Malays. 


LAND. 
14. The revenue collected by the Land Department amounted to $9,812, 
against an estimate of $11,315, and $9,289 collected in the previous year. 


15. The estimate of $12,015 for Land Revenue, which appears in the printed 
Estimates, was made in Taiping, and I am unable to account for it. The amount 
entered in the draft Estimates of the Land Office was $10,540, and against this the 
actual receipts were $9,812, the deficiency of $728 being due to no survey fees 
having been collected and only a very few agreements for leases issued. 


16. The agreements for leases were prepared in Taiping, and were not returned 
until the end of September. There are now 250 to be issued, but the lessees have 
asked to be allowed time to take them out, and say that they will be quite ready to do 
so after the next padi harvest, which will be over in about three months from now. 
The fees chargeable on issue of these titles will be rather heavy for the Malays here, 
as they will also have to pay for the boundary posts and stones. Hitherto they have 
had to pay no fees, beyond the quit-rent, for their land, and it is only natural that 
there should be a little difficulty in getting them to take out titles which the majority 
of them see no use in. 


17. There were 1,653 lots of agricultural land alienated, the area of which 
amounted to 2,268 acres, against 1,031 lots, with a total area of 1,240 acres, granted in 
the previous year. In addition to the above, 865 lots of ‘bluker” land, covering an 
area of 1,194 acres, were given out under passes for ladang cultivation, against 824 
lots, with a total area of 1,034 acres, in the previous year. 


18. The rents collected on town and agricultural lands amounted to $8,586, 
against $8,059 in the previous year; and mining lands $517, against $483 in 1890. 
The arrears on the 1st January, 1892, amounted to $1352, but there will be no diffi- 
culty in collecting these this year. Another $3,000 could have been collected for rent 
of mining lands had there been an officer here to survey them.

20. The following demarcation work was done during the year :—Agricultural 
lands, 1587 lots, area not yet computed; mines, 12 lots, area 139 acres; one town lot, 
area 1,275 square feet, and 15 village lots, area 14,640 square feet. In consequence of 
the post of surveyor still remaining vacant, no survey work was done. The work of 
the demarcators was computed in Taiping, there being no draughtsman here. 


AGRICULTURE. 

21. The padi, though exceptionally fine, has been greatly damaged by rats, of 
which there appears to be an unusually large number this season, especially in Kuala 
Kangsar and the mukims to the south. This, no doubt, is in a great measure due to 
the irregular manner in which the fields are planted up by the Perak Malays, for in 
the northern portion of the district, where the raiats are principally of Petani origin 
and more systematic in their method of planting, scarcely any damage has been done 
by vermin. At Jenalik, where there are some very extensive fields, each “klamin” 
plants from two to ten acres of padi land, and thus produces considerably more padi 
than is required for its own consumption, the balance being sold to the Perak 
Malays in Kuala Kangsar and down river, where a klamin seldom cultivates more 
than one acre, though it may own two or three. At Jenalik they depend entirely on 
buffaloes for the preparation of the fields, and all commence planting at the same time. 

22. Syed Musa’s pepper plantation at Chigar Galah is doing well, and will soon 
be bearing a fair quantity of pepper. He brought down about 17 pikuls in December, 
which was sent to Penang to be sold, but I have not yet heard the price it realised. 
Up to date, he has expended $8,537 on the plantation, $6990 of this sum being 
advanced by Government. 

23. Both of Kong Lin’s plantations are doing well, but the shade trees have been 
attacked by caterpillars, which have taken off all the leaves. ‘This, however, does not 
appear to have in any way injured the vines or even the trees themselves, which are 
well and strong, and aré now throwing out fresh leaves. There cannot be the least 
doubt that in this particular soil and climate, whatever it may be in others, the vines 
do infinitely better when grown against hard wood posts than they do on the dedaps, 
as a comparison of the two will show, there being both dedaps and posts on Kong Lin’s 
estate. And on all the other pepper plantations in this district it is obvious that the 
less shade the vines get the better they thrive. 

24. The Government pepper plantation (about tr acres in extent, including a 
large nursery) is in good order, and the vines are coming into bearing ; but this, no 
doubt, will be fully reported on by the Superintendent of Government Plantations. 
I would only mention that there is no longer any object in Government working this 
estate, and I have already recommended that it be let or sold, there being several 
persons in this district who are willing to take it over on reasonable terms. 

25. Kong Lin is now planting up 25 acres with gambier, which he thinks will 
prove a success. He has also applied for an extensive tract of forest land in the 
Sungei Siput district, which he intends felling and irrigating, and using for the culti- 
vation of padi. Last year, by way of experiment, he bought up a few of the “ben- 
dangs” adjoining his pepper estates, and employed Chinese labour for planting them 
up. The results have exceeded his expectations, and have convinced him there is 
a large profit to be made here in padi planting, if only his scheme for the introduction 
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of Chinese agriculturists is successful, and at present he appears very sanguine that 
it will be so. 

26. Sir Graeme Elphinstone informs me that he is much pleased with the 
character and promise of the young coffee on the Waterloo Estate, and that his favour- 
able opinion is shared by others who have had many years experience in Ceylon 
coffee, 

In referring to the labour question, he writes: “1 have now 80 Malays working, 
and hope to have over 100 next week. I pay them weekly, and find them capital 
“workmen”. The following is a report on the estate for 18g1 with which he has 
kindly furnished me :—

Prospects for 1892 Crop.—lIt is as yet too early to give an estimate; there is a 
very fine blossom in spike, but no blossom of importance will be out till the end of 
February or March. 

Estimated Work for 1892.—Completing 48} acres now in hand." Felling and 
roading another 50 acres of jungle. The most favourable time to commence felling 
is, I believe, in September. Prior to felling, however, in view of successfully planting 
the estimated 50 acres, roads through the jungle must be cut, boundaries cleared out 
and a good nursery completed. 

27. The Kamuning Liberian Coffee Estate is working very well, and has been 
greatly extended during the year. There are now 265 acres under cultivation, 252 of 
these being planted with coffee and 13 with pepper. The latter and about 120 acres 
of the coffee are now in bearing. Picking was commenced in March, when 1} boxes 
were obtained. The quantity of crop gradually increased, and in December 296 boxes 
were gathered, the total quantity picked during the year being a little over roo pikuls. 
About 12 pikuls were cured from the dry cherry and sent to Singapore, where the 
price realised was $27 a pikul. The estimated crop for the current year is 360 pikuls. 
Cleaning is at present performed by drying and pounding, but a pulping machine is 
expected shortly, and the building for it is in course of erection. 

The estate has about three miles road frontage, that portion of it to the north 
of the road having a depth of about two miles, and that on the southern side about 
half a mile. A block of 5,880 acres was surveyed during the year. The remainder of 
Mr. Hill’s concession of 10,000 acres has been selected and is being cut out. It 
adjoins the present block, and extends up to the left bank of the Plus river. The 
estate will thus be particularly well situated as regards transport and means of com- 
munication, having a cart-road on one side of it and a deep and easily navigated river, 
flowing into the Perak river, on the other. 

The total number of coolies employed on the estate is 135; the daily out-turn 
being from 110 to 115. The last of the contracts of the statute immigrants expired in 
June, and now, with the exception of eight female coolies lately arrived from India, 
the estate is worked entirely with free Tamil labour. 

The health of the coolies has much improved. During the last three months of 
the year the daily average number of coolies in hospital has been only four, 
whereas in 18g0 it was between 30 and 4o. The manager attributes this to the new 
water supply, well water being used instead of water from the stream. 
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. The total expenditure on the estate for 1891 was, I am informed, $12,890. 

28. The Cicely and Hermitage Estates have been greatly improved during the 
year. They were let to a Chinese company in 1890, but for some months afterwards 
were much neglected, in consequence of which, and bad penning, the trees were 
considerably damaged. In March last an experienced tea planter, Mr. F. Watson, 
was put in charge, and the monthly output of tea, which was then only 600 lbs. and 
produced at a cost of 30 cents per Ib. has now, with a small increase of labour and 
judicious penning, been increased to 1500 lbs at the reduced cost of 21 cents per lb. 
The climate and soil appear to be in every way favourable to the growth of tea. 
Eight months’ seedlings, planted in April last, are now four feet high, and will, I am 
informed, be picked in April next. The average local price of tea is 60 cents per Ib. 
and there is sufficient demand to warrant a far larger cultivation of it. 


MINES. : 

29. The weight of tin exported was 5,595 pikuls, against 5,715 pikuls in 18go. 
This is very satisfactory, when it is considered that the output of tin from the old 
mining fields at Salak, which has been declining for the last four years, has now almost 
ceased, and that the tin exported was, for the most part, produced from newly dis- 
covered mines in different parts of the district. 

30. There were 103 lots of mining land, covering an area of 3,275 acres, given 
out in 1891, against 15 lots, with a total area of 282 acres, in the previous year. This 
makes the total area of land now alienated for mining purposes 4,586 acres. 

31. Mr. Fincham, Mining Prospector, who took up his appointment here in 
August last, reports very favourably on the mines in the Blanja‘ district, and says 
there will be a large number of new mines opened there after the Chinese New Year. 
In one mine at Tronoh, where there are 40 coolies employed, they are producing 
over 50 pikuls a day, and smelting over 30 slabs in the 24 hours. The opening up of 
Tronoh has, however, been much retarded owing to the delay in making the cart-road 
from Pulei, though it will now soon be completed, and greatly facilitate transport, 
which at present is both difficult and expensive. 

32. The Mining Prospector further reports that during the last four months of 
1891 he made over a hundred bores in different parts of the district, and at the 
following places obtained good results:—Prek Valley, Padang Bala, Sungei Buluh, 
Katti, Tiong, Changkat Jambu, Trap, Chuor, Siputeh and Serulih. The new cart-road 
to Kota Tampan passes some of the above-mentioned places, and, when completed, 
‘will open up a large area of mining land. 


POLICE AND CRIME. 

33. The health and discipline of the Police Force were good. The returns of 
crime show that 493 cases were reported in 1891, a decrease of 372 as compared 
with the figures of 1890. The percentage of discoveries was 82°75 per cent, against 
73°06 in the previous year. The only cases of serious crime were two gang-robberies, 
both of which were discovered, and 24 cases of house-breaking, of which only four 
were discovered. A case of murder reported in 1889 was also discovered. 


PRISON. 
34. The prisoners remaining in confinement on 1st January, 1891, numbered 31, 
and 246 were admitted during the year—total 277, against 1,110 in 1889.

35. One prisoner escaped from a working party and was not recaptured. 
36. The health of the prisoners was good and no deaths occurred amongst them. 
They were employed mostly on out-door labour, and did good work. 
§ 37. Quarters in the gaol compound for six warders were completed, at a cost of

PUBLIC WORKS. 

39. The expenditure on Works and Buildings was $44,660, against $21,421 in 
18go, and that on Roads and Bridges amounted to $24,999, against $66,278 in the 
previous year. 

40. The following were among the more important works :—a new Istana for 
His Highness the Sultan at Bukit Nagara, not yet completed ; school houses at Kota 
Lama and Saiong; quarters for six warders at the gaol, and a new diarrhoea ward at 
the hospital. A large shelter for gharry horses, which is greatly appreciated by the 
gharry owners, was also erected at a moderate cost. 

ROADS. 

41. The metalled cart-road round the Hijau range was extended, a roughly 
completed six-feet path, about 44 miles in length, having been added to it. 

42. A bridle path, 8 miles 69 chains in length, from Sadang to Lumut, was 
completed. 

43. Atrace, 25 miles in length, was made for a cart-road from Kuala Dal to Sadang. 

44. The new cart-road from Kuala Dal to Kota Tampan was commenced, and 
about ten miles of the earthwork completed, also 240 feet of bridging, extending over 
the first nine miles. 

45. An iron pontoon bridge, 1,400 feet in length, with hinged approaches, was 
made over the Perak river at Enggor. 

46. The walls of the new Istana for His Highness the Sultan were built up to 
the full height, and the back part of the building was roofed in. 

EDUCATION. 

47. New vernacular schools were opened at Padang Rengas, Blanja, Kota Lama, 
Chigar Galah and Lambor. These have all been fairly well attended, especially those 
at which there are Koran teachers, the appointment of the latter having acted as a 
great incentive to the parents to send their children to school. 

48. Owing to the increased attendance, it was found necessary to appoint a 
second assistant teacher at the Kuala Kangsar school. He was placed in charge of 
the English class, which now numbers about twenty scholars. 

POSTS AND TELEGRAPHS. 

The work of the postal department has, on the whole, been satisfactory, and 
the delivery of the mails very regular. There is, however, room for improvement as 
regards the time of delivery on Sundays and holidays, the hours at which the post 
office now opens and closes on those days often rendering it impossible to reply to 
letters by return of post. 

50. The return of telegrams for 1891 shows 1,700 sent and 5,251 received, and 
the return of mails, inward, 17,139 and outward, 15,522. The number of money 
orders issued was 618, and their total value $14,040. 3 

51. It would be a great convenince to the public if British postal orders were on 
sale here, and it might, I think, also be arranged for this office to receive earlier inti- 
mation of the date of departure of the English mails. At present it is not at all unusual 
to receive only a few hours’ notice, and sometimes not even that. 

POPULATION. 

52. A very complete and correct census was taken on the 5th April, the figures 

of which appeared in the Report on the Census of the State of Perak. The total 


* Net decrease, 173. 
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population of this district proved to be 28,915, of which number 16,135 were males and 
12,780 females. The Malays formed the most numerous portion of the population, 
with a total of 23,460, this being considerably more than they numbered in any other 
district of the State. The total increase per cent, as compared with the figures of 
1879, was 98°19. 

HEALTH. 

53. The health of the district has, on the whole, been satisfactory, though there 
was a slight outbreak of cholera during the latter portion of the year, in the down river 
mukims. Strict precautionary measures were taken to prevent the spread of the 
disease, and it was soon stamped out, and only four or five deaths from true cholera 
occurred. 

54. The births exceeded the deaths by 135, the numbers recorded being 597 
and 462 respectively. This is very satisfactory to note, for in 1890 the number of 
births exceeded that of deaths for the first time since any record had been kept, and 
then only by the small number of 59. 

55. Vaccination was carried out, but not to the same extent as in the previous 
year, there having been only 1og subjects operated upon, against 1336 in 18go. 
This is due to there being only one vaccinator for the four districts of Kuala Kangsar, 
Kamunting, Taiping and Matang, whereas in 1890 the vaccinator was allowed to 
remain here for over three months. Last year, in addition to his ordinary work, he 
had to visit Upper Perak, small-pox having been reported to have broken out there. 

56. Influenza prevailed in a mild form during the early part of the year, but was 
confined principally to the sepoys’ barracks. There were only two or three bad cases, 
and no deaths occurred from it. 

57. The sanitation of the town is very satisfactory, and was much improved 
during the year under review. That of the villages of Padang Rengas and Enggor is 
not so good, and the construction of a brick drain in front of the shops in these “places 
would add greatly to their salubrity. 

5. The number of patients treated in the hospital was 885 against 740 in the 
previous year, of these 808 being males and 77 females. Most of the latter were 
-estate coolies, Waterloo contributing a large percentage of them. The number of 
out-door patients was 672, against 582 in the previous year, and of these the majority 
were Malays. 

59. There were 132 deaths in hospital. The Apothecary reports that 66, or 50 
per cent of these, occurred amongst the 128 Waterloo coolies that were treated there, 
whereas the percentage of deaths amongst the other patients was only 8:71. The 
health of the coolies on the Waterloo estate has, however, been much improved of 
late, and everything possible has been done to ameliorate their condition. 

60. There were eight cases of lunacy, six of which were sent down to the 
Lunatic Asylum in Taiping. 

61. The hospital buildings were improved and added to, and a new brick well 
was constructed. 

62. Temperature and rainfall. The following is the meteorological return for 
the year 1891 :-—

GENERAL. 


63. Foot and mouth disease prevailed for some time amongst the cattle in this 
district, but only two deaths were reported as having occurred from it. There were 
no cases of rinderpest, though this is the first time for many years that the district 
has been quite free from it. 

64. A block of wooden houses in the Kuala Kangsar town was burnt down in 
February. The fire was accidental, and the loss inconsiderable. 

65. In January a Chinaman was bitten by a mad dog at Padang Rengas, and 
‘died from hydrophobia two months later. A proclamation was issued at the time, 
ordering the confinement of all dogs in the district for a period of three months and 
the destruction of all dogs found straying. The order was strictly enforced, and since 
then no cases of hydrophobia have occurred. 

66. His Highness Raja Ahmat bin Almarhum Iskander Shah, brother of His 
Highness the Sultan, died at Bukit Chandan, Kuala Kangsar, on the 21st July. His 
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Highness the Sultan, the officers of his household, the District Magistrate, and all the 
Malay officers in the district attended the funeral. The late Raja was the constant 
companion of His Highness the Sultan, by whom his death was deeply regretted. 


67. The fruit gardens at Kuala Kangsar were put under the supervision of the 
Superintendent of Government Plantations, the overseer who was formerly in charge 
of them having been removed to Kinta. On the latter’s suggestion, the fruit, etc., sup- 
plied to the Government officers and others was this year charged for, and the pro- 
ceeds of the sales now more than cover the cost of keeping up the gardens. 


68. A Census of this district was taken on the 5th April, the cost of which was 
$1,805. Of this amount, $800 was paid to supervisors and $487 to enumerators, the 
balance being for transport, etc. 


69. It has not been possible for me, with the staff at my disposal, to do much 
towards the preservation of the forests, but I have endeavoured to collect all informa- 
tion possible from the Penghulus and others with regard to the good timber, and have 
consulted with them as to the best means of preserving it. There is a vast quantity 
of it, and it is spread over nearly the whole district, and with the river and existing 
roads, and those of the latter in course of construction, most of it is rendered fairly 
accessible. Taking into consideration these facts, and the central position Kuala 
Kangsar occupies, lying as it does between fhe two most important districts of the 
State, with which it has direct road communication, and being also connected with 
Lower Perak by the Perak river, the great importance its forest reserves will be 
to the State in the near future becomes at once apparent. But as there will probably 
be unavoidable delay in defining these reserves and organizing a forest department, 
I have recommended to Government that, in the meantime, all felling of timber in this 
district for export be stopped. This, of course, cannot be done in Bruas, where the 
timber is already farmed for the next three years, but the felling can easily be stopped 
here and in other parts of the district. This would not in any way affect the receipts 
of the Coast Farmer, for the timber which is taken from this part of the district is not 
exported to Penang, but sold and used in Taiping. Consequently the Farmer gets no 
revenue from it, and the Government only the fees paid for a few sawyers’ passes; 
although there are thousands of dollars worth of timber being taken out of the 
district, and about one quarter as much again wasted by the sawyers. 


jo. The administration of the mukim of Blanja was, during the year, transferred 
from the jurisdiction of the Collector and Magistrate, Kinta, to that of the Collector 
and Magistrate, Kuala Kangsar. This mukim includes Tronoh, Kantan, Pulei, and 
other new, though promising, mining villages. The transfer, which might have been 
attended with many difficulties, was greatly facilitated through the assistance rendered 
me by the Collector and Magistrate, Kinta (Mr. J. B. M. Leech), to whom I am also 
indebted for much useful advice with regard to the administration and further devel- 
opment of these mining villages. 


71. Raja Chulan returned to Kuala Kangsar in February, having been away 
since 1888 on a visit to his father, the ex-Sultan Abdullah, at the Seychelles. He 
shortly afterwards proceeded to Taiping, to take up an appointment in the Land Office 
there, as Settlement Officer. 


72. During the year several planters and others from Ceylon visited this district, 
with a view to taking up land on the special terms offered to planters in the circular 
of the 22nd April, 1891. One of these gentlemen has selected two blocks of land, one 
of which is in the neighbourhood of the Waterloo Arabian coffee estate, and the other 
near the Liberian coffee estate at Kamuning. 


The remainder of those who visited the district were here for a short time only, 
and could not have seen sufficient of the country to warrant their forming any but a 
very superficial opinion as to the capabilities of the soil. 


73. Onthe gth October His Highness the Sultan created the following officers 
at a Court held at Bukit Chandan :—Orang Kaya Kaya Laksamana of Perak, Orang 
Kaya Kaya Sédika Raja of Perak, Orang Kaya Shabbandar of Perak and Penglima 
Besar. The ceremony was performed in accordance with the ancient customs, in 
the presence of the Sultan, the British Resident, and a large number of chiefs and 
people.

Noutce to Prantsrs, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 

The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 

Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 23 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

2. Tae Actinc Restpent conveys to the Council a recommendation by 
His Excellency the Governor of the Straits Settlements that in Clause 7 of 
Order in Council No. 2 of 1892, which was passed at the last meeting and 
entitled “Transmission of Chinese Letters,’”’ the period of three months 
allowed for the receipt of an acknowledgment of money remitted to persons 
in China should be extended. 


The Council directs that the period be extended to five months, and 
that, as the Order in question has not yet been published, the alteration be 
made in the original Order in Council forthwith. 


3. His Hicansss raz Suran informs the Council that a number of the 
inhabitants of Bota and Lambor have complained to him that the 
authorities in Kinta prevent them taking their goods, which for the most 
part consist of cocoanuts and coarse sugar, up the Kinta river for sale 
unless they have first provided themselves with a Herne, as enacted in 
Order in Council No. 15 of 1891. 

His Hicuness was not aware that the above-mentioned Order was 
intended to apply to small traders of this description, and, if such be the case, 
considers it very hard on them, as their trade with Kinta is one of the 
principal of their few means of livelihood, and the licence fee of $25 would 
in their case be prohibitive. 

The Council decides that boats such as those described by His Highness 
the Sultan are not “shop boats,” and do not therefore come within the pro- 
visions of the Order in Council referred to, and the Acting Resident is 
requested to issue the necessary instructions to the Collector and Magistrate,

No. 362.—AnnvuaL Report on tHE Kran District.—The following 
report on the Krian district for the year 1891, by the Collector and 
Magistrate, is published for general information.

TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my annual report on the administration of the 
Krian district for the past year. 

REVENUE. 

The revenue for 1891 amounted to $97,054.90, against an estimate of $110,169. 
The decrease is owing to the sum of $84,000 being estimated as the Krian bomen of 
the Farms, while only $5,187.82 per month was paid as our share. 

It_is highly satisfactory to be able to report an excess of 85, 589. 15 on the 
Land Revenue estimates, and excesses on every item of the revenue, with two trivial 
exceptions amounting to $144.60 only, $118.23 being short under Miscellaneous 
Receipts and $26.37 under Court Fees. 


EXPENDITURE. 

The expenditure for the year aggregated $148,431.99. This excess over the 
revenue is owing to the charge for metalling that portion of the main trunk road 
which traverses this district; in fact, a sum of $82,581.87 alone was expended on 
roads, etc., the greater portion being on the above special work, which connects 
Province Wellesley with Taiping. 

The Establishments cost $25,044.92, a saving, as usual, on the Estimates of nearly 
$3,000. On Works and Buildings $16,611.49 was spent. 


ASSETS. 

Loans to Chinese sugar estate owners to the amount of about $30,000, bearing 
interest at 10 per cent, were realised without difficulty ; this money was advanced on 
the security of the property. 

TRADE. 

Returns for the district give the following results : Value of Imports, $442,962.36 ; 
value of Exports, $1,080,137.44. Some 105,505 pikuls of sugar, valued at $562,074, 
was exported, an increase on last year in weight of pikuls 21,123, value $160,952 ; 
and 994,163 gantangs of rice, valued at $82,720; also 1,899,420 gantangs of padi, 
Mann at $108,367, was exported, while 20,879 bags of rice was imported, valued at 

79,548. 

The sugar returns may be taken as correct, but everything else as approximate, as 

it is not possible to keep correct returns with so many roads and creeks to look after. 


ADMINISTRATION. 
Owing to the paucity of suitable officers to fill vacancies, several important posts 
were not filled, and extra work was laid on the small staff I had to work with. 


LAND AND AGRICULTURE. 

It is well known that this is purely an agricultural district. The principal products 
are rice and sugar, and, as in all other parts of the world, for good crops favourable 
seasons are an absolute necessity. I am glad to say that the last and the coming crop 
of padi could not be better, thanks to an abundant rainfall at the right time and the 
control, to a great extent, over the water when it did rain by the introduction of a 
number of flood and sluice-gates all over the district. The result was that $21,639.15 
was collected, chiefly quit-rent, against $8,261.55 in 1890. 

I do not intend to encumber the body of this report with returns, as all are 
furnished to headquarters, but I attach in the appendix copies of all.* During the 
year under review new forms of mortgage and transfer have been introduced ; divisional

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rent-rolls and an index to all titles have been prepared. The two latter much facilitate 
work; the new rent rolls will be of great future use. A large area of land was 
abandoned during the succession of bad seasons. Arrears of accumulated rent, amount- 
ing to some $8,000, were still swelling our books: this has been advertised and wiped 
off. All the Land Office records and titles have been bound in a substantial manner; 
this was much needed, as with constant handling they were becoming very dilapidated. 

Two thousand one hundred and eighty-six acres of new land for padi have been 
alienated during the year, and bond fide applications for 3,516 acres for new sugar 
estates are being dealt with. The whole of the work has been carried out by a much 
reduced staff, the native headmen here, with one or two exceptions, being of little use. 

I may safely say the present prospects of the district are specially bright, with 
the best market ever known for rice, a rise in sugar and a great reduction in price of 
labour. The interest the people see Government is taking to foster and extend agricul- 
ture gives them great confidence. 

POLICE AND CRIME. 

There are in the district one European Inspector, one Subadar and 66 non-com- 
missioned officers and men. There are five police stations, at the principal villages 
and trade centres. 

I am glad to say there is little or no serious crime to report—no murders or 
gang-robberies ; highway robberies and house-breaking scarcely known, owing to good 
open roads and a continuous population ; also the simple but effective old rule that no 
one after g p.m. is allowed about without a light. 

PRISONS. 

Only short-sentence prisoners are kept here. Thirty-eight remained in the prison 
on the 31st December, 1890, 353 were admitted during the year, 53 were transferred to 
the Central Prison at Taiping, 315 discharged, and 23 remained on the 31st December, 
1891. The nationality of the prisoners classified gives+-134 Chinese, 43 Malays and 
214 Tamils, a majority of the first being contract coolies, and nearly the whole of 
the last (also contract coolies) from the Gula Estate. I am glad to state that the new 
manager at Gula has introduced a different system: he seems to prefer keeping his 
own labour to letting Government have an average of 30 coolies a month, as was formerly 
the case. The conduct of the prisoners has been good; there have been no escapes. 

COURTS. 

I append the usual returns of Court work, which has been exceptionally heavy. 
Five hundred and fifty-nine cases were instituted in the police courts, against 448 in 
1890 ; 15 inquests were held, against 11 in the previous year. In the Civil Courts is 
found the greatest increase—viz., 298 cases, against 169 in 1890: 20 affidavits, 21 
petitions for letters of administration, 13 of which were granted, together with six 
of previous years which were recorded ; 22 auction sales were conducted. No cases 
were sent up for trial to a higher court ; there were no appeals or petitions, and the 
whole at a cost to the public, therefore revenue to the State, came to $2773.63. | 
think this may be taken as pretty cheap justice. 

Chinese Protectorate duties were also done by the Courts. Some g17 Chinese 
Sin-Kehs were registered, against 545 in 1&90, and $249 were paid in revenue stamps 


used on the contracts. 
BROTHELS. 


On the 1st January 25 prostitutes remained in Parit Buntar; 58 arrived during 

the year, 48 left, leaving 38 on the 31st December, 1891. 
PUBLIC WORKS. 

This department, formerly carried out by the magistrate in charge, has during 
the year been under the State Engineer, who has been represented by a resident 
District Engineer, and excellent work has been done—13 miles of road has been 
metalled, 61 miles of unmetalled cart roads kept up and 12 miles of bridle-roads. 

The village of Parit Buntar has been greatly improved by brick and concrete 
drains. 

24. Substantial main flood-gates have been put in by the department, and much 
other excellent work, which I need not mention in detail as all the information has 
been sent to the State Engineer. 

HEALTH. 


With the exception of an outbreak of cholera in August, I consider the health of 
the district has been good. Beri-beri has, I am glad to say, nearly gone. Small-pox 
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appeared once or twice, but was of a mild type and was soon stamped out. I fear 
little or nothing has been done in the way of vaccination, but this important question 
now has the attention of the State Surgeon. 

RAINFALL. 

‘The seasons have been well defined, the rain and dry weather coming at the right 
times : 100°16 inches fell during the year. 

EDUCATION. 

There are now twelve schools in the district, with 566 children attending, against 

438 in 1890. At the examination 60 per cent of the possible marks were averaged. . . 
POSTS AND TELEGRAPHS. 

There is one office in the district. I may say interruptions have been unknown. 
Three mails are delivered daily and two despatched, except Sundays. The work of 
the office has been very well carried out ; there have been five or six changes in the 
staff during the year. 

POPULATION. 

The regular Census, taken on the 5th April, gave the total inhabitants at 24,662. 

In the year 608 births were registered, and 676 deaths. Malay births registered, 
569, against 413 deaths, while Chinese give only 16 births to 183 deaths. Tamils 
return 23 births to 76 deaths. 

GENERAL. 

There are now about 60,000 acres of land under cultivation in Krian—viz., 40,000 
under padi and 20,000 under sugar, and I think that, approximately, a further 60,000 
acres is available. I trust to see a considerable acreage opened during 1892; to do 
this after two such rice crops is fairly simple. Access to the untouched forests by means 
of bridle-tracks is what is required, and guarantees land being taken up. I am glad 
to report the number of Tamil settlers now permanently resident in the district ; this 
makes labour very reasonable : $6 a month for coolies is what we have been paying. 
The district was visited by the Colonial Secretary, the British Resident and Secretary 
to Government, and all State Heads of Departments paid periodical visits on inspection 
duty. 

"The printing done for me in Taiping cost $368.90. 

Before closing a somewhat lengthy report, I beg to bring specially to your 
notice the very great assistance Mr. V. Hill has been to me: I cannot speak too highly 
of the manner in which he has done his work and often that of others. It is very 
pleasant to know if you depute your assistant to do a thing that it will be done 
thoroughly. I attach a list of returns which form an appendix to the report.*

QUARTERLY REPORT. 


No. 366.—QuARTERLY REPORT ON EDUCATION. 
TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, _ 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of the Acting British 
Resident, the enclosed quarterly summary of school returns* for the three months 
ending June 3oth, 1892. ‘No returns have been received from three places. 

2. During the month of April the Malay schools were closed, and the figures in 
the summary for these schools are, therefore, only for two months. 


* Not printed. 
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3. The total number of schools remains the same as at the end of March—viz., 61, 
no new ones having been opened during the past quarter. It is some satisfaction, 
however, to note an improvement in the general attendance. 


4. In May and June I was able to visit the schools in the Larut, Kuala Kangsar, 
Kinta, Batang Padang and Lower Perak districts. There was much sickness in most 
of the places I visited in June, and this will account for the poorness of the attendance 
in particular cases. 

In the case of the Kampong Kedah and Sungei Megat Aris schools, Krian, 
irregular attendance seems to be a chronic complaint, the attendance there for the 
past two months averaging only 47 and 46 per cent of the enrolment respectively. 


5. The question of new school buildings for Krian was dealt with and settled in 
April, and a sum of $900 allowed for the reconstruction of three schools, $300 for 
each, but the work, I regret to say, has not yet been put in hand. The old buildings 
are literally falling to pieces, and in wet weather are quite uninhabitable. 


6. In May I went to Penang on special duty, and whilst there visited two of the 
Government Malay schools, in company with the Superintendent of Education, and 
was also kindly taken to the Tamil Mission school by the Rev. Mr. Biggs. On my 
return to Taiping the question of transferring teachers from one school to another, 
without previous reference to Government, was satisfactorily settled. 


7. The Ipoh Malay school, which was in imminent danger of falling into the 
river, was re-built on a new site in May. I cannot say who was responsible for the 
selection of the old site, but it would be well, I think, if in future the Education 
Department were consulted occasionally before sites for new schools are fixed upon. 


8. It became necessary for me during the quarter to represent to the Health 
Officer that the Chinese hovels facing Main Road, near the Taiping Malay School, were 
a nuisance and a danger, and Dr. Sheppard, I am glad to say, has since had the whole 
row pulled down. With the removal of these unsightly structures I hope it will be 
possible to take in a little more land for a play-ground, and save the school from a like 
nuisance and danger in the future. 


g. In April the Department lost the valuable services of the Visiting Teacher, 
Mohamed Ibrahim, who was placed in charge of the Kuala Kangsar post office— 
promotion that he well deserved. I have been fortunate in securing the services of a 
suitable successor in Sheik Nasir, of Taiping, a man well known and respected in 
Larut, and a hard worker. 


1o. It was found necessary to dispense with the services of two Malay teachers 
in Krian during the quarter, and to dismiss the clerk in charge of the Education Office 
for absence without leave. 

é A clerk has not yet been appointed, and a great deal of extra work is thus thrown 
on the second clerk—more than he can well manage. 


11. Since my last report an Assistant Visiting Teacher has been appointed for 
the Kuala Kangsar and Upper Perak districts, and it will now be possible for each 
school in the State to be visited once a month. The appointment has been given to 
one of our best Malay teachers. 

12. Hitherto the English and the Malay classes at Kuala Kangsar have been 
conducted in the same building, but, with numbers now in excess even of those at the 
Central school, the arrangement is found not to work quite satisfactorily, and it is 
proposed that the English school should be in a small building by itself. There is a 
Government attap building adjoining the Kuala Kangsar school, formerly occupied by 
a native road-overseer, | believe, but for a long time past untenanted, which, I think, 
would serve the purpose very well, and I should be glad if it could be given over to 
the Department for a school. 


13. An English school has been petitioned for by the leading Chinese of Parit 
Buntar, and will probably be established during the current quarter, as well as some nine 
or ten Malay schools in different parts of the State, the requisite sanction having 
already been obtained.

Sir,—For the information of the British Resident I have the honour to forward 
the following report on the Trigonometrical Survey Department of Perak for the 
year 1891. 

1. (a). Base Line.—In the last report I had the honour of writing (1888) I 
dealt with the preliminary results of my verification of the Perak base, and suggested 
that the rods used should be sent to England for their calibration. This was done, and 
the work was carried out at the office of the Standards Department, Board of Trade, 
with my personal assistance, the operations extending at intervals from May 2nd to 
November, 188g. 

(4). The result of the calibration of the rods was to discover errors in graduation 
equal to about 48°5 inches in the total length of the base (4’602 miles in length). In 
addition, I was able to determine a co-efficient of expansion for each rod, necessitating 
an important correction on that account. These corrections could not have been 
determined in any other way, and this Department is under great obligation to the 
Superintendent of the Standards Department for the facilities accorded to me, and the 
careful results recorded. 

(c). The total correction to be applied, due to these tests, will be about 6'5 feet, 
but, unfortunately (having myself to perform a great portion of the duties of the First 
Surveyor, and having no competent computer to assist me), | have been unable ta 
devote the time necessary to complete the calculations in connection with the base 
line, and I must therefore postpone further details till a future day, when I hope to 
address the Government with a monograph on the subject. I will, however, here add 
that the rods, after they had been calibrated, at my suggestion were sent to Messrs. 
Troughton and Simms to be done up and re-marked, after which I again carefully 
calibrated them before they were returned to the State ; they are now much improved, 
and available for measuring a check base when required. 

2. Trig Stations —Twenty trig stations were erected during the year; thirteen 
of these were new points, and seven were rebuilt. Thirty-four mountain stations were 
visited, and 3,048 angles were observed. New stations were selected at Kuala 
Selama, Gunong Chipor (Ulu Perak), Ungku Busuk (Dindings territory), to which 
the Dindings Perak boundary was tied up, Bukit Tunggal (Lower Perak), and several 
minor points in Kinta, &c. 

Triangulation.—The major triangulation may be stated to now roughly cover an 
area of about one-third of the State, from Bujong Malacca, Bukit Tunggal and Lumut 
on the south to Bintang and Chipor on the north. I am sorry, again, not to be able 
to report a junction with Penang, but this is due solely to the staff being taken away 
from the work of the triangulation during the last three months of the year, and the 
absence of the First Surveyor on leave. Every effort should be made to effect a junc- 
tion with the Colonial triangulation of Province Wellesley in the north and Selangor 
on the south, and the latter State should be asked to bear a half cost of our base of 
verification, which will probably be in the neighbourhood of the Bernam river, and 
convenient for the Selangor State Trigonometrical Survey to be started from. 

3. (a). River Surveys.—Mr. Jayesuria completed the survey of the Kurau river 
and left 19 referring marks. His chainage was thirty-two miles, making the total 
length of the Kurau river, by complete survey, from its source to its mouth over 
seventy miles. 
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(6). Mr. Morris surveyed the Perak river from Kuala Plus to Janing, a distance 
of 63 miles, leaving permanent referring marks where necessary, and tieing on his 
work to a new trig station at Gunong Chipor, between the Sungei Plus and Sungei 
Piah. Total chainage, 88} miles. : 

(c). Mr. Dalton also surveyed about 64 miles of the Perak river, south from 
Blanja, but I had to recall him, just as he was settled down to his work, to go to the 
Kinta revenue surveys, and so, although the Department was put to a great deal of 
expense in starting him, there was a very small result. 


(d). The Perak river has now been surveyed from Janing to Kampong Kota 
Pagar, south of Blanja, a distance of more than 110 miles. 


(e). Mr Williams also started a survey of the Krian river from Selama to the 
Ulu, but was recalled, to go to Kinta, before he had completed quite 10 miles. 


(f). The total river surveys were 794 miles for the year, and 59 G. T. S. stones 
were fixed in connection with them. 


4. (a). Iregret to say that the survey of the coast at the end of the year was 
practically in the state I left it in 1888—in fact nothing was done to it during 
my absence, because the Department was not allowed a steam launch during 1889 
and 1890. However, the Constance was handed over to this Department at the 
beginning of the year, and my /ocum tenens placed her in the hands of the Perak State 
Railway locomotive department for overhaul and repairs, which occupied till the end 
of October, resulting in a total expenditure of $1,735.17. On October 25th and 3oth 
I made an inspection of the North Larut coast (Port Weld to Gula Estate) with a 
view to starting a survey of the Gula river and back-waters thence to Port Weld, at 
the same time making a rough survey for the purposes of the new map of Perak about 
to be published. 


(4). On December 8th I was able to detail Mr. Jayesuria and party to take up 
this work, and since then the Constance has been regularly employed, proving most 
useful and enabling the work to be carried on rapidly and economically. Between the 
gth and 31st December, in spite of holidays, a trig station was erected at the Kuala 
Gula. About 3} miles of the estuary, and the road leading from the landing stage to the 
Gula Estate mills, were surveyed. 


(c). As the launch is not suitable for the off-coast work, I trust to be able to 
employ her, till a more suitable vessel is at my disposal, in the surveys of the various 
back-waters and estuaries between the North Dindings boundary and the Kuala Gula, 
and, from progress already made, I hope next year to be able to record a large amount 
of useful work from her employment. The cost of the launch to the Department for 
the year, due principally to the repairs and consequent lost time of crew, has been 
$2,188.99, for which she made 75 hours running in October, November and December. 

5. New Map.—On my return to the State I found that efforts had been made for 
a long time, since 30th April, 1890, to bring out a new sketch map of the State, that 
in use being of the most untrustworthy and rudimentary nature. Knowing the 
importance of such a map to the State, I obtained the Residents sanction on the 24th 
August, 1&91, to my undertaking the compilation single handed, and a vote of $1,800 
for extra drafting assistance and publishing. I advertised freely for a draughtsman, but 
was unable to get one at $80 per mensem to assist in the work, and was forced to start 
the compilation with my office staff alone, at the expense of arrears in current work. I 
am glad to say that, at the time of writing this report, the map itself, drawn to a 
scale of four miles to the inch, is complete and ready to be forwarded to England. I 
received assistance from the State Engineer, and the Magistrate and Collector, Krian, 
the former of whom placed the whole of the records of his office at my disposal, and 
the latter furnished me with a tracing of the Kedah survey of Krian and Selama rivers, 
and the assistance of both I acknowledge with pleasure. The map, although a great 
improvement on anything previously attempted, is in a great degree nothing more than 
a sketch of the country. This is especially the case outside the Larut district and a 
small portion of the valley of the Perak river. Indeed, our want of knowledge of the 
topography of the State is sadly out of keeping with its material wealth and com- 
mercial prosperity. I had intended to have devoted the whole field strength of the 
Department till the close of the year to extending the triangulation to the northern and 
Ulu districts of the State, in such a way that we should have been able to complete 
the tie on to Penang, begun in 1888, and fix somewhat more approximately than 
at present possible the northern boundary of the State. The pesult of the new com- 
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pilation is to give the State—within the boundaries acknowledged by the Perak 
Government—an area of about 10,000 square miles: about 2,000 in excess of that 
previously generally accepted. It must, however, be clearly understood that. this 
determination of the area is only very roughly approximate, and future surveys may 
considerably increase or reduce it. 

6. (a). Road Surveys, &c.—Fifty-five and a quarter miles of metalled road 
surveys were carried out, referring marks being left at all suitable points. The major 
part of these were in the Kinta district. : 

(4). The following were the principal surveys. Lavu¢.—Putus road, eight miles; 
surveyed by Mr. Morris. Avnta.—(1). Gopeng-Ipoh-Enggor road, including a partial 
survey of Ipoh and Gopeng villages, 324% miles ; surveyed by Mr. Dalton. (2). Ipoh- 
Batu Gajah road, including branches to Tekah Menglembu, Pengkalan Pegu and Papan, 
14} miles; surveyed by Mr. Morris. 

(c). In connection with the road surveys, 44 G. T. stones (minor trig points) were 
put in and fixed. 

7. (a). Details of Duty Performed.—The First Surveyor, Mr. F. W. Mais, up to 
July 1st was Acting Chief Surveyor and in charge of the Department, and on July 29th 
he left for Europe on leave. After my return he undertook some inspection, and 
altogether was 41 days in the field for the seven months, in addition to having charge 
of the Department. 

(6). Mr. J. A. A. Williams, Senior Assistant Surveyor, was absent on leave in the 
early part of the year, and reported himself for duty on 14th March. Since then he has 
been employed as follows: In field 211 days; in office 43 days; leave (vacation) 9 
days, total 263. Since July 29th he has acted as First Surveyor, v/ce Mr. Mais, and 
since November 13th has been in charge of Land Office surveyors working on revenue 
surveys in the neighbourhood of Ipoh and Kinta. 

(c). Mr. W. Dalton was in the field 258 days; in office 40 days; leave (vacation 
and sick) 43 days, total 341. 

(d). Mr. Thomas Morris, in field 266 days; in office 28 days; leave (sick and 
vacation) 45 days, total 339. 

(e). Mr. D. Jayesuria, in field 261 days; in office 42 days; leave (sick and vaca- 
tion) 16, total 319. 

(f). Sub-Assistant Surveyor Moung Zan was generally employed keeping 
jungle tracks open to stations already established, and clearing new points under 
direction. He has actually spent in the jungle, away from Taiping, 223 days, and at 
headquarters 76 days, making a total of 299. 

From the foregoing statement it will be seen that the field officers of my Depart- 
ment have spent a very large percentage of days in the field on very trying work in a 
trying climate. : 

8. (a). Offce——The current topographical surveys have been plotted and kept 
fairly up to date by the office staff, which was short of one native computer the whole 
year, and, as a consequence, one of the draughtsmen was occupied more than half his 
time doing the computer’s work. Between October and December 31st the new map 
of Perak was compiled without extraneous assistance, as none could be got, and its 
execution is very creditable to the draughtsmen employed, Messrs. Van Dort and Keyt. 

The revenue derived from sale of tracings supplied to the public was $160.63, 
the largest amount yet collected, being 71 per cent in excess of the best previous 
year, 1888, when it was $93.26, and more than double that for 1889 and 1890. 

I quote these figures merely to shew that the ordinary work has been in excess of 
previous years, in addition to which the staff has compiled the new map previously 
referred to, and to do so has been most diligent in attention to its duties. 

(4). The office work of the triangulation proper is very much in arrears, and 
nothing further was attempted during my absence than those computations necessary 
for temporary purposes. On my return in July, 1891, 1 found that endeavours were 
being made to get a man from India, the correspondence extending over a year, and 
the only applicant, at a salary of $1,000 per annum, was totally unfit for the duties. 
I again addressed the Government on the subject when preparing the estimates for 
1892, asking that a computer, &c., might be engaged in England at a salary of $1,800 
per annum. I am glad to say that the appointment was sanctioned by the British 
Resident, and the selection is being made. On the arrival of this assistance I shall be 
able to start the preliminary calculations of the triangulation and complete the reduc- 
tion of the base line to a standard measurement. 
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(c). The new offices were occupied in April and are a great improvement on the 
former housings of the Department. 

g. Lxpenditure, 1891.—There was a considerable saving, of $4,595.24, under all 
heads, but especially Establishments, on which there was a saving of $2,226, principally 
due to the Chief Surveyor being absent on leave without salary for the first half of the 
year. There was also a considerable saving, of $1,034.70, on account of general 
expenses of surveys, due to the same cause. 

to. (a), The District Magistrate of Kinta having represented to the British 
Resident, in Land 4503 of 1891, that mining leases could not be issued in Kinta 
because the strength of the Land Office surveyors was insufficient to cope with the 
current surveys of the mining lands, as applied for, the British Resident decided that 
a joint staff, to be furnished by the Trigonometrical Department and the Commissioner 
of Lands, should be told off to assist the Kinta Land Office staff to overtake the arrears 
of the Kinta surveys, the staff to be under the sole control of the Chief Surveyor, and 
the experiment limited to three months. After a visit to Kinta I saw that what-was 
wanted was not assistance to overtake arrears so much as a re-survey of the defective 
work which had been done in the past, and practically a re-survey of the whole district, 
which would require at least two years, and a strong staff. I reported so to the 
Government and the Resident decided that the staff to be placed under my sole control 
was not to start a complete survey of the district, but only to survey a small complete 
area of mining lots, which would occupy not more than six months. I was able to 
send Mr. Williams into the district on October 16th, Mr. Morris on the 21st October, 
and Mr. Dalton not till November roth. 

(4). Having the Resident’s instructions in view, I selected Ipoh as a centre and. 
arranged a series of circuits, including a large area of important mining-lot surveys, 
and placed the Land Office surveyors under the directions of the Acting First Surveyor. 
I selected circuits embracing an area of about 37} square miles, or 24,100 acres, the 
surveys of which were not completed on December 31st. I can only say that as, owing 
to sickness and late arrival, the four officers only put in an average of 254 days each 
in the field, the results, as far as quantity, were fairly satisfactory, and I trust on 
completion I may find the quality as good, which I have no doubt will be the case. 

Messrs Dalton and Morris, who have also been employed in Kinta, devoted them- 
selves to road surveys, leaving fixed G. T. stones about every mile, at convenient 
points, and practically establishing a minor triangulation where most required.

No. 368.—AnnvaL Report on Prisons.—The following report on the 
Prisons of the State for the year 1891, by the Superintendent of Prisons, is 
published for general information. :

TAIPING. 

S1R,—I have the honour to forward the report on the Central Prison, Larut, for 
the year 1891. 

1. I returned from leave to England and took over charge of the Prison on the 
3rd November, 1891, from Dr. Sheppard, State Surgeon, who was appointed to act as 
Superintendent in October, 1890, when Lieutenant Stewart, Perak Sikhs, was com- 
pelled to take sick leave. 

BUILDINGS. 

2. Blocks of Separate Cells—During my absence on leave the second or B 

block of cells has been finished and occupied; the third, C block, is drawing near 
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completion and should be ready for occupation in a few months. These three blocks 
will accommodate 370 prisoners, which is nearly the daily average number locked up 
during the year. 

3. Punishment and Condemned Cells —The new block of punishment and con- 
demned cells have been completed and taken into use. 

4. Attap Wards.—As soon as the C block of cells can be occupied we might 
get rid of sume of the old association wards, if the new work-shed were erected; this 
is much needed, andtill it is, they must remain, as under them several of our industries— 
rattan-working, basket-making, tailoring, &c.—are carried on. Two of the wards are 
at present used as a temporary hospital; but it is to be hoped the new hospital will 
be completed and fit for occupation ere long; then, when the work-shed is ready, these 
can be removed. 

* * * * * * * 

6. Wall of Hospital._—The wall separating the new hospital from the yard is 
too high: it not only shuts out the light and air from the wards, but, where it joins the 
Gaol wall, provides an easy means of escape. The wall should be lowered. A neat 
iron fencing would have answered the purpose of keeping the patients from wandering 
out of the enclosure—all it is wanted for. 

7. Female Ward.—The new female ward is being pushed on. I shall be glad 
when it is ready. There are nine women locked up, four of them mad, and they have 
to be accommodated in part of the lower ward of A block, which is boarded off—a most 
inconvenient arrangement, as the matron and the prisoners have only the passage 
between the cells to occupy during the day. : 

8. Administration Ofices—The new administration offices were taken into 
occupation about the middle of 1890. The Acting Superintendent, in his report for 
that year, pointed out how necessary it was that shades of some sort should be put up 
over the windows, to render the rooms habitable. . . . . The windows are rather 
Large, and let in the full glare of the sun when it is fine; when wet, they have to be 
closed, and, being of glass, the heat becomes very trying, there being no other ventila- 
tion. I believe shelters are about to be put up.

10. New Kitchens.—The new kitchens are completed and are about to be taken 
into use.

The admissions were 162 less than in 18go, and the discharges 133 less. 

Nationalities —Of the prisoners remaining on 31st December, 1891, there were— 
Chinese: males 315, females 5; Malays: males 44, females 2; Indians: males 30, 
females 2; total 398. 

Of the above number—Long sentence, 236; short sentence, 151; waiting trial, 
1; lunatics (females) 5; simple imprisonment, 4; debtors, 1; total 398. 

Of the admissions during the year—Chinese: males 1,185, females 9; Malays: 
males 60, females 3; Indians: males 124, females 19; Europeans and Eurasians 6 ; 
Siamese: males 4; Jews 4; total 1,414. 

14. Female Prisoners.—Thirty-one female prisoners were admitted during the 
year; ten remained on 1st January, 1891, making a total of 41. Thirty-two were dis- 
charged and transferred, leaving, on 1st January, 1892, 9, of whom 5 were Chinese 
lunatics, 2 Malays and 2 Indians. 
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15. Executions ——Two prisoners were executed for murder—one Chinese and 
one Malay. One Malay was condemned to be executed, but his sentence was com- 
muted to 20 years’ penal servitude. 

16. £scapes—Two short-sentence prisoners escaped from the party at Matang; 
one was recaptured, the other got away. 

17. Lunatics.—Five female lunatics were admitted to the prison for safe 
custody ; three were transferred to the asylum at Singapore and one removed to the 
Yeng Wah Hospital. 

18. It is impossible that these poor creatures can be properly looked after and 
treated in the Prison, where sometimes they are the cause of much inconvenience and 
trouble ; and I would recommend that a small ward be built for female lunatics in the 
Yeng Wah Hospital enclosure, where they could be under proper supervision. 

19. Health of Prisoners——The health of prisoners has been comparatively good, 
though there are always a number of men admitted who are confirmed opium smokers 
and eaters, and a number of vagrants, who pass most of their time in hospital and so go 
to swell our daily average of sick. Many of the former quickly fade away into 
phthisis or other fatal chest complaints, and seldom are able to be put to any but the 
very lightest labour. There were eight deaths in the Prison, one in the Yeng Wah 
and one at Matang, making ro deaths, against 48 last year. 

20. Number of Patients——The number of admissions to the hospital during the 
year has been 326; the daily average of sick, 25. 

21. ‘Conduct of Prisoners—The conduct of the prisoners appears to have been 
fairly good. The larger portion of the offences is for having prohibited articles in - 
possession, the common offence in all Eastern prisons. There have been no actual 
assaults on the warders; there have been a few amongst the convicts themselves. 


PRISON STAFF. 

22. Having only returned from leave to England in November, I am not able to 
speak as to the conduct of the staff from my own knowledge. I find all the old Euro- 
pean warders gone, and changes amongst the native warders, so conclude that the 
conduct of the staff has not been what it ought to have been during my absence. 

23. Gaoler.—The Gaoler, Mr. Rawlins, went on leave to England two or three 
days after my return to duty; he had earned his holiday, having been some ten years 
in the Straits, first as warder in the Singapore Prison, and since March, 1884, Gaoler 
of the Central Prison, Larut. He is a good officer, and the state of the Prison on my 
return showed that he had performed his arduous duties in a satisfactory manner. 
Mr. Harfleet, Gaoler of Kinta Prison, was appointed to act for Mr. Rawlins, and took 
up the duties on the 5th November; so far, he has been doing very well. 

24. Matron.—The Acting Matron, Mrs. Rawlins, who had been unwell for a 
long time, went on leave to England with her husband, and Mrs. Bruce was appointed 
Acting Matron, on six months’ probation. 

25. Chief Warder—Chief Warder Newman was appointed to act as Gaoler of 
the Kinta Prison, in place of Mr. Harfleet, transferred to the Central Prison. 

26. European Warders.—Of the European warders at present on the staff, 
Warder Page is the only one who has been here over nine months; the other three 
are new hands, on probation; so far, they are doing very well, and I hope will turn 
out steady, reliable officers. 

27. Warder Wright, who joined from the regiment, Singapore, seemed quite 
unsuited for the responsible post of warder in a large prison; he resigned within a 
fortnight, and returned to Singapore to re-enlist. 

28. All through the year the European warders have been two and three short 
of the number allowed, through inability to secure suitable men. I hope now, however, 
we shall soon have our full number. 

29. Native Warders.—In looking over the defaulters’ sheets, I fear the conduct 
of the native warders has not been very satisfactory during the past year. It is 
difficult here to get good men as warders; not that the pay is bad, with uniform, 
quarters, &c.—it is probably better than what men of the same class get elsewhere— 
but they do not like the constant, monotonous duty and the strict discipline which 
must, of necessity, be kept up in a prison. We have to do the best we can with the 
inferior material, but it throws a deal of extra trouble and responsibility on the superior 
officers. 
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LABOUR OF CONVICTS. 
30. Labour.—There have been 61,759 convicts employed on various works inside 
and outside the Prison for 1891; their labour values amount to $9,523.64—Vviz., 52,222 
convict labour charged at 15 cents, 9,208 employed at Matang and Kamunting at 
18 cents, and 329 employed at Masonic’ Hall at 10 cents. This is exclusive of the 
labour employed on the industries carried on in the Prison. :

MINUTES OF A COMMITTEE HELD IN THE GOVERNMENT SECRETARY'S 
OFFICE ON 2isr JULY, 1892. 

Present:—The Acting Secretary to Government (Chairman), the 
District Surgeon, Larut, the Protector of Chinese (Honorary Secretary), 
Capitan Ah Kwi, Capitan Ah Yam, Mr. Li Pi. 

Assent :—The State Surgeon. 

The minutes of the previous meeting are read and confirmed. 

The following accounts are then discussed and passed :—$700 for out- 
houses to decrepit ward; $132, medical salaries for May and June; $61.86, 
$78.45, $83.80, diets for April, May and June; $7.17 for railway charges 
and cartage of fencing; Kinta accounts for June, showing deficit of $7.50. 

The following papers are laid on the table:—Tapah and Krian receipts 
for May and June; Lower Perak account of receipts and expenditure for 
five months ending 3lst May, 1892; return of sick in decrepit ward; bank 
certificate, shewing balance on 30th June to be $25,373.33. 


Two papers relating to the employment of brothel watchmen for police 
are brought forward. Mr. Reid, officer in command Perak Sikhs, who 
is present at the request of the Committee, explains that when in charge of 
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Kinta, four years ago, he went carefully into the question of brothel watch- 
men. Finding that the men were not looked after, and in consequence 
neglected their work, he directed that they were to be placed under the 
Inspectors as far as regards discipline and training. 


The watchmen are now found, clothed, and drilled by the police, at the 
expense of the Committee. When the watchmen alluded to were removed 
to Lahat, specials were taken on in their places, and kept in Ipoh to be 
trained under the eye of the Inspector. 


Mr. Reid further states that he considers the police have a claim on 
the services of these men, but that the Inspector was in error in not 
reporting the changes at once. 


The Chairman points out that the men are paid by the Committee for a 
special work, thus relieving the police of the necessity of patrolling the 
brothels, and in return are drilled and disciplined by the police—that this 
cannot be considered as in any way putting the men under the orders of 
any one except the Committee. 

The Honorary Secretary suggests that it should be clearly understood 
that the watchmen being engaged for a special service of an important 
nature, are not to be removed except in cases of great emergency, and then 
only after reference to the local head of the Chinese Department or to the 
Committee. 

In reply to further questions, Mr. Reid states that the men have never 
been employed on ordinary police or orderly duty. 

The Committee accept Mr. Reid’s explanation, and desire him to convey 
to the Inspector at Ipoh the expression of their regret that the watchmen 
should have been removed without reference to them. 

The District Surgeon draws attention to the want of a drain round the 
new kitchens. 

The Honorary Secretary is directed to ask the State Engineer for a 
plan and estimate of the drain. 

The Committee decide that as Madarsah Road forms the principal 
approach to the new wards, the Government be asked to take it over and 
put it into repair. 

The Chairman lays on the table papers, covering a despatch from the 
Secretary of State, directing that an attempt be made to persuade women to 
make voluntary use of the new ward. The Chinese members undertake to 
use their influence to this end. 

The District Surgeon reports that the Japanese prostitutes have applied 
to be allowed to use the ward and to pay a small fee. This is agreed to. 

With reference to the extension of the Yeang Wah water supply to the 
new buildings, the District Surgeon is directed to write in to the Honorary 
Secretary at once, that the matter may be brought before Government at 
an early date. 

The Honorary Secretary reports the arrival of the fencing, and informs 
the Committee that the cripple Lam Thong has been sent to Penang, where 
the Assistant Protector of Chinese has kindly undertaken to forward him to 
his destination.

MONTHLY REPORT. 


No. 373-—BATANG PADANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR AUGUST. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for August. 

2. (Qn the 6th I went to Chanderiang and enquired into several mining disputes. 
I inspected the Melbourne Tin Mining Company’s land with Mr. Addis, the manager; 
nothing has been done beyond cutting a water-race and opening up two small paddocks 
to try the ground, as the Company has not yet furnished the necessary funds to carry 
on on a large scale, and there is no pump or machinery on the land. 

3. I visited the school, at which 25 children were present, out of an enrolment of 
34 names on the register. 

4. I left Tapah, with the District Engineer, on the roth for Sungkai. In the 
afternoon we visited the Datoh Laksamana’s mine at Blahan Kling. Seventeen Chinese 
and ten Malays are employed on the land, which is about two miles from Sungkai. 
They pay the Datoh a tribute of $1.50 a pikul on smelted tin and 70 cents a pikul on 
tin-sand, in addition to which he receives $1 a bhara chabut from Government. ‘The 
tin is exported by the Sungkai river. 

5. We rode on to Slim the following day, and arrived at Tanjong Malim on 
the rath. 

6. Next morning we went to Sungei Salak, when Mr. Hardouin is taking upa 
concession of 250 acres of mining land, situated in a broad valley some three miles 
long, extending from the foot of the hills which divide Perak from Pahang to the bridle- 
path about five miles from Tanjong Malim. Mr. Hardouin has selected 200 acres in 
the upper part of the valley and another 50 acres near the bridle-road. I have asked 
the Government to construct five miles of the main trunk road at the Tanjong Malim 
end next year, so as to improve the means of transport to Sungei Salak, where a good 
deal of mining land is available. 

7. A Malay named Uda Drahman has 30 or 4o men washing for tin at the top of 
the Salak valley. The land is exceedingly rich, and easily worked, the tin being washed 
from the sides of the valley, which is narrow at this part, by means of water brought in 
from above. Uda Drahman has been working some 25 or 30 acres of land on a mining 
licence which entitles him to five acres only. This is one of many similar cases, and until 
a survey of the mines can be made, the Government will lose a considerable amount 
of land revenue. At present the demarcation work is so much in arrears that it is 
impossible for the one surveyor in the district to get the survey up to date. 

8. The bridge which is being built across the Bernam river by the Selangor 
Government is nearly completed, and the contract expires this month. 

9. The rest-house has been newly furnished and is a comfortable building. 

to. The Penghulu Haji Mustapha informs me that the padi fields in Ulu 
Bernam have been much damaged by locusts during the last four or five seasons. No 
land rents have been collected there for the last three years, owing to want of staff and 
the distance (54 miles) of the mukim from headquarters. 

11. The bridle-road from Bidor to Slim is in good order, with the exception of a 
few bridges, which are being repaired. A great deal of damage has been done by wild 
elephants, which frequent this part of the district. The cart-road from Tapah to Bidor 
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has been metalled throughout, but the work is not up to the terms of the contract, and 
the District Engineer has taken it over, reserving sufficient money to complete the 
work departmentally. 

12. On the 14th we returned to Slim, the District Engineer going to Tapah the 
next day. I went to Ulu Geliting, with the Penghulu, to inspect the coffee estate 
opened about ten years ago by Messrs. Smith and Innes. About 300 acres of land 
have been leased to a Chinaman named Khoo Sow Chin, of Penang. Six Chinese are 
employed in picking and pulping the fruit, of which, they informed me, about 30 
pikuls a year is exported at Teluk Anson. No attempt is made to cultivate the coffee 
trees, which have grown to a height of 18 or 20 feet and are surrounded with lalang. 
About 200 cocoa trees, which were planted amongst the coffee, are bearing well. 
Supplies are brought up the Sungkai river as far as Kuala Geliting, and carried thence 
for about two miles overland, a bag of rice costing about $7.50 landed at the estate. 

13. The Slim valley is the only part of the district where bendang cultivation is 
carried on to any extent, and this is, I think, owing to the energy of the Penghulu, Mat 
Salleh, who takes great interest in getting settlers into his district. 

14. A school was opened at Slim on the 6th instant, and there are already 20 
scholars. A school-house has been estimated for next year, a house being rented 
meanwhile for the purpose. 

15. I left Slim on the 16th for Sungkai, and on the 17th went to Sungkai Hilir 
with the Penghulu Mat Jalil. This officer has been living at Ulu Sungkai, and 
apparently takes not the least interest in his district, the population of which has been 
steadily decreasing of late years. Both the Penghulus of Sungkai appear to be very 
incapable, and take little or no interest in their work. 

16. I returned to Tapah the same afternoon, and the State Commissioner of 
Lands arrived, and was engaged in examining the Land Office until the 2oth. 

17. On the 23rd I went, with the District Engineer, to the ninth mile of the 
Kinta road. The earthwork at the Chanderiang swamp has been completed and has 
since been metalled, and will be ready to take over in a few days. 

18. Mr. Osborne, First Assistant Magistrate, who took up his duties on the 
30th July, was sent to Krian on the 24th August to act as Assistant Magistrate. 
The services of an experienced Land Officer are much required, as hardly any land 
rents were collected during the first half-year, and the Land Office work generally has 
been thrown much in arrears owing to constant changes. 

1g. Mr. Bamforth has completed the preliminary survey for bringing water into 
the Jungka valley, to work the concession granted to Mr. Berwick. The water can be 
brought from the Batang Padang river about a mile above Kuala Woh, about seven 
miles of water-course and pipes being necessary. 

About 3} miles of earthwork have been completed on the Tapah station road, 
about a mile of metal brought on to the road, and the bridges are nearly finished. 
I attach the meteorological return for the month :—

REVENUE. 

The estimated revenue for the year was $86,245, but only $72,151.54 was collected, 
being $14,093.46 below the estimate. Of this deficiency, more than half was due to 
the falling off in the Farms, and the remainder was owing to the tin duty not realising 
the amount expected. 

EXPENDITURE. 

The estimated expenditure for the year was $208,728.26, the actual sum expended 
being $175,811.52, shewing a sum of $32,916.74 unexpended. The chief heads of 
expenditure which were below the Estimates were Establishments, $3,083.23, Salaries 
and Allowances to Native Chiefs, $1,858.42, Transport, $1,462.34, Miscellaneous 
Services, $1,859.16, Works and Buildings, $10,516.44, and Roads, Streets and Bridges, 
$12,365. 88. 

LAND. 


‘The estimated land revenue was $5,150: of this, $4,940.94 was collected, or $209.06 
less than the estimate. As compared with 1890, there was an increase of $443.57- 
The chief increases, as compared with 1890, were under the following heads :—Land 
Rents, $600.05, Tin and Gold Royalty, $137.47, Agreements and Permits, $61, and 
Mining Licences, $328.75; and the chief decreases were Premia on Leases, $250, 
Demarcation Fees, $34.95, Miscellaneous, $251.25 and Mining Land Rents, $140. 

Under Licences Land Office there was an increase under each head, the chief 
being for guttah, the total increase, as compared with 1890, being $1,581.05, and as 
compared with the Estimates, $1,563.95. 

The number of titles registered was 206, of transfers ro1, mortgages 7, miscel- 
laneous deeds 14, caveats, &c., 11. 

The area of land alienated was—mines: 213 acres 1 rood 15 poles, and agricul- 
tural: 258 acres 1 rood 7 poles. At the end of the year there was a considerable 
amount of arrears of rents outstanding ; had it been possible to get it in, the land 
revenue would have largely exceeded the Estimates. 


COURTS. 

In the Police Court 575 cases were instituted during the year, as against 623 in 
1890. In the Court of Requests 13 were pending on the rst January, and 189 
were instituted during the year, as compared with 111 cases in 18go. A large number 
of cases were heard by the Penghulus. 

The revenue collected was $2,764.41 or $779.41, 
$297.30 more than the amount obtained in 1890. 

GAOLS. 

The statement below shows the number of prisoners admitted and discharged 
from the lock- -up during the year. The conduct of the prisoners has been good. A 
new police station and lock-up was commenced, but more accommodation is urgently

HEALTH AND HOSPITALS. 

The health of the district has been good. The daily average of patients treated 

in the hospital was 60.43, besides 1,398 out-door patients. 
There was no case of small-pox during the year, but out of 16 cases of cholera 13 
died. In Slim there was an outbreak of measles in June and July, resulting in three 


deaths. 


In September foot-and-mouth disease appeared in Cheroh, the Tamil village 
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near Tapah. Stringent measures were adopted, and the disease was confined to the 
locality in which it appeared ; over 100 animals were affected. Only 48 persons were 
vaccinated during the year. 
RAINFALL. 
The total rainfall for the year was 182°97 inches, against 126°59 inches in 1890. 
The greatest rainfall in 24 hours was 7°25 inches, or a quarter of an inch less than 
the greatest fall in 1890. The highest temperature was 96°, and the lowest 69°. 


EDUCATION. 

Schools were opened at Kuala Lipis (Bidor) and at Naga Bharu (Chenderiang). 
They both promise to be very successful. Though they were only opened in the 
beginning of October, they both had a nominal roll of between 30 and 4o by the end 
of December. 

The Tapah school has developed very well, the number of pupils having nearly 
doubled during the year. The Penghulus of Sungkai and Slim are both anxious for 
schools to be opened in their mukims. 


POSTS AND TELEGRAPHS. 

The postal business continues to increase—14,465 covers were received, and. 
13,368 despatched, making a total of 27,833 covers for the year, as against 25,463 in 
18go, and only 8,000 in 1889. 

The work of the telegraph branch doubled during the year. In 1890 the total 
number of telegrams sent and received was 7,327; in 1891 the total was 15,436, divided 
as follows :—Service telegrams received 6,107, sent 1,866. Private telegrams received 
5,676, sent 1,787. } 

Money orders to the value $6,348.06 were issued, and the money orders paid 
amounted to $865.96. The revenue collected by this office was $496.88. 


GENERAL. 

The padi crop throughout the district was good, but the fruit crop has been 
below the average, which was only to be expected after the very heavy crops of 1890. 

The Liberian coffee in the Malay gardens is coming into bearing. The local 
Chinese traders have bought up any that has come into the market at about $35 a 
pikul. 

The pepper from Haji Ali’s garden continues to bear heavily. It fetches good’ 
prices, as the berries are heavy and of fine flavour. 

The telegraph line between Tapah and Tanjong Malim (Ulu Bernam) was 
completed, thus establishing telegraphic communication with Selangor. 

Commenced boring in several valleys in the neighbourhood of Tapah, with most 
favourable results. It was proved that the upper part of the Junka has not been 
worked, only the surface having been turned over: the result is that about 75 acres 
of land has been applied for, and I hope to see work commenced at once. 

Borings were also made in the Temoh valley, and in the K’lindi. The results were 
encouraging, and, in consequence, the whole of the former and roo acres of the latter 
has been applied for. 

The metalling of the first eight miles of the Tapah-Pahang road was completed, 
and it was opened for traffic, and the first four miles of the Tapah-Dipang section of 
the main road were completed and taken over.

No. 375.—AnnuaL Report on THE GOVERNMENT PLANTATIONS.—The fol- 
lowing report on the Government Plantations for the year 1891, by the 
Superintendent of Government Plantations, is published for general infor- 
mation.

S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for the year 1891. The year has 
hardly been a successful one in regard to agriculture. No coffee planting has been 
done, to any large extent; and in spite of the very favourable terms offered by Gov- 
ernment to pioneer planters, the results have been disappointing. Several appli- 
cations have been made for coffee land, and large grants have been given to approved 
applicants, but yp to date nothing has been done to open up the land. 


2. The natives, and the Sumatra Malays now in Perak, have planted several 
small blocks of land with Liberian coffee and fruit trees, and the demand for seed 
increases as the success of Liberian coffee becomes known. Raja Mahmud, of Batu 
Gajah, and Imam Prang, of Gopeng, have already large tracts of land under cultiva- 
tion and are adding to their estates, and have been supplied with seed and plants 
from the Government nurseries. Several thousand pepper cuttings have been sold 
and distributed to native planters, principally in the Kuala Kangsar district, where 
the cultivation of pepper is daily on the increase. Kong Ling’s estate and that of 
Syed Musa are both doing excellently, and should both give fair crops this year. 
Pepper cultivation is admirably suited to the Malays, the easy and idle work of tend- 
ing the vines requiring very little exertion, and the small profit satisfying their 
ambition. 


The Government pepper gardens at Padang Rengas have been kept in good 
order during the year. The young vines from which the unripe crop was pulled look 
exceedingly well, and will be allowed to yield this year. The nurseries have been 
well tended by Mat Saleh, and kept well stocked with strong healthy cuttings. 
All the Liberian coffee plants in the nurseries here have been disposed of, and more 
nurseries are being prepared. An experimental nursery of native fruit trees was also 
successfully tried on a small scale, and arrangements are being made to supply the 
applicants who were too late to obtain plants from these nurseries. 


4. A large number of coconuts have been planted by Haji Mat Saman in the 
Kinta district, and by others in the small native kampongs in the various districts. 
The planting of cocoanuts should be encouraged as much as possible, as it is one of 
the most paying enterprises, and the trees flourish equally well inland as on the sea 
coast in this State, and experienced judges have said that the old trees at Kuala 
Kangsar are more than equal to those on the best Ceylon plantations. 


5. The tea on the Cicely and Hermitage Estates has greatly improved under the 
able supervision of Mr. F. J. Watson, and has given a yield of over 240 Ibs. per acre 
for the year; this is very creditable, as all the fields had to be pruned during the 
year and considering the large percentage of vacancies, the tea never having been 
supplied until Mr. Watson took over charge. The young tea planted in April has 
come on remarkably well, and the plants are now very vigorous and healthy. The 
made tea has been very favourably reported on by both London and Calcutta brokers, 
and has realised a good profit in local markets. Mr. Watson deserves great credit for 
the manner in which he has managed the estates for the lessee, Mr. Li Chin Ho, and for 
his hard work in pushing the sale of the tea. 


6. The buildings and gardens at the sanitarium on the Hermitage Hill have been 
kept in good order. The fields near the cattle sheds have been cleared of the 
abandoned coffee and turned into pasture land for the cattle. A new cattle shed has 
been built, and new support posts put under the bungalow. The cattle establishment 
has been improved by the addition of the new cattle shed, and the condition of the 
cattle by the larger area of land now available for grazing purposes. Six calves were 
born during the year, and there were three deaths. One cow died owing to having been 
sent up to the Hermitage from Taiping when just about to calve, one cow died of old 
age, and one pack bull was drowned in the Kangsar river while crossing the ford at 
Lady Weld’s Bungalow during the heavy rain on November 11th. The cost of up- 
keeping the mountain road for the year was large, on account of the repeated land- 
slips and trees falling during the very heavy rains in the latter half of the year. 


7. The fruit gardens at Kuala Kangsar have been slightly enlarged, and are 
now in thorough order. All the fruit trees have been manured and bore heavy crops, 
and give every promise of doing well again this year. The pines have been separated 
and re-planted after the ground had been manured. The field of Indian mango 
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trees is not very successful, the young branches blackening back and dying before 
properly matured ; this is hard to account for, as the native variety thrives well in the 
same soil and under the same treatment. The cattle establishment at Kuala Kangsar 
is also doing well. 


8. Waterloo and Kamuning Estates are doing exceedingly well respectively in 
Arabian and Liberian coffee. The former estate has some young coffee equal to any 
seen on Ceylon estates in their most prosperous days. This estate suffered a great 
loss by the death of Mr. T. Fraser, a planter whose wide experience was invaluable 
in a new country like Perak. Kamuning Estate is a great credit to the manager, 
Mr. Darby; nothing could look better than the Liberian coffee, which is bearing an 
estimated crop of 54 cwts. per acre. The managers of both these estates find it more 
satisfactory to work them with free labour instead of Statute Immigrant coolies, who 
occasionally are quite useless for agricultural work, having been recruited from towns, 
and in consequence are unable to stand the exposure to sun and rain when working 
on estates.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 381.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR AUGUST. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to transmit my monthly letter for the month of August. 

2. On the 3rd the s. s. Kwang Tung ran ashore on a sand-bank below the town 
of Teluk Anson, three or four reaches down the river. In going astern some of her 
rudder or steering gear gave way, and the steamer being not under control drifted on 
the sand-bank. The steamer did not get off until her rudder was repaired, on the 6th 
instant. 

3. I sent off in the Rapid, in charge of the Inspector of Police, a political prisoner 
to Selangor. On the 4th I proceeded up the railway line with the Assistant Railway 
Engineer. On the 7th August I inspected two brick-making works recently opened 
here. 

4. On the 8th I appointed the District Surgeon and the Inspector of Police to 
inspect the sanitary condition of the town, and this resulted in many householders 
being summoned. In the face of the continued dry weather it is necessary to take 
these precautions to avoid cholera. 

* * * * * * * 

It was the subject of enquiry by me on the 16th as to the upsetting of no less 
than three boats loaded with cargo and stores, within the last six months, on the Batang 
Padang river. 

* * * * * * * 

g. On the 2oth I proceeded to Changkat Jong with the Messrs. Brown, walking 
over the cart-road. The progress made is very good, and this eight and a half miles of 
road will be open for cart and carriage traffic by the end of next month. The District 
Treasurer proceeded to-day to Penang with cash for the bank. On the 21st a short 
tun of six miles, in and out, was enjoyed on the railway by Messrs. Brown and myself, 
we being the first passengers over the line. 

* * * * * * * 

11. On the 26th August I took over the cash from the Acting District Treasurer, 
who is leaving Teluk Anson on promotion, and on the 27th transferred the Treasury 
to Mr. Radcliffe, the District Treasurer. I left in the afternoon for Penang. 

12. From the 28th August to the 1st September I was at Penang, returning by 
S’tiawan, where I found the progress made by the Kelantan people on the bendang 
very good. “The nurseries are looking uncommonly well, and the people pleased 
and satisfied. The cattle for ploughing have turned out very well. The weather here 
has been suitable for planting. Haji Mat Ali has received 2,500 coconuts for planting.” 
This is an extract from the monthly letter from the Clerk-in-charge here. 

13. On my return to Teluk Anson, stopped at the Bulu canal, which is a continua- 
tion of the Jenderata canal, which connects the Perak river, by the Jenderata stream, 
with the Bernam river. I found that, from returns kept, no fas than 789 boats had 
passed through this canal during the month of August. 

14. During my stay at Penang I had arranged for a new contract for three 
months with the owners of the steamer running round the coast from Teluk Anson to 
Pangkor, Lumut and S’tiawan, on a very considerably reduced rate of subsidy. This 
is the last subsidy that will be paid, for there is no doubt that the steamer is now 
paying its way.

15. There are now three steam launches running from Teluk Anson up river to 
Kinta, one round the coast, five steamers running between Penang and Teluk Anson, 
one weekly to Singapore. There are also three Government launches stationed at 
Teluk Anson, and the Government steamer from Port Weld calls here fortnightly.

No. 382.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR AUGUST. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for August. 

2. The State Surgeon arrived on the 3rd from Bagan Serai, where he had been 
making enquiries into the alleged deaths from vaccination reported by me last month. 

3. On the 4th I visited Kuala Kurau, inspected the town and walked over the 
new town lots which are about to be sold. The metalling of the Jalan Bharu is 
progressing very fairly, and it is hoped that more than half of it may be completed 
this year. A better approach to the town has been made by a deviation in the old 
road. I went up the Kurau river in the passenger steamer, a 24 hours run, to Bagan 
Serai, and returned home in the evening. 

4. On the 6th the State Surgeon left for Penang. 

5. On the oth an inquest was held at Bagan Serai ve the death of a man drowned 
whilst attempting to get on board a steamer. The State Surgeon returned from 
Penang, and left next day for Bagan Serai to take further action ve the vaccination 
scare. 

6. On the 12th the Inspector of Schools arrived, and after inspecting all the 
schools left on the 16th. 

7. On the 16th the Penghulu of Bagan Serai came to see me about the elephants 
which he had reported to me were near that place. He says there is a rather large 
herd there, and that they are sure to do much damage to the crops in the coming 
season. I told him that if the people wished to make a £udu to catch them, I would 
ask for permission for them, but I must first be satisfied that a sufficient number of 
people had joined in the venture, and that it would be properly conducted. 

8. On the 17th I went up the river in the launch Louée to above the mouth of 
the Sama Gagah river. 

g. On the 18th Che Megat Taib, the neighbouring Kedah chief, called on me on 
various matters of business, amongst others to ask my assistance in procuring wit- 
nesses (living in Krian) in an inquest he was holding. 

Late at night a supposed murder was reported to me as having occurred near 
Kuala Kurau, and next day an inquest was held on the body, which resulted in a 
verdict of murder against three Chinamen, who were committed for trial to the Senior 
Magistrate’s Court. It appears that they suspended a coolie by the thumbs and beat 
him to death. 

10. The Senior Magistrate arrived in the s.y. Mena on the 23rd for the assizes. 
He disposed of a forgery case that day, and next day of the murder case, the three 
prisoners being found guilty of culpable homicide not amounting to murder, and sen- 
tenced to seven years’ rigorous imprisonment each. He afterwards inspected the 
hospital, gaol and town, and left for Penang at 11 p.m. 

11. On the 26th Mr. H. T. K. Osborne reported his arrival on appointment as 
Acting Assistant Magistrate, vice Mr. Hulbert, appointed Acting Assistant Magistrate 
at Gopeng, and the latter officer left on the 2gth. 

12. On the 2gth direct telephonic communication was established with Taiping, 
the telephone to be worked by the police from the police station after the telegraph 
line has closed for the night, about 6 p.m., there being no separate wire for it. This 
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will be a great convenience in cases of urgency occurring after telegraph hours ; 
hitherto runners have had to be despatched a distance of thirty-two miles on such 
occasions. 

13. On the 3oth the officer in charge Perak Sikhs arrived. In the afternoon he 
and I went up the river in the launch, and he left next day for Penang. 

14. During the month the general health of the district has been satisfactory. 
The number of small-pox cases which occurred during the month was 26, as against 38 
last month. There were only six cases at Jalan Bharu, compared with 26 last month, 
but the disease appeared at Sung’ei Siakup, close by, giving nine cases, having no 
doubt spread there. It also appeared at Sungei Kota, on the coast, three cases, a long 
way from the last named places, and as the infected family belong to Penang, where 
the disease is prevailing, it has probably been imported from there.

No. 383.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR AUGUST. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for August. 

2. On the 8th instant two Chinamen were charged before me with being members 
of a gang of twelve persons who committed gang robbery on the 22nd July at Sungei 
Tinggi. I committed both to take their trial at the next assizes. 

3. On the gth the Acting State Engineer visited Selinsing, and walked down the 
trace recently cut for the proposed bridle-track, or agricultural road, from the Putus 
road to Kalumpang, a distance of about four miles. 

4. On the roth the Curator and State Geologist met me at Port Weld in order 
to arrange about the advisability of erecting a tidal gauge at that port, and which, 
I believe, the Government have since sanctioned. Mr. Just, Junior Officer, arrived in 
Matang, being temporarily attached for service in the district. 

* * * * * * * 

6. On the 22nd Mr. Just left for Selinsing to collect rent, and, by calling in the 
raiats individually and giving them some wholesome advice, managed to collect a fair 
sum during the five days he stayed there.

First HALF OF THE YEAR 1892. 
TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
_ , SiR,—I have the honour to report that the town of Taiping was periodically 

visited by me during the half-year ending June goth, in my capacity as Health Officer. 

2. The only improvement effected since my last report has been the watering of 
the roads while being swept in dry weather. This was not very effectually carried out 
at first, but has been resumed again in a more effectual manner. 

3. There was a very small crop of fruit this year, consequently the town was not 
‘covered with durians and their skins as in previous years. 
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4. The health of the town has been fairly good. One case of small-pox was 
detected at Matang, having come from Taiping with the eruption quite fresh on him. 
He was taken to the quarantine hospital at Ayer Kuning, and detained there until 
convalescent. The keeper of the eating-house in which this man was ill while in 
Taiping was fined for not having reported the case to the police. The man came from 
Penang and had contracted the disease before coming here. 

The levelling of the roads towards the drains on each side, which I recom- 
mended in my first report two years ago, has just been commenced in Main Road, and 
is a great improvement. 5 

6. I have again to state that it would much facilitate the sanitary work of the 
town and district if the Inspector would, say weekly, send me a report of anything 
which he considers should be brought to my notice. 

7. With reference to the deodorizing of the night-soil, recommended in my last 
report, I think simply fastening a chatty, filled with charcoal, tar, and sulphur, to the 
bottom of the night-soil cart, and allowing it to smoulder as the cart goes through the 
streets, would have the desired effect.

During the dry weather which was experienced some six weeks ago, many of the 
surface wells became dry, and the inhabitants were somewhat in difficulties about 
obtaining good drinking water, but I am glad to state that no serious outbreak of any 
disease occurred.

No. 385.—AnnuaL Report on tHe Matane District.—The following 
report on the Matang district for the year 1891, by the Collector and 
Magistrate, is published for general information.

TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my annual report for the year 1891. I 
attach statement (A)* showing the amount of revenue collected during 1891, and the 
excess over or deficiency under the Estimates, and statement (B)* comparing -the 
revenue collected in 1890 and 1891. 

REVENUE. 

2. The revenue for the year amounted to $122,980.34, or $6,408.34 over the 
Estimates, and deducting the land revenue, $5,011.45, the estimate of which was 
merged in that of Larut and so is unascertainable, and taxes, $1,063.15, which were 
also merged in Larut, and the estimate of which for Matang cannot be obtained, there 
is still an excess of $333.74. 


* Not printed. 
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Compared with 1890, for which year the land revenue figures are unprocur- 
able (and still deducting the land revenue of 1891), for the sake of fair comparison, 
there is a decrease of $1,087.84. 


4. As already stated, the land revenue for 18go, and that estimated for 1891, is 
unascertainable, being merged in the rest of Larut, and it was only on rst July last 
that the Taiping Land Office handed over to me the land of the Matang district, 
having commenced making out separate rent-rolls for the mukims composing my dis- 
trict from the beginning of the year. I am therefore unable to make any comparisons, 
and can merely state that $5,011.45 was collected under the heading of Land Revenue, 


. Rents exclusive of Land show a decrease of $168 compared with 1890, owing 
to the Matang Market having been let at a lower figure, but the total, $336, is up to the 
estimate. 


6. Licences.—Estimated, $108,000; actual, $111,103.25. Excess (net) $3,103.25, 
and net increase compared with 1890 of $979.80, there being an increase under every, 
item over that of 1890, with the exception of a small decrease, $140, on Fishing Stakes. 

7. Taxes.—Actual, $1,063.15; the estimate was merged in that of Larut, but 
compared with 18go shows an excess of $143.15. 


8. Customs.—Estimated, $286 ; actual, $287.79. Net excess of $1.79. 

9. Port and Harbour Dues.—Estimated, $3,300 ; actual, $1,663.71. Deficiency, 
$1,636.29. This is accounted for by the new order, issued since the Estimates were 
framed in January, 1891, under which we only charge light dues and shipping fees on 
vessels of over 20 tons burthen, and charge nothing whatever for port clearances. In 
1890 $3,552.97 was collected ; we now show a decrease of $1,889.26, which we can ill 
afford to lose. 


10. Government Vessels.—Estimated, $50 ; actual, $115. Excess $65, an increase 
of $27 over 1890. 


11. Fines, Fees and Forfettures of Courts.—Estimated, $4,600 ; actual, $2,991.42, 
being a deficiency of $1,744.28 Police Court, and excess of $135.70 in Civil Court: net 
deficiency, $1,608.58. This item seems to have been much over-estimated, for, com- 
pared with 18go, it only shows a decrease of $400.94, which means nothing, Court 
revenue being always very uncertain. 


12. Fees of Ofice.—Estimated, nz/; actual, $202, being $91.50 more than was 
collected in 1890. This was all on account of bail bonds. 


13. Miscellaneous Receipts Estimated, nil ; actual, $206.57. Increase, as com- 
pared with collections of 1890, $72.57, being Passes for Jungle Produce, $199.75, and 
Miscellaneous, $6.82.

EXPENDITURE. 


15. The total expenditure for the year amounted to $74,659.61, against an 
estimate of $85,259.00, showing a saving of $10,599.39. 


ADMINISTRATION. 

16. I took over charge of the land of the Matang district from the State 
Commissioner of Lands on the rst July; it had previously been amalgamated with 
that of the rest of Larut, which was a most unsatisfactory arrangement, resulting in 
the land here being neglected and, to a great extent, left to take care of itself. 


17. The following appointments were made here during the year :— 


Mr. T. Rowley to be Assistant Collector of Land Revenue and Assistant Magis- 
trate; Mr. Reutens to be Clerk, Land Office; Omar to be Malay Clerk, Land Office. 
Che Mat, Bailiff and Tamil Interpreter, was retired on a gratuity, through ill health : 
Shaik Saffar was appointed (acting) in his stead ; Penghulu Majoh, of Jarum Mas, was, 
by order of Council, retired ; Che Ngah Tambah was appointed Penghulu of Simpang ; 
Ne Ah Kan was appointed Second Clerk at Teluk Kertang ; Haji Mahomed Yusuf, 
Assistant Kathi, was dismissed by order of Council, and Haji Abas appointed in his 
place. 


During the whole of the year I acted as Assistant Indian Immigration Agent, in 
addition to my own duties. 
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18. The Penghulus have worked well, and have always shown great willingness 
in carrying out whatever is entrusted to them, and the Penghulu of Sapetang has 
shown great interest in and backed up all endeavours to settle the waste lands of his 
district and encourages new settlers to come in. 


LAND. 

19. The land revenue (proper) for the year was $5,011.45, but, as stated in para- 
graph 4, I am unable to make any comparisons with previous years, the Taiping Land 
Office being unable to provide me with the figures. 

20. The above is made up entirely of Premia on Leases, Land Rents, and Fees, 
consisting of search and registration, Agreements and Permits, and Miscellaneous 
(warrants and notices), but the Land Office also collected itself $1,447.80—$1,376.55 
of which, according to the 1891 Estimates, has to be credited to Licences (charcoal, 
sawyers’, woodcutters’, and ladang licences) and $71.25 to Miscellaneous Receipts, 
passes for jungle produce. I notice that in the 1892 Estimates these items are placed 

* under Land Revenue passes, which seems more appropriate. 


21. The land revenue is collected by three Malay collecting clerks and by the 
Land Office at Matang. 


22. At the end of the year about 10,000 acres of land was in occupation, including 
much valuable nipah land. The Land Surveyor computes the flat land of the district 
at 147,000 acres, of which probably a quarter is mangrove swamp on the coasts and on 
the banks of the numerous rivers and creeks intersecting the district, and not available 
for agriculture, though the mangroves produce more than $2,000 annually for the 
licences to cut them, besides the export tax of 10 per cent ad valorem which the Farmer 
levies on them. Roughly, there must be about 100,000 acres still unoccupied and avail- 
able for padi (bendang) cultivation, and about 8,000 acres of hill land suitable for coffee, 
tea, etc., and there is a great deal of capital pepper and gambier land. 


23. As regards nipah land, when I took over the land work of the district last 
July from the Taiping Land Office I found no premium for this nipah land had ever 
been collected, and very little rent, but this office managed to collect in six months 
$809.19 of premium. The demarcation of this land has progressed as quickly as 
possible, with the assistance of only one demarcator, who was employed in Trong and 
Sungei Tinggi, and for the latter part of the year in the Jibong mukim. One thousand 
one hundred and twenty-four acres 2 roods 15 poles was demarcated during the year, 
but there are a few more lots in the Taiping Land Office the acreage of which I have 
not been able to include. 


24. Nearly all the nipah land in Jibong was demarcated during the last six 
months of 1891, very little having been done in this mukim previous to that, and con- 
sequently very few rents received. 


25. The demarcation of the nipah land in Trong and Sungei Limau is practically 
finished, whilst that of Sungei Tinggi has been scarcely touched, although there are 
many acres of nipah land there and of good quality ; this was through there only being 
one demarcator allowed for this work, whilst at least three should have been employed 
during the year. 


26. The Toh Puan Halimah’s nipah land, amounting to nearly 200 acres, and 
which (with the rest of her land) reverted to Government during the year, has been 
demarcated, and is now ready for sale. 


27. Agricultural Land.—The demarcation of this land made as much progress 
as was possible with the assistance of only one demarcator. The demarcation of the 
land in the mukims of Jibong, Simpang, Sungei Limau and Trong is nearing conclu- 
sion, but that of Silingsing, Sungei Tinggi and the Bruas has hardly been begun, with 
the exception of a little land demarcated in Silingsing. 

28. I am able to give the total of 803 acres 3 roods 30 poles demarcated 
during the last half of the year, but as there are many plans in the Taiping Land Office 
the areas of which have not yet been computed, I am unable to give an accurate total, 
but it should reach an aggregate of about 1,000 acres for the half year. 


29. Rents——On taking over the rent-rolls in July, Matang was saddled with a 
rent-roll of $8,039.35 still to be collected during the last half of the year, more than 
half of which consisted of arrears. The Land Office staff worked hard to reduce this 
large sum, and it is very satisfactory to be able to show on the 31st December, 18g1, 
arrears amounting practically to $1,857.67 only. 
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30. I give a detailed statement of these rent-rolls as follows :—

31. I found it most difficult to collect the rents and premia on the nipah land 
in the district, owing to the fact that, having never been collected, they had accumu- 
lated to the amount of from $15 to $70 or $80 per lot, according to the amount and 
quality of the nipahs, and consequently the owners in most cases were unable to pay 
the full amount all at once. 


Towards the close of the year many owners around Matang paid up the whole, 
whilst others paid the grant fee and three years’ rent required of them, reserving the 
payment of their premia until next year. I believe that a large percentage of the 
nipah land owners intend paying up their full amounts rather than lose their land, but 
I find it the best policy not to press under the existing circumstances too closely, but 
to collect their rent little by little. 


32. The amount actually collected by this Land Office for the six months was 
$3,858.55. 

33. Ihave entered somewhat more fully than I had intended into this subject, 
but there never having been a report on the land of Matang before, except as amaiga- 
mated with the whole of Larut, where its individuality was lost, I have thought it 
advisable to report at greater length and more fully than I otherwise should have done 
on this most important and interesting subject, and thus place on record the state of 
land affairs at the new era commenced by the establishment of the Land Office in 
Matang. 

AGRICULTURE. 

34. As regards the padi crop now being cut in the Trong and Sungei Tinggi 
districts, rats and the padi borer have destroyed about a quarter of the crop; the 
remainder of the crop is good. In the Simpang and Sungei Limau districts it is very 
good, but rats and the borer have destroyed a few acres. The crop in the Bruas 
is excellent, with scarcely any destroyed by rats or borer. 


35. ‘Nearly half the padi in Jibong has been destroyed by rats and borer; the 
remaining half is a fairly good crop. In Silingsing the padi crop is very good and of 
excellent quality, small patches having been destroyed here and there by rats. The 
land in this latter mukim is reported by the settlers to be of the very best quality for 
padi planting, and quite equal to any in the Krian district. 


36. Pepper planting is doing very well at Sungei Ayer Terujun, Temerloh and 
neighbourhood. Haji Mahomed Yusuf, who, on my recommendation, was in 1888 
granted 80 acres of land rent free for three years, has now 12,000 vines planted, 
4,000 of which have been planted during the year. They are all planted in dedap 
trees ; 600 of the trees were planted six years ago by some Achinese, as an experi- 
ment, and the remainder are about two years old. Besides this, 8,000 more dedap 
trees have been planted ready for the vines of the 80 acres, about 50 have been felled, 
and more will be felled this year. The pepper is all planted 6 feet by 6 feet, and 
looks very well. 


In this little isolated settlement, near the banks of a swift unnavigable river, 
full of snags, rocks, etc., there are about 17 houses, with about 40 men, besides women 
and children—all Achinese, forming quite a little colony by themselves. 


37. A Chinaman named Go Wee Chew at Temerloh, who owns large sawing 
kongsis, piggeries, etc., has also planted a good deal of pepper in the Chinese fashion 
on hard wood posts (much the best method) and I have no doubt it will do very well. 


* This amount has been practically cancelled, notices and, in many cases, warrants having been served 
on the owners of the land, who are nearly all absentees, and whose names remain only to be gazetted. 
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POLICE AND CRIME. : 

38. One case of murder (proved) and one of suspected murder occurred during 
the year. With the exception of these two cases there have been but few crimes of 
at all a serious nature brought to notice in my district, while gang-robbery, formerly 
so common, seems to be quite a thing of the past. | 

39. There are seven police stations in the district— viz., Matang, Teluk Kertang, 
Port Weld, Pasir Hitam, Kampong Dew, Trong and Kuala Larut, with a force of 75 
men and one European Inspector. 


40. There were seven inquests held during the year. .

PUBLIC WORKS. 

42. The principal works carried out by the Public Works Department were—the - 
Matang water supply, $5,000—it is not completed yet, but when done it will be the 
greatest blessing the people here have obtained since the country was “protected”; 
the water is brought in pipes from Matang Road station by there tapping the main 
pipe from Taiping to Port Weld; it will run into brick reservoirs, from which it will be 
pumped out for drinking purposes—new police station, Port Weld, $2,400; the . 
rebuilding of the Magistrate’s quarters, $1,982; new cattle shed at Teluk Kertang, 
$2,000 ; quarters for Assistant Magistrate, Matang, $1,500 ; improvements to landing 
stage, Teluk Kertang, $940.50; rest-house at Pasir Hitam, $500 ; boat-house at Pasir 
Hitam, $500; ten iron dust bins for Matang, $600, etc., etc., amounting in all to 
$19,291.95. 

ROADS AND BRIDGES. . 

43. The metalling of the Changkat Jering-Trong road has made fair progress, 
though only $9,886.22, out of $15,000 allowed, was expended. This road should be 
completed this year. 

44. The widening of the Port Weld-Matang bridle-path into a cart-road, all 
the earthwork of which was completed and a good deal of metalling laid down, cost 
$5,980.48. Maintenance of Port Weld streets cost $1,213.80. Maintenance of the 
Trong bridle-path cost $691.94, etc., etc., amounting in all to $18,192.14. 


45. The main cart-roads in the district were metalled and kept in good order. 


HEALTH. ‘ 

46. The general health of the district has been very good, and there has been an 
entire absence of ‘small-pox and cholera or other dangerous disease. Hitherto the 
latter has always been expected every dry season in the village here, owing to the 
scarcity and bad quality of the well water, and it has at times been rather bad here, 
but now that the waterworks, bringing the pure water from the Taiping hills, are close 
on completion, I trust this scourge will prove a thing of the past. 

47. A-considerable amount of vaccination has been done in the different mukims, 
and the opposition at first made to it seems now, through the influence of the Penghulus, 
to have given way. 

48. Two hundred and twenty-eight births and 187 deaths were registered by the 
police. As the population of the district is more than 10,000, there must be many 
more cases which were not reported to the police. 
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EDUCATION. 
49. Three new schools were opened during the year—viz., at Temerloh, Port 
Weld and Selinsing. 


50. The attendance was as under :—

51. The Matang school has Tamil, Malay and Chinese scholars, the teacher 
being a Tamil. 

52. The average attendance on the enrolment is pretty good, but it is to be 
wished that the Malays would send their children to school more than they do. Some 
of them go to work when very young, but most of them waste what should be their 
school days in idleness. 

POPULATION. 

53. At the general Census taken in April last, the population of the Matang 

district, taken by mukims, was as follows.

54. Matang village returned 1,289, including 308 Malays, 812 Chinese, and 147 
Tamils. Port Weld, exclusive of what is known as Nakodah Taruna’'s village, gave 
266—including 96 Malays, 82 Chinese, and 43 Tamils. Pasir Hitam village showed 
650, of whom 574 were Chinese and 76 Malays. 


: HARBOUR DEPARTMENT. 

55. Yrade.—The accompanying returns D and E* place the total value of exports 
from the ports of Larut for 1891 at $4,462,000.33, being a decrease of value as compared 
with 1890 of $374,551.57, chiefly through the fall in the output of tin. Tin. was 
officially valued for 1891 at $32.59, against $32.07 for 1890, or the difference would 
have appeared much greater. 

56. The export of firewood has decreased by one half, or $16,362. This 1 
attribute to the fact of the growing scarcity of the wood, leaving so much less to 
spare for export after supplying local wants, chiefly at the mines.

58. The imports were valued at $4,734,756.55, being an increase of $627,980.18 
as compared with 1890. The principal increases were buffaloes and bullocks, $34,739, 
horses, $32,610, pigs, $10,293, and poultry, $8,835.50. 

59. The total value of the export and import trade was $9,196,756.88.

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60. Shipping.—The shipping returns show that 710 steamers, with a tonnage of 
102,355, arrived at and left the Larut ports during the year. 
here and Penang, with the exception of the Penang-Malay coast-Singapore mail, which,

61. One thousand one hundred and thirty-six native sailing craft, with a tonnage 
of 14,137, arrived, and 1,148 left, with a tonnage of 14,235.

64. During the year 39,590 persons of all nationalities arrived at Port Weld and 
Matang, and 35,103 departed. 
65. Compared with 1890, there is a decrease inwards of 5,457, and a decrease out- 
wards of 7,950.

LIGHTS AND BEACONS. 

67. The lighthouse at Tanjong Krang has had some necessary repairs done to 
it. It is built on wooden piles, which have got very rotten, and a new structure, on 
iron screw piles, should take its place soon. The light itself is in good order, and there 
have been no complaints during the year as to its not burning properly. 


68. The other lights and beacons are all in good order, with the exception of 
one or two requiring new baskets, now being done. 


GOVERNMENT VESSELS. 
69. The s.y. Mena was docked at the beginning of the year in Singapore, caulked, 
re-coppered fore and aft, and had a good many repairs and alterations executed. 


jo. She has, when not otherwise required for special service, made the usual 
bi-monthly trips to Teluk Anson and back, and has during the year run a total distance 
of 9,472 miles. 


qi. The Harbour Master’s launch Lou/e has done good work and been kept in 
good order ; she was docked last December and thoroughly put in order, besides having 
some necessary improvements and alterations made. 


PRINTING. 
72. The cost of printed forms and printing for this district for 1891 was $398. 


GENERAL. 

73. Cattle disease (foot-and-mouth) broke out twice during the year in the 
district, but it was stamped out by taking prompt and stringent measures. The traffic 
through Simpang had to be stopped for a time, the carts alone being allowed through, 
fresh bullocks from the other end taking them on, the Matang ones returning to Matang 
with carts passed over in the same way from Taiping. All the cattle sheds were 
thoroughly lime-washed and disinfected, and the diseased cattle isolated in the cattle 
hospital. Twenty-nine cattle were so treated, and they all recovered. 


74. Early in the year, rabies having broken out in various parts of the State, all 
dogs were ordered to be confined for three months, and those found loose to be des- 
troyed ; later on a case of rabies was reported (though, I believe, never authenticated) 
in the district, and a// dogs were then ordered to be destroyed here, the killing order 
for the rest of Larut being confined to straying dogs only. The scare soon died out 
and was forgotten. 
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75. The prospects of the district I consider very good, and the land having been 
placed in charge of the resident District Officer, and the district thus put on the same 
footing as the other collectorates, has now some one to take an interest in it and try 
to push it on. With 100,000 acres of padi land awaiting cultivation, every effort is 
now being made to induce new settlers to come in and populate these wastes. 
One hundred and thirty recently arrived from Kedah, and have been given land rent 
free for three years, and there is a prospect of about 500 more following in their wake 
very shortly. 


76. Tin is known to exist in the Bruas district, and several small blocks are now 
being prospected, but this sparsely populated and out-of-the-way mukim will scarcely 
attract the attention of the miner or any one else until opened up by a good road. 


77. The Assistant Magistrate, Mr. Rowley, in a report suggested the advisability 
of improving the native tracks in the Trong and Sungei Tinggi mukims, and estimated 
that for an outlay of $150 per mile these tracks, amounting to about 26 miles, could 
be made into good agricultural paths, and further utilised for horse traffic if required, 
and offered to superintend the carrying out of the work himself. 


78. The Government agreed to it, and for $3,900 we now have about 26 miles 
of very fair bridle-path, running due south from Trong village, in continuation of the 
bridle-path from Matang to Trong, passing through the mukims of Trong and Sungei 
Tinggi, tapping the principal villages on its way and eventually joining the Lumut 
bridle-path on the Dindings frontier at Sungei Pangkor, a distance of about 15 miles. 
The improvements also include a branch track from Sungei Tinggi to Batu Ampar, 
also on the Dindings frontier, and from there runs for two miles towards Toh Allong 
Lengoh, where a little desultory tin mining has gone on for a long time, and the 


Sungei Rotan rest-house, which it fails to reach by about one mile, owing to want of 
funds. 


79. The improvements made have shortened the tracks considerably, and are a 
great boon to the settlers living in these districts, who before had to wade through 
swamps, and ford rapid and dangerous rivers. The work was carried out entirely and 
very creditably by the settlers of the districts, who were only too glad to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity of enriching their pockets and improving their districts. 
Mr. Rowley volunteers to superintend the making of any other similar roads that it 
may be decided to construct, in addition to his own duties. 

80. Mr. Rowley, besides the road-work mentioned above, which he carried out 
so creditably, has done good work in charge of the land, and takes much interest in 
his work, and is in every way of great assistance. The other officers have all worked 
well and given satisfaction.

No. 386.—Annvat Report on tue Setama Disreict.—The following 
report on the Selama district for the year 1891, by the Acting Assistant 
Magistrate, is published for general information.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward you my report for the year 1891. 


FINANCE. 
1. The revenue for the year 1891 amounted to $11,243.58, a decrease of $726.68 
on last year, and under the estimated revenue by $338.98, which is attributable to the 
falling off of the mining industry here. 
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: EXPENDITURE. ; 

2. The total expenditure for the year amounted to $29,974.79, including re-votes 
and supplementary votes, thus shewing an increased expenditure over 1890 of 
$12,386.30, and a saving on the amount estimated of $4,990.21. 

TRADE. 

Import and export returns are kept at the port of Parit Buntar, and therefore 
are included in those for that district. 

AND. 

Land Revenue shews a total increase of $469.24 over last year, and $569.82 
over the estimated revenue. The sub-head of Land Rents shews an increase over last 
year of $460.14, and over the estimate of $509.97. The amount of land held under 
certificates of title and agreements for lease is, roughly, 2,889 acres. There are 208 
certificates of title, 254 permits, and 264 agreements for agricultural lands issued. 
The certificates of title and permits are being exchanged for agreements as fast as 
the demarcation can be carried out. By the end of the year 1892 I hope to have 
them all exchanged. The total area alienated for agricultural purposes during 1891 
was 153 acres. 

MINES. 

The total output of tin for this year was 384 pikuls 54 catties, the duty on which 
was $1,295.37. 

At Ijuk, Wan Abu Bakar has started a mine which he expects to turn out well. 
He exported 6 pikuls 36 catties last month. : 


POLICE AND CRIME. 

The force of this district consists of one sergeant and three sepoys, a Malay 
corporal and two constables. No serious crime has occurred during the year. 
Between the 1st January and 31st December twenty short-sentence prisoners under- 
went punishment in the district lock-up, and four were transferred to Taiping. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 

The Government buildings throughout the district have been kept in thorough 
repair, at a cost of $344.09. New quarters for the Assistant Magistrate and Sub- 
Assistant Surveyor were bought, at a cost of $3,250. A new school was erected at a 
cost of $400. 

Out of Minor Works an addition was made to the dispensary, and a small rest- 
house erected at Ijuk. 

Roads, Streets and Bridges.—About 35 miles of bridle-road have been upkept 
and improved, at a cost of $1,506. A new bridle-road was made to Ijuk, at a cost of 
$3,000. Two horse bridges across the Selama river, at a cost of $650. 

Messrs. Garland and Co. have finished the construction of the Taiping-Selama 
road and have made very good progress with the metalling. 

The clearing of the Krian river is progressing slowly. During the latter months 
of the year no work was done, owing to the continual flooded state of the river. The 
work is being well done, but will take a long time to finish. 

HEALTH. 

The general health of the district has been good. During the year 176 patients 
were treated in the hospital ; of these 141 were discharged, 25 died, and 10 remained 
under treatment at the end of the year. 

RAINFALL. 

The greatest rainfall recorded in 24 hours was 4°71 on the 26th March, and total 
for the year was 146°99. 

EDUCATION. 

There are now five schools in this district, four for boys and one for girls. The 
Inspector of Schools has visited three times this year. In December the yearly 
examinations were held, the results being most satisfactory. 


GENERAL. 
It is to be regretted that the Selama Tin Mining Company failed to find tin here. 
Had this not been so, there would have been a considerable increase of population 
and trade. The padi crop, on the whole, has been good.

Nottce to Pranters, &¢.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 


The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 


Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 24 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open. to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

NOTES BY THE CURATOR AND STATE GEOLOGIST ON THE CLIFF MINES 
AT GUNONG SIPUT, KINTA. 


At Gunong Siput the tin-bearing earth occurs in the caves and crevices 
of the limestone. It would appear that in former times these hills were 
buried beneath the surface of the soil, and that it was when being buried 
that the tin-bearing earth entered and filled them up; subsequently the hills 
were uncovered again by the action of the rain and streams, and the level 
of the valley fell, leaving the caves filled with the tin-bearing earth. 


The Chinese dig out the wash-dirt and put it into baskets. A filled 
basket is then hooked on toa roller, which runs on one of the rattans. 
This roller is connected by a cord with the roller on the other rattan, to 
which the empty basket is hooked. The cord joining the two rollers passes 
round a large wheel at the top of the tramway, and the man who works it 
regulates the speed of the descending basket by putting his hand on to the 
flat of this wheel, on which it of course acts as abrake. As the full basket 
descends on one rattan the empty one ascends on the other. When both 
baskets have reached the opposite ends of the tramway they are unhooked 
and the empty one replaced by a full one, and the full by an empty one. 
The rattans are spliced together, so that the rollers pass over them freely. 


There are also some horizontal lines in use. In these the cord connect- 
ing the baskets is pulled along by hand. In fact this, which I suppose is a 
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purely Chinese invention, differs in no respect from the wire tramways of 
Europe. 

The highest workings are about 400 feet above the valley, and the 
miners climb up the face of the cliff to their work. It is apparently as 
difficult as the worst bits of Alpine climbing. Mr. Pike once tried the 
ascent, but had to return after reaching a height of 40 or 50 feet.

2. All applications, whether by Government officers or private indivi- 
duals, for the use of the Bungalow, must be made in writing to the District 
Magistrate. 

8. When more than one application is made for the use of the Bungalow, 
priority will be given to applications from public officers, in order of date; 
after them, applications from private individuals will be taken in order of 
date, but any application made on the ground of ill-health, supported by 
‘medical certificate, may at any time be accepted as giving the first claim. 

4. Except in the case of sickness, no officer or private individual will 
be allowed to continue his occupation of the Bungalow after fourteen days 
if there is any other applicant for it. 

5. The caretaker shall keep an inventory of the furniture, corrected 
up to date, which he shall produce to every occupant, who will be required 
to pay for anything found to be broken or missing, or for any damage done 
to the house, out-buildings, trees, plants, &c., during their occupation of the 
Bungalow. Bed and table linen, towels and blankets are not supplied at the 
Bungalow. ; 

6. With the exception of the water-carrier, the coolies employed about 
the house and grounds are not to be made use of as servants.

MONTHLY REPORT. 


No. 399.—KUALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR AUGUST. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

SirR,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for August. 

2. The Acting Resident arrived here on the 4th, and the following day attended 
a meeting of the Council of State. 

The Acting Resident inspected the new Istana, and expressed himself as being 
much dissatisfied with the progress that is being made with this building. 

4. His Highness the Sultan called at the Residency on the evening of the 6th. 
The Acting Resident left for Taiping the following morning. 

5. The Datoh Sri Adika Raja having reported that leprosy is spreading very much 
in Pulau Kamiri and the other two mukims in this district over which he presides, the 
Apothecary was ordered to make a personal investigation into the matter. Accom- 
panied by the Datoh, he visited most of the kampongs and villages, and found lepers 
-at sixteen of them. 

6. The tin duty estimated for the current year has already been realised. 

. The Acting Resident arrived here on the morning of the 19th, and called on 
His Highness the Sultan in the evening. The State Surgeon arrived from Taiping the 
same day. 

8. At 11 a.m. on the 21st the Acting Resident, accompanied by the State 
Surgeon and myself, proceeded up the river to Kuala Plus. On the way up, the Acting 
Resident landed at Chegor Galah, where he was met by the Orang Kaya Kaya Sri 
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Adika Raja, Penghulu Syed Musa, and Toh Syed Lam, a katuah of Pulau Kamiri- 
Syed Musa’s pepper estate was inspected. The vines were looking very strong and 
healthy. The Acting Resident informed the Penghulu that he was pleased with the 
progress the estate had made since he last visited it. He then walked through some 
of the smaller pepper gardens in that vicinity that have been opened since Syed Musa 
commenced planting, and proceeded up river at 3.45 p.m., reaching Kuala Plus about 
four hours later. We remained there for the night, and were hospitably entertained 
by the Datoh. 

9. The next morning the Acting Resident inspected, and expressed his approval 
of the site selected by the Datoh for his house at Kuala Plus. This site is opposite 
the mouth of the Plus river, and commands a fine view of two reaches of the Perak 
river. It is connected with Kuala Kangsar and Upper Perak by the Petani bridle- 
path. 

10. The State Surgeon examined a few people who were brought down for his 
inspection and said to be lepers, and gave as his opinion that there could be no doubt 
whatever about their being true cases of leprosy, though he at first thought the 
Apothecary had been mistaken about them. 

11. We proceeded up river to Anjul, where the Acting Resident, accompanied 
by the Datoh and myself, landed at 2 pm., and walked over to Raban. For the 
greater part of the distance we followed the Petani bridle-track, which has been very 
badly upkept. The Datoh offered to keep it in good order for less than the Govern- 
ment now spend on it, and I have since made arrangements with the District Engineer 
for him to do so. 

12. At Raban there is a considerable area of padi land under cultivation, the 
planters, and by far the majority of the other inhabitants there, being Petani people. 
The trace for the Kota Tampan road passes through this village. 

13. We remained at Anjul for the night, and the following morning the Datoh 
and I walked over to Jenalik, to inspect a trace that has been cut for a proposed 
“tali ayer.’ The trace is about a mile in length, and the water to be brought down 
will irrigate about 200 acres of land. A large area of padi land is already under 
cultivation in this village. The inhabitants, as at Raban, are all Petani people, and 
far more industrious than the ordinary Perak Malays. It is one of the few villages in 
this district where the people cultivate more padi than is required for their own 
consumption. Jenalik also is on the trace for the road to Kota Tampan. The 
trace at present runs right through the padi fields, but the State Engineer has given 
orders for its deviation, in order to avoid interfering with the irrigation of the fields. 

14. We left Anjul at 2 p.m. and proceeded down river to Kuala Plus, where we 
femained for the night. 

15. Early the next morning we proceeded up the Plus river. The Acting 
Resident landed at a small kampong near Pulau Tengkorak and inspected the 
padi fields there. At this place there is a large area of land available for padi 
planting, on both banks of the Plus. Since the Datoh has been in charge of the 
district he has been most energetic in his endeavours to get it taken up and cultivated, 
and has been partly successful. With a country so thinly populated as the Plus 
district it is impossible to do much without settlers, and the Datoh is now arranging 
with certain katuahs in Petani to bring their people over and open up padi land. 
He is very popular with the Petani people, and has considerable influence with them, 
and I have no doubt he will soon have a large number of them settling there. 

16. The Datoh informed the Acting Resident of a rather remarkable occurrence 
that took place at Pulau Tengkorak a few days previously. Two sisters, both old and 
infirm, were working in their padi nursery, close to their own and the other houses in 
the kampong, when one of them was suddenly charged by a large wild boar which 
came out of the “bluker” close at hand. She was knocked over and badly gored. 
Her sister ran to her rescue, and tried to beat the boar off with a stick, but as soon as 
she struck it, it left her sister and charged her, throwing her down and injuring her 
very severely. It then ran off into the “bluker” again. The attack was quite 
unprovoked, neither of them having seen the boar until it charged them. At the time 
of the Acting Resident’s visit both of the old women were still laid up with the injuries 
they had sustained, and their recovery seemed doubtful. . 

17. We proceeded as far as Mentimun in the Resident’s house-boat, and there 
changed boats, the river above that point being unnavigable for any but small boats, 
on account of the rapids. We reached Mamok at 5 p.m., and remained there for the 
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night. During the evening the Acting Resident received a visit from Syed Yusuf, 
better known as Toh Us.b, who was formerly one of the richest and most influential of 
the chiefs in those parts and an intimate friend of the late Sultan. He is now very 
old and feeble, and is living there in great poverty, having been deserted by his wives, 
children and followers. The Resident held a long and interesting conversation with 


him, and before he left made him a small donation from Casual Allowances, for which 
he seemed grateful. 


18. The next day the Acting Resident and 1 went overland on elephants to 
Tanjong Kumbong, leaving the State Surgeon to come on by boat. It was thought 
advisable to take up only one boat, as the river was in a very swollen state, the water 
having risen six feet in a few hours, in consequence of a heavy fall of rain during the 
night. We reached our destination about 3 p.m., the State Surgeon arriving about 
an hour later. We then went on by boat to Lassah, and arrived there about 6 p.m. 
We remained there for the night, putting up in a roomy Malay house belonging to a 
man named Gano, an emancipated slave, who was formerly the property of the Datoh’s 
grandfather. 

19. The following morning the Acting Resident visited the mines of Pauh and 
Salak (Plus), and it was his intention to have gone on to the sulphur springs, but the 
heavy rain and difficulties of the track prevented his doing so. Toh Syed Lam, who 
accompanied us, together with the Datoh, pointed out the only borings for tin that 
had been made in that district were quite close to the village, and that nothing had 
been done in the way of prospecting in the more likely looking valleys a short distance 
off. He showed the Acting Resident a specimen of very good ore obtained from his 
mine in the Plus district, and which he had sold to the Straits Trading Company at 
$20 a pikul. , 

20. The trace for a road from Kamuning to Lassah has not been kept open, 
although that portion of it near where it crosses the Sungei Plus was fairly clear. The 
distance by this trace from Kamuning to Lassah is about eight miles, but in some parts 
it is quite overgrown. 

21. We left Lassah at 3 p.m. by boat and reached Mentimun, where the Resident's 
house-boat was waiting, at 3.45 p.m. Having changed boats we proceeded down 
river to Kuala Plus, where we landed the Datoh and Toh Syed Lam, and went straight 
on down river, reaching Kuala Kangsar at 8.30 p.m. 


22. Kulub Abdulrahman, Assistant Penghulu of Kota Lama Kanan, died on the 
26th August. 


23. The Acting Resident and the State Surgeon left for Taiping on the afternoon 
of the 2gth. 


24. During the month an account was kept of all traffic passing the Padang 
Rengas police station to and from Taiping. The result was as follows :—

These figures are far lower than they would be in the dry season, when boats are 
unable to get up to Ipoh and the goods have all to be sent v/a Kuala Kangsar. The 
cart traffic is then nearly doubled. The above return was kept for the information of 
the Resident Engineer for Railways, who wanted it in connection with the proposed 
line of railway from Taiping to the Pass. 

25. Mr. Acton handed over charge of the Public Works Department to Mr. De 
cei on the 30th, and proceeded to Teluk Anson to take up his appointment 
there.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my annual report on this district for the 
year 1891. 

REVENUE. 

1. The estimated revenue was $1,635, and the actual collections $1,902.50, being 
an excess over the Estimates of $267.50, and an excess over the revenue collected in 
1890 of $187.76. 

2. The principal increases were $100, first instalment on Farm contract, not 
included in the Estimates, $121.18 under Fines, Fees, &c., and $161.77 under Sale of 
Government Property, while $150, which was estimated for the krah tax, was net 
collected, in consequence of the abolition of that source of revenue in January. 


EXPENDITURE. 
3. The total expenditure for the year was $14,726.08, leaving an unexpended 
balance of $502.92 under all heads of service. 


LAND. 

4. lam glad to be able to report well of the progress made during this year. 

5. The estimated revenue from this source was $800, towards which $709.25 was 
collected. This deficit is due to the fact that, hoping to be able to get the principal 
holdings demarcated, the land rents were not collected till late in the year, and 
eventually we were unable to collect them all. 

6. During the year 237 old holdings were demarcated, giving an area of about 
500 acres. 

7. Fifty-two agreements for new agricultural land were issued, representing 
56 acres 1 rood 2g poles, and two titles for village building lots, the latter both at 
Janing. 

8. At Luat a ditch for irrigation has been cut for almost a mile, partly with help 
from Government, and has proved a great success, although, unfortunately, it was not 
finished in time for the land now irrigated to be felled and planted for the present 
season. 

g. At Chupoh, Ulu Glok, Temelong and Bangul Batu a considerable area of new 
land has been brought under bendang cultivation, while against these the irrigation 
works undertaken at Kenering, Padang Toh Cheo and Sawak have, for divers reasons, 
not been successful. 

10. There is still a most unnecessary amount of ladang cultivation carried on, but 
only one man—viz., ex-Penghulu Toh Amoh, was convicted of felling rimba for that 
purpose. 

11, Penghulu Toh Tun of Lenggong went to considerable expense to re-open an 
old mine at Ulu Temelong, erecting buildings and digging a hole. He had smelted 
about three bharas of tin when he died of cholera. With that exception, there have 
been no mining ventures during the year. 

12. This Penghulu had also commenced a small pepper garden, which I fear his 
relations do not intend to keep up. There is as yet no pepper or coffee in the district. 
A considerable quantity of tobacco is grown and cured for local consumptior. but of 
its quality I am unable to give an opinion. 

POLICE AND CRIME. 

13. The police force of Upper Perak consists of one corporal and nine constables 

at Janing, and one sergeant and six constables at Tampan. 
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14. The conduct of the non-commissioned officers and men has been good, and 
the complaints against them few. 

15. The district has been singularly free from crime, although in the immediate 
neighbourhood there have been a number of murders and gang robberies. 

16. The total number of cases reported was 214, of which 118 were discovered. 
They were mostly of an unimportant nature. 

17. Rewards were paid for two full-grown tigers, one crocodile and a number of 
snakes. Several bears were killed, but the reward not claimed. 

18. But one inquest was held during the year. 


ROADS, STREETS AND BRIDGES. 

1g. The bridle-path from Lobo Bino, the southern boundary of the district, to Janing 
has been kept in an excellent state of repair; a number of bridges were repaired and 
renewed, and the approaches to fords improved. Some places, where the road was 
formerly but eighteen inches wide as it passed rocks and precipices, have been chipped 
out, at considerable expense and labour, and they are now available for horse or 
elephant traffic. 

20. Two miles of new road was made from Janing towards Kenering ; the remain- 
ing four miles will, | hope, be completed this year. 

21. The most important work of the year has been the construction of a bridle- 
path to connect Janing with Temungoh, an important centre to the north-east. Although 
mostly through a mountainous country, a good trace has been found, and the road 
made for about twenty miles; it will, I hope, connect with Temungoh by March. 
Hitherto the best time on record between the two places has been nine days, while the 
journey can now be completed in one. 


GENERAL. 

22. This road, which crosses the rivers Dala, Kaiwar, Chepam, Ringat and others, 
opens up a number of stretches of level land, easily irrigated, in the valleys of these 
rivers, some of which will, I hope, be cleared and planted before next season. So much 
of this district is either mountainous or else subject to sudden floods; only a small 
amount of land is available for bendang, and that is almost all occupied, and the want 
of more is much felt. It is to be hoped that the land through which this new road runs 
will supply this want. 

23. At Jah, a spot about twenty miles from Janing and ten from Temungoh, some 
land has already been cleared and houses erected. This is a very central spot, with an 
abundance of land round it easily irrigated, and will be the seat of the Penghulu lately 
appointed to take charge of that part of the district. It is situated at a height of 1,900 
feet above the sea, near an old mine which, when worked by the late Toh Lamboh, was 
most remunerative, and in the centre of the best gutta-producing jungle in the north 
of Perak. 

24. In August last a school was opened at Lenggong, but has not so far been a 
great success. This was only to be expected, as it is quite a new idea for a Petani 
Malay to know how to read or write. In fact, I doubt if there are twenty men in the 
district, including Government officials, who can sign their names. It is also possibly 
accounted for by the schoolmaster, who is a smart, intelligent man, being a Jawi Pekan 
Tamil. 

25. A good rest-house has been built and furnished at Janing, and the rest-houses 
at Kuala Kenering and Lenggong kept in repair. 

26. During the last three months the Government has lost two good servants in 
Penghulus Toh Tun, of Lenggong, and Che Seh, of Kenering, who died within ten days 
of each other. 

27. The new mukim of Ringat has been formed, and Usub, a Petani Malay, 
formerly a Penghulu in his own country, appointed to take charge of it. 

28. During the year 737 head of cattle and 22 of goats were imported into the 
district from the north, while the principal exports amounted to 154 pikuls of gutta 
and $590 worth of rattans; most of the tin produced in the upper country goes out by 
Kota Bharu, in Petani, or Alor Star, in Kedah. 

29. The gold workings at Ayer Tawar have proved remunerative, and will, it is to 
be hoped, now be worked on a larger scale with the improved means of transport pro- 
vided by the new road to Temungoh. 

30. In September an Opium Farm for the district was started for the first time- 
This has already done a great deal of good for the neighbourhood, as two good shops 
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have been built at Janing where one can buy almost anything. Previously our only 
shop sold simply nothing, and everything had to be brought all the way from Kuala 
Kangsar, the people depending on the Government store for rice, fish, salt, etc. 


31. The Government elephants have kept remarkably well, considering the great 
amount of work they have had to do lately; and I am greatly indebted to the Collector 
and Magistrate of Kuala Kangsar, who was good enough to lend me his elephant during 
the last few months. 

32. The cattle have thrived well, and, through careful breeding, the Government 
now possesses a very valuable herd at Janing. We are now ina position to carry out 
what I presume was one of the principal objects of Government in forming herds in the 
different districts—viz., of being able to sell good cattle on easy terms to deserving 
natives. During the last year two yoke were sold, and there will be three more for 
sale this year. 

33. The Government plantations have done well; they have been extended, and 
many experiments tried with patchouli and other plants, which we will this year be able 
to distribute to the people. 

34. Before any enterprise in mining or planting by Chinese or Europeans can be 
thought of, we must wait until the cart-road from Kuala Dal penetrates the district, 
and that, I presume, means some two or three years. The terminus of the present 
contract at Tampan is many miles from the most promising mining land, and upwards 
of thirty miles from Janing. In the meantime we have only the Perak river or elephants 
to depend on for transport. By the former it is nothing unusual for a loaded boat to 
take a fortnight from Kuala Kangsar to Janing, occasionally longer, while by the latter 
the hire would swallow up all profit. 

35. In almost every part of the district there are the remains of extensive mining 
operations, worked previous to the memory of the present generation, and I presume 
at a time when there was a larger resident population. Borings made by different 
people have shewn excellent:results, but of this we will know more in future. 

36. In May a contract was entered into by the Perak Government with Messrs. 
Norman and Chater to prospect the whole of the district, and they are expected 
shortly to commence work. i 

37. In April the Census was held, and it was found that the population had increased 
by 1,384. This must be considered satisfactory, considering the limited area of land 
available for bendangs and the lack of any other industry. During the year there were 
66 births and 50 deaths registered, but much reliance cannot be placed in these returns. 


38. The Temoh Gold Hills Company having commenced operations at Leggai, in 
Kelantan, we may expect an increased traffic between that State and Perak, which 
cannot but be of advantage to us. There is a considerable trade at present in cattle, 
etc., with Kedah and Petani. 

39. The village of Janing has not made the progress one would wish, firstly 
because of the want of padi land in the neighbourhood, and secondly, because hitherto, 
with the exception of that on the river, there has been no traffic passing through it. 
This latter consists of a few rafts coming down and half a dozen boats a year going 
up; while the main route to the north from Perak follows the Kenering valley seven 
miles distant, and this is much used by foot passengers, cattle and elephants. 

The first cause is now, to a certain extent, removed by the construction of some 
irrigation works close by, and the latter by the extension of the road to Femungoh, 
which should bring us in trade from the north-east. It is reasonable to suppose that 
Janing will now become a more important centre. 

qo. Although during the early part of the year there was a bad drought, and 
during the latter part there were bad floods, yet, on the whole, we have had a prosper- 
ous year; in the bendangs a good crop was harvested in June, and in the ladangs an 
average one in December, and the people are contented and thriving. They are given 
their land on the easiest terms possible, and although a corresponding area and popu- 
lation in other parts of the State would yield a larger revenue, yet it is early, and 
would be bad policy to try and extract to the last cent in fees, etc., from them, as they 
would simply consider they were being harrassed unnecessarily, and many would 
probably leave. 

41. 1 took over charge of the district from Mr. Bozzolo in May, and was able to 
stay a few days with him ; to his great local knowledge and experience I am indebted. 
for being able to carry out works suggested or inaugurated by him. 
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42. Our relations with our neighbours over the border have been most cordial, 
and we have exchanged visits. 

43. It is to be hoped that the day is not far distant when the northern province 
of Perak will again politically be one with the rest of the State, in the place of the 
present unsatisfactory state of affairs. 

44. Divers repairs have been carried out to the office, quarters, police station, 
etc. The last was for some days in November in considerable danger, owing to 
the state of the river, but the flood has since subsided. If the water again rises, it may 
be necessary to remove the building further inland.

S1rR,—I have the honour to forward this my report on the working of the Treasury 
Department during the year 1891. 

2. Staff—The only change in the staff has been the dismissal of my Assistant 
Shroff for repeated acts of insobriety, and after repeated warnings. This necessitated 
the Acting Stamp Vendor resuming his own appointment as Shroff, and brought the 
Stamp Vendor from Kuala Kangsar, where he had been acting as Treasury Clerk, to 
fulfil the duties of his own appointment. 

3. Work.—The cash book forthe year shews 10,957 vouchers paid, for $3,743,156, 
as against 11,291 vouchers, for $4,171,112, paid during 1890. This diminution does 
not indicate less work done, as it arises solely from the fact that our bank accounts 
are kept entirely distinct from and do not appear in our cash book. 

I am happy to say that, owing to there having been no changes in the higher 
appointments of the department during the year, the work has been carried on with 
much less friction and anxiety to myself than was the case during 1890. 

4. Security Bonds are all in order. 

5. tnances.—During the year, but more especially towards the last quarter, 
the Government withdrew its fixed deposits with the banks, amounting to $400,000. 
This was necessary to meet extra expenditure on railways. Another unforeseen item 
of expenditure arose from the Straits Government remitting the Crown Agents, on our 
account, £5,000 monthly from September inclusive. The excess of these remittances 
to the Crown Agents on 31st December was $90,737. 

6. The year 1891 closed with an available cash balance of $33,472.61 at this 
Treasury, as against $172,110.88 on 31st December, 18g, the latter sum being exclusive 
of $400,000 fixed deposits since drawn and spent.

S1rR,—I have the honour to forward my annual report on the Printing Depart- 
ment for the year 1891. 

2. As in previous years, there was a very considerable increase in the work of 
the department over the preceding year, and, owing to the want of efficient assis- 
tance, the annual indents particularly were not concluded until late in the year; but 
I was able to supply every department with their printing whenever there was any 
urgency, and I believe no great inconvenience was caused. : 

3. The estimated value of printing, etc., executed for Government amounted to 
$14,454.66, of private printing and binding to $900.73, and the receipts by sale of 
Government Gazette and advertisements amounted to $566.35, making the total 
earnings $15,921.74, being an increase of nearly $3,000 over that of the year 1890. 
This sum does not include many important unfinished jobs, cost of which will be 
shewn when completed. 

4. The expenditure was heavier than previously, owing chiefly to the cost of a 
Priestman’s oil engine, which amounted, with gearing and fixing, to a sum of about 
$1,800. The labour also has been more costly than hitherto, since prison labour has 
been abandoned, but there will be a deduction under this head now that the engine 
is in working order. The total expenditure amounted to $17,856.16. There was a 
saving on the Establishment vote of $1,825.95, but supplementary votes were obtained 
for the payment of temporary staff. 

5. Forty-one numbers of the Gazette were published during the year, and 257 
copies of each number were issued, 200 being on Government account and the 
remainder to private subscribers. 

6. The new Printing Office, completed in June, was taken possession of at the end 
of August. A week was occupied in removing, and the work of the department, 
though hindered, was not stopped any one day. The building answers very well the 
purpose for which it was designed, but the composing room is already found too 
small, and the lighting requires to be improved. Up to the time of writing, the lifts, 
for which a vote was obtained in September last, have not been erected. 

7. The Priestman’s oil engine, which was fixed in the engine room on taking 
possession of the new office, at first gave some trouble, through no defect on the part 
of the engine, however. Through the kindness of Mr. Wray, the Curator, who spent 
much time and took considerable pains in finding out its defects, the faults were 
rectified, and it was fairly started in the middle of October; since then it has gone 
without interruption, and, now that we thoroughly understand its working, is not likely 
to give further trouble. I consider the engine most satisfactory: it makes little 
noise; it is compact, taking up small space; there is neither dirt, heat nor smell, and 
its cost, including oil, chemicals and engineer, is very little more than $2 for a day of 
seven working hours. 

8. Mr. Cooke, the Assistant Printer, whom I had hoped would have been of 
much assistance to me, arrived here on the 25th August and left the State on the 3rd 
October. You are already acquainted with the manner of his leaving, and it is un- 
necessary for me to allude to the subject further than to state that he was from the first 
an unsatisfactory and unsuitable man, took no interest in his work, and was not fitted 
for the post. 

g. Though I cannot say that I have been altogether satisfied with the work of the 
staff, some of the men have done very well and tried their best to give me satisfaction, 
working cheerfully extra hours whenever I have required it of them. It happens too 
frequently in this department, and myself and the staff have frequently felt it somewhat 
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hard, that we have been compelled to attend office on half-holidays and Government 
holidays. During the printing of the Census papers, for instance, when about 100,000 
forms were printed and in four different languages, and about 100 reams of paper were 
used over the work, this office was open on three Government holidays and on one 
Sunday. Pressure like this must constantly occur in a printing office, but it has 
happened so many times in this and in previous years that much inconvenience might 
have been avoided if a little longer notice had been given to this department when 
work is required urgently.

Noutce to Pranters,. &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 


The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 


Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 23 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and ' 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

Notes. 


His Exce,tency THe Governor, Sir Cecil C. Smith, G.C.M.G., accom- 
panied by Mr. R. W. Maxwell, Inspector-General of Police, Straits Settle- 
ments, Captain H. L. Talbot, A.D.C., and Mr. Bruce Norton, Private 
Secretary, arrived off the mouth of the Larut river, in the Sea Belle, during 
the night of the 17th September. 


On the following morning the Acting British Resident, Mr. W. H. 
Treacher, C.M.G., and Mr. T. Rowley, Acting Harbour Master, Matang, 
who had proceeded down the river the preceding night in the Mena, went 
on board the Sea Belle, and soon afterwards His Excellency and party 
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proceeded to Port Weld by the Mena, and reached the Taiping railway 
station at 10 a.m., where His Excellency was received by Mr. H. Conway 
Belfield, Acting Secretary to Government, Lieutenant H. Duhan, repre- 
senting the Commandant, and other Heads of Departments, and a large 
number of the general public. A guard of honour, with band, was furnished 
by the 1st Perak Sikhs, and His Excellency proceeded to the quarters of 
the Acting Resident, escorted by troopers of the same corps in command 
of Lieutenant Martin. 


On the morning of the 19th His Excellency and party, accompanied by 
the Acting Resident, drove to Kuala Kangsar, which town and its approaches 
had been tastefully decorated by the Malays, who had thronged into the 
place from all parts of the State to witness the ceremony of decorating 
His Highness Sultan Sir Idris Mershedil Aathim Shah with the insignia of 
an Honorary Knight Commander of the Most Distinguished Order of 
Saint Michael and Saint George. 


At 3.45 p.m. His Excellency and suite, accompanied by the Acting 
Resident, and with a mounted escort of the 1st Perak Sikhs, drove to the 
Istana, at Bukit Chandan, where His Excellency was received by His 
Highness the Sultan and Mr. Arthur Butler, Collector and Magistrate of 
the district. 

Addressing a large concourse of Malays and Europeans who were con- 
gregated in the balei, His Excellency stated that it gave him great pleasure 
to visit Perak for the special purpose of decorating His Highness with the 
insignia of Knight Commander of the Order of Saint Michael and Saint 
George, to which he had been promoted by Her Most Gracious Majesty the 
Queen and Empress. 


There had unavoidably been some delay in performing the ceremony, 
owing to disturbances in the neighbouring Protected State of Pahang, which 
had made it necessary for His Excellency to visit that State. 


His Excellency was rejoiced that it had fallen to his lot, as Governor of 
the Straits Settlements, to recommend His Highness for promotion in the 
Order of which he himself and the Acting Resident were members, as he 
had for years past personal knowledge of the good work the Sultan had 
performed for the State, first as the chief judicial officer of Perak and now 
as its Sultan. 

The honour which Her Majesty had been pleased to confer upon His 
Highness was no slight one, it being shared by only eighteen rulers and 
distinguished personages in countries within the sphere of British influence. 


His Excellency then called upon the Acting Resident to bring forward 
the insignia of the grade to which His Highness had been promoted, and 
with which His Excellency duly decorated the Sultan. 


His Highness replied, expressing his thanks to His Excellency and 
alluding to the wonderful progress the country had made under Her 
Majesty’s protection, and to the years of peace the State had enjoyed, such 
as had been unknown under its former rulers. 


The Governor and the Sultan, on the termination of the proceedings, 
drove to the spacious Istana which has been nearly completed for His 
Highness at Bukit Nagara Kastan Zurian. 

In the evening His Excellency and His Highness the Sultan and 
a number of European gentlemen were entertained at dinner by the Acting 
Resident. 
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On the morning of the 20th the Governor’s party, with the Acting 
Resident, started for Batu Gajah, the Sultan driving with the Governor as 
far as the pontoon bridge over the Perak river. A halt was made for 
breakfast at the hospitable house of Mr. Darby, manager of Mr. T. H. Hill’s 
Liberian coffee estate at Kamuning. Ipoh was reached in the afternoon, 
and after luncheon His Excellency, with Mr. C. Wray, Acting Collector 
and Magistrate, Kinta, Mr. C. R. Hanson, Resident Engineer for Railways, 
Mr. McGlashan, District Engineer, Dr. Wright, District Surgeon, and other 
officials, inspected the hospital and the site for the railway station, drove 
through the town, now rapidly recovering from the effects of the recent 
fire, and, after affording an interview to representative Malays and Chinese, 
drove on towards Batu Gajah. 

En route His Excellency stopped at Lahat to enquire into the question 
of the construction of a branch line of railway to connect that village, 
which is the centre for the tin district including Menglembu on one side 
and Papan on the other, with the main Kinta Valley line. After hearing 
the views of the Government officers and of the principal Chinese miners 
and the local agent of the Straits Trading Company, it was decided that the 
construction of this branch line should be taken in hand at once. 


The 21st was spent by His Excellency in inspecting the new offices and 
other public buildings in Batu Gajah, the reception of officers and others, 
and in the transaction of business. 

On the morning of the 22nd His Excellency descended the Kinta river 
in the police boat provided by Lieutenant Metcalfe, 1st Perak Sikhs, to 
Kota Bharu, which, the river being high, was reached in the short time of 
two hours and a half. Here His Excellency and party proceeded in a trolly 
along the temporary branch line of railway, one and a half miles in length, 
from the landing place on the river to the main Kinta Valley line. 


On returning to the boats it was found that Mr. Noel Denison, 
Superintendent of Lower Perak, had brought up two of the Government 
steam launches from ‘leluk Anson, in charge of Inspector Symes, and after 
lunch the party and their baggage were transferred from the boats to the 
launches, His Excellency, the Actiag Resident, the Resident Engineer for 
Railways and the Superintendent of Lower Perak being accommodated in 
the police pinnace, Captain Talbot, Messrs. Maxwell, Norton and Symes 
preceding her in the Speedy. : 

All went well through what are considered the more dangerous 
portions of the river, but about 1.25 p.m., when not far distant from the 
point where the Kinta joins the Perak river, the pinnace struck on a 
Submerged snag and at once capsized and sank in a very short time, all 
hands being thrown into the water. 


Not without difficulty, owing to the strong current running, the party 
were able to reach the river bank, with thé exception of an unfortunate 
Chinese servant of the Acting Resident and a Malay servant of the Super- 
intendent of Lower Perak. Bassok, coxswain of the pinnace, rendered 
good service in assisting first His Excellency and afterwards Mr. Hanson. 


The journey was then continued in the Speedy, which had turned back 
On witnessing the disastrous accident, and on reaching Teluk Anson His 
Excellency went on board the Sea Belle. 

The Acting Resident and the Superintendent of Lower Perak dined on 
board with His Excellency in the evening, and the Sea Belle left for 
Singapore at 10 p.m. 
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Inspector Symes proceeded back to the. scene of the disaster the same 
evening, to fetch the servants and men whom it had not been possible to 
accommodate in the Speedy and to take preparatory steps for raising the 
pinnace. 

Information has since been received, from the Superintendent of Lower 
Perak, to the effect that the exertions of Mr. Cobb, Harbour Master, and 
Inspector Symes have resulted in the launch being raised and brought in to 
Teluk Anson, not very badly damaged, and in the greater portion of the 
effects of His Excellency the Governor and the Acting Resident being 
recovered. 


THE USE OF WILLS AMONG THE CHINESE.

H. B. M.’s Acting Consul-General, Canton. 


TE Chinese Statute Book does not take any notice of wills. There is 
no law as to the formalities of making a will or the extent to which a man 
may deal with his property by a will. 

Nevertheless, the owners of property among the Chinese constantly 
resort to this mode of distributing their property. The Courts also take 
notice of all testamentary dispositions in cases of disputed succession or 
division of property. 

A will may be either oral or written. For the former, a man has only 
to state in the presence of witnesses how his property is to be dealt with 
after his death. A written will may have witnesses, but their presence is 
not necessary. As a matter of fact, the testator generally writes out his 
will privately, and then entrusts it to his wife, or hides it away in some safe 
place. Asa rule, the contents of a will are not known to more than one or 
two until after the testator’s death. 


In theory, a man in China may dispose of his property as he pleases, 
but this theory is based on the assumption that he will not do anything 
contrary to the dictates of reason and natural affection. Thus, a man may 
will away his property from his sons, but the Court may set the will aside, 
unless sufficient reason is shewn. The most common reason given is unfilial 
conduct. But as to this the unsupported statement of the father, or even 
of both parents, is not proof. If, however, a brother of the mother testifies 
to the unfilial conduct of a son or sons, the testator’s action in disinheriting 
them is sanctioned. 


A man may also name in his will the male relative who is to represent 
him at the ancestral worship and other great family affairs, This is a very 
important power, as the representative generally gets a double share of the 
inheritance, and has very great influence in family matters. Ifa man has 
no sons, he must appoint as his representative a son of a brother, and if 
there are no nephews, then some more remote descendant of the ancestor. 
If there is no one of the family, he may elect a stranger, one with a different 
surname. If this person is properly adopted into the family, he shares the 
property with the others, and he must dispose of it according to the 
father’s or testator’s expressed commands. 

Chinese wills, so far as I know, do not know anything of executors or 
administrators. If there are several sons, each with certain funds, or shares, 
or lands assigned to him, a copy of the will is made for each if desired. 
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But the original, which is retained by the legal representative, is often 
sufficient. He, with the assistance of senior relatives and the elders of the 
district, carries out the provisions of the will. In the interpretation of a 
will and in the carrying out of its arrangements, when there is any donbt 
or difficul y it is the uniform custom, I understand, to consult with the 
elders of the place. The final appeal, however, is to the Hsien or other 
local authority. The Mandarin, as a rule, gives force to the desires of the 
test’ or, and orders the will to be obeyed, unless there is something in its 
prvuv.sions contrary to law or good morals.

MONTHLY REPORT. 
—_—+0+ — 
No. 421.—BATANG PADANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
SiR,—I have the honour to enclose my report for the month of September. 


2. I went to Batu Gajah on the 7th and saw Mr. Wray about several matters 
concerning this district. 

3. Mr. Sutcliffe arrived on the 17th to take over the section of the railway which 
had been in charge of Mr. Ford, who went home on sick leave. 


4. On the 22nd I went to Sungei Sengkuang, with the Assistant Surveyor, to 
demarcate two mining blocks, belonging to the late Chee Sin Nghee, which have been 
the subject of a petition to the Resident. 

5. On the 24th I collected land rents at Chanderiang and gave out some mining 
land, and also selected sites for a cemetery and a Chinese joss-house which had been 
applied for by the Chinese community. 


6. On the 26th I went with Che Daud, the agent of Tunku Mahomed Zin, a 
Termusei chief, who is living in Teluk Anson, to see some mining land at Sungei Suloh, 
a branch of the Chikus river. After riding to the eighth mile on the Teluk Anson 
road we went by boat up the Chikus, a small river much overgrown and obstructed 
by jungle and floating timber. We expected to get back the same day, but made such 
slow progress that we did not arrive at Sungei Suloh till 6 p.m. We spent the night 
there, and the next morning went to the place where the Raja’s men had been pros- 
pecting, about a mile from the Chikus. 


7. The Sungei Suloh runs through an extensive valley, which is divided from the 
Chikus at the point where we landed by a ridge of higher ground extending up river 
to Teluk Maidan. The soil on this ridge appears very suitable for planting. There 
is a good deal of tin within two or three feet of the surface along the banks of the 
stream and a fair amount of gold was washed out of it by the Raja’s men. They had 
not dug deep enough to discover a second stratum of tin which probably exists below. 
The Chikus is the same stream as that which is crossed by the Bidor road beyond 
Jangkor. 


8. Tunku Mahomed Zin promises to bring in 100 families from Termusei and 
has applied for the right to work the whole valley. I have, after consulting the 
Superintendent Lower Perak, agreed to give him a licence to work there for four 
months, after which he will be granted a title for mining land the area of which will 
depend on the number of persons he brings into the place. The transport expenses 
must be very heavy until the river has been cleared, and even then large boats will 
not be able to get far up the river, but the tin is near the surface and apparently in 
sufficient quantities to pay Malays, whose working expenses are small. 


g. There is a quantity of valuable timber in this part of the country, and a con- 
siderable amount of rattan and jungle produce has already been cut by Malays. A 
Chinese timber kongsi, which has been built near the boundary with Teluk Anson, 
exports timber by the Chikus into the Batang Padang river, and fair-sized river tong- 
kangs can get up to this point, below which the river has been partially cleared. 
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1o. I returned overland the same morning, accompanied by the Penghulu Toh 
Bias, v/@ Teluk Maidan Chembaka and Chumor, and got back to Tapah about 
12.30 p.m. The distance from Tapah by this route in only about eight miles, but the 
Penghulu dissuaded us from going to Sungei Suloh that way, as he said the country 
would be under water, which, however, proved not to be the case. 

11. The Resident having decided that the district of Blangah, in Chanderiang 
mukim, should be under the administration of Batang Padang, arrangements have 
been made with the District Magistrate of Kinta and the Superintendent of Lower 
Perak to credit this district with the revenue collected on tin from the mines there, 
and a kram has been placed there by the Penghulu of Chanderiang from the Ist instant, 
to issue passes for tin exported.

HALF-YEARLY REPORT. 


No. 422 —HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT, KINTA DISTRICT, FOR THE HALF-YEAR 
ENDING 30TH JUNE, 1892. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

S1R,—On the 6th May a memorandum was received from the Secretariat directing 
attention to Notification No. 62 in Gazette No. 4 of the current year, and reminding 
that a half-yearly report would have te be sent by me to Government on the sanita- 
tion of the towns the boundaries of which are specified in the Notification above 
referred to. 


2. Since taking over the medical charge of the district in August last year 
attention was directed, as far as other duties permitted, to making myself acquainted 
with the existing state of matters, and the improvements and alterations that would be 
necessary to bring the towns, etc., into good sanitary order. Any particularly un- 
sanitary points met with in the course of inspection were noticed and measures taken 
to rectify them. From the first, however, it was obvious that before the work could be 
generally undertaken and carried out with any degree of efficiency it would have to 
be organised, and action taken on some definite and uniform system. 


3. To further this object it would be best that the first health report after the 
introduction of the Municipal Rules be devoted to representing in detail, under 
respective heads, the state of matters that now obtain, and with recommendations for 
remedying what is wrong. é 

4. The Municipal Rules have been extended to the towns of Batu Gajah, Papan, 
Lahat, Ipoh and Gopeng. The villages of Pusing, Ménglembu, Tekah Sungei Raia, 
Sungei Raia, Kuala Dipang and villages in Kampar are steadily increasing in size, 
and it is desirable and necessary for sanitary reasons that the Rules should be enforced 
at these places also. 


5. The municipal boundaries, as indicated in the Gazette, are no doubt sufficient 
for purposes of lighting and collection of rates, etc., but need to be altered and 
extended for sanitary work, though this may necessitate a different set of limits for 
the latter object. To include a wider area for health work would be a great advantage, 
so that unhealthy occupations and conditions may be well removed from the inhabited 
town centres. With the view of selecting more suitable boundaries some of the towns 
have already been inspected, and after the rest have been gone over the Acting 
Collector and Magistrate intends making recommendations regarding this matter. 


6. Staff to perform Health Uuties—I have been gazetted as Health Officer for 
Kinta, but have been provided with no assistants. I would beg to represent that 
unaided the work could not be carried out satisfactorily, for my other duties take up a 
large amount of time. In connection with the Estimates which are now being framed 
for 1893, I have written, through the Acting Collector and Magistrate, recommending 
that provision be made for a Sanitary Inspector and four Sanitary Overseers, all to 
work under the direction of the Health Officer. The Sanitary Inspector to have a 
salary of $75 per month and horse allowance, and to reside at Batu Gajah, from where 
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he would travel round the district regularly and superintend and carry out the instruc- 
tions of the Health Officer. The overseers to have a salary of $15 per month, and to 
be distributed for duty as follows: one for Batu Gajah and Papan and the villages 
like Pusing at this end; one Lahat and Ménglembu; one Ipoh; one Gopeng and the 
villages next that town. I trust these recommendations will meet with approval. 


7. The strength of the staff as now provided for the district hospitals would not 
permit of any of its members being detailed for health work. It would lead to neglect 
of patients, and on account of the irregularity in the visits to the town in connection 
with sanitary work the latter also would suffer. It would eventually be found more 
satisfactory to keep the two departments separate. Health work cannot be done 
without extra expenditure. 

8. The sanitary work to be done is extensive and scattered throughout a large 
district, and is practically confined to overcoming the prejudices and opposition of a 
mixed native population settling in a new country, and teaching them cleanliness. 
This could only be effected by regular supervision and maintained without interruption. 
To inspect a town and give instructions to the householders to clean up and abate 
nuisances have proved, as may be expected, to be ineffective ; one has to return over 
and over again to personally supervise and insist on the instructions being carried out. 


9g. There are urgent reasons at this stage of the district's progress to make a 
beginning and establish a Health Department. The prosperity of the country in no 
small measure depends on the health of the population. The question of obtaining 
labour in the State is admittedly a difficult one, and to protect the health of those 
already working here is a matter of great importance. A considerable amount has 
been done at great expenditure, by establishing hospitals and out-door dispensaries, 
to provide for those who have become sick, but preventive measures against disease 
have so far not received the same prominent attention. The object now should be 
by sanitation to decrease or remove the causes of disease: this would improve the 
general health of the community and render a larger percentage available for work, it 
would decrease a prominent cause of loss of labour through reduction of death-rate, it 
would reduce the necessity for maintaining large hospitals. 


10. For overa year it is true there have been no outbreaks of infectious diseases, 
but the existing conditions are such as to favour the spread of any infectious disease 
if it does manifest itself. In the absence of outbreaks of epidemic diseases to point- 
edly call attention to the unsanitary conditions that prevail, the fact must not be lost 
sight of that diarrhoea, dysentery, fevers and pulmonary complaints yearly destroy the 
lives or impair the health of a great portion of the population. These diseases are 
the outcome of unhealthy surroundings, and the extent of their prevalence may be 
taken as an exact measure of the existence of what is bad and injurious to health. 


11, Dra‘naye.—Drains are required for three purposes: (i.) Removal of surface 
water from roads, dwellings and compounds after rains; (ii.) removal of soiled water 
from dwellings rapidly and to prevent it soaking into soil of back compounds; (iii.) 
deep drains for lowering level of sub-soil water. In the towns, drains in three posi- 
tions have to be dealt with: (i.) on either side of the main roads; (ii.) on either side of 
back lanes; (iii.) house drains. 


12. At Gopeng, Ipoh, and Papan, Government has constructed brick drains on 
either side of the chief town roads, but Batu Gajah and Lahat have only wide earth 
drains. To enable the towns to be kept clean and healthy all their chief roads need 
to be provided with a proper system of brick drains. There are no brick drains in 
the back lanes, and none are at present wanted here if it is decided that these back 
lane drains are only intended for the removal of surface rain water, and that generally 
it be made compulsory that no house drains be allowed to end in the lanes and dis- 
charge their foul water into the drains there. It is a matter of regret that the Govern- 
ment brick drains are not universally taken advantage of for the removal of the liquid 
house refuse. The failure in this respect has had a large share in bringing about a 
deal of what is now unsanitary. The wells, bath-rooms, kitchens and latrines are at 
the back and removed from the brick drains placed alongside the road in front, and it 
is from the outhouses that all the dirty water originates. It is the exception rather 
than the rule for the house drains to be suitably connected, and in many instances 
they are not connected at all, with the Government drains. 

13. There is little use in the State providing brick drains if they are chiefly 
employed only for the removal of surface rain water, and the owners of buildings do 
not generally make proper communications between them and the house drains for 
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the rapid removal of the filthy water from the dwellings, containing decomposing 
animal and vegetable matter. This is a matter of much importance, for such a large 
percentage of the water is derived locally from wells which are fed by the upper layer 
of sub-soil water. Principally on this account, and for other obvious reasons, when it 
could be avoided and the means for doing so are at hand, it should be strongly insisted 
that the soil be not contaminated by house refuse. 


14. The ground round the surface of wells should be paved with bricks covered 
with a layer of cement, and the bath-house be situated at a side over the cemented 
space. It would be best, if the fall of the land would permit, to have the communi- 
cation with the Government drains made by one common shallow brick drain running 
the whole length of the back of a block of houses, each landowner being required to 
construct the section over his property, the kitchen, bath and other house drains 
being joined to this. It would not be so satisfactory for each house to communicate 
separately with the Government drain, as it would necessitate a covered drain passing 
under the floor of house from back to front. And where such is actually necessary, on 
account of the nature of ground, glazed earthenware pipes could be employed. But 
pipes or covered drains are apt to become occluded by solid matter, whereas an open 
common drain could always be inspected and kept clean. It would also be absolutely 
necessary to have the depth of the Government drains so arranged as to allow all the 
house drains in the block to be constructed with sufficient fall into them. The chief 
use of the Government drains should be to assist in the rapid removal of the liquid 
house refuse. 


15. Sub-soil Drainage-—A damp soil predisposes those living on it to many 
diseases such as are prevalent here, and the inhabitants of a locality where the soil is 
well drained and dry, on the contrary, enjoy good health. In the low-lying towns of 
Papan, Lahat and Gopeng the intercepting and banking up of water for mining pur- 
poses have helped to raise the level of sub-soil water. As much as possible, better 
drainage of the soil should be aimed at ; deep drains running in the direction of the 
natural fall of the country would do much to decrease disease by rendering the soil dry. 


16. Latrines—The Chinese and Malays generally have some sort of latrine 
attached to their houses, but the Klings habitually avoid latrines and render the 
neighbourhood of their huts, especially when low jungle provides the necessary cover, 
unhealthy. Where the river is available latrines are constructed over the stream, and 
in other parts they are commonly placed in the compound at the back, at some distance 
away from the house, in a small shed. An attempt is made by some to have a re- 
ceptacle for receiving the excreta in the shape of old buckets, boxes or kerosine tins, 
and not unfrequently there are no receptacles at all, the excrement being allowed to 
collect in a shallow hole in the ground. The very objectionable arrangement in the 
shape of cesspools are, so far as | have noticed, not employed. And even when 
buckets, etc., are used, in the majority of cases, through their being old, leaky or being 
placed too low down and unevenly, the soil is allowed to become foul. 


17. As long as it is left to the natives to select and adopt any form of latrine the 
existing unsanitary conditions would continue, and, as now, a great deal that is injurious 
to health would result. It would be strongly advisable to introduce improvements on 
some uniform system throughout. In English towns the municipality regulates the 
form of water-closet to be used, and in the towns in Kinta, short of enforcing the 
adoption of the most recent improvements, some inexpensive method, which would 
permit of easy inspection and cleaning, should be required of the people ; and what- 
ever is done should aim at prohibiting the pollution of streams and the soil in the 
town from where the water supply is obtained. I would recommend that all be com- 
pelled to use galvanized iron buckets, the buckets to be placed on a platform close 
under the seat, and the floor underneath should be required to be paved and lined 
with cement, the latrine, by preference, being situated in a detached building in back 
compound. 


18. Removal of Night Sotl and Household Refuse.—No provision has been 
made for the regular and systematic removal of night soil. With the exception of the 
Chinese market gardeners, who irregularly remove as much as would suffice for 
manure in their gardens, and this represents a limited portion, there is nothing 
else done, as far as I could ascertain. This is a matter which cannot be left to each 
individual householder, but must be taken in hand and dealt with collectively and 
systematically, and it is absolutely necessary for the work to be carried out under the 
“control of Government. | would recommend that carts with iron cisterns for containing 
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the night-soil be provided. I trust that in the 1893 Estimates the necessary provisiom 
would be made for carts in all the towns for removal of night-soil. 


19. The Municipal Regulations provide for the proprietor or occupant being 
held responsible tor the removal of all dirt from the dwellings every 24 hours, and it 
would be the duty of the sanitary staff to enforce this. The Government provides a 
small number of dust-bins in which the house refuse is to be placed. The scavenging 
at Lahat is done by the prisoners, and in the other towns by coolies u :der the direction * 
and control of the Public Works Department, but it has not receivec the full attention 
it deserves; too much house refuse has been allowed to lie about the towns, especially 
in the back roads and lanes. Some proper understanding should be arrived at as 
regards the subject. It is necessary and advisable for the scavengers to be held 
responsible for maintaining clean all the town roads and lanes and all drains outside 
dwellings and compounds, and the occupiers of houses for the portions referred to in 
the Regulations. A larger number of dust-bins, preferably made of iron, placed at 
convenient distances along the roads for collecting the house refuse, and carts for 
removing it, would have to be provided for. 


20. Disposalof Night Sotl and House Refuse.—Part of the night soil finds its 
way into the river or into neighbouring streams, and some is used in the Chinese 
gardens, and not a small portion soaks into the soil in the town. The house refuse is 
thrown into the river by the scavengers at Batu Gajah, and at Ipoh practically finds 
its way into the river, for it is used to fill up the bank below the bridge; at Lahat it is 
thrown into a hollow bit of ground immediately outside the town alongside the main 
road, and at Gopeng it is carefully collected in dust-bins and then thrown into mine 
holes near market and other places within the town limits and bordering on dwellings. 
The mere mention of nearly all of these methods of disposal would be enough to 
condemn them and call for the discontinuance of these practices. 


21. There is no necessity, however, to allow these offensive products from human 
habitations to become a nuisance and a source of injury to health, as at present. They 
could be employed profitably for enriching the soil and obtaining large returns of 
vegetables, fruit, etc. When dug into and mixed with earth they would soon be 
taken up and destroyed by exposure to air and the rapidly growing vegetation, and 
besides, the earth itself is one of the best disinfectants. With this object in view I 
would suggest that within a convenient distance of each town a suitable piece of land 
be selected and that it be given out in blocks to Chinese, on the understanding that 
they go in for cultivation of vegetables and fruit trees. The Chinese make the best 
gardeners, and if they are encouraged by being provided with good land and sufficient 
quantity of manure the object which the Government has in view to encourage agricul- 
ture would be much advanced. The market gardeners, as is known, travel long 
distances to obtain manure, and the municipal carts, by conveying to them the night- 
soil and house refuse, would directly supply their wants, and enable them to devote all 
their time to opening up and preparing the land and minding their crops. This would 
answer a double purpose—it would lead to the opening up of land and the disposal of 
the rubbish and dirt from the towns in a useful and harmless way. 


22. Pig-sties are scattered throughout the country and are a nuisance. If the 
land I have suggested could be given out, rearing of pigs could with advantage be 
contined to the same place ; the plentiful supply of manure would enable large crops 
of sweet potatoes, tapioca, etc., used as food for pigs, to be grown. 


23. Water-supply Sources.—The river supplies the portions of Ipoh and Batu 
Gajah situated in the neighbourhood of its banks; the other parts of these towns and 
Papan, Lahat and Gopeng derive their water chiefly from shallow surface wells. In 
the classification of water according to the source from which it is obtained, river 
water into which sewage gains access and shallow well water are reckoned as dan- 
gerous. Now all the conditions necessary to make water dangerous exist in the two 
sources upon which the Kinta towns are dependent for their supplies. 


24. The river water is largely contaminated by the discharge into it of human 
excreta and house refuse, mostly composed of decomposing vegetable and animal 
matter. As is well known, all the Malay kampongs along the Kinta river erect their 
latrines over the stream, and the people in the large number of boats that ply up and 
down the river shoot all their offensive matter into the water as a ready mears of 
getting quit of it. The larger part of the night-soil from the town of Ipoh finds its 
way into the river, so does that from Batu Gajah, and, unfortunately, most of it gains 
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entrance at a point above that from which the water is collected. Mention has been 
made that the town’s refuse at Ipoh and Batu Gajah finds its way into the river. 
Under these circumstances the river water is bad and dangerous for use. 


25. Shallow Surface Well Water—Water from this source must always be 
looked upon with suspicion. In many of the towns the wells are situated over the 
sites of old mines in soil which had been freely turned up and mixed with deleterious 
matter, and are generally placed on a lower level than the dwellings and near latrines, 
drains from bathing places and kitchens, the foul water from which is not removed, 
but soaks into the soil of the compound. All these favour the direct drainage into 
the wells of surface water or the upper layers of sub-soil water holding in solution or 
suspension injurious matter. The wells in the towns are, on an average, only about 
10 to 12 feet in depth, and in the majority the sides are supported by wooden walls, 
and even when bricks are employed they are so loosely put together as not to be 
sufficient to keep out the surface water. The ground round the wells in a few of the 
better houses is paved and cemented over and provided with drains to carry off the 
.soiled water after use, but in the larger percentage there is no such protection and no 
drainage, and the foul water finds its way back into the well. These facts are sufficient 
to condemn the water of the town wells. 

26. It has been thoroughly well established that water is a vehicle by means of 
which diseases are frequently introduced into the system, and the health of a com- 
munity depends so much on the wholesomeness of the water used. Ipoh is now the 
second town in the State as regards size and importance, permanent brick houses to 
replace the temporary attap structures are rapidly being erected and its population is 
large, and it has a claim to a better water supply. Preferably water whose source is 
from the hills and conducted to the town in iron pipes, as in Taiping, and delivered on 
the constant supply system, without any local storage, would be best. I am not aware 
whether a suitable hill stream from which to supply Ipoh with water is available, but 
the question of providing this town with a better supply of water is deserving of being 
taken in hand at an early date. For the other towns of smaller size and less im- 
portance water from deep wells may be provided. The well should be over 50 feet 
in depth and pass through some impermeable stratum, such as rock or stiff clay, and 
should be guarded from surface washings during rains by wall on top, and from sub-soil 
soakage by hard brick set in cement, the water being derived from deep springs. 

27. Examination of food products, to prevent adulteration and sale of food in a 
condition unfit for human consumption, is necessary. On account of the absence of 
fixed places for slaughtering animals it is not possible to examine them before being 
killed or to prevent the flesh being injected subsequently with water to increase the 
weight. It would be advisable to arrange for fixed slaughter-houses for each town. 

28. Improvements in the town sites by removal of jungle and filling up and 
levelling old mine-holes, particularly at Gopeng and Lahat, are points to which atten- 
tion has to be directed. In the case of new buildings the levelling of ground before- 
hand should be insisted on.

No. 344,—CIRCULAR. 

Noutce to Pranrers, &c.——Notice is hereby givén. that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 

The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 

Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
-cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
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the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 2} 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three. - 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and rey'istration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium o: $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

Notes. 


From an article in the Kew Bulletin Nos. 65 and 66, May and June, 
1892, on Vanilla Disease, the following extract is taken. 


“SUMMARY. 


“The above account shows that healthy vanilla plants can be killed by a 
microscopic fungus, which may be called Calospora vauille, in the following 
manner. 


“The earliest form of the pleomorphic fungus the Hainsea form, attacks 
the living leaves, and by means of its spreading mycelium destroys their 
tissues, thereby causing the death of the plant by destroying those organs 
on which the plant depends for an indispensable portion of its food, as also 
for the regulation of the amount of water contained therein. The death of 
the individual plant is caused entirely by the Hainseu form of the fungus, as 
the Cytispora and Calospora forms only appear when the leaf is already killed. 
The statement that the tips of the “pods” or capsules and of the aerial 
roots first show symptoms of disease, although not scientifically correct, is 
quite in harmony with the above statements, for although the leaves are first 
attacked, and consequently first diseased, yet the mycelium of the fungus 
remains in the tissues for some weeks before it bursts through the cuticle to 
liberate its gonidia or reproductive organs, but during the interval between 
the first entrance of the fungus into the leaf and its reappearance on the 
surface in the mature condition, its mycelium has disorganized the tissues, 
thereby preventing the performance of those functions already stated, and 
consequently rapidly growing portions of the plant as young fruits and aerial 
roots, first show symptoms of disease at the tips on account of their being 
farthest from the source of food supply, and would probably show external 
signs of disease even before the leaves themselves. 

“ PREVENTIVE MEASURES. 

“Tt is impossible to suggest remedies for the probable various causes of 
the vanilla disease without a thorough investigation of all the circumstances, 
conducted on the spot; yet, assuming that the most important factor in caus- 
ing the disease is the fungus already described, it would appear that ordinary 
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precautions on the part of the cultivator, by taking advantage of the weak 
point in the sequence of development of the parasite, would soon result in 
its total disappearance. It must be remembered that the Hainsea form 
which appears on the living leaves and does all the mischief, cannot repro- 
duce itself directly on other living leaves, but is followed at a later stage on 
the dying leaves; that is, the Hainsea mycelium produces another kind of 
fruit on the dying leaves, the Cytispora form, which possesses the power of 
reproducing its own form for probably several generations on dying leaves ; 
eventually, when the leaf is quite dead, the masses of mycelium or stromata 
that produced Cytispora gonidia now give origin to the third or Calospora 
form, and when it is remembered that the Calospora spores—produced only on 
dead leaves—can alone reproduce the Hainsea form on living leaves, it follows 
that if all fading and dead leaves are destroyed by burning, the fungus pest would 
soon disappear, or be at least so reduced as to produce no appreciable damage. 
Judging from the abundant supply of dead leaves literally teeming with the 
Cytispora and Calospora forms of the fungus that were forwarded with the 
material for investigation, it may be presumed that large quantities of leaves 
in a similar condition are lying about in the vanilla plots. If such is the case 
they should at once be burnt, as I venture once more on repeating the state- 
ment that the continuance of the disease depends entirely on the presence of such 
diseased deud leaves, The fact that the appearance of the disease in the 
Seychelles islands is of recent date suggests the idea that impaired vitality 
of the vanilla plants may favour the spread of the disease. It is not known 
whether vigorous growing vanilla plants can be infected ; it is almost certain 
that weakly specimens would be more susceptible. Direct proof of this 

‘could only be obtained on the spot, but the statement accompanying the 
material, that the disease was most prevalent in flat damp places where the 
drainage was insufficient, favours this idea. The development of the Calos- 
pora condition on the dead leaves depends entirely on moisture ; if the leaves 
remain dry no growth takes place, but the mycelium or stromata remain 
quiescent, and, judging from analogy, can remain in this condition for a con- 
siderable length of time, and on being moistened resume their activity. In 
like manner it is probable that the mycelium of the Hainsea stage in the 
living tissues may, under certain conditions, remain for a considerable time 
in the leaves and stem without showing itself externally ; hence it would be 
highly imprudent to use even apparently healthy plants obtained from 
infected areas for stocking new estates. 


“Tn conclusion, it may be stated that the above described vanilla disease 
is not confined to Mauritius, the Seychelles, and Réunion islands; specimens 
of Vanilla planifolia were received at Kew in 1886 from Antigua, New 
Granada, showing all three forms of the fungus; the Hainsea, not known at 
that time to be a form-species, was described as Gleosporium vanille, Cke. 
and Mass., in Grevillea, Vol. XV., p. 18. 

“Since the above was written all the stages of the above-described 
disease have been followed on cultivated orchids at Kew, belonging to the 
genera Oncidiwm and Dendrobium.

Siz,—With reference to my minute of 26th August, 1892, on C. S. 31, 
Thave the honour to inform you that I have since received letters from Public 
Works officers stationed in all the various districts, stating their opinions of 
the best working hours for coolies and the possibility of a general reduction 
of wages. These are as follows :—

Krian ais ... | Assistant Engineer} 8 hours 9 hours in one shift from 6 a.m. Wages might 
20 cents be reduced. 


2. I think Mr. Tait is judging from his experience of estate work, and 
overlooks the fact that road coolies, especially those employed on upkeeps, 
may be engaged too far from their lines to return there in the middle of the 
day ; that it is useless to knock them off when they have no shelter, and that 
most of them take a little rice with them, stopping for a few minutes to eat 
it, which is all they require. 

8. The coolies engaged in sweeping streets, etc., in Larut and Kuala 
Kangsar now work in two shifts, whilst in the former district a nine hours’ 
day is adopted, so that there is nothing to prevent Mr. Tait from giving 
either or both a trial on his own works. 


4, JI enclose a copy of a Departmental Circular which I have just 
drafted. Judging from their reports, it would seem that several of the 
district Public Works officers consider themselves bound hy present custom, 
and it is therefore desirable to give any feasible suggestions a trial.

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DEPARTMENTAL CIRCULAR. 


1. The hours of work usually adopted for coolies in Perak are very 
light and the rates of wages high. On estates in Province Wellesley and 
Krian the working day is nine hours, and the same period has been success- 
fully tried with Public Works coolies in Larut. This is not too long if 
they be allowed to take some rice to their working place with them, and 
knock off for a few minutes in the middle of the day to eat: it. 


2. District Public Works officers are requested to give the nine hours’ 
day a fair trial, where itis practicable to do so by arrangement with Govern- 
ment contractors and other local employers of labour. The system of 
working in two shifts might also be tried for coolies employed in towns, or 
where they are always near their lines. For road work, ditching, embank- 
ing, etc., tasks should be set, the officer in charge making it his first duty to 
ascertain what is a fair day’s work for each man. 


3. A general reduction of wages has been proposed, but does not 
seem to be desirable at the present time. Care should however be taken to 
properly adjust the pay of all coolies, able-bodied men being given full 
rates and the others what each is proportionately worth. Every respon- 
sible officer should give this matter his personal attention.

No. 436.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sik,—I have the honour to transmit the following as my monthly letter for Sep- 
tember. 

* * * * * * * 

4. Onthe night of the 5th September a heavy squall struck the boat-house, causing 
its collapse and damaging the two steam launches which were under it. The railway 
sheds were also blown down, and the police reported that the police station was so 
much shaken that it was deemed necessary to remove the prisoners out of the 
building. 

* * * * * * * 

10. Leaving on the 2oth September, I proceeded up rivers, the Perak and Kinta, 
with the steam gig and pinnace, accompanied by Inspector Symes. Spent the night 
below Bukit Pekan, and on the following morning proceeded to Kota Bharu, the river 
having risen considerably during the last 24 hours, it is said as much as 15 inches during 
the night at Batu Gajah. 


11, At 10.20 a.m. embarked His Excellency and party and proceeded down river, 
and the launches had almost reached the junction of the two streams, when at Trusan 
Lalang the pinnace came in contact with a snag, which in the flooded state of the river 
was entirely submerged and prevented the steersman from accurately judging its 
position, the ripple which lies on the water round such a snag not being perceptible. 


12, The pinnace struck the snag and heeled over, capsized and sank, throwing the 
whole party, which included His Excellency and the Acting Resident, into the river, 
but though the bank was near, the swiftness of the current made gaining it a very 
dangerous matter. With the assistance of the Malay coxswain His Excellency and 
the remainder of the party gained the bank, but two of the servants were reported 
missing. His Excellency and the remainder of the party proceeded in the Speedy to 
Teluk Anson, and went on board the Sea Belle, leaving at 10 p.m. for Singapore. 


13. On the 23rd I was occupied the whole morning in Court with the Acting 
Resident, who left at 5 p.m. in the Mena for Port Weld. 


14. On the 24th sent up the Inspector Perak Sikhs and the Harbour Master to 
endeavour to lift the pinnace, and they returned with her to Teluk Anson on the 26th 
September. The pinnace had not suffered much damage. She was found lying on 
her bottom, and it was very manifest that two or three inches on one side would have 
prevented this sad accident. His Excellency’s private effects were all recovered, and 
this applies to those of the Acting Resident. 


15. On the 27th left for S’tiawan, and walked to inspect the tobacco which I have 
started planting near Pasir Panjang. I was very pleased with what I saw, but there 
was a good deal of worm. This was to be expected, considering the slovenly way in 
which the natives cultivate the leaf. The planter of this tobacco was selling the 
tobacco locally at eighty cents per catty, and had a greater demand than he could 
supply. I have received one bottle of the best Deli tobacco seed of 1892 crop and 
two of 1891, direct from Sumatra. The Clerk-in-charge has now some 16 beds ready 
for planting out this seed, and as there are many Javanese and Chinese at S’tiawan 
who have worked on tobacco estates in Sumatra, I hope to make a good start with this 
cultivation. I am not so ambitious as to think that tobacco plantations will spring 
from this small venture, but if it will assist the natives who are now settling here, it 
will be a very great aid, if the tobacco is made use of locally. 


16. Three more male settlers, with four women and two children, are reported as 
having come in since my last visit. 


17. Left in the evening for Bagan Datoh, where I anchored for the night, landing 
on the morning of the 29th September. Inspected the batas, or bund, now under 
construction, which is to connect Bagan Datoh with Rungkup, and found a fair 
commencement made. The people here seemed backward in clearing their land for 
padi planting, but they explained this by saying that the rainfall had not been sufficient. 
Leaving Bagan Datoh proceeded to Kota Stia, landed and inspected the new cart-road, 
now almost completed.: I was glad to note that the land on both sides of the road had 
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been planted up with padi. From Bagan Datoh proceeded to Teluk Bharu; again 
landed and inspected a very extensive clearing for padi, planting operations on which 
had already commenced. Returned to Teluk Anson at 4 p.m. 


18. On the 30th September found that the bodies of both the missing servants 
had been recovered and buried. Messrs. Grey and Parr reported their return from up 
river, where they had proceeded on duty, and where they managed to shoot a tiger. 

1g. It appears that while trying some land cases at the Pulau Tiga mukim on the 
afternoon of the 28th September, news was brought to these officers that there was a 
tiger in the Pasir Garam village. ‘The two officers seized their rifles, and, proceeding 
to the village, found the tiger crouching in a clump of rushes by the river bank. They 
walked up to the tiger until within fifteen yards, when they fired simultaneously. 
Mr. Grey’s bullet penetrated the skull just above the eye, Mr. Parr’s entered the neck. 
The tiger, which was a male and measured 8 feet 6 inches, dropped dead on the spot. 
It was a plucky act, pluckily carried out.

No. 437.—KuALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for September. 


2. On the 7th information was received that two cases of small-pox had occurred 
in Upper Perak at Chepor, one of which had proved fatal. The first case was that of 
a haji: who had recently returned from Mecca. Since this report was received 34 
cases have occurred, and there have been altogether ten deaths. No fresh cases have 
been reported since the 28th ultimo. A dresser was sent up to Chepor on the 13th, 
and is still there. The same day small-pox was reported by the Sri Adika Raja in the 
mukim of Durien Pipit. The first case was that a Lebye who had attended the funeral 
of one of the men who died from small-pox at Chepor. His case also proved fatal, 
and his daughter and son-in-law, who nursed him during his illness, were subsequently 
attacked by the disease. These cases were isolated, and no fresh ones have been 
reported since. 

3. On the 16th I visited the Cicely Tea Estate with the Acting Superintendent 
of Government Plantations. The lessees ask that their lease of this and the Her- 
mitage Tea Estates may be cancelled on the ground that they have been working them 
at a loss, there being no demand for the teathey have manufactured. The Cicely Estate 
is in better order now than when it was first taken over by them, and if they 
manufactured only rough cheap tea, for which they would obtain a ready sale amongst 
the Chinese miners, they would probably make it pay. They have therefore been 
allowed to give up the lease of the Hermitage Estate only, which was of very little use 
to them. 

4. His Excellency the Governor and party and the Acting Resident arrived here 
‘on the morning of the 19th, and in the afternoon His Excellency decorated His 
Highness the Sultan with the insignia of Knight Commander of the Order of Saint 
Michael and Saint George. A full account of the proceedings was given in Gazette 
No. 33, of 30th September, page 960. His Excellency proceeded to Kinta early the 
following morning. 

I proceeded to Tronoh on the 27th and selected a new site for the town, the 
first one chosen being rather awkwardly situated with regard to the road. The lots 
will be given out shortly. The road is now almost completed.

TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 


TAIPING. 
S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for September. 
* * * * * * * 


On the 17th I accompanied the Acting Resident at 10 p.m. in the Mena from 
Port Weld, and after a two hours’ steam anchored at sea for the night, awaiting the 
arrival of the Sea Be//e, with His Excellency the Governor and suite on board; and on 
the 18th, before daybreak, after weighing anchor and steaming a short distance, met 
the Sea Belle, when both vessels anchored, and at 7 a.m. the Acting Resident and 
I went on board the Sea Bel/e and met His Excellency. Half an hour afterwards the 
whole party came on board the Afena, and after two hours’ steaming arrived at Port 
Weld, and shortly after left by special train for Taiping. 


I am sorry to have again to report two more cases of sudden death during the 
month, due to the raids of crocodiles. On the 5th and 21st September respectively held 
enquiries touching these deaths—on the first date of a Chinaman, who, from the evidence 
adduced, was at sunset neatly lifted from his boat on the Sungei Tiram by a crocodile, 
who disappeared in the muddy river again before the unfortunate man had time to 
recover from his surprise or utter a cry. 


On the second date, from evidence adduced, a Malay named Min, whilst cutting 
nipahs on the Sungei Tapak, a tributary of the river Jarum Mas, at high water at 
about 5 o'clock in the evening, was seized by a crocodile, who had either been con- 
cealed amongst the nipahs, or, taking advantage of the high water, had crept upon 
his prey. The brother of the unfortunate man arrived on the scene just in time to see 
a monster crocodile sink into the swollen stream with the lifeless body of his brother 
in his mouth. Afterwards the brother, on entering the nipahs where his brother had 
been employed, saw evidence of a fearful struggle—nipah leaves beaten down, broken, 
and torn up lay scattered about, whilst a beaten track to the river through the nipahs 
shewed the line taken by the crocodile with his prey. Next morning all the men in 
the village of Jarum Mas turned out to search for the remains of Min, and after a 
diligent, though fruitless, search of two days, headed by Assistant Penghulu Abdul 
Latib, gave it up. The men then determined to fish for the crocodile, with the result 
that a monster took the bait (a fowl) offered him by the brother of deceased, who, with 
ready assistance, hauled him ashore, where he was quickly despatched and cut open, 
and there lay the body of Min, whole, but crushed out of all recognition, except for a 
deformity of one of his feet and arms, easily recognised by his relatives. The remains 
of the unfortunate young fellow, having been disinterred from their horrible vault, 
were conveyed to his native village and there decently buried. The crocodile measured 
17 feet 6 inches. 


On the 27th the Inspector of Schools visited Matang, and together we visited the 
school. On the same date the Raja Permisuri, attended by Raja Andak, paid me a 
visit, having business in connection with some mining land of hers at Sungei Rotan 
Bruas.

S1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for September. 

2. On the 4th the Chief Surveyor arrived in the Constance, and left again in the 
evening. Mr. Baker, the new Financial Assistant, also arrived. 

3. On the 5th Mr. Baker took over charge from Mr. Norris, who then left to take 
up his new appointment at Kuala Kangsar. 

4. On the 11th the long expected rain at last came, about three weeks after it 
should have, but still just in time to prevent the coming harvest being a failure. It 
was accompanied by a strong wind squall, which blew down the newly erected market 
in the town, or rather the half of it which had been built. The part built had not 
therefore the longitudinal support which the whole building would have had if built, 
and was unable to withstand the heavy pressure and unfair strain thus brought to bear 
upon it. 

5. On the 22nd the Officer in charge Perak Sikhs arrived in the pinnance, and 
I accompanied him up the river in the afternoon. 

6. On the 23rd I accompanied him to Penang on duty, and returned a little after 
midnight, having run on a mud bank in the dark. 

7. On the 25th the State Auditor arrived, and next day balanced the cash, stamps, 
etc., in the Treasury, and left for Taiping. 

8. During the month the general health of the district has been satisfactory, and 
small-pox, which has prevailed so much during the last few months, appears with the 
advent of the wet weather to be rapidly dying out. Quarantine restrictions were with- 
drawn at Sungei Kota on 25th instant, no fresh cases having occurred there. The 
number of cases was 12, against 26 last month, Jalan Bharu contributing only one, 
against six last month. 

g. A statute immigrant from Sungei Bogah Estate was brought in on 17th instant 
suffering from sporadic cholera, and died two hours after admission. The apothecary 
promptly visited the estate and disinfected the lines and took all necessary precautions 
and no more cases have occurred.

No. 441.—STATE RAILWAYS.—PROGRESS REPORT FOR AUGUST. 


TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


I have the honour to forward my progress report for August. 


KINTA VALLEY LINE, TAPAH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—11,143 cubic yards of earthworks have been completed, represent- 
ing a length of about 39 chains of formation finished and 14 chains in hand. 

Bridges and Culverts——Culvert at peg 320°40 has been nearly completed, and 
one abutment of culvert at peg 471 is in hand. The staging for the erection of the 
ironwork for the 65-feet bridge over the Batang Padang Mati has been commenced. 
Preparations are in hand for the 80-feet bridge over the Batang Padang river at the 
ninth mile. 

Permanent Way.—6} miles of rails are now laid, with the full complement of 
sleepers, and 33 yards are laid with five sleepers to a length. About 2} miles of line 
has been ballasted up to date. 

Station Buildings—Foundations have been put in for the store, and a large 
quantity of timber prepared for the passenger building and goods-shed. 

Rolling Stock.—The locomotive sent out in 1891 has been erected and tried 
under steam, and is now working daily, running out materials and ballast. Three low- 
sided waggons and one goods brake-van have been fitted up to work with ballast and 
materials train. 


IPOH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—28,658 cubic yards of earthworks have been completed during the 
month, representing about 55 chains of formation and about 21 chains in hand. 

Bridges and Culverts—Excavation for the south abutment of the roo-feet span 
Kinta river bridge has been in hand during the month. The other waterways in hand 
are as under :—1o-feet culvert at peg 34; 18-inch pipe drain at peg 1,398; 6-feet 
open culvert at peg 1,401; 3-feet open culvert at peg 1,623; 3-feet open culvert at 
peg 1,641; 3-feet open culvert at peg 1,045; double 20-feet bridge at peg 1,734°80. 

Permanent Way.—3,228 sleepers have been delivered during the month and 467 
lineal yards of rails laid. About 200 tons of rails and fastenings have been delivered 
at Kota Bharu and Batu Gajah. 

Buildings—The foundations have been put in for the Batu Gajah passenger 
building, two temporary quarters have been completed at Ipoh and Batu Gajah, and the 
timber framing for goods-shed and passenger building at Batu Gajah is being prepared. 

BIDOR BRIDGE. 

Cylinders Nos. 3 and 4 have been completed, and cylinders Nos. 1 and 2 sunk to 
their proper depth. The fourth span has been put into position and the remaining 
girders are now in hand. Work has been commenced at No. 1 abutment. 

GENERAL. 

During the month I was absent 20 days on inspection duty. I left Taiping on 
the 2nd for Teluk Anson, returning on the roth, and on the 17th I left for Kinta and 
Batang Padang, returning v/d Teluk Anson on the 27th.

KINTA VALLEY LINE, TAPAH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—13,485 cubic yards of earthworks have been completed during the 
month, representing about 39 chains of formation; there now remain only about 145 
chains of bank and cutting to be formed to complete the earthworks of this section. 

Bridges and Culverts——Up to the end of September the abutments of 13 
bridges and culverts have been completed. The ironwork for the 65-feet bridge over 
the Batang Padang Mati is being erected. 

Permanent Way.—Seven miles 100 yards of road have been laid in to end of Sep- 
tember, about one mile having been laid during the month. During the greater part of 
the month the platelayers were engaged in lifting, packing and lining the road between 
pegs 84 and 160. A ballast train has been working during the. whole month, running 
out ballast and materials. 

Station Buildings—The foundations of tin store have been put in; the prepara- 
tion of the timber work for the other buildings is still in hand. 


IPOH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—32,472 cubic yards of earthworks have been completed during the 
month. 

Bridges and Culverts.—Eight culverts are now completed, and 16 bridges and 
culverts are in hand. The concrete for the south abutment of the 100-feet bridge at 
Batu Gajah has been put in, and a start made on the foundations of the Sungei Jonin, 
near Kota Bharu. ; 

Permanent Way.—2,883 sleepers have been delivered during the month. Up to 
date 3.486 lineal yards of road have been laid, with full complement of sleepers, and 
1,132 lineal yards with five sleepers to the length of rail. The total quantity of rails 
and other permanent way materials delivered on the Ipoh-Kota Bharu section is 1.326 
tons. 

Buildings.—Concrete has been put in for the foundation of Ipoh station, and about 
two-thirds of the masonry for the Batu Gajah goods-shed has been completed during 
the month. The framing for the passenger building at Batu (Gsajah has been erected.

No. 446.—Retury or tHE Expepitionary Force rrom Pataxe.—The 
detachments of the Perak Sikhs which have recently returned from the 
Pahang expedition, with the Headquarters Force, Taiping, were paraded 
before the Acting British Resident, Mr. W. H. Treacher, C.M.G., at 6.50 
a.m. on the 9th November, under the command of Lieutenant H. Duhan, 
Assistant Commissioner in charge. 

After the usual inspection and march past the Acting Resident addressed 
the men on parade, and expressed his pleasure at seeing the Inspectors and 
rank and file back again in Perak in such excellent health and condition 
after their severe duties in the jungles of Pahang, where the difficulties to 
be encountered were chiefly those of harassing marches in a difficult country, 
the enemy not having the heart to make a stand, but being given a good 
account of wherever come up with. 

The men had proved themselves a credit to their officers, to the State, 
to the Empire of India, whence they had been recruited, and to the British 
Empire, of which they were fellow citizens. 
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The State had to deplore the loss of three men killed, and the small 
number of casualties testified to the skilful manner in which the expe- 
ditionary Force had been handled by its officers. 

The Acting Resident expressed his regret that, owing to the urgent 
need of the services of the men in different districts of the State, there had 
not been time to arrange for the Sultan to be present at the parade, as His 
Highness would have wished. 

The Acting Resident then read some extracts from a private letter he 
had recently received from Lieutenant-Colonel Walker, C.M.G., the Com- 
mandant, in which he regretted that he was not able to accompany the men 
on their return, and expressed his very high admiration of their behaviour 
and their steadiness and control under fire, while their powers of endurance 
and cheerfulness under hardships could not be exaggerated. While writing 
in high terms generally of the Inspectors, Colonel Walker especially alluded 
to the excellent manner in which Chief Inspector Buswell and Inspector 
McKeon had carried out the duties entrusted to them. 

The Acting Resident referred to the large amount of extra work which 
had devolved on the officers and men who had remained for duty in Perak, 
and to the very satisfactory manner in which all ranks had answered to 
the calls made upon them. 

The men were then dismissed. 

The Acting Resident gave instructions that the substance of his remarks 
should be entered in the Regimental General Orders.

No. 447.—ReGuiations FoR PERAK Junior Orricers: ADDITIONAL RULES. 

1. On and after the 1st January, 1893, the salary to be drawn by 
Junior Officers who shall have passed the final examination in the language 
in which they are required to pass will be at the rate of $1,500 per annum. 
Should a passed Junior Officer be appointed to a post carrying with it a 
less salary than $1,500, the deficiency will be made up by an equivalent 
allowance. 


2. All reasonable expenses incurred by Junior Officers in attending 
the prescribed number of progress examinations before passing in each 
standard will be paid by the Government. Similar expenses when attend- 
ing for their final examination under each standard will be paid by the 
Government, but in the first instance only. On the second trial for passing 
in any standard only half expenses will be allowed, and on no subsequent 
examination for passing in any standard will any portion of such expenses 
be paid by Government. 

3. Officers studying for a bonus must present themselves for all their 
examinations at their own expense and cannot claim any reimbursement 
from Government.

. On the morning of the 4th I went to Ipoh, stopping at Lahat to select site for 
the fire engine shed, etc.

4. The Assistant Magistrate, Ipoh, the Assistant Protector of Chinese, and the 
Inspector of Police, Ipoh, met me there. A trial was made of the new fire engines which 
the Chinese have just purchased in Hongkong; they have got two for Lahat and two 
for Tekah Menglembu. In the afternoon I went on to Gopeng, where I heard some 
cases and saw a number of Chinese, and returned to Batu Gajah the next day. 

5. On the 12th I again visited Ipoh and Gopeng, stopping at Tekah Sungei 
Raia, where a fire two days before had destroyed 20 houses. The houses were quite 
new, but were only plank buildings with atap roofs. The people pulled the roofs off 
the adjoining buildings and so prevented the fire spreading beyond the cross roads. 

6. On the 2oth I handed over charge to Mr. Duberly, the Collector and Magis- 
trate, Mr. J. B. M. Leech not having arrived, and left for Ipoh. About 9 p.m. Mr. 
Leech arrived from Taiping, and the next morning I left for Larut, and reached Krian 
on the 22nd and took over charge from Mr. A. T. Dew, who left for Matang on the 
23rd.

8. ‘The Acting Superintendent of Revenue Surveys reports that he has surveyed 
a satisfactory amount of land during the last month and that he hopes to work off the 
arrears of work by the end of the year.

On the 2oth a fire broke out in the town about 12.15 a.m. and burnt out a 
block of about 25 houses (atap) and very nearly destroyed the brick houses adjoining. 
The fire was got under about 2.30 a.m. About $20,000 worth of property was des- 
troyed. Another block, containing much valuable property, actually caught fire, but 
was speedily put out, and the whole town was in imminent danger of being burnt to 
the ground. This was averted through the exertions of the handful of police here 
under Inspector Rattray, ably seconded by Mr. Bird, the District Engineer, the only 
Europeans (besides myself) who appeared on the scene, and the Penghulu of the adja- 
cent territory in Kedah (Datoh Che Megat Taib) who kindly and unasked brought his 

whole force of ten policemen to our assistance, and with them rendered valuable aid. 

8. On the 22nd Mr. C. Wray arrived in the s. y. “ Mena” and | handed over 
charge of the district to him. 

g. During my stay here of four and a half months 2,206 acres of land have been 
surveyed, 1,600 acres of padi land has been taken up, but not yet demarcated for want 
of time, and about 200 acres of sugar land is left unsurveyed for the same reason.

S1r,—I have the honour to report that I visited and inspected Kamuning Estate 
with the Assistant Indian Immigration Agent on the 2oth instant, His Excellency the 
Governor and the Acting Resident going also. 

2. The coolies are a very fair average lot, except a few of the women, who are 
of weak constitution and unable to work regularly, several having also children in 
arms. 

3. There are 58 coolies on check roll, 29 men and 29 women. ‘lhere were seven 
in the estate hospital, six males and one female, suffering from the following diseases :— 
fever, 4; dysentery, 2; diarrhoea, 1. There was one female in the Kuala Kangsar 
hospital and five men in gaol. 

4 The Apothecary reports that there has been a good deal of illness among the 
Immigrant coolies, which he attributes to their eating uncooked rice, or rice only 
roasted with hot chillies. 

5. The coolie lines are in a very satisfactory condition.

Sir,—I have the honour to report that I visited the Krian estates employing 
Immigration labour for the quarter ending 30th September on October rst and 2nd, 
with the Assistant Indian Immigration Agent, having been prevented by unforeseen 
circumstances from visiting the estates earlier. 

* * * * * * 

3. Sungei Bogah was visited on October 1st. There were 85 coolies at muster, 
63 males and 22 females; in Government hospital, 5 males, and in lines, one female. 

4. The physique and appearance of the coolies was good, and they were quite 
contented, as has been always noticed on this estate. Brick drains have been placed 
round the lines instead of the former mud ones, which are a great improvement. An 
estate hospital is being erected, to hold 20 patients. This will be of great benefit to 
the coolies, who will be treated in it for trivial complaints, instead of in the lines. The 
water supply of this estate is still a matter for anxiety, being all surface drainage and 
liable any day to become impure. 

5. Gula.—Visited and inspected this estate on October 2nd. The number of 
coolies on muster roll was 751—536 males and 215 females; one male in gaol, and 
28 in estate hospital—z1 males and 7 females. 

6. There have been no new coolies engaged on this estate since last visit. They 
are a very good lot, and in very good health and appear quite contented. 

7. The most prevalent complaint is ulcers, of which there are 14 cases; syphilis, 7; 
fever, 3; wounds, 3; and debility, 1. Several of the women are permanently syphilised 
and would be much better got rid of. 

8. The lines are in very fair repair and plenty of space for each coolie.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward, for the information of the Acting British 
Resident, my report of inspection to the estates in Perak employing Statute Indian 
Immigrants, for the third quarter of this year. 

2. On the 2oth September, accompanied by the State Surgeon, I visited Kamuning 
Estate, His Excellency the Governor, the Acting Resident and the District Magistrate, 
Kuala Kangsar, going also. : 
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3-_ The coolies appeared fairly well and healthy. There were seven in the estate 
hospital—six males and one female, one woman in Kuala Kangsar hospital and five 
males in gaol. 

4. The lines were in fair order. 

5. ‘The manager has great complaints against his coolies, the women especially, 
for not turning out to work; this he can only correct by taking them before the Magis- 
trate and getting them punished ; generally he seemed much discontented about his 
Immigrants, which is quite the reverse of what the managers of Gula and Sungei 
Bogah say, they being in every way pleased with their people. 

6. On the tst instant we visited Sungei Bogah, and there were 63 men and 22 
women at muster, and they all looked very well and healthy. They made complaints 
about Sunday work, but I told them, as I have done before, that they work on that day 
at their own option only and get extra pay for such work. Ihave explained section 
45 of the Enactment to them. They are particularly well off on this estate, as they 
are paid a half day’s wage for Sundays as long as they work four days in the week, 
and a whole day if they work the six days, whereas the manager is only obliged to 
give the Sunday when they work the full six days. 

7. Five men in Krian hospital. 

8. The new drains (brick) have been made round the lines, which improves the 
appearance of the place. The lines were fairly clean, but the sides of the houses are 
very dilapidated. . 

g. The new hospital has now got all the brick pillars erected and the roof and 
sides made, planks, etc., planed ready to be put up, so that in a month from now the 
place, I trust, will be ready for occupation. 

to. On the 2nd instant we left Bagan Serai at 7.30 a.m. and arrived at Gula 10 a.m., 
and we then had to ride to the hospital, where there were 24 cases, mostly syphilis and 
ulcers, but they were well cared for. On our return we tiffined and examined the 
coolies, who looked remarkably well and healthy and had no complaints. 

11. I then held an enquiry into a case in which a defendant had gone to the 
Penang Agent's office and laid a complaint against the manager, but after examining 
several witnesses I found it entirely unfounded by facts. 

12. The manager expressed his entire satisfaction with the way his men were 
working and said he never worked with a better lot, and he is at the present time 
trying to get a number of new men from India. 

13. To show what has to be put up with, the manager showed me the agreement 
of a man who has only just arrived from India, and he turns out to be a man who came 
as a new coolie in 1885 and who, with five others, absconded, and now he comes down 
again and ran away with four others, but this time they found out what he had done 
and surrounded some jungle in which he was hidden with the other runaways, and on 

‘his emerging from it he was captured and sent before the Magistrate, who has given the 
man two months, and on his discharge he is to repay both lots of advances, but only to 
work out his last agreement. 

14. Our inspection visit should have been made some days earlier, but all the 
Government launches appear to be under repair and we could not get one for use.

No. 468.—QUARTERLY REPORT ON EDUCATION. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

S1r,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of the Acting British 
Resident, the enclosed quarterly summary of school returns* for the three months 
ending September 30th, 1892. Again the summary is incomplete owing to the non- 
arrival of September returns from seven places. 

2. Most of the English schools were closed during the month of July for the mid- 
summer holidays, and many of the Malay schools were closed in August and September 


* Not printed, 
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on account of the padi planting season. The boys’ school at Jalan Bharu, Krian, had 
to be closed in July owing to the prevalence of small-pox in the neighbourhood, and 
for other reasons continued closed till the end of September. 


3. The average attendance for the quarter was 72°53 per cent of the enrolment. 
This, for the time of the year, and with an unusual amount of sickness nearly every- 
where in the State, may be considered not unsatisfactory. I may mention, incidentally, 
that in one neighbourhood six school children died of small-pox or other form of sick- 
ness during the quarter. 

The attendance at the Bota, Jalan Bharu, Sungei Siakup, Kota Lama, Ulu Kurau 
and Ijuk schools was only 29, 36, 44, 45, £1 and 55 per cent of the enrolment respec- 
tively; at four others it was just below 60, and at 18 others just below 70, whilst 
at the remainder it averaged over 80 per cent, six of them having a percentage of go 
or more. 

4. During the quarter the Lekir school, which had been temporarily closed, was 
reopened in a new building erected by the Public Works Department at a cost of 
$200; an English school, petitioned for by the Chinese of Krian, was established at 
Parit Buntar; and Malay boys’ schools were opened at Matang, Glugor, Sungei 
Tinggi, Sungei Képar, Blanja, Kampong Changkat, Slim, Teluk Bharu, and Bagan 
Datoh—all in rented houses. 

These new schools give an addition of some 280 pupils, or an average of about 
30 at each. They are shown in the summary by an asterisk. . 

5. The number of schools on the list for inspection now stands at 70, withan 
aggregate enrolment of about 3,000. 

6. I visited during the quarter the schools in the Larut, Matang, Krian and Selama 
districts—38 schools in all. The schools in every district are well looked after by the 
Visiting Teacher and his assistants, who visit them at least once a month. 

* * * * * * * 

8. A number of schools were fenced during the quarter, and, in places where the 
supply of drinking water is not of the best, drip-stone filters were supplied for the use 
of the school children. 

* * * * * * * 

ro. During the quarter the building of new schools was commenced at Changkat 
Larut, Jalan Bharu, Tanjong Piandang and Sungei Siakup. 

tr. Printed circulars, containing instructions to the Koran teachers in Govern- 
ment schools, were issued by the Department during the quarter. 

12. On the 24th September, during the Bulan Safar holidays, Malay school sports 
were held on the Barracks ground, Taiping, by kind permission of the Officer in charge 
Perak Sikhs. The pupils of most of the Malay schools in Larut assembled, and, 
favoured with fine weather, spent a very enjoyable afternoon. Raja Chulan, assisted 
by the several teachers, was good enough to undertake the management of the sports, 
which passed off very successfully. Nearly $100 was given away in prizes, and I take 
this opportunity of thanking those who kindly subscribed for the occasion. The 
visiting teacher, Sheik Nasir, is everywhere encouraging athletic exercise, and I hope 
that next year there will be school sports on a similar scale in every district. 


13. The amount realised from sale of books and school fees was $167.08.

RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE MANAGEMENT 
OF CHINESE BROTHELS. 


Passed by His Highness IDRIS MERSHEDIL AATHIM SHAH, K.C.M.G., 
IBNI ALMARHUM ISKANDER SHAH, Sultan of Perak, in Council 
on the day of 1892. 


British Resident. 


1. The Government Orders specified in the Schedule A hereto 
are hereby repealed, but this repeal shall not affect the past opera- 
tion of those Orders or of any Order of the Government made 
thereunder, or the validity or invalidity of anything done or suffered 
under those Orders before the passing hereof, or interfere with the 
institution or prosecution of any proceeding in respect of any 
offence committed or any penalty incurred against or under the 
said Orders or any of them. 

2. The following registers shall be kept at the office of the 
Chinese Protectorate in each district. 

(a2). A register of Chinese brothels. 
(6). A register of inmates of such brothels. 

3. The register of brothels shall contain the following par- 
ticulars : 

(i). The distinguishing number of the brothel. 

(ii). Situation and description of the brothel by reference to 
the street, municipal number and other like particulars. 

(iii). Name of keeper. 

(iv). Name of owner. 

(v). Number of inmates for which it is certified. 

4. The register of inmates shall contain the following par- 

ticulars : 

(a). The registered number of the brothel. 

(4). The surnames and names of each inmate. 

(c). The nationality of each inmate and the district in China 
to which she belongs. 

(d). The age of each inmate. 

(e). The date of arrival in the State, and any other particulars 
which the Protector may think fit. 


5. Every keeper of a brothel shall pay to the Protector of 
Chinese such sum, not exceeding twenty dollars per annum, as the 
British Resident may from time to time direct, by order published 
in the Government Gazette, for the registration of his brothel, and 
such sum, not exceeding fifty cents per mensem, as the British 
Resident may from time to time direct, by order published in the 
Government Gazette, for each prostitute being an inmate therein, 
which sums the Protector of Chinese is hereby empowered to de- 
mand and collect.

All persons whose names are required to be entered 
on the register of inmates must be brought by the keeper to the 
office of the Protector, and no person’s name shall be entered 
except with her consent personally given to the Protector. 


(ii). Photographs of all persons who are entered on the register 
of inmates shall be supplied by the keeper to the Protector to be 
kept in his office. 

(iii). At the time of registration a ticket shall be given to each 
inmate, signed by the Protector and stamped with his official stamp; 
such ticket shall be kept by the inmate herself, and shall on no 
account be given into the care of the keeper. 

(iv). On application being made to him to enter a person on 
the register of inmates, the Protector shall personally interview 
such person with a view of ascertaining that such application is 
made with her consent, and that she is above the age of 16. He 
shall also ascertain the particulars required to be entered by 
Section 3. 

23. (i). When there is reasonable cause to suspect that a 
person for whom registration is applied for is under the age of 
sixteen years, the Protector of Chinese, before registration, shall 
call upon the brothel-keeper, or other person applying for the 
registration, to sign a declaration or produce evidence satisfactory 
to the Protector of Chinese to the effect that such person is not 
under the age of sixteen years. 


(ii). In such cases the Protector of Chinese may further require 
such person to be examined by a Government medical officer, 
whose certificate as to the probable age of such person so examined 
shall be conclusive. 

24. Any false statement with regard to the particulars re- 
quired by Sections 2 and 3 and Section 22 (i) shall be punishable 
under Section 174 of the Penal Code. 


25. If any registered inmate of a brothel desires to leave the

27. It shall be the duty of the keeper of a broth :-I— 
(a) ‘To keep the premises clean. 
(4) To maintain decency and good order amon-s the inmates 
and frequenters of the brothel. 
(c) To report at once to the Protector—

(2) Any change in the inmates or keeper. ‘

neglects or refuses to produce any inmate so required by the Pro- 
tector shall be liable, on conviction by a magistrate, to imprisonment 
of either description for a term not exceeding one year or to a fine 
not exceeding $500, or to both. 


2g. (i). The Protector may, if he reasonably suspects that any 
woman or girl has been brought into the State for immoral purposes 
by fraud or misrepzesentation or under any false pretence or that 
from fear or any other cause she is unable or unwilling to disclose 
the true facts of the case, require the person in whose custody or 
under whose control she appears to be to furnish security in a 
reasonable amount to the satisfaction of the Protector that such 
woman or girl shall not leave the district in which she then is with- 
out the previous consent in writing of the Protector, and that she 
shall be produced before the Protector whenever he requires it. 


(ii). In default of such security being furnished, the Protector 
may, by warrant under his hand and seal, order such woman or girl 
to be removed to a place of safety and then detained until she can be 
returned to the place whence she was brought, or otherwise proper 
provision can be made for her for the protection of her interests and 
liberty. 

(iii). The security to be furnished under this section shall be a 
personal bond with one or more sureties in the form set out in 
Schedule D. 


30. The Protector may register such number of Chinese women 
as he may think fit to be servants in each brothel, and shall keep a 
list of such registered servants. 


31. No woman or girl not registered as an inmate of the 
brothel shall be allowed by the keeper to live in or frequent the 
brothel. This prohibition shall not apply to registered servants, 
nor to children under the age of five years. 


32. No children between the ages of 5 and 16 shall be allowed 
by the keeper to reside in or frequent the brothel. 
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33. No trade or business shall be carried on in any portion of 
a house used as a registered brothel. 


34. The keeper of a registered brothel shall keep hung up in a 
conspicuous place in every room of the brothel a copy of these 
Rules in the language of each inmate. 

The keeper of a registered brothel shall reside in the 
brothel of which he is registered as keeper. 

36. (i). No brothel for Chinese women shall be kept, nor shall 
any place be used as such, unless registered under this Order. 

(ii). Only women of Chinese nationality shall be allowed to 
become registered inmates of Chinese brothels under these Regula- 
tions. 

(iii). Any person contravening the provisions of this Section shall 
be liable, on conviction by a magistrate, to imprisonment of either 
description for a term not exceeding six months, or to fine not 
excecding $250, or to both. 

37. (i). In the event of any breach of these Rules, the Protector 
may close the brothel for such time not exceeding one month as he 
may think fit, and should further report his action to the Resident 
for any instruction he may think proper to give. 

(ii). In addition to the above, except where a penalty is specially 
provided, any person contravening any of these Rules shall be liable, 
on conviction by a magistrate, to a term of imprisonment of either 
description not exceeding three months, or to a fine not exceeding 
$100, or both. 

38. At least three times in each year the Protector, accom- 
panied by the District Surgeon, or Apothecary in charge of the 
district, shall personally inspect every registered brothel in the 
State. They shall send in a joint report to the Secretary to Go- 
vernment on the sanitary condition of each brothel inspected, and 
shall make such suggestions for the amendment of the sanitary 
regulations of such brothel as they may deem expedient. Nothing 
in this section shall be held to release the officers in charge of the 
local branches of the Chinese Protectorate from the duty of inspect- 
ing the brothels in their districts at frequent intervals. 

39. In these Rules, unless the context otherwise requires, “ the 
Protector” means the officer for the time being in charge of the 
Chinese Protectorate, and includes the officer for the time being in 
charge of the branch of the Chinese Protectorate in any district in 
the absence of the Protector. 

“Brothel”? means a house or place occupied or used by any 
two or more Chinese women for the purpose of prostitution. 

“Inmate of a brothel” means any woman or girl residing in 
a brothel or being in a brothel at any time for the purpose of 
prostitution. 

“Girl” includes “female child.” 

“Owner of a brothel’? means the person for the time being 
receiving the rent of the premises, whether on his own account or 
as agent or trustee for any other person, or who would receive the 
same if such premises were let to a tenant.

Extract from Letter from the British Resident, Pahang, dated 3rd 
November, 1892. 


* * * * * * * 


Whilst offering the best thanks of this Government to His Excellency 
and the Government of Perak for the very valuable services rendered by 
Colonel Walker and the officers and men under his command during the 
recent disturbances, I have special pleasure in placing on record my appre- 
ciation of the excellent conduct and discipline of all the Forces concerned, 
under circumstances of exceptional hardship and exposure. 


* * * * * * * 


Acting Resipent, Perak,— 


In accordance with my instructions, Lieut.-Colonel Walker, C.M.G., has 
now returned from Pahang, as the disturbances which he was sent to sup- 
press are over, and he will resume his duties in Perak. 


I desire to place on record the high sense which I entertain of the 
services rendered by Lieut.-Colonel Walker and by the Inspectors, non- 
commissioned officers and men who have been employed under him. The 
duties that have devolved on them have been of a specially arduous character. 
They have had for several months to be constantly moving after parties of 
the rebels, and have had to endure privations of a severe kind, arising out of 
difficulties of transport and the almost impenetrable character of the jungle. 
Sickness and want of food have been submitted to uncomplainingly, and, 
except in cases of very serious illness, no duty was left unperformed. 


My warm thanks are due to Lieut.-Colonel Walker for the energy and 
skill with which he has carried out his duties to a successful termination, 
and I wish him to express to the members of the Perak Sikh Force who 
have been with him how entirely satisfied I am with their conduct. They 
have brought great credit on the State to which they belong, and have proved 
themselves to be thoroughly efficient for any service they are likely to be 
called upon to perform.

(B)—Press Telegrams. 


138. Press telegrams must be in plain English, and addressed to, 
and must be afterwards printed in, a registered newspaper. They will be 
charged one-third of the tariff rate, and transmitted only when the line is 
clear of all other work. If paid for as urgent press telegrams, they will be 
sent after other urgent telegrams, but before ordinary private telegrams. 


In the case of press telegrams, the rates mentioned in Rules 43 and 44 
will be reduced to a uniform charge of one cent per word, with a minimum 
charge of 10 cents in regard to Rule 43, and a minimum charge of 3 cents in 
regard to Rule 44. 


No. 481.—Reyt-Rotis.—The following rules for the preparation of 
rent-rolls are published for the information of officers concerned.

Taiping, 24th November, 1892. 
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1. For collection purposes it is necessary that districts be divided, and 
separate rent-rolls kept for each division-or mukim. 


2. Rent-rolls must be prepared from the register (i.c., office copies of 
titles), and they must bear the certificate of the State Commissioner of 
Lands, or District Magistrate, that they contain titles of all the registered 
land in the division or mukim they represent. Such certificate will be 
accepted by the State Auditor, who will accept such rent-rolls as the starting 
point of the rent-roll audit. 


3. Rent-rolls kept in the office shall have a general receipt book. 
Collecting clerks shall have receipt books for the mukims under them. 
Should the office clerk go out collecting rents, he shall use special or field 
receipt books. Responsible officers should be careful that their collecting 
clerks are not allowed to hold more rent than they find security for; this 
should be done by writing up the receipt books for a certain amount before 
handing them to the clerks. 


4. Rent-rolls shall give—(i.) Number of title; (ii.) Lot number ; 
(iii.) Name of Lessee; (iv.) Area; (v.) Annual Rent; (vi.) Arrears; (vii.) 
Amount received during the current year, receipt number and date; (viii.) 
Arrears due on 31st December ; (ix.) Special column for all amounts cancelled 
during the year; (x.) Spacious marginal remarks column, which shall always 
be filled in with red ink neatly and initialled by a responsible officer. 


Prior to the 1st January in the year covered by the rent-rolls, columns 
5 and 6—viz., Annual Rent and Arrears, shall be totalled up correctly, the 
amounts being written in ink; such totals and the other figures in these 
columns should on no account be subsequently altered. 


5. Separate rent-rolls are to be kept for town, country and mining 
lands. Leases shall take precedence, then agreements for leases, and so on 
to the minor titles, blank pages being left between each for entries during 
the year. 


6. When a person comes to the Land Office with his title-deeds, and 
wishes to have a superior title in exchange, and such is granted, it will be 
found that in most cases an increased area and annual rental will result : 
in such case the applicant will be required to pay the rent on original title 
and area as it stands, the enhanced rent will be paid on the same rent-roll 
under the new title, as annual rent :—e.7. the difference is half an acre, and 
rent 25 cents: a marginal] note will explain; by this means rent-rolls will 
balance The original or cancelled title will not appear in the next year’s 
rent-roll. It is to be strictly understood that no mutilation of rent-rolls 
is in any case to take place. 


7. In preparing rent-rolls the word “bin,” followed by the father’s 
name, should always be inserted, and where more than one name appears 
on a title “so and so” and “others” is not sufficient—each shareholder’s 
name shall be given in full. The use of the term “ditto” is to be avoided, 
except when one person holds consecutively more than three titles.

No. 502.—STATE COMMISSIONER OF LANDS’ REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward you a report for October. 

2. Early in the month I visited the Krian District Land Office and made a thorough 
inspection. 

3. Ihave received applications for 175 acres of mining land off the Selama- 
Larut road, near Sungei Merah, and have taken steps to get the land bored. 

4. linspected the irrigation dam at Ayer Kuning and the water-race for about 
two miles: the former will require attention, and the latter is in a neglected state. The 
Penghulu was with me, and | instructed him to see it was put in order ; also some land 
that was not being cleared I told him to enquire about and have cultivated. 

5. Ialso visited Jebong and Changkat Jering. The Malay planters here go about 
their work in a half-hearted sort of way; that is always the case when they have a 
Chinese market for almost everything they can collect without trouble for sale. 

6. The steady price of tin is doing a great deal for this district; all payable 
available land is being sought for by Europeans and Chinese miners. During the month 
several new mines have been opened.

No. 503.—KuUALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of October. 


2. Mining at Tiang, on the Kota Tampan road, is progressing favourably. Mr. 
Lim Ah Kai has opened another paddock, having worked out the first, the output 
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from which did not quite come up to his expectations; the reason of this being that 
mining was commenced too close to the foot of the hill. The results obtained from 
the second paddock have been most satisfactory. The Tai Li Kongsi have commen- 
ced mining operations at Kuala Trap, about a mile further on. Their first paddock 
has been stripped; but as the “tali ayer” is still incomplete the “ karang” has not 
yet been removed. 


3. Applications for mining land along the new road are still coming in, and 
some have also been received for land at Ulu Poh, close to the foot of the Hijau 
range, at the back of the Taiping’ Waterfall hill, and about four miles to the north- 
west of the new road. 


4. A Malay was stabbed by an Achinese at Lawin on the 14th, and died shortly 
afterwards in the hospital at Kuala Kangsar. In making his deposition the dying 
man accused an Achinese named Lebye Ladin of having stabbed him. The latter was 
arrested and a verdict of murder was returned against him at the inquest, but further 
evidence being brought to light, the first inquisition was quashed by the Court and a 
new enquiry held, at which it was found that another Achinese named Bugam had 
committed the murder, and had escaped into the jungle immediately afterwards, and 
that the man accused by the deceased had nothing to do with the murder, beyond 
being the owner of the house in which it occurred and being present at the time. 
Bugam, who is supposed to be insane, was arrested a few days later, and confessed 
to the murder. He was committed for trial on the 26th. 


5. The Apothecary reports that small-pox is gradually dying out at Kampong 
Bin and Kuala Chepor. At the former place six cases occurred during the month, 
and there was one death. 


6. The lymph supplied to this station appears to be absolutely useless. A 
number of those who have been attacked by the disease during the last epidemic were 
vaccinated comparatively recently, and a short time ago fifteen people were vaccin- 
ated, and the lymph had not the least effect on any one of them. It has taken many 
years to convince the Malays here of the beneficial effects of vaccination, and it is a 
great pity that, just as they are beginning to appreciate its value, their confidence in 
it should be destroyed, as it no doubt will be in a very short time unless better lymph 
is supplied.

To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
SiR,—I have the honour to transmit to you my letter for the month of October. 
* * * * * * 


4. During the commencement of this month investigation has been carried on 
in the case of a man named Dengang, who was found dead at Pulau Tiga in March 
last, and was buried by the Penghulu after examining the body and finding no marks 
of violence. A story is now circulated that the man was murdered, and I sent the 
Doctor, the Superintendent of Penghulus and the Inspector Perak Sikhs to exhume 
the body, but no signs of any violence could be found. 

5. Another case of supposed murder was that of a Chinaman, who went up river 
in a boat from Bandar with two Malays, and was not heard of afterwards. The two 
Malays were arrested and are now in custody, while further investigation is being 
carried on. 
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6. On the 11th Mc. De Mornay and the Datoh Laksamana returned from Utan 
Melintan, the choice of the raiats having fallen on Inche Mohamed Salli, for the new 
Penghulu, and his name has been submitted for the next meeting of the Council. 

7. A case of small-pox reported from Penang. The house was at once isolated 
and the inmates removed to the small-pox hospital. 

8. On the 12th the Protector of Chinese arrived and held an inspection. A case 
was reported of a native being bitten by an alligator at Durian Sabatang. A severe 
lacerated wound was inflicted, but not fatal, the man managing to free himself from 
the jaws of the brute. The alligator was afterwards caught and killed, and some bones 
found in the stomach. 

* * ¥ * * * 


10. On the 14th I visited the railway bridge, which is now so near completion that 
the last pair of girders will be placed in position in a day or two. The Superintendent 
of Penghulus returned from up river, and reports that, with the Inspector of Police, he 
continued his investigation into the circumstances connected with the disappearance 
of the Chinaman. The boat in which the Chinaman went up river on examination 
appears to bear the marks of blood throughout the stern, and some long hairs, evidently 
human, were found, and the after part of the lantei cut away, apparently with the object 
of destroying the traces of blood. The Malays who were seen washing the boat out 
the day after the Chinaman was missed are arrested, but the body has not yet been 
found. 

11. On the 15th the new Harbour Master, Mr. Mills, R.N., arrived and took up 
his appointment, but on the following day his boy developed an attack of small-pox, 
and it was necessary to isolate the house. With the exception of this case and the 
one already referred to, no other cases have been reported. 

12. The State Auditor arrived on the 17th October, to audit. A tiger was 
reported at Pulau Tiga as having killed a buffalo, and four natives sat up one night in 
a ‘‘dangan,” or small hut, to shoot the tiger, having previously dragged the carcase of 
the buffalo near to the hut. At night the tiger appeared, to feed on the buffalo, but 
this was enough for the natives, who, with the exception of one who fired, fled. The 
tiger was missed, but a night or two afterwards a young tigress was trapped, k,illed 
and brought in for the reward—probably the same animal. 

* * * * * * 

14. On this day the two last girders of the bridge were erected, and thus, so far, 
completes it. The next stage will be to see the engine running over it. 

15. I am glad to say the report everywhere is good as to the padi planting, but 
the rainfall has been inconsiderable; still the crops do not suffer. In the present state 
of the weather irrigation proves most useful. The Superintendent of Penghulus 
reports: ‘The tali ayer which was cut last year at Kampong Gajah is found especially 
useful just now in the Kampong Tengah bendangs for Prigity in water from the 
Bander Ayer swamp.” 

16. On the 23rd the road to Changkat Jong was visited by me, accompanied by 
the Assistant Engineer. Good progress has been made, the road has been well con- 
structed, and if the weather continues fine will be completed by the end of the month. 
There is a little raising yet to be done and bridging to be finished, and a carriage 
can be driven to Changkat Jong. 

17. From this hill the bridle-path is now completed to Kursi. The Land Officer 
reports: “ This path runs through some of the best land in Lower Perak. The land is 
high, with good natural drainage and excellent soil; it should become a great agri- 
cultural district.. The path passes through no swamps and the land is already being 
taken up, and there are kampongs along the greater part of the line of trace. The 
path is now being carried on to Bikum, and next year I hope will be a cart-road open- 
ing the mining land in this direction.” 

18. On the 24th October I visited Kota Stia with the Assistant Engineer. The 
two miles or so of cart-road is now completed, so far as can be done this year. 

1g. Boring for a well near the railway station here, the Assistant Railway 
Engineer ran his tubes down to 65 feet. At 65 feet water was met with sufficient 
for the requirements of the railway service; one well is now being constructed, 
Perhaps if the boring work had been still further extended greater results might have 
been arrived at. 

* * * * * * 
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21. On the 2gth October the Clerk-in-charge arrived from S’tiawan, bringing in 
his accounts; his report was very satisfactory. Fadi planting is being very ‘energetically 
carried out at Ayer Tawer ; the bendang has been opened with a width of some 3 chains, 
but nearly 10 miles in length. The padi prospects at the Lumut bendang are equally 
good, and if the weather continues favourable, as at present, a bumper crop may be 
expected. There is only one field that is backward, and the owner of this has been 
ill, but another man has been put on to act. 

22. The tobacco planted by the natives (Javanese) at S’tiawan is growing well: 
the plants of a month old stand nearly two feet high. The natives, those who have 
been in Sumatra, say that the results are far more satisfactory than they experienced 
at Deli. I am now supplying good Deli seed. ‘fhe Clerk-in-charge reports that there 
are now 4,000 plants in the ground, all looking well, and owned by experienced tobacco 
planters who have been in Deli and Java for many years. 

23. On the goth October, as the District Surgeon is proceeeding on leave, I had 
a thorough inspection of both the hospital and the gaol. I regret to say the hospital 
is over-crowded: the space is not sufficient. 

* * * * * * 


25. The laying of the g-inch iron main piping, in connection with the water supply 
of Teluk Anson from Changkat Jong, which follows the road, was commenced during 
the month, and good progress has already been made with the work; the transport of 
the pipes has also been actively carried out. 

20. The export of tin during the month has been very heavy, reaching no less 
than 19,019 pikuls 89 catties. In August the export was 19,018 pikuls 98 catties, while 
in September the export was only 15,442 pikuls 53 catties, the total for the three 
months aggregating no less than 53,571 pikuls 40 catties. 

27. From all sides the prospects of the padi planting this year are good, and a 
large crop may be looked for next year.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for Octcber. 
* * * * * * * 


3. On the 8th the rain gauge at the hospital registered a fall of 3°82 inches in 
the 24 hours, of which no less than 2°82 inches fell between 3 and 6 p.m. The rainy 
season appears to bring with it a great amount of sickness, and the hospital has 
contained 8o or go patients daily during the last month, which is a large average, con- 
sidering the comparatively small population of the district. A few of the patients 
come from Kampar, in Kinta. There is a great deal of sickness amongst the coolies 
working on the railway at the 17th mile on the Teluk Anson road. 

4. The remains of the late Mahomed Klana, Malay Writer to the Magistrate, 
Batang Padang, who was killed in Pahang, were brought to Tapah on the roth and 
buried the following day. The excellent service done by Klana on several occasions 
has already been brought to notice by the Commandant, Colonel Walker. 

5. Half a mile of the railway station road was metalled and rolled during the 
month, and about four miles of earthwork have now been completed. 

6. ‘lhe demarcation of all unsurveyed blocks of mining lands in Bidor has been 
completed, and a good many applications for new land in that part of the district were 
received during the month. Two 50-acre blocks of land have been granted outside 
the reserve, near the site of the Tapah road station, for Liberian coffee, and a number 
of smaller holdings applied for. 

7. Arrifle range is being made near the Pahang road, about half a mile from 
Tapah. 

8. On the 18th I rode to Chanderiang with the District Engineer and let a con- 
tract for repairing the road through the Srimuka mines, beyond Chanderiang. The 
cart-road from Tapah to Chanderiang, which was originally made with rough river 
metal, is in a very bad state and requires thorough repair. The road is, however, 
comparatively little used now, as all the traffic from Kinta already passes over the 
main trunk road, and the only traffic on the Chanderiang road is that from the mines. 

g. Ah Peng, who has been working the Malacca Company’s land on tribute, 
informs me that he has lost over $30,000 on the venture, and is about to stop work. 
He is opening up a new block of land at Srimuka, which promises well.

No. 507.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 


TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for October. 

2. I arrived at Matang on the evening of the 23rd from Krian, where I had been 
acting since June rst, and on the 25th took over charge of the district from Mr. Rowley, 
the Assistant Magistrate, who had acted for me during my absence. 

* * * * * * * 

7. On the 29th H.M.S. Plover, Captain Bell, R.N., arrived and anchored about 
eight miles to seaward of Tanjong Krang lighthouse, and the Afena brought in her 
captain and some of the officers on a visit to the Acting British Resident. 
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8. On the 30th, accompanied by the Assistant Magistrate, I walked to Permatang 
Glugor and inspected the new path commenced last May. One can now walk dry- 
shod to this place, where formerly it was almost necessary to swim in places. It only 
cost $150 (for two miles), which was indeed money well spent, and is much appreciated 
by the inhabitants.

No. 344.—CIRCULAR. 


Nouce to Pranrers, &¢.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 


The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 


Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 24 
per cent al valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 


Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

Notes. 

Mr. Treacuer, Acting British Resident, with Mr. K. J. Brewster, State 
Commissioner of Lands, and accompanied by Mr. Choom Sai, Assistant 
Magistrate and Settlement Officer, left Taiping at 6.30 a.m. on the 16th 
November and drove out to Pondok Tanjong, on the Selama road, for the 
purpose of inspecting the settlement of Siamese, for the superintendence of 
which the Government have availed themselves of Mr. Choom Sai’s services. 
The settlement is, for the most part, on the right bank of the Kurau river, 
and is distant thirteen miles from Taiping. The present nucleus of the 
settlement is the house of the three Bhudist priests, of whom the senior is 
named Phra Chai, who is alearned man, having passed his novitiate inCeylon, 
where he resided for several years and whence he has brought. with great 
care, a young sacred Boh tree, which will be the rallying point for Siamese 
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Bhudists in Perak, it is hoped. He has shewn his interest in the scheme by 
presenting to the Government, for the benefit of the Siamese in Larut, 
several interesting Bhudist relics, including a model of the Sacred Tooth. 


The priest’s house is temporarily used as a rest-house for newly ar- 
rived settlers, and it is proposed to build a temple on a suitable piece of 
rising ground, which, in, accordance with Siamese custom, will be available 
for the temporary accommodation of new arrivals. 


The settlement dates from January of this year, but the settlers did 
not come in much before June and, so far, number fifty-six men, women and 
children, who have some twenty acres of land under wet and dry padi, and 
have planted coconut and other fruit trees. The majority of them hail from 
Senggora, and several families are expected to arrive shortly. 

The Acting Resident acquired, for a dollar, a book of Bhudist meta- 
physics, in the Pali language, neatly written in the ancient Cambodian 
Khom, or Khamer, character on slips of the palmyra palm. 1t was explained 
that the dollar thus transferred to the priests would be used solely for pur- 
poses of charity, priests not being permitted by their vows to accumulate 
wealth in any shape, and being dependent for their support on their par- 
ishioners, to whom they afford the consolations of religion and the blessings 
of education free of charge. 

After a stay of an hour or so the Acting Resident and Mr. Brewster 
drove back to the Krian Road railway station, 6} miles, and then proceeded 
along the newly-opened portion of the main trunk road of the State leading 
to Krian and Province Wellesley. This road goes through a low pass 
in the Semanggol hills, known as the Putus, and the portion from the point 
where the road branches off from the Selama road to the Putus, a distance 
of 5 miles, is, unfortunately, the solitary exception to the excellent manner 
in which the Perak roads are maintained by the Public Works Department. 
On descending the Putus a very welcome and cheering sight meets the eye, 
the road, right through to Parit Buntar, some 20 miles in length, passing 
through extensive fields of beautiful young green padi, well tended by 
prosperous and contented-looking peasants, including settlers from India, 
Borneo, Sumatra and several States of the Malay Peninsula. 


The Krian district, with its twenty sugar estates and busy mills and 
60,000 acres of rice-bearing land, with well kept up irrigation ditches and 
water-gates, is an example of a district in this tin-producing State which 
flourishes and obtains an ample revenue from agriculture alone. When 
first brought under British influence the population was scanty, in 1879 it 
numbered only 7,600, the greater portion of the district was covered with 
jungle and agriculture in a very backward condition. The original impetus 
was given to its development by Mr. Noel Denison, in 1877, and his work 
has been well carried out by a succession of District Magistrates, amongst 
whom may be specially mentioned Mr. R. D. Hewett, Mr. E. J. Brewster 
and Mr. D. H. Wise. The population by the last census was 24,698, the 
acreage under padi is estimated at 60,000 acres, and under sugar, 23,000 
acres. <As a proof of the prosperity of the district, there is the fact that 
padi land is frequently let for the season at $6 an acre, the Government 
quit-rent being only 60 cents, without premium. The last year’s padi crop 
was an exceptionally good one, but, unfortunately, prospects at present are 
marred by deficient rainfall, and unless the weather quickly changes, the 
harvest of 1893 will be far below the average. 


The village of Bagan Serai, 22 miles from Taiping, was reached at 
1 p.m., and here Mr. C. Wray, the newly-appointed Collector and Magistrate,

and Mr. H. T. K. Osborne, Acting Assistant Magistrate, met the Acting 
Resident and Mr. Brewster, and the party put up at the excellent Rest-house. 
In the evening a visit was paid to the Roman Catholic Tamil Mission 
settlement, and a few snipe were secured. The Mission numbers about 700 
men, women and children, who have brought some 200 acres of bendang 
under padi, while in the intervals of padi cultivation the men afford a useful 
source of labour for road and other works. 


At 8.30 a.m. on the 17th the party descended the Kurau, here a fine, 
broad and deep stream, ina Penang Chinese-owned steam launch to the 
Kuala, a distance of 143 miles, the fare for the trip being ten cents a head, 
first class. There is daily steam communication between Bagan Serai and 
Penang, the charge being the moderate sum of fifty cents. Along the banks 
of the river, the whole way, are flourshing sugar estates, rice fields and 
nipa land. A short stop was made at Jin Wee’s sugar estate, where 
Mr. Baird, the engineer in charge, took the visitors round the factory. 
Several of the Chinese sugar estate owners have invested in European 
machinery, but scarcely yet appreciate fully the advantage of adopting the 
latest improvements, if the statement is correct that on the European-owned 
estate of Gula, the property of the Perak Sugar Cultivation Company, 
where, by the by, a handsome profit is anticipated on this year’s working, 75 
catties of juice are extracted from a pikul of sugar cane, while on the Chinese 
estates +5 is the usual percentage. The village of Kuala Kurau was reached 
at 11.20a.m. This is a flourishing Chinese fishing, blachan-manufacturing 
and pig-rearing settlement, which Mr. Wray was anxious the Acting Resident 
should inspect. The odours rivalled those of the worst parts of Amoy, and 
all the ordinary rules of sanitation are flatly transgressed. The people, 
however, have a healthy appearance, thanks to the daily cleansing influcnce 
of the high tide, and it is probably the best policy to leave well alone. 

Crossing the river by ferry to Bagan Siakup, a Chinese primitive padi- 
cleaning establishment was inspected, and the party then proceeded by ghari 
to Parit Buntar along the Jalan Bharu road, which is at present being 
meialled, and afforded a good test of the endurance of the little Deli ponies 
and the solid construction of the Krian gharis. 


A Penang Chinese recently opened negotiations for establishing a steam 
rice mill in the district, but though met more than half way by Government, 
the scheme has unfortunately fallen through. 


The village of Bagan Siakup is situated on the river bank, near the 
mouth of the Krian river, on the Kurau end of the Krian coast road, and 
possesses in addition direct means of communication with Parit Buntar by 
the Jalan Bharu road, 10 miles, and with Bagan Serai by the Sungei 
Siakup road, while there is an extensive tract of country available for sugar 
in the vicinity, and a very large area now under padi cultivation. It should 
have a good future before it. 

The network of roads in Krian, in the neighbourhood of Parit Buntar, 
is somewhat of a puzzle to a new-comer. The district appears to have 
undergone a kind of major triangulation, and the country being a vast open 
plain with few leading marks, signboards would be a boon to the traveller. 


In the afternoon the Acting Resident walked through the town, the 
well maintained streets of which have been recently metalled with stone 
from Pulau Krah, and inspected a curious new market place, which appears 
not to be in favour with the townspeople, and visited the successful Re- 
creation Club. 
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A little sport was indulged in on the 18th, an exceptionally fine boar 
falling to Mr. Brewster after an exciting chase, during which a Tamil coolie 
was rather severely mauled by the animal. 

On the morning of the 19th the Acting Resident ins ected the new 
hospital, containing 70 beds, which was found to be in a satisfactory con- 
dition, and left, with the State Commissioner of Lands, for Taiping m the 
Mena at 11 a.m.

No. 531.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 
TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to enclose my monthly report for October. 

I returned to Perak on the 17th, and after seeing the British Resident and 
Secretary to Government on business, I reached Kinta on the evening of the 2oth. 

On the 23rd and 24th I visited Gopeng, Sungei Raia and Ipoh, at all of which 
villages I held meetings of the principal Chinese. 

They are very well satisfied with the high price of tin, but complain loudly of the 
great risk to life and property from gangs of robbers, who infest the various roads and 
jungle paths in the district. They attribute the increase in crime of this class to the 
small number of police in Kinta, the insufficient patrolling of the roads and the weak- 
ness of the detective branch of the force. 

The village of Ipoh is fast being rebuilt since the fire, and a large number of brick 
shops are being erected. 

The great want there at present is a good water supply. This can be met by 
bringing water in pipes from Selibin, a distance of some three miles, and the Datoh 
Penglima Kinta has offered to undertake the work. 

The tin duty for the month of October was $75,222.58, the second highest ever 
recorded in the district.

No. 532.—STATE RAILWAYS.—PROGRESS REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward my progress report for October. 


KINTA VALLEY LINE, TAPAH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—10,860 cubic yards of earthworks have been completed during the 
month, representing about 34 chains of formation; cesses are now being raised where 
required preparatory to packing and lifting the road. 

Bridges and Culverts——The main girders of the 65-feet bridge over the Batang 
Padang Mati have been erected; work at culvert at Peg No. 425 is in hand. The 
foundations for the 80-feet bridge over the Batang Padang river are being put in. 

Permanent Way.—Yhe total length of road now laid is 8 miles 303 yards. 
The locomotive is working daily, running out ballast and materials. 

Buildings.—The general store is completed, with exception of concrete floor and 
doors. The passenger platform and building is well in hand; some delay has occurred 
in putting in the foundation of buildings, no stone being available locally and all metal 
for concrete having to be imported from Penang or Teluk Kertang. 

Bidor Bridge—This bridge is now completed, with the exception of one 25-feet 
approach span, which is in hand. 

IPOH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—34,455 cubic yards of earthworks have been completed during the 

month. 
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Bridges and Culverts.—The south abutment of the 100-feet bridge at Batu Gajah 
is nearly completed, and the foundations for the north abutment have been excavated 
to a depth of g feet, but work has been stopped at this bridge and at the 80-feet bridge 

over the Sungei Jonin on account of the inability of the contractors to deal with the 
water. The following culverts are nearly completed: No. 25, 10-feet girder; No. 49, 
3-feet open top; those in progress are—No. 48, 6-feet open top; No. 28, 6-feet arch; 
No. 29, 6-feet open top; No. 60, double 20-feet girders. 


Permanent Way.—The total length of rails now permanently laid is 5,606 lineal 
yards, or over three miles ; 1,191 sleepers have been delivered during the month. 


Buildings—The passenger building and the goods-shed at Batu Gajah are 
nearly complete, and the framing for passenger building at Ipoh has been erected 
during the month. 


Lahat Branch Line.—This work, which is being constructed departmentally, was 
commenced and good progress has been made. 


General.—During October I was travelling on inspection duty for 17 days, visit- 
ing Lower Perak and the Kinta districts.

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No. 541.—Government Notirication : Prisoners SENTENCED TO Finz.— 
The following instructions are issued for the guidance of Magistrates in 
dealing with prisoners sentenced to fine. 


Sentence.—The Magistrate should, in passing sentence of fine, definitely 
state in open Court the term of imprisonment in default of payment. 


Time and Place of Payment of Fine —The time for payment of a fine is 
immediately after sentence, and the place is the police court. 


The commitment of a prisoner may be filled up at once if he cannot 
pay his fine on leaving the dock, and he should not be taken away to the 
lock-up until his commitment has been made out and signed. 


It is the duty of the Magistrate, further, if a fine is not at once paid, 
to ascertain, by questioning the offender, or by any other means, whether he 
can pay or not. If there is reason to suppose that the amount can be levied 
by distress the Magistrate should issue a distress warrant, the prisoner 
being committed in the meantime to undergo his term of imprisonment. 


Strict observance of these instructions will relieve the police of much 
responsibility, by enabling them to send to the prison, at the earliest possible 
moment, prisoners who have been sentenced and for whom the proper place 
is the prison. 

Payment of Fine after Committal—Where a fine is tendered at the 
police court or lock-up after the commitment has been made out, but 
before the prisoner has been removed to prison, the sum may be received 
by the proper Court official or police officer, and the prisoner may be 
released. Fines and fees should not be received at the lock-up during the 
business hours of the police court, but should be paid to the proper Court 
official. 


Certain Classes of Prisoners to undergo Sentence at Police Stations.—In 
order to obviate the necessity of remeving for a long distance prisoners who 
are sentenced to very short terms of imprisonment, certain police lock-ups 
will be approved by the Resident as prisons for particular classes of 
prisoners. A book must be kept at every such police station for the entry 
of all particulars required for the prison records, and regular warrants of 
commitment must be used.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 
No. 549.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR NOVEMBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to transmit my monthly letter for November. 
* * * * * * 


3. Mr. Maxwell, who was engaged on the construction of the railway bridge, left 
on the 2nd instant, the whole of the iron-work having been completed and his contract 
ended. 

4. I visited the work on the Changkat Jong cart-road, and I am glad to say that 
practically the whole of the 84 miles are now completed ; the bridging is being pushed 
on with and should be ready by the end of the month. The bridle-path from Changkat 
Jong to Kursi, nine miles, is now completed for about half its distance, and the trace 
will be continued this month to join this path with the main trunk road near Bikum, 
and this will connect Teluk Anson with the mining district of Batang Padang. 

5. On the 3rd the body of a dead Chinaman was found floating in the river below 
Teluk Anson. It is supposed to have been the body of a Chinaman who disappeared 
from a boat near Bandar under suspicious circumstances. An inquest was held, but 
nothing was elicited to throw any light as to how the man had met with his death. The 
body must have been a long time in the water, being in a most decomposed state. 

6. On the 4th a Chinaman was tried for being in possession of a secret society 
ticket, and sentenced to twelve months’ imprisonment. The ticket was issued in the 
Kinta district; this is the second case within the last few months. 

7. During the month I have had some trouble with the collection of the money 
due on the premium for nipa land; the raiats are at present not in a position to pay 
the full amount. I arranged finally to substitute a pass system for three months, when 
the collection will again be made. 

* * * * * * * 

g. I left Teluk Anson on the 12th November, returning on the 25th. I have 
arranged to continue the running of the coast launch on the same terms as before for 
three months. 

to. On the 28th I left Teluk Anson for Pasir Salak, in connection with a land 
case in dispute between two natives. I was accompanied by the Datoh Laksamana 
and Raja Musa. On the 2gth I reached Pasir Salak, inspected the dusun in dispute, 
and left in the evening. 

ir. On this trip I walked through part of Bota, Kampong Gajah and Pasir 
Panjang to Bandar Lama, when I crossed the river near Pasir Salak and walked 
thence through the whole of the Bandar mukim as far as Lumut. 

12. The accounts of the padi crop were everywhere satisfactory. I regretted to 
notice that the small paths which connect the various villages were not kept clear, 
but were greatly overgrown, and the small bridges were not in order. The villages 
were not so well kept as they might be, and there was too much grass and secondary 
jungle under the fruit trees. 

13. The raiats complained everywhere of the ravages committed by pigs, and 
this complaint extends from one end of the district to the other. There are also com- 
plaints of rats, but for this I am supplying arsenic, the natives paying for the same. 

14. The padi from Rangoon has, on the whole, come up well, but owing to want 
of instructions being sent in time, the different kinds of padi have been sown together. 
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The raiats do not seem to fancy the six months’ padi so much as they do the three 
months’. The Javanese here say that the best padi they have seen grown here was 
obtained from Padang in Sumatra. 

15. During the month there have been many complaints about tigers and their 
depredations. They seem to be more about in the up-river mukims; one was caught 
at Kota S’tia and there is still one at Sungei Jagup and another at Bagan Datoh, 
while it is said there are two at Likir. 

16. I am sorry to have to report a case of murder at Teluk Menanti, down the 
river. A Malay, in a fit of passion and jealousy, murdered his son-in-law ; the mur- 
derer was arrested.

No. 550.—KuALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR NOVEMBER. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for November. 

2. On the 17th the Achinese named Bugam was tried for the murder of the 
Malay at Lawin. He was convicted, and ordered to be confined during the pleasure 
of His Highness the Sultan, the Court being of opinion that he was of unsound mind 
when he committed the murder. 

3. The Acting Secretary to Government arrived here on the 16th, and returned 
to Taiping on the 18th. 

4. During the month there was an outbreak of small-pox at Kota Lama. A 
Malay boy belonging to the village returned from Penang, where he had been living 
for some months, and a few days afterwards contracted a modified form of the disease, 
which the Apothecary reports was not discovered to be small-pox until after his 
recovery. Shortly afterwards a child living in a house opposite died, and the cause 
of death was reported to the Penghulu as being fever. There is, however, every reason 
to believe it was small-pox, as the other five inmates of the house left the village 
immediately after the child had been buried, and subsequently all of them developed 
the disease. Other cases were also traced to this source, all those who attended the 
funeral having had small-pox since. With so many scattered cases it was difficult 
to do anything to stop the spread of infection, but the Medical Department took 
prompt measures to maintain quarantine, and no fresh cases have occurred. A 
temporary hospital was put up for the patients on an isolated site on the outskirts 
of the village. The return of small-pox patients for the month shows that there were 
seven cases remaining on the Ist, and that during the month twenty-two were admitted. 
Of these, six were discharged and two died, there being twenty-one cases remaining 
on the 3oth. 

5. During the month Mr. Mackie has been prospecting for tin land at Sungei 
Buluh, in the mukim of Saiong. He was able to put down eight bores only, the work 
having been delayed in consequence of the tubes being badly constructed, and sticking. 
The bores all returned tin, except two which were stopped by fallen timber at 15 feet. 
The others were from 26 to 37 feet in depth, and gave from 300 to goo grains to the 
bore. The only approach to Sungei Buluh is through bendangs, and a road about 
two miles in length will have to be made before the place can be epened up. 
Mr. Mackie also prospected Batu Pahat in the same mukim. He reports that there is 
tin there, but only in small quantities, the place having evidently been mined in 
former years, there being numerous traces of old Siamese workings. At Jeliong and 
Pachat, in the Senggang mukim, he found some very coarse tin ore in the bed of a 
mountain stream. Here also there are traces of former workings, said by the Malays 
to be about 30 years old. 
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6. House property in Kuala Kangsar is becoming more valuable, and rents are 
increasing. Brick shops are about to be built in place of the plank houses that were 
burnt down the year before last, on the block of land near the river bank, in the lower 
portion of the town. 

7. An application has been received for mining land in Bota. 

8. The Government pepper gardens at Padang Rengas and Pondok have been 
let to Sir Graeme Elphinstone.

No. 551.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR NOVEMBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Si1r,—I have the honour to report that on the rst I went to Bagan Serai with the 
Assistant Magistrate, and saw the Penghulu and a number of people of that mukim 
on land matters, and in the afternoon visited the Tamil Mission, which is about one 
and half miles from Bagan Serai. 

2. The colony numbers about 700 persons, and there are boys’ and girls’ schools, 
an orphanage, etc. A new chapel and a new house for the priest have just been built. 

3. The Assistant Engineer arrived in the evening, and the next morning, after 
inspecting the police station, we went by launch to Kuala Kurau, and then crossed over 
to Bagan Siakup, where we inspected the new quarters built for’ the Public Works 
overseer, and then visited the town lots which have been advertised for sale. We 
returned to Parit Buntar by the Jalan Bharu, stopping to settle a dispute about a ditch 
on the way. 

* * * * * * * 

5. The Medical Officer reports that quarantine restrictions were removed from 
the Jalan Bharu at the end of October. 

6. Small-pox is now confined to Sungei Siakup, where there were 28 fresh cases 
during the month of October. All the persons attacked were unvaccinated and were 
living in infected houses. 

On the nights of the 5th and 6th and 7th the tides were unusually high, and a 
good deal of damage was done to the coast road. 

8. On the 16th I went to Bagan Serai to meet the British Resident, who arrived, 
accompanied by the State Commissioner of Lands, shortly after 1 p.m. 

The next morning we went by steamer down the Kurau river to Kuala Kurau, 
and after inspecting the fishing village there, crossed over to Bagan Siakup, and left 
by ghari for Parit Buntar, which place was reached about 1.30 p.m. In the afternoon 
the Resident inspected the town. 

. On the morning of the 17th the Acting Resident visited the hospital, and 
left for Larut in the Government yacht A/ena at a little after 11 a.m. 
to. The police pinnace arrived early on the 22nd, bringing back some of the 
Sikhs who have returned from Pahang. 
11, During the night a Malay police constable absconded while on duty at the 
police station, taking with him the police cash-box—fortunately it only contained about 


$20. 


14. At Sungei Siakup small-pox is decreasing, only 16 fresh cases having occurred 
during the month, against 28 fresh cases in October. The rest of the district is quite 
free from the disease. 

15. All the country round Parit Buntar and along the upper part of the Jalan 
Bharu is very dry, and a considerable area of land will remain uncultivated this year. 


* * * * * * * 
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In the neighbourhood of Kuala Kurau, and also at Bagan Tiang and along the coast 
generally, there has been a greater rainfall than in the upper parts of the district. 

16. A sale of building land was held at Bagan Siakup on the 14th of November: 
17 lots were sold, and the prices realised were good, the lots averaging $25.64 each, 
which compares favourably with the last sale, when the average price fetched was 
only $15.64 a lot.

No. 552.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR NOVEMBER. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

S1R,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for November. 

2. On the rst, with the Assistant Magistrate, I accompanied Captain Bell, R.N., 
and officers on board the AZena to H.M.S. P/over, which vessel was anchored about 
eight miles to seaward of Tanjong Krang lighthouse. We returned in the afternoon, 
and the Plover sailed for Klang. 

3. On the 2nd the State Commissioner of Lands spent the day here inspecting 
the Land Office. 

4. On the 3rd the Penghulu of Trong brought me a sample of tin washed in his 
district, and is very anxious to obtain a loan of $150 to start work on the spot. 

5. Onthe 5th there was an abnormally high spring tide in the early morning. 
It was full moon on the 4th, and she was totally eclipsed that night. Port Weld was 
three feet under water. The banks made by the railway department have sunk a 
great deal and require to be re-raised. I have communicated with the Resident 
Engineer for Railways on the subject. 

6. On the 6th one of the coolies in the Sin Sing Huat wood-cutting kongsi at 
Sungei Sengar Kechil murdered one of his comrades with a bliong, apparently because 
the murdered man asked the other to pay him what he owed him. 

A murder almost exactly similar to this, committed with a bliong too, and because 
the murderer was asked to pay a debt, took place in the same kongsi and was tried 
in 1891, and the murderer was hanged. It seems to be the accepted way of settling 
accounts in that establishment. 

7. On the 7th an enquiry was held touching the death of a Chinaman which 
occurred on October 27th at Sungei Hantu. He was taken by a crocodile from the 
jetty of his kongsi-house just as he was casting off the painter preparatory to stepping 
on board his boat. The body was not found. 

8. Three Chinese were tried on the roth, and committed for trial at the Senior 
Magistrate’s Court, for house-breaking by night and attempting to cause death or 
grievous hurt at Simpang Tiga (junction of Bukit Putus and Jalan Bharu Sapetang 
road). They were sentenced to seven years’ rigorous imprisonment. 

Some months ago, because the building was out of repair, I believe, the police 
were all removed from the Kampong Dew police station to Simpang. This is the 
second case of the kind that has happened in that neighbourhood since the police vacated 
it, and it is high time they re-occupied it. 

g- On the 11th an inquest was held on the body of a Chinaman accidentally 
drowned at Sungei Hud. 

10. On the 12th the murder case referred to on the 6th was tried in Court here, 
the accused committed for trial on the capital charge and was subsequently sentenced 
to death by the Senior Magistrate’s Court. 

11. On the 15th, at daylight, whilst at Permatang Gantang, far away from any 
road, I passed through a number of fine kampongs which have been abandoned, for no 
apparent reason. It is fine permatang land, with bendang land adjoining, and a river 
navigable for small boats close by. I will try and get this place settled again. I came 
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out at Baba Peter’s pepper and Liberian coffee garden, beside the railway ; he has 
several orlongs under cultivation, all of which looks very well. 

12. An enquiry was held touching the death of a Chinaman who was taken out of 
his boat at Sungei Hantu on the 11th by a crocodile. He belonged to the same 
kongsi as the man mentioned on the 7th. The kongsi has now been abandoned. 

I am having a kind of 4ubu made at one of the favourite haunts of these reptiles, 
and have tried to stir up the people to set baited hooks for them and use every means 
to destroy them. 

It was only on the 12th of last month (October) that a man was taken by a 
crocodile whilst stepping out of his boat at Sungei Tiram, and such a number of lives 
have been lost from this cause in my district of recent years that I think the present 
scale of rewards for their destruction might with advantage be increased. 

13. On the 18th the Penghulu of Trong came to consult me ve the depredations 
of these brutes, and I advanced him money to erect a small 4udu at the mouth of a 
silat, or channel (Silat Sungei Tiram), which they frequent. I am also going to try if 
anything can be done with dynamite. 

The Toh Puan Halimah came in the afternoon to see me on business. 

14. On the rgth and 2oth I visited Kampong Samagaga, Jibong, at which place 
and in the neighbourhood of which a fair amount of padi has been planted, and which 
is looking very well. 

15. On the 22nd I walked to Permatang Glugor and back (four miles) to arrange 
for the completion and extension of the road, and on the 24th I visited Port Weld. 

16. On the 3oth I left, with the Assistant Magistrate (Mr. Rowley), on a tour to the 
southern portion of the district, which I will touch on in my next report. 

17. During the month I received and forwarded for consideration of Government 
two applications each for 500 acres of land for tapioca cultivation at Trong. The 
question of allowing this exhausting root to be grown by Chinese, and of obtaining 
suitable guarantees that the land will be sufficiently manured to prevent its being 
worked out and laid waste in lalang grass for ever afterwards, is receiving the atten- 
tion which it deserves.

No. 553-—BATANG PADANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR NOVEMBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for November. 

2. I met the Assistant Surveyor at the 17th mile on the Teluk Anson road on 
the 7th, and gave out some agricultural land on the Tapah side of the railway reserve. 
Fresh applications have since been received, and the land in this neighbourhood is 
being rapidly taken up. 

3. On the rith I left for Tanjong Malim with Mr. Bamforth, to survey Mr. 
Hardouin’s mining concession. 

4. The padi at Slim and Tanjong Malim looks excellent, and the natives antici- 
pate a good harvest. 

5. I received between 30 and 40 applications for town lots at Tanjong Malim, 
and will have a number of lots laid out and sold by auction at the end of this month. 

6. Mr. Bamforth remained at Sungei Salak and I returned to Tapah, leaving the 
Penghulu and my Malay clerk to clear the boundaries of some ten or twelve smaller 
mining lots which had been applied for. These will be surveyed before the end of 
the month. 

The land in this neighbourhood is, with the exception of the Salak valley, 
nearly all hilly, and though rich in tin, the water supply is deficient. The Penghulu 
informs me that water could be brought in from the Ulu Bernam, about five miles 
distant, and I have promised to visit the place shortly. If the scheme is feasible it 
would enable a large area of bendang land near Tanjong Malim to be opened up at 
the same time. An attempt made by Government some years ago to bring water in 
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from a point further down the river did not meet with success, owing to the dam 
which had been built across the river being washed away, but this difficulty would, I 
believe, be lessened by bringing the water in from further up stream. 


8. On my return to Slim the Penghulu informed me that he had received a letter 
from the Datoh Haya of Ulu Lipis, in Pahang, asking whether tin from his district 
could be exported by the Slim Pass, and whether any further duty would be charged 
in Perak. I told him to reply that I was certain the Perak Government would grant 
every facility to the Pahang miners should they wish to export their tin by this route, 
and that no additional duty would be demanded by this Government. It would be of 
great advantage to both States to encourage communication by this pass, which might 
eventually form the line of a road into Pahang. If the main trunk road is carried 
through Ulu Slim it will tend to encourage traffic in this direction. 

g. On the 27th Mr. Cerruti, an Italian gentleman, who brought a letter from 
Mr. Denison, took out a prospecting license to search for tin and gold in the country 
near the new trace to Kursel. Mr. Cerruti seemed much pleased with what he had 
seen there, and I think there is little doubt that when Mr. Denison’s road is made, this 
part of the district will soon be opened up.
